The fifty-seventh session of the Idaho Annual Conference open- 
ed Tuesday evening, May 28, 1940, at First Church, Boise, Idaho, 
with an informal service of welcome. Dr. Thomas Acheson, host- 
pastor, presided and very graciously presented Honorable C. A. 
Bottolfsen, Governor of Idaho, Honorable James L. Straight, 
Mayor of Boise, and Mr. Henry M. Nelson, President of the Official 
Board, who extended messages of greetings to the Conference. 
Response was made by Bishop James H. Straughn, presiding 
bishop. Following this service a delightful reception and social 
hour was enjoyed by all in the social rooms of the church. 
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FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION 
Wednesday, May 29, 1940 


The formal opening of the Conference was appropriately pre- 
pared for by an address by Bishop Straughn, followed by the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, at which the Bishop presided, 
assisted by Doctors Acheson, McCallister, Hamilton, and Hertzog.

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point any further assistants necessary. On motion of A. B. Par- 
rett, E. A. Pollock was elected Postmaster. On motion of Thomas 
Acheson, Leroy Walker was named Reporter. 


Recess—Following this formal organization of the Conference 
the Bishop declared a ten minute recess. 


Memorial Service—At 10:45 A.M. the annual Memorial Service 
was held in the Sanctuary. C. G. Hannan presided. Appropriate 
hymns were sung, Leroy Walker led in prayer, and Dallas McNeil 
sang a solo. The sermon was given by G. G. Roseberry after suit- 
able memoirs had been read for Brother E. F. Clower, deceased 
retired member of the Conference, and Brother Hans J. Roan, Lay 
Member of the Conference from Boise. 


Session Continued—Following the Memorial Service the An- 
nual Conference reconvened. 


On motion of H. G. McCallister the Bar of the Conference was 
set as the first eight rows of pews. 


Introduction—The Bishop presented J. J. Brauer, representa- 
tive of the Methodist Book Concern’s depository in Portland, who 
reported on the Book Concern and presented a check for $214.75 
to the Bishop for distribution through the Board of Conference 
Claims. On his suggestion Dr. G. W. Barnes was appointed Special 
Agent to solicit subscriptions to the magazine Religion in Life. 


The Bishop announced receipt of a check for $50.00 from the 
Chartered Fund and presented it to the Board of Conference 
Claims. 


On motion of H. G. McCallister it was ordered that the printed 
program become the official program of the Conference, subject 
to necessary revisions. 


Committee EHlections—W. H. Hertzog, representing the Cab- 
inet, was recognized by the Bishop and brought recommendations 
for membership of several committees. 


Nominating Committee. W. H. Hertzog recommended that a 
Nominating Committee be created. On motion of E. L. White, 
seconded by H. G. McCallister, the recommendation was accepted. 
The Cabinet representative then moved that the following form 
the Nominating Committee: G. G. Roseberry, A. B. Parrett, C. A. 
Stauber, and Edson Deal. On motion this committee was duly 
elected. 


Committee on World Service and Finance. The Cabinet nom-

His request was granted by vote of the 
Conference and A. B. Parrett elected in his stead. 


Announcements of Appointments—Millard Scherich announced 
the name of James K. Allen as assistant statistician, and I. S. Motz 
announced the name of Mrs. W. R. McClure as assistant treasurer. 


Election—Bishop Straughn suggested the election of a Com- 
mittee on Courtesies, and W. H. Hertzog nominated R. S. Rees and 
Mrs. Arthur Smith.

Introduction—The Bishop introduced Brother C. E. Helman, 


representing the Idaho Allied Civic Forces, and he spoke in behalf 
of that organization. 


Motion—C. G. Hannan moved that since Thursday, May 30, is 
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Memorial Day, a short time be set aside during the morning for a 
period of silent prayer. Thomas Acheson seconded the motion, 
which was passed. 


Adjournment—Following announcements, the motion for ad- 
jJournment was made by H. G. McCallister, and the Benediction 
was pronounced by M. H. Greenlee. 


SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
May 30, 1940 


Following an extremely helpful devotional service led by T. B. 
Mitzner the Conference convened under the leadership of Bishop 
Straughn at 9:15 o’clock A.M. The minutes of the previous session 
were read and approved. 


Introductions—R. S. Rees, representing the Committee on 
Courtesies, introduced Edward Laird Mills, Editor of the Christian 
Advocate, Pacific Edition; Dr. Channing Richardson, Superintend- 
ent of the City Department of the Board of Home Missions; and 
Dr. G. L. Morelock, Executive Secretary of the General Board of 
Lay Activities. 


Motion—R. S. Rees presented a resolution relative to the work 
of the late Bishop Wallace E. Brown and expressing sympathy for 
Mrs. Brown. C. G. Hannan suggested an addition to the resolution 
providing that the name of Bishop Brown be listed among the 
Memoirs printed in the Minutes. The suggestion was accepted, 
and the resolution as amended was unanimously adopted. 


On motion of Dr. Thomas Acheson it was ordered that the 
name of Hans J. Roan, prominent churchman and Lay Member 
of the Idaho Conference from First Church, Boise, be included in 
the list of printed memoirs and that the Secretary be instructed to 
send a letter of greeting and sympathy to Mrs. Roan. 


On motion of C. G. Hannan it was ordered that the name of 
Mrs. W. W. Van Dusen be added to the list of honored dead. 


On motion of R. S. Rees the names of the two District Superin- 
tendents were added to the membership of the Board of Missions. 


Roll Call—The Secretary called the roll of Lay Members of the 
Conference, and the following responded who had not answered 
the previous roll call: From the Western District—J. A. Pettit, 
H. M. Nelson, W. C. Adams, Harry Lewis, W. W. Foster ; from the 
Eastern District—Hugh Nelson. 
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Report—H. G. McCallister presented the report of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension, and on motion of C. M. 
Donaldson it was adopted and filed with the secretary. (See 
Report.) 


Corporate Session—H. G. McCallister, President of the Board 
of Trustees, took the chair. The Minutes of the 1939 Corporate 
Session were read and approved. On motion of G. R. Archer, Carl 
M. Davidson was elected Secretary of the Corporate Session. The 
Secretary read the roll of Trustees, and all were present except 
W. L. Shattuck and H. E. Dixon. On request of the President the 
Secretary read an order of the District Court authorizing the 
change of name of the Conference, and on motion of C. M. Donald- 
son the court order was ordered published in the Minutes. 


The matter of proper procedure for re-incorporating local 
churches or revising their articles of incorporation in line with 
Conference Incorporation was discussed, and Thomas Acheson 
moved that a committee of three be appointed, including the Con- 
ference Secretary, to investigate the matter further and bring in 
a definite report. The motion was seconded and passed, and the 
committee appointed was: H. G. McCallister, W. C. Adams, and 
C. M. Davidson. 


Report—Edson Deal, Treasurer of the Board of Trustees, pre- 
sented his report, and it was ordered filed with the Secretary sub- 
ject to the approval of the Auditing Committee. (See Report.) 


Edson Deal moved that $50.00 be paid by the Conference Trus- 
tees to the Board of Conference Claims for distribution, and it 
was so ordered. 


Motions for Election—C. M. Donaldson moved that the Class 
of 1941 be elected as follows: W. H. Hertzog, C. M. Davidson, H. 
G. McCallister. It was done. On motion of G. G. Roseberry the 
Class of 1942 was named as follows: Leroy Walker, W. L. Shat- 
tuck, H. E. Dixon. On motion of W. H. Hertzog the Class of 1940 
becomes the Class of 1943 as follows: H. S. Hamilton, Edson Deal, 
C. C. Dudley. 


On order of the President the Secretary was instructed to cast 
a unanimous ballot electing these Trustees. 


Motion—W. H. Hertzog moved that the old corporate seal be 
kept. by the Historical Society and that a new corporate seal be 
obtained. The motion was passed.

On motion of W. H. Hertzog it was ordered that the Committee 
on New Legislation bring in recommendations in regard to the 
organization of a Conference Historical Society. 


Introduction—Rev. Virgil Jackson, pastor at Quincy, Califor- 
nia, and his wife were introduced by Dr. H. S. Hamilton. Mrs. 
Jackson is the daughter of Dr. Hamilton. 


Report—Dr. W. H. Hertzog, Superintendent of the Eastern 
District, was called forward and presented his report, which was 
adopted and given to the Secretary for publication. (See Report.) 


Adjournment—Following brief announcements the Conference 
adjourned for a brief recess, following which the Bishop addressed 
the Conference in “The Bishop’s Hour.” 


THIRD DAY, THIRD SESSION 
May 31, 1940 


Devotions were led by Rev. Donald S. Campbell, and the busi- 
ness session opened at 9:30 A.M. with Bishop Straughn presiding.

FOURTH DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
June 1, 1940

minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 


Introductions—W. H. Hertzog presented Rev. Manfred A. Car- 
ter, of the New England Southern Conference, and now to become 
a member of the Idaho Conference. 


R. S. Rees, for the Committee on Courtesies, presented Presi- 
dent C. E. Schofield of the Iliff School of Theology and Dr. C. W. 
Hancher, former Superintendent of the Utah Mission Conference. 


Reports—L. B. Bailey, chairman of the Board of Conference 
Claims, presented the Board’s report. A. B. Parrett moved its 
adoption, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Millard Scherich, Statistician, read his report, and on motion 
of R. S. Rees it was adopted. (See Report.) 
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Reception into Conference—James K. Allen, having previously 
been voted into full membership in the Annual Conference, was 
called for by Bishop Straughn, and asked the disciplinary ques- 
tions required (Para. 218). 


The Bishop asked for the privilege of polling the Conference 
membership to discover the names of those favored for appoint- 
ment to the superintendency of the Western District. The privi- 
lege was granted, and an informal secret ballot was taken. 


Reports—I. 8. Motz, Conference Treasurer, gave his report, 
and on motion of C. G. Hannan the report was adopted. (See 
Report.) 


D. S. Campbell read the report of the Board of Education, and 
on motion of C. M. Donaldson it was adopted. G. G. Roseberry 
introduced President Wm. W. Hall, Jr., of The College of Idaho, 
who spoke concerning the fiftieth anniversary of that institution, 
and requested the co-operation of Idaho Methodism in behalf of 
his school. On motion of C. M. Donaldson an amendment was or- 
dered to the report of the Board of Education “that the commit- 
tee on Student Loan Fund, 740 Rush Street, Chicago, be requested 
to make loans to Methodist students from Idaho upon recommenda- 
tion of committees raised by Wesley Foundations in Moscow and 
Pocatello in co-operation with the churches of which they are 
members.” 


On motion of H. G. McCallister the report of the Board of 
Education was adopted as a whole, referring the matter of askings 
for Wesley Foundation work to the Board of World Service and 
Finance. 


Motion—On the suggestion of Bishop Straughn, A. B. Parrett 
moved that following the recess business be continued, omitting 
the scheduled address of the Bishop on the “Bishop’s Hour.” 


Recess—A short recess was declared by the Bishop at 11:20. 


Following a ten minute recess G. R. Archer was recognized by 
the chair and spoke concerning the disposal of books in the Gooding 
College library. 


_Reports—Carl M. Davidson reported for the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the proper procedure for amending articles 
of incorporation for local churches providing for change of name. 
On motion of G. G. Roseberry the Secretary was instructed to re- 
duce his report to written form and publish it in the Minutes. 


TSB. Mitzner, reporting for the Committee on New General 
Conference Legislation, read a report relative to the election of 
youth nominees to the Jurisdictional Committees. (See Report.) 
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Motion—M. H. Greenlee moved: “Because of the confusion at 
Conference in committee work and the duplication of members on 
important conference committees, I move that the Conference 
program committee for the 1940-41 Conference be instructed to 
work out a satisfactory schedule of committee meetings and that 
the Nominating Committee be requested to co-operate in the mat- 
ter of revamping all committees to fit the schedule, so far as pos- 
sible.”’ The motion was seconded and passed. 


Report—O. L. Kendall read the report of the Committee on 
World Service and Finance, and the report was adopted, after it 
was voted to add the matter relative to Equalization of Ministerial 
Salaries as published in the 1939 Minutes. (See Report.) 


T. B. Mitzner gave a few “high lights” of new General Confer- 
ence legislation for the Committee on New Legislation and was 
ordered to present a written digest of similar nature for inclusion 
in the Conference Minutes. (See Report.) 


Motions—It was moved that the Conference adjourn to re- 
convene at 2:00 P.M. 


On motion of Thomas Acheson it was decided that each local 
church should set aside Sunday, June 16, as a day of fasting and 
prayer for the taking of a special offering for world-wide relief 
through the Board of Foreign Missions. 


Report—The report of T. W. Bowmar, treasurer of the Com- 
mittee on Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, reported, and his 
report was adopted. (See Report.) 


Following announcements the Conference was declared in re- 
cess after Bishop Straughn had presented Dr. Harry S. Hamilton, 
retiring District Superintendent, with a purse in appreciation of 
his many years of leadership in the Idaho Conference. Benediction 
was pronounced by W. W. Deal. 


The Conference Reconvened—The Conference reassembled at 
2:00 o’clock with the singing of a hymn. C. G. Hannan led in 
prayer. 


Reports—The report of the Social Service Commission was 
read by A. B. Parrett. Major Harry Lewis took issue with the 
paragraph mentioning conscientious objectors to war and moved 
that the report be amended deleting that paragraph. On motion 
of W. H. Hertzog debate was limited to two minutes for each 
speaker in turn, no man to speak more than once until all had 
spoken who so desired, and that each side be represented alter- 
nately. Edgar L. Oakes moved to amend the amendment to read

that that part of the paragraph under consideration be deleted be- 
ginning with the words “if bad comes to worse ’ G. R. Archer 
seconded the motion. Thomas Atcheson moved that the amendment 
be tabled. The amendment to the amendment by vote was tabled, 
and then the amendment was tabled. C. G. Hannan moved that 
the report be corrected changing references as to potential winners 
in conflict. His motion was seconded and passed. The report was 
then adopted as amended. (See Report.) 


Edson Deal read the report of the Committee on Changing the 
Conference Rules of Order, and after discussion and minor changes 
the report was adopted. (See Rules of Order.) 


The report of the Historical Committee was read by H. G. Lus- 
combe in the form of a Constitution for a Conference ‘Historical 
Society.”’ The report, on motion of T. B. Mitzner, was amended to 
provide that the officers and Board be nominated by the Nominat- 
ing Committee. The report as adopted was approved. (See Consti- 
tution of Historical Society.) 


The report of the Auditing Committee was read by E. R. Kaem- 
mer and adopted. (See Report.) 


The report of the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion was read by H. G. McCallister, and W. H. Hertzog was nomi- 
nated as the Ministerial Nominee and Edgar L. Oakes as the Lay 
Nominee as possible members of the National Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension to be considered by the Jurisdic- 
tional Conference. The report and the nominations were accepted. 
(See Report.) 


H. G. McCallister, reporting for the Trustees of Gooding Col- 
lege, moved that the Class of 1940 become the class of 1943, and 
it was approved. (See List of Gooding College Trustees. ) 


Motion—On motion of Dallas McNeil the Secretary was granted 
permission to edit all reports for publication. 


Special Privileges—Mrs. Arthur Smith was recognized and 
presented Bishop Straughn with a beautiful bouquet of tuber roses 
in behalf of “your sweethearts of the Rockies!” in recognition of 
his birthday—acting for the lady members of the Conference. 


On motion of R. S. Rees the Secretary of the Conference was 
ordered to send a bouquet from the men of the Conference to Mrs. 
Straughn in honor of the wedding anniversary of Bishop and Mrs. 
Straughn, which is also on June 1. 


On motion of W. H. Hertzog the Secretary was ordered to send 
a message of greeting and Christian love in behalf of the Annual 
Conference to Brother Henry Fryer, long-time accepted supply 
pastor in the Conference who retires this year. 
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Reports—D. S. Campbell read the nominations from the Board 
of Education to the Jurisdictional Conference as possible members 
of the national Board of Education: Ministerial, H. G. McCallis- 
ter; Lay, Edson Deal. 


James K. Allen read the report of the Board of Temperance.

Motions—On motion of G. G. Roseberry, Stanley Trefren and 
Brooks Moore and the Conference Secretary were made a commit- 
tee to read the minutes of the Saturday session and make necessary 
changes for publication in the Conference Journal. 


W. H. Hertzog moved, in behalf of the Cabinet, that the Lay 
Members to Annual Conference be elected year by year. The rec- 
ommendation was adopted. 


On motion of C. G. Hannan it was ordered that the Conference 
Treasurer be bonded in an amount to be determined by the Com- 
mittee on World Service and Finance. 


On motion of Edgar L. Oakes, who spoke in behalf of the Lay 
Members, it was ordered that a committee of four be appointed by 
the Nominating Committee to study Annual Conference entertain- 
ment questions and report to the next Annual Conference with a 
view to helping provide toward the expense of entertainment. 
(NOTE: The committee appointed was: H. M. Nelson, C. C. Dudley, 
A. B. Parrett, Dallas McNeil.) 


After the Bishop had suggested a “Conference Directory” to 
be published in the annual Minutes, containing all names, relation- 
ships, appointments, and addresses, Millard Scherich moved that 
such a Directory be prepared and published, and it was so ordered. 
(See Directory in front of Minutes. ) 
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Question 19. Where shall the next session of the Conference be held? H. 
G. McCallister, after properly lauding the virtues of Twin Falls, invited the 
Conference to meet there in 1941, and upon a motion of E. R. Kaemmer the 
invitation was unanimously accepted. 


_ Personal Privilege—Edson Deal, speaking under special per- 
mission, expressed his sincere appreciation for the privilege of 
representing the Conference at General Conference and spoke 
feelingly in appreciation of the work and spirit of Bishop 
Straughn’s administration. 


The Secretary read a letter of greeting from Ira Gillet, mis- 
sionary from Kambini, Africa, now home on furlough. 


M otion—R. S. Rees moved that after caring for any emergent 
business and after the reading of the appointments following the 
Sunday worship service the Conference stand adjourned. The 
motion prevailed. 


The Saturday session closed, following announcements, with 
a consecration service around the altar, all the membership kneel- 
ing in directed and silent prayer. 


FIFTH DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Sunday, June 2, 1940 


A fitting climax to the Conference was reached in the Sunday 
morning services. The Love Feast was presided over by Dr. C. 
M. Donaldson at 9:30. At 10:30 a special ordination service was 
held, and Bishop Straughn, assisted by certain other Elders, or- 
dained James K. Allen as a Deacon in the Church of God, accord- 
ing to the rites and requirements of the Methodist Church. 


At the 11:00 o’clock hour the Bishop preached on ‘“The Making 
of a Christian,” following which the concluding business of the 
Conference was transacted. Donald Campbell read the report of 
the Committee on Courtesies, and the report was adopted. (See 
Report.)

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 


EASTERN DISTRICT 
W. H. HERTZ0G, District Superintendent 
Bishop Straughn and Members of the Conference: 


Last fall I began my report with reference to the w 
engulfed a large part of the world. Today, nine Ee let oa ete 
has been emphasized many, many times in the havoc, the tragedy, the de- 
struction, and the death of hundreds of thousands of people. Added to the 
awfulness of what is happening on the battlefields is the lying, deceitful 
propaganda, seeking to poison the minds, to stir emotions to even greater 
disturbance, and to enlist support and help for much greater destruction 
Whether we can trust our all too unstable minds and too meagerly informed 
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intelligence to the play of these agencies that would enlist support, is a grave 
question confronting the Church today. Surely the Church should be one of 
the powerful stabilizing forces in these tumultuous days. This realization 
cannot but drive us as Christians to our prayer chambers, that we receive 
Christ’s enduement for such an hour. Can we not with Fosdick pray— 


“Save us from weak resignation 
To the evils we deplore; 
Let the search for Thy salvation 
Be our glory evermore. 
Grant us wisdom, 
Grant us courage, 
Serving Thee whom we adore.” 


I would early express my very deep appreciation for the loyalty and de- 
votion of my associates, both ministers and laymen of the Eastern District, 
to whom the credit for all achievements of the churches is due. A finer group 
of co-operative folk so deeply consecrated to Kingdom tasks would be difficult 
to find. In my enforced and rather frequent absences from the District, the 
work has not suffered because of the very fine way in which every pastor and 
his helpers were able to meet each occasion. 


Every pastor on the District felt a keen personal loss as, soon after the 
after-Conference work was under way, we were all saddened and shocked at 
the news of the death of Bishop Brown. He had endeared himself to us all, 
and everyone felt the loss of a real friend and brother. His crowning is one 
more tie binding us all the more closely to the “Heart of Love.” 


The District has been greatly blessed during the year in that the “Grim 
Reaper” has paid no visit to the parsonage homes. Except for the long ill- 
ness of Rev. Smutz, when for days many despaired of his life, and which but 
for the prayer of many devoted friends doubtless would have eventuated, he 
has fully recovered and closes the year in a fine way. Rev. Henry Fryer of 
Fairfield, who is retiring this year, has suffered a serious heart attack but 
is better now. A major operation by Dr. Rees of Burley has resulted very 
favorably indeed. The health of the ministers has been fine, enabling them 
without exception to be on the job putting in the steady, consistent labor that 
seems so necessary, just to hold our own in these days. The arduous and 
exacting work of the modern minister has been cheerfully performed in every 
charge, and while the statistics are not available, the reports from the Fourth 
Quarterly Conferences indicate a membership increase that is greater than 
last year, and about an equal number of baptisms. 


Most of the churches will report more World Service giving for the nine 
months than was the twelve months’ total last year. The last months’ District 
total is in excess of the same date last year over three hundred and fifty 
dollars. The response to the appeal made at the beginning of the Conference 
year, that wherever possible there be a minimum advance of 10 per cent in 
World Service giving, has been met in nearly every instance. 


Care has been given on the District to other interests also. This year will 
likely show the largest payments on indebtedness for several years. Buhl, 
Twin Falls, Jerome, Ashton, Gooding, Glenns Ferry, Pocatello, Hansen, and 
possibly others have joined in this commendable work. A couple of more 
years of consistent effort along this line would do much to clear our sanctu- 
aries of the palsied hand of debt. May there be an early inclusion in this 


matter is our prayer. 


There is great encouragement to the ministers of the District in the way 
that the laymen are responding to the challenge of the church as it is being 
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brought to us and them through the new Board of Lay Activities. Mr. W. L. 
McKnight, District Leader, together with Mrs. Arthur Smith and Mark 
Moormon, Associates, have been eagerly co-operative as we have tried through 
five sub-District rallies and other visitations to interpret this challenge. Mr. 
Edson H. Deal was the main speaker at three of these rallies and Mr. Hans 
Roan at two others. In this connection, we desire to express for the District 
the deep sense of real loss that has come to Methodism in the intermountain 
country in the passing of Brother Roan. His good works and sincere life 
will long be remembered, and much that he has done takes the character of 
the eternal in its lasting nature. He belonged to all of us and is greatly 
missed. The chief handicap in the constructive furthering of laymen’s work 
so far has been lack of information. The Board of Lay Activities is something 
new in this section of the country, and while we had the last Discipline as 
something of a guide, there was a feeling that there was a lot that would be 
further clarified in the first General Conference of the United Church. It 
was with the thought in mind, that none could speak with more authority or 
with more clarity than the General Seeretary of this Board, that the Con- 
ference Program Committee secured for this session of Annual Conference 
Dr. George L. Morelock of Nashville. I feel that the laymen are ready for 
the necessary constructive tasks and are waiting the “go ahead” signal when 
more information is available. It would seem that it is here. 


The work among and by the young folk of the District has been very en- 
couraging during the past three-fourths year. The Eastern District Council 
of Epworth Leagues authorized the attendance of the Dean, Carl Davidson; 
the Dean of Young Adults, Don Campbell; the Manager, Irvin Motz; and the 
Recreation Director, Stanley Trefren, at the Regional Deans’ and Leaders’ 
meeting held in Portland during the last of October. The Superintendent 
joined these four as we sought the values of counsel with leaders from Central 
Office and other workers from the Western section of the nation. It is to be 
expected that these aids will help greatly in the effectiveness of our Summer 
Institute in July. Mid-winter Institutes, sub-District rallies, and several 
group meetings already held indicate, as do the regular devotional meetings 
in most charges, a very healthy condition of the young people’s work. Their 
eager interests and the judgments and evaluations of the more sober moments 
give an encouraging promise of the Church of tomorrow. The Superintendent 
shall miss greatly the Institute contact this summer, because of a conflict 
with the date of the Jurisdictional Conference. It will be the first summer in 
a quarter of a century that I have not been in from one to seven Epworth 
League Summer Institutes. Perhaps it means a good day for the Institutes. 


It is with great interest and a high faith that we anticipate the enlarge- 
ment of the women’s activities in this our church. The past year has brought 
forth many evidences of their consecration and loyalty. In the midst of re- 
organization they have permitted no cause to suffer, and I am confident that 
when the statisticians have done their work, this year will show fine increases 
in every phase of their work. Holding steady may not be a very inspiring 
task, but the way the women of Methodism have performed it is indeed an 
inspiration of a high order. Working with them has been a pleasure, and as

May he return in safety to those that have 
cheerfully loaned him to us for this bit of time. May he bear our sincere 
gratitude and best wishes to Mrs. Straughn and their daughter Laurlene, 


In conclusion, I desire to thank both ministers and laymen of the Confer- 
ence for all your kindnesses, courtesies, and forbearance extended to me. All 
have been greater than was deserved, and I am grateful. Those of the East- 
ern District have had more mistakes to overlook, have had more occasion to 
forgive, because of their proximity. They have never failed. We still have 
much to do, so may we, in the spirit of the words of Robert W. Service,

Bishop Straughn and Members of the Conference: 


May I say that I am grateful to the Heavenly Father for the health and 
strength which have permitted me to complete nine months of work for Him 
on the Western District. I appreciate far more than I can express in words 
the loyalty and co-operation of the preachers and laymen in the work we have 
accomplished during this Conference year. 


Certain changes were made in December of last year. Rev. C. C. Callahan 
left for somewhere in Iowa, Rey. Floyd White was placed at Union Cove, and 
Rey. C. C. Bickett, a young man who has just entered the ministry, was 
placed at Ontario. Words cannot express the loss felt in the passing of my 
intimate friend, Hans J. Roan. The friendship shall last forever. 


Rey. Chas. Fletcher and Rev. W. W. Deal are asking for the retired re- 
lationship at this Conference. Rey. Deal is the oldest man in the active re- 
lationship in the Conference. He joined the Idaho Conference in 1902. He 
is a brother greatly beloved by all who know him, which is every man in the 


Idaho Conference. 


The Women’s Division of Social Service, under various names, is organized 
in practically all the churches. The loyal women aid the social life of the 
church and in many ways make possible the larger achievements of the church. 
They have been doing very helpful work during this year and have really 
saved some churches from extinction. When they can give their largest at- 
tention to the social service, they will become a still larger factor in the 
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Kingdom of God. Too often they “bake and stew” their way into heaven while 
the men hope to go there on “flowery beds of ease.” 


The work of the District is being done in many places under discourage- 
ments, on account of social and economic conditions, family feuds, and com- 
munity quarrels, together with “festeration” schemes which have crept into 
the life of the church. 


The interest of World Service has been faithfully presented, and each 
month of this year has shown an increase in the contributings over the same 
month of the previous year, and I am hoping the pastors have brought enough 
money to Conference to make an increase for the nine months. 


Mid-year Institutes were held at Kuna for the Boise Valley and at Nyssa 
for the mid-District. 


The United Conference held in Boise was a great success and an inspira- 
tion in every way. It gave those who attended a good view of, and an increase 
in, the work of the Kingdom. There was the place of getting acquainted with 
our good Bishop Straughn. 


The work among the young people has been good for the most part both 
in the church school and the Epworth League. 


Almost every pastor observed Passion Week services, but only a few have 
held the old-time revival services. 


The brotherhood of the Payette Valley and the mid-District have made a 
fine addition to the church of this year. A meeting was held every month, 
and they have been well attended. May the brotherhood grow in work and 
in interest. 


Two births have taken place on the District this year. A baby girl was 
born to Rey. and Mrs. Leslie Bailey of Vale, and a baby boy came to gladden 
the home of Rev. and Mrs. E. W. Bickett of Ontario. 


In a sentence: Apple Valley is still on the map. Baker needs spiritual 
morale and an increase in the work of the church. Boise First rejoices in a 
better church school and interest in loyalty to the church and to Jesus Christ. 
Boise Immanuel needs a new spirit if she wishes to endure. Caldwell increases 
her church school and is on the way to a new parsonage. Collister is holding 
her own. Cascade is looking up and have treated their pastor with fine spirit 
this year. Cove wants a preacher of their own. Eagle is about the same as it 
has been for some time. It has a good name. Emmett is gradually coming 
into her own and has increased her pastor’s salary for next year. Enterprise 
has again fallen into the community spirit which they have about every so 
often. They had it once before when there were only four churches in the 
town and the town was growing; now there is only about 60 per cent of what 
it once had, but now the town has, I believe, nine churches. Fruitland is 
gradually coming into its own. Fruit has been the main source of income 
and has not been good for several years. Haines is slowly regaining what she 
had lost. Huntington’s constituency continues to change. Sometimes they 
have something, and sometimes they do not have. Jordan Valley is still a 
place on the map. Joseph—‘‘O my son Joseph”—is picking up, and this past 
year is the best for some time. Canyon City, John Day, and Prairie City are 
a man’s job, but a woman does most of the work. It is a heartbreaker of in- 
difference. John Day has increased in population, but the church has decreased 
in attendance. Kuna is about the same. La Grande First Church holds her 
own in church school attendance and interest in church work. La Grande 
Fir Street is on the east side of town and has a fine group of young people. 
Meridian has one of the largest Sunday schools in the District, has improved 
their church property, and moves forward along all lines. Meadows Valley 
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has two churches and is in the golden heart of Idaho. Nampa opened their 
new church under the leadership of Bishop Brown last September, and the 
preacher and wife will move into a new parsonage before July 1. There has 
been a fine increase in church attendance and church school work. North 
Powder is still on record. Nyssa has been waiting to see what the city was 
going to do with the street. They will either remodel where they are or 
move a few blocks to the north, south, or west. Ontario is still in the base- 
ment but expects to get out this year. Payette plods along as usual with all 
departments of the church school in full attendance. Pleasant Ridge is still 
coming along. Richland is about as it has been from time immemorial. South- 
side Boulevard is a fine country church under the leadership of Rev. W. W. 
Deal. Melba is about gone. Sweet, Montour, and Ola are enough to keep a 
man busy, but money is a rare thing in these parts. Union is recovering from 
the fire that burned their parsonage and is on the improvement list. Vale is 
an opportunity. Wallowa has entered into its new church building. Weiser 
is on the upgrade in many ways except financially. Wilder is moving along 
slowly and making some headway. 


I shall not attempt to mention in this report the name of every pastor on 
the District, but this much I must say: that with few exceptions there cannot 
be found anywhere in the church a more loyal, faithful, and co-operating 
company of fellow workers than the men and women of the Western District. 


In closing, I am conscious of some mistakes and imperfections in our work, 
but we have tried to cast a shadow for our Christ and have endeavored to 
work for Him. 


B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 


1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
WESLEY FOUNDATION 


One of the most important phases of the church work is the youth program. 
Wesley Foundation supplements this program by endeavoring not only to keep 
young people for the church but also to guide college youth during the critical 
period while they are away from home at the state university—providing ca 
home away from home.” It is essential that during these formative years the 
church be included in the program of youth. 


In view of the importance of the program promoted by the Wesley Founda- 
tion at Moscow and Pocatello, we recommend: 


1. That the Conference recommend the asking of $400 for the combined budg- 
ets of the two foundations to be distributed $300 to Moscow and $100 to 


Pocatello. 


2. That the District Superintendents present the need of Wesley Foundation 
to each church for the collection of these askings. 


8, That the churches call attention of the students to the courses in Religion 
offered at the University of Idaho at. Moscow—there being four courses 
offered with full credit by the University. 


4. That the pastors whose churches are sending young people to the univer- 
sity send the names of such students in advance to the directors at the 
university, giving some indication of the student interest where this is 


possible.

DIRECTOR OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


In view of the provision of the Board of Education for a Correspondent 
in Conferences not having full-time Directors of Religious Education, we 
nominate H. G. McCallister for this position in the Idaho Conference for the 
ensuing year. 


STUDENTS’ DAY AND THE STUDENT LOAN FUND 


The observance of Students’ Day is an opportunity to serve not only the 
local church but to make it possible to reach into the future and be of service 
to the youth of tomorrow, for it is through the offering taken this day in our 
church schools that our Student Loan Fund is maintained. Large numbers of 
our youth have had it made possible through this aid to continue their school- 
ing and enter into the ranks of religious workers in many fields. We urge our 
ministers to give information concerning our loan fund to our people that this 
important channel of help may be more largely available to our youth. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


We are beginning to realize that in this field we have a large task, one 
that has been neglected too much. Churches are now working in denomina- 
tional groups as well as interdenominationally to try to meet the need here. 
The International Council of Religious Education is this year holding Regional 
Conferences with emphasis upon Adult Education. Our ministers, whenever 
possible, should avail themselves of the opportunities offered to become more 
efficient in Adult Education. Our Board of Education offers courses of helps 
and instruction to all who desire assistance. 


CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 


The printed word is recognized today as never before as one of the great- 
est forces in the shaping of thought and action. Totalitarianism is aware of 
this power, as is attested to in the thorough manner it silences the freedom 
of the press and imposes its prejudiced opinions. Christianity must be mind- 
ful of the potential energy derived from the printed page. 


Today’s output of Christian writing is unparalleled. We urge the reading 
of outstanding books, periodicals, and pamphlets. The Methodist Church is 
fortunate in having the Methodist Book Concern to guide it and furnish it 
with the best Christian literature of the day. 


The merit of our Church literature is widely recognized. The Christian 
Advocate keeps its readers abreast with a fast-moving world and informs 
them of vital Church happenings. Religion and Life, with its celebrated con-

which begins this year. This celebration will be concluded with the construc- 
tion and dedication of a combination science and gymnasium building. 


2. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON GRADUATE COURSES 
OF STUDY 


In light of the fact that it is always our obligation, as ministers, to keep 
abreast of the most vigorous and wholesome Christian thinking of our times, 
this committee urges the careful consideration by every graduate of the 
courses of graduate study. These courses extend as a splendid opportunity to 
sit at the feet of some of our greatest contemporary Christian teachers. 


Participation in the graduate courses inspires habits of disciplined study 
and creative thinking. It is heartening to note that the Graduate Training 
Schools are to continue on a larger scale in our new Church. These schools 
are the lengthening shadow of Dr. Allan MacRossie, who surely rejoices in 
heaven as he witnesses their progress. 


It is earnestly hoped that the maximum number of our ministers allowed 
will attend the sessions in Tacoma during each of the years to come.

3. REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION 


We meet at a crucial period in the history of modern civilization. Our 
world is desperately sick at heart. In a single generation we have seen the 
church lose its grip upon the life of nation after nation. The forces of secu- 
larism and godlessness have moved across the world, sweeping away moral 
and spiritual foundations with a resulting condition of personal confusion and 
international war and destruction. We have seen the world move from hope 
and confidence to pessimism and despair. We believe that the hope of such 
a world is in Christ and in His church, and that all the forces of hell cannot 
prevail against it—that the church of Jesus Christ must stand at life’s cross- 
roads and point the world to the way of sanity and peace. We affirm our faith 
in the practicability of the way of love as demonstrated by our Lord. 


CHRISTIAN ECONOMY 


When Jesus prayed, “Give us this day our daily bread,” he was not only 
acknowledging God as the giver of physical blessings, but also recognizing 
the common need of people for these blessings. He spoke not for a few but 
rather in behalf of God’s entire family on earth. Because of individual selfish- 
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ness and class strife, operating within the economic order, grave injustices 
have flourished. A large section of our citizenry through no fault of its own 
has been driven to the very borderland of starvation; has experienced the 
loss of self-respect and economic hope. No Christian justification can be made 
for this state of affairs in a land so richly endowed as the United States. The 
church of Jesus Christ in its deep concern for the temporal well-being of all, 
demands that people regardless of color or race or class in America be given 
equal opportunity to live. We call upon the church in this hour of economic 
desperation when men are being promised employment and wage increase 
through an accelerated manufacture of arms and munitions, to reject these 
promises, and be true to the principles of Jesus Christ. 


TEMPERANCE 


By this time it should be apparent to all thinking people of our country 
that this nation cannot drink its way to prosperity. It should be just as ap- 
parent, too, that with the increased sale of spirituous liquors has come added 
poverty, the added disintegration of home life, and the added debauchery so 
apparent among young people and their elders. The church pledges her en- 
thusiastic support to the Allied Civic Forces of Idaho in their present pro- 
gram which we trust will result in further restrictions being placed upon the 
liquor traffic, and in local option by means of which towns and cities and 
counties can again be voted dry. 


SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE 


In the light of Ambassador Myron C. Taylor’s appointment to the Vatican 
as our president’s “personal representative,” it becomes necessary for the 
church to present its position again on the relation of church and state. We 
firmly believe in that cherished principle in American democracy known as 
“the separation of church and state.” We, therefore, view the appointment 
referred to, as a serious mistake which, in the words of the Episcopal address 
at General Conference, “has created a spirit of uneasiness and resentment in 
the minds of a great number of people, and instead of promoting peace has 
engendered discord and strife....” We request the severance of said diplo- 
matic relations, immediately, and warn all churches of Christendom against 
the temptation of seeking special privileges from our government. 


PEACE 


The desire for peace and security among the peoples of the earth has never 
been deeper and more urgent than it is today; and yet at this very moment 
the ruthless specter of war strides across the good earth devouring the chil- 
dren of God and destroying His material creation. 

As much as we in America may like to think that our geographical isola- 
tion immunizes us from the diseases of fear and hate abroad, we are never- 
theless confronted with the fact that these diseases, which lead to the scourge 
of war, have visited our country during recent months. We deplore any move 
on the part of our national leaders to further disease the American mind. 
The trend of events is disheartening to those who love peace and are con- 
vinced of the futility of war. If bad comes to worse and this nation under 
God is again drawn into the vortex of European violence, we claim for the 
conscientious objector of our church the full support of the church. We pray 
that the outcome of the European war may be such as shall result eventually 
in the preservation of the rights of humanity and the advancement of the 
Kingdom of God. In order that the church may be able to furnish the kind of 
leadership needed to establish this peace, it is essential that a peace committee 
be organized and become active in each local church.

WORLD SERVICE AND FINANCE

1. That the Conference increase the amount for World Service 15 per cent 
above the amount raised in 1940, based on a twelve months’ period, and at- 
tempt to raise $9,600. 


2. That an amount equal to % of 1 per cent of the pastor’s cash salary be 
raised for General and Jurisdictional Conference administration, and that 
an amount equal to 1% per cent of the pastor’s cash salary be raised for 
Annual Conference expenses, which includes the expense for the Confer- 
ence Secretary and Treasurer. 


3. That an amount equal to 12 per cent of the pastor’s cash salary be raised 
for Conference Claimants, and an amount equal to 10 per cent of the 
pastor’s cash salary be raised for District Superintendents, and an amount 
a to 2% per cent of the pastor’s cash salary be raised for the Episcopal 

und. 


4, That the request of the Wesley Foundation for $400 be granted and sug- 
gest that the money be raised either directly or by designated gifts in 
addition to the $9,600 suggested in paragraph 1 of this report. 


5. That the Conference continue the “Plan for Minimum and Equitable 
Distribution of Salaries” as outlined on pages 277 to 279 of the 19389 
Official Journal of the Idaho Annual Conference.

5. REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


The greatest example of evangelism in all history was that of our Lord 
and Master, whose commission was attested at his baptism by the descent of 
the Holy Spirit, and the voice from heaven, “Thou art My beloved Son in 
whom I am well pleased.” Soon after the forty days’ testing in the wilderness 
He came to His own city, Nazareth, and announced: “The Spirit of the Lord 
is upon me, because he hath anointed Me to preach the gospel to the poor; 
He hath sent Me to heal the broken-hearted, to preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that are 
bruised.” (Luke 4:18.) In other words, “I am commissioned to minister to 
every human need.” 

After His resurrection, He commissioned His followers saying, “As My 
Father hath sent Me, even so I send you.” This commission was verified by 
a great spiritual outpouring at Pentecost, and quickly followed by organized 
plans for social security and world evangelization. 

Methodism was conceived at Epworth, born in Aldersgate, and launched 
after this pentecostal pattern—we sometimes have lost our balance and fal- 
tered along the way. ‘ 

The trend of United Methodism seems to be for a rediscovery and more 
intelligent prosecution of Christ’s program of evangelism. He preached re- 
pentance to the multitude, won the individual, ministered to the suffering, 
comforted the sorrowing, fed the hungry, reproved injustice, and ministered 


to human need. 
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We, therefore, recommend that every local church shall endeavor to re- 
store evangelism to its central position of importance and power. 


That due stress and emphasis shall be given the three great types of 
evangelism: mass meetings, educational evangelism (the ultimate purpose of 
our church schools is to lead our youth to a personal experience with Christ) , 
and personal evangelism on the part of both the minister and his people. 


We further urge that deep and prayerful study be given this subject, re- 
membering always that it is not the method that is all-important, but the 
message—the passion and love for men and women, boys and girls—that they 
may find in Him life and truth and service. 

Therefore, realizing that this obligation and privilege belongs to every 
Christian and not to the ministry alone, we pray that God may help us to 
make this a fruitful year of evangelism in the Idaho Conference!

1933 and has created not only a menace to safety on the highways, but is 
itself a destroyer of the physical, moral, and spiritual vitality of the American 
people. 

Whereas, the liquor traffic has failed to tell the truth about its aims or 
effects and has violated every solemn assurance made to the voters before 
repeal, we believe the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church must whole- 
heartedly endorse the positive program of the Idaho Allied Civic Forces as a 
channel of action for this year. 


Through this program and by educational work which will follow, it should 
be the constant objective of our Church to spread the knowledge of the effects 
of alcohol and a passion for social righteousness manifested, in one respect, 
through total abstinence.

EDWARD FRANCIS CLOWER 


Brother Clower was born at Piasa, Illinois, January 25, 1866. He was grad- 
uated from Blackburn University at Carlinville with honors. In 1891 he was 
united in marriage to Lillian Wilton of Medora, Illinois, to which union two 
children were born: Sidney George and Elaine Mattie. 

After a brief experience in merchandising, Brother Clower entered news- 
paper work in Minnesota. In 1912 he became a Methodist minister, uniting 
with the West Nebraska Conference. He was later a charter member of the 
Wyoming State Conference. He became a member of the Idaho Conference in 
1918 and was Conference Treasurer for nine years. In 1928 he was granted 
the retired relation because of ill health. He died in Salem, Oregon, December 
7, 1939. Services were held in his home church at Silverton, under the direc- 
tion of the pastor, Edward Terry, assisted by former members of the Idaho 
Conference: H. G. Humphrey, Ira Aldrich, and C. O. Heath.

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D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


ARTICLE IIJ—AI] members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 


ARTICLE 1V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE V—The officers of the Society, after the first election, shall be - 
nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the Confer- 
ence; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so desires. 
The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, be nominated by 
the Board of Directors, and be elected in classes. Two for three years, two 
for two years, and two for one year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected 
each year to serve for three years or until their successors are elected. 


ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 
and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 
given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 


2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 


3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the date 
received. 


4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 


Board of Directors. 


5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 544 to 549. Special attention on the 
part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks, and ex- 
aminations as contained therein. 
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2—.Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. 


3—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. 


4— All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 


5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 


6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 


7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER

D. ORGANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION 


ARTICLE 1. 
Name. 
This organization shall be called the Board of Education of the Idaho 


Annual Conference and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE 2, 


The functions of the Board shall be those outlined in the Discipline, Para- 
graph 465, Section 5. 


ARTICLE 3. 
Composition of the Board. 

The Board shall consist of twelve members, an equal number of ministers 
and laymen. Elected members of the Board should be chosen on the basis of 
their knowledge of and the interest in the various agencies and phases of the 
work included under the jurisdiction of the Board. 

In addition to the elected members there shall be two other classes of 
members as follows: 

(a) Ex Officio Members: District Superintendents, President of Gooding 
College, and the Director of Religious Education of the Conference or Area. 

(b) Co-operating Members: District Presidents of the Epworth League, 
the ranking member of the Methodist Brotherhood and the various Missionary 
Societies. 


ARTICLE 4, 
Officers. 


The officers of this Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, and a 
Secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to 
their respective offices. 


ARTICLE 5. 
Organization. 


The Board shall be organized as follows: 
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1—Divisions. 

(a) A Division of Educational Institutions which shall have the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the 1932 Discipline, Paragraph 465, Sections a, b, ¢, d, 
e, and f. 

(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training 
through church schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 
within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work. Discipline, 
Paragraphs 460 to 468—19382 Discipline. 


2—Haxecutive Committee. 


There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the Chairman of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the Division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between 
its meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed 
to it by the Board.

ARTICLE 6. 
Meetings.

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L. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES - 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 


The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers, and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter. created. é 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 


This committee shall make a graduated: apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Report of Payments. 


Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 


a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
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claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 

b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 

ce. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his propor- 
tional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distributed 
arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 


“It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: é 
a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 

will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. : 


ce. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 

e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 

fo By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right To Sue Denied. 


No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing to 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make. 


Its obligation to him shall be grounded in Christian honor and brotherly 
love, and not in a legalism. 


Par. 9—Hducational Program.

The sum of 
$416.58 has been distributed under the directions of the District Superintend- 
ents, only $2.64 having been used for expenses.

The nominations 
were confirmed. 


G. G. Roseberry nominated Donald S. Campbell as Statistician, 
to appoint his assistants. He was elected. 


On motion of C. M. Donaldson the Committee on Nominations 
was ordered to fill vacancies on Boards and Commissions. 


G. W. Barnes presented the following formal request for a 
change in the constitution of the Historical Society: 
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“Strike out the second word in the first line and insert in its place ‘Board 
of Directors.’ In the fourth and fifth lines strike out the words ‘be nominated 
by the Board of Directors.’ 


“The article will then read: ‘The Board of Directors of the Society after 
the first election shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee, 
and elected by the Conference.

The Trustees shall be equally repre- 
sented from each District, and elected in classes, two for three years, 
two for two years, and two for one year. Thereafter two directors shall be 
elected each year to serve for three years, or until their successors are 
elected.’ ”

G. G. Roseberry moved that the Order of the Day after morning 
devotions on Thursday be reports of District Superintendents and 
Charges.

Donald S. Campbell moved that the doors of the sanctuary be 
closed during the periods of worship. 


All these motions were duly seconded and carried. The Bishop 
appointed as the Committee on Courtesies: Raymond S. Rees, E. 
L. White, and Mrs. B. W. Clark. 


Announcements followed, after which the Bishop declared a 
short recess. 

Order of the Day—Memorial Service—The annual Memorial 
Service was held with N. H. Lines presiding. The roll of those who 
had died during the year was read: Reverend C, E. Helman, Rever- 
end Henry Fryer, Reverend W. C. Cronk (one-time member of 
Idaho Conference), Mrs. George Feese (minister’s widow), and 
Mrs. W. J. Luscombe (retired member’s wife). 


The Memorial Address was very acceptably given by Cecil 
G. Hannan. 

Business Sessions Resumed—At 11:00 o’clock the Bishop re- 
sumed the chair, and business was resumed. 


Introductions—The Bishop introduced J. J. Bruaer, manager 
of the Portland headquarters of the Methodist Publishing House, 
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who reported on the work of our publishing interests, the new 
financial and distributing system being installed, and the display 
presented for our consideration. He also pointed out that this was 
the twentieth consecutive session which he had attended, and the 
first time that a display of the united publishing house had been 
possible. The Bishop announced that the customary check from 
the Book Concern- was not forthcoming, due to a change in their 
fiscal year, but that a check would be sent to the Conference 
Treasurer in the fall. The Bishop presented a check for $75 from 
the Chartered Fund, spoke emphatically on the importance of the 
preachers buying and reading books, and appointed George W. 
Barnes as special agent for the publication Religion in Life. 


W. H. Hertzog introduced H. G. Cowdrick, pastor at Fairfield, 
appointed by the Superintendent following last year’s Conference. 


R. S. Rees, acting for the Committee on Courtesies, introduced 
Brother P. E. Bartlett, retired member of the Pacific Northwest 
Conference, and M. Earl Cunningham, representative of the na- 
tional Board of Education. 


Mrs. B. W. Clark, representing the Committee on Courtesies, 
introduced Miss Hazel O. Wood, newly employed assistant at 
Idaho Falls. 


Special Privilege—C. M. Donaldson requested that another 
chairman of the Conference Relations Committee be provided to 
replace him, due to the press of other concerns. 


D. S. Campbell, Statistician, announced his assistants, who 
were confirmed: E. R. Kaemmer and James D. Crawford. 


Motion—On motion of W. H. Hertzog, it was ordered that the 
Conference Secretary, together with necessary assistants, remain 
at the seat of the Conference following adjournment, until the 
minutes are ready for publication, and that reports, etc., which 
are presented for publication need not be included in the minutes 
unless presented in proper form for printing; namely, on letter- 
size paper, typewritten. 


_ Bishop’s Hour—The hour of business adjournment having ar- 
rived, the Bishop gave his scheduled address, the first in a series. 
His topic was, “The Belief in a Christlike God.” The service closed 
with the singing of Hymn number 73, “Be Still, My Soul,” and 
Brother P. E. Bartlett pronounced the benediction. 


SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Thursday, June 5, 1941 


Extremely helpful devotions were led at 8:30 A.M. by Rev d 
Manfred Carter, pastor at Blackfoot. At 9:00 o’clock ‘the BELee 
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took the chair. The Secretary read the minutes of the preceding 
session, and they were approved. 


The Secretary read the roll of lay members who had not re- 
sponded at the opening session, and the following responded: H. 
M. Nelson, Mrs. J. W. J. McNeil, Mrs. H. C. Newman, Mrs. George 
Hurd, Mrs. 8. W. Matthews, and Mrs. J. D. Jones. 


Dr. W. H. Hertzog called attention to the necessity of following 
the disciplinary form in the election of lay members to Confer- 
ence, and the Bishop ruled that the Secretary was not to count as 
members those who had not been so elected. 


Floyd White asked to correct the record of lay members to 
show Mrs. Ruth Baker as the regular delegate for Union-Cove, 
and Mrs. Mark Crosland as the reserve member. 


On motion of L. B. Bailey it was ordered that the name of Mrs. 
C. I. Andrews, retired pastor’s wife and recently deceased, be 
added to the list of honored dead and that a message of sympathy 
be sent to Brother Andrews. 


Order of the Day—Report of Superintendents and Pastors— 
C. M. Donaldson, District Superintendent of the Western District, 
was called, declared ‘‘blameless in life and official administration,” 
and gave his report. On motion of G. G. Roseberry the report was 
adopted and ordered filed with the Secretary for publication. (See 
Report.) 


The Bishop then asked Dr. Donaldson to call the roll of the 
pastors of his district, vouch for their acceptability, and have each 
report briefly on his work. This was done, and the Conference 
voted its approval of his pledge of their acceptability and heard 
their reports. The following charges were reported upon: Baker, 
Boise (First), Boise (Immanuel), Caldwell, Cascade, Emmett, 
Fruitland, Kuna, La Grande (First), La Grande (Fir Street), 
Nampa, Nyssa, Ontario, Payette, South Side Boulevard-Melba, 
Union-Cove, Vale, and Weiser-Huntington. Dr. Donaldson ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the work of the supplies. 


Dr. W. H. Hertzog, Superintendent of the Eastern District, 
was called, declared “blameless in life and official administration,” 
and read his report. On motion of W. F. Dodge it was adopted and 
given to the Secretary for publication. Dr. Hertzog vouched for 
the life and administration of the men on his district, the Confer- 
ence accepted his vouching, and the men were called to report on 
their work. The following charges were reported upon as called: 
Aberdeen, Ashton, American Falls, Blackfoot, Buhl-Castleford, 
Burley-Albion, Fairfield, Filer, Glenns Ferry, Gooding, Hansen- 
Murtaugh, Idaho Falls, Kimberly, Pocatello, Rupert-Paul, Sho- 
shone-Richfield, Twin Falls, Wendell-Hagerman. 
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The hymn, “God of Grace and God of Glory” (No. 279), was 
sung, and by common consent the scheduled recess was omitted. 


Introductions—R. S. Rees, for the Committee on Courtesies, 
presented Dr. Loren M. Edwards, Conference Speaker, Dr. Robert 
R. McCormick, Vice-President of The College of Idaho, and Dr. 
A. J. Walton, of the Board of Missions and Church Extension. 


Order of the Day—Corporate Session—H. G. McCallister, Pres- 
ident of the Conference Trustees, took the chair. The minutes of 
the last Corporate Session were read and approved. On motion of 
W. H. Hertzog, the Conference Secretary was made the Secretary 
of the Corporate Session. 


Dr. Hertzog reported on the property at St. Anthony, Moun- 
tain Home, and Bliss, and asked authority to proceed with the 
disposal of St. Anthony property. On motion of E. L. White, sec- 
onded by G. G. Roseberry, such authority was granted. 


R. S. Rees moved that Dr. Hertzog be given authority to sell 
or rent the parsonage at Albion. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


Carl M. Davidson moved that Dr. Hertzog be ordered to see 
that the Bliss property is adequately insured and that the insur- 
ance be so written that the interests of the Board of Missions 
and the Idaho Conference be adequately protected, and the insur- 
ance poy be deposited with the Board of Trustees. Motion was 
carried. 


Brother G. W. Barnes spoke on the apparently unfortunate 
record of closing many small town churches during the last few 
years. 


The report of the Treasurer of the Trustees was presented, 
showing an amount of $1,268 on hand, and on motion of W. H. 
Hertzog it was accepted, subject to the approval of the Auditing 
Committee. 


Thomas Acheson spoke on the desirability of opening work on 
Whitney Bench near Boise. He then made the motion, which C. 
M. Donaldson seconded, that the Board of Trustees be requested 


to consider the possibility of a loan to encourage this project. The 
motion was carried. 


G. G. Roseberry moved that H. 8. Hamilton be replaced in the 
Class of 1948 by C. M. Donaldson. Motion carried,

The resolution was passed by more than the necessary two- 
thirds majority. (See resolution in Wednesday’s minutes.) 


Introduction—Dr. Robert Rockwood McCormick, Vice-Presi- 
dent of The College of Idaho, was introduced by the Bishop and 
read a report and a word of greeting from President William W. 
Hall, Jr., President of the College. On motion of W. W. Deal this 
report became a part of the official records of the Conference, to 
be printed in the minutes, subject to the editing of the Secretary.

Dr. Edwards briefly, but very effectively, spoke on 
the situation regarding liquor problems today and urged the im- 
portance of temperance education, especially warning of the seri- 
ous problems of drinking by youth, the increased national con- 
sumption of liquor, and the new problem of consumption of liquor 
in American homes. 


Order of the Day—Bishop Baxter again expressed his appreci- 
ation for the presence of Dr. Edwards and introduced him to speak 
at the 11:30 hour. The subject was, “The Devil’s Philosophy.”

Order of the Day—Further discussion of the matter of a Con- 
ference Director of Religious Education. Dallas McNeil, Chairman 
of the Conference Board of Education, briefly explained the duties 
of such an officer. O. L. Kendall, for the Annual Conference Com- 
mission on World Service and Finance, reported informally on the 
possible use of funds for that purpose. Dr. A. J. Walton, of the 
Board of Missions and Church Extension, spoke on the general 
ideal and the present connectional situation regarding mission 
funds. Various men spoke on the motion, pro and con. When the 
motion was put “that the Idaho Conference have a full-time Di- 
rector of Christian Education,” it was carried by a close vote.

FOURTH DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Saturday, June 7, 1941 


After Devotions, led by E. R. Kaemmer, the Conference met at 
9:00 A.M. with Bishop Baxter in the chair. The minutes of the 
previous two sessions were read and approved. 


Motion—On motion of Edgar Oakes it was ordered that the 
amount of $30 be allowed from the Annual Conference Expense 
Fund to employ stenographic help for the Conference Secretary. 


The fact that some churches had failed to prorate the Annual 
Conference Expense Fund was referred to by the Secretary and 
W. H. Hertzog. 


Motions—Donald §. Campbell moved that next year the re- 
ports of the churches be in the hands of the Treasurer and Statis- 
tician by Tuesday evening of Conference week. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


H. G. McCallister moved that beginning with Wednesday morn- 
ing and at each succeeding session thereafter at next year’s Con- 
ference the list of those whose reports are not in, be read. Motion 
carried. 


Stanley D. Trefren moved that the names of the charges which 
fail to prorate be listed in the Minutes, as of this Conference. The 
motion was duly seconded by G. G. Roseberry. Thomas Acheson 
moved that the motion be tabled, and it was tabled. 


H. G. Luscombe moved that the greetings read to the Confer- 
ence from President Wm. W. Hall, Jr., of The College of Idaho by 
Vice-President Robert W. McCormick, be ordered printed in the 
minutes as part of the report of the Board of Education. It was 
so ordered. 


Report—G. W. Barnes presented the report of the Historical 
Society and it was, on motion, accepted. (See Report.) 


Introductions—R. S. Rees, for the Committee on Courtesies, 
presented Edward Laird Mills, of the Christian Advocate, who 
spoke briefly. 

Thomas Acheson introduced Mr. and Mrs. Ray Mortensen, 
newly arrived young couple scheduled to go to Boise as assistants 
at First Church. 


The Bishop announced that the Conference Relations Commit- 
tee and the Board of Examiners should interview Mr. Mortensen 
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during a recess later in the morning, and that a short Executive 
Session would be held following the recess to complete his case 
before the ministerial body. 


Reports—Leroy Walker read the report of the Social Service 
Commission and moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See Report.) 


H. G. Luscombe read a report of the World Peace Committee 
and moved its adoption. Mrs. Arthur Smith, speaking for a 
minority of the Committee, spoke in opposition. A great deal of 
discussion, pro and con, followed, under the limitation of debate 
(which was ordered on motion). Substitutions and deletions were 
suggested, and several changes were made. Finally, on motion of 
Thomas Acheson, the report was referred back to the Committee 
for rewriting in the light of changes made, and was adopted with 
changes made and subject to rewriting.

It was reported 
that Mr. Mortensen had signed the required disciplinary questions.

218), and spoke briefly 
in appreciation of the reception accorded him by this Conference. 
Dr. Hertzog led in prayer. 


Introduction—R. S. Rees, for the Committee on Courtesies, 
presented EK. Dow Bancroft, Board of Lay Activities. 


_ Announcements—The Bishop announced that an afternoon 
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session at 2:00 o’clock would be necessary. Other announcements 
followed. 


Bishop’s Hour—tThe Bishop spoke very effectively but briefly 
on “The God-like Christ.” 


Dr. Edward Laird Mills led in prayer and pronounced the 
Benediction. 


FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Saturday, June 7, 1941 
The Session opened at 2:00 P.M. 


Reports—The Treasurer of the Conference Claimants’ Endow- 
ment Commission, Carl M. Davidson, presented his financial state- 
ment and moved its approval. It was approved. (See Report.) 
G. G. Roseberry, President of the Commission, spoke briefly on 
the Commission’s work and the responsibility of the ministers and 
laity for its advancement. On motion of S. D. Trefren, the Class 
of 1941 was elected to become the Class of 1944: G. G. Roseberry, 
Harry F. Lewis, C. M. Davidson. 


H. G. McCallister gave the report on the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


O. L. Kendall presented the report of the Commission on World 
Service and Finance. On motion of G. G. Roseberry its acceptance 
was postponed until after the Temperance Committee had met and 
filed its askings with the Commission. The Temperance Committee 
was excused to prepare such askings. 


L. B. Bailey gave the report of the Conference Board of Claim- 
ants, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


W. F. Dodge gave the report of the Board of Temperance, and 
after a minor deletion it was adopted. (See Report.) 


W. F. Dodge gave a supplementary report for the Board of 
Temperance regarding its askings for funds, and after an amend- 
ment providing for use of such funds in the portion of the Confer- 
ence situated in Oregon, was adopted. (See Supplementary 
Report.) 


Election—On motion of G. G. Roseberry the Class of 1944 for 
the Board of Conference Claimants was elected, as follows: L. B.

Motions—W. F. Dodge moved that the Conference Secretary 
send telegrams to President Roosevelt and both Idaho Senators 
favoring passage of H.R. bill 2475 relating to control of liquor 
around army camps. It was so ordered. J . 
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Reports—The report of the Commission on World Service and 
Finance was again presented, after revision. C. M. Donaldson 
moved an amendment raising the askings for Wesley Foundation. 
The amendment was adopted, and the report, as amended, was 
adopted. (See Report.) 


Dallas McNeil presented the report of the Board of Education. 
H. G. McCallister nominated M. H. Greenlee as the Conference 
Counselor on Religious Education, and he was elected. This elec- 
tion was made part of the report. On motion of Dallas McNeil 
the report as a whole was adopted. (See Report.) 


Motions—Dallas McNeil moved that when collections are taken 
for the Allied Civic Forces the amount received be given to the 
local church Treasurer to be sent to the Conference Treasurer to 
be credited for the item on the Board of Temperance budget. 
Motion passed. 


R. S. Rees presented a resolution relating to the position of 
conscientious objectors in the Methodist Church. It was adopted. 
(See Report.) 


Donald 8S. Campbell moved that we request the program com- 
mittee for next year to plan so that the first day be given largely 
to committee work. Motion carried. 


Request—Thomas Acheson requested that all pastors send the 
names of Methodist boys in military training to the pastors ad- 
jacent to military camps. 


Report—The Treasurer’s report was read by I. S. Motz and 
adopted. (See Report.) 


Motion—T. B. Mitzner moved that the Conference authorize 
the purchase of an adding machine by the Conference Treasurer 
when and if the funds are available. Motion carried. 


_ Report—Donald 8. Campbell read the Statistician’s report, and 
it was adopted. (See Report.)

Matters of Special Privilege—S. D. Trefren moved that words 
of sympathy be sent Miss Hazel O. Wood on the death of her 
mother. It was so ordered. 


C. M. Donaldson moved that the Secretary send greetings to 
James K. Allen. It was so ordered. 


Leroy Walker moved that the Secretary send a night letter of 
greetings to H. S. Hamilton. It was so ordered. 


What are the objectives of this Conference for the coming 
year as stated by the Bishop in charge, or a committee appointed by him?

roperty. 


Question 22. Where shall the Next Session of the Conference be held? 
Leroy Walker, Pastor of First Church, Nampa, in behalf of his church, the 
community, and the Chamber of Commerce, invited the Conference to Nampa. 
On motion of S. D. Trefren the invitation was accepted. 


Disciplinary Questions Asked—The Bishop announced that the 
Executive Session had admitted Ray Mortensen on trial. Brother 
Mortensen and Brother Harold G. Cowdrick were called forward 
and answered the required Disciplinary questions. R. S. Rees gave 
a prayer of dedication. 


Report—Brooks Moore read the report of the Board of Evan- 
gelism, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Appointment of Committee—W. F. Dodge moved that the 
Bishop appoint a special committee to read and approve the min- 
utes of the the Saturday sessions. The Bishop appointed W. F. 
Dodge and Merle Burres after the motion prevailed. 


Election—G. G. Roseberry moved that the new class to the 
Conference Relations Committee be: G. G. Roseberry, H. G. Mc- 
Callister, Thomas Acheson. They were elected. 


Report—G. G. Roseberry read the report of the Nominating 
Committee, and it was adopted, section by section. (See List of 
Committees and Boards.) 


A. B. Parrett reported that the temporary Committee on Con- 
ference Entertainment hadn’t enough information to bring any 
definite information or recommendations. On motion of C. M. 
Donaldson the Committee was continued for another year. 


In order to bring the organization of the Conference Board of 
Education into line with Disciplinary requirements and make the 
Board a quadrennial board instead of a Board with three classes, 
Carl M. Davidson moved that the class divisions be broken down, 
and that the whole group be continued for the balance of the quad- 
rennium. It was so ordered. 
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Change in Conference Rules—Donald S. Campbell moved that 
section 3 of the Conference Rules of Order be corrected to read 
“Conference Lay Leader” instead of “Chairman of the Laymen’s 
Organization.” It was so ordered by over the required two-thirds 
votes required for altering the Rules of Order. 


Introductions—C. M. Donaldson introduced Mrs. Lomax of 
Nyssa, Mr. J. A. Pettit of Apple Valley (both Lay Members), and 
B. T. Osborne, supply pastor at Apple Valley. 


Report—.. B. Bailey reported for the Committee on Equaliza- 
tion of Ministerial Salaries, stating that there were 40 partici- 
pants, and total receipts of $589.21. This partial report was ac- 
cepted. 


Motions—C. M. Donaldson moved that the names of the con- 
tributors to the Equalization Fund be printed in the Minutes. Mo- 
tion carried. 


L. B. Bailey moved that the Secretary publish the distribution 
of this fund. Motion lost. 


A. B. Parrett moved reconsideration of the motion to print the 
list of contributors. Motion carried. 


C. M. Donaldson moved as a substitute motion that the names 
of those who had contributed in the prescribed amounts, accord- 
ing to the schedule; be printed. Motion carried, after motion to 
table was lost. 


Motion on Adjournment—H. G. McCallister moved that after 
caring for necessary business and the reading of the appointments 
Sunday morning this Conference should stand adjourned sine die. 
Motion carried. 


Introduction—E. Dow Bancroft was introduced by the Bishop, 
and spoke very briefly. 


Announcements—After necessary announcements had been 
made, the Bishop expressed his appreciation for the efficient and 
good nature of the host, H. G. McCallister, and Dr. McCallister, at 
the Bishop’s request, pronounced the Benediction. 


FIFTH DAY, SEVENTH SESSION 
Sunday, June 8, 1941 
The final sessions of the Conference were held Sunday morning. 
Baptism—Wayne Robert Martin, child of Reverend A. E. Mar- 
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tin and wife, was baptized by the Bishop, assisted by Drs. W. H. 
Hertzog and H. G. McCallister. 


Reception from Another Denomination—John B. Simms was 
called and answered the necessary questions for admission into 
full membership on acceptance of orders from another denomina- 
tion: (Dis. Para. 1592.) 


Ordinations—The Secretary presented Stanley Doyle Trefren 
to be ordained as an Elder. He was ordained by Bishop Baxter, 
with the assistance of W. H. Hertzog, C. M. Donaldson, H. G. Mc- 
Callister, Leroy Walker, T. B. Mitzner, elders. 


The Secretary presented Ray Erwin Mortensen to be ordained 
as a Deacon, and he was so ordained by the Bishop. 


The Ordination Service adjourned with a hymn. 


Morning Worship Services opened at 11:00 o’clock. Bishop 
Baxter preached on “The Cross in Such an Hour.” Following the 
sermon the Secretary was called forward to the platform. 


Approval of the Minutes—W. F. Dodge, for the Committee to 
Approve the Minutes, reported that the minutes of the Saturday 
session had been read and were found correct. 


Report—kR. S. Rees presented the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Appreciations—Dr. Hertzog spoke on the fact that this Con- 
ference had been the first Annual Conference presided over by 
Bishop Baxter and that Bishop Baxter was the first white Bishop 
elected by a Jurisdictional Conference, and that furthermore the 
Bishop had at this Conference conducted his first ordination serv- 
- ice and met with his first Cabinet officially in making appoint- 
ments. Dr. Hertzog also expressed the extreme satisfaction of the 
Idaho Conference in having Bishop Baxter over the Portland Area. 


Bishop Baxter responded with words of appreciation for the 
co-operation, patience, and fine spirit of the Conference Mem- 
bers, and urged the laymen to consider the needs of the ministers 
and especially the retired ministers. He reminded the churches 
that the coming year might be a trying one and that all Christian 
forces should “‘hold steady.” , 


Appointments—Following a short prayer of petition, the 
Bishop read the appointments for the ensuing year. (See List of 
Appointments.) For the first time the appointments of Confer- 
ence Missionary Secretary and District Missionary Secretaries _ 
were read. (See List of Appointments.) 
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Adjournment—Following the Benediction the Conference stood 
adjourned sine dve.

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
WESTERN DISTRICT 
CHAS. M. DONALDSON, District Superintendent 


In submitting this, my first annual report of the year’s work on the West- 
ern District, the writer is conscious of the limitations of time experience, and 
knowledge of all that has gone into the year of sacrifice and effort to do 
justice to the work of preachers, officers, and lay members in the forty-seven 
charges entrusted to his care. 


One of the first problems to face the tenderfoot superintendent was the 
matter of giving over our work and property in Enterprise, Oregon. Plans 
had been made previously for a unification of our work there with the Pres- 
byterians and Congregationalists, and with extreme reluctance we gave final 
consent. This was-with the understanding that the claim of the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension be fully met—which was done. Also 
the final release of our church property in Homedale to the Quaker Society 
was effected, and yearly payments are being made upon our former holdings 
there. These losses were in a measure offset by our findings of some churches 
whose names do not appear upon our Conference rolls. Churches in Imbler, 
Somerville, Sumpter, and Long Creek have been rediscovered, and hopes are 
held out for their rehabilitation. In July our church in Nyssa was completely 
destroyed by fire, and a few nights later our parsonage there was partly 
destroyed. Fortunately the church property was insured for nearly full value. 
And this insurance was paid in full. The lots in the business section were 
sold, and a new site in the residential district secured. Under the diligent 
leadership of the pastor, Merle Burres, a financial campaign for a new build- 
ing was put on with fair success. A gift of $500.00 from our Home Board 
has made possible the erection of a fine modern structure at an approximate 
cost of $8,000.00. The partially destroyed parsonage was moved to the new 
location and was remodeled into one of the finest parsonages on the district. 


REPAIRS, IMPROVEMENTS, AND ADDITIONS 


Nearly every church on the district has done something to improve the 
appearance of the church or parsonage. Immanuel raised the entire amount 
due on parsonage indebtedness, and in a unique service under Bishop Baxter, 
the sum of approximately three hundred dollars was raised to further improve 
the church property. A bronze memorial plate was dedicated to that noble 
pioneer family, Mr. and Mrs. Elisha White. At South Side Boulevard, under 
the ever-youthful leadership of W. W. Deal, the church building has been 
enlarged at a cost of over $2,000.00. Bishop Baxter opened this structure on 
May 4. In Caldwell plans are rapidly approaching completion for the pur- 
chase of new parsonage property, with the amount necessary for the purchase 
largely in hand. In Weiser plans are well under way for the payment of an 
old and troublesome indebtedness on the church property. In New Meadows 
under the leadership of a bachelor preacher—Rev. Fred J ohnson—plans are 
under way for the erection of a parsonage. Rev. James Allen has proved 
himself an artist in church decorating, and in Fruitland, and also in Meridian 
beautified sanctuaries attest his skill. In Nampa, under the skillful, untiring 
efforts of Rev. Leroy Walker, twelve hundred dollars on building indebted- 
ness has been paid, four hundred dollars on the loan from the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension, fifteen hundred on the new parsonage. A 
total of over ten thousand has been raised in Nampa this vear on budget 
improvements, and indebtedness. In this as elsewhere over the district the 
Woman’s Society of Christian Service has played a most important part. 
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NEW DEVELOPMENTS 


In Boise plans for the development of a city-wide unified program of 
Christian Education are well under way. Immanuel and Boise First Church 
are working shoulder to shoulder. This is largely due to the splendid, untir- 
ing leadership of Dr. Acheson, the pastor. An assistant pastor and Director 
of Religious Education has been secured to serve the two charges, and to 
assist in developing a work on Whitney Bench. A church and community 
plant is called for, to be located near the Air Base Training Field, where 
some six thousand trainees, officers, and their families will be housed early 
in June. Many Methodist families are residents in this section. With the 
encouragement of Dr. Mueller of the Board of Missions and Church Exten- 
sion we hope to acquire property on the Whitney Bench; to complete our 
church building in Nyssa, and to undertake the completion of our church 
building in Ontario. In John Day an opportunity arose to sell our church 
lots on a busy downtown street, and plans were made to secure a suitable 
site near by to move our church building and make needed improvements. 
Rey. Walter D. Bach has engineered the deal. 


EVANGELISM 


On many charges a sane, sound, sanitary type of Evangelism has been 
stressed. In some charges the visitation plan has met with success. On other 
charges an evangelistic helper has been secured. Dr. D. L. Coale of Los 
Angeles assisted Rev. Bent of Cascade in a successful meeting. Evangelist 
Val Cloud assisted Rev. Deal at South Side Boulevard. Rev. Greenlee gave 
splendid service to several points in Stewardship Revival Efforts. We were 
very fortunate in securing Dr. Frank Mathis of Colorado Springs for a 
number of successful campaigns—Union-Cove, North Powder, Weiser, Fruit- 
land, Ontario, Vale, Kuna were greatly strengthened by his visitation-preach- 
ing type of Evangelism. Many additions to the Church were a direct result 
of these efforts. 


LAY ACTIVITIES 


Under the leadership of Edgar Oakes, Conference Director of Lay Activi- 
ties, and of Edson Deal, District Director, a district gain has been made in 
interesting men in the lay activities of the Church. Enthusiastic rallies for 
men have been held in Boise, Meridian, Nampa, Caldwell, Nyssa, Vale, On- 
tario, Weiser, Fruitland, La Grande, and Wallowa. Dr. George Morlock, 
General Secretary of the Board of Lay Activities, was secured for a great 
gathering in Boise. Bishop Baxter led another great rally in Caldwell. Some 
simple form of organization for men is needed to unify and guide this work. 
The organization of the Women’s Society of Christian Service has gone on 
apace. At least 80 per cent of the charges are thus organized. Several of 
these groups have made exceptional records: Boise with 266 members has 
raised over $2,000.00, $961.00 of which is for missions; Nampa with 246 
members has raised over $2,500.00, and have bought and are paying for the 
Poole home for a parsonage; Caldwell with 156 members has $2,000.00 on 
hand to put into the purchase of a new parsonage. Some inspiring W.S.C.S. 
meetings have been held over the district, one in La Grande, and one in Boise. 
In the Boise meeting, at which Mrs. John Gowdy spoke, 275 ladies sat down 
to the luncheon. 


ACTIVITIES OF YOUNG PEOPLE 


The young people over the district are assisting vitally with the church 
programs where given opportunity to do so. Three midwinter institutes were 
held. Sub-district rallies were held in Union, Kuna, Montour, Collister, and 
Fir Street La Grande. Our young people are now planning for the Summer 
Institute at Wallowa Lake. Plans are also being made for an older young 
people’s conference at Payette Lakes in September. 
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PERSONNEL 


From the very beginning of the year we have faced the problem of keep- 
ing the charges well manned. Owing to the fact that we have many small 
remote charges desiring and looking for ministerial service, but without ade- 
quate means to fully provide for the work, it is necessary to use an unusually 
large number of supply pastors. These loyal, devoted men serve these needy 
fields with but little recompense for their labors. But for the missionary aid 
given by the Board of Home Missions, the continuation of the work on these 
fields would be impossible. In our last conference session Rev. Lucian Jones 
was appointed to Sweet, Montour, and Ola, but decamped to the greener, 
damper regions of the coast. Robert Geyer, one of our Epworth League boys 
from Blackfoot, took over the post for the summer and did well. When he 
left in the fall for Asbury College, Wayne Brown and family were secured, 
and they have enjoyed a remarkable pastorate on this difficult field. Rev. 
C. E. Helman was appointed to Eagle and Collister but found that the serv- 
ices of these two charges could not be well combined, and so Miss Grace 
Wasem, a returned missionary from India, was secured for Collister. Bishop 
Baxter addressed a rally of over one hundred in Collister on May 4. Ontario 
was served by C. W. Bicket until opportunity was given him to enter Willam- 
ette University. Rev. Alva Gilbert, a member of this conference as super- 
numerary, was induced to return to take up the work in Ontario. Rev. Ralph 
Vanderwood, who had served so well in Joseph and Flora, found opportunity 
in January to take over the work in Ventura, California, and we reluctantly 
gave him permission to leave his charge. Max Colburn, a recruit from the 
Flora region, was secured for Joseph, and he has given a good account of 
himself. Rev. George Hopper of Richland, a supply pastor from the Quaker 
faith, was moved to leave this remote field, and difficulty was found in se- 
curing a supply pastor. The District Superintendent, with the help of Rev. 
Croot, has endeavored to fill the gap. W. J. Douglas, supply pastor in Wilder, 
facing failing support, jumped the gun figuratively and literally, and left in 
March for more peaceful fields. With the help of Rev. Roseberry, H. Roberts, 
and E. C. Preston, we have kept this point supplied. Time fails us to men- 
tion the other pastors by name, but one and all have carried on the steady, 
consistent building of the Kingdom of God. Deep interest on our district 
and over the state and nation has been taken in the stand of Rev. James 
Allen of Fruitland against registration for military service. During this 
week he has faced trial and has been sentenced to one year in a concentration 
camp. While we may differ with him as to the wisdom of the step he has 
taken, none of us can question his conscientiousness in taking the stand he 
has, and the deep moral conviction that underlies his act. As brethren in 
the ministry we will pray for him, and we will stand by him and his family 
in this testing time. 


OF THE RETIRED MINISTERS 


Dr. Hamilton has served our Jordan church frequently and well—on 
Easter he conducted a great service there, baptized nine children and received 
several into the church. Dr. W. W. Deal is all set to establish a record for 
our conference. Next year will mark his twenty-fifth year of service on the 
South Side Boulevard charge. Rey. C. A. Quinn in July celebrated his fortieth 
year in active service in the ministry of our Church. Rev. W. J. Luscombe 
has been in great demand for supply services on the district and is always 
willing to serve. Rev. G. W. Barnes is a great asset to our work in Boise 
and near-by points. Rev. George Archer found an opening at Somerville and 
is taking that country by storm. Our district and conference mourn the 
passing of several members. Rev. C. E. Helman, a pioneer preacher of the 
gospel, and a staunch, lifelong foe of liquor traffic. We will miss his moral 
courage and unflagging zeal for temperance. While we deeply sympathize 
with Rev. W. J . Luscombe over the passing of his faithful companion of the 
years, we rejoice in her coronation as one of Christ’s chosen followers. Two 
births have been recorded in our parsonage homes—a fine boy to the home 
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of Rey. and Mrs. Leroy Walker of Nampa, and a daughter to Rev. and 
Osborne of Apple Valley. P ghter to Rey. and Mrs. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENT AND APPRECIATION 


Humbly, sincerely would we voice our acknowledgment and appreciation 
for the constant encouragement and help given by our resident bishop, the 
inspiration and counsel of Dr. Morelock and Dr. Mueller, the splendid co- 
operation of every pastor on the district, and the consistent support given by 
our devoted lay members in all the churches. 

With faith in God we look for a new day. In consecration to the task 
before us, our prayer may well be in the words of Dr. Emerson Fosdick:

EASTERN DISTRICT 
W. H. HERTZzOG, District Superintendent 
Bishop Baxter and Members of the Idaho Conference: 


With dark clouds hanging over the skies of the physical world as I now 
begin writing this, my fifth report, after four full years on the Eastern Dis- 
trict, to me it is indicative of the ominous conditions existing among God’s 
children. Every newspaper is carefully scanned, and every news cast from 
the radio is eagerly listened to, as so many of His folk are hoping almost 
against hope that some indication may come that gives evidence that the 
peoples of the earth are learning God’s way among men. The sense of un- 
worthiness is heavy upon me in this hour. First, because of my own ineffec- 
tiveness as a Christian citizen, as evidenced by a lesser influence for ultimate 
righteousness than I sincerely wish. Second, as a churchman, that the Church 
has not wielded the influence in making God’s way for men more fully felt 
and known. 


Excuses for these feelings could readily be devised, but in my own secret 
heart I know they would not stand in the light of my Saviour’s command, 
“Follow thou Me.” So, I can but ask your prayers as I ask God’s forgive- 
ness for these shortcomings and voice sincere gratitude for the privilege of 
another year’s service. 


In this grateful spirit I now express my thanks to every pastor of the 
Eastern District, to every parsonage home, all of whom have been far more 
kind to me than I deserved, and to every official group and public congrega- 
tion as they have expressed a graciousness and a spirit of co-operation that 
truly has come from the presence of the Spirit of Christ in their hearts. 


Some changes have come about during the year. In June, Rev. H. G. 
Cowdrick came from Garret Biblical Institute and was appointed pastor at 
Fairfield. Rev. Cowdrick has completed his work at Garret and will receive 
his degree next week. The church at Salmon last Conference made a request 
that they be left without a pastor. A visit there resulted in Miss Olson going 
there as supply pastor. This has resulted in our church forming a Federation 
with the Salmon Presbyterian church. The combined group are now to be 
served by a Methodist pastor for the first five-year period. 


God has been good to the parsonage homes this year. While there has 
been some sickness, including some major operations, yet no deaths in the 
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immediate parsonage families. Early in the Conference year we were sad- 
dened by the passing of Brother Henry Fryer, who retired from service just 
the past year, but all who knew and visited Brother Fryer witnessed how 
triumphant is the crowning of a Christian. We miss his perennial cheerful- 
ness, yet we would not wish him back, for truly Heaven gains with our loss. 
Two new members have appeared in the parsonage homes this year. In July 
a lovely boy came to Jerome and is living with the Martins there, and in 
February little Dorothy Jeanette came to the home of the Campbells’ in 
Pocatello. We are proud of both additions. ~ 


Property improvements and additions have been much in the work of the 
pastors this year, and while we cannot mention all, we would speak of the 
completely new heating plant, long needed, that has been installed at Burley; 
also the rebuilding of the old and addition of a wholly new room to the 
church at Hagerman, longer needed. This $3,500 structure has been erected 
with only a cash labor item of $6 for building a chimney. Sixty-six different 
men have donated labor on this building. Time will not permit telling of all, 
but the renovation of this Twin Falls church, the improvements of parson- 
ages at Rupert, Buhl, Idaho Falls, furniture at Ashton, liquidation of debt 
at Gooding, and some minor things in almost every charge—all these give 
evidence of a vital concern for God’s house and for the comfort of the pastors 
and their families. 


To the district there have come three much-appreciated visitors during 
the year, in addition to two hurried trips by our own Bishop Baxter. Miss 
Hazel Wood, a returned missionary from India, visited all but two churches 
in the district, staying long enough in each place that folks came to counsel 
with her. In all places she was so graciously received and appreciated that 
she has decided to stay with us and has accepted a position with the Idaho 
Falls church as pastor’s assistant and Director of Religious Education. Dr. 
George L. Morelock, General Secretary of the Board of Lay Activities, spent 
the Monday following Easter on the Eastern District, speaking helpfully on 
four occasions and left us with the statement that “we had certainly given 
him a workout.” Then a couple of weeks ago, Dr. F. W. Mueller, General 
Secretary of the Church Extension Department of the Board of Missions 
and Church Extension, spent an afternoon with us visiting five different 
church projects that are seeking help from his Board. We feel that there are 
definite advantages in having these general officers of our Church come to 
us and are already planning in harmony with their suggestions for some 
definite help later on. 


Soon after Conference last vear it became my duty and opportunity to 
attend the first session of the Western Jurisdictional Conference as one of 
the delegates elected by this Conference. There I was assigned to member- 
ship on five “regular” and two “special” committees. The major part of the 
week was given to work on the Episcopacy Committee, and the Missions and 
Church Extension Committee, being elected Chairman of the latter commit- 
tee. I am glad to have had a part in this new and different Conference of 
our great Church and hereby express my gratitude to you in voice, as I tried 
to do in service while there. 


A word should be spoken relative to the sacrificial giving in response to 
the “Day of Compassion” appeal. While no definite quotas were assigned, 
the fact that a dollar for every eight members should be a minimum endeavor 
was made plain. I do not have all the totals of such giving on the district 
but I am sure that there was not a single church that was satisfied with 
the minimum. The total was somewhere around 35 to 50 per cent above the 
asking. To me this was a wholesome, spontaneous expression of trying to 
meet a definite need. We tried to safeguard the regular World Service 
Causes as this appeal was made but are now rather fearful that it did have 
an effect. The district total in World Service giving on apportionment is, 
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we believe, lower than last year for the same period but represents real 
sacrifice and an increasing interest in these needy causes in many places. 


After four years of contacting the churches and the official bodies of the 
Eastern District, I should like to suggest what appears to me to be the 
greatest need, and what in my judgment should be an immediate objective 
for the next months ahead. Primary, at all times, is the deepening of the 
sense of God, a practicing of His presence, and a relating of that experience 
to everyday living. As a means of achieving this the need as it appears to 
me is for an emphasis on and carrying out of Adult Education Projects. 
Training classes for church school teachers, training for church officers, 
district, or better here perhaps, sub-district missionary institutes. These 
will be primarily adult projects, but if we do them well the work with chil- 
dren and youth will not suffer. We live in an adult-conditioned world, a 
world where adults determine the policies and make most of the decisions 
affecting the social structure, and if we do not do more with this group our 
future will become so circumscribed that the Church is all but doomed. 


A word should be said about the work with our youth. The Summer Insti- 
tute last July was of exceptionally high order, and one of the best attended 
in years. Next month the Eastern District will meet at, for us, a new site, 
where we have entered into an agreement with the Presbyterians in the de- 
velopment of one camp ground for the separate use of both groups. Already 
the preliminary publicity is out for this Institute. Winter Institutes and 
rallies were held and well attended, and as a new venture the past winter 
there was held in Albion a Week-end Institute for college-age young folk. 
A fine response by this group and a very helpful program insures a continu- 
ance of this type of activity. 


Statistics will soon be available to you in the printed minutes, but it is 
encouraging to know that in almost every church there has been a hopeful 
net increase in membership and in the vital work of the Church. Most of the 
Sunday schools have increased, and the Enworth League work is in a gen- 
erally good condition. The new Woman’s Society is organized in all but two 
churches on the district and has mostly met with remarkable interest and 
approval, accomplishing much more than I had expected the first year. The 
Board of Lay Activities functions some in most local churches, but has not 
done very much yet as a district organization. There is, however, a mood to 
go ahead and more fully integrate the laymen into the total program of the 
Church. 


Recently a man, not a Christian, said to me, “How did you come to enter 
the ministry?’ I answered in the all-too-conventional manner that it was 
due both to a Christian mother’s prayers and to a real sense of the call of 
God that the ministry should be my life work. But the question stayed with 
me, creating a sense of need for a renewed consecration. Members of the 
Conference and friends, will you forgive my mistakes and shortcomings as 
you join with me in a deeper devotion to God and the Church and pledge 
Him more loyal service in the future?

1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
I 
WESLEY FOUNDATION 


Wesley Foundation is the Church at the university—the Church’s ministry 
to its youth who are away from the influence of the home and the local church. 
This is a critical time in the life of our young people when they need the 
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guidance of the Church. We would call the attention of the conference to the 
fact that this is not primarily the responsibility of the churches at Pocatello 
and Moscow, but the responsibility of the churches that are sending young 
people to the university, a conference responsibility. We recommend the 
matter to the members of the conference, urging you to give the fullest co- 
operation, supporting it by gifts, following your students to the university 
by letters and prayers, giving the directors at the university the names of 
students in advance of their enrollment at the university with some indica- 
tion of the student’s special interest and ability. The Committee on Nomina- 
tions will nominate the Wesley Foundation Trustees.

DIRECTOR OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


In view of the provision of the Board of-Education for a correspondent 
in conferences not having full-time Directors of Religious Education, we 
nominate M. H. Greenlee for this position in the Idaho Conference for the 
ensuing year. 


III 
METHODIST STUDENT DAY AND THE STUDENT LOAN FUND 


Observance of Students’ Day in our church school is provided for by our 
Discipline. We urge that each church school in the Idaho Conference observe 
this day and take an offering that will be equivalent to five cents per pupil 
for the enrollment of the school. This money is added to our student loan 
fund and thereby makes our Church of greater service to Methodist youth 
who attend accredited colleges or universities. We further urge that this day 
be observed in each school wherever it is possible on the designated Sunday. 


IV 


ADULT EDUCATION 


We are beginning to realize that in this field we have a large task, one 
that has been neglected too much. Churches are now working in denomina- 
tional groups as well as interdenominationally to try to meet the need here. 
The International Council of Religious Education is this year holding re- 
gional conferences with emphasis upon Adult Education. Our ministers, 
whenever possible, should avail themselves of the opportunities offered to 
become more efficient in Adult Education. Our Board of Education offers 
courses of helps and instruction to all who desire assistance,

CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 


We believe that an informed church will produce more of the fruits of the 
Christian religion than an uninformed church. No denomination can boast a 
finer output of Christian literature than our own. From the fifty-five publi- 
cations of the former three Methodist churches have been selected twenty-five 
publications for the church school for continuation, and several new ones have 
been added. These are to be available for the fall quarter of this year. We 


cannot too strongly insist that our churches use our own church school 
literature. : 


Methodism, through the Methodist Publishing House, provides the very 
best in books, magazines, periodicals, pamphlets, etc., to meet every need in 
the church and in the Christian home. We believe that the general publica- 
tions such as the Christian Advocate, the World Outlook, Religion in Life 
the Methodist Layman, and the Upper Room should be in every Methodist 
home; and such specialized publications as the Methodist Woman, the Pastor 
Tidings, Church Bulletin, etc., should be widely used in their field.

THE LOCAL CHURCH BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The Local Church Board of Education has proved itself to be one of the 
finest instruments ever placed in the hands of the Methodist people for the 
building of the Kingdom of Christ. It serves in a remarkable way to weld 
the various church organizations into an effective whole, and prevents the 
former duplication of effort in the field of Christian education. It has been 
found to be effective in both large and small churches. We urge every church 
in the conference that has not already done so to organize this board this year. 


SUPPLEMENT TO REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 


REPORT TO THE IDAHO METHODIST CONFERENCE 
OF THE COLLEGE OF IDAHO 
FOR YEAR 1940-41 


It is a pleasure to report to the Methodist Conference on the affairs of The 
College of Idaho. 


During the past year ninety-eight Methodist students have been enrolled, 
representing the largest church group in the College. The success of our 
current building fund effort has been made possible largely by the interest 
and generosity of Methodists. The church is well represented on the Board 
of Trustees by Mr. Edgar L. Oakes, a graduate of the College, Mr. C. C. 
Anderson, and Mr. Edson Deal, the most recently appointed and youngest 
member. Several of the leading members of the faculty are prominent in the 
affairs of the Methodist Church: Prof. E. C. Preston, Prof. H. B. Roberts, 
Prof. F. F. Beale, and Dean O. J. Smith. Dean Smith has been associated 
with the College since 1910. 


We are particularly grateful for the leadership of Rev. George Roseberry 
in the recent building fund effort in Caldwell. We are mindful also of as- 
sistance rendered Methodist students by the Methodist Board of Education. 


On April 20 the Methodist and Presbyterian congregations met in a united 
worship service in commemoration of the fiftieth annviersary of the estab- 
lishment of The College of Idaho at Caldwell. Two special College services 
of worship will have been held in the Methodist Church by the close of the 
school year: the opening Chapel Exercises in September and the Baccalaure- 
ate Service on June 8. Bishop Baxter has consented to deliver the Com- 
mencement address Monday evening, June 9. 


The College is closing a successful year. Our student enrollment is 435. 
The spirit of faculty and students has been exceptionally fine. Of the sixty 
thousand dollars needed to complete the building fund, fifty-eight thousand 
dollars has already been secured in cash or pledges. The Gymnasium-Science 
Building is now under construction. In this effort twelve hundred and thirty- 
nine individuals and organizations have had a part. Within a few days con- 
struction will be begun on a new chemistry building made possible by the 
bequest of the late Charles H. Covell of Wendell. 


The total assets of the College exceed $900,000. Of this amount, approxi- 
mately $530,000 is endowment funds. These funds yield approximately 4 per 
cent annually. Because of careful, conservative management the finances of 
the College are on a sound basis today. During the past year we have insti- 
tuted a contributory retirement allowance and collective insurance plan for 
teachers and have raised salaries approximately 5 per cent. These advances 
have been made within the limits of the budget estimates. 
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A word about the religious program. Under our religious education en- 
dowment, a strong department of religion has been maintained, and courses 
in the Bible and related subjects are required of all students. Chapel serv- 
ices are held regularly, and vesper and fireside services for those remaining 
on the campus week ends. The Y.W.C.A. is one of the most active campus 
organizations, and recently a Y.M.C.A. has been formed to serve the men. 
Spiritual Emphasis Week, under the leadership of Dr. Dwight Smith, pastor 
of the United Churches of Olympia, Washington, was unusually successful. 
An innovation this year was the holding of retreats on two occasions at the 
Y.M.C.A. Camp on Payette Lakes under the direction of Prof. John Anderson, 
head of the department of religion. 


With the exception of the Northwest Nazarene College at Nampa, The 
College of Idaho is the only church-related college within a radius of more 
than three hundred miles. The area which we'serve is a growing area. From 
the standpoint of strategic location, The College of Idaho faces an oppor- 
tunity such as is enjoyed by few other colleges of this type. The College has 
its roots deep in the soil of Idaho, in fifty years of constructive Christian 
service. It represents a stream of influence without which the region would 
be immeasurably poorer in terms of enlightened Christian leadership.

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4, REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


If Methodism is to recover her lost radiance she must return to her first 
great objective, that of evangelism. To win adults, young people, and chil- 
dren to a firm faith in Jesus Christ and a loving loyalty to Him; to persuade 
them to believe in Him as their personal Saviour and Guide; and to hold 
Him before the whole: world as the redeemer of men from sin, greed, hate, 
and war—this commission still holds for the people called Methodists. 


Evangelism is more than program, plans, or promotion. Methods and 
machinery, terms, and technique are but means to the end that men may 
become Christians. Evangelism is the divine new life of God brought through 
faith in Christ into the life of the believer. Evangelism is challenging men 
to obey Christ’s command, “Follow Me.” 


Various types of wholesome evangelism have been used this year through- 
out our conference with gratifying results. Many of the ministers have 
conducted special pre-Easter services, undergirding them with an intensive 
visitation campaign. In addition, special evangelistic services have been 
conducted by very able evangelists. These services have been the means of 
bringing many to know Christ personally and His way of life. Also many 
ministers and laymen were privileged to attend the Portland preaching Mis- 
sion under the leadership of Dr. E. Stanley Jones and other great world 
Christians. This mission indeed gave them a new vision of modern evangelism 
and its world scope. 


We recommend, for the new year, that each church give special emphasis 
to evangelism, using the type of evangelism that is best suited to that com- 
munity. We further urge that each charge in the Idaho Conference send at 
least one layman and its minister to the Personal Lay Evangelism School, 
to be conducted by Dr. Guy Black in Boise on September 8th. 


Therefore, we pray that every Methodist will take up the evangelistic 
working tools of the Kingdom of God with intelligence and enthusiasm for 
this desperate day!

13, REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WORLD PEACE 


War is one of the most vicious and demoralizing of man’s practices. It is 
as a malignant cancer with its tentacles preying on the body of society for 
its sustenance. War cannot be considered as a detached or isolated evil. In- 
stead it has its origin in a faulty social organism. War is the resultant evil 
of a sinful and selfish world, of which we are all under indictment. 


Among the underlying causes of war must be considered: 
1—The selfish greed for profits. Twenty-one thousand millionaires w - 
ated during the first World War. : bial 
2—The unequal distribution of economic resources. 
38—Lack of friendly co-operation. 


4—The relaxation of the reign of law, particularly as concerns international 
problems. 


5—The decline of Christian faith and morality and the enthroning of ma- 
terialism and might as sufficient rulers. 
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Peace is the cherished goal of all the true followers of Christ. The method 
of realizing peace is the contending and disturbing factor. In the securance of 
ultimate peace there are two main attitudes with variations. First, there are 
those who accept nothing less than total pacifism. Secondly, those who would 
enter into conflict to uphold what is believed to be right and just. In the true 
spirit of tolerance there must be allowed consideration for these respective 
viewpoints. And whereas the teachings of Jesus are very positive in the di- 
rection of peace, let us recall that either attitude is not without Scriptural 
support. 

Believing that the United States’ entry into war may mean the complete 
breakdown of our democracy, and having seen the devastating effects of 
previous war on human personality, and further realizing that war engender- 
ing hatred is the complete antithesis of the teachings of Jesus—we ask our 
people to be thoughtful, prayerful, and tolerant at this time of crisis, and 
urge our national leaders to do their utmost to save our nation from the 
terrible debauchery of war. 

The minister of the local charge of the Idaho Conference is adviser to 
conscientious objectors in advising with him in filling out his draft papers 
and C. O. Form No. 47; that the name of the conscientious objector be regis- 
tered with the Official Board and with the Peace Commission in Chicago. 

For the attainment of peace we propose : 


1—The acceptance of the sovereign rule of God in all our life and possessions; 
the acceptance of Jesus Christ as the world’s redeemer and saviour. 


2—Recognition of the sacredness and dignity of Christian personality. 

3—True repentance among the acknowledged followers of Christ who comprise 
His Church. Otherwise, our prayers and efforts will avail little. 

4—A passion for world-wide Christian evangelism. 

5—A commitment to the Kingdom of God with Jesus Christ as our Leader and 
all humanity as our brothers, and with all the implications as concerns 
our economic, political, intellectual, and religious affiliations. 


Our Annual Conference advocates the seven-point program which Dr. E. 
Stanley Jones has proposed for peace. It is as follows: 


{Establishment of social, economic, and political equality among all groups. 

2—Equalization of immigration quotas. 

8—Fair distribution of the world’s raw materials. 

4—Equitable division of the world’s territory between the “haves” and “have 
nots.” 

5—Right of subject nations to choose their own destiny. 

6—Establishment of a federal union of nations based on the limitation of 
sovereignty. 

7—Cancellation of all international war debts.

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the ldaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 

ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
vonterence, the -=.cral charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 

ARTICLE III—AIll members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 

ARTICLE 1V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 
and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 
given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 

2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 

3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
date received. i 

4_-The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material mav be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors. 

5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum 


for the transaction of business.

2—-Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. ’ ’ 

3—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. 

4__All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 

5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 

6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board.

C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 A.M. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 NOON, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion. ; 

2, The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee-to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth Leagues, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 

3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pastor, 
the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the co-opera- 
tion of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 

4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 

5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 
by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 

6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking re- 
ception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 

7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
porbority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these Conference 

ules. 

9, No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations 
or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training. ; 

_10. The Conference relation of any member may be brought up for discus- 
sion only in Ministerial Executive session. 


D. ORGANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION 


ARTICLE 1. 
Name. 


This organization shall be called the Board of Education of the Idaho 
Annual Conference and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE 2. 


The functions of the Board shall be those outlined in iscipli 
Pee: agen: ined in the Discipline, Para- 
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ARTICLE 8. 
Composition of the Board. 

The Board shall consist of twelve members, an equal number of ministers 
and laymen. Elected members of the Board should be chosen on the basis of 
their knowledge of and the interest in the various agencies and phases of the 
work included under the jurisdiction of the Board. 

In addition to the elected members there shall be two other classes of 
members as follows: 

(a) Ex Officio Members: District Superintendents, President of Gooding 
College, and the Director of Religious Education of the Conference or Area. 

(b) Co-operating Members: District Presidents of the Epworth League, 
ge ranking member of the Methodist Brotherhood and the various Missionary 

ocieties. 


ARTICLE 4, 
Officers. 
The officers of this Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, and a 


Secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to 
their respective offices. 


ARTICLE 5, 
Organization. 
The Board shall be organized as follows: 
1—Dvwisions. 

(a) A Division of Educational Institutions which shall have the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the 1932 Discipline, Paragraph 465, Sections Els Noy (Cy (Ol 
e, and f. 

(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training © 
through church schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 


within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work. Discipline, 
Paragraphs 460 to 468—1932 Discipline. 


2—EHxecutive Committee. 


There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the Chairman of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the Division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between 
its meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed 
to it by the Board. 


3—Committees. 


Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time as the exi- 
gencies of the situation shall demand. 


ARTICLE 6. 
Meetings. 


1. The Conference Board shall meet annually at the time of the Annual 
Conference Session. Other meetings may be held at the call of the Board or by 


the Executive Committee. f 
* 8. Meetings of the Divisions shall be held as determined upon by the 


divisi themselves. ; 
me Pe aniitecs of the Board shall meet as often as the interests of their 


responsibility may demand and at places determined by themselves. 
ARTICLE 7. 
Amendments. . 


This Constitution may be amended by two thirds of the members present 
at any annual meeting. 
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ARTICLE 8. 
Vacancies in Office. 
Vacancies in the offices of the Board may be filled at any regular called 
meeting of the Board or by the Executive Committee. 
ARTICLE 9. 
Quorum. 


One third of its membership shall constitute a quorum for the meetings 
of the Board, Executive Committee, and Division meetings.

G. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES : 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 

The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 

This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board),-as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers. where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 
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Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. mene 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce it’s pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 


It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 

b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 

c. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 

d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 

e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 

f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right To Sue Denied. 


No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing to 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make. 


Its obligation to him shall be grounded in Christian honor and brotherly 
love, and not in a legalism. 


Par. 9—Educational Program. 


District Superintendents are requested to bring this plan to the attention 
of the pastors concerned. 
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Par. 10—Making the Plan Operative. 


The plan herein set forth shall become operative when adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the Conference present and voting. The plan, 
when thus adopted, shall remain the plan of the Conference unless and until 
it is repealed or modified by a future majority of the Conference. 


H. RESOLUTION ON CONSCIENCE AND WAR 


The General Conference has stated the position of the Methodist Church 
on conscience and war to be: 


“We have to recognize the fact that there is now no common judgment 
among Christians as to what a Christian should do when his own nation be- 
comes involved in war. On this issue our own membership is divided. We 
believe, however, that the Christian Church, in a world torn asunder by 
bitter conflict, must not permit itself to be divided over any matter as to 
which it is possible for Christians sincerely to differ. We subscribe to this 
declaration of the Oxford Conference: ‘Recognizing that its members are 
called to live within the secular state or nation, and that in the event of war 
a conflict of duties is inevitable, it (the Church) should help them to discover 
God’s will, should then honor their conscientious decisions, whether they are 
led to participate in or abstain from war, and maintain with both alike the 
full fellowship of the body of Christ.’ ” 

The Idaho Conference endorses and affirms this to be the statement of its 
own position. And we recommend that the entire Statement on Peace and War 
as set forth by the General Conference, para. 1716 in the Discipline, be read 
from all our pulpits early in this conference year.

Leroy Walker reported that the offering at 
the first day Communion Service had amounted to $24.64 and had 
been turned, in its entirety, to the Conference Treasurer for the 
Fellowship of Suffering and Service Fund.

Dr. Donaldson also introduced Dr. I. L. Shaver, one-time 
missionary in Japan and now working in the Idaho Conference 
among Japanese peoples, and Clyde Dollar, supply pastor at 
Richland, Oregon, and J. D. Crego, pastor at Vale, Oregon. 


Dr. W. H. Hertzog introduced’ Brother T. O. Hill, pastor at 
American Falls. 


Recess—A recess was called by the Bishop. 


Order of the Day—Corporate Sesston—The President of the 
Corporation of the Idaho Conference, Dr. H. G. McCallister, took 
the chair and the minutes of the last session were read. 


On motion of L. B. Bailey the Conference Secretary was made 
the Secretary of the Corporate Session. 


W. H. Hertzog reported on property matters in the Eastern 
District. The property at St. Anthony is being sold on an 
amortized-contract plan. The property in Mountain Home was 
leased for a year to the Nazarene denomination, but the lease has 
expired and the agreement was not kept. The parsonage at Albion 
is in process of sale. The parsonage at McCammon has been sold. 
Dr. Hertzog also reported on the status of property at Downey 
and Bliss. 


On motion of G. G. Roseberry it was ordered that $25.00 be 
allowed W. H. Hertzog for the travel expense he had incurred 
during the past year settling property matters on the Hastern 
District.

Vote on Proposed Constitutional Amendments—Amendment 
No. 1 to the Constitution of the Methodist Church Concerning 
Bishops was read by Bishop Baxter. This amendment had been . 
approved by the 1940 session of the General Conference and has to 
do with Paragraph 35, Article II, of the 1939 Discipline of the 
Methodist Church. It provides for an amendment striking out the 
words “ordained or’ from said paragraph. (See 1939 Discipline.) 
By a rising vote of all members of the Conference present this 
proposed amendment was approved by a vote of 58 favorable, none 
against. Motion for adoption was made by R. S. Rees, seconded 
by W. H. Hertzog. 


Amendment No. 2 to the Constitution of the Methodist Church 
Concerning Central Conferences was read by Bishop Baxter. This 
also had General Conference approval and refers to Paragraph 17, 
Article II of the Discipline of the Methodist Church, 1939 edition. 
It provides for adding the words “of the Provisional Annual Con- 
ferences” to the paragraph. (See 1939 Discipline.) On motion of

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
EASTERN DISTRICT 
W. H. Hertzoc, District Superintendent 


Bishop Baxter, Fellow Ministers, Friends of the Idaho Conference: 


After five full years on the Eastern District, I am now bringing my sixth 
annual report with more experience, and therefore more humility than I did 
five years ago. However, there is no lessened conviction of the strategic im- 
portance of the Church for this and every age, and each year brings even 
greater assurance that in God through Jesus Christ lies the ultimate solution 
of humanity’s ills. 


The year started off well, although we left Conference without a pastor 
for American Falls Church. On a trip to the Pacific Northwest Conference 
we met and talked with Brother Thomas O. Hill of South Dakota. He was 
later secured, with the help of Bishop Baxter, for the vacancy at American 
Falls and was transferred to the Idaho Conference. 


God has been good to us in that during the year there has been no serious 
illness in the parsonage homes, while joy has come to all in that two girl 
babies have been added to our parsonage families. One cheers her parents, 
Rev. and Mrs. Cowdrick, and the most recent arrival only last week came to 
keep the Parrett girls company at Rupert. Just recently the Advocate brings 
the word of the death of one of our retired men, brother George R. Ellis, who 
since leaving our church at Fairfield has been living in Oregon. Our expres- 
sion of sympathy goes to Mrs. Ellis in the passing of her life long companion. 


Conference adjourns. The summer Institute, the first at our new Camp Saw- 
tooth, with a reorganization of the camping and class program was a splendid 
success, though with a smaller enrollment than for several years. The 
program was greatly enriched by the presence on the faculty of Dr. Gibbs, of 
the Board of Education, and of Rev. Townsley of the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension. These new voices and personalities are greatly appreci- 
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defense work areas, of many families; another part I feel sure is due to 
teachers who are not regular themselves in attendance, and who do not sense 
the importance of their opportunity. 


The material property on the District has undergone some changes. The 
ministers took to heart Bishop Baxter’s charge last Conference to try and 
beautify the property. Considerable repair work has been done. Some fine 
landscape work is going on, an entirely new heating plant at Burley, a car- 
peted sanctuary at Blackfoot, and many smaller improvements have been 
made. A debt on the church at Jerome has been liquidated, and appreciable 
reductions at Twin Falls and at Buhl, and possibly others have been reported. 
The abandoned property at St. Anthony has been disposed of, as has that at 
McCammon and at Downey. In all three of these the mortgage held by our 
Board of Missions and Church Extension has been paid with the proceeds, 
and our Conference corporation is receiving some returns on the amortized 
plan of sale of the St. Anthony property. The long unused property at 
Mountain Home has been leased to the Nazarenes, with an option for purchase, 
which expires next month. The matter of time and considerable personal 
expense given to the matter of trying to salvage something for the church at 
large in looking after this no longer used property is a considerable item, and 
the work has been done gladly with this in mind. There yet remains some 
lots at Deitrich. There is also a house there that is being used for a union 
Sunday School. Also there remains a long unused, except to store a few 
hundred pounds of coal, parsonage building at Albion. It is in sad state of 
repair and will lose in value even more if something is not done. The folk 
there neither want to repair it, use it, or let it be sold. To say that doing this 
kind of work is a thankless task is putting it mildly enough. 


The World Service outlook is encouraging on the District. At the round of 
first Quarterly Conferences a goal. was accepted by every church on the 
District. The aggregate of these acceptances was a little more than 15% over 
last year’s giving. Most churches have met their acceptance in full and some 
have exceeded. Others still lag some at this point. In January we were helped 
in this as in our evangelistic task by the visitation of Dr. Wm. C. Poole, from 
our church in Buenos Aires, and representing the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension, who delighted each audience that heard him. That he 
could not be on the District longer was our loss. 


It is a bit of encouragement amidst the disposing of abandoned churches 
to meet one that has been started. This has happened near Milner in a school 
house that has been out of use for some time. The folk living near started a 
Sunday School which has grown to a usual attendance of from forty to fifty. 
Some of the adults, feeling that preaching services would be an additional 
help, invited the pastors of the Disciples Church and of the Methodist Church 
in Burley to come and preach at an afternoon service on alternate Sundays. 
This has been going on for some months now and Dr. Rees has had some 
baptisms and membership receptions as a result of his greatly appreciated 
work there. This center is some 12 miles from any other church and is 
greatly pleased with the service thus provided. It may be that with the 
rationing of tires and of gas that there will be more communities thus 
ministered to, and more people reached for the Kingdom. 


The Visitation Evangelism effort, under the direction of Dr. Guy H. 
Black and Bishop Baxter for the entire Portland Area met a very real need 
on the Eastern District. Following that intensive week the trained leaders 
were assigned as directors of selected laymen on the several charges or groups 
of churches as seemed best. I believe that all except six churches cooperated 
in putting on this type of campaign. The results were most encouraging 
indeed and in the several places were commensurate with the responses of the 
laymen to the pastor’s effort to get them to share in the training and the 
giving of a minimum of four nights to the visitation. The effort was made 
to secure decisions for Christ and also for uniting with the Church. I asked 
for reports of visitation covering up until and including Easter. The total 
accessions to church membership reported was 649 for the whole District and 
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every church had some accessions. This is more than 300 more than have 
united with the church in any one of the four previous years that I have been 
on the District. Of these 649, 363 were by Confession of Faith which is more 
than 200 more than have come to our churches by that method in any one of 
the four previous years. So it is with deepest gratitude to God for these 
tangible evidences that come to us that the passion for souls is just as great 
today as ever. To me a large part of the blessing and help that has come 
through this endeavour seems to be of the intangible variety. I speak of the 
definitely quickened spirits of those who have engaged in the visiting and the 
presenting of the claims of Christ to their neighbors and friends. This has 
been the best evangelistic work that has been done in the last five years. 


I have written too long already, but even so I must yet speak of other 
satisfactions that have come this year. First among those has been watching 
our own Bishop Baxter grow into his task as a chief executive in the church, 
and to enjoy and appreciate his fine cooperation. This and the fine fellowship 
and cooperation of my fellow-worker Dr. Donaldson has made the work a 
real joy. More frequently seen but equally appreciated has been the fine spirit 
of workers together with each of the pastors on the District. And now, two 
of them, Brothers Mitzner and Sims have left us for the time and are now 
ministering to the men and boys in the Army. For them, for their families, 
and for the kind of service that we know they will render we can only thank 
God and ask His blessing and guidance. But duty is duty, whether here or 
there, and so we likewise pray daily for each of you who have been so kind, 
thoughtful, and courteous. Your personal friendship is appreciated, the 
hospitality of your homes, the fellowship with your children has been a part 
of my highest joy. Your deep sympathy so wonderfully expressed to both 
Mrs. Hertzog and myself in these last months can never be repaid. I shall not 
try. I can only say, thank you all, ministers and laymen alike, and God Bless 
pees and may the great Rewarder, even the Prince of Peace attend you 
always.

It is with a sense of deep indebtedness to our resident bishop for penerone 
and timely help, to devoted pastors and loyal laymen, that I bring this 
second annual report of work attempted and done on the Western District. 


Ten years ago in Nampa, I answered my first roll-call in the Idaho 
Conference. It is interesting to note of the 32 members reporting that day, 
nine have been called to report above, five have retired, eleven have been trans- 
ferred to greener pastures, and only six are left in effective relation to tell 
the story. The total membership for the conference reported that year was 
10,625. Last year we reported a membership of 11,605—a gain of a little less 
than one thousand, a little less than 10%. This year because of emphasis 
upon Visitation Evangelism, the reports will indicate a gain greater than

distinct progress has been made. The oe Mac hee ie 


Finkbeiner of the Nazarene College, 
Eugene Conlee of the College of Idaho in Plea 
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the Oregon Conference has supplied our work in Wilder. James Allen com- 
pleted his stay in Kooskia in March and has taken a student charge in 
Brocton, Massachusetts and plans to attend Boston University School of 
Theology. Merle Burres transferred to the Nebraska Conference where he 
has a fine charge in Sargeant, Nebraska. Rev. Osborne was released from 
his work in Apple Valley to enter defense work, and this work has been 
taken over by Rey. Greenlee of Nyssa. Mrs. Harry Strong rendered fine 
service in organizing the Sunday School and a Bible Study Group on Whitney 
Bench. Walter D. Bach was ordered to report in Portland for officers’ train- 
ing May 31. Rev. E. A. Pollock completes twelve fine years of service in 
Wallowa, and W. W. Deal caps the climax with 25 years of golden service in 
South Side Boulevard. 


MATERIAL GAINS 


Among the outstanding gains in property and improvements may be listed 
the following: the acquisition of a fine parsonage property ‘in Caldwell at a 
cost of $5150. The pastor feels that in this delightful new preacher’s home, 
he has one foot in Heaven, but this is doubtless an overstatement. Our church 
in John Day has been moved, renovated and an_addition built. The old 
parsonage was traded for a new parsonage site and house next to the church. 
Under the leadership of Walter D. Bach this was accomplished without debt 
and two thousand dollars added in improvements to the buildings. This 
charge with Prairie City now presents the most challenging opportunity on 
the district. In this beautiful John Day Valley we have three churches, three 
parsonages, three thriving communities—all dependent upon the services of 
a consecrated preacher and his wife. A fine building site and house suitable 
for Sunday School work has been secured on Whitney Bench at a cost of 
$2,600. Six hundred has been paid on the purchase price. As soon after 
conference as feasible a campaign should be put on to raise the balance needed 
to complete the payment. This is part of the plan for a unified Methodist 
program in Boise as envisioned by Dr. Acheson of First Church. In Weiser 
under the energetic leadership of O. L. Kendall, a long-standing, troublesome 
debt of $2,000, with accumulated interest was paid and a note-burning cele- 
bration was held January 19. In New Meadows, a new five room parsonage 
building is under construction, at an estimated cost of $2,000. Our bachelor 
preacher has hopes of crowning his efforts there in the way all wise bachelors 
should. In Vale under the skillful direction of Rev. and Mrs. Crego a beauti- 
ful worship center for the church auditorium was made possible by a Me- 
morial gift. From a bare unattractive meeting place, the church has been 
transformed into an attractive worshipful Sanctuary. In Huntington a social 
room has been provided by the ladies of the church, and an opening Fellow- 
ship Dinner was held there on May 18. 


Possibly the crowning achievement of the year was the completion of our 
new church in Nyssa. When Rev. and Mrs. M. H. Greenlee were appointed 
there a year ago, they found a half completed building, no funds on hand to 
continue building, and a discouraged, disheartened people. But faith, hope, 
and love were put to work and order was brought out of chaos. These lines 
seem to fit the man and the occasion: 


“Somebody said it couldn’t be done 

But he with a chuckle replied— 

That maybe it couldn’t but he wouldn’t be one 
To say so until he had tried. 

So he buckled right in with a trace of a grin 
—And what couldn’t be done—he did it.” 


The Board of Missions and Church Extension gave us timely aid. Bishop 
Baxter held inspiring opening services on January 18. 


Our host church in Nampa has had a most successful year. Approximately 
$1,500 has been raised on indebtedness, and seven hundred dollars in making 
all parts of the church ready for conference. The district, church, and people 
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i i ides these 

lcomes the conference to this commodious church plant. Besi these, 

Neeecable improvements have been made in our church plants in Meridian, 
South Side Boulevard, Collister, Jordan, Wallowa, and Apple Valley. 


SPIRITUAL GAINS 


important as our material gains have been, more meaningful and 
vases eve been the gains in membership, and in the deepened loyalty and 
devotion on the part of pastors and members. This is largely due to the 
campaign of Visitation Evangelism under the leadership of Bishop Baxter 
and Dr. Guy Black. Following the conference gathering in Boise September 
8, leaders were selected for the Training Conference in Tacoma on October 11. 
Under this leadership a district-wide visitation campaign was put on with 
uniform success. Nearly every charge was reached, and the total gains in 
reclaimed Methodists, rescued church letters, confessions of faith, and pre- 
paratory members reached nearly four hundred. This with the Lenten cam- 
paign and the follow-up effort made possible a gain of 813 for the year. This 
campaign proved most fortunate for the churches. Enlistments, defense work, 
and war work has brought about heavy loss in Sunday School and Church 
membership; without these gains many of our churches would show serious 
losses this year. 

INSTITUTES AND RALLIES 


A District Institute was held in Immanuel Church Boise following the Guy 
Black meeting on October 11-12. Sub-district meetings were held in Boise, 
Payette, and LaGrande in January in connection with missionary rallies 
under the able leadership of Dr. Poole of South America. 


Our Epworth League Institute at Wallowa Lake, Oregon with George 
Roseberry as dean, was well attended with a fine spirit manifest on the part 
of our young people. During the winter three sub-district institutes were 
held—in Payette, Nampa and Union. A new venture was the Older Youth 
Institute held at Pilgrim Cove, Payette Lakes, with sixty-five in attendance. 
Ray Mortensen gave successful leadership to this effort. The transition 
from Epworth League Societies to Youth Fellowship organization is not 
altogether a happy one and some definite action needs to be taken in our next 
general conference to clarify the situation and restore more leadership to 
the young people. 


Rev. M. H. Greenlee as Director of Christian Education, has rendered fine 
service. Under his leadership some very worthwhile Sunday School rallies 
have been held. Men’s rallies have been held at regular intervals over the 
district and some noteworthy meetings have resulted. The year was started 
off by a men’s rally at South Side Boulevard, where 125 men gathered to 
pay honor to the 25 years of service rendered that charge by W. W. Deal. The 


rallies were climaxed with a great gathering in Caldwell when Bishop Baxter 
brought an inspiring message. 


The appointment by our Board of Missions of Dr. I. L. Shaver to minister 
to the needs of the Japanese in the Boise Valley, has meant much. Hundreds 
of J apanese, most of them American-born, have been given encouragement 
and guidance in these troubled times. There are good prospects that a 
Japanese Church can be organized in the near future. Dr. Shaver has spoken 
in many churches and at many gatherings, and has thus been able to hold 
things steady when bitterness and prejudice might work untold harm. 


The Women’s Society of Christian Service has enjoyed increasin owth 
and influence on the district. While we cannot report 100% Oreaue ace te 
large majority of the churches are thus organized and functioning well. 
These Societies are proving themselves true Christian service groups and 
continue to supply the aid so greatly needed by many of our churches. 


BOARD OF MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION

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has been promised our Whitney Bench project. Eighteen charges receive 
greatly needed help and encouragement from the board, and without such 
help the continuance of the work on these charges would be well-nigh 
impossible. 


PROJECTS 


Several projects may well engage our attention and effort the ensuing 
year. The Whitney Bench work is developing rapidly, but $2,000 is imperative 
to pay for the property and provide for expansion. Plans must be made to 
complete our church building in Ontario. For sixteen years this loyal congre- 
gation has worshipped in the basement. While the basement is fairly 
attractive, we need to come out of the basement and give this church a chance 
for growth and fruitage in the sunshine of public favor. Our third project 
is the formation of a Rocky Mountain Circuit with a motorized Circuit Rider 
to carry the gospel to many small communities beyond the reach of any of 
our present charges. The Board of Missions, under the leadership of Dr. 
Richardson has promised us one thousand dollars. Volunteer gifts, and help 
promised from the Women’s Society of Christian Service, with collections 
from the field, make possible the beginning of this work this year. 


METHODIST PUBLICATIONS 


The Christian Advocate, The Methodist Woman, The Upper Room, and 
our Improved Sunday School Lesson Materials are gaining steadily in favor; 
and our Methodist Publishing House in Portland deserves high praise for 
prompt and efficient service. 


LOYALTY TO COUNTRY 


The Methodist Church has always been loyal to our country and to our 
government. We believe it will continue in this loyalty. Our interest and 
prayers will follow our men in Service where ever they may be. However, 
we deplore the demoralizing conditions about many of our camps, and while 
we engage our enemies on far-off fields, we would bear in mind we have a 
battle to win on our home front against our old enemies, drink and 
prostitution. 

THE MESSAGE OF METHODISM 


Our good bishop presented to the District Superintendents of the Portland 
area the book by Paul B. Kern entitled Methodism Has A Message. This book 
proved so worth while that several copies were secured for circulation on the 
District. Bishop Kern holds that Methodism does have a message for the 
day in which we live. That message, the historic message of John and Charles 
Wesley, finds its center and dynamic force in the redeeming power of Christ. 
It is the Everlasting Gospel of God’s continuing interest in the children of 
men and of Christ’s power to save to the uttermost those who come to Him. 
We are Stewards of that Gospel. It is required of a steward that he be found 
faithful. God’s agency for proclaiming this Gospel to all nations and peoples 
and tribes and tongues is the Church of Christ. We are of that church and 
the call is upon us, to herald the good news is our task. Possibly a movie- 
note is a poor way to end a report—but many of us will recall that last scene 
in, “One Foot in Heaven,” where Dr. Spence, after meeting all the trials, 
difficulties, joys, and victories of the years in the service of the church, sits 
at the key-board and plays for all within reach to hear that undying refrain: 


“The Church’s one foundation 

Is Jesus Christ her Lord. 

She is His new creation 

By water and the word. 

From Heaven He came and sought her. 
To be His holy bride. 

With His own blood He bought her 

And for her life He died. 
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Mid toil and tribulation 

And tumult of her war. _ 

She awaits the consummation 
Of peace forevermore. 

Till with one vision glorious

1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Our Executive Secretary has given most of his time this year getting 
acquainted with the responsibilities of the office, advertizing our new litera- 
ture, organizing local church boards of christian education, helping in teacher- 
training schools and institutes, and discovering suitable persons for accredita- 
tion as training school teachers. These duties have necessitated volumes of 
correspondence and thousands of miles of travel. He has been cordially re- 
ceived in every church where his duties took him and has been shown every 
courtesy by the District Superintendents of both districts. We feel that some 
real progress has been made throughout the conference in the field of 
christian education this year, but some of the churches have not availed 
themselves of the help that might have been given. 


In order that the Idaho Conference conform to the other annual confer- 
ences of Methodism, organizationally, we respectfully reeommend the follow- 
ing changes in our annual conferences committees: 


1. That paragraph D under article X, page 80 of the 1941 Conference 
Journal, headed “Organization of the Conference Board of Education” be 
discontinued, and that the Conference Board of Christian Education be 
organized according to paragraph 1174 of the 1940 Methodist Discipline. 


2. That the Council on Epworth Leagues be discontinued and that a 
committee constituted as follows be appointed by the Board of Education to 
take care of our Methodist Youth Fellowship interests—The Dean of each 
District Institute, the president of each District Methodist Youth Fellowship, 
the two District Superintendents, and the Conference Executive Secretary. 


3. That the Trustees of the Wesley Foundation be discontinued and this 
work be handled by the Board of Education as a whole. 


This Board has been asked to take the initiative in organizing the Idaho 
Annual Conference Joint Committee on Missionary Education of Youth. We 
therefore request that this committee be established by the Conference at 
this present session and recommend that Mrs. Dallas McNeil, representing 
the Woman’s Society of Christian Service; Miss Marguerite Maurer repre- 
senting the Board of Missions and Church Extension; and Mrs. lake AD) 


Hammerquist, representing the Board of Education be appointed to the 
committee.

There can be no let-down nor lessening of our efforts in thes i

Methodist Youth Fellowship activities. Therefore we urge every member of 


Seng ales make every effort necessary to carry on these activities this 


Some of our churches do not as yet have their local church board of 


christian education organized and some boards that are organized are not 
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functioning properly. The conference executive secretary stands ready to 
lend assistance at this point. We believe that this work should not only be 
organized in each local church, but should be made to function. 


Our general boards have left nothing to be desired in the matter of 
supplying both ministers and lay workers with a wealth of printed materials 
with which to work. Help and inspiration are to be had in every field of 
christian endeavor. Our Publishing House is supplying these materials at 
a_ reasonable cost and the profits are returned to our retired ministers, in 
direct proportion to purchases made by this conference. It is good business 
for Methodists to use Methodist literature and supplies. 


We request that M. H. Greenlee be appointed Conference Executive Secre- 
tary for the year 1942-43, on a part-time basis.

2. JOINT REPORT OF PEACE AND SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSIONS 


IDAHO CONFERENCE 


_Six months ago the Church of Christ in America faced once more the 
thing she most feared, and against which she labored and prayed with utmost 
sincerity— the return of the scourge of war to her own shores. It is none the 
less terrible because it was not of our choosing as a nation, and the ultimate 
consequences will not be settled on the question of who was guilty. Now the 
war has come, the Church has been seeking with considerable earnestness 
the mind of God, and His will for this crisis. 


As your committee we wish to submit to you the following observations 
and recommendations for your consideration: 


1. We have observed with deep satisfaction the consideration and courtesy 
given the Church by our Federal Government, and its apparent desire to 
guard as a sacred thing the place and function ‘of the Church in times of 
crisis as well as in times of peace. 


2. We have also observed with gratitude the advanced ground our govern- 
ment has taken in guarding the rights of individual conscience, and the 
manner in which these provisions have been guarded thus far in this crisis. 


38. As we have watched with concern the attitude of the Church herself 
in the midst of a world at war, we have found cause for thanksgiving and 
hope. 
(a) We prize as a hopeful sign her spirit of humility, and repentance 
for her share in permitting the world to drift into the present condition. 

(b) We cherish her sense of obligation to keep the spirit of love and good 
will alive throughout the world in these days of hate and bitterness. 


4. We are also encouraged over the Church’s new realization of her mission 
among the nations of the earth. In 1914 the Church was nationalistic in her 
spirit and understanding. She was a servant of the nation, and ready to 
serve to that end. In 1942 the Church is supra-national, and her business is 
to interpret the mind and judgments of God for all nations. She is fast 
recognizing her prophetic ministry, and will speak increasingly in the future 
as the timeless and ageless messenger of God to both men and nations. 


5. We have been inspired as we have read and heard reports of the spirit 
and daring of the church under great persecution in various parts of the 
world. In the midst of world ruins she stands alone unbroken and unafraid, 
and we are led to feel that under God, in her spirit and message lies the 


only hope of tomorrow’s world. 
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es ee 


6. Moreover. we have been filled with confidence as we have observed the 
chirch gird herself for the overwhelming task of reclaiming a world gone mad, 
and to rebuild it in years to come after the pattern of the kingdom of God. 
Such great inter-denominational conferences as that of Malvern, England, 
and Delaware, Ohio, provide us with hope and courage concerning the place 
of the Church in the rebuilding of the post war world. 


To the end that this conference may do its full share in saving from the 
present wreckage the true values of our Christian civilization, and prepare 
ourselves to help toward rebuilding our world, we recommend: 


1. That we continually examine ourselves and our message to discover 
wherein we have failed our God and humanity in our Christian ministry. 


2. That we dedicate ourselves at all costs to keep alive and real the spirit 
of Christian love and brotherhood for all nations, and races, and classes, to 
the end that we be not overcome with evil, but overcome evil with good. 


3. That we steadfastly condemn all efforts to create bitterness and hate 
toward class or racial groups, as un-American and unworthy of true citizen- 
ship, even when expressed by leaders in high office. 


4, That we search diligently to understand the place and ministry of the 
Church in these terrible days, and that we share that ministry wherever it 
is needed. 


5. That we study carefully the findings of our great religious conferences 
which have met, and will meet, to find the Christian way to a just and 
durable peace, and that we provide such materials for study groups within 
the church, and for use in the pulpit, to the end we may create a public 
Spite committed to a Christian world order at the close of the present 
conflict.

4. COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM

it is safe to say that the major emphasis of the group has been that of 
Evangelism. The results in that field during the past year have been very 
gratifying. Not only have many new converts been made but a large number 
of inactive members have been reclaimed for Christ and His Way of life. 

The Conference has been highly privileged and blessed by the coming of 
Dr. Harry Denman, of Nashville, as evening speaker and personal counselor. 
“Brother Harry” has given us a renewed vision of the possibilities of the 
church when undergirded by prayer and the Spirit of God. 


Evangelism is more than program, plans, or promotion. Methods and 
machinery; terms and technique are but means to the end that men may 
become Christian. Evangelism is the divine new life of God brought through 
faith in Christ into the life of the believer. Evangelism is the challenging of 
men to obey Christ’s command, ‘Follow Me!” 


We recommend for the coming year that every type of wholesome evange- 
lism be used to carry the kingdom of God to the people about us. We all agree 
that it is more important to give Christians an opportunity to grow in the 
work of the Kingdom than simply to win them and then let them be forgotten. 
Therefore, we heartily urge that a continuous program of evangelism and 
training in church membership be conducted in every local church. May this 
program find its source of power in regular personal, family, and public de- 
votions. May its outcome be the development of every Christian into a 


winner of souls. 
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We especially recommend that the women of our churches follow the 
objectives of the Committee on Spiritual Life of the W.S.C.S., which are: 


1. The deepening of the prayer life. 
2. The increasing of responsibility for personal service and stewardship. 
3. The keeping in touch of the spiritual movement of the times. 


We urge the use of the UPPER ROOM, TIDINGS, and other fine litera- 
ture of the Church published in the interests of deepening the spiritual life 
of its people. \ 


It is deeply heartening to have the services of a modern circuit-rider 
inaugurated in our Conference this year, and we pledge our support and 
prayers in this great work. 


In conclusion this Committee requests from the Annual Conference Com- 
mission on World Service and Finance an appropriation of $150 for the 
purpose of carrying on the promotion and cultivation of a more intensive 
program of Evangelism this year. 


May God make us all—soul-winners for the Kingdom!

5. REPORT OF THE TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE 


While the nation sleeps the threat of the liquor traffic grows daily more 
menacing. We deplore the attitude of public indifference to this crowning 
puns evil, and especially the apparent indifference of Christian people in 
general. 


Despite the efforts of the liquor interests to make the consumption of 
liquor socially respectable, it is still one of the most debasing influences we 
face. It debases the physical and spiritual well being of our youth, our 
homes and our nation. As a conference we are unalterably opposed to the 
whole liquor traffic and pledge ourselves to its total destruction. To this 
end we expect from the membership of our churches: 


1. To take an uncompromising stand on the liquor issue, and a total 
refusal to condone its presence in social functions. 


2. We urge upon our churches an intensified program of temperance 
education in our church schools, and youth fellowships, with a view to their 
signing a personal pledge of total abstinence. For the further inauguration 
of this program we suggest the matter be presented to the churches in their 
first quarterly conference by the District Superintendents. 


3. In view of the coming election we pledge our cooperation to the progra 
of the Allied Civic Forces of Idaho, to submit a questionaire on the ae of 
candidates regarding their position on the liquor issue and kindred moral 
vices, and that we will support only such candidates as will qualify. 


4. We deplore the threat to the moral well being of the 

of the nation now in the service of their country Fiouer he Me cae ee 
beer in the camps, and other forms of vice surrounding these centers. We 
feel that the nation has a sacred obligation to these lads, to their mothers 
wives and sweethearts. Therefore we call upon the President as Commander 
in Chief of the Army to eliminate the use of beer in the camps. We also call 
upon the Congress of the United States for the passage of the Shepherd 
Bill number 860 which is designed to protect the boys in military camps and 
naval establishments. We ask that the Secretary of our conference be author- 
ized to send a communication to the President of the United States and our 
Congressmen conveying this part of the report to them. 
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De In a day when sugar is rationed to the housewives of the country and 
the delivery of milk to our homes is curtailed we protest rationing boards 
favoring beer trucks in the priority rating. 


6. We deplore the fact that consumption of liquor has jumped to an 
apalling rate in not only our capital city of our nation, but also in our own 
beloved states. 


7. We will cooperate in every way to curtail all types of liquor advertising. 


In conclusion we urge continued cooperation with the programs of the 
Allied Civic Forces of Idaho and the Anti Liquor League of Oregon in the 
coming year. 


_ We recommend an appropriation of $200 for this work, with a third of 
this amount to be apportioned to the Oregon section of the Conference.

June 38, 1942 


The Committee met in the Methodist Church at Nampa, August 20, 1941, 
with six members present. Each member present contributed $1.00 for 
secretarial expense of the Society. The Financial report is in the hands of 
the Auditing Committee. We are hoping that each member of the Conference 
will gladly hand our treasurer fifty cents to cover the expenses of the Society 
for the coming year. 


By direction of the committee a letter was sent to each pastor, and some 
others, on August 29, 1941, and later another letter was sent to those who 
had not responded to the first letter. In each letter request was made for 
compliance with the report that had been adopted at Annual Conference one 
year ago. 


MATERIAL GATHERED DURING THE YEAR

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 

ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 

ARTICLE III—AI] members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 

ARTICLE IV—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 
and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 
given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in. the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 

2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 

38—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
date received. é 

4__The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material mav be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors. 

5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum 


for the transaction of business.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 544 to 549. Special attention on the 
part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks, and 
examinations as contained therein. 

2—-Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. ; 

8—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. t 

4—All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 
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5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 

6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 A.M. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 NOON, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth Leagues, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pastor, 
the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the co-opera- 
tion of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 


4. All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 
by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking re- 
ception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be

EK. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 

The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 

The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 

This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
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tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage 1S 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Feport of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 


It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 

b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 


ce. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of mini i 
support and ministerial efficiency. : Batis 
e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standard i i

Par. 8—Right To Sue Denied. 


No part of this plan shall be construed so as to gi ini i 
: give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for feilige ta 
peovade the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make.

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Par. 9—Educational Program. 


District Superintendents are requested to bring this plan to the attention 
of the pastors concerned. 


Par. 10—Making the Plan Operative. 


_ The plan herein set forth shall become operative when adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the Conference present and voting. The plan, 
when thus adopted, shall remain the plan of the Conference unless and until 
it is repealed or modified by a future majority of the Conference. 


F. SUMMARY OF REPORT OF METHODIST PUBLISHING 
HOUSE 


It was reported by Julius J. Brauer of the Portland office that The 
Christian Advocate will average a quarter of a million copies per week during 
the coming year. The Idaho Conference has responded well to the new 
Advocate with 692 subscriptions, with nearly all charges sending in sub- 
scriptions and many of them having clubs. 

The Board of Publication sent an address which was read by Mr. Brauer 
in which the first year of service to the Methodist Church was reviewed. The 
uniting of the various publishing units has been satisfactorily made. The 
new Church School literature has been well received. Many outstanding books 
of high quality are being published. The Discipline and the Hymnal are 
being circulated among Methodists. During the last year there was an 
average expenditure of 47 cents per member support of the Publishing House. 
The profits are still distributed for the support of retired ministers. 


G. SUMMARY OF REPORT OF CONFERENCE 
ENTERTAINMENT COMMITTEE 


The Committee, appointed in 1940 and continued at the Conference of 
1941, brought in a report which included the following resolution: 

“That for a period of two years the Idaho Annual Conference adopt the 
following plan of Conference Entertainment with a view to continuing the 
plan, if in these two years, the plan proves satisfactory. 

“First, all ministers who receive a cash ministerial support of $1600 or 
more, provide for their own Conference entertainment. Their wives, to be 
placed in the same classification. 

“Second, all ministers who receive a cash ministerial support of $1000 to 
$1600 be entertained on the ‘Harvard Plan,’ that is, bed and breakfast during 
the Conference. Their wives, likewise may expect entertainment. 

“Third, all ministers who receive a cash minister support of less than 
$1000 be entertained on the ‘Harvard Plan’ and the Conference pay $1.00 per 
day to each minister during the five days of the Conference Session. The 
amount needed for this purpose to be a preferred claim upon the Conference 
Benevolence Fund. 

“Fourth, all ‘Lay Members’ and retired ministers of the Conference who 
desire entertainment of the Harvard Plan, will receive it from the entertain- 
ing church.” 

The resolution was defeated and the Committee dismissed.

The Reverend Francis Hayashi, pastor of the Japanese Metho- 
dist Church of Portland, Oregon, and now of the Minidoka Reloca- 
tion Camp, was also introduced by the Bishop and spoke briefly. 


The Reverend and Mrs. Everett Thompson, residing in Twin 
Falls and working in.the Minidoka Relocation Camp were both 
introduced, as was Miss Olive Curry, engaged in similar work 
among the Japanese residents in Idaho Falls, and Miss Azalea Peet, 
serving among the Japanese in the Work Camp at Nyssa, Oregon. 


The Reverend Mr. Penn, pastor of the Buhl Nazarene Church, 
was introduced by Cecil G. Hannan. 


The Reverend and Mrs. Harley A. Zeller were introduced by 
their Superintendent, Dr. C. M. Donaldson, as was also Charles 
W. Fisher, recent graduate of Boston University School of 
Theology. 


Announcements—Announcements were made by the local 
pastor and others. 


Recess—A short recess was called by the Bishop to prepare for 
the Order of the Day. 


Order of the Day—Memorial Service—The annual Memorial 
Service was conducted, Chairman A. B. Parrett presiding. Hymn 
527, “For All the Saints Who From Their Labors Rest,” was sung 
by the congregation. A special litany and responsive prayer was 
used, following which Brother Parrett read the list of those who 
have died in the past year. Memoirs were given as follows: for 
Mrs. J. E. Baker, Thomas Acheson; for Mrs. E. L. White, by C. M. 
Donaldson; for John Thomas Croot, by Floyd White; for J. G. A. 
Martin and E. E. Mork, by W. W. Deal. The death of the infant 
daughter of Reverend and Mrs. Ray E. Mortensen was noted. The 
Memorial Address was delivered by O. L. Kendall who used a few 
verses from II Timothy as his text. The service concluded with 
the singing of Hymn 533 and the Benediction by A. B. Parrett.

“That the Idaho Conference, through Bishop Baxter, extend 
an invitation to the Jurisdictional Conference to meet in Boise, 
Idaho, in 1944, and that the Secretary should so notify the Secre- 
tary of the Jurisdictional Conference listing the various advan- 
tages of Boise as the place for the Convention to meet.”

Motions—On motion of Dallas McNeil it was ordered that 
next year the statistical reports of individual churches be printed 
in the Minutes separately instead of by charges. 


On motion of Edgar Oakes the Conference Treasurer was 
voted $200.00 as remuneration for his work, to be paid from the 
Annual Conference expense account. 


J. D. Crawford moved that all reports be in one week before 
Conference next year. The motion was lost. 


M. H. Greenlee moved that the official fiscal year of the Idaho 
Annual Conference by made June 1-May 31. A substitution mo- 
tion was presented by C. M. Donaldson that the matter be referred 
to the Commission on World Service and Finance for further 
study, and the substitution motion prevailed.

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
WESTERN DISTRICT 
CHARLES M. DONALDSON, District Superintendent 
_ Bishop Baxter, Members of the Idaho Conference, and Friends: 


In this, my third annual report of work done on the Western District, I 
am extremely mindful of the faithful service rendered by pastors and laymen, 
the devoted leadership of Bishop Baxter, the constant encouragement and 
support given by our Church Boards, and over all the blessing of our Father 
God upon the efforts of the year. 


War years are generally considered hard years for Church work. The 
minds of man are agitated by many conflicting emotions. However, this war 
year has been noteworthy in the way the churches have been able to carry on, 
and to keep the spiritual values and the missionary passion at a high level. 
Several of our churches have lost even as high as 25 per cent of their mem- 
bers to war effort and defense work. But undaunted, our churches have met 
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the challenge and some notable successes have been achieved. The rationing 
of tires, gas, and cars threatened to seriously curtail some of our activities, | 
but by a careful restudy of our “A-B-C’s,” we have managed to carry on. As 
one travels the district, it is evident that the hearts of men are yearning for 
the assurance and hope that is to be found in the gospel of our living Vic- 
torious Christ, and wherever He is exalted as the one hope of a war-torn 
and war-weary world, He continues to draw men by the power of His 
matchless love. 


The Church and the War Effort—The service flags in many of our 
churches bear mute evidence that our Methodist homes are bearing their part 
in the present conflict. Twelve sons from parsonage homes,-five of these from 
the home of Rev. and Mrs. John Ross of Kuna, are in the service of their 
country. Clark Swanson, a student from the College of Idaho, who served our. 
church in Pleasant Ridge for nearly two years, was killed in action in an 
airplane flight over England. A memorial service was held for him in the 
little country church he loved so well. Walter Bach entered the service 
shortly after conference and is serving as a hospital attendant in Fitzsimmons 
Military Hospital, Denver. While we do not have any members in the 
Chaplaincy, four have sought for acceptance in this branch of the service, 
and some of these applications are still pending. Our abiding interest and 
deep concern are with our boys in service. God grant that when this war is 
over Tennyson’s dream may be fully realized. 


“When the war drums heard no longer = 
And the battle flags are furled 

In the parliament of man 

The Federation of the world.” 


Changes and Exchanges—For about six weeks during the year, the Dis- 
trict Superintendent could say that the district was fully manned—or 
womaned where a man could not be found—but this satisfaction was noted 
for brevity rather than length. Several changes have been necessary on the 
field. Shortly after conference, and before he could move to his new field of 
labor in Weiser, Rev. J. T. Croot who served for many years as an accepted 
supply, was called to his reward. To care for this important charge, Max 
Colburn, who had been serving the church in Joseph, was appointed to the 
Weiser-Huntington charge. In the report of the district made a year ago, 
Prairie ‘City and John Day were mentioned as offering the greatest oppor- 
tunity on the district. Our difficulty in this beautiful valley has been that 
these two charges were unequally yoked together. Like the Jews and the 
Samaritans they preferred to have no dealings with each other. In September 
Mrs. Walter Bach took in hand John Day and Wayne Brown was called from 
the Sweet-Montour charge to administer Prairie City. The change has 
wrought wonders. John Day has had a marvelous development, and Prairie 
City has paid off an old long-standing indebtedness, has re-decorated the 
church, put in new floors and steps, and greatly increased the salary of the 
pastor. In October Rev. and Mrs. Harley Zeller and two fine sons transferred 
from Mohall, No. Dakota to Haines, Oregon, when the health of Rev. W. C. 
Burchard broke. North Powder was joined to Haines and this has proved 
a happy union in every way, with Rev. and Mrs. Zeller alternating in con- 
ducting the services at the two points. We are glad to welcome Rev. Zeller 
and his family to this conference and into our fellowship of service. 


Rev. Millard Scherich, supernumerary of our conference roll 
appointment as Chaplain, and that he might be considered in pane Hien a 
was appointed to the Joseph charge. However when he learned that it would 
be necessary for him to wait until conference time to be given the effective 
relation, he decided to climb up some other way—via the Congregational 
ladder. However a recent letter indicates that even Congregational ways 
are not easy ways and his appointment is still uncertain. Four young college 
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men have been given opportunity to prove their mettle on the district, and 
give rare promise of future usefulness. Melvin Finkbeiner has served the 
Sweet-Montour-Ola Circuit with fidelity. Through a funeral in Brownell he 
resurrected a Methodist Church, and a Sunday school has recently been 
organized there. Burl Wyckoff, from a fine Methodist home on the Owyhee 
Project, and a product of our Youth Fellowship in Nyssa, a student in the 
College of Idaho, was given charge of Pleasant Ridge. While he took the 
charge with fear and trembling he has grown in favor and in stature as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ. Thomas Leupp of the Northwest Nazarene 
College has won favor as a student pastor in Melba. Harvey Peterson, another 
lad of Methodist ancestry, took over in Middleton when Rev. C. A. Quinn was 
forced to give up the work because of ill health, and has rendered fine service. 


The Circuit Rider, Leslie Bailey, has proved the old miners’ claim: “Thar’s 
gold in them thar hills—but you’ll have to dig to get it.” In our mountainous 
sections, hills, valleys, and open spaces, the circuit rider has made his joyful, 
painful way in search of those human values that but need the touch of the 
Master Alchemist to bring forth the hidden riches of life and character. In 
covering the long rough trail, the Circuit Rider’s-car has about reached the 
time of retirement. To make possible the work that Rev. Bailey is doing, 
our Board of Home Missions grants $1,000 on salary, the Women’s Society 
of Christian Service underwrites the house rent, and the collections from the 
field and private gifts take care of expense. To secure a durable car additional 
gifts are needed. One church, Meridian, voted $100.00 toward a new ear. 
Other pledges have been secured. Three hundred dollars added to what we 
have on hand would make possible the purchase of a good used ear. In addition 
to work on the circuit, visiting some twenty-three points, the Circuit Rider 
has assisted in Evangelistic meetings and in three financial campaigns. 


If time permitted mention might well be made of the devotion and loyalty 
of every man and woman on the district. Suffice it to say that these modern 
heroes of faith have mastered difficulties, wrought righteousness, paid debts, 
out of weakness were made strong, obtained promises for the future, quenched 
the fires of bitterness and hate; and if they were not able to stop the mouths 
of lions, they have been able to keep the wolf from the door; and have kept 
faith in the hearts of many who otherwise would have despaired. During the 
year a deaconess and an assistant pastor came to gladden two of our par- 
sonage homes—Vera Agnes Crego arrived in Vale in July, and Gary Nelson 
Clark arrived in Emmett in February, in the midst of special meetings. 


Besides the passing of Rev. J. T. Croot, sorrow has come to the home of 
Rey. J. E. Baker in the loss of his invalid wife, the devoted companion of the 
years, and a very ardent worker for many years in the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. A little life, Karen Rae, was intrusted to Rey. and Mrs. 
Ray Mortenson for just a few hours. 


Victories and Achievements—Behind every achievement of note are to be 
found faithful, devoted pastors and consecrated laymen. Dedication week 
was observed on every charge, and the giving on Dedication Sunday totaled 
$1483.47. On Layman’s Sunday, our congregations were thrilled by the 
messages brought by the laymen. We trust this is but the beginning of a far 
wider use of the lay members of our church in formulating and carrying out 
the program of the year. Pastors’ salaries have been increased on nearly 
every charge on the district. These increases range from fifty dollars to 
six hundred. This is a mark of appreciation that really appreciates. In- 
debtedness has been completely liquidated on three of our charges. Boise 
First led off with the payment of a long standing debt of $2347, furnishing 
the fireworks for the celebration of its 70th anniversary. This mother church 
of Idaho Methodism closes the year with over a thousand dollar gain in 
benevolent giving and with a two thousand six hundred dollar surplus in the 
treasury. Whitney Bench is in a position to pay off all indebtedness incurred 
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in securing that property. A Sunday school of 91 in enrollment is already 
demanding larger quarters. Prairie City rejoices in being free from a 
troublesome debt, and has made some greatly needed improvements. Nampa 
has had a wonderful year. A gain of 78 in membership, greatly increased 
World Service, and approximately $2500 paid on indebtedness, with pledges 
practically sufficient to pay off the remaining indebtedness of some $1800 this 
fall. Nyssa also shows fine gains in all departments, with salary increases. 
Seventeen hundred dollars has been paid on indebtedness, with money and 
pledges in sight to wipe out all indebtedness early this fall. A beautiful 
memorial art glass window of Christ in the Garden was dedicated on May 12. 


Caldwell has had a year of victory, $700 paid on indebtedness, and the 
remaining debt on the parsonage will soon be lifted. The parsonage in New 
Meadows has been completed and awaits the occupancy of some young man 
and wife who are not afraid to tackle hard jobs and undertake what we feel 
is the greatest challenge on the district for the coming year. Our church 
plant in Union, under the leadership of Rev. Floyd White, has been re- 
decorated and has had its face lifted materially and spiritually. New lighting 
fixtures, new steps, and even new social rooms are in the plans for improve- 
ment. Needless to say they want their preacher back, and with Cove have 
promised an increase in salary of three hundred dollars. Under the aggressive 
leadership of O. L. Kendall, Baker is showing a real stir of renewed life and 
hope, and improvements are the order of the day for parsonage and church. 
Our church in Payette has been recarpeted; Wilder has repainted; Middleton 
has refloored; Fir Street, LaGrande, has redecorated. Improvements have 
been made in LaGrande First, in Haines, North Powder, Richland, Weiser, 
Ontario, Vale, Emmett, Cascade, Collister, Jordan Valley, and Immanuel. 
These improvements range all the way from beautifying the grounds to paint 
on the buildings; from new floors to shingles on the roof, and from carpets 
in the aisles to repairs on the belfry. Payments on indebtedness and im- 
provement will approximate $12,528 for the year. The gain in World Service 
is cause for rejoicing. Up to the first of May we were ahead of last year 
over $1,000, a gain of 22.8 per cent. ; 


Our list of subscribers to the Christian Advocate totals 432, an increase 
of 20 per cent. This increase is due in part to the fine reportorial work of 
Leroy Walker. Our aim is a club of Advocate subscribers on every charge. 


Conferences and Sub-District Meetings—Six sub-district meetings were 
held during the year—three in the interest of missions, with Dr. E. K. Vliet 
and Miss Ruth Wheaton as leaders, and three in preparation for Dedication 
Week. These gatherings gave inspiration and guidance to our major objec- 
tives of the year. Five men’s rallies were held—Cove, Nyssa, Caldwell 
Boise, and Meridian entertaining. ‘While the ladies are fully capable of speak- 
a3 for agian I desire to ee that the Women’s Society of Christian 

ervice is steadily gaining in numbers and power as the pr i 
understood and the work more fully Cone: ah aes 


Possibly the high point in our effort of the year was reached in the School 
of Evangelism and the Visitation Campaign in Boise under the leadership of 
Dr. Harry Denman January 2-14. Despite unfavorable weather the meetings 
and rallies in adjacent towns were successful from the start. Bishop Baxter 
Bishop Selecman, Dr. Ray Short, and Dr. Denman gave strong leadership and 
ample proof was given that the day of Evangelism has not passed and that 
the gospel message still has power to stir and quicken the hearts and minds 
of men. A number of Religious Education rallies were held under the 
leadership of M. H. Greenlee, our conference director, and these proved of 
real value in clarifying objectives and methods.

and Church Extension visited our district and made a survey of churches 
needing missionary aid. Generous assistance has been promised, including 
the continuance of one thousand dollars for our Circuit Rider work. The 
Board of Education has encouraged and supported the work of our Conference 
Director. Dr. Mueller of the Department of Home Missions and Church 
Extension has visited our district twice this year. A gift of $250 to Meadows 
enabled us to complete the parsonage there and a gift of $1000 enabled us 
to complete payment on our Whitney Bench property. The Board of Foreign 
Missions has made possible the work of Dr. I. L. Shaver among our Japanese 
friends, and this work has been enlarged further by sending to us Miss 
Findley for the Ontario camp and Miss Peet for the camp near Nyssa. 


New Work and Present Projects—We are impressed and almost oppressed 
by the new work coming upon us. 


The work of the Circuit Rider has opened several new fields. Long Creek— 
long abandoned, where we have a church and parsonage, is coming to life and 
has been reorganized. Bates, a logging camp, desires regular services and 
as soon as the war is over hopes to build a chapel in the woods. Rev. Wayne 
Brown is supplying this field. Brogan despite its Irish name is asking for 
regular services and should be supplied from Vale. Plans are in mind for 
the formation of a Grand Ronde Circuit including Elgin, Imbler, and Alicel. 
In Stibnite a Sunday school has been organized with a good Methodist family 
—the Holbrooks—responsible for the effort. Whitney Bench is proving that 
dreams can be realized. Jordan Valley continues to roll on the IJ.O.N. Cutoff, 
and is the gateway to the communities of Danner, Arock, and Sheaville. Our 
skeleton frame building in Harper should be dismantled and the lumber 
used in Ontario or sold. The church at Westfall mentioned last year did not 
have need of this material. 


One World—That we are living in one world and rather a small world at 
that, is being proved by the influx of labor groups into our several communi- 
ties. Besides our Japanese camp, Mexicans have recently come to Boise 
Valley, Basqes to Jordan Valley, and Jamaicans to Wilder. We have also 
had a number of families from Oklahoma. All seeking to do their bit in 
solving the‘food problem for Uncle Sam. The presence of large groups of men 
in military service also challenges our attention. Gowen Field leads in num- 
bers, with two Chaplains, one a Methodist, assigned to that base. The College 
of Idaho at Caldwell is providing for 250 boys in training. Weiser and 
Baker have adjacent camps, while in LaGrande five hundred men have almost 
taken over the town. A new training field is being planned near Prairie 
City. Logging, lumber, and mining interests are using all available man 
power. These are indeed days of opportunity for aggressive devoted leader- 
ship. The possible harvest is great but the larborers are all too few. 


Conclusion—The year as a whole has been a trying year but a good year. 
Only devotion to our task has held us steady. Many of us can ‘say with 
Lieutenant Whittaker, that when the need was greatest, “I felt other hands 
than mine upon the oars.” God has shown His patience, His mercy, and His 
love. In Christ we have a great leader, a wonderful Savior. He has honored 
us by making us co-workers with Him. Rejoicing to have some small part in 
building His Kingdom of Realism, we can say with the hymn writer of old: 


“To serve the present age 

My Calling to fulfill 

Oh, may it all my powers engage 
To do the Master’s will.”

In bringing this, my seventh, and by the law of the Church, my last report 
as Superintendent of the Eastern District, I recall having read that the 
gladiators of ancient Rome, at the beginning of each show, faced the audi- 
ence, the Emperor, and the eager spectators and cried, “We who are about 
to die salute you.” I come with some such salute: I, who am so infrequently 
embarrassed, am now so completely clothed with embarrassment on two 
counts that I do crave your forgiveness, first, for having so little to say of 
my own work that merits repeating, and second, for the lack of space and time , 
and ability to say all that should be said in a recitation of praise for the 
‘ministers of the Eastern District for the exceeding fine things that they have 
accomplished, and the unsurpassed Christian spirit in which they have 
steadfastly gone about the year’s work. But, within my limitations, here are 
some things which I now give. 


We closed the Cenference session a year ago with the expectation that the 
vacancy at Hansen and Murtaugh would soon be filled, so while we worked 
.toward that end, the Superintendent carried on the preaching at both places 
for a period of two months. By that time, despairing of securing a minister, 
I secured the permission of the gracious people of Kimberly to share their 
minister with the folk at Hansen, only three miles away. I continued to do 
the preaching to a patient people at Murtaugh, knowing that after five years 
of being in each church on the District several times on a Sunday, that my 
presence would not be seriously missed. This reasoning and the plan did 
interfere somewhat with my supplying pulpits for the ministers who desired 
that service while they were away on vacations. However, arrangements 
were made and to my knowledge, no services were dismissed because of this 
arrangement. 


I found it necessary to be out of the Murtaugh pulpit several times: in 
attending the Pastors’ School at Tacoma, also attending the Annual Meeting 
of the World Peace Commission, helping in the victory celebrations of debt 
liquidations, and in attending the services with the Japanese folk when the 
Japanese congregation was formed and welcomed into membership in 
Trinity Church at Idaho Falls. With these exceptions my preaching was 
uninterrupted at Murtaugh until the congregation at Gooding was left 
without a pastor on February 15, by the leaving of Rev. Wahlquist to enter 
the Chaplaincy. I then secured Brother John Mitchell, of Rupert, to become 
the pastor at Murtaugh for the remainder of the Conference year. Since 
that date I have been in the Gooding pulpit each Sunday. 


We have mentioned personnel changes some, but more should be said. 
Less than two months ago Mrs. Edgar L. White, the wife of our pastor at 
Filer, received her’summons home, after suffering with patience and cheer- 
fulness that only a superb Christian woman could exhibit. More than four 
years ago Mrs. White suffered a stroke, and has been partially paralysed, 
and at times in great pain ever since. We are glad to know. that at the end 
the call came quietly. Our sincere sympathy goes out to her husband and 
son. Edgar, Jr., is in the armed forces and is soon to be commissioned First 
Lieutenant, while Brother White carries on and has just closed a splendid 
year at our Filer Church. 


The one birth to report to the ministerial family this ear is the comi 
of little Edna Kay to the home of Rev. and Mrs. Agee E. Martin of Je Bet td 
With the help of her one sister and her three brothers, and such as her parents 
can give, this young lady is making an excellent start. Her father who has 
had a year’s absence from the pastorate, has enjoyed better health but is 
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asking that the Conference grant him the Supernumerary relation for next 
year. 


Another change in personnel was enacted when Rey. L. M. Wahlquist 
joined the ranks of Chaplains from the Eastern District in February. From 
all reports I have he has found a busy place for himself, along with Chaplains 
T. B. Mitzner and J. B. Sims. I have tried to write to these boys once a 
month of the happenings in our Conference, but I have not always fulfilled 
my desire in this as many other things. Several of us, who were privileged 
to do so, were gladened in seeing Ted and his family as they came through 
here some six weeks ago. These, our representatives in a service to the boys 
in the armed forces, are giving a good account of themselves, and I am sure 
that we are all proud to be represented by such able and devoted men. 


The last three pastors that have served the Gooding Church are now in the 
Chaplaincy: Ralph Brown, now a prisoner of war from the Philippines, Ted 
Mitzner serving at Air Base at Clovis, New Mexico, and Lorain Wahlquist, 
serving the Mefchant Marines on Catalina Island. 


The membership of the churches on the Eastern District while not showing 
a decrease, has become widely scattered. In most churches there has been 
some gain on the records, for the reason that many removals are as yet but 
temporary, and there has not come the request for certificates of transfer. 
Of the young men and women in the armed service we are quite happy to 
keep them on the active record for the duration. But later there will be many 
who have gone to defense work areas that will be calling for their transfers. 
We need to guard this carefully that there is not a great loss. There are now 
over 800 more members on the Eastern District than six years ago when I 
came to the office of Superintendent. * 


Following Conference last year there were a number of Week. Day 
Vacation Schools, and some have been held already this spring, and others 
are in session now. Plans for still others are now made to begin next week. 
There is a ready response to these, especially on the part of the younger 
children. There is also an increase this year in the number of Teacher 
Training schools or classes. The latter have been small groups in the local 
churches, while the schools, for the most part, have been community wide 
and generally interdenominational in character. 


Our Summer Institute at Camp Sawtooth for the Youth Fellowship was 
very successful indeed, although with noticeably lessened attendance of the 
older youth. The plans that are well along for the Institute in July are 
taking this into account and are definitely planning for a younger group. 
In spite of the rationing of gasoline and of food the committee have done well 
in their planning and we are now assured that there will be a splendid 
Institute. It is with real anticipation that we are looking forward to the 
sharing with us, a sizeable group from Hunt Relocation Center this year. 
Also we are expecting some of the Japanese from our church at Idaho Falls. 


This seems as good a place as any to mention a very deserved tribute that — 


should be paid to the fine leaders that have come among us to work with the 
Japanese people on the Eastern District. Rev. Machida and Rev. Hayashi, 
living at Hunt, are our two Methodist ministers at the camp that are finding 
themselves exceeding busy in their ministry there to their people. Then there 
is Rev. and Mrs. Everett Thompson, living in Twin Falls and working all 
too hard and too long hours over at Hunt some twenty-two miles away. 
And up in*the upper Snake River Valley are Miss Carolyn Teague and Miss 
Olive Curry. These fine people are not limiting their services to the Japanese 
alone, and there is ample work at that, but are making themselves a very 
serviceable part of their respective communities, as they join with the

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Christian forces, and give unspairingly of their labors in aiding the Christian 
enterprise. 


ful visitor on the Eastern District this year was Dr. -C. K. 
vlict Oecd our three Missionary Institutes. Aided by Everett Thomp- 
son, Rev. George Roseberry, and Rev. Stanley Trefren, we had a fine group 
of Missionary Institutes. It was to be regretted that there could not have 
been larger crowds to receive the splendid inspiration that was provided. 


This has been a good year in the care of the church property of the 
district. Limited somewhat in securing materials, it has been possible, 
however, to care for such improvements and repairs as were necessary. The 
real mark was made in the matter of debt liquidation. Our host church here 
at Buhl deserves special mention in this regard. Mrs. C. O. Smithson heard 
of a plan in Ohio, called “The All or Nothing Plan,” and was so successful 
in inspiring, first the ladies of the Buhl W. S. C. S., then the Trustees, then 
the entire Official Board, and finally the entire community, to attempt this 
plan that in just a few weeks over $600 more than the $7600 debt was paid. 
And the women did not have to use some $500 that they were saving to help 
assure success. However, they have now spent that and the over-subscription, 
together with a lot of excellent volunteer labor in putting this property into 
the fine condition it now shows. The plan is worthy of a bit more detail. 
With the mentioned groups mellowed by some very fine meals, the proposition 
was presented in succession to a larger group; namely, that on a short 
campaign every person was asked to give all that he could to be assured 
that the debt would be paid in full by November 20. It was definitely 
promised that if all the money was not in in ‘cash by that time, the amount 
that was paid would be returned to the donors. The result has been as stated. 


Inspired by this success at Buhl, Twin Falls began quietly to suggest 
that they could pay their debt of some $3800 by a similar appeal. The success 
here was equally encouraging with a balance of about $450 over what was 
needed. And now, for the first time since the church at Twin Falls was built, 
they are out of debt. The Kimberly folk, likewise inspired, thought to finish 
paying their parsonage debt. Pastor Trefren, making capitol of gas shortage, 
began writing letters, and was suecessful in paying the debt without driving 
over twenty miles. American Falls and Pocatello have both made substantial 
reductions on debts this year, although not attempting complete liquidation. 


So far as I can ascertain there now remain but three relatively small 
debts on the Eastern District properties. On the parsonage at Pocatello, 
$1800. On the parsonage at American Falls, some five or six hundred dollars. 
On the church at Wendell a $2,000 debt to the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension. In the six years just past about $30,000 debt has been 
paid off. May the next year see all debts paid is our prayer. 


The Woman’s Society of Christian Service has done yeoman service on 
every charge this year. One need never hesitate to call for a report from 
these ladies to start a Quarterly Conference off on a high note. The ingenuity, 
the variety of endeavors, the fruition of Christian service, is ever in evidence, 
no matter what church one is in. Through the years these estimable ladies. 
have always had encouraging things to talk over and report. 


Following Conference last year we began to talk of a week-end retreat 
for the Charge Lay Leaders, somewhere away in the mountains for the 
early fall. After talking the plans over with some of the lay leaders, it was 
finally decided to abandon the idea. It was hoped that a greater stimulus to 
Lay Activities, and a conscious unity of purpose might thus be achieved. 
With as fine a group of laymen as can anywhere be found there should be 


something done to draw them together in their Christian work. This I feel 
I have left undone. 
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Perhaps it was too much»to expect that following the very excellent work 
done in evangelism last year, that there would be another such fine year 
immediately following. Dr. Black says, “A second Area endeavor is necessary 
to get the visitation movement established permanently. ‘Doubting Thomases’ 
are converted during training schools but more than one experience is neces- 
sary to establish a habit.” The average ratio of Methodism is one convert 
from preparatory membership, or on profession of faith to every 25 church 
members. But, because of the visitation program carried out last year the 
ratio in the Idaho Conference is one new member for each 15. This should 
amply sell this plan to all of us and insure its use each year. There have 
been some excellent reports of evangelistic work. The pastors who attended 
the school of Evangelism at Boise in January, held under the leadership of 
Harry Denman and our own Bishop Baxter, were greatly helped and did good 
service in visiting for Dr. Acheson, and many went home to labor there effec- 
tively. However, without attempt to “alibi,” the absence of many key workers 
who moved away, the disrupted constituency list did work against as large 
returns as the previous year. 


The World Service returns this year have been very encouraging, and it is 
my belief that our District will show well above the 25 per cent advance 
that was asked over last year’s giving. The response to the Week of Dedica- 
tion was equally encouraging. We suggested that without giving out any 
quota we hoped that the amount equal to the “Compassion” offering of two 
years ago might be reached. I think that to be exceeded by above 25 per cent 
also. 


Finally, brethren, for there must be a “Finally,” may I suggest some 
things that have come to me out of these past six years as a District Super- 
intendent. Well, in brief here it is: Preaching, good preaching is primary. 
None of us will ever be able to preach as we ought with such a gospel to 
proclaim. So I shall try to be the best preacher I can be. Preaching that 
grows out of the personally realized needs of a pastor’s people is ultimately 
the best preaching.. So, pastoral calling is also primary; visiting the flock, 
interesting oneself in their lives so realistically that one lives with them. 
One will not call on many of his people until he realizes his own as well as 
their need of God. So, to the Scripture, and to the prayer retreat the pastor 
goes. God’s word and the pastor’s prayer life are primary. This is it friends, 
brethren, the proclaiming the gospel, the loving and living with His children, 
the saturation of one’s mind in God’s Holy Word and being much in prayer 
are all so essential that we dare not shirk any one. Humbly, I go to a 
pastorate. Will you each pray for me that I be not “sounding brass or 
tinkling cymbal,” but a living, vital, throbbing exponent of God’s love and 
grace? 


With sincere gratitude to all that have made these six years on the Hastern 
District so enjoyable, and commending everyone of you to a worthier lead- 
ership, I close this report. 


B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 


1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


We feel that the conference year just closing has been a test of the 
strength and worth of our educational program. We have had to overcome 
many difficulties to maintain an effective program not only in our local 
churches but on the district and conference levels. Transportation has largely 
interfered with our district, sub-district, and other gatherings. But in spite 
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of these hindrances both of our summer institutes for the Methodist Youth 
Fellowship and for the Young Adult Fellowship were well attended and 


splendid work was done. 


Our regular church school attendance in some instances has shown a 
decrease which may be accounted for by the shifting population, shortage of 
labor, and gas rationing. But we must not allow ourselves to take advantage 
of these reasons and content ourselves with less than’ our best efforts to hold 


up our attendance and-make gains. 


Our executive secretary has done his best within his limitations to be of 
help in the matter of keeping before our pastors and church school workers 
the very best helps and suggestions available. He stands ready to make a 
personal visit to any church that needs his advice and to do anything that 
may be done by correspondence. It is to be hoped that our ministers and 
workers will make wider use of his services. 


We feel that much can be accomplished during the year by the use of home 
study courses, local church training classes, and community training schools. 
Some very successful training schools have been held this past year. 


We cannot hope to develop strong, loyal Methodist people by the use in our 
church schools of church literature and supplies from so-called non-denomina- 
tional presses. It is good business to use our own literature. 


Our summer institutes are more essential this year than ever before. We 
need to put them on the “Must” list for this summer. 


Vacation church schools will teach a child as much about the Christian 
religion in two or three weeks as they will get in an entire year of regular 
church school attendance. We must use this agency widely in our conference. 


We have established a circulating library for our conference which we 
hope will prove to be of much use and inspiration to all our people. 


We recommend that the sum of $1600 be appropriated to the Board of 
Education to be allocated as follows:

2. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PEACE AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


We believe that moral law, no less than physical law, undergird | 
world. There 1s an eternal moral order which e basic in the orceriin nue 
human Society. If mankind is to escape recurrent wars and chaos, social and 
economic practices must be brought into conformity with this moral order 
Jesus called it “The Kingdom of God” or “The Will of God,” and declared that

those who failed to act as members of this kingdom were like a man building 
his house on the sand. 


Jesus teaches that God is the Father of all men and that consequently 
our moral obligation reaches out to all men regardless of nationality, or race, 
or creed. To some this has seemed hopelessly idealistic, but present day 
events remind us how eminently practical Jesus was. A global war strategy 
has brought home to us the necessity for global Christian strategy which 
recognizes that injustice anywhere in the world has its reprecussions where 
we are, 


We are convinced that the denial of equal opportunity to any group because 
of difference in race, language, color, or creed is a betrayal of our Christ and 
a contradiction of his clear-cut teaching. The abuse of these moral principles 
in our country in our treatment of Negroes, Japanese, Jews, and other groups 
is even now jeopardizing, from within, the democracy of which we boast and’ 
the freedom this nation and our allies are fighting to defend. Moreover, the 
denial of such equal opportunities to the peoples of other countries would mean 
that the sacrifice of our sons and brothers on the battlefield are in vain, and 
must be followed by another destructive war. 


Because the moral law is a compelling necessity, the Four Freedoms— 
Freedom from Want, Freedom from Fear, Freedom of Speech, and Freedom 
of Worship—must be more than slogans and catchwords. They must be the 
basis for practical policies looking to a new day of human opportunity. 


Because moral law is world-wide, the Four Freedoms must be made avail- 
able to all peoples—friend and foe, near and far. We are convinced that it 
is not enough to urge these principles on our government leaders, but we 
must undergird such broad policies in our local communities. 


Therefore, we pledge ourselves as follows: 


1. We will take pains % our teaching and preaching to’keep vivid the close 
relationship between personal salvation and the acceptance of a definite 
responsibility to help build a world of opportunity for all men everywhere. 


2. We will ourselves become aware and help our people to become aware of 
human suffering and human triumphs in all parts of this country and the 
world. We will seek to understand and further the missionary, evangelistic, 
educational, and social service achievements of the Christian church in 
creating such ideals as the Four Freedoms, and emphasize the importance of 
the Christian church in the realization of these goals. 


3. We shall lead our people to think of the local church as being actively | 
committed to the achievement of these goals, and dissatisfied with mere 
talk about such things. 


4. We will work to build Christian fellowship across racial lines. We shall 
cultivate in our local churches the habit of forming friendships with 
Japanese-Americans, Mexicans, Negroes, and other racial groups that are in 
or near our communities, thereby seeking to restore them to a normal place 
in American society. We will visit in farm labor camps, visit new residents 
in our community, and make contacts with the War Relocation Center at Hunt. 
We shall welcome these people into our churches, our Bible classes, and our 
homes. We shall actively seek equal treatment of them in employment, 
housing privileges, and opportunities for social contacts. We gratefully 
recognize the very considerable achievement of the War Relocation Authority 
in this very knotty problem and pledge our hearty co-operation. 


5. We recognize the high Christian character of many of the executives 
of the evacuation program, both in the army and the W. R. A., and are deeply 
grateful for considerate policies which have greatly lessened the suffering 
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of the people affected. Yet we will continue to point out in our local communi- 
ties that such a forced migration of a particular group within our country 
holds grave dangers for the future. 


6. Recognizing that perhaps the greatest evil of war is the tendency to 
subordinate everything, regardless of moral values, to the winning of the 
war, we remember with pride that our General Conferences have clearly 
stated that the church must never be an instrument of war. We will keep our 
local churches instruments of good will, and guard against the present danger 

of associating hate and destruction with the name of Jesus, our Master. 


7. In these days of differing convictions about important matters, we will 
honor the honest ideals of both those who feel that they must fight for freedom 
and the right, and of those who feel that no cause justifies them in killing 
their fellow men. Remembering that minorities need special help, we will try 
to aid conscientious objectors to secure opportunities for worthwhile service 
to our nation in this time of stress. 


8. The committee desires to call attention to the fact that the U. S. 
Treasury has provided a series of bonds especially designed for the historic 
peace churches, such as the Quakers, Church of the Brethren, etc. Further- 
more, “Peace Bonds” may be secured by writing to Chas. F. Boss, Jr., 740 
Rush Street, Chicago. The money derived from these bonds will be used for 
the support of conscientious objectors. 


9. Today high-powered advertising and propaganda are being used most 
effectively by both socially-minded and self-seeking agencies alike. In the 
interests of democracy and of vital Christianity we will seek to train our 
people to think independently, sifting truth from falsehood, to perceive 
hidden motives, and to measure all sorts of proposals of Jesus’s standard of. 
respect and concern for individuals. Particularly will we warn our people 
against subtly false liquor advertising, against those seeking to justify meas- 
ures of economic oppression and war profiteering, and against self-seeking 
groups hiding under a cloak of patriotism. 


10. We will seek to discover and carry out positive steps to deal with the 
present wave of juvenile delinquency. Among other things we will seek to 
create a more adequate recreation and youth welfare program in our com- 
munities; to achieve and enforce a local curfew regulation to keep young 
people off the streets late at night; and to encourage our homes to take a 
more responsible attitude toward this whole problem. 


11. We heartily recommend to all our churches that they use ever - 
tunity to add to the effectiveness of the work of the Christian ps, ee 
armed forces. For example, that every local church be responsible for 
supplying our boys with an abundance of Christian literature, such as 
‘Strength for Service,” “The World Outlook,” letters from home, ete. 


.12. We will lead our people now in thinking toward the principl j 
and durable peace by which to conclude the war. For we betters the pede 
of this war will end sooner if the people of the enemy countries know that 
there is an intelligent popular demand in America that they also be granted 
the Four Freedoms after the war. Furthermore, we believe that only such 
justice to all peoples can prevent another war in a few years. As Christians 
and as practical citizens, we must build a world patriotism to replace the 
former provincial habit of loyalty merely to one’s own country.

4, COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


The past year has brought many new problems in the field of Evangelism. 
In some instances we have been forced to change our tactics and to streamline 
the approach in order to meet adequately the great needs of the time. 


The two schools of Evangelism, held during the past year, have greatly 
advanced the work of the Kingdom in this field. The Area School at Spokane, 
under the leadership of Dr. Denman and Dr. Chubb, was attended by seven 
men from the Idaho Conference. This school was outstanding in the high 
achievements of results as was also the school at Boise under the direction 
of Dr. Denman, Bishop Seleeman, Dr. Short, and Bishop Baxter. Forty 
attended this school from both districts. The efforts of the individual 
churches throughout the year were also gratifying. 


We recommend for the coming year that every type of wholesome 
Evangelism be used to carry the Kingdom of God to the people about us. 
Therefore we heartily urge that a program of public and personal evangelism 
be conducted in every church of the Idaho Conference. We recommend that 
the District Superintendents set aside two weeks in November as a Church 
Loyalty and Lay Evangelism Campaign, thereby making a united effort 
throughout the Conference. We recommend that the Upper Room, Tidings, 
and other Evangelistic literature of the church be systematically distributed 
to our people. We urge that through a correspondence a personal contact be 
kept with our young people who have gone from the home churches to the 
chaplaincy, to the armed forces, or to other war efforts. We also recommend 
that the churches give their wholehearted support to the Circuit Rider 
who is doing such a splendid work. 


In conclusion this Commission requests from the Annual Conference 
Commission on World Service and Finance an appropriation of $100 for the 
purpose of carrying on an intense program throughout the year.

5. REPORT OF THE TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE 


Liquor consumption in America has reached alarmin i 
1 g proportions. It has 
become the great saboteur of American life. Many people who before have 
shown little or no concern are now becoming greatly excited. We should, 
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therefore, take advantage of this rising tide of interest in an attempt to 
control, and finally to abolish, this great evil. ‘ 


In view of these facts we recommend: 


1. Closer co-operation with and heartier support of the Allied Civic Forces 
and the Women’s Christian Temperance Union. 


2. We deplore the insidious type of advertising now appearing in most of 
our Idaho newspapers, one of which appears under the caption: “The Old 
Judge.” We recommend that protests be made to our local editors, and also 
to the Board of Regents at the University of Idaho which employs the pro- 
fessor in its school of journalism who writes the copy for “The Old Judge.” 


_ 8. That we give whole-hearted backing to all measures and bills seeking 
to regulate, curb, or improve conditions caused by the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages and narcotics. 


4, That, as far as possible, we subscribe for and commend those magazines 
which carry no liquor advertising. 


5. That we register our vigorous disapproval concerning the sale of beer 
in camps and the conditions in our armed forces which encourage liquor 
consumption. 


6. An appropriation of an amount equal to five cents per member for the 
work of the Allied Civic Forces in Idaho and the Anti-Liquor League in 
Oregon, % of this amount to be used in Idaho and % in Oregon. 


Commendations: 


We commend the last State Legislature for the liquor legislation passed 
providing for the scientific instruction of our youth, through the schools, on 
the evils of alcohol and narcotics. Also for the establishment of state en- 
forcement of the liquor laws already on the statute books. We pledge our full 
co-operation to the state enforcement officer and his helpers.

JAMES GODFREY ALLEN MARTIN 


_ Brother Martin was born in Delphos, Ohio, in 1858 and departed this life 

in Soda Springs, Idaho, February 1, 1948. He was married in 1880 to Arbella 

Claypool and three children were born to this union. The wife and the two

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 

ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 

ARTICLE III—A]] members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 

ARTICLE I[V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 
and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 

_ given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
- Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 
2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 6 
3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
: date received. ! 
4——The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors. 
5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum

4_All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session.

6é—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the’ Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 A.M. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 NOON, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth Leagues, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 


8. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pastor, 
the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the co-opera- 
tion of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 


4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 


by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall: also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking re- 
ception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that’is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be

EK. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 

The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 

The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. . 

This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 

. serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
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tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served. by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 


It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 

e. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 

d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 

e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 

f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right To Sue Denied. 


No part of this plan shall be construed so as to gi ini i 
; give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing te 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make.

District Superintendents are requested to bring this plan to the attention 
of the pastors concerned. 


Par. 10—Making the Plan Operative. 

‘ The plan herein set forth shall become operative when adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the Conference present and voting. The plan, 
when thus adopted, shall remain the plan of the Conference unless and until 
it is repealed or modified by a future majority of the Conference.

G. LETTER FROM PRESIDENT OF THE COLLEGE OF 
IDAHO 


June 4, 1943—Report to the Idaho Methodist Conference. 


Gentlemen. It is a pleasure to report to you again regarding developments 
at the College of Idaho. In spite of adjustments, the College has functioned 
vigorously as a liberal arts college, with 299 enrolled for the regular academic 
year, or a little over 7 per cent of the enrollment of two years ago. Of this 
number 89 were Methodists. 


The College is committed to maintaining its regular four-year college 
course for girls and as many men as can attend under present conditions. 
Dormitory and dining hall accommodations will, as usual, be provided for 
girls. We were delighted to receive the members of the Conference at the 
evening gathering on the campus last June. We were grateful to the 
Methodist pastors who have participated in our chapel services, and I should 
add Methodist Superintendents and the Bishop, also—last but not least, Carl 
Davidson, ’28, was the leader for Spiritual Emphasis Week and made a fine 
impression on the students, and, I believe, in many cases, a lasting one. 
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The fact that one of the five gold stars on the College’s service flag repre- 
sents a young man who had planned to give his life to the Christian ministry 
underscores a long-felt need and obligation on the part of both the College and 
the churches to stimulate among the young people of southern Idaho more 
interest in the claims of the Christian ministry as a choice of profession. I 
have been in correspondence with Bishop Baxter, Bishop Rhea, and others 
about this matter. ‘The College is not particularly interested in the problem 
from a denominational angle, but we are eager to co-operate with any effort 
along this line.

III. DAILY PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION 
Wednesday, June 7, 1944 


The sixty-first session of the Idaho Annual Conference con- 
vened at the First Methodist Church, Caldwell, Idaho, at 7:40 p. m. 
when it was called to order by Bishop Bruce R. Baxter. The hymn 
(No. 279), “God of Grace and God of Glory,” was sung with much 
feeling and evident sincerity of spirit. Dr. Channing A. Richardson 
of the Board of Missions and Church Extension led in prayer. 
Special note was taken of the recent invasion of Europe by the 
British and American forces and all shared the weight of concern 
reflected in Dr. Richardson’s prayer. 


Transfers. The Secretary was called forward and Bishop 
Baxter announced the following transfers: out of the Idaho Con- 
ference to the Oregon Conference as of September 12, 1943, Walter 
F. Dodge and to the Oregon Conference as of March 26, 1944, 
Harley A. Zeller; into the Idaho Conference, from the Nebraska 
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Conference as of September 15, 1948, C. F. Luscher, from the 
Nebraska Conference as of September 9, 1943, O. A. Fortune, and 
from the New Hampshire Conference as of April 15, 1944, Law- 
rence H. Robinson (on trial.)

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was 
administered by Bishop Bruce R. Baxter in a very impressive 
service, assisted by the host pastor, W. H. Hertzog, and the two 
District Superintendents, C. M. Donaldson and G. G. Roseberry. 


Evening Inspiration Service. Robert Smylie, Caldwell layman, 
presided at the evening service. The Honorable Thurlow Bryant, 
Mayor of Caldwell, was introduced and gave a short address of 
welcome to which Bishop Baxter responded. The choir of the 
host church sang a beautiful anthem, following which Dr. George 
L. Morelock, Executive Secretary of the Board of Lay Activities, 
gave the address on Stewardship. The meeting closed with an- 
epee ss by the host pastor who also pronounced the bene- 

iction. 


_ Following the evening service an informal reception was held 
in the church parlors and tea was served by the Women’s Society 
of Christian Service. 


SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Thursday, June 8, 1944 


The morning devotional period opened at 8:30 a. m. with H. G. 


ee presiding. Bishop Baxter gave an address on “Looking 
ad. 
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Memorial Service. The annual Memorial Service was held with 
J. H. Coulter presiding. A memoir for Brother C. E. Deal, the 
only Conference member who had died during the year, was read 
by Brother George W. Barnes. A ministerial quartette composed 
of E. R. Kaemmer, P. C. Bent, O. L. Kendall, and Irvin S. Motz 
sang “I Have Heard of a Land.” The Memorial Address was given 
by Donald Campbell, who spoke on “The Unfinished Task.” 


Recess. After a short recess the Conference re-convened at 
“1.0: 


On motion of C. M. Donaldson the Bar of the Conference was 
set as the first eight rows of pews. 


On motion of Dallas McNeil the Statistician, Donald 8S. Camp- 
bell was authorized to name his assistants, and he announced that 
they would be J. D. Crawford and O. A. Fortune. 


On motion of G. G. Roseberry the Secretary, Carl M. Davidson, 
was authorized to name his assistants, and named §. D. Trefren 
and Lawrence Robinson. 


On motion of G. G. Roseberry the Postmaster was named as 
P. C. Bent. 


On motion of C. M. Donaldson the Treasurer, I. S. Motz, was 
authorized to name his assistants, and named J. H. Coulter and 
Leonard Clark. 


On motion of G. G. Roseberry Leroy H. Walker was named 
Reporter for both Religious and Secular Press. 


On motion of H. G. McCallister the printed program was made 
the official program of the Conference, subject to necessary 
revisions. 


Chartered Fund. The Bishop announced receipt of the annual 
dividend check from the Chartered Fund in the amount of $80.00, 
and gave it to the Secretary to turn over to the Conference 
Treasurer. 


Introductions. The Bishop introduced Williard E. Stanton, 
Pastor at Moscow, and Director of the Wesley Foundation work 
there. Mr. Stanton handed out mimeographed reports on his work 
and pointed out that 25 per cent of the civilian students at the 
University of Idaho gave a Methodist preference. Of this number 
nearly half come from the territory in which the Idaho Conference 
exists. Mr. Stanton spoke briefly on the importance of keeping in 
touch with our youth at the University. 


J. J. Braur, manager of the Portland Branch of the Methodist 
Publishing House, was presented and spoke very briefly about the 
book display and other matters. He also announced appointment 
of B. F. Hutchins as representative for Religion in Life and pre- 
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sented the dividend check from the Publishing House. This was 
in the amount of $736.20. 


The following ladies, active in missionary work among Idaho 
Japanese, were introduced and spoke briefly about their work: 
Miss Alice Finley of Ontario, Miss Ethel Hempstead of Nyssa, and 
Miss Olive Curry of Idaho Falls. 


Motions. On the suggestion of C. M. Donaldson, Brooks Moore 
was chosen as chairman of a Committee on Courtesies.

_ Reports. Dr. C. M. Donaldson, Superintendent of the Western 
District, was called and was unanimously declared blameless in 
life and official administration. All the Elders of his District were 
called upon to stand and were also declared blameless in life and 
official administration by their brethren. Dr. Donaldson then read 
his report which was unanimously accepted. (See Report.) 


Dr. G. G. Roseberry, Superintendent of the Eastern District, 
was called and declared to be blameless in life and official ad- 
ministration after which the Elders of his District also stood and 
were given a similar vote of confidence by their brethren. Dr. 
Roseberry then read his report which was accepted. (See Report.) 
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Introductions. Brooks Moore, for the Committee on Courtesies, 
presented President R. Franklin Thompson of the College of 
Puget Sound, who was introduced by Bishop Baxter. 


Mrs. Channing Richardson was also presented by the Com- 
mittee on Courtesies, and was introduced by Dr. C. M. Donaldson. 


Order of the Day. Irvin S. Motz, Conference Treasurer, was 
called forward and reported a net gain of 51 per cent in World 
Service giving during the past year. Dr. Channing Richardson 
then presented the challenging program of Methodism for the next 
quadrennium and commended the Idaho Conference on its splendid 
record. 


After W. H. Hertzog had made necessary announcements and 
M. H. Greenlee had spoken relative to the display of educational 
materials, the benediction was pronounced by Dr. R. Franklin 
Thompson. 


THIRD DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Friday morning, June 9 


The morning devotional period was under the leadership of 
O. A. Fortune, and Bishop Baxter gave his scheduled address 
following “Basic Requirements.” 


The Conference Session was called to order at 9:10. The 
Minutes of the previous sessions were read and approved. 


J.J. Brauer, representative of the Methodist Publishing House, 
reported that there would be two editions of the new Discipline, 
one a complete edition for pastors and officials, and the other an 
abbreviated edition in a cheap binding. 


Election. George Roseberry, Secretary of the Cabinet, read the 
Cabinet’s choice for the Nominating Committee: Western Dis- 
trict: Leroy H. Walker, Edson Deal; Eastern District: Brooks 
Moore, C. C. Dudley. The appointments were approved. 


Presentations. Dr. W. H. Hertzog presented Dr. T. A. Staf- 
ford, Executive Secretary of the Board of Pensions and Relief, 
who spoke on new pension legislation. 


The Bishop presented I. L. Shaver, director of the Japanese 
work in the Boise Valley, and he spoke briefly concerning his work. 


Brooks Moore, for the Committee on Courtesies, presented Mrs. 
_ E.L. White, wife of the pastor at Filer. 


Reports. G. W. Barnes read the report of the Conference His- 
torical Society and it was adopted. (See Report.) 
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Irvin S. Motz, Conference Treasurer, read his report and it 
was adopted. (See Report.) 


Greetings. Thomas Acheson brought greetings to the Confer- 
ence from Dr. Willsie Martin, one-time pastor at Boise, First 
Church. Greetings were also brought through E. R. Kaemmer 
from Mrs. Laura Douglass, oft-time Lay Member from Gooding 
and widow of a Conference Member. 


Following announcements a short ten-minute recess was called. 


Introductions. Brooks Moore, for Courtesies Committee, pre- 
sented two Methodist chaplains who had come as visitors, and 
they each brought greetings and spoke briefly. Their names were: 
Colonel T. G. Vickers of the North Carolina Conference, and 
Captain Albert Monkman of the Nebraska Conference. 


Reports. Carl M. Davidson, Treasurer of the Conference 
Claimants Endowment Fund, read his report and it was adopted. 
(See Report.) 


The Bishop was called from the Conference and Dr. C. M. Don- 
aldson took the chair. 


On motion of Donald S. Campbell the Order of the Day for the 
report of the Board of Education was changed from 3:40 p. m. 
Friday to 11:45 a. m. Friday. 


On motion of Dallas McNeil it was ordered that the Confer- 
ence Secretary have authority to edit the reports and Minutes. 


Order of the Day. Report of the Board of Education. 


The report was read by the Executive Secretary, M. H. Green- 
lee. An amendment, presented by Thomas Acheson, requesting a 
series of two-day training conference to be held at various places 
in the Conference, was authorized by vote of the Conference. A 
further amendment, made by M. H. Greenlee, provided that the 
total sum of $1900 be appropriated for the Board of Education 
work and that the additional amount be used to make the promo- 
tional fund $400 instead of $100. This amendment also passed. 
Following a few remarks made by the Bishop as representative of 
a apy of Education, the report as amended was adopted. (See

Committee Addition. Bishop Baxter announced the addition 
of the name of W. B. Starmer to the Auditing Committee.

He also reported that the 
indebtedness on the property on Whitney Bench, Boise, had been 
paid to the Conference Trustees from whom it was borrowed. 
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G. G. Roseberry reported on the sale of the parsonage at 
Mountain Home and that the sale had been cleared and the terms of 
the contract were being met. 


Edson H. Deal, Treasurer of the Trustees, read his report and 
on motion of L. B. Bailey it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Elections. E. L. White moved that the Class of 1944 become the 
Class of 1947 and it was so ordered, the Secretary casting the vote 
as a unanmious decision. Those named are W. H. Hertzog, H. G. 
McCallister, and Carl M. Davidson.

FOURTH DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Saturday, June 10 


The Morning Devotional Session was led by Lawrence H. 
SOULE and Bishop Baxter gave his scheduled address on 
““Absence.”’ 


At 9:10 the Conference Session convened. The Minutes of the 
previous sessions were read and approved. 


Dr. R. Franklin Thompson, President of the College of Puget 
Sound, was introduced to speak briefly on the School of the 
Prophets to be held this summer. He also pointed out some 
important facts about our own Methodist schools and how they 
should be supported. 


Order of the Day—Presentation of Retiring Brother. 


_ Brother C. F. Luscher, after serving forty-two years in the 
Kingdom, was presented a certificate in behalf of the Conference, 
by the Bishop. He made a short address to the Conference. 


The young men, to be admitted into Full Membership, were 
then called forward and the Luschers and the men’s wives were’ 
asked to stand back of them at the altar as they answered the 
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Disciplinary Questions and were admitted into membership by the 
Bishop. The two men so received were Mark B. Lloyd and Harold 
G. Cowdrick. A prayer was offered by T. A. Stafford. 


Order of the Golden Cross. As a fitting climax to this signifi- 
cant service W. W. Deal, in behalf of the Order of the Golden Cross, 
asked for the right of special privilege and moved that 8. E. Smutz 
and E. L. White who had both qualified as members of the Order 
by giving not less than 20 years of service in the Idaho Conference, 
should be granted their golden crosses. It was unanimously 
ordered. G. G. Roseberry presented his cross to E. A. Pollock, it 
having been voted the year previously. H. G. McCallister pre- 
sented his cross to Brother Smutz, and C. A. Quinn presented his 
to E. L. White. N. H. Lines spoke about the need for funds for 
the Order, and an offering was taken for that purpose. 


Report. Donald Campbell, Conference Statistician, read his 
report and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Donald Campbell then made the following motion which was 
adopted and thus became the rule of the Conference until res- 
cinded: “That reports be sent to the seat of the Conference by 
Monday of Conference week and that no reports be printed that 
are not in by Tuesday noon of the same week.” 


Introduction. Brooks Moore introduced the wife of Lawrence 
Robinson. 


A short recess was called, according to program provision. 


When the Session re-convened Bishop Baxter presented Dr. 
W. W. Hall, Jr., President of the College of Idaho, who spoke 
briefly and read a report to the Conference. Several men spoke 
appreciatively of the College and the report was given for pub- 
lication. (See Report.) 


Introductions. The Committee on Courtesies presented Mrs. 
O. A. Fortune, wife of the pastor at Union, and Manfred Carter 
was asked to present Brother E. A. Doud, Lay Member from 
Blackfoot, who has attended eighteen consecutive Conferences. 
Brother Doud is ninety-three years of age, and attended his first 
Methodist Conference at Leadville, Colorado, in 1872. 


Reports. Thomas Acheson read the report of the Board of 
Temperance and it was adopted. (See Report.) He then pre- 
sented a resolution rescinding one item in the report of 1943 and 
it was adopted. (See Resolution.) 


O. L. Kendall read the report of the Conference Commission 
on World Service and Finance, and it was adopted. On motion of 
Edgar Oakes, seconded by Dallas McNeil, it was authorized that 
the sum of $300 be paid the Conference Treasurer as partial reim- 
bursement for his excellent services. 
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H. G. Luscombe read the report of the Auditing Committee and 
it was adopted subject to the provision that the audit of the books 
of the Superintendent of the Eastern District be added to the list 
when completed. (See Report.) 


Motions. C. M. Donaldson, Ministerial member of the recent 
General Conference, offered a resolution endorsing the General 
Conference action providing for the “Crusade for Christ” and its 
five major objectives. The resolution was adopted unanimously. 


Edson Deal, Lay Member of General Conference, spoke con- 
cerning the Jurisdiction Conference to be held in Salt Lake City 
beginning July 138. 


On motion of Donald Campbel! it was ordered that the Con- 
ference Treasurer, from the Conference Expense funds, pay to 
the Caldwell church the sum of $50 to help defray expenses of the 
Annual Conference. 


Announcements were made and the benediction was pro- 
nounced by David Hardy. 


Executive Session. Following the adjournment of the regular 


session a special Executive Session was called to order by the 
Bishop. 


Question 17. Who are Retired? C. R. Haudenschield was made effective 
from the Supernumerary relation and then granted the Retired relationship. 


Question 28. What other Personal Notation should be made? The retire- 
ment of C. R. Haudenschield is recorded as of the 1942 session of the Idaho 
Conference (Para. 1337, 1940 Discipline). 


That E. A. Pollock, long-time Accepted Supply, be made a 
special Conference Claimant and referred to the Board of Con- 
ference Claimants. 


That Mrs. Henry Fryer, widow of an Accepted Supply Pastor, 
be made a special Conference Claimant and referred to the Board 
of Conference Claimants. 


Passing of Character. By unanimous response, the query of 
the Bishop regarding the blamelessness of life and official admini- 
stration of the retired brethren, was unanimously favorable. 


Special Privilege. Thomas Acheson was granted the privilege 
of expressing his profound appreciation for the fellowship of the 


men of the Idaho Conference during his pastorate within the 
Conference. 


The Executive Session adjourned on motion. 
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FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Saturday afternoon, June 10 


The session was called to order at 2:00 p. m. 


The list of Accepted Supplies was read by W. H. Hertzog and 
was approved (see List in Minutes). This list of pastors was 
declared blameless in life and official administration. 


Reports. The report of the Commission on Evangelism was 
read by Brooks Moore and was adopted. (See Report.) 


L. B. Bailey read the report of the Board of Conference Claim- 
ants and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


L. B. Bailey also reported informally on his significant work 
as pastor of the Rocky Mountain Circuit. 


The joint report of the Peace Commission and the Social 
Service Commission was read by Mrs. Parvin Witte and was 
adopted. (See Report.) 


On motion of Ray E. Mortensen it was ordered that henceforth 
these two Commissions report separately. 


The report of the Nominating Committee was read by Leroy 
Walker and was adopted. (See List of Committees.) 


The Bishop called G. G. Roseberry, as Secretary of the Cabinet, 
to read the appointments made by that body and they were ap- 
proved. (See List of Committees.) 


The Bishop named the Board of Ministerial Training as fol- 
lows: C. M. Donaldson, G. G. Roseberry, W. H. Hertzog, Dallas 
McNeil, Brooks Moore, Albert Parrett, C. G. Hannan, Leroy 
Walker, Ray Mortensen, H. G. McCallister. The list was confirmed. 


The Bishop also named the Committee on Investigations as

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VI. REPORTS 


A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 


WESTERN DISTRICT 
CHARLES M. DoNALDSON, District Superintendent 
Bishop Baxter and Brethren: 


My attention has been called to the fact that in June, 1744, the first Annual 
Conference was held under the presidency of John Wesley. So we are cele- 
brating our 200th anniversary this year. 


__ ,_ This is my fourth report to the Annual Conference. In making this report, 
it is my privilege to be the spokesman for some thirty-five pastors and nearly 
eight thousand lay members. While I have endeavored to give encouragement, 
direction, and unity of effort, it has been the loyal, devoted effort of pastors 
and lay members that has made the fine record of achievement possible. 


This has been a victory year on the district. Despite pastoral changes, 
shortages of men, and trying circumstances, every charge, save two, will 
report distinct progress. 


Personnel. The two charges unable to report advance, Joseph and Richland, 
have been without regular pastoral supervision. In Joseph three supply 
pastors, each serving for a brief period, have sought to maintain the work. 
In Richland, Lesley Bailey, in a service once a month, has kept a fine church 
school and congregation together. Rev. and Mrs. Floyd White, in addition 
to the Fir Street Church, have been looking after the Grande Rhonde circuit 
of Summerville, Elgin, and Imbler. This promising circuit with Cove as the 
center is asking for a resident pastor. This is a challenging opportunity for 
a rural-minded pastor. In September Reverend Walter Dodge, who had been 
appointed to Fir Street, accepted a call to Westport, Oregon, and his transfer 
was arranged. This opened the way for Rev. Floyd White to take Fir Street. 
Rev. O. A. Fortune, a member of the Nebraska Conference, with his fine 
family, was secured for Union and Cove. A splendid record has been made 
on this charge and Union now requests all of the Fortunes for full-time 
service. In Weiser and Huntington we were left pastorless, when Max Colburn 
decided that Methodists were too methodistic for him, and left to join the 
Assembly of God. In the emergency Rev. C. G. Hannan took over Huntington 
and Rey. W. J. Luscombe, one of our retired heroes of faith, was secured for 
Weiser. He has not only held the field but under his leadership improvements 
on church and parsonage have been made totalling over $1000 worth. No 
wonder this charge has given him a unanimous invitation to continue as pastor 
until a settled pastor can be found. 


At Easter time Rev. Harley Zeller of Haines and North Powder was 
transferred to take over the work at the Klamath Indian Reservation in the 
Oregon Conference. While we have been able to keep this work supplied, a 
pastor is urgently needed for this larger rural field. In Meadows and New 
Meadows, Dr. Guy Sharpe, professor at the Northwest Nazarene College, has 
supplied ably throughout the year. This field of rare opportunity is eagerly 
awaiting the advent of Rev. Lawrence Robinson, an Idaho product, brought 
into our ranks by our church at Idaho Falls. A graduate of Boston University 
School of Theology, he stated he wanted a field of hard work and opportunity 
where he could build for God from the ground up. Would that more of our 
seminary graduates had the same Pauline spirit. Harvey Peterson in Middle- 
ton and Roscoe Knight of Quaker origin have rendered fine service as supply 
preachers in Middleton and Pleasant Ridge respectively.

Debt-Raising and Improvements. Noteworthy achievements have been 
made in lifting some long-standing burdens of indebtedness. The district can 
now report all charges free of indebtedness save one. Cascade has a debt 
running back through the years, wherein the accumulated interest nearly 
equals the original loan. The only way this over-built church can be freed is 
for the Conference to come to her aid and for the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension to make a sizeable grant. Prairie City led off in debt- 
raising and under Wayne Brown paid the debt and made improvements 
totalling approximately $1200. Nyssa followed hard after, paying the entire 
indebtedness on this fine new church, added a beautiful memorial window, 
completed the basement, and has $405 balance for future improvements. 
Nampa was next in line, paying indebtedness on church of $1842 and on 
parsonage of $1450, removed the old parsonage and beautified the grounds, 
and has money practically assured for a pipe organ. They were aided in this 
fine effort by a bequest from the estate of Mrs. Ella Dann. Possibly the out- 
standing achievement of the year was the record made in Baker. A debt that 
ran so far back through the years that it had a sour taste, totalled with 
accumulated interest, $3084, was wiped out by O. L. Kendall and his en- 
couraged people. Paint, new carpet, and chimes, with flowers about the yard, 
made this one of the desirable charges of the Conference. Caldwell, our host 
church, also sought the “fifth freedom” and paid all the indebtedness on 
church and parsonage amounting to $2568. Whitney Bench, the infant 
prodigy among our churches, now has a church school enrollment of 119, has 
paid the indebtedness of $900, has added a fine room to the plant at the cost 
te ates paid $36 to World Service, and has $273 on hand toward a new 
church. 


Notable improvements have been made to our church at Southside Boule- 
vard, where the church has been greatly enlarged and beautified at approxi- 
mately the cost of $3000. In Wallowa $1000 parsonage repairs and improve- 
ments has been expended. In Immanuel, Baker, Wilder, Emmett, Union, 
Cascade, Ontario, Vale, Weiser, and LaGrande, shingles, paint, calsomine, 
and elbow-grease have wrought their beneficial work. Boise has remodeled 
their church house and office. Collister has built a new approach and Jordan 
has redecorated. The old shell of a building in Harper was sold for $100 
and this amount has been placed to the credit of Ontario which now has over 
$400 toward the completion of their church building. Splendid help from our 
Board of Missions and Church extension has greatly supplemented the 
efforts of many of the churches to pay indebtedness and to make progress 
toward self-support. 


Attendance and Interest. One of the old marked God’s presence and a new 
day for Israel when the sound of marching was heard in the Mulberry leaves— 
today there is a stir in every church on the district. Indifference, carelessness, 
lethargy, are giving place to interest and attention. This has brought about 
an increase in church school enrollment and attendance in the sanctuary. 
Despite the nation-wide decline in our church school enrollment, our churches 
for the most part have held their own, and in some cases distinct gains have 
been made. Payette, Meridian, Immanuel, Ontario, Baker, Nampa, Fruitland, 
and Whitney will show gains. This new spirit is evidenced in increased finan- 
cial support. Almost without exception the quarterly conferences have voted 
to increase ministerial salaries. Another indication of this new life is the 
demand for leadership. The energetic, wide-awake minister faces the greatest 
opportunity of the past quarter of a century. The widespread feeling that 
God has not failed us, but that we have failed God; the demands of war and 
peace, juvenile delinquency, the liquor problem, and widespread disillusion- 
ment as to all material values, prompts a heart-hungry generation to seek the 
help of the church. We can meet this need only as we are true to the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus. 


The total gain in World Service giving, accordin 
é Ser g to our Conference 
Treasurer, is 52 per cent. Dedication and the Day of Consecration gave a fine 
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spiritual tone to the work of the year. Visitation evangelism was not carried 
out to the extent of other years and so our gains in membership will not be 
large. Wherever this method is used results are bound to follow. 


Conference and District Leadership. Recognition and appreciation should 
be given to the leaders who have rendered fine service to the work of the year. 
Mrs. T. G. Horton and the Conference officers of the W. S. C. S. have kept the 
work of this splendid organization functioning in a fine way. On the District 
the membership has increased and Caldwell, Boise, Nampa, Payette, and 
a ga in order named, have outstanding reports to offer for the year’s 
work. 


Rev. M. H. Greenlee, Director of Christian Education, has been tireless 
in his efforts to give direction and assistance to all church groups inviting 
his help. The Conference Teacher Training School held in Boise in February 
met with signal success, and out of it grew a conference organization ably 
represented at the Area School held later in Portland. This work should be 
continued and intensified. 


Rev. Leslie Bailey, our Circuit Rider, has surmounted all manner of 
difficulties and obstacles. It looked for a time as though gas and tire restric- 
tions would render the work impossible, but he has carried on, and with a new 
second-hand Ford car, made possible by the Laymen’s association, he expects 
to carry on and make regular visits on a circuit that would delight a Francis 
Asbury. While the splendid aid given by our Board of Missions makes this 
project possible, we should supplement the support of this venture by at least 
five hundred dollars from our Conference Missionary Fund. = 


Rey. I. S. Motz as Conference Treasurer has encouraged each church in its 
giving by regular, pains-taking reports. With the resignation of Dr. Aumann, 
we would suggest Rev. Motz for at least a first assistant in the work of our 
World Service office. 


Rey. Le Roy Walker, as dean of the institute, carried through a splendid 
program at Wallowa last year, and is now planning an institute program 
for Payette Lakes for this year. Two institutes are made necessary because 
of travel restrictions. Rev. Motz will take over as Dean of the Wallowa Lake 
Institute for the year. Rev. Le Roy Shaver has continued his fine work with 
our Japanese friends, and with the assistance of Miss Peet, Miss Findly, and 
Rey. Tamo Goto, the work among the American Japanese has progressed 
favorably. Edson Deal, as Conference lay leader, with his sub-district Jeaders, 
has rendered fine service in arousing interest in the work of Methodist men. 


The Bishop’s Crusade. Possibly the outstanding event of the year was the 
Bishop’s Crusade for Enduring Peace, held in Boise January 16-17. Led by 
Bishop Baxter, Bishop Martin, Sally Lou McKinnon, Dr. Paul Hutchinson, 
Dr. E. K. Vliet, and Dr. Smith, large congregations, totaling over two 
thousand, were stirred to the place and position of the church in a reconstruc- 
tion of the world so that a lasting peace may be possible. The influence of this 
meeting was felt over the district in discussion and study of the issues in- 
volved. Following this two district meetings were held, three sub-district 
meetings, and nine Brotherhood meetings. 


General Conference. The writer desires to express grateful appreciation 
of being accorded the high honor of being sent as a delegate to the general 
conference held in Kansas City April 26 to May 7. The report of the Special 
Committee of Twenty-One was a dynamic call to the church to face the issues 


of the day. 


_ With the Jurisdictional Conference set for July 13-16 in Salt Lake City, 
Pitecont in our West coast problems will be intensified. The contemplated selec- 
tion of a Missionary secretary for the Western J urisdiction is a matter of keen 
interest, while the possible election of an additional Bishop to have charge 
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of Hawaii, Alaska, and other island possessions, may well make the gathering 
a noteworthy one for western Methodism. 


These great movements in the world and the church—and the call that 
comes to each one of us: to give ourselves more wholeheartedly to the service 
of Christ—find decisive expression in these lines: 


“To be alive in such an age 

To live in it, to give in it; 
Rise Soul from thy despairing knees 
What if thy soul has drunk the lees— 
Give thanks with all thy flaming heart— 
Crave but to have in it a part— 
Rise up, and claim thy heritage, 
To be alive in such an age.”

Bishop Baxter, Fellow Ministers, and Friends: 


It is an honor to represent the ministers and churches of the Eastern 
District of the Idaho Conference. I would have been helpless if I had not had 
the good will and the splendid co-operation of the ministers and the many 
laymen of the churches. The Christ-like devotion and years of service of 
laymen and ministers have made this year possible. Without their noble 
efforts our work would have been fruitless. The growth this past year has 
been made possible because we were building on the foundations that have 
been laid by the noble souls who have labored before us. 


There have been many delightful and profitable events in the past year. 
J shall enumerate several of them. 


First. We began the year by special emphasis upon the church school life 
of our churches. I drew up charts on all the church schools for the past twenty 
years. The stark result of such an effort was to tell the alarming story of 
the almost steady decrease in average attendance for our district. Every 
church had decreased in the twenty years. Many of the pastors took these 
revealing charts to heart and the laymen in many churches became stirred 
into activity. The result has been that eight of the church schools showed 
increases. The church schools at Pocatello and Filer showed the greatest 
increases. The next ones in order were Burley, Jerome, Blackfoot, Gooding, 
Richfield, Twin Falls, and Hagerman. Total average increase: 24. I believe 
that it will be possible for many other schools to show notable increases next 
year. The department of Evangelism for our church tells us that 78 per cent 
of our church membership comes from the church school. I hope that we 
cannot rest until our church school attendance has been improved. 


I feel that the major success on the District this year was in response to 
the Bishop’s second objective in the Disciplinary question number 38 on page 
27 of last year’s journal. I feel that when the figures are compiled a magnifi- 
cent increase in World Service giving will be noted. I believe every church 
has increased this year over last year. That is as it should have been. The 
church at Fairfield under the leadership of Brother and Sister Smutz gave 
about four dollars per capita to World Service. The Hagerman church 
probably showed the greatest percentage of increase. Several churches in- 
creased their giving by 50 per cent. 


Because of the splendid work of my predecessor, Dr. W. H. Hertzog, it 
was possible for the Eastern District to be the tenth district of Methodism 
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in the United States to be clear of all indebtedness. It began to be evident 
when last July fourth the Wendell church determined to wipe out all their 
debt by Thanksgiving Day. They raised $2,300 on their $2,000 debt. The 
Home Board gave them a gift of $500, brought about by the gentle persuasion 
and correspondence of the energetic pastor, the Reverend C. F. Luscher, who 
came in September from the Nebraska Conference. 


The Pocatello church with a many-year-old debt got busy and paid off, 
their obligation in the middle of the year. The American Falls Church under 
the leadership of Brother T. O. Hill paid off their debt and on March 26 we 
burned the mortgage and our District was free of debt. 


We were made happy in the middle of the year by the visit of Bishop 
Baxter when he gave us much needed spiritual help and guidance at Gooding, 
Wendell, and Hagerman. He helped us with our third goal. We have paid 
our church debts by Conference. 


Our District took seriously the fourth objective. Nearly every church 
studied the “coming peace and the Prince of Peace.” The attendance was good 
all through the winter in these classes. The General Conference wrote the 
last chapter to that enthusiasm. 


Bishop Baxter; I believe every church did something about your fifth 
objective. The brethren have carried on a ministry of consolation. The 
women of the Blackfoot church, though few in number, made 624 calls in the 
name of the church. I feel that that was one reason why their church school 
showed an increase in average attendance. Another heartening thing was that 
Reverend Albert Parrett made 531 calls himself in that very busy first year. 
We pause to express our sympathy to the Parrett family because Brother 
Parrett is in the hospital at Chicago now. 


Doctor Carl Davidson has carried on a splendid evangelism by broad- 
casting his Sunday morning services. I feel that the evangelistic note has 
not been stressed enough this past year in our churches. Not enough people 
have been brought to Christ. Some churches have brought none. I hope that 
the spiritual life will be greatly deepened this coming year. I hope that we 
can rise out of our religious indifference. Some churches have done nobly 
and well in bringing people to Christ. 


Twelve of our churches have taken advantage of the present financial 
condition in our country and made improvements that were needed. Several of 
our churches are accumulating money to be needed in building of the physical 
equipment when building time comes again. The Idaho Falls church is well 
along with their forward movement to raise $25,000 in two years. I believe 
they will have their money by December 31, 1945. We have some churches 
that should awaken themselves to that possibility also. 


The Women’s Society of Christian Service is taking on additional re- 
sponsibilities in that they are assisting with the youth work. Their sponsorship 
is greatly needed. 


Our Youth Fellowship is doing well over the District in spite of the fact 
that many of our youth are in the service of their country. The Youth Fellow- 
ship dedicated a beautiful altar in their chapel in the Twin Falls church. We 
all had a rich spiritual experience at Institute on Wood River last July under 
the able leadership of Reverend Albert Parrett. We are anticipating a large 
attendance and a splendid Institute this year under the leadership of 
Reverend Brooks Moore. 


The Board of Education has made a valuable contribution this year on 
our District. The Director, Reverend Greenlee, assisted the District Super- 
intendent in holding a three-session school at Salmon in the early fall. This 
spring Mrs. Dallas McNeil, Mrs. Don Campbell, and Mrs. E, R. Kaemmer 
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attended the special school sponsored by the General Board of Education 
in Portland. The week of April 16 these directors of departments held one-day 
sessions at Pocatello and Twin Falls to help Vacation Church School leaders 
plan their schools. Several Vacation Church Schools have been held before 
Conference. Your District Superintendent assisted with a standard training 
school at Idaho Falls in the winter. 


Two happy experiences came to me during the year. They were as rich 
as they were unusual. In September I was asked to help in the Christian 
Mission in Utah. I worked ten days in the Methodist Church in Bingham 
Canyon, one of the great copper mining centers of the world. The other 
occasion came when I was asked to assist in the Federal Council sponsored 
Christian Mission at Hunt. I believe that week brought the most giorious 
results of any one thing I did all year. I am sure that all of us who worked 
in the mission were appreciated far more than we deserved. It was there that 
I learned to know that only an attitude of mind causes one to be in prison. — 
I lived in Hunt for a week and I shall never forget that experience. Those 
young Christian Japanese are going out into your community and mine. 


It was my privilege to issue a local preacher’s license to Melvin Davidson. 
I hope that his preacher father may soon lay his hands upon the head of his 
son in the dedication service to Elder’s orders. That event is a compliment 
to the religion of the home. 


Our church property at Hagerman was seriously damaged this spring by 
fire. Some insurance money was collected and the people immediately began 
to repair the building. They are planning to enlarge the present building. 
They plan to build a furnace room and kitchen. Plans were drawn up to 
complete the church building at Gooding. The Pocatello congregation is 
planning to enlarge their plant when building privileges come again. 


There were three special events of a personalized nature on our District 
last year. I will present them in chronological order by saying that Richard 
Eugene Trefren came to make his home at the Kimberly parsonage on July 
fourth. Emerson Clark Mitchell arrived at the John Mitchell home in the 
month of January. The people of the Filer Church and our Eastern District, 
joyously welcomed Mrs. E, L. White. Her winning smile has quickly made her 
many friends. 


Last summer Brother C. E. Deal, retired member of the Idaho Conference, 
came to Filer to visit his relatives. A few days after he arrived in Filer he 
was awarded the golden crown. 


I have very greatly appreciated the help and guidance which Bishop Bruce 
R. Baxter has given so generously throughout the past year. The pastors and 
laymen of the churches on the District have helped more than I had thought 
it possible for them to help. They have all been wonderfully kind in every 
way. Mrs. Roseberry and I have enjoyed all through the year the many kind 
things the ministers and laymen have done for us. I thank God for the many 
blessings of the year. May His blessing rest upon each service done. 


B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 


1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 
We believe that the activities of the Conference Board of Christian Educa- 


tion this year has been of real worth, While s i i i 
r ha ; pace will not permit a full 
of these activities, some of the high points may be mentioned! One ites 
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most important of these is the appointment of a staff of volunteer workers to 
cover the entire field and arranging for these staff members to attend the 
Area Planning Conference in Portland last February. The personnel of the 
staff is as follows: Directors of Adult Work—Eastern District, Mr. Roy La 
Rue of Heyburn, Idaho; Western District, Mr. Erwin H. Schwiebert, College 
of Idaho, Caldwell, Idaho; Directors of Youth Work—Eastern District, Mrs. 
Dallas McNeil, Rupert, Idaho; Western District, Mrs. Ray Mortensen, Boise, 
Idaho. Director of Children’s Work—Conference Director, Mrs. D. S. Camp- 
bell, Buhl, Idaho; Eastern District, Mrs. Ray Kaemmer, Gooding, Idaho; 
Western District, Mrs. Carl Christensen, Nampa, Idaho. These volunteer 
workers are fast becoming acquainted with the possibilities in their respective 
fields and have already rendered valuable service. Ministers and church 
school workers are urged to get in touch with them. 


We were able to have our Conference Director of Children’s Work, Mrs. 
D. S. Campbell, attend the National Conference on Christian Education at 
Kansas City last December. 


We held a very successful Christian Workers’ School at Boise which issued 
66 training credit cards and in which ten churches participated. 


We share with our Bishops and other national leaders in the field of 
Christian education the very great concern over the long record of steady 
decline in church school enrollment and attendance, and we urge every pastor, 
church school worker, and church member in this conference to wage relentless 
warfare on this trend. We rejoice that in the face of this decrease nationally, 
some of our Idaho Conference church schools have reported an increase this 
year. We heartily commend our District Superintendents who have made 
such an intelligent effort at this point, and congratulate the ministers and 
church school workers who reported increases. 


There has never been a day in Methodism when our literature was better. 
Besides the very splendid content of our regular church school quarterlies and 
magazines, there is a wealth of background material and special helps which 
many of our church school workers have never seen. These helps are avail- 
able in free pamphlets and in low-cost pamphlets. Samples may be had on 
application to the Executive Secretary, and they may be seen at this con- 
ference in the book room. We simply must not be so short-sighted as to send 
our orders for church school supplies to any other publishing house than our 
own. Every dollar spent with the Methodist Publishing House is an investment 
for our retired ministers and other conference claimants. 


Recommendations. Since the demands on our World Service funds are so 
great this year we are not asking for any added funds for this Board, but we 
are asking that each church school in this conference be assessed an amount 
equal to ten cents per member on the average attendance reported at this 
conference. We ask that this amount be sent to the Conference Treasurer at 
once for immediate use where church school funds will allow this. We suggest 
that such assessments can be recovered in each church school by the proper 
observance of Rally Day with an offering goal of ten cents per member. This 
conference as a whole has never put much effort into the program and offering 
of Rally Day. Since this is a Disciplinary requirement we urge that this be 
done this year. Rally Day money goes into the work of Christian Education 


in the Idaho Conference. 
We propose to employ an assistant secretary of Christian Education to 


reside and work in the District other than that in which the Executive Secre- 
tary resides, whose salary shall be two hundred dollars per year. 


We recommend that the sum of $1900 be appropriated to the Board of 
Christian Education to be allocated as follows:

2. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PEACE AND SOCIAL 
SERVICE 


In light of our historic position as Methodists, we aim to view the per- 
plexing times and problems which we face today in the light of the teachings 
of Jesus. 


It would indeed be difficult to find more appropriate expression to our 
convictions than through the words of the widely noted Delaware (Ohio) 
Conference: 


“We believe that moral law, no less than physical law, undergirds our 
world. There is an eternal moral order which is basic in the ordering of 
human society. If mankind is to escape recurrent wars and chaos, social and 
economic practices must be brought into conformity with this moral order. 
Jesus called it “The Kingdom of God,” and declared that those who failed to 
act ee members of this Kingdom were like a man building his house on the 
sand. 


Jesus taught us to love our neighbors, and because we love them, we seek 
justice for them. We believe that to be silent in the face of need, injustice, and 
exploitation would be to deny Him. 


Therefore, we pledge ourselves as follows: 


I, We will work to build Christian fellowship across racial lines. We shall 
cultivate in our local churches the habit of forming friends with Japanese- 
Americans, Mexicans, Negroes, and other racial groups that are in or near 
our communities, thereby seeking to restore them to a normal place in 
American society. We will visit in farm labor camps, visit new residents in 
our community, and make contacts with the War Relocation Centers. We 
shall welcome these people into our churches, our Bible classes, and our 
homes. We shall actively seek equal treatment of them in employment, 
housing privileges, and opportunities for social contacts. We gratefully 
recognize the achievement of the War Relocation Authority in this most 
difficult problem and further pledge our hearty co-operation. In addition, 
we vigorously protest all anti-Japanese attitudes expressed by means of signs 
in business house windows, by personal inference, and all other means. 


II. We heartily endorse the report of the General Conference, adopted by 
unanimous vote of the General Conference on May 5, 1944: 


“Christianity cannot be nationalistic; it must be universal in its outlook 
and appeal. War makes its appeal to force and hate, Christianity to reason 
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and love. The influence of the Church must, therefore, always be on the side 
of every effort seeking to remove animosities and prejudices which are 
contrary to the spirit and teaching of Christ. 


_ “It does not satisfy the Christian conscience to be told that war is 
inevitable. It staggers the imagination to contemplate another war with its 
unspeakable horrors, in which modern science will make possible the destruc- 
tion of whole populations. The methods of Jesus and the methods of war 
belong to different worlds. War is a crude and primitive force. It arouses 
passions which in the beginning may be unselfish and generous, but in the 
end war betrays those who trust in it. It offers no security that its decisions 
will be just and righteous. It leaves arrogance in the heart of the victor and 
resentment in the heart of the vanquished. When the teachings of Jesus are 
fully accepted, war as a means of settling international disputes will die, 
and dying, will set the world free from a cruel tyrant. 


“We have looked to international diplomacy to prevent war and it has 
failed. We have trusted in international law to reduce the horrors and 
eliminate in a measure the cruelties of war, but war grows only more 
hideous and destructive. The time is at hand when the Church must rise in 
its might and demand an international organization which will make another 
war impossible.” 


III. We are not unmindful of the marked increase in juvenile delinquency 
in all our communities, and we therefore commit ourselves to the task of 
seeking to discover, and the carrying out of positive steps to deal with this 
alarming condition. As local churches we will provide a more adequate 
intellectual, moral, and religious program of activities, designed to supply 
the much needed and rightly directed outlet for youthful energy. We 
recommend the closing of midnight picture shows; a local curfew law to 
keep young people off the streets late at night; and the encouraging of parents 
to take a more responsible attitude toward this problem. 


IV. We whole-heartedly approve the five-point “Crusade For Christ” 
program as adopted by the General Conference for the new quadrennium: 


1. A continuance of “The Crusade for a New World Order” throughout 
1945. 

2. “The Postwar Reconstruction Program,” calling for twenty-five million 
dollars. 

3. A definite “Program of Evangelism” for 1946. 

4, “Stewardship Cultivation” during 1947, in order that ministers and 
laymen alike may come to a greater appreciation of the fullest meaning 
of this word “stewardship.” 

5. “Increase the Church School Attendance” beginning at once and con- 
tinuing throughout the quadrennium. 


We rejoice that the General Conference has given us this very definite 
program as a guide to greater endeavor in building the Kingdom of God in 
these troubled years. 


V. The Methodist Church is determined that it will not fail its magnificent, 
sacrificially minded, approximately one million youth in our armed forces, 
and our other young men, who for conscience sake have gone to Civilian Public 
Service Camps. The ways in which this may be done are too numerous to 
list here, but we assure them of our constant prayer that God will protect and 
strengthen them and keep them true. For our men and women in the service 
we wish to call attention to “The Messenger,” a monthly bulletin which may 
be secured, at low cost, from the Methodist Publishing House, with space for 
interesting local church news. Chaplains report that these are being given an 
enthusiastic reception by our men and women in the armed service. 
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Last month, our General Conference authorized those churches that wish 
to do so, to take free-will offerings for the support of our Methodist Conscien- 
tious Objectors to war, who reside in the United States. More than twenty 
Methodist annual conferences had approved such action before our General 
Conference met. We recommend that opportunity be given through the 
churches of the conference for such contributions, and that they be sent to 
our Conference Treasurer, who will send them to the Executive Secretary of 
the Methodist Peace Commission, and that they be given Idaho Annual Con- 
ference benevolence credit. 


In these days of sincere and honest difference of opinion on matters 
related to the war and the postwar world, it is our earnest hope that every 
church will respect those differences and do all in its power to lay those 
Christian moral and spiritual foundations that are basic to any kind of a 
better world we may achieve. At this point the Methodist Peace Commission 
which is composed of leaders of all the different important Christian points 
of view, is offering our whole denomination literature and leadership that 
every church should use. 


We will never have any more peace in the world than the total of the peace 
in each human heart. Racial prejudices are bad enough but religious preju- 
dices are worse. To hate or be suspicious of other people in the name of 
religion is a terrible thing. 


If we are to build a new world order of forward the great program of the 
church has offered us, we must begin at home, each in his own heart.

8. We recommend the acceptance of the Christian Crusade program of the 
church, with its asking of $25,000,000.00 from the entire church, and the 
careful preparation of our people for this whole crusade.

3a. RESOLUTION ON CRUSADE FOR CHRIST 


Resolved, That we, the members of the Idaho Conference, heartily endorse 
the action of the General Conference of 1944, in adopting the report of the 
Special Committee of Twenty-One, in which “A Crusade for Christ” was out- 
lined for the ensuing quadrennium, with five main objectives, as follows: 
First, the Continuance of the Crusade for an Enduring Peace. Second, a 
Church-Wide Campaign to Raise Twenty-Five Million Dollars for an Inten- 
sification of our Missionary program at home and abroad, and to meet 
World Needs, Third, a church-wide Evangelistic Campaign in 1946. Fourth, 
a church-wide Stewardship Enlistment effort in 1947. Fifth, continued 
Emphasis on Church School attendance throughout the quadrennium. 


In keeping with this resolution we pledge ourselves to co-operate in the 
raising of our apportionment of the twenty-five million dollars, beginning in 
December, 1944, and continuing in 1945, until the amount designated for 
Idaho Conference is raised in full. 


4. COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


Your Conference Commission on Evangelism feels that it can render the 
Conference no greater service this year than to pass on to it the substance of 
the report of the Committee on Evangelism adopted May 1, 1944, at the 
General Conference: 


“Tt is the conviction of the Committee on Evangelism that the time has 
come for a church-wide simultaneous concerted effort in the field of Evange- 
lism. The great objective shall be to revitalize the Church itself, to win 
people to Christ and to establish discipleship in the Church. 


We recommend the following objectives: 

(1) A spiritual rebirth within the Church itself. _ ; 

(2) A minimum of 400,000 new members on profession of faith. _ ‘ 

(3) A minimum of 400,000 new members by certificates from unidentified 


Methodists. 
(4) The organization of five hundred new or abandoned churches. 
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(5) An organized mission of the gospel of comfort and regeneration to the 
millions uprooted by war conditions. 


(6) An approach to labor, industrial, college, and university groups with 
the challenge of Christ. ; , 
(7) The enlistment of at least three million Methodists in daily devotions. 


For the accomplishment of these objectives we suggest the following 


methods: 


be 


(1) That the Commission on Evangelism prepare and distribute such 


literature as it may deem necessary for the purpose of publicizing 
the movement. 

(2) That suitable preparation be made in advance in the local church and 
in the community. 

(3) That on December 31, 1945, a special Watch Night Service of conse- 
eration be held in every church. 

(4) That in every Pastoral Charge a school of Evangelism be organized 
to train officers, teachers, and personal workers in winning people for 
Christ. 

(5) That pastors conduct classes in training for church membership. 

(6) That a vital program of home visitation Evangelism be promoted 
throughout the church. 

(7) That a School of Evangelism be made available to every Minister in 
the Church. 


(8) That a Preaching Mission, continuing for at least two weeks, be con- 
ducted in every church during the year; that the Gospel be taken to 
those on street corners, in stores, in shops; that we challenge youth 
for Christ in our schools. 


(9) That Spiritual Clinics be conducted in local churches and on college 
campuses. 


(10) That the radio be used as a means of reaching the unchurched. 


(11) In the Crusade for Christ we request that the year 1946 be designated 
for a church-wide simultaneous evangelistic effort. We specifically 
request that the time from January to Easter and on through Pente- 
cost be set aside in the calendar of all Methodist Boards, Commissions, 
and Local Churches as a time for the promotion of a united evange- 
listic effort. We urge that Pentecost Sunday be emphasized as a time 
for a rediscovery of the significance of the Holy Spirit as the purifying 
and empowering presence and activity of God in human life. 

(12) Realizing that the time has come for the church and churchmen to 
have a closer relationship with certain organized groups too long 
ignored, the Board of Evangelism and other official agencies of the 
church respectfully request the authority to appoint a fraternal 
delegate or delegates to national meetings of labor unions, medical 
associations, social service groups, and such other organized groups 
as are receptive to friendly relations with the Church. 


These are special aims and methods for 1946. During the entire quad- 


rennium a spirit and program of Evangelism should develop that there may 


a constant expansion, exploration of the possibilities of new methods in 


this field.” 


We respectfully urge that the coming year be one of intensive and adequate 


preparation on the part of each church of the Idaho Conference for this 
church-wide program of Evangelism.

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5. CONFERENCE REPORT ON TEMPERANCE 


Your Committee on Temperance, in submitting its annual report, makes 
no effort to convince you of the growing menace of the liquor traffic, nor does 
it seek to arouse the churches of the Conference to the need of destroying this 
evil. On these matters you are already convinced. 


_Assuming that intoxicating liquor in all forms, and those who get ill-gotten 
gains from the sale of it, are the avowed enemies of God, and home, and 
country, we simply wish to call attention to prevailing conditions, and to urge 
continued, united, and intensified action in opposing this evil. First, let us 
remind you that the liquor menace is growing steadily worse. In 1943, six 
billion dollars was extracted from American pockets. Six billion dollars, or 
the equivalent of forty-six dollars per man, woman, and child in the nation, 
and that in an hour of national crisis! Six billion dollars wasted, or worse 
than wasted, with government approval, when citizens everywhere are being 
urged to conserve and to sacrifice. Six billion dollars, handed over to an insti- 
tution that, in return, cripples industry, stupefies the nation’s manpower, and 
threatens national defense. What a strange contradiction! To quote a recent 
article from a leading magazine: “This amount of money, if used in the sup- 
port of the war effort, would have paid for 120 large aircraft carriers— 
probably a larger number than are found in all the navies of the world. It 
would have financed the building of thirty large bombers, and twice as many 
tanks. It would have equipped each soldier of an invasion army of six million 
with his own private jeep and machine gun for the march to Berlin. This 
cee re is a 30 per cent increase in the use of liquor over that of the year 

939. 


Second, let it be remembered that the next field of conquest for the liquor 
traffic is the womanhood of America. That its advertising and promotional 
campaigns are being especially directed toward convincing American woman- 
hood that drinking is a popular, smart social custom. And, that in the year 
1943, elaborate offices were set up in a leading city of the country, headed by 
a woman, with a large staff of helpers, to deceptively convince the women of 
America on this matter. Will you also keep in mind that in the past year one 
organization, for the redemption of inebriate womanhood, has treated not 
less than ten thousand addicts, victims of this terrible traffic. 


We further call attention to the liquor traffic as a growing threat, both to 
youth and old age in our country. Is it an accident that liquor revenue finds 
its way into the support of our educational system in Idaho, and into the 
pension funds of the aged, or is this a shrewd attempt to drug the public 
conscience, and to silence teachers of youth, on this national evil? Whatever 
the purpose, we cannot evade the conclusion that these are the ends it is 
serving. The history of the liquor traffic is that it degrades politics, corrupts 
government, and is an ugly blotch on the body of business. In spite of all 
recent attempts of government and other agencies, this sordid traffic cannot be 
controlled, or made respectable. If we do not destroy the liquor traffic, the 
liquor traffic will destroy the nation. 


As a program of action for the coming year, we make the following 
recommendations to the Conference: First, that we take up, in our Sunday 
schools, youth meetings, and general church services, with renewed vigor, 
the fight for the total annihilation of the liquor traffic. Second, that we refuse 
to place in official positions in our local churches, any member who uses or 
condones the use of liquor, under the pretense that it is socially correct. Third, 
that we recommend the placing of “The Voice,” our national Methodist tem- 

'perance paper, in the home of every family in our churches. Fourth, that we 
pledge our co-operation and our support to. all agencies within the bounds of 
the Idaho Annual Conference that are working to arouse public opinion on the 
menace of the liquor traffic. Fifth, that in all elections for public office, local 
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and national, we endorse and seek the election of only such officials as are 
known to be personally and publicly opposed to liquor. Sixth, that in the 
coming election, we pledge our wholehearted co-operation to the Allied Civic 
Forces, our state anti-liquor organization, in its efforts in the interests of 
temperance legislation, and in the election of proper public officials. In this 
connection, we recommend the continuation of the assessment of five cents per 
member from our churches for its support. Seventh, we earnestly look for- 
ward to the formation of a great national anti-liquor organization that will 
meet the liquor menace in terms of the need of today.

CLARENCE EBENEZER DEAL 


Clarence Ebenezer Deal, the son of Peter and Eliza Ann Deal, was born 
June 30, 1869, in Oshtemo Township, Michigan, and died August 3, 1948, in 
Filer, Idaho. He started the Christian life in 1885 under the guidance of the 
Rey. W. W. Lampert. He entered Albion College, Michigan, in 1886, receiving 
a B.A. degree in 1895. He joined the Michigan Conference at Albion, Michi- 
gan, in 1895, having been ordained in Grand Rapids, Michigan, in 1893, 
after a four-year Conference course. He studied for a Master’s degree at 
Northwestern University while serving a church at Three Oaks, Michigan, 
Zo. 1903 to 1906. He transferred to the Idaho Conference on December 138, 


He served the following charges: Michigan Conference—Climax (1893-97), 
Galesburg (1898-99), Parma 1899-1903), Three Oaks (1903-06) ; Idaho Con- 
ference—LaGrande (1906-09), Baker (1909-10), Joseph (1910-11), Fruitland 
(1911-15), Rupert (1915-17), Filer (1917-23), Field Secretary for Gooding 
College and for White Cross in 1923; Meridian (1924-25), Blackfoot (1925- 
29), assistant pastor LaGrande (1930); Emmett (1930-35). He took the 
retired relation in 1935 and returned to his childhood home in Michigan, where 
he served until his death most successfully the West Oshtemo Methodist 
Church, the church in which he was reared, converted, and preached his first 
sermon fifty years before. He also served a Baptist Church in the same 
neighborhood. 


He was married on March 30, 1896, at Lowell, Michigan, to Miss Stella 
McDiarmid, who preceded him in death fourteen years. To them were born 
three children who with their families survive—Mrs. Irma Showers, Filer, 
Idaho; Herbert Deal, Burlingams, California, and Wilder A. Deal of Seattle, 
Washington. 


His funeral was conducted from the Methodist Church in Filer, conducted 
by Dr. E. L. White, pastor, assisted by Dr. C. M. Donaldson Dist. Supt., and 
Dr. G. W. Barnes and Dr. H. G. McCallister, formerly District Superintend- 
ents under whom Mr. Deal had served. He was buried in the I. O. O. F. 
cemetery by the side of his wife. A brother minister wrote: 


“Clarence was truly a good minister of Jesus Christ. As our dear friends 
slip away one by one to the Father’s Home, He even more and more becomes 
attractive, and we look forward to that glad day when we shall join yonder 
great cloud of witnesses around the throne of God.”

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 

ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 

ARTICLE III—AIll members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 

ARTICLE IV—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 
and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 
given the day before. 

BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 

2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. : 

38—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
date received. : 

4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors. 

5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum 


for the transaction of business.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 544 to 549. Special attention on the 
part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks, and 
examinations as contained therein. 

2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. ‘ ' 

8 Fach candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. : 

4—All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. ; . 

5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 

6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. | 

7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 
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C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 A.M. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 NooN, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth Leagues, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pastor, 
the Conference Lay-Leader, the District Superintendents (with the co-opera- 
tion of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 


4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 
by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking re- 
ception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
sera on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these Conference 
ules. 


9, No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations, 
or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training. 


10. The Conference relation of any member may be brought up for discus- 
sion only in Ministerial Executive session.

E. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES : 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 

The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 

The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 

This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
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tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if-a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 


ec. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 


It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member — 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 

ce. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 

d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 

e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 

f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right To Sue Denied. 


No part of this plan shall be construed so as to gi ini i 
; give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing to 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make.

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F, REPORT TO METHODIST CONFERENCE 


For the past several years the Annual Conference has extended the cour- 
tesy of asking for a report on the College of Idaho. I presume that an 
informal, verbal report would be acceptable, but I have always chosen to 
submit a written report in the belief that the occasion demanded as careful 
an accounting as that made annually to the Presbyterian Synod. 


The College of Idaho is known and classified as a Presbyterian college. I 
would like to take a few minutes to explain the nature of the College’s rela- 
tionship to the Presbyterian Church. The College was established in 1891 
through the initiative of the Presbytery of Wood River. Its first president, 
Dr. Boone, who served 45 years, was a Presbyterian home missionary. The 
articles of incorporation adopted in 1893 provided for a self-perpetuating 
board of trustees, two thirds of the number members of the Presbyterian 
Church. Why this latter provision was made I do not know, but probably 
Dr. Boone was advised that it was necessary if the College were to secure 
recognition as a Presbyterian institution. The Presbyterian Board of Chris- 
tian Education administers a portion of the endowment funds of the College, 
amounting to about 10 per cent of the total. The Board endorses the College 
as a worthy object of giving, and on recommendation of Synod makes a small 
token appropriation to the College annually. The grant for the coming year 
amounts to $3,500. 


It can be understood from the foregoing that the relationship of the College 
to the Presbyterian Church consists primarily in official recognition of the 
College by the Church accorded on condition that certain standards be met. 
The Presbyterian Church does not control the College or finance it. The 
faculty is a cross-section of the Protestant church life of the area with 
Methodists characteristically lodged in key positions. The same can be said 
of the student body, except that in the case of the students the Methodists are 
brazen in their predominance, comprising the largest church group with 25 
per cent of the total civilian enrollment during the past year. Of the gift 
total during the last year only 7% per cent came from Presbyterian Church 
sources. 


On the basis of the above considerations the generalization can be made 
that the College both serves the Methodist group in southern Idaho and de- 
pends upon it for its strength, its progress and its welfare. The main differ- 
ence between the relationship of the College to the Presbyterian Church and 
to the Methodists is that the former puts its official stamp and seal upon the 
institution. As far as the relationship to the local church groups is concerned 
we recognize very little difference except perhaps historical background. 


On June 30 the College will lose its military students and with the begin- 
ning of the new academic year will revert to a complete civilian program. 
Civilian enrollment during the past year was 171 compared with 436 in 
1940-41. The College faces a critical and difficult period but God’s favor has 
attended this institution in the past, and we face the future with confidence

III. DAILY PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION 
Thursday Morning, June 7, 1945 


The sixty-second session of the Idaho Annual Conference con- 
vened at the First Methodist Church, Burley, Idaho, at 8:30 a. m. 
when it was called to order by Bishop Bruce R. Baxter, who led the 
Conference in an impressive observance of the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper. He was assisted by the host pastor, Brooks H. 
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Moore, and the two District Superintendents, C. M. Donaldson and 
G. G. Roseberry. 


Memorial Service—Still in the spirit of this meaningful service, 
the annual Memorial Service immediately followed, with Floyd 
White presiding. Hymn, “Are Ye Able?’ was sung, followed by 
prayer led by J. H. Coulter, and the scripture reading by the chair- 
man. A ministerial quartet composed of P. C. Bent, O. L. Kendall, 
I. 8. Motz, and E. R. Kaemmer, sang “Nearer My God to Thee.” A 
memoir for Brother J. E. Garver, the only conference member who 
had died during the year, was given by W. W. Deal. A memoir for 
Ruth Hill Sedig; daughter of the Rev. and Mrs. T. O. Hill, was 
given by G. G. Roseberry. The memorial address was delivered by 
Forrest Ward Werts on “Keeping the Faith.’”’ The service closed 
with the singing of the hymn “Be Strong,” and the benediction by 
the chairman. 


Recess—Following a ten-minute recess, the Conference was re- 


convened. 


The Bishop paid tribute to the memory of Clarence H. White, 
a long-time devoted Christian layman of the Conference, who 
passed away since the last session of the Conference.

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him greetings and deep appreciation of his long service in the 
Idaho Conference. .

Donaldson moved the matter be laid on the table until after the 
Lay Members had had opportunity to discuss. Motion carried. 


Chairman of the Committee on World Service and Finance, 
O. L. Kendall, reviewed the action of last year on the distribution 
of benevolences which was 70 per cent to World Service on Ap- 
portionment, and 30 per cent to Annual Conference Benevolence, 
and moved a change to 63 per cent and 37 per cent respectively in 
view of the plan to employ a full-time Executive Secretary of the 
Conference Board of Education. Cecil G. Hannan seconded this 
motion and after discussion C. M. Donaldson moved, seconded by 
Dallas McNeil, that this be referred back to the commission and 
made the order of the day at the beginning of the afternoon session. 
Motion passed. ; 


O. L. Kendall announced the committee would meet at 1:30 p. m. 
On motion of H. G. McCallister, adjournment was set at 12:30 p. m. 


Introductions—Willard Stanton, Pastor at Moscow and Direc- 
tor of the Wesley Foundation work there, was introduced. He 
handed out mimeographed reports of his work, and stated that 
Mrs. Bliss was now employed as a full-time student worker. This 
produced an increased need of $400.00. He asked the Idaho Con- 
ference to continue its giving of the last year. 
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During the above presentation, the Bishop was called out and 
appointed G. G. Roseberry to take the chair. 


On motion of Don Campbell, the Resolutions of Courtesies 
Committee was named the Courtesy Committee of the Conference. 


The Bishop then introduced Professor J. A. Greene, of the 
Department of General Church School Work, Division of the Local 
Church, General Board of Education. Dr. C. M. McConnell, Pro- 
fessor of Town and Country Church, Boston University School of 
Theology was also introduced. 


After announcements, the benediction was pronounced by Dr. 
McConnell. 3 


FIRST DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, June 7 


The Bishop called the conference to order at 2:00 p. m. by the 
singing of Hymn No. 179, “Spirit of God,” and prayer. 


Leroy H. Walker nominated J. D. Crawford, Chairman; Hugh 
Nelson, Roy LaRue, and Don I. Smith as the Auditing Committee. 
The committee was duly elected. 


Cecil G. Hannan, speaking for the Commission on World Ser- 
vice and Finance, recommended (1) the adoption of a goal of 10 
per cent increase over last year’s giving, for 1945-46 to General 
and Annual Conference Benevolence, and (2) that the proportion 
of distribution be 63 per cent to World Service on Apportionment 
and 37 per cent to Annual Conference Benevolences. A motion was 
made by O. L. Kendall, seconded by Cecil G. Hannan that the 
complete recommendation be accepted. Motion carried. 


Reports—Dr. G. G. Roseberry, Superintendent of the Eastern 
District, was then called and declared to be blameless in life and 
official administration. All the Elders of his district were called 
upon to stand and were also declared blameless in life and official 
administration. He read his report which was accepted. (See 
Report.) 


Dr. C. M. Donaldson, Superintendent of the Western District, 
was called and declared blameless in life and official administration, © 
after which the Elders of his district also stood and were given a 
similar vote of confidence. Dr. Donaldson then read his report 
which was accepted. (See Report.) 

The Retired Ministers were called and found blameless in their 


lives and official administration. The Accepted Supply pastors 
were likewise called and found blameless in the same manner. 
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Greetings—Two greetings were read by the Bishop: one from 
William Bowman, District Superintendent in the Pacific North- 
west Conference; the other from Lourain M. Wahlquist, member 
of this conference now in the Chaplaincy. 


The Bishop then spoke of Mrs. Edgar L. Oakes, Idaho repre- 
sentative to the Jurisdictional Woman’s Society Conference, and 
also of Leslie Bailey’s report of his work on the Rocky Mountain 
Circuit to the National Board of Missions. He was called and spoke 
briefly. 


The Bishop reported that Ezra Cox of the National Board of 
Missions was present here, but had to leave earlier. 


The Bishop then appointed the ‘Committee on Investigation: 
H. G. McCallister, Chairman; Albert Parrett, Dallas McNeil, Leslie 
Bailey, and Joe Coulter. Reserves: Floyd White and O. A. Fortune. 


Introductions and Greetings—Ray Mortensen then introduced 
the Rev. and Mrs. Lee Wilbur. 


Henry J. Gernhardt, on invitation of the Bishop, made sug- 
gestions to the Commission on World Service and Finance, out of 
his experience as chairman of that commission in the North Dakota 
Conference. 


Reports were called for by the Bishop. 


Leroy Walker called attention to the fact,that we have no official 
representative of the Christian Advocate cause in the Idaho Con- 
ference and urged such action on the part of that paper. , 


Additional greetings from Carl Davidson were read by the 
Bishop. 


Dr. C. M. McConnell was then called forward and spoke briefly 
on the work of the Boston University School of Theology. 


The Bishop read greetings from W. J. Luscombe and C. R. 
Haudenschield, the latter of whom enclosed a check in the amount 
of $25.00 to be used in the Conference as desired. 


Prof. J. A. Greene was called forward and spoke briefly. He 
brought greetings from the Central Jurisdiction. 


ie _W._H. Hertzog brought greetings from Hall K. Wallis now 
living in Long Beach, California. 


G. G. Roseberry brought greetings from C. O. Heath, former 
member of this conference, who has been seriously ill. Bishop also 
brought greetings from, and paid tribute to him. 


James D. Crego extended greetings from the Rev. and Mrs. E 
A. Pollock. Miss Azelia Peet was introduced to the Conference. 


_ Ray Mortensen asked all ministers and lay members to inform 
him of courtesies desired. ; 
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M. H. Greenlee called attention to free literature from the 
Board of Education, displayed in the basement. 


After other announcements the motion was made to adjourn. 
The Benediction was pronounced by G. R. Archer. 


Board of Education Dinner—The first annual Board of Educa- 
tion Dinner was held at the Odd Fellows’ Hall at 6:00 p.m. M. H. 
Greenlee, Executive Secretary, presided at the program which was 
composed of several musical selections by the host church and an 
address by Professor J. A. Greene, of the Department of General 
Church School Work of the National Board. 


Evening Service—Evening service opened at 8:00 p. m., with. 
O. L. Kendall presiding. The congregation sang “God of Grace, 
God of Glory,” followed by prayer led by C. G. Hannan. During 
the evening the local Youth Choir sang a beautiful anthem, “Lord 
I Want to Be a Christian.” The evening offering was received and 
announcements were made by the host pastor. Of particular note 
was the reference made to the chairman, O. L. Kendall, whose 
pastorate in the Burley church eighteen years ago had left its deep 
impression upon the church which had not entertained the Annual 
Conference since his pastorate. The address was given by Dr. C. M. 
McConnell as scheduled. After the singing of the hymn, “Faith of 
Our Fathers,” the benediction was pronounced by the Rev. Lloyd 
M. Balfour, pastor of the Burley Christian Church. 


SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Friday Morning, June 8 


The morning session opened at 8:30 a. m., with Rev. Henry J. 
Gernhardt presiding. Bishop Baxter delivered his scheduled ad- 
dress, “A Personal God.” 


The regular business session was called to order by the Bishop. 
The minutes of previous sessions were read and, after minor cor- 
rections, were approved. 


J. J. Braurer called attention to certain books available and 
stated the Portland Publishing House served 138,000 Methodist 
persons. 


Introductions—Miss Caroline Teague was introduced to the 
Conference. Dr. C. M. Donaldson presented the Rev. and Mrs. O. L. 
McDonald and the Rev. James White, son of Rev. and Mrs. Floyd 
White, and paid tribute to Miss Eva Brown who has served well 
in the Conference as an Accepted Supply and is now retiring from 
active ministry. Miss Brown spoke briefly of her nineteen years of 
happy service in the Idaho Conference. 
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Treasurer’s Report—Irvin S. Motz, Conference Treasurer, read 
his report which was heartily approved. (See Report. ) 


The question arose concerning Laymen bearing their expenses 
to the Crusade meeting held in Portland last year. Bishop Baxter 
explained that the Laymen who attended should send in a report 
of their expense to the Area Office so that they might be reimbursed 
from a special fund provided. 


Corporate Session—The order of the day was followed and the 
Corporate Session was held with the President, H. G. McCallister, 
presiding. On motion of Dallas McNeil, the Conference Secretary 
was elected Secretary of the Corporate Session. Minutes of the 
1944 meeting were read and approved. 


Reports—Dr. C. M. Donaldson reported on the collection of 
interest on debt of the Whitney Bench property. Dr. G. G. Rose- 
berry observed payment on contract by the Nazarene Church on 
the Mountain Home Parsonage property had not been paid. Dr. 
C. M. Donaldson reported accrued taxes on Parsonage property 
at Summerville. The question arose as to taxes on church property 
in Oregon. L. B. Bailey asked the status of the church at Summer- 
ville. G. R. Archer stated that the local trustees at Summerville 
refused to pay any taxes. Dr. C. M. Donaldson referred to church 
property at Sumpter and Brownlee. By common consent, investi- 
gation of these properties was made part of the coming year’s 
program. Dr. Donaldson read greetings from Edson Deal, and in 
his absence read his report as Treasurer. (See Report.) 


Dr. G. G. Roseberry moved the report be accepted and that it 
be te to the Auditing Committee for auditing. Motion ap- 
proved. 


Motions—Dallas McNeil moved that the Treasurer of the Cor- 


porate Session turn over $25.00 to the Board of Conference Claim- 
ants. Motion approved. 


H. G. McCallister reported that Edson Deal had renewed the 
Treasurer’s Bond for three years, to expire in September, 1948. 
Moved by Dr. Donaldson that the five dollars expense for this be 
allowed. Motion carried. 


The question was raised as to possible use of Corporate Funds 
and who has the right to use said funds in cases of emergency 
without action of the Conference. W. H. Hertzog moved that the 
Corporate Body give the Executive Committee and District Super- 
intendents the authority to borrow from the fund to meet emer- 
gencies. Money to be used as a loan only. Duly seconded and ap- 
proved. Ray Mortensen moved that G. R. Archer and Dr. Donald- 
son be reimbursed from this fund for expenditures made by them 
to save the property at Summerville. The motion was amended by 
W. H. Hertzog that the Treasurer be instructed to pay future taxes 
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on the Summerville property until the matter is cleared up. Dr. 
Donaldson to investigate further. Motion carried. 


Don Campbell suggested that in future years the Trustees of 
Corporate Body bring in recommendation on such matters to be 
voted upon by that body. 


Election—Leroy Walker moved the election of Henry J. Gern- 
hardt, Roy LaRue, and W. O. Cotton as the class of 1948 and the 
vacancy created by the transfer of C. M. Davidson be filled by 
Leonard Clark. Secretary was instructed to cast the unanimous 
ballot in favor of such action. 


The officers of Corporate Body nominated for election for 
1945-46 were: President, H. G. McCallister; Treasurer, Edson 
Deal; Secretary, Leonard Clark. Officers elected. 


J. D. Crego called attention to a letter from the state of Oregon 
demanding that Non-Profit Corporations appoint an individual as 
Attorney-in-Fact for service of legal papers. The motion was made 
by C. M. Donaldson, duly seconded, that the District Superintend- 
ents be instructed to call the matter to the attention of each church. 
Motion carried. 


On motion of C. M. Donaldson, G. G. Roseberry was instructed 
to look into the matter of Bliss church property. Motion carried. 


A motion was entertained to adjourn Corporate Body. Motion 
carried. 


Regular Sessions—Immediately following, Bishop Baxter called 
the regular business session of the conference to order. 


He then announced the Conference Nominating Committee to 
be: Leroy H. Walker, Brooks H. Moore, Mrs. C. O. Smithson, Edgar 
L. Oakes. 


C. M. Donaldson suggested Edgar L: Oakes be instructed to 
take charge of the Lay meeting Friday afternoon in the absence 
of Conference Lay Leader, Edson Deal. 


Following announcements by the host pastor, Brooks H. Moore, 
M. H. Greenlee moved that a committee be appointed to secure 
homes for our retired ministers of the Conference; the committee 
to be nominated by Conference Nominating Committee. It was so 


ordered. 

G. G. Roseberry requested that the Conference Nominating 
Committee also nominate a Committee on Hospitals and Homes. 
Report to be given at the afternoon session. 


Recess—At 11:00 a. m., a ten-minute recess was called by the 
Bishop. Following the recess, the Conference met in regular busi- 
ness session. 
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Don Campbell, Conference Statistician, prefaced his report 
with the following motion, the same as last. year, namely: “that 
reports be sent to the seat of the Conference by Monday of Confer- 
ence week and that no reports be printed that are not in by Tuesday 
noon of the same week.” 


After discussion, C. G. Hannan made a substitute motion that 
we, as ministers, accept the obligation, on our honor, to have all 
reports in by Tuesday before Conference begins. Substitute motion 
put to vote and lost. Original motion was voted upon and adopted. 


Statistician’s Report—Don Nothdurft, Assistant Statistician, 
read the Eastern District report. The question was raised as the 
true meaning of the term “Number of Units” of organization of 
Woman’s Societies as called for in the report blanks. Mrs. R. F. 
Tyler defined a “‘unit’’ as one society in each local church, and this 
was agreed upon. In the case of the Wesleyan Service Guild, this 
is to be considered as a part of the local Woman’s Society, but 
membership to be reported separately. 


J. D. Crego, the other Assistant Statistician, read the Western 
District report. Upon motion of C. M. Donaldson both reports were 
adopted. 


Introductions—Ray Mortensen then presented Miss Caroline 
Teague, Missionary to the Japanese of the Upper Snake River 
Valley. She spoke briefly on her work at Idaho Falls and stated 
that there are over eight hundred persons of Japanese ancestry 
in the area being served between Pocatello and St. Anthony. Over 
500 of these had been contacted. Seventy-six had accepted Christ. 
Recognition was also made of the similar work of Miss Azelia Peet 
in eastern Oregon. 


On motion of Dallas McNeil, the Secretary was empowered to 
edit all reports. 


Mrs. Dallas McNeil then gave an oral report on the work of the 
Methodist Youth Fellowship in the Conference with special empha- 
sis upon the Methodist Youth Fund which rose from twelve dollars 
last year to one hundred and eighty-nine dollars. All ministers, 
Laymen, and W.S.C.S. Groups were urged to cultivate this work. 


Following announcements, adjournment was declared and the 
Benediction was pronounced by Lee A. Wilbur.

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Reception of Full Members—After being passed upon in the 
Executive Session and recommended for Full Membership in the 
Conference, the Bishop called forward Ronald G. Nothdurft, Don 
i. Smith, and Lawrence H. Robinson. After satisfactorily answer- 
ing the required questions, these men were welcomed by Bishop 
Baxter into the Full Membership of the Idaho Conference. This 
service was effectively closed with a prayer led by the host pastor, 
Brooks H. Moore. 


Reports—W. H. Hertzog came forward to present the report 
of the Conference Claimants Endowment Commission, and pre- 
faced the report with the following: 


He moved that the class of 1948 be: L. B. Bailey, Edgar L. 
Oakes, E. L. Collins, A. F. James, and that the vacancy left in the 
class of 1947 by Carl M. Davidson be filled by Forrest W. Werts. It 
was so ordered. 


He recommended also that further contributions to the Cru- 
sade-Pension Fund, if undesignated, be divided 55 per cent to the 
Crusade and 45 per cent to the Reserve Pension Fund, and that 
designated amounts be placed as requested. Further, that the 
Contingent Fund be kept intact until next year to allow for possible 
shrinkage and that the Conference session next year decide what 
to do with this amount. Complete motion carried. 


W. H. Hertzog then read the report of the Endowment Commis- 
sion as prepared by its former Secretary-Treasurer, C. M. David- 
son. The report was accepted. (See Report.) 


Motions—During the above report, H. G. McCallister moved 
an extension of time beyond the set 4:30 p. m. hour, in order to 
complete the business on hand.

After considerable discussion, G. G. Roseberry moved that the 
Endowment Commission be empowered to act in their meeting 
with the representative of the National Board of Pensions and 
Relief. After being seconded, it was so ordered.

After certain announcements, adjournment was declared and 
the Benediction was pronounced by O. A. Fortune. 


Golden Cross Dinner—The Annual Golden Cross Dinner was 
held at 6:00 p. m. at the National Hotel. The program was pre- 
sided over by W. W. Deal as toastmaster. Short addresses were 
given by Dr. C. M. McConnell and Bishop Baxter. Special music 
was furnished by the host church, and the Golden Cross was pre- 
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sented to O. L. Kendall by E. L. White; and announcement was 
made by G. G. Roseberry that a similar cross would be sent to 
Car] M. Davidson. 


Evening Service—The evening Worship Service was led by 
Leroy H. Walker and was opened by the singing of the hymn, 
“All Hail the Power.” W. H. Hertzog led in prayer, after which 
the congregation sang, ‘““Above the Hills of Time,” and the offering 
was taken. The youth choir of the host church rendered a beautiful 
number, followed by the address of the evening by Dr. McConnell. 
The service closed with the singing of the hymn, “When I Survey 
the Wondrous Cross,” and the benediction pronounced by Leroy 
H. Walker.

Bishop Baxter delivered his address: ‘The Supreme Value of 
Human Personality.” 


The Minutes of the previous session were read and adopted 
after corrections had been noted. 


Transfer—Bishop Baxter announced the transfer of Lee A. 
Wilbur from the Wyoming State Conference to the Idaho Confer- 
ence as of June 8, 1945. 


Reports—T. O. Hill was reported as now present. W. H. Hert- 
zog moved that substitute motions be deleted from the Conference 
Minutes. Motion carried. 


The Board of Temperance report was submitted by Ray E. Mor- 
tensen. Motion made that the report be accepted. Motion approved. 


Report of Commission on World Service and Finance was given 
by O. L. Kendall, Chairman, who moved the adoption of the report. 
Discussion and certain changes were made. (See Report.) Bishop 
Baxter spoke on World Service needs in relation to work of the 
Board of Education and of the 10 per cent increase in goal, already 
adopted by the Conference. He stressed care in not letting Con- 
ference Benevolence asking cut down on General Benevolences. 
“Crusade for Christ Fund is repairs on the Automobile; World 
Service Funds is maintenance of the Automobile.” 


Edgar L. Oakes moved that $300.00 be allowed for Treasurer’s 
Expense. Motion carried. 


Introduction—Bishop Baxter presented Mrs. R. F. Tyler, Presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service (Idaho Confer- 
ence), and Jurisdictional Secretary of Supplies. 
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Announcements were made by Brooks H. Moore, host pastor. 
Report of Conference Board of Conference Claimants was read by 
L. B. Bailey. (See Report.) Upon motion of L. B. Bailey the 
report was adopted. 


C. M. Donaldson reported a telephone call from Edson Deal 
that he would be unable to be here to take charge tonight. It was 
suggested the host pastor and Edgar L. Oakes take charge of the 
evening service. 


Recess—Certain announcements were made and a ten-minute 
recess was declared. 


Regular Session—At 11:00 a. m. the Conference was called to 
order by Bishop Bruce R. Baxter. The hymn, “A Charge to Keep I 
Have,” was sung. 


H. G. McCallister moved that $75.00 be allowed for Conference 
Secretarial expense. Motion adopted. 


H. G. McCallister read the report of the Conference Board of 
Education. (See Report.) Moved its adoption. It was adopted. 


C. M. Donaldson called attention to the Summer School of 
Ministerial Training in Tacoma this summer. 


Lay Members Election—Edgar L. Oakes moved that the origi- 
nal motion regarding Lay Members be taken from the table and 
acted upon. It was so ordered. Motion that Lay Members be 
elected next year for the remainder of the quadrennium. Adopted. 


Reports—In absence of President Wm. W. Hall, Jr., of the 
College of Idaho, and on his invitation, Edgar L. Oakes read the 
report of the College of Idaho. The report was adopted. (See 
Report.) 


Brooks Moore prefaced the Board of Evangelism report by a 
statement on his work as Conference Secretary of Evangelism and 
quoted from the Christian Advocate, to the effect that in the last 
year it required thirty-two (32) members to bring in one (1) new 
member, forty-two (42) charges to supply one (1) ministerial 
candidate, and that Methodism’s active membership declined by 
41,000 members during the last year. The report was read and its 
adoption moved. After fervent expression by several brethren of 
the need for personal consecration and loyalty, the report was 
adopted by a standing vote, and the Conference was led in prayer 
by Bishop Baxter. (See Report.) 


Bishop Baxter reported that next month Dr. Albert Day would 
meet representatives of the Boards of Evangelism of the various 
areas. Brooks Moore is the representative of the Portland Area. 
The Bishop spoke of the success on the financial phase of the Cru- 
sade and of the greater need of Evangelism. 
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Motion made by H. J. Gernhardt that the District Superintend- 
ents furnish all chairmen and secretaries of Conference Com- 
mittees with the names and mailing addresses of the Chairmen of 
Corresponding Committees in the Local Church. Motion seconded 
and approved. ; 


Reports and Elections—Leroy Walker presented the Nominat- 
ing Committee Report, prefaced by the motion that the Conference 
add to the Board of Education one layman and one minister to 
strengthen the Board. Motion approved. Further special actions 
noted: It was moved that the Class of 1948 of the Board of Con- 
ference Claimants be composed of: E. L. White, Edgar L. Oakes, 
Mrs. H. L. Morris, O. A. Fortune, and that Irvin S. Motz fill the 
vacancy by the transfer by Carl M. Davidson. Motion carried. 


Upon motion the following members were added to the Con- 
ference Board of Education: M. H. Greenlee, E. R. Kaemmer, and 
Mrs. Elva Mason. 


Dallas McNeil moved class of 1945, Trustees of Gooding Col- 
lege, become the class of 1948. So ordered. (See Committee List.) 


A motion was made that Mrs. J. H. Cromwell replace Anson 
Thompson on the class of 1947 and that Dallas McNeil replace 
R. E. Sheppard on the same class of the Board of Trustees of Good- 
ing College. A blanket motion was made to adopt the entire report. 
Motion carried. 


The report of the Peace Commission was read by Eva L. White, 
W. H. Hertzog moved its adoption. Carried. 


Motion made by E. R. Kaemmer to reconsider action on the 
Peace Committee’s Report. Motion carried. 


H. J. Gernhardt made a motion to refer the report back to the 
Committee to be edited and brought back to the Conference Body. 
Motion carried. 


A motion was made that the Conference reconvene at 4:00 p. m. 
Motion carried. ; 


The announcements were made and adjournment was declared. 
The Benediction was pronounced by B. F. Hutchins. 


THIRD DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Saturday Afternoon, June 9 


Following the Woman’s Society Meeting at 2:00 p. m., and the 
report by L. B. Bailey of his work on the Rocky Mountain Circuit, 
Bishop Baxter called the Conference to order at 4:00 p. m. 
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Reports—G. W. Barnes, Secretary of the Conference Historical 
Society, gave an oral report in behalf of that society. He asked for 
Minutes of the 1902 Session of the Idaho Conference and all 
Minutes before 1901, and other historical items. Upon motion the 
report was accepted. 


Dallas McNeil then- moved that:the report of the Peace Com- 
mission be taken off the table. Motion carried. 


Eva L. White read the revised report and moved its adoption. 
It was adopted. (See Report.) 


H. G. McCallister moved that the operation of the Equalization 
Fund be set aside for the year 1945-46. It was so ordered. 


Upon motion of Don Campbell, the Secretary of the Confer- 
ence was instructed to write our Oregon and Idaho Congressmen 
concerning our action on peace-time conscription. 


J. D. Crawford gave the report of the Auditing Committee, 
which was adopted. (See Report.) 


A discussion followed the above report on what offices of Con- 
ference handling money are bonded, in what amounts, and who is 
responsible for such bonding. The Bishop pointed out that accord- 
ing to the Disciplinary Plan the chairman on the Commission of 
World Service and Finance is the responsible officer. 


The report (in oral form) of the newly created Board of Hos- 
pitals and Homes was given by G. G. Roseberry, stating the possi- 
bility of our Conference taking over the Twin Falls Hospital upon 
its improvement. 


C. M. Donaldson moved that we express our deep interest in 
the projected plan for a hospital in Twin Falls, and to hereby refer 
the plans to the Conference Board of Hospitals and Homes for 
further study and investigation, with the privilege of reporting 
for action to a special session of the Conference or at the next 
regular session of the Annual Conference. Forrest Werts seconded 
this motion, and after considerable discussion it was adopted. 


The Report of the Social Service Commission was called for. 
No report was presented. 


Lay Leaders—G. G. Roseberry, as a representative of the Board 
of Lay Activities, moved that Edgar L. Oakes be elected Conference 
Lay Leader. He was elected. 


C. M. Donaldson named Henry M. Nelson as Western District 
Lay Leader. He was confirmed by the Conference. 


G. G. Roseberry named William Wulf as Eastern District Lay 
Leader. He also was confirmed. 
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On motion of G. G. Roseberry, J. H. Coulter and Lee A. Wilbur 
were named a committee to pass on the Minutes of Saturday’s 
sessions. 


The Bishop then asked the following Disciplinary questions : 

Question 46. “What are the detailed objectives of this Conference for the 
coming year?” As stated by the Bishop it is to be the Evangelization Phase 
of the Crusade for Christ. 


Question 47. “Where shall the next session of the Conference be held?” 
C. M. Donaldson offered the following motion: “With the understanding that 
the next session of the Idaho Conference be held on the Western District, and 
as there is some uncertainty as to the time and place, we move that the 
selection of the place be left for Cabinet consideration and action.” This 
motion was carried. 


Elections—Edgar L. Oakes moved that Donald 8. Campbell be 
elected Conference Statistician for the coming year. So ordered. 


Leroy Walker moved that Leonard Clark be elected Secretary 
for the coming year. He was elected. 


It was noted that the Conference Treasurer, Irvin §. Motz, 
was previously elected for the quadrennium. 


Greetings and Appreciations—G. G. Roseberry brought to the 
attention of the Conference the fact that it is customary to receive 
an offering at the Conference Session for the Order of the Golden 
Cross. The offering was taken. 


On motion of Edgar L. Oakes, the Secretary was instructed to 
send greetings from the Conference to all the Chaplains of the 
Conference serving in the Army of the United States. 


C. G. Hannan suggested an expression of appreciation to Bishop 
Baxter for his gracious and brotherly administration. G. G. Rose- 
berry put the motion and it was anunimously carried. 


Alva Gilbert brought greetings from Dr. I. L. Shaver, in charge 
of Boise Valley Japanese work. 


Dallas McNeil suggested a hand of appreciation be given the 
“freshman” Secretary, Leonard Clark, and his able assistant, 
Lawrence H. Robinson. Such action ensued. 


J. H. Coulter moved that, following the reading of the Appoint- 
ments and any other necessary business on Sunday, this Confer- 
ence be adjourned sine die. 


The Bishop declared the meeting adjourned after which the 
Benediction was pronounced by G. W. Barnes. 


Evening Service—The evening service was presided over by 
E.R. Kaemmer. The service opened with the singing of the hymn, 
“True Hearted, Whole Hearted.’”’ Then the hymn, “O Young and 
Fearless Prophet,” was sung. L. B. Bailey led the evening prayer. 
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Necessary announcements were made and the evening offering 
was received. 


The hymn, “Blessed Assurance,” was sung. Dr. C. M. Mc- 
Connell delivered the evening address. The service closed with a 
prayer and Benediction by E. R. Kaemmer.

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
WESTERN DISTRICT 
CHARLES M. DONALDSON, District Superintendent 


Bishop Baxter and Members of the Idaho Annual Conference: 


It is with a feeling of gratitude to Almighty God who has brought us thus 
far on our way that we present this, our fifth Annual Report of work done on 
the Western District during the past conference year. The limitations of time, 
ability, and vocabulary prevent us from doing full justice to the devotion and 
labors of Pastors and Lay Members in making possible the achievements of 
the year. A complimentary statement could well be made concerning every 
pastor on the district, and then we would not be giving half the credit that 
is due. The same may be said of our loyal lay members who carry their 
responsibilities so cheerfully. They have labored—we but report the results of 
their devotion and service. Despite another grievous war year, with all of its 
burden and responsibilities, the district has made substantial progress and 
some noteworthy gains can be reported. 


Changes in Personnel—Shortly after the close of our conference a year ago, 
Dr. Forrest Ward Werts, who had completed sixteen years of successful 
service in Billings, Montana, took over the work of our First Church in Boise. 
Dr. and Mrs. Werts have met every expectation, and increasing attendance and 
far reaching plans for the future enlargement of this church attest the popu- 
larity of their ministry. 


In November, Rev. H. J. Gernhardt of Oakes, North Dakota, joined our 
ranks, taking over our important field in Nyssa. Mr. and Mrs. Gernhardt 
and son, now in the service, have already proved their worth. They have 
entered into the life of the community and have increased the far-reaching 
influence of this church, so well begun by Rev. M. H. Greenlee. Under Rev. 
Gernhardt’s leadership the Crusade quota was virtually doubled and World 
Service increased. Early in November, J. Donald Crego, who had wandered 
into a far country, saw the wisdom of returning to a land where there is food 
and fruit enough and to spare. They went out with one child—they returned 
with two—a fine son, Charles Asbury, having been born to them in Broadford, 
Virginia. We are expecting that Charles Asbury will be another Circuit Rider 
of the Rockies. They were assigned to our church in Wallowa and have had 
a most successful year. 


When Rev. and Mrs. Zeller left, Haines and North Powder were without - 
a pastor for several months, until Owen McDonald, a new recruit for the 
ministry, was secured for this challenging but difficult field. For his first 
year in the ministry, Rev. McDonald has made an excellent record. His wife, 
who happens to be the sister of Mrs. LeRoy Walker, has proved a real help- 
mate in the parsonage and church life. In December, Rev. H. G. Cowdrick 
transferred to Garfield, Washington, leaving Vale to be supplied. Shortly after 
this transfer, the Christian Church burned, and the pastor and congregation 
asked for the privilege of worshiping with the Methodists—they to furnish 
the preacher—we the buildings. The arrangement has proved quite satis- 
factory to both parties. 


The expected transfer of two men to the Idaho Conference, we trust will 
strengthen the work on the Western District—Oscar Anglin—who has a good 
record in the Missouri Conference, and Logan Pruitt, a son-in-law of Rev. 
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George Barnes, who has held several pastorates in the Ohio Conference, 
expect to come early in the new conference year. 


Supply Pastors—In Eagle and Collister, Harvey Peterson and bride have 
enjoyed a very fruitful ministry. Under their leadership the work has 
progressed until both of these churches desire the services of a full-time 
minister. Harvey has received a scholarship from Boston University and 
plans to enter there this fall. Word comes from Jim Allen that he will 
complete his work in Boston the coming year and expects to return to the Idaho 
Conference. It now appears that the tide is turning and some recruits for our 
ministry becoming available. Raymond Short, Melvin Finkbeiner, and Clyde 
Dollar are now in school, with expectations of returning to Idaho. Local 
preachers’ licenses have recently been granted to Burl Wychoff, Bill Cates, 
and Morris Foote, now in the service as Chaplains’ assistants. Don Emmel, 
Floyd Cummings, and James White have been granted Exhorters’ licenses. 
James White, son of Rey. and Mrs. Floyd White, has taken over our work in 
Elgin and, by his devotion and enthusiasm, is breathing new life into this 
charge. Our hope for the ministry and our hope for Methodism centers in 
these young men who are just starting the long stiff climb to the goal of “good 
ministers of Jesus Christ.” 


Retired Men—The District has been wondrously blessed by men in the 
Retired Relation who do not seem to tire or retire. W. W. Deal. completes his 
twenty-sixth year in Southside Boulevard, with the usual amount of church 
improvements and invitation to return for another year. 


George Archer, in Richland, has made more calls than any other preacher 
on the district, and his charge was the first over the top for the Crusade. 
Wm. J. Luscombe supplied our church in Weiser for the first half of the year, 
and then in our Whitney Bench field is bringing a new church organization 
into being, with six baptisms and fifteen members received. On May 6, 
5. E. Garver, a wearer of the Golden Cross, after a long and active life in 
the ministry, passed from the Church Militant to the Church Triumphant. 
In the absence of a resident pastor, he was directing the Crusade for Christ 
in Weiser when called to his reward—the “Well done, good and faithful 
servant, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 


Our Church Schools—When the reports of last year showed a slump in 
Church School enrollment and attendance, it became the plan and purpose 
of pastors and District Superintendents that this must not happen again. 
This year nearly every school will show an increase. While no large gains are 
recorded, steady, persistent efforts all along the line indicate real progress 
is being made. The emphasis on adult attendance and Home Departments 
have helped in this advance, but the real hope for the future lies in the increase 
in Cradle Roll. We rejoice in the fact that some of our parsonage homes are 
adding to this total—a baby girl was born to Rey. and Mrs. Mortensen in 
Boise; a baby boy, Charles Asbury, to Rev. and Mrs. Crego, and latest arrival, 
a young deaconess, Elizabeth Ann Ruth, to Rev. and Mrs. Lawrence Robinson 
in New Meadows. The Training School for Department Leaders planned for 
Caldwell, under the leadership of experts from our Board, should aid us in 


our school advance. 


Organizations—In effectiveness of organization in plan and program and 
accomplishment, the Woman’s Society of Christian Service leads the way. 
Space does not permit a full report on the activities and contributions of the 
women of our churches. Wesleyan Service Guilds are being organized and 
children’s work developed on many of our charges. Boise Woman’s Society of 
Christian Service, closely followed by Caldwell, Payette, Meridian, Nampa, 
Ontario, and LaGrande. . 

Methodist Men’s Groups have been organized in Eagle, Caldwell, Nampa, 


tte, Ontario, Emmett, Nyssa, and Fruitland. Sub-District Rallies have 
oo held regularly on the Payette, Boise, and LaGrande Sub-Districts, cli- 
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maxing in the great annual Men’s Rally in Caldwell, addressed by Bishop 
Baxter, on March 15. 


The Methodist Youth Groups—Our young people have not been neglected in 
the work of the year. While the enlistment of seventeen- and eighteen-year-old 
lads from our high school have seriously affected the work in many churches, a 
very fine mid-winter institute was held in Baker with O. L. Kendall as Dean, 
and enthusiastic rallies have been held in Cove, Union, John Day, Payette, 
Nyssa, and Ontario. Our young people attended the two institutes held during 
last summer with O. L. Kendall as Dean, and at Payette Lakes, with LeRoy 
Walker as Dean. An older group held a three-day institute at Ponderosa on 
Payette Lakes, with Ray Mortensen as Dean. 


Another Organization—On many charges the organization of young mar- 
ried folks into Mr. and Mrs. Clubs, or often named groups, have given new 
inspiration to the work. LaGrande, Union, Baker, Prairie City, Ontario, 
Fruitland, Emmett, and Immanuel are recognizing the need and the value of 
such organizations. 


Achievements—Probably the top achievement of the year was the securing 
of cash and subscriptions for the payment of the long-standing indebtedness 
of $7,965.00 on our. church in Cascade. The church building was overbuilt, the 
interest had been allowed to accumulate through the years until it nearly 
equalled the original debt of $4,000.00, many of the families which had helped 
build the church had moved or passed away. The present membership is small 
and not abundant in resources. Rev. and Mrs. Newman did their best to give 
leadership and direction. The Board of Missions and Church Extension 
promised $1,725.00 as a gift and sent Albert Adams from their staff of 
solicitors to direct the campaign. Friends of the church throughout Cascade . 
and Long Valley were solicited and a total of $4,966.00 secured. The District 
Superintendent with the help of Edson Deal secured $1,280.00 in the Boise 
Valley, friends in Caldwell, Nampa, Meridian, and Boise lending a helping 
hand. Cash to the amount of $3,500.00 has already been sent to the Board, 
leaving $2,736.00 yet to be paid from among subscribers. 


A second achievement of note is the progress made toward our church 
building in Ontario. Under the resourceful leadership of Mark Lloyd, the 
membership has been greatly strengthened and a plan of regular systematic 
giving, with the building in mind, has been instituted. Through subscriptions 
and cash, a fund of well over eight thousand dollars has been secured. Just 
as soon as building restrictions are lifted, this long-dreamed-of sanctuary 
will become a reality. 


Another achievement is the complete remodeling and rebuilding of the pipe 
organ and chancel of our church in Caldwell. Dr. Hertzog, with the help of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Oakes, Mr. Beal, and other kindred minds in the church 
has brought this to pass, without indebtedness, at an approximate cost of 
$7,000.00, besides meeting in full the world service asking and the Crusade 
quota of $2,500.00. Rev. LeRoy Walker in Nampa has also had an achieving 
year. The Crusade quota of $5,000.00 was over subscribed, the World Service 
asking more than met. Rooms under the old section of the church, excavated 
for Boy Scout activities, and a contract involving more than $8,000.00 let 
for a new pipe organ and remodeling of the choir loft. 


An achievement of significance in our rural field in Pyle Valley has been 
the moving of our church from a barren, wind-swept hill to a central location 


near the school. The cost of moving, rebuilding with a full-si 
is estimated at $1,500.00. 3 Pip UNIO ABIES 


Other im rovements to be noted are the improvements in church and 
parsonage in Weiser; redecoration, new steps and shingles in our church, First 
Church, in LaGrande, I. S. Motz, pastor. A new coat of stucco for our La- 
Grande Fir St. Church has made of this formerly drab church a regular white 
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temple for Floyd White, the pastor. Baker has moved steadily forward 
under the leadership of O. L. Kendall. New carpets and a new spirit add to 
the esteem in which this church is now held. Payette, Nyssa, and Fruitland 
have had splendid years, and in each case the salary has been increased and 
the pastor invited back for the coming year. In fact, one of the most 
encourging signs on the district is the well-nigh unanimous invitations to 
pastors to return and increase in salaries voted on nearly every charge. 


Immanuel Church, Boise, Ray Mortensen, pastor, is in the midst of a 
remodeling plan. The church basement is being fitted up for a social and 
recreational program and plans for improving the acoustics are being worked 
out. In New Meadows where Lawrence Robinson holds forth, the parsonage 
has been completed, and now an artesian well is the chief desire. Other of our 
churches have caught the spirit of improvement and have added without or 
within to church plants. These various improvements for the year will total 
about $17,000.00. 


Crusade and World Service—If the Western District needed a clean-cut 
objective and challenging program for the year, it was amply met in the five- 
fold program of the Crusade for Christ. An aroused church concerned about 
an Enduring Peace, Church School Enrollment and Attendance, Evangelism, 
Stewardship, and the Rebuilding of a War-Torn, Suffering World, has meant 
a Revitalized Church. In the campaign for twenty-five million, the amount 
Idaho was to raise was fixed at $46,925.00. Of this amount, the Eastern Dis- 
trict assumed $22,445, the Western District $24,480. The Crusade quota was 
virtually doubled by the asking for our conference claimants endowment fund 
of $40,000. This meant some sacrificial giving on the part of our smaller 
supply charges of which the Western District, alas, has many. The quotas 
were based upon the number of active members reported in our last conference 
minutes. This has led not only to a searching of hearts on the district but also 
to a keen searching of church records. This will mean, we fear, quite a 
decrease in the report of active membership for this year as compared with a 
year ago. On all of our charges, pastors and lay members responded heroi- 
cally. In cash, designated gift subscriptions, and assurance made by official 
boards, a total of $24,529.00 toward our share of the twenty-five million was 
secured and the Endowment Fund secured. We are deeply grateful to the 
stronger churches. 


Among the smaller charges, Richland, closely followed by Cove, led the 
way, while the Rocky Mountain Circuit gave four times the amount assigned. 
Our Circuit Rider continues to ride forth, a modern Crusader for Christ. 


The fact that the Eastern District went over the top by a splendid margin, 
enabled the Bishop to report the Idaho Conference as over much earlier than 
otherwise would have been possible. Some Crusade Rallies and attention to 
collection of subscriptions will be necessary if we are to report the full amount 
in by January 31, 1946. 


World Service—Last year the Western District reported again in World 
Service giving of over 50 per cent. This year while early reports from the 
charges indicate we will hold the gains made last year. 


Only the fact that all of our church schools are now observing World 
Service Sunday the fourth Sunday of each month, and the regular use of the 
missionary end of our budget envelopes, have enabled us to hold steady on 
our missionary giving. 


Attention is now being focused on the next great Crusade objective, that 
of Evangelism—As we met the call in the financial campaign, so now we 
must not fail in this effort to win men and women, boys and girls for the 
Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour. In this campaign it will not be by might, 
nor by power, but by the movement of His Spirit in the hearts and lives of 
men. The fields are already white for the harvest. Let us pray the Lord of 
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the Harvest to send forth workers unto the harvest field and by God’s Grace, 
let each of us say, “Send me.” 


Our Japanese Work—Under the capable leadership of Dr. Shaver, Miss 
Peet, and Miss Findley, our work with our Japanese friends continues to grow. 
Many of our American Japanese have entered the service of this country and 
already gold stars are appearing on their service flags. 


Notations—A district meeting and three sub-district meetings were held 
during the year. Laymen’s Sunday was observed with some fine addresses by 
our laymen. A number of church school rallies were held with good results. At 
least eight church vacation schools have been planned for this spring and 
summer. Now, interest is being centered in the Training School planned for 
the College of Idaho in Caldwell, June 20-22. Nine of our pastors attended the 
Pastors’ Training School in Tacoma last summer and a number have already 
asked to be included in the number of this year. 


Gratitude and Thanks—Deep appreciation is felt for the loyal co-operation 
and help accorded us by the Bishop, the ministers and their wives in our 
parsonage homes, and the devoted laymen who serve so faithfully in our 
churches. As Kipling so keenly observes: 


“Tt ain’t the guns or armaments 
Nor the army as a whole 

It’s the everlasting team work 
Of every blooming soul.” 


We are grateful to our Bishop for his splendid, undeviating leadership. 
He has visited our district more times than we had any right to ask or expect. 
Under the leadership of one who is always at the front of every engagement 
we dare not shirk or falter. We have enjoyed the counsel and co-operation of 
leaders from our general church boards. Dr. Chaming Richardson, Dr. F. W. 
Mueller, Dr. E. K. Vliet, Dr. Perry Hanson, Dr. Ezra Cox, and leaders from 
our Board of Education have aided us greatly. We would also bear tribute 
to our book concern and to the Christian, Advocate under Dr. Roy Smith. 


_ We have enjoyed the fellowship and co-operation of the District Super- 
intendent of the Eastern District. This adds greatly to the spirit and 
brotherly good will of the Idaho Conference. May that fine spirit of fellow- 
ship, and with God’s Spirit leading us on, we will face the program of the 
coming year as a united group of men and women whose only desire is to exalt 
our Christ, and whose only aim is to do His will. May it be said of us: 


“Like a mighty army moves the church of God 
Brothers we are treading where the saints have trod. 
We are not divided, all one body we, 

One in hope and doctrine, one in Charity.”

€ work tor the year, yet I cannot give you the full st itho 
he Mie iaeelee Nd give y e full story of the year without 
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_ The Crusade for Christ claimed our attention early in the Church year. 
Bishop Baxter appointed me to serve on the Committee of Two Hundred. That 
Committee met in Chicago the last of July. From that time on we all had 
extra work to do along with our pastoral and the administrative duties. All 
Bishops and District Superintendents went to a Crusade meeting in St. Louis 
in September. The plan for conducting the Crusade was presented. The plan 
for the financial part of the Crusade for Christ was to begin at once. This 
was a great task and all realized that whatever else was planned, this financial 
emphasis of the Crusade was to have first place in our prayers and our efforts. 


A District Conference was held at Rupert where the final plans were made 
and accepted. The Idaho Falls church, under the able direction of their pastor, 
Dr. Carl M. Davidson, began on their combined campaign November 1. They 
were the first to raise their quota. Other churches raised theirs in rapid 
succession, until all but two had gone over the top. On February 8 we were 
thirty-five dollars over the top. Today the total pledges and cash amount to 
$43, 640. The total cash, $34,058. 


Our district could not wait on the Crusade program so we started urging 
an increase in our Church School in 1948. The efforts on the district have 
been rewarded each year. Last year our net increase over the year before was 
24 in average attendance. This year more churches have responded and our 
increase is registered in more than twenty churches. The average attendance 
for the district this year is 128, 56 per cent increase over last year. I believe 
our church schools could increase in enrollment and attendance each year for 
the next four years. 


Our Church School increases have been brought about first, by the hard 
work of our pastors and the church people who are interested in the religious 
instruction of our children, youth, and young adults. 


This work was further helped by the one day Church School Conferences 
held over the district first by Miss Lucy Foreman, and later Miss Mary 
Skinner, from the National Board of Education in Nashville, Tennessee. The 
Conference and District officers, with Rev. M. H. Greenlee, have helped greatly. 
I have taught in two of the Leadership Training Schools of the district. One 
at Twin Falls and the other at Idaho Falls. Several others were held over the 
district. 


Personals—Don Ian Smith, his wife Betty, and daughter Heather, came to 
our Salmon Federated Church early in July. Don has successfully started 
on a fruitful ministry there. Donald Nothdurft came to Pocatello to do special 
religious war work in the city. He did that well for the summer. On September 
1, he became the pastor at Glenns Ferry. The work is progressing nicely there. 


Sickness came in the late winter to the Ashton parsonage. We are glad to 
report that Mrs. Luscher is much improved. 


Manfred Carter was called to Maine early in the year by the death of his 
father. We regret that Manfred is going back to Maine. 


All of us extend our sympathy to T. O. and Mrs. Hill because of the death 
of their daughter Ruth, whose memorial service was held only last Sunday, 
June 3. 


H. G. Luscombe became ill and transferred out of the Conference in 
October. 


Youth Work—Our Institute last July was attended by a large, serious- 
minded group of youth and ably directed by the splendid faculty. Several 
youth rallies were held over the district during the year. We hope that the 
war will soon be over and this work will enjoy a greater response. It is very 
difficult to carry on that work during this war. 
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Improvements on Property—That ever active Wendell-Hagerman charge 
did about $1,200 in building and improvements. There is still much more to 
do on that church. 


Charles Luscher no sooner arrived in Ashton than he began to rebuild the 
parsonage. It cost $2300 and now the parsonage is new, modern, and warm. 


The Shoshone church celebrated its sixtieth anniversary Sunday, June 3. 
The church there has this year been reshingled and remade inside. It is now 
among the most worshipful sanctuaries in the Idaho Conference. They need 
more Sunday school room. 


The Shelley church has spent about $500 improving their church basement. 
The Burley church has Sten more than $3,000 in improving and beautifying 
their church property and indeed they can worship the Lord in the beauty of 
holiness. 


Aberdeen, Castleford, Gooding, Idaho Falls, Pocatello, Salmon, Wendell, 
Hagerman, and Kimberly are planning extensive building and repairs in the 
near future. 


Pocatello has raised $7,000 to either build, or buy a parsonage. Salmon 
spent $1200 remodeling their parsonage. 


Evangelism—The Conference Secretary of Evangelism, Brooks Moore, has 
been preparing the next emphasis of the Crusade for Christ by asking each 
minister to make a special effort in Evangelism at Easter time. The results 
have been gratifying in the churches where real efforts were made. The 
Hagerman church shows a 50 per cent increase in membership this year. They 
had set a goal of 20 per cent increase. 


Guests on our District—Perry Hansen of China came and helped us in 
December with our Crusade. He visited a number of the churches and helped 
greatly with the Crusade. : 


Bishop Bruce R. Baxter came to our District early in the fall and spoke in 
five churches in two days. His presence was a spiritual lift and an indispen- 
sable help in organizing the Crusade for Christ in our churches. 


Dr. Ezra Cox of the Board of Missions spoke in several of our churches 
and spent an enjoyable day in the preaching mission at the Hunt camp. 


Dr. C. K. Vliet of the Mission Board was in eight of our churches and 
helped us greatly just at the time when we needed help in finally putting our 
churches over the top in our Crusade fund. 


Woman’s Society of Christian Service—The Executive Meeting of the 
Woman’s Society of Christian Service which was held in Pocatello in October 
was the beginning of increased activity in the women’s work of our churches. 
The influence of this organization is being felt more and more in the churches 
where it is well organized. The Woman’s Society will become increasingly 
effective as the chapters become more fully organized. 


Your District Superintendent helped the pastor organize the women of his 
church the last week of the Conference year, in the Salmon church. 


One of the society’s most helpful accomplishments is the church calling and 
ees pets it does. The Woman’s Society of the Blackfoot church made 
over calls. 


The women’s work is being strengthened in nearly all of the churches. 
one of the churches would find it difficult to carry on if it were not for the 
societies. 


World Service and Finance—It is worthy of mention to note that the lay- 
men of the District have had great faith ih the benevolent giving on the part 
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of the membership of the church. Without their faith and tireless efforts 
World Service and money on the Crusade would not have been raised as it was 
on the District. The World Service giving last year was $6,856, while this 
year it was $8,008. 


This sum was given while in the same year $34,058 was given on the Cru- 
sade. Our church membership has responded magnificently. 


Eighteen of the churches are increasing the salaries for next year from 
one hundred to five hundred dollars. There may be more when the final 
Ny (ain ae are made. These increases build morale greatly in the ministers’ 

amilies. 


Not many business concerns can say that their obligations through the 
year have been met in larger percentages than the way the obligations of the 
church have been met this year. 


Our Emphasis for Next Year—As I understand the need of the District 
for the immediate future, I would suggest that we place emphasis on: 


1. More work on the Church School in our church. 


2. That each church set a goal for increase in church membership through 
evangelism. 


8. Promote stewardship training. 
4, Promote a church program for men. 
5. Improve church and parsonage properties. 


Conclusion—I have been impressed this whole year with the importance of 
a positive faith and a boldness in Christian living. This is especially needed 
on the part of each minister. Let us each cultivate a more positive and con- 
structive attitude. “Let us turn stumbling stones into stepping stones” for 
“Pessimists never are in demand and never become great leaders of humanity.” 


Nothing produces results like hard work and well planned use of time. 
Many of our churches are small, but each minister can find more work to do 
than he can get done on his parish. 


Jesus said “Whatsoever you ask in my name I will do it.” Let us live 
boldly and claim this promise. 


I close with the words of an old prayer which can easily be the prayer for 
each minister, layman, and congregation: 


“Lord, give us faith to accept the things 
Which we cannot change. 

Give us courage to change the things 
Which can be changed. ; 

And give us wisdom to know the difference 
Between these things. 


May God richly bless each one and use us in building His kingdom among 
men. 
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B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 


1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The facilities of the Conference Board of Education have been used this 
year to boost the Crusade for Christ, especially in our church schools. Many 
letters have been written and sent together with special literature to encourage 
our ministers and lay workers to increase the church school enrollment and 
attendance. These efforts have not been in vain. In October Miss Lucy Fore- 
man visited many charges in both districts in the interest of church schools, 
and in November Miss Mary Skinner spent several days helping our district 
and conference workers with their tasks. 


While there must be no let up in our efforts to increase church school 
attendance, we should lay stress on evangelism in the church schools this year 
which accords with the national plan for the Crusade for Christ. Our national 
editors and writers are giving us unlimited materials in our various publica- 
tions, to let us show our appreciation by wisely using these valuable helps. 
Our religious literature remains the best in its field and should be used in 
every church school. ; 


We gave assistance to Miss Alice Brown of Prairie City, Oregon, to attend 
the National Youth Conference in Kansas City last August, which we were 
happy to do. By vote of the Conference Board, both the Executive Secretary 
and the Assistant Executive Secretary attended the National Conference on 
Christian Education at Nashville, Tennessee, and several delegates and 
workers were sent to Portland to attend the Summer Agencies Conference and 
the Conference on Recreation. These conferences are of much worth to our 
district and conference workers, and will prove a wise investment of our funds. 


We have planned two Christian Workers’ Schools to be held this month. 
The first at Albion June 17-19, the other at Caldwell at the College of Idaho, 
June 20-22. Three national workers will lead us in these schools, which are 
for selected workers only. Our summer institutes will be held and attendance 
should be encouraged. 


Observance of Rally Day with a special offering for the work of Christian 
Education was encouraging this past year, but some of our schools did not 
respond as they should. We urge every pastor to see that his school co-operates 
fully in this important effort this year. Many daily vacation church schools 
have been held over the conference. It has been said that a pupil will learn 
more in two weeks at vacation church school than in six months of regular 
church school attendance. Plan this work early so that an adequate program 
may be worked out. We owe it to our young people and to our educational 
institutions to acquaint our high school graduates with our church schools 
ae Paes and free literature to this end may be had from the Executive 

ecretary. 


We deeply appreciate the presence of Prof. J. A. Greene, representative of 
the National Board of Education, at this conference, and the help he has 
rendered to our board meetings and in public gatherings. 


After much prayerful deliberation, the Board of Education of this con- 
ference has, by unanimous vote, decided to put a full-time Executive Secretary 
in the Idaho Conference. We earnestly solicit the co-operation of the con- 
ference in this effort and respectfully request the Cabinet that Donald S. 
Campbell be appointed to this position. 


We express our hearty appreciation for the good work of M. H. Greenlee in 
paving the way for the employment of a full-time Executive Secretary in this 
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conference; for his untiring work in promotion within our conference and his 
spirit of co-operation in every way. He has had a difficult task doing his 
pastoral work and that of an Executive Secretary at the same time; he has 
wrought well and prepared the church and the church school for the larger 
task to follow.

2. REPORT OF THE PEACE COMMISSION 


Methodists have always faced the problems of the day in the light of the 
teachings of Jesus. Today we must win world peace in His way. 


(1) We commend the church for its zeal in taking the initiative of awaken- 
ing the people to the need of a just and enduring peace and for its continued 
efforts in shaping national and international policies. We urge the continuance 
of the education of our people in the problems of peace through the leadership 
and publications of the various departments of our church. We, therefore, 
commend our World Peace Commission for its efficient and persistent 
endeavors. 


(2) We favor adequate defense of our country but we go on record as op- 
posing compulsory peace-time military conscription. We, therefore urge our 
people that they immediately write to their national representatives urging 
their opposition to universal peace-time military conscription. We recognize 
the great need of physical and disciplinary training of our youth, but we 
believe that it can be accomplished through our homes, schools, and churches. 


(3) We recognize that continuing racial and economic barriers are tension 
points that can result in another war. We urge that the church take the lead 
in helping races to understand each other, in protecting minority groups, and 
in safeguarding for others the freedoms we hold dear for ourselves. 


Permanent peace cannot come, ultimately, until the principles of the 
Prince of Peace become our personal possession and permeate the social fabric 
of our civilization.

Beginning early in the fall every church in Methodism will receive the 
working plans for making 1946 the great year of Evangelism. From the 
general church the plans will come to the areas, conferences, districts, sub- 
districts, charges, and to each and every local church. Only as pastor and 
laymen consecrate themselves anew to this first-priority mission of the church 
will success be given. 


A million new Methodists, and five hundred new Methodist churches in 
1946 is the goal. God grant that we may exceed that goal, and be instrumental 
in bringing about a world-awakening consciousness of man’s need for God, 
and indeed, His need for us.

4, REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 


The urgency of a militant prosecution of intemperance in all its forms is 


greater today than at any time in the colorful history of our church in its 
challenge to evil. 


It is definitely not the desire of the present Committee on Tem eranc 
ae e to 
submit just another report of a study of the temperance problem ne become 
filler for the Annual Conference Minutes, but to present for earnest con- 
sideration of a long range program, dedicated to aggressive action, trusting 
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that it will continue to influence the leaders in this conference to exert a 

concentrated effort to stem a rising threat of moral-and spiritual disintegra- 

a a the homes, the communities and lives of people to which they minister. 
erefore: 


_ 1. Believing that the pastors and laymen of our Conference are generally 
indifferent to the point of gross neglect of a most serious problem in their 
failure to propogate temperance education in their church bodies, the com- 
mittee recommends that each church plan a monthly emphasis of temperance 
instruction through the medium of literature, lectures, study groups, and 
visual aids in all departments of the church activities. 


2. Believing that the use of pledge cards is highly useful in the building 
of moral resolves, it is recommended that all children in our church school, 
including the youth, shall be encouraged to sign a pledge of total abstinence 
of liquor, narcotics, and all other unwholesome practices. 


8. Believing that social legislation is a powerful means of providing 
social protection for those inclined to the indulgence of social habits that 
degrade the spirit and body, we urge all pastors and laymen to study and take 
aggressive position in the support of the State Allied Civic Forces in its efforts 
to control the use of liquor, slot machines, and other vehicles that rob families 
and desecrate the spiritual natures of men. 


Furthermore, helieving that the Allied Civic Forces of the state of Idaho 
and the Anti-Liquor League of Oregon state are worthy institutions that merit 
our support, we recommend a like amount of funds be provided these organiza- 
tions as allowed the year preceding this. 


These recommendations, heartily endorsed by the Temperance Committee, 
are submitted with the faith and trust that every member in our great church 
will never cease to become vigilant to the evil of liquor and other forms of 
intemperance in his church and community and will undertake by the help 
of God during this ensuing Conference year to make a more vigorous effort 
to check all forms of intemperate living through education, prayer, and 
aggressive action.

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VII. MEMOIRS 


JOHN EDWARD GARVER 


John Edward Garver was born at Noblesville, Indiana, on November 30, 
1870, the son of Judge William and Eliza Garver, being the youngest of eight 
children, all of whom preceded him in death. He was graduated from the law 
school of the University of Indiana in 1895. He was married to Cordelia G. 
Tate July 1, 1895. There were born to this union two sons, Robert Wiliam 
Garver of Camas, Washington, and Leonard Ray Garver of Walla Walla, 
Washington. He practised law for several years in Indiana, principally at 
Noblesville, and served one term as Prosecuting Attorney of Hamilton County, 
Indiana. 


He entered the Ministry of the Methodist Church in 1903 and his first 
charge was at Roubaix, South Dakota. He came to the Idaho Conference in 
1904, and served as pastor at Prairie City, Oregon. After several years he 
transferred to what was then the Columbia River Conference, and served at 
Waitsburg, Clarkston, Goldendale, and other places, returning to the Idaho 
Conference in 1924, and served at American Falls, Immanuel Church in Boise, 
and other places, coming to Weiser in 1934, where he served as pastor for four 
years. 


In 1938 he retired from the ministry, and in November of said year he was 
elected judge of the Probate Court of Washington County, Idaho, in which 
position he continued until his death, having been elected for his fourth term - 
in November, 1944. Judge Garver had been admitted to the bar and had prac- 
tised law for a time in Indiana, Oregon, and Idaho. He died at 3:00 a. m. on 
May 5, 1945, at the age of 74 years, 5 months, and 5 days. He is survived by 
his widow and two sons and three grandsons, Robert William Garver, Jr., and 
John Rex Garver, both of Camas, and Richard Ray Garver of Walla Walla. 


He was converted in Indiana and joined the Methodist Church in Nobles- 
ville at the age of 17. He was a man of strong convictions and very determined. 
He was always interested in trying to make conditions better wherever he 
lived, and was especially interested in the welfare of the young people of the 
communities in which he resided. He was a faithful and devoted husband and 
father, and took great pride in his home, his family, his work, and his God. 


His funeral was conducted on Monday, May 7, from the Deal Memorial 
Church in Weiser, Idaho, the last church he served as pastor, by the Rev. 
W. W. Deal, the founder of the Deal Church and a long time friend 
of the deceased. Dr. Deal was assisted by the Rev. G. W. Barnes of Boise, 
Rev. W. J. Luscombe of Meridian, and the Rev. H. S. Hamilton of Nampa, and 
the Rev. Leroy Walker of the First Church of Nampa. Music was rendered 
by Mrs. Mable Cope Smith, a soloist of the home church who had served in 
the music department while Mr. Garver was the pastor. 


His body was conveyed to Walla Walla, Washington, where interment 
took place on May 9. Graveside services were conducted by the Rev. Switzer, 
former friend and associate of Dr. Deal during the early years of the century 
in the Idaho Conference, both having been pastor at McEH win, Oregon. 
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RUTH HILL SEDIG 


Ruth Hill, daughter of the Rev. T. O. and Mrs. Nellie Hill, was born 
February 9, 1922, at University Park, Iowa. The family later moved to South 
Dakota, and still later to Bance, Nebraska, where she attended high school. 
The Hill family moved to American Falls in 1941, where Brother Hill became 
pastor of our Methodist Church there. 


Miss Hill was married to Stanley M. Sedig on October 25, 1941, at Ameri- 
ean Falls. Soon after their marriage, Mr. Sedig entered the armed forces. 
She accompanied him to bases in Florida and Washington state, then returned 
to American Falls to reside with her parents. 


Besides her parents and husband, she is survived by four brothers and 
sisters: Lawrence Hill of Milwaukee, Wisconsin; S 1/e Frank T. Hill, U.S. 
Navy, Treasure Island, California; Mrs. Thomas Rice, of Kirkland, Washing- 
ton; and Mrs. A. R. Glasner, White Rock, South Dakota. 


Mrs. Sedig passed away on Thursday, May 81, 1945, at an American Falls 
hospital, following a lingering illness. Funeral services were conducted on 
Sunday, June 3, 1945, at the Methodist Church in American Falls, by Dr.

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 

ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 

ARTICLE IJI—AlIl members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 

ARTICLE IV—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 

jelected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 
and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 
given the day before. 

BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 

2-——The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 

38—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
date received. } 

4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors. 

5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. —

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 322-327. Special attention on the 
part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks, and 
examinations as contained therein. 

2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. : : 

8—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. 
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4—All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 

5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 

6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 A.M. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 Noon, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth Leagues, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pastor, 
the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the co-opera- 
tion of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 


4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 
by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 


_6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking re- 
ception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 


pwc on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these Conference 
ules. 


9, No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations 
or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training. . 


10. The Conference relation of any member may be brought u i 
sion only in Ministerial Executive session. Ms . eek

E. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. . 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 

The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 

This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
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tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing: shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shali consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 


e. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 


It. is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


. a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 

ce. By encouraging ithe charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances ini i 
support and ministerial efficiency. A pn 


e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standard i i 
for admission into the Conference. : e ae 


f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. age ar

F. REPORT ON THE COLLEGE OF IDAHO 


Each year the invitation to report on The College of Idaho to the Methodist 
Conference is received with a great deal of pleasure and appreciation. This 
year I had looked forward to being present to meet many good friends and to 
deliver the report in person. A lingering head cold, the effects of the rigors of 
commencement week, and the work ahead for my Sunday assignment at Dr. 
Wert’s church have led me to give up the Burley trip, and I am asking Mr. 
Oakes, trustee of the College and chairman of the College’s Finance Com- 
mittee, to present my report. I am disappointed not to make the trip but feel 
that under the circumstances I can be of greater use to the Methodists by 
making adequate preparation for Dr. Wert’s assignment than by attending the 
Conference. 

Under prevailing conditions, our chief cause of concern during the past 
year has been the problem of current financial operations. Student enrollment 
(199) was somewhat less than 50 per cent of peace-time normal, resulting in 
a corresponding decrease in revenues from student fees. In spite of these 
handicaps, income for current operations exceeded expenses by $3,947.10. 
The total indebtedness of the College has been reduced by the modest sum of 
$9,800. There is a substantial balance in the general fund, including reserve 
carried over from the previous year (1943-44) so that the College’s current 
financial position is a strong and encouraging one. 

The chief explanation for this favorable record under adverse conditions is 
the generous response to the College’s program of annual giving known as 
living endowment. Gifts received for this fund amounted to $30,137.06 as com- 
pared with $20,503.98 for the year 1943-44. The number of gifts rose to 437 as 
compared with 342. 

Gifts for the year for all purposes and from all sources amount to ap- 
proximately $94,700. A substantial portion of the total represents the special 
giving of Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Simplot of Caldwell who during the past two 
years have built up a fund for postwar building purposes which now stands at 
$60,000 not including accumulated interest. 

One special feature of the year was the inclusion in the student body of 
cadet nurses from the Mercy Hospital, Nampa, who spent the second semester 
in residence on the campus pursuing college-level work in accordance with the 
requirements of the government program. These hospitals. will send their 
entering classes, a total of 40 to 50 girls, for the summer session commencing 
June 11. These hospitals are: The Mercy Mospital, Nampa; St. Anthony’s 
Hospital, Pocatello; and the Pocatello General Hospital. - 

A visitation committee representing the Presbyterian Synod of Idaho and 
consisting of Dr. G. L. Clark of Twin Falls and W. O. Benthin of Grangeville 
spent a day on the campus. This committee will make its report to Synod next 
autumn. The members expressed a very strong feeling that the Presbyterian 
churches were missing a great opportunity by not directing more of their 
young people toward the College of Idaho. Perhaps they were aware that the 
Methodists had the jump on them in this respect. (There were 48 Methodist 
students, 36 Presbyterians.) ; ; 

The College is looking forward to receiving the Methodist Church School 
Workers Conference on the campus, June 20-22, and we hope that next June 
the Southern Idaho Conference may convene here. : 

I am happy to have this opportunity to thank all of those who during the 
past year have aided the College and co-operated with us in the work of 
carrying forward an enterprise dedicated to the service of the churches in this 


area. .

FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday Evening, June 4, 1946 


The sixty-third session of the Idaho Annual Conference was 
called to order by Bishop Baxter at 7:45 p.m. in the First Metho- 
dist Church, Boise, Idaho. After singing Hymn 287, “A Charge 
to Keep I Have,” Bishop Baxter read a brief scripture and led 
in prayer. 

Leonard Clark, Secretary, appointed Lawrence Robinson and 
Quincy Murphree as assistants. They were approved. 


Transfers—The Bishop announced the transfers of: Asmond

C. M. Donaldson moved that the bar of the conference be set 
as the first six rows. Motion carried. 
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On motion of G. G. Roseberry the secretary was instructed to 
appoint a committee of two to read the journal, approve and 
report to the conference. 

P. C. Bent was named Postmaster for the Conference. 

On motion of W. H. Hertzog, Leroy Walker was named to rep- 
resent the religious press and in connection with Mrs. S. C. 
Vandenburg of First Church, the secular and local press. 


Elections—Don Campbell nominated Don Crego to be the Statis- 
tician, thereby resigning as Statistician himself. He, Don Crego, 
was elected.

SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
June 5, 1946, Wednesday Morning

of the Cross” followed by the scripture and prayer by the leader.

Note was made that Dr. Ezra Cox of the General 
Board of Mission, was present Tuesday evening and Wednesday 
morning. After announcements the benediction was pronounced by 
Charles Fisher. 


Clinic—W ednesday afternoon, the conference secretary of Evan- 
gelism, Brooks Moore, through courtesy of radio station KIDO 
and its helper, Mr. Pack, presented two of the first of the Upper 
Room Parish radio transcriptions. He outlined the steps necessary 
to initiate the program in a local community, and explained that it 
was planned to have this 15-minute weekly program presented 
over es stations all over the country and over a national hookup 
as well. 


Banquet—A turkey banquet, in honor of the Veterans of the 
Golden Cross, with Edson Deal, as toastmaster was held at six 
o’clock. The program was presented by the “PKs” (the preachers’ 
kids) with Miss Marion Barnes, Homer Deal, Wynn Luscombe, 
Mrs. Ruth Hamilton Biggs, Mrs. Frances Helman Ludlow and 
Bob Gibb, featuring the dinner entertainment. The Bishop intro- 
duced Rev. George A. Landon, a retired minister of Pacific North- 
west Conference.

THIRD DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Thursday Morning, June 6, 1946

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Order of the Day—H. G. McCallister moved that the order of 
the day be made the report of the Conference Board of Education 
following the Corporate Session. 


Introductions—The Bishop presented George A. Landen, of 
Riverside, California, retired member of the Pacific Northwest 
Conference (1895-1897), who spoke of his experiences here. Dr. 
Tippett was formally presented by the Bishop and mention was 
made of his book, “The Desires of a Religious Man,” for sale in the 
bookstore. Dr. Tippett spoke briefly. 


Bishop Baxter announced receipt of a letter from C. R. Hauden- 
scheild, retired brother, in Los Angeles, and a letter of recommen- 
dation from his pastor, Bob Shuler, with a check from Brother 
Haudenschield for $25.00. G. G. Roseberry moved that the money 
be placed in the Retired Ministers’ Fund. Motion carried, Receipt 
was acknowledged, also a letter from Isaac Inouye, Ontario, Ore- 
gon, Minister of the Japanese Church there was read. Greetings 
were read from T. B. Mitzner, a former chaplain, added to by Dr. 
Tippett, his pastor, who also brought greetings from Noah E. Her- 
shey, retired member ;a letter from Rev. Hershey was read at this 
time. J.D. Crego brought news and greetings from Rev. and Mrs. 
F. G. Potter, retired brother, now living in Enterprise, Oregon, 
and also from Rev. and Mrs. Edgar A. Pollock, retired supply pas- 
tor, now living at the Methodist Camp Grounds, Joseph, Oregon. 
J. D. Crego moved that the secretary, on behalf of the Conference, 
be nstructed to send greetings and felicitations to the Rev. and 
Mrs. Pollock, in honor of their having celebrated their fiftieth 
wedding anniversary on the past Sunday, June 2. Motion carried. 
Logan Pruitt brought greetings from H. I. Hansen, a retired mem- 
ber.

Corporate Session—The order of the day was followed, and 
Pres. H. G. McCallister took the chair. A. B Parrett moved that 
the Secretary of the Conference be made the Secretary of the 
Corporate Session. Motion carried. The minutes of the 1945 session 
were read and approved. G. G. Roseberry reported that the Bliss 
property was being taken cared for, and C. M. Donaldson told of 
the payment of taxes on the Summerville property. The treasurer, 
Edson Deal, gave his report, which was approved. (See report.) 
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C. M. Donaldson reported that the property in Sumpter, Ore- 
gon, was falling into disrepair, and Lawrence Robinson spoke of 
its condition. It was suggested that the property might be sold, 
if a satisfactory arrangement could be made. C. M. Donaldson also 
referred to the property at Old Meadows and to possible federation 
with the Friends Church there. He then moved that “in regard 
to our property in these two cases, the District Superintendent, 
together with the President and Treasurer of the Conference 
Board of Trustees, and Leslie Bailey (Circuit Rider), and the 
pastor of the Methodist Church nearest the location of said prop- 
erty, be authorized to carry on negotiations looking to the sale or 
disposal of the same.” Motion approved. 


Leonard Clark reported on the property at Albion. Dr. C. M. 
Donaldson stated changes of new church location in Ontario and 
called on the pastor, Mark Lloyd to report on the reasons, the 
chief one being the present foundation is insecure. 


Don Campbell moved that the treasurer’s bond be renewed 
for the coming year and that the five dollar ($5.00) expense be 
allowed. It was so ordered. 


Attention was called to the fact that the $25.00 authorized last 
year had not been paid to the Conference Claimants Endowment 
Commission for 1945-46. 


Leroy Walker, Chairman of Nominating Committee, presented 
the names of and moved that “J. D. Crawford, Edson Deal, and 
C. C. Dudley be elected as members of the Board of Trustees as 
the class of 1949.’”’ They were elected. 


Don Campbell moved that the present officers be elected to 
serve for the coming year. President, H. G. McCallister; Treas- 
urer, Edson Deal; Secretary, Leonard Clark. Lawrence Robinson 
put the question, with the result that they were elected. 


L. B. Bailey presented the matter of the annual check to the 
Conference Claimants Fund. Dallas McNeil moved that $50.00 be 
paid this year. Motion carried. After motion, adjournment was 
declared by the chairman. 


Regular Business Session—After a brief recess the Bishop 
called the conference into regular business session. C. M. Donald- 
son spoke in behalf of, and presented W. W. Deal who is this year, 
closing 50 years of service in the active ministry, and G. R. 
Archer who has served 42 years in the Idaho Conference and a 
total of 62 years in the ministry. Each spoke briefly. 


Board of Education Report—tIn preparation for the presenta- 
tion of the report of the Board of Education, Bishop Baxter called 
to the platform, Dr. J. Emerson Ford who gave a summary of the 
purpose and responsibility of the Board of Education. Ruth Robin- 
son. Secretary of the Board, read the report. Don Campbell moved 
that an amendment be added to recognize the $600.00 received 
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from the General Board of Education, Nashville, Tennessee, to- 
ward the salary of the Executive Secretary. Attention was called 
to the fact that the financial phase must be approved by the 
Commission on World Service and Finance. It was further agreed 
that the Rally Day offering be over and above the regular giving. 
Appreciation was paid Don Campbell, Executive Secretary, for his 
work during the first year as full-time secretary. He responded 
with special reference to the cooperation he had received. Upon 
motion the report was accepted. (See report.) 


Historical Society Report—George Barnes presented the report 
of the Historical Society which was accepted. (See report.) He 
moved that “a picture of the entire conference be taken at each 
of its Annual Sessions, and presented to the Historical Society to 
be placed in its picture gallery.” Motion approved, and the Bishop 
appointed the host pastor and Dr. Barnes, to arrange for the 
picture this year. 


Leroy Walker moved that “we instruct our secretary, in coopera- 
tion with the secretary of the Board of Conference Claimants to 
prepare and print in the minutes, the complete service record of 
all effective ministerial members.’ Don Campbell moved an amend- 
ment be added to make the motion read ‘“‘all ministerial members 
of the Conference.”’ The motion as amended was carried. 


Dr. Barnes then read a supplementary report to be left in the 
files of the Historical Society. Dr. Landen suggested a copy be left 
in the State Library. 


Upon motion, the business sessions scheduled for 2 p.m. today 
was set aside for necessary committee meetings. 


Leroy Walker presented the name of Don I. Smith to replace the 
name of Manfred Carter on the Board of Conference Claimants. 
He was elected. By similar recommendation, Logan Pruitt was 
elected to replace O. L. Kendall on the Commission on World 
Service and Finance. 


The benediction was offered by H. J. Gernhardt. 


Clinic—The Thursday afternoon clinic was presided over by 
Don Campbell, Executive Secretary of the Board of Education. 
The service opened with the Hymns “This is My Father’s World” 
and “Immortal, Invisible, God Only Wise.” Prayer was led by the 
chairman. He then introduced Dr. J. Emerson Ford who spoke on 
“The Place of the Church School in the Crusade for Christ” and 
led in a discussion of the accomplishments and problems in the 
local churches. The meeting adjourned at 4:30 p.m. 


Board of Education Banquet was held in the dining roo r 
First Church at 6:00 p.m. on Thursday with Dr. H. G. McCallister 
presiding. Dr. J. Emerson Ford gave his address “A Crusade of 
pee uiver eye JS aa was pronounced by C. M. Donald- 
son. Lhe banquet was served by the First Church Methodi 
Fellowship, Mrs. H. F. Garrett as chairman. Succes tal 
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Evening Worship began at 8:00 p.m. with Quincy A. Murphree 
presiding. Two anthems were rendered by the choir, “Oh! Sing 
Aloud” (Buck) and “Go Down Moses” (Wheelwright) Dr. Tippett 
delivered his second address “On Thy People Pour Thy Power.” 
(Spiritual Lag and Scientific Advance.) The benediction was pro- 
nounced by the speaker. 


Ministers’ Wives Luncheon was held at the Y. W. C. A. at 12:30 
p.m. with Circle 3, W.S.C.S. of First Church with Mrs. H. R. 
Moore, chairman, in charge of serving. Mrs. J. D. Crawford, Pres- 
ident, presided.

FOURTH DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Friday Morning, June 7, 1946 


The Morning Devotional Period began at 8:15 a.m. with a per- 
iod of meditative organ music by Mrs. Basler. W. W. Deal presided, 
read the Scripture, and led in the morning prayer. Bishop Baxter 
gave the third of his addresses on “Jesus, As They Saw Him,” 
with special emphasis upon the mind, poise, and humility of Jesus. 


The Business Session was called to order by the Bishop. The 
minutes of the previous day’s session were reported by the Journal 
Committee as read and approved. 


Walter S. Gleiser, a representative of the General Board of 
Hospitals and Homes, and a member of the Pacific Northwest 
Conference, was introduced by the Bishop. He spoke on the work 
and service of our 178 Methodist hospitals and homes which min- 
istered to over one million persons last year. 


Upon motion of H. G. McCallister, it was decided to replace the 
scheduled clinic at 2 p.m. with a business session. 


The Order of the Day was followed and W. H. Hertzog gave an 
unofficial Treasurer’s report for the Conference Claimants Endow- 
ment Commission. (Official report to be presented later.) G. G. 
Roseberry, Chairman of the Commission, reported on the accomp- 
lishments of the Reserve Pension Plan in the conference the past 
year. He presented a resolution governing the conditions under 
which this conference enters the Reserve Pension Plan, and moved 
its adoption.

He gave a brief, but stirring address on the 
tremendous need for the church to awaken to the appalling facts 
of alcoholism in America.

Follow- 
ing the business session, music was rendered by Mrs. Bess 
Daugherty, and greetings were brought by Bishop Baxter. Reports 
were given by the Idaho Conference delegates to the Second 
National Assembly held in Columbus, Ohio. They were: Mrs. R. F. 
Tyler, Mrs. C. E. Biggs, Mrs. T. C. Horton, Mrs. Edgar L. Oakes, 
and Mrs. Ross Woolford. At 4:30 p.m. a tea was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Philip Tate. 


The Stewardship Banquet was served at 6 p.m. in the First 
Church dining room with Edgar L. Oakes as toastmaster. Bishop 
Baxter spoke on the theme “Chivalrous Stewardship,” and the 
benediction was pronounced by Layman W. B. Starmer. The ban- 
quet was served by the Pama Class of First Church, with Mrs.

Evening Service was held with Rev. Logan Pruitt, presiding.

FIFTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Saturday Morning, June 8, 1946 


The devotional hour opened at 8:15 a.m. with an organ medita- 
tion by Mrs. Basler, followed by the congregation singing “Oh, 
Happy Day That Fixed My Choice.” The Scripture was read and 
the prayer offered by Dr. C. W. Tenney, presiding officer. Bishop 
Baxter gave his scheduled address, “Jesus, As They Saw Him” 
with special emphasis on the joy and the fairness of Jesus. 


Business Session was called to order by the Bishop and the 
minutes of the previous day’s sessions were reported as read and 
approved by the Committee on the Journal. 


Upon motion of Dallas McNeil, the report of the Peace Commis- 
sion was made the order of the day at 10:30 a.m. 


Reports—L. B. Bailey then read the report of the Board of 
Conference Claimants and moved its adoption. It was adopted. 
(See report.) He then explained and described, a new lapel button 
which is to be presented to all retired men, as a token of honor 
and appreciation. A motion was made that a special offering for 
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the purpose of presenting these buttons to each of our retired 
ministerial members be taken on the conference floor. A further 
motion authorized the turning to the Historical Society, any 
amount received over and above the cost of the buttons. 


Official report of the Conference Claimants Endowment Com- 
mission was presented by W. H. Hertzog who moved its adoption. 
It was adopted. (See report.) 


L. B. Bailey moved a reconsideration of the former vote regard- 
ing the printing of the service record of each man, in the Annual 
Journal, in view of the fact that it would not be based on records 
on file in the office of the General Board of Pensions in Chicago. 
Motion stated that “the secretary ask the General Board of Pen- 
sions to furnish the record and have it printed next year—said 
records to be sent to the secretary.” Motion carried. 


George Barnes expressed appreciation in behalf of the Histori- 
cal Society, for the amount of the special offering over and above 
the cost of the Retired Ministers pins. 


Edgar L. Oakes reported on the new proposed plan of the Board 
of Conference Claimants and the Conference Claimants Endow- 
ment Commission and called on Dr. Calkins to explain. Don 
Campbell moved that “the Conference Claimants Endowment 
Commission and the Board of Conference Claimants be combined 
and they are hereby authorized and instructed to prepare a plan 
for continuing the Conference Claimants Endowment Commission 
as the Board of Conference Claimants to be presented for consid- 
eration of the Conference at its session in 1947.’”’ Motion carried. 


_ Treasurer's Report—l. 8S. Motz, Conference Treasurer, prefaced 
his report with words of appreciation to his assistants, with special 
note that Joe Coulter had been his assistant for the past eleven 
years. After reading his report, it was adopted. He then submitted 
his Annual Report and moved its adoption, to be printed in the 
Annual Journal, after certain additions were made pending Con- 
ference action. It was adopted. (See report.) A 14.3% increase in 
giving through World Service was reported for the last year. 


Bishop Baxter expressed appreciation and urged continued and 
increased giving. 


Bishop Baxter brought greetings from Dr. I. L. Shaver who 
was present earlier in the week. 


J. D. Crawford presented the Auditing Committee report, which 
was accepted. (See report.) 


The Conference Board of Missions and Church Extension 


report was read by W. H. Hertzog. Upon motion it was accepted. 
(See report.) 


The Report of the Commission on World Service and Finance 
was read by sections by Cecil G. Hannan. In regard to the section 
on the Contingent Fund W. H. Hertzog moved that “sufficient 
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funds to complete the quota asking for the Crusade for Christ 
be taken from the Contingent Fund and that the remainder be 
applied to the Retired Minister’s Fund, thus closing out the 
Contingent Fund.” Motion carried. G. G. Roseberry then moved 
that “the Conference Crusade asking be declared raised and paid 
in full.” It was so ordered. C. M. Donaldson moved that “in the 
matter of the report of the Commission on World Service and 
Finance, that the vote on the same be postponed, pending a report 
of the Peace Commission.” Motion carried. The remainder of the 
World Service and Finance Commission report was read. Its 
adoption was moved by Cecil G. Hannan, and it was seconded. 
In accordance to former motion, Mrs. A. B. Knowles, Chairman, 
read the report of the Peace Commission and moved its adoption. 
Asmond Maxwell moved an amendment in the wording of para- 
graph two. A. B. Parrett moved a substitute amendment, with 
this wording: “We favor international peace security under the 
supervision of the United Nations organization.”’ This amendment 
was adopted. Lawrence Robinson moved an addition to the Peace 
Commission report, asking the World Service and Finance Com- 
mission to consider our obligation to the historic peace churches 
for their support of Idaho Methodist Men in Civilian Public 
Service. He moved its adoption and it was seconded. Dallas McNeil 
then spoke in support of this addition, using excerpts from an 
editorial by Dr. Tippett. Question was called for on the addition, 
and it was carried. A. B. Parrett then moved the adoption of the 
Peace Commission report as amended. It was adopted. (See re- 
port.) The question was put to adopt the report of the Commission 
on World Service and Finance. C. M. Donaldson then moved that 
the word “promotion” in section 11 (b) be amended to read 
“promotion and collection.” It was so ordered. The report of the 
Commission on World Service and Finance as a whole was 
adopted. 

Mark Lloyd, in behalf of the pastors of the Western District, 
presented Dr. and Mrs. Donaldson each with a gift of appreciation. 
Dr. Donaldson graciously responded. 


H. G. McCallister moved that the conference meet in a business 
session at 2 p.m. Motion carried. 


Adjournment was declared at 12:15 p.m. and the benediction 
was pronounced by T. O. Hill. Immediately upon adjournment, an 
all-conference picture was taken on the church steps. 


FIFTH DAY—SEVENTH SESSION 
Saturday Afternoon, June 8, 1946 


At 2 p.m. the Bishop called the conference to order with the 
singing of the hymn “O Young and Fearless Prophet,” after 
which O. A. Fortune led in prayer. A quartet composed of P. C. 
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Bent, Leslie S. Cook, William F. Frank, and Ray E. Mortensen, 
accompanied by Mrs. P. C. Bent, sang “Nearer My God to Thee. 


Death—Leroy Walker reported the death of Mrs. F. I. Poage, 
wife of a retired brother in Nampa, and paid tribute to her work 
and faithfulness. He led in a prayer of comfort. Upon motion of 
L. B. Bailey, the secretary, was instructed to send a message of 
consolation to Brother Poage. 


The Bishop called attention to the Graduate School of Minis- 
terial Training to be held at Tacoma from July 23 to August Ist. 


L. B. Bailey asked for privilege and presented Dr. L. B. Landen 
with a retired minister’s button. He graciously responded. 


Brooks Moore, Secretary of the Conference Board of Evangel- 
ism, read his report, and moved its adoption. After being duly 
seconded, a discussion on the subject of inactive members and 
means of bringing them back into active relationship, also exper- 
iences of evangelism were shared by the men. Edgar L. Oakes 
spoke briefly on “Conversation Groups” in the local church. Appre- 
ciation was expressed to Brooks Moore for his work within the 
conference and the area, and as representative on the General 
Board of Evangelism. The report was then adopted. (See report.) 


Edgar L. Oakes moved that “the Idaho Conference for the year 
of Stewardship, consecrate itself to the objectives thereof.” It was 
seconded and by rising vote, accepted. 


The Nominating Committee report was read by Edgar L. Oakes. 
Upon motion the secretary of the conference was instructed to cast 
a unanimous ballot for the nominees of the newly formed Confer- 
ence Claimants Endowment Commission (under the new plan), 
Board of Trustees (class of 1949), and the Trustees of Gooding 
College (class of 1949). (See lists.) The acceptance of the Nomin- 
ating Committee Report was moved. Edgar L. Oakes read the 
names of District Lay Leaders and Associate Leaders. (See lists.) 
The complete report was adopted. (See Boards, Committees. ) 


The matter of minimum salary was presented. H. G. McCallis- 
ter moved that the “Equalization of Salary” Plan be set aside for 
one year. It was so ordered. 


L. B. Bailey presented a resolution: “Be it resolved that the 
1946 session of the Idaho Annual Conference request the Methodist 
Peace Commission to institute an effort to secure congressional 
legislation providing for the payment of a just remuneration to 
all men who served, or are now serving, in Civilian Public Service 
Camps, and to reimburse organizations that have contributed to 


the cost of the board and room of men serving in such camps.” 
It was approved. 


Lawrence Robinson moved that “in the matter of the earlier 
election of the Conference Secretary and Treasurer be stricken 
from the records as out of order.” Motion carried. 
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Don Campbell drew attention to the duties of the Conference 
Commission on Church Location and Building, as stated in the 
Discipline. 


H. G. McCallister presented a supplementary financial report 
of the Board of Education, and moved its adoption for printing 
in the Annual Journal, subject to necessary editing. It was so 
ordered. (See report.) 


Ruth Robinson read a further supplementary report of the 
Board of Education, which was adopted. (See report.) 


Bishop Baxter proclaimed the objectives of the Conference for 
Sis: ating year to be the Stewardship Emphasis of the Crusade 
or Christ. 


G. G. Roseberry moved that the place of the next Annual Con- 
ference session be left to the discretion of the cabinet. It was so 
ordered. A discussion as to the length of the Conference session 
next year ensued. It was generally agreed it should be no shorter 
than this year. 


J. D. Crego moved that “the pastors be instructed to send their 
Conference reports to the seat of the Annual Conference by 
Monday of conference week, and that in the case of all reports 
received after Monday, the pastor’s name be read in open con- 
ference and asked for an explanation of the delay.” The motion 
was approved. 


C. G. Hannan moved that “the Annual Conference year end on 
the last day of May each year.” A further motion by A. B. Parrett 
sought to amend the expression “each year’ to ‘next year.” This 
motion was lost. Question was called for on the original motion 
and it was carried. 


G. G. Roseberry moved that “following the reading of the 
appointments and any other necessary business on Sunday after- 
noon, this Conference be adjourned ‘sine die’.”” Motion approved. 


Leonard Clark was nominated by A. B. Parrett to be the secre- 
tary of the conference for another year. He was elected. 


A. B. Parrett then moved that “the conference send a word 
of deep appreciation to Dr. I. L. Shaver of Caldwell and to Miss 
Carolyn Teague of Idaho Falls for the splendid Christian work 
done with the Japanese people of Idaho.” It was so ordered. 


J. D. Crego was nominated and elected Conference Statistician 
for the coming year. 

Lawrence Robinson called attention to the Veterans’ Confer- 
ence announced by the Council of Bishops, to meet in Columbus, 
Ohio over July 4th, and urged all churches to use these men in 
their churches. 

Don Campbell moved an amendment to his former motion as 
to notifying fellow ministers in case of the death in a minister’s 
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family, so that it be made the Conference secretary’s responsi- 
_ bility. Amendment approved. 


Upon motion of C. M. Donaldson, $50.00 was authorized to 
be paid the host church toward meeting the expense of entertain- 
ing the conference. 


Don Nothdurft, Conference Youth Leader, urged all pastors to 
remain on Sunday for the Youth Rally. 


Brooks Moore, Courtesy Chairman, presented Mark White, 
retired brother from Glenns Ferry, who spoke briefly. 


Adjournment was declared and the benediction was pronounced 
by Dr. J. Emerson Ford. 


Picnic and Vesper Service was held in the Municipal Park. 
Organized recreation began at 4 p.m. under the direction of 
Robert Gibb, Director of Athletics, Boise High School. A bountiful 
picnic lunch was served by the Methodist Men of First Church 
at 6 p.m. Homer Deal presided at the 7 p.m. Vesper Service. 
Special music was furnished by the Men’s Chorus and Dr. Tippett 
presented an address, “Save Us From Weak Resignation” (Let 
Freedom Ring). 


SIXTH DAY—EIGHTH SESSION 
Sunday, June 9, 1946

W. J. Luscombe presiding. 


Sunday School was held at the regular hour of meeting, 9:45 
a.m., by the host church, inviting all Conference members. 


Morning Worship Service began at 10:50 a.m. with Mrs. Basler 
at the organ playing “Adazio Cantabili” (Shelley). The choir 
rendered the anthem “Cantante Domino in C” (Buck), and Mr. 
Merrill Poore sang a tenor solo, “Holy Thou My Hand” (Curran). 
The Host Pastor was assisted in the service by the District Super- 
intendents, G. G. Roseberry and C. M. Donaldson. Bishop Baxter 
delivered the sermon “The Potter and the Clay.”

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 


EASTERN DISTRICT 
GrorGE G, Roseperry, District Superintendent 
Dear Bishop Baxter and Members of the Idaho Conference: 


_A healthy church 18 a growing church and Methodism of the Eastern 
District has been growing in the past year. We have accomplished more than 
seventy per cent of the quota set for our district in members on confession 
of faith and by transfer. A few of our churches greatly exceeded their quota. 
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Only two lost in total membership. The spiritual vitality of our district is 
notably better than it was a year ago. This is indicated by the pastors 
reporting increased interest in the general church program of the churches. 
More people are attending worship services and the average attendance of 
the church Sunday Schools has increased one hundred nineteen over that of 
last year. Nearly every church has increased in finances this year. 


Our District went over the top in paying its quota of the Crusade. 
Several of the churches have been paying on the Retired Ministers’ Fund, 
after having paid their regular quota of the Crusade. We hope to carry on 
with each part of the Crusade for the rest of the quadrennium. We hope 
to have our full quota of members by the final Sunday which is October 6, 
1946. The church at Castleford took in many times its membership quota and 
also doubled its pastor’s salary. This church more than doubled its church 
membership, 


All but four of the churches held Vacation Church Schools last year and 
the Jerome church had two. Some schools are to be held this summer. 


About half of the churches are planning to remodel, beautify or rebuild 
or complete their church edifices. The Gooding church started by raising in 
cash and pledges $35,000 to build their sanctuary and thus get out of the 
basement. The Wendell Congregation followed by raising $10,000 to complete 
their building. These two financial campaigns were carried on under the 
successful work of Dr. J. Wesley Miller of Gooding. 


Many of our churches sponsor Boy Scout Troops, but, perhaps the only 
church or organization of any kind to have a complete Boy Scout program 
in Idaho is the Methodist Church of Idaho Falls. This church has a cub 
pack, a scout troop and an explorer group. I wish that each church had a 


scout troop. 


More calls have been made by the pastors this past year than any year 
since I came to the district. Three pastors deserve honorable mention. They 
are: Albert B. Parrett, Leonard Clark and Quincy Murphree. They have each 
made about 700 calls this year. They were good stewards of their time. 


Reverend and Mrs. Asmond Maxwell came to Wendell and Hagerman on 
March 1 and are having a splendid response. Rev. J. Wesley Miller preached 
in this charge for the first nine months of the conference year. Rev. Don 
Smith has almost as many women in his Women’s Society as he has members 
of his church. He has organized the whole county into his church. His 
evangelistic nature led him to open up a new preaching point 30 miles from 
Salmon. Some of his church members live fifty miles away. 


Rev. W. F. Frank came to Ashton July 1, and began to work at once. 
The average Sunday Schoo! attendance has doubled during the year. A new 
furnace was installed and the church redecorated. 


Methodism in Idaho Falls is planning to build a church office, church 
parlor and a church school unit. This will cost them nearly $55,000. They 
have over $20,000 on hand now. The age of miracles is not yet over. While 
others were waiting for materials to appear, the Blackfoot church put a 
basement in their church. They put in the basement a new modern kitchen 
and a new furnace, rebuilt the parsonage and painted all church property 
inside and outside. B. F. Hutchins is the pastor. 


The young adults of the Aberdeen church raised over $4,000 one night 
at a church dinner and are well on their way to finance a $10,000 rebuilding 
and modernization program for the church, The Pocatello congregation has 
begun to realize its opportunity and responsibility, in that it has been enjoying 
for the past three years an increase in the Church school and worship 
service attendance, It is now repairing the parsonage and church property. 
The church plans this year to built a new home for the pastor. 
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The Filer Methodists are planning a special appeal for a new pastor by 
purchasing a new parsonage. We are sorry to part with Dr. and Mrs. White. 
Rupert and Paul have doubled their giving to World Service in the past two 
years while the Burley church exceeded its membership quota of the Crusade. 
Murtaugh is another of our churches which doubled the average attendance 
in Sunday School this year. Its new modern heating plant has helped. 


Shoshone and Richfield have had their best year for sometime. Shoshone 
has doubled its Sunday School attendance and both churches have increased 
their membership well. Richfield wants to have a minister by itself this year. 
Last year Fairfield ventured out on faith. The church doubled its pastors 
salary and Rev. and Mrs. W. W. DeBolt heard the call and-came to them 
from the Pacific Northwest Conference. The DeBolts have led the church in 
enjoying a good year in finances and spirituality. The church too has 
installed fine oak pews. Hansen, of the Kimberly-Hansen charge, has much 
the same idea. Hansen is off to a good start with its finances for next year. 


Rey. and Mrs. Quincy Murphree are the proud parents of the only baby 
to be born in any parsonage in the Eastern District. The Jerome congregation 
have about $3,000 as.a start on their new sanctuary which they hope to have 
in the near future. 


Rev. Don Nothdurft has had a good year in service to his two churches 
and in the youth work of the conference. He hopes to do even better next 
year. 


The Buhl-Castleford charge far exceeded its quota of the Crusade in 
finances and in church membership, 160 came into membership of the churches 
or eer charge. The M.Y.F. young people won ten to Christ in the Castleford 
church. 


For nine years Dr. and Mrs. H. G. McCallister have served nobly and 
well at Twin Falls. He has been building so thoroughly that each year has 
seen an increase and an improvement. The World Service increased from 
$214 in 1936 to $1,000 this last year. The church gave $7,149 on a $5,800 
quota on the Crusade. The average Sunday School attendance increased 50 
this year to make an average attendance for the year of 298 per Sunday. 


As we think about a summary of the year’s work in the district, we 
remember that high experience of the Wood River Institute with the ministers 
of ed Seg and about 250 fine Methodist youth. Reverend Brooks Moore 
was the dean. 


Then there was the work of the Director of Christian Education, Reverend 
Don S. Campbell who sponsored a meeting of the Conference Staff and 
several ministers of the Institute grounds. There were two members of the 
National Board of Education at the meeting. There is a splendidly organized 
teacher training school at Twin Falls each year. There was a Interdenom- 


inational School organized this past year at Burley with Leonard Clark as 
the dean. 


Rev. Campbell. held several conferences with the teachers of the Sunday 
Schools in the district. This constant educational procedure needs to be 
carried on all of the time. 


One of the rich blessings of the Conference year was the visit paid to 
our district by Bishop and Mrs. Baxter when they were honored at the 
Bishop’s Dinner that was sponsored by the Methodist Men’s Club of the 
Twin Falls church. 250 men were present. 


We are glad for the visit of the Rev. Richard Decker of Bremerton, 
Washington and Dr. Wm. Bowman, District Superintendent of the Vancouver 
District, who assisted us in our schools of evangelism. Bishop Baxter gave 
valuable assistance in this year ‘of evangelism. We are grateful to every 
pastor whose loyal and consecrated devotion made the achievements of this 
year possible. We all look forward for a rich year just ahead of us as we 
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all carry on in the great Crusade for Christ movement in our church. The 
continued efforts in evangelism, and increased enrollment and church school 
attendance, with the new study of stewardship added, should provide us all 
an opportunity of a great spiritual heart warming for Methodism. 


I pray that Methodism shall become so spiritually awake, that one day 
soon, she will be in a position to say, “Let the harvest be great for we have 
many harvesters.” In the face of today’s crucial opportunity may: 


“God give us men; a time like this demands 
Strong minds, great hearts, true faith and ready hands.”

Dear Bishop, Brethren and Lay Members of the Idaho Annual Conference: 

Six years ago in this very city and near this very spot, Bishop James H. 
Straughn appointed me as District Superintendent of the Western District. 
In making this, my sixth annual report, I fully realize, as Paul said of his 
ministry, that the time of my departure is at hand. To the best of my ability 
I have fought a good fight with difficult situations and some wilful church 
boards—have finished the course over some long trails, and at least in a 
measure, have kept faith with my brethren in the ministry, with my con- 
science and with my task. What may henceforth be laid up for me is still a 
deep, dark secret with the bishop and cabinet. As we look back in retrospect 
ome the six years, we can say with John Wesley, “The best of all ‘God was 
with us.’ ” 


This year has been by far the most difficult of the six. When the appoint- 
ments were read a year ago, ten charges on the Western District were left 
to be supplied. Just where the supplies were to come from when the cupboard 
was bare was the problem. One recruit was found among the Quakers, one 
came from the Baptists, one from the Congregationalists and several from 
the Nazarenes. When O. L. Kendall left for the fogs of the Coast, Lawrence 
Robinson was moved from Meadows to care for the important work in Baker. 
When Oscar Anglin of Haines and North Powder was summoned to the 
church on high, Dennis Elam, a local preacher from LaGrande took over 
and completed the year in a manner acceptable to both churches. When Rev. 
S. E. Smutz of Cove, Oregon, completed his many years of faithful ministry 
and entered into rest he held the unique record of having more than doubled 
the World Service Giving for every church he had ever served, Mrs. S. E. 
Smutz heroically carried on and has completed the pulpit ministry year with 
credit. Other stalwarts who have left an empty place against the sky, are 
Hall K. Wallis, Edwin Deacon, George Quigley and David Hardy, all of 
whom had served well and gained a good report on the Western District. Of 
our retired men W. J. Luscombe has served whenever and wherever called. 
George W. Barnes, J. E. Baker, F. I. Poage, John Ross, W. M. Ewing by 
their fine cooperation have won the praise of their pastors. Harry Hamilton, 
H. I. Hansen, C. A. Quinn, though feeling the weight of the years, are still 
on the firing line as needs may require. George Archer has emphasized anew 
the Faith of our Fathers in Richland and is as active as any young man in 
the conference. W. W. Deal completes fifty years of service in the ministry. 
(Twenty-six of them in South Side Boulevard.) A Golden Anniversary cele- 
bration was held in his honor Sunday, June 2, as he completed his active 
service in the South Side Boulevard Church he loves so dearly and has 


served so loyally. 
Of our supply preachers, Elvin Ernest of the Nazarene College has com- 


pleted the moving and remodeling of our church in Apple Valley. L. G. Knight 
of the Congregational Church has given fine leadership to our work in Kuna. 
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W. E. Hanson of the Friends Church, Superintendent of Schools in Meadows, 
has well supplied our pulpit there. In Prairie City, W. G. Burchard, a Baptist, 
his wife, an Episcopalian, united with the Methodist Church and this adven- 
ture in inter-denominationalism is working out to the satisfaction of all. In all 
seriousness, in some of our smaller over-churched communities, some form 
of Federated effort should be worked out to make the impact of religious 
forces more unified and vital. Our young recruits for the ministry, James 
White, Raymond McMillan, Vance Day, Don Emmell, Bill Cate and Morris 
Foote have made fine progress in_ their school work and training. James 
Allen, aiming for a Ph.D., Clyde Dollar and Raymond Short will complete 
their seminary work the coming year. Melvin Finkbeiner will graduate in 
August from Emory Theological School and desires appointment on this 
district. W. A. Wilson, a Boston Seminary graduate, with four years of 
acceptable service in the Minnesota Conference, desires transfer for appoint- 
ment on this district. We rejoice over the prospects of these recruits for 
our ranks, but still there is need. 


The Four Year Plan of the Crusade for Christ has called and is still 
calling for the best that is in us. While this district, much to the regret of 
the Superintendent, has lagged behind in its giving to this great and worthy 
enterprise, many churches have completed paying their subscriptions and we 
have as of May 27, a total of $22,718.00 toward our Crusade quota of 
$24,500.00 and $19,400.00 toward our Reserve Pension Fund. 


In our Crusade of Evangelism, splendid work has been done by our 
pastors and laymembers, and nearly every church will report an increase 
in membership. Since the reports submitted following Easter, many churches 
have received classes from preparatory membership, and so the number 387 
received on Confession of Faith should be greatly increased and also the 
number 439 increased as reported on transfer. This puts our conference well 
up in the list of conferences, and within 79% of the goal as of April 15. 
Splendid help in the campaign was given through our District and Sub- 
district training Conferences by Bishop Baxter, W. C. Bowman, District 
Superintendent of the Vancouver District, Brooks Moore, Leroy Walker and 
Floyd White. Our church schools under the fine leadership of Donald Camp- 
bell will also show distinct gains in enrollment and average attendance. We 
can also report Long Creek and Imbler as reopened churches, and Brogan 
as an established preaching point. Efforts should be made to revive our work 
in Flora, Ola and Old Meadows. In Old Meadows only a few Methodist families 
remain, and they are asking that some form of united effort be worked out 
with the Friends Church who is able to help out with a pastor and with 
support. The Friends Church has made offers to buy this property. 


District and Conference Free of Debt.—The long standing indebtedness on 
our Cascade property has been completely liquidated during the year, through 
the timely aid of our Board of Missions and Church Extension, under the 
sympathetic consideration and help of Dr. Middleton, and the generous help 
of friends in Cascade and in the Boise Valley. The last one hundred dollars 
was contributed by C. C. Anderson, member of Boise First Church. This 
frees this church to undertake a great ministry to this old but new missionary 
territory. With the building of the large reservoir there as a federal project 
some five or six hundred men will be employed, constituting a real challenge 
to wise and devoted leadership. The Board of Missions, under Dr. Channing 
Richardson, is interested and has promised aid in meeting this problem. On 
Whitney Bench, there is also a distinct call for advance. Our Church School 
there recently reached the high mark of 128. Plans are being made for the © 
erection of a Chapel with adequate rooms for Church School requirements.

Improvements, Beautifying Sanctuary and Parsonage.—Nearly ever 
church on the district has made noteworthy impraverhentss In J eaeahe where 
we have not had a resident pastor for the past year, the people have rallied 
and raised over $1400.00 to renovate and redecorate the church, In Wallowa, 
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shingling and other improvements have been made. In LaGrande new steps 
and interior changes in church and parsonage have added greatly to the 
appearance of the property. In Union a new heating plant adds to the 
comfort of the congregation. In Ontario a new site for the new church has 
been secured and as soon as materials are available, this long desired church 
edifice will become a reality. In Payette a new electric organ has been ordered 
and a new celotex ceiling is planned. In Nyssa a furnace has been installed 
in the parsonage to keep the preacher’s family properly warmed. Caldwell 
has installed virtually a new pipe organ and dedication services with a 
splendid organ concert by Prof. Beall, were held Sunday, May 26. In Nampa 
a new pipe organ has been contracted for, and Boy Scout Assembly and 
Recreational rooms have been about completed at a cost of over $3400.00. 
On Yale street the parsonage has been painted without and within. South 
Side Boulevard contemplating a resident preacher plans to build a new 
parsonage this fall. In Eagle a greatly needed educational plant is in the 
building. Collister Church, Boise, has new steps and entrance and parsonage 
renovated. Immanual Church, Boise, has worked out plans for a greatly 
improved auditorium, and this work is already under way. Boise First, our 
host church, has improved the parsonage and beautified the sanctuary in 
preparation for our coming. This church has paid $7100.00 on Crusade, and 
has as its goal $5000.00 for world service. The Western District has ample 
reason to thank God and take fresh courtage, as it thinks of membership 
gains, advances made in our church schools and greatly improved property 
over the entire district. 


Salary Increases.—Recognizing the need, with the increased cost of living, 
nearly every church without too much urging has increased the salary and 
invited the pastor to return. Only a few of our smaller churches are now 
below the minimum of a thousand dollars, and these increases make possible 
the securing of well trained men for the district. 


It is interesting to note that the Western District has made some distinct 
gains during the past few years. Comparing the statistics of 1940 with 
those of 1945, these gains are indicated: In membership there has been a 
gain of 1222. In Church School Enrollment, despite two years of decrease 
over the preceding year, a gain of 429, In salaries a gain of $19,184.00. Each 
of these gains will be considerably increased this year. In subscriptions to 
The Advocate from 231 in 1940 an increase to 662 this year, indicating the 
increased popularity of this fine paper under the editorship of Roy L. Smith, 
there is a gain of 53 this year over the number reported last year. 


The Woman’s Society of Christian Service has held a number of District 
and Sub-District Rallies. with splendid attendance and interest. Mrs. R. F. 
Tyler, Conference President, Mrs. Clarence Biggs, District President, with 
their fine corp of officers, have led this splendid organization forward on 
nearly every charge. Numerous District and Sub-district Men’s meetings 
have given the laymen a deepening interest in the church program. The 
annual joint meeting in Caldwell sponsored by the men, under the leadership 
of Edgar L. Oakes, with a stirring address by Bishop Baxter, called forth 
an attendance of over three hundred. 


Our Methodist Youth Fellowship has held a number of sub-district Rallies, 
and Mid-winter Institutes. All plans and all roads now lead to the Institute 
at Wallowa Lake, July 16. 


Church School Training Conferences have also been the order of the day, 
and many Vacation Bible Schools are planned, or are already under way. 
Our Conference Director of Religious Education has been diligent in organiz- 
ing and directing a far-reaching plan for our Church School advance. Leslie 
B. Bailey. our Circuit Rider, still rides forth on his mountain trails bringing 
the Gospel message to some twenty-one neglected fields. 


Contributing Agencies ——Our Methodist Book Concern has been ready to 
help us at every turn. We miss our old friend J. J. Brauer, but we are glad 
to welcome to the sessions of the Idaho Conference the new manager and 
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assure him our hearty support. The Christian Advocate, The Upper Room, 
The World Outlook, The High Road, the Church School publications are all 
essential tools for building the Kingdom. The Board of Missions, with Dr. 
Middleton, Dr. Richardson, and Dr. Ezra Cox giving us constant aid and 
encouragement, often means the difference between victory and defeat. The 
Board of Education under Dr. Schisler has contributed much to the work of 
the year, by making possible the appointment of our Conference Director of 
Religious Education, and sending us trained workers to make clear methods 
and for the advance program. Bishop Baxter by his unflaging interest and 
concern has given us a bit of his atomic energy to carry on when the going 
was hard. 


The Work Goes On.—The thrilling thing about church life and work is 
that it never comes to an end. Workers may come and go, changes may be 
necessary but the Crusade for Christ and with Christ, moves steadily 
forward, toward that far off goal, when all shall know Him as He is, 
and “every knee shall bow and every tongue confess that He is Lord of 
Lords and King of Kings.” Our Crusade for Peace, world-wide in character 
and out reach must not cease! Our Crusade of Evangelism must be intensified 
and made universal.. Our effort to enlist children, youth and adult in a vital 
program of Christian training and service must not falter. And now we 
face another call, another challenge, the Crusade for Christian Stewardship. 
This is really the second step in Evangelism, a second work of grace. 
Stewardship means a strong church, a sharing church, a missionary minded 
church. Our pastors and churches should enter this phase of the Crusade 
for Christ with the same eager, enthusiasm so manifest in the earlier Crusade 
efforts. This is our major task for the coming year. 


Personal.—While we cannot say that the past six years have been 
adventures in contentment they have been adventures in Friendship and in 
Christian living. To enjoy the fellowship of pastors and their families, and 
the working force of the various churches has been a rich privilege. Hospi- 
tality and kindness have been shown to us on every charge. We owe a deep 
debt of gratitude we will never be able to repay. Our interest, our prayers, 
our loving remembrances are spread deeply over the district. We have 
endeavored to share in the problems faced in some of our churches. Someone 
has said, “It is better to light a candle than to curse the darkness.” Where 
there has been somewhat of darkness we have endeavored to light a candle. 
Our old car, the Chevrolet, indicates a total mileage for travel on the district 
of over 90,000 miles. Of late it has wobbled a bit, but examination indicated 
that like its driver, it needed a bit more of balance. My joy in the work has 
been greatly increased by the companionship of my chief mate and constant 
nee Mrs, a eer en SN eae enjoyed the beautiful trails, the 
mountains and valleys o e Western District. Every journey ou

B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The Board of Education is indeed grateful for the use of a full-time 
Executive Secretary during the year. Don Campbell has helped us see the 
over-all picture of Christian Education and how it can be of help to us as a 
conference. In September, the staff with the Board of Education met for a 
planning conference at Camp Sawtooth. The needs of the Idaho Conference 
were thought through with the help of Rev. Ira Brumley of the Northern 
Arkansas Conference and Miss Faye McRae of the Little Rock Conference. 
Plans were formulated and Mr. Campbell went to work with our suggestions. 
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In the adult field there is not very much organization. Adult leaders are 
needed on each District and Conference. During the coming year there will 
be a place for this group at the summer workers conference in August. At 
that time there will be a discussion with Bob Clemens from the Board of 
Education, Nashville, about the organization and program for adults in 
the Church School. 


The Youth of our Conference will have their first all-conference meeting 
Sunday at 3 p.m. This is one of the hopes of the Board, as well as a better 
organization of the District Youth Fellowship. During the coming year the 
Conference Youth will become self-sustaining. In February there will be 
a two-day District Conference for local youth counselors, youth leaders, 
and ministers with two or three leaders from Nashville, Rev. Joe Bell and 
Miss Virginia Henry were with us for a week-end in February to help with 
the district work and participate in sub-district rallies. To help strengthen 
the institute program, Joe Bell was brought back again to the conference in 
May to lead coaching conferences for the institute, leaders of each district. 
Out of these conferences we have asked for either Joe Bell or Virginia 
Henry for leadership in our institutes in 1947. Youth Caravans will be held 
this year to aid the youth program in: Hansen, Kimberly, Jerome, Glenns 
Ferry, Boise Immanual, Emmett, John Day. Intermediate camps are in the 
nes process with two camps on the Western District and one on the 

astern. 


Children’s Division was helped by Vacation Church School Institutes held 
in the sub-districts of the conference. Although it is too early to see the 
results of these meetings they have been recommended to be used again 
next year after Easter. Since the feeling of the Board is that the nursery 
department is neglected, there will be held the early part of November 
Nursery Work Shops on the sub-district. We will seek assistance from 
Nashville. In conjunction with this meeting there will be someone from the 
field of home and family religion to bring the church and home closer 
together. 


In the field of Leadership Education, Don Campbell has met and counselled 
with 25 Boards of Education and workers’ groups. Leadership training 
schools have been held in seven charges, some in cooperation with other 
churches. The summer conferences in Caldwell and Albion were very success- 
ful. During the coming year another Summer Conference will be held from 
August 25-29. We hope that they will be used to capacity. The Fellowship of 
Study is being used in seven churches. 


The feeling of the Board of Education and the staff in regards to recrea- 
tion was that as a church we are weak. There will be a recreation workshop, 
a follow-up from the Portland Conference of 1945, held at Stockton, Calif., 
September 2-8. It is set up with the idea of helping all age groups, including 
family recreation. It is recommended that four representatives be sent from 
the conference to come back and bring the sub-district and local church, 
workshops to train leaders for the local church recreation. All churches are 


asked to use these people. 


We greatly appreciate the work of Dr. J. Emerson Ford from the General 
Board of Education at this meeting and the help he has rendered to our 
board meetings. We greatly appreciate the aid of the General Board of 


Education for the $600 given toward aiding us in maintaining our Executive 
Secretary. 


The response was good to the appeal recommended by the 1945 planning 
conference that each local church pay 20c per_member based upon average 
attendance in each Church School for Rally Day offering. Something over 
$600 has been received with about 75% of the churches participating. The 
Board of Education recommends that each Church School raise a minimum of 
25¢ per member average attendance in each school as a Rally Day offering. 
This money will be used for promotional purposes of Religious Education in 
our Conference. It was heartily recommended that every pastor present the 
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Rally Day cause and offering to the entire church. Responsibility for collection 
of Rally Day offering is left with the Executive Secretary of the Board of 
Education. This offering is to be over and above regular giving. 


The Board of Education expresses sincere appreciation to the Director of 
Religious Education for the splendid piece of work done this past year. 
Groundwork had been laid for the development of a religious educational 
program in the conference. When the opportunity came for this development 
and expansion a man was selected that could organize and build a system 
that merits the attention of the Idaho Conference. Religious Education is 
beginning to come to the front and to have a rightful place in the program 
of the local church. This is due largely to the efficient work that has 
been done by the director of Christian Education. Therefore the Board of 
Education recommends that Don Campbell be reappointed to the position he 
has well filled.

38. REPORT OF THE PEACE COMMISSION 


Methodists have always faced the problems of the world in the spirit of 
the teaching of Jesus. Today we must win the world peace in His way. 


(1) We recommend that the church continue its efforts to awaken the 
people to a necessity of a world-wide peace and for special effort in shaping 
national and international policies. We urge the continuation of the education 
of our people in the problems of peace through the leadership and the various 
departments of our church. We, therefore, commend our World Peace 
commission for its efficient and persistent endeavor. 


(2) We favor international peace security under the supervision of the 
United Nations organization. We go on record as opposing compulsory peace- 
time military conscription, We therefore urge our people that they continue 
to express to their national representatives their views and urge persistent 
opposition to universal peace time military conscription. We recognize the 
need of physical and disciplinary training of our youth, but we believe that 
it can be accomplished through our homes, schools, and churches. We believe, 
further, that the attempt to extend military conscription into peace-time 
presents a definite threat to the efforts toward world peace now being made 
through international organization and understanding. 


(3) We recognize that continuing racial and economic barriers are 
tension points that can result in another war. We urge that the church 
continue in helping people to know and understand each other to the end 
that we all be free of suspicion and jealousy and a sense of insecurity. 
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Permanent peace cannot come unlimitly, until the principles of the Prince 
of Peace become our personal possessions and so permeate the whole social 
fabric of our civilization. 


This further should be said that the tremendous resources of physical 
science come to a climax during last year in the atom bomb are such a 
threat to the security of world peace that it becomes desperately necessary 
to perfect the United Nations organization and all other instruments for 
World Peace. 


The Peace Commission recommends to the Commission on World Service 
and Finance that the Idaho Conference’s share of the obligation incurred 
by Methodist men in Civilian Public Service be met. The expense incurred to 
the historic peace churches by Idaho men in C.P.S. amounts to just under 
$4400. This is a debt of honor to the peace churches who met the upkeep of 
C.P.S. out of their own pockets and who, as other churches pay this obligation, 
are putting it, through their respective service committees, into reconstruc- 
tion and relief in the war ravaged areas of the world.

4. REPORT OF CONFERENCE BOARD OF EVANGELISM 


As we come to this Annual Conference in the year of Evangelism, we 
give thanks to God for what has been accomplished. Through the help of 
His Holy Spirit and the consecrated efforts of devoted laymen and ministers, 
we have achieved more than nine-tenths of our quota of 1938 new members 
thus far. May we continue such heartening efforts throughout the summer 
and early fall and by World Wide Communion Sunday, October 6, set a new 
all-time record for our Conference! 


This year of Evangelism has been a revelation to many charges as to 
the limitless possibilities we have in the winning of folk for Christ. May 
there be a continuing program of Evangelism in every church on a regular 
pedal. We must have this if we are to keep faith with the Great Shepherd 
of souls. 


As we go into the Stewardship emphasis of the Crusade in the fall, may 
we endeavor ever to see it as a great evangelistic opportunity. This third 
emphasis of the Crusade appears to follow so definitely the pattern of God’s 
hand of guidance upon his people called Methodists, and for this we give 
grateful thanks. To us the great challenge is not only the unchurched about 
us, but the large group of so-called “inactive members” within our churches. 
Our records reveal the startling statistics that within our Conference there 
are approximately 3400 inactive members listed out of a total membership 
of 16,000 or nearly 25%. In all honesty, let us add to this recorded inactive 
list those who are by no means as active as God would require us to be, 


and we more clearly see the fertile field for Evangelism and Stewardship for 
the coming year. 


_ May God grant His power upon His people that we fail not man nor 
Him in this our great commission.

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5. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 


This is a test year for pastoral members, laymen and friends of the Idaho 
Annual Conference. to determine the measure of an applied practical 
Christianity. 


Confronted with an alarming social condition throughout the breadth of 
these United States and of which our own conference area has no small 
part, we are staggered by an abominable intemporate condition that repre- 
sents an expenditure of $7,800,000 annually for intoxicating beverages which 
equals a gross amount of $115 per capita, an increase of $800,000 more 
than the preceding year; a condition that boasts of more barmaids than coeds; 
a condition that boasts of three times as many criminals as college students; 
a condition that boasts of one saloon for every 50 families; a condition that 
boasts of two saloons for every church; a condition that boasts of five saloons 
for every school house; a condition that boasts of a participation of gambling 
of half of the population of the United States in some form this past year. 
Confronted with this alarming moral. disintegration, the Temperance Commit- 
tee pleads for a social and spiritual awakening among the ministers and 
laymen of the Idaho Conference to the dangers of further encroachments of 
the above social evil and prays for a personal resolution to make this 
Conference environs act not only decently good but aggressively Christian. 


To assist the Conference workers to understand the basic cause of the 
problems presented, the Committee profoundly believes that the age-old prob- 
lem of intemperance is foremost an individual and moral problem. Therefore, 
the education and the spiritualizing of our constituency is expedient and 
imperative. To this end, the Committee recommends a continuation of the 
pledge plan as adopted last Conference Session and regular observance of 
temperance study in all church and other civic organizations wherein we 
may have influence. 


To contribute in a larger measure any spiritual influence we may hold, 
the committee further recommends an aggressive support of the Idaho 
Allied Civic Forces to the end that as individual church bodies we may 
enlist our energies in the election of government representatives who will do 
what they can to assure us legislation designed to curb the flow of the evil 
traffic and the enforcement of proper laws that temperance and sobriety may 
be in a larger measure fulfilled within the area of the Idaho Conference. To 
accomplish this task, the Committee proposes: 


1. That every minister take such means as will place the publication, 
popularly known as The Idaho Challenge in the homes of every member 
of the charge appointed to serve; 


2. That every pastor dedicate a portion of his energies to present to every 
child in his Church School the opportunity of signing a pledge card 
of total abstinence of all narcotics and intoxicating beverages; 


3. That the responsibility of initiating and the cultivation of the educa- 
tional phase of the proposed temperance program be instructed to the 
Executive Secretary of the Conference Board of Education. 


’ 4. That the Annual Conference increase the rate of giving of five cents 
to ten cents per capita member to be provided in the ratio of 75% 
for the work of ‘the Idaho Allied Civic Forces and 25% for the Anti- 


Liquor League of Oregon. 


The committee concludes this report with a hearty commendation of the 
present interest and aggressive action of the Idaho Allied Civic Forces and 
Harry S. Kessler, Corresponding Secretary, who with Ralph Wolfe, President, 
are doing an inestimable good to awaken the Commonwealth of Idaho to the 


» urgency of temperate living. :

To Donald S. Campbell, Conference Secretary, for helpful field contacts, for 
encouraging missionary education in the local church, and for urging the 
fourth Sunday of each month for World Service offerings. To the two 
District Secretaries, J. H. Coulter and Leroy H. Walker, for their aid in 
promoting missionary information. Also to Mrs. Edgar L. Oakes, member 
of the General Board of Missions and Church Extension, for help in keeping 
before that body our field and its needs, and for her services here in the 
Idaho Conference in bringing to us the information from the General Board. 

This Conference Board also expresses appreciation for the fine cooperation 
we have received from the General Board and for its services. We appreciate 
the work of our Secretary, Ezra Cox, who is so sympathetically understanding 
of the Idaho Conference, its needs and its opportunities. 

This board proposes continual emphasis on the fourth Sunday offerings, 
on missionary information and education, and on the use of visual aids, 
phonograph records of mission stories, and on the use of printed materials.

I. Be Iv Resotvenp, that the Idaho Annual Conference enter the Ministers’ 
Reserve Pension Fund of The Methodist Church, under the terms and pro- 
visions described in paragraphs 1642-1655, Discipline 1944, and that the 
Class of ministerial members received into full membership at the Conference 
Session in 1946 be designated as the first class of “new entrants.” 


_ Tuat the Idaho Annual Conference enter the Partial Reserve Pension 
Fund of The Methodist Church for all “previous entrants” as of the session 
of June 4-9, 1946, and that a sum equivalent to 2% of the “Average Salary” 
of the Conference, as defined in the Pension Code, Paragraph 1618, Section 6, 
Discipline, 1944, shall be allocated annually to the credit of each member of 
the conference who is a qualified member of the Fund. 


THAT each “previous entrant” shall be required to contribute annually 
an amount equivalent to 2% of his cash salary, including 15% thereof as 
house rent allowance, of the “average salary” of the Conference, whichever 
is less, which contribution shall be credited to the members’ account as a 
member of the Partial Reserve Pension Fund in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the Fund. 


II. Br It RESOLVED, that the Idaho Annual Conference hereby authorize 
and instruct the Board of Pensions of the Methodist Church, Incorporated «in 
Illinois, to allocate the reserve funds on deposit with said Board as follows: 


1. The sum of $27,487 as an Initial Reserve Fund, from which shall be 
paid the annual allocations made to the credit of the “new entrants” 
of the Idaho Conference beginning with the class of ministerial mem- 
pare admitted into full membership at the 1946 session of the Con- 

erence. 


2. The sum of $17,579 as an Initial Reserve Fund, from which shall be 
paid the annual allocations made to the credit of the “previous

VII. MEMOIRS 


OSCAR ANGLIN 


Oscar Anglin was born at Elm Springs, Arkansas on May 6, 1896, the 
second of nine children to Wm. and Mrs. Hannah Anglin. At the age of 
ten he was converted and joined the Methodist Church in which he lived an 
effective and active Christian life until his death. 


He was admitted on trial into the North Arkansas Conference in 1928; 
was admitted into Full Connection in the St. Louis Conference in 1932. In 
the St. Louis Conference he served the following Circuits: Anutt, Cardwell, 
Lutesville, Greenville, Alton. In the Southwest Missouri Conference he served 
the ‘Granby Circuit, Waynesville, and Calhoun. In June, 1945, he transferred 
to the Idaho Conference and was pastor at Haines and North Powder Oregon 
at the time of his death. ; ; 


_ On September 22, 1934, he was married to Miss Esther Hedrick of Anutt, 
Missouri. They had three children, the oldest, Billy Jim, died at the age of 
four years from burns, suffered when the parsonage was destroyed by fire. 


Sherman, age nine, and Clarinel, age six, are left with their mother of 
Haines, Oregon. 


Brother Anglin was apparently in the best of health when suddenly he 
had a heart attack. Seeming to know that he could not last long he talked 
with his wife about the plans for the future. He spent five hours the day 
before he died writing a letter of ten pages to his brother, the Rev. H. §. 
Anglin of Clinton, Missouri, telling him in detail what to do after he was 
gone. He said that there was no fear of death, not even a dread. “My life has 
not been a failure, I have done the best I could and am satisfied to go.” His 
last thoughts were for the welfare of his family, but went to his Home above 
conscious of the fact that he had served his Master to the best of his ability. 
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EDWIN DEACON 


Edwin Deacon was born January 28, 1861 and passed away on July 7, 
1945, at his home in Talent, Oregon. He was received on trial in the Minnesota 
Annual Conference in October, 1890, and was admitted to full membership in 
the same Conference in October, 1892. Brother Deacon served the following 
charges in Minnesota: Afton and Cottage Grove, Taylors Falls, Santiago, 
Estesbrook and Morrill, Millics Lake, Brainard Circuit, Eagle Bend, Parkers 
Prairie, Pleasant Grove, and Rose. 


In 1910 he transferred to the Idaho Conference and the subsequent years 
served the following charges: Prairie City, Haines, Elgin, Fairfield, and 
Meadows Valley. For five years he was District Sunday School Missionary. 


_ _ Brother Deacon was a tireless worker for the Master, and has entered 
into a well earned rest. 


GEORGE H. QUIGLEY 


George H. Quigley was born in 1863, in Pakenham, Ontario, Canada. 
He passed away in Salem, Oregon in March, 1946. 


Most of his pastorates were in the Middle West with the exception of 
Boise, Idaho and LaGrande, Oregon. He retired in 1924 and lived in Salem 
until his death. He supplied a number of smaller churches in and around 
Salem. 


SHIRLEY E. SMUTZ 


One of God’s noblemen was called home when Shirley E. Smutz passed 
away. His was one of the greatest examples of the fact that service in order 
to be great does not necessarily need be performed in places deemed great, 
measured by the standards which men usually devise. If faithfulness, integ- 
rity, sympathy, insight, understanding, sacrifice, consecration, and love of 
folk and of God are qualities considered in the measure of a good minister, 
then God has taken from our earthly fellowship one of the choice men ever 
to have served in this Conference. Coming to Idaho somewhat over 23 years 
ago, Brother Smutz served in Meadows Valley, Joseph, Cove, Aberdeen and 
Fairfield with such sweetness of spirit and devotion to the Church, that every 
one of the charges he served progressed markedly under his ministry. Modest 
to a fault, and so sincere in his devotion and service that to my knowledge his 
records in securing money for Missions and World Service were not excelled, 
if ever equalled by any man in the Conference. 


One of his deepest satisfactions in the way of recognition was experienced 
when he was made a member of the Order of the Golden Cross. None deserved 
it more. Farewell, sainted one. We who knew you best shall ever miss the 
friendly sparkle of your eye and the quiet humor reserved for your friends, 
and the sheer goodness of a man of God. 


HALL K. WALLIS 


Hall K. Wallis was born March 13, 1870, at Forest Hill, Maryland, and 
passed unto his reward September 2, 1945, at his home at 1038 Magnolia 
Street, Long Beach, California. He was educated at Dickenson Seminary, 
Carlisle, Pennsylvania, and the Baptist College, Georgetown, Kentucky, receiv- 
ing his B.A. and M.A. degrees. His theological work was at the Boston Uni- 
versity School of Theology where he was graduated in 1901. He joined the 
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Des Moines Conference in the fall of 1901, received on trial with Deacon’s 
orders, admitted into full membership and ordained Elder in 1903. He also 
preached in the South Dakota Conference at ‘Gary, Howard, and Highmore. 


On October 29, 1907, he was married to Miss Annie Moore, and in 1910 
they came to the Idaho Conference and served here until his retirement in 
1937. In the Idaho Conference he served churches at American Falls, Aber- 
deen, Albion, Payette, Joseph, Island City, Enterprise, and Fruitland. 


Upon his retirement from the active ministry he and his wife moved to 
Long Beach, California, where his fine, warm, religious devotion was soon 
discovered by the Business Men’s Bible class of the First Methodist Church, 
and he was elected as the Chaplain of that religious group; frequently taught 
the class and was much beloved by those who knew him there. 


His death leaves his wife, Mrs. Annie Wallis, Long Beach; two sons, 
William Edmund, Assistant Manager of the International Ecuadorean Petro- 
leum Co., at Guayaquil, Ecuador, South America, and Wilson Moore, employed 
by the Shell Oil Co. at Long Beach, and also a grandson and a granddaughter. 
His funeral was conducted by Rev. H. G. McCallister in the Patterson-Snively 
funeral home and interment took place at Sunnyside Memorial Park, Long 
Beach, California. 


During his twenty-seven years of ministry in the Idaho Conference he 
endeared himself to his fellow ministers and to all congregations which had 
the happy privilege of his ministries. Several years he was dean of summer 
institutes and was held in high esteem and great respect by the youth at 
these gatherings. He was a loveable, kindly personality, whose greatest desire 
was to serve in the spirit and humility of his Master. He was one of God’s 
chosen ministers, who now enjoys his rewards for faithful, loving service. 


CHARLES E. WHARTON 


Charles E. Wharton was received on trial in the North West Ohio Confer-: 
ence in 1890. He was discontinued in 1891. In 1906 he was received on trial 
in the St. Louis Conference, and in 1911 transferred to the North Montana 
Conference. In 1914 he transferred to the Oregon Conference, and in 1918 
came to the Idaho Conference. In this Conference he served at Middleton 
Aberdeen, and Nyssa. In 1922 he tock the retired relation, due to ill health. 
Since that time until his death in September, 1945, he resided in Oregon.

_D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


ARTICLE II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges; and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


ARTICLE III—AIl members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 


ARTICLE IV—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 


ARTICLE VI—The Aticles and/or By-laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 


and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been publicly 
given the day before. 


By-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 


2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). I 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside: (Society). In 


3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Direc- 
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tors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
date received. 


4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors. 


5—The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on the second 
day of Conference Week, at the seat of Conference, and they shall make a 
report to the Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by any two of the Directors. Three shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 322-327. Special attention on the 


part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks, and 
examinations as contained therein. 


2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 


Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. 
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3—Each condidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. 


4—AIl written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 


5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 


6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 


7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 a.m. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 noon, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth Leagues, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pastor, 
the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the coopera- 
tion of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 


4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 
by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking recep- 
tion from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 

7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these Conference 
Rules. 

9. No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations, 
or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training. 

10. The Conference relation of any member may be brought up for discus- 
sion only in Ministerial Executive session,

E. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 

Par. 2—Committee. 


The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 83—Appointment. 


_ This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

On cash salary of 1,000 to $1,499 
On cash salary of 1,500to 1,799 
On cash salary of 1,800 to 2,099 
On cash salary of 2,100 to 2,399 
On cash salary of 2,400 and up 


In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 
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Par. 4—Report of Payments. 
Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 


of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church. within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive and benefit 
from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 

In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 

It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference cooperate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 


c. By encouraging the ‘charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 


e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 


f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right to Sue Denied. 

No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing to 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make. 
Its obligation to him shall be: grounded in Christian honor and brotherly 


love, and not in a legalism.

III. DAILY PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday Evening, June 3, 1947 


The sixty-fourth session of the Idaho Annual Conference was 
called to order by Bishop Baxter at 7:30 P.M. in Trinity Methodist 
Church, Idaho Falls, Idaho. After singing Hymn No. 287, 
“A Charge To Keep I Have’’, Bishop Baxter read Ephesians 4, 
and noted it was the Scripture read at the first Methodist Con- 
ference ever held in Montana. He then led the congregation in 
prayer.

G. G. Roseberry then moved that the bar of the conference be 
set as the first eight center pews. It was so ordered. 


He then moved that Leroy Walker be named the conference 
reporter for “The Christian Advocate” and the secular press;

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SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Wednesday Morning, June 4, 1947

Following the organ prelude and the singing 
of Hymn No. 528, “There Is A Land of Pure Delight”, the Scrip- 
ture lesson was read by A. E. Gilbert and the chairman led in 
prayer. A ministerial quartet composed of Irvin S. Motz, Mark 
Lloyd, Cecil G. Hannan and P. C. Bent sang “Nearer My God to 
Thee”. The Secretary read the list of members having passed 
away since last Conference. He explained that word had been re-

$69.18, to be sent to the Fellowship of Suffering and Service. 


Greetings: A telegram of greeting from William J. Luscombe 
was read. The Bishop also acknowledged receipt of a letter of 
greeting from Ted Mitzner who was unable to attend Conference, 
and by vote was excused. The Bishop read a letter from 
C. R. Haudenschield and reported a $50 check from him to be 
applied as it was needed. H. G. McCallister moved that we accept 
it with pleasure and that the Conference Treasurer apply it on 
the Conference Claimants Fund. It was so ordered. H. G. Mc- 
Callister reported word from N. H. Lines asking to be excused 
due to the illness of his wife. He was excused. Bishop Baxter 
then read a letter of greeting from Carl M. Davidson, a former 
pastor of Idaho Falls church. 


Presentations: Brooks Moore presented Orland H. Buck, rep- 
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resentative of the Presbyterian Synod of Idaho, who brought 
greetings from that body now assembled in Coeur d’Alene. 


Bishop Baxter then presented Dr. Ezra Cox, Eastern repre- 
sentative of the Home Division, Board of Missions and Church 
Extension ,and expressed personal appreciation at his presence.

SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Wednesday Afternoon, June 4th 


The Bishop called the conference to order at 2 P. M. with the 
singing of Hymn No. 381, “The Church’s One Foundation’. 
Prayer was led by I. S. Motz. 


Order of the Day: The Report of the Board of Education con- 
sisted of the Report of the Executive Secretary, Donald S. Camp- 
bell, who read his report. It was adopted. (See Report). The 
second part of the report, that of the Board of Education proper, 
was read by the Secretary, Ruth Robinson. She moved its adop- 
tion. It was seconded. Discussion followed concerning certain 
items of the report including the Ministers’ Retreat, and the Rally 
Day Offering. Dr. Lynden Phifer, Associate Editor of Adult 
Publication, General Board of Education, spoke, emphasizing 
adult work with special thought to the Crusade Church School 
emphasis. He mentioned the National Methodist Youth Confer- 
ence to be held at Cleveland, Ohio, December 30, 1947, to January 
2, 1948. Dallas McNeil spoke briefly on the Laboratory School to 
be held in Nampa, June 15, through the 20th. The question was 
then called for. The report was adopted. (See Report). 


Donald S. Campbell presented the Crusade for Christ Church 
School Emphasis. Particular note was paid to the matter of goals. 
to be reached. He stressed the importance of setting goals in the 


local church immediately, same to be dependent upon local con: 
ditions. i 


Wesley Foundation: Bishop Baxter presented Rev. Ernest P. 
Goulder of Moscow, who spoke on Wesley Foundation work at the 
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University of Idaho. He gave special emphasis to the Idaho In- 
stitute of Christian Education. 


Elections: G. G. Roseberry nominated Olin E. Parrett and 
Jasper D. Wilford to replace on the Commission on World Service 
and Finance J. H. Coulter, who has transferred out of the confer- 
ence, and H. J. Gernhardt newly elected Conference Treasurer. 
They were confirmed. 


Adjournment was declared and the benediction pronounced by 
J. D. Wilford. 


Board of Education Dinner: Members of the conference met 
at 6 P. M. at the Presbyterian Church to enjoy the annual Board 
of Education Dinner. The Executive Secretary, Donald S. Camp- 
bell, was toastmaster. Grace was offered by Dr. H. G. McCal- 
lister, Chairman of the Board. Two piano duets were presented 
by girls from the host church. The speaker, Dr. Lynden Phifer, 
gave an enlightening address on church school literature. This 
was followed by a brief statement by Bishop Baxter on the im- 
portance of the Church School Emphasis of the Crusade for 
Christ. 


Evening Service: The evening worship began with an organ 
prelude by the Trinity Church organist, Mrs. Leonard Mickelson. 
Forrest Werts presided. After the singing of Hymn No. 4, “O 
Worship the King”, the Scripture lesson was read and praver of- 
fered by the chairman. Special music included a vocal solo, “Thou 
Wilt Keep Him in Perfect Peace” (Speaks) sung by Albert 
Schoenhuth, and an anthem, “Prepare Ye the Way of the Lord” 
(Garrett) by the Trinity church choir assisted by Leonard Fisk, 
soloist. Dr. Case delivered his second challenging address, “The 
Temper of Our Times’, after which he pronounced the benedic- 
tion. The service closed with an organ postlude, “Postlude in G 
Minor” (Ashford). 


THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Thursday Morning, June 5, 1947 


Morning Devotions: The Morning Devotional period opened 
with an organ meditation by the host church organist. Melvin 
M. Finkbeiner presided. After the singing of Hymn No. 303, 
“Prayer Is The Soul’s Sincere Desire’, the Scripture was read and 
the chairman led the conference in prayer. Dr. Case gave his 
scheduled address on “Creative Prayer.” 

Business Session: 'The Bishop called the Conference to order 
at 9:10 A.M. and formally presented to the conference Dr. Harold 
C. Case. 

The Committee on Journal reported their approval of the pre- 
vious sessions minutes which had been distributed. They were 
approved by the Conference.

Dr. Lyndon Phifer was formally presented by Bishop Baxter. 


The Bishop then announced the appointment of Don Nothdurft 
to the Conference Board of Ministerial Training to replace Ray 
Mortensen. 


Mention was made of the Summer School of Ministerial Train- 
ing at Tacoma and of the Ecumenical Conference to be held in 
Springfield, Massachusetts, in September, and the desire was ex- 
pressed by the Bishop, that the Idaho Conference be represented. 


Presentations: J. E. Bain, Manager of the Portland Branch, 
Methodist Publishing House, was introduced by the Bishop. Mr. 
Bain called attention to certain books available downstairs and 
presented the annual check for the Conference Claimants Fund 
in the amount of $1192.42, made possible through purchases made 
within the Conference last year. He spoke of the enlarged store 
and facilities for service now available. 


Don I. Smith presented the Rev. A. R. Fike, President of the 
Idaho Allied Civic Forces, who spoke briefly on his organiza- 
tion and its work, supported by our conference, and called atten- 
tion to “The Challenge’, a monthly publication of the group. 


Irvin S. Motz, now with the General Board of Pensions, 
Chicago, brought greetings from Mrs. Motz, and the Board. He 
spoke on the Reserve Pension Plan and presented a check in the 
amount of $80.00 from the Chartered Fund, for the Conference 
Claimants Fund. 


H. G. McCallister presented Dr. Walter L. Breaw, Field Repre- 
sentative of the Iliff School of Theology, who brought greetings 
and spoke of the school’s extension plans. 


The Bishop presented Dr. Leslie B. Logan of the Methodist 
Board of Temperance and the Anti-Saloon League of America. 
He brought greetings and spoke briefly on the importance of tem- 
perance work. 


Dr. I. L. Shaver, worker with the Japanese-Americans in Idaho 
and Eastern Oregon, was presented by Bishop Baxter. He spoke 
briefly and brought greetings from Bishop James Baker and Dr. 
Channing Richardson of California. He pointed out the many 
avenues of service in his work with the Japanese-Americans, and 
announced his intention to again return to Japan in September. 
Edgar L. Oakes paid tribute to his work in the Boise Valley. 


Motion: Leroy Walker moved the Executive Session be set at 
2 P.M. today. Motion seconded. Brooks H. Moore moved an 
amendment that it be set for 1:30 P.M. The amendment was 
accepted, and the original motion carried. 


Corporate Session: At 10:15 A.M. the Bishop turned the chair 
to the President of the Corporate Session, H. G. McCallister. The 


Secretary read the minutes of the 1946 session. They were 
approved. 
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Lawrence Robinson reported on the sale of the Sumpter prop- 
erty for $150. H. G. McCallister reported on the gift of the Sum- 
merville church building by the Conference Board of Trustees, to 
the Hendrix Church, La Grande, the latter church assuming the 
mortgage. Floyd White reported the building had been dismantled 
and moved to La Grande. The matter of the Summerville lot on 
which the church stood was discussed. A. E. Gilbert moved, sec- 
onded by G. G. Roseberry that the lot be sold. The motion carried. 


C. M. Donaldson moved the approval of the former actions of 
the Board of Trustees in relation to the Summerville church. It 
was approved. L. B. Bailey moved that the Summerville parson- 
age property be sold to Mrs. Ethel Archer at her request. It was 
seconded. Edson Deal made a substitute motion that the Trustees 
ae Mrs. Archer on the property. It was seconded and 
carried. 


L. B. Bailey, reported on the situation at Durkee. The Com- 
munity Church there in need of repair, would be turned over to the 
Methodist Church for use, by paying half the repair estimated to 
be from $500 to $600, the other half to be raised within the com- 
munity. Edson Deal moved that the Board of Trustees, together 
with the Circuit Rider, L. B. Bailey, be authorized to repair the 
property. It was so ordered. 


It was noted that the $25 check for the past year, had been 
turned to the Conference Claimants Fund. 


The Treasurer’s Report was presented by Edson Deal who 
moved its adoption. Upon second it was accepted. (See Report). 


L. B. Bailey moved that $50 be paid the Conference Claimants 
Fund this year. It was so ordered. 


Dallas McNeil moved that the Board of Trustees, Class of ’47 
become the Class of ’50. It was seconded. Lawrence Robinson 
put the question with the result that they were elected. The Sec- 
retary cast a unanimous ballot. 


Albert B. Parrett moved that the present officers be re-elected 
for another year. Again Lawrence Robinson put the question and 
they were elected. 

Don Smith reported on the status of the church at Salmon. 

Edson Deal, Treasurer, reported the renewal of his bond. 

Upon motion adjournment was declared. 

Recess: A ten minute recess followed. 

Regular Business Session: At 11 A.M. the conference was 
called to order by the Bishop. 


G. G. Roseberry moved the election of Ben Hutchins as repre- 
sentative of “Religion In Life”. He was elected. 


Lawrence Robinson called attention to the schools for rural 
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pastors to be held this summer at Pullman, Washington and Cor- 
vallis, Oregon. 

Presentations: C. M. Donaldson, Courtesy Chairman, presented 
Miss Eva Brown, a former accepted supply pastor in this confer- 
ence, now living in Virginia. 

Bishop Baxter called James Martin, Jr., to the platform and 
officially presented him to the conference. Mr. Martin spoke brief- 
ly on the College of Idaho, where he is now an instructor in the 
department of religion, and urged the continued support of the 
Conference to that school. 


Greetings from President Herbert-Smith, of Willamette Uni- 
versity, were brought by the Bishop. 


Reports: Leroy Walker presented the Financial Report of the 
Board of Missions and Church Extension, and moved its adoption. 
After being seconded it was accepted. (See Report). 


. C..M. Donaldson reported on the advancement of the Whitney 
Church, Boise, stating that a new building would soon be under 
construction. 


L. B. Bailey reported receipt of $800 toward the purchase of a 
new car for the Circuit Rider, same from the General Board of 
Missions. 


The Bishop appointed L. B. Bailey to be present at the Lay 
Meeting at 1:30 P.M. to assist the laymen in the scheduled election 
of General and Jurisdictional Conference delegates. 


Statistician’s Report: The Statistician’s Report was given by 
J. D. Crego, who moved its acceptance. It was accepted. (See 
Report). Attention was called to the importance of property eval- 
uation and adequate insurance. 


G. G. Roseberry spoke briefly on the “Blue Cross Hospital 
Plan” and presented R. T. Jones, Executive Director of the plan 
for Idaho. He explained the plan, which it was pointed out, had 
been most successful in the Pacific Northwest Conference. 
Leonard Clark moved it be referred to the Conference Board of 
Hospitals and Homes, said Board to bring in a report later in this 
Conference session. It was so ordered. 


Bishop Baxter then read certain paragraphs from the Disci- 
pline regarding the election of General and J urisdictional Confer- 
ence delegates, and called upon the Secretary to report the number 
of ministerial members. Forty-two effective elders; one of super- 
numerary relation ; and nineteen retired men were reported. The 
Bishop then announced we were eligible to elect only one minis- 
terial, and one lay member to General Conference, one alternate in 
each case, the alternate to serve as one of the two delegates to the 
Jurisdictional Conference. One additional alternate delegate to be 
elected to the Jurisdictional Conference making a total of three 
laymen, and three ministers to be elected, or as the Bishop pointed 
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out, an additional alternate to Jurisdictional Conference to make a 
total of four laymen and four ministers to be elected. Upon motion 
of Edson Deal, it was decided to follow the latter plan. 


Donald Campbell moved apprpeciation to Mr. Jones for his 
presentation of the “Blue Cross Hospital Plan”. By vote this was 
the concensus of the conference. Following announcements, ad- 
journment was declared and the benediction offered by Quincy A. 
Murphree. 


THIRD DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, June 5, 1947

Reception of Members: At 3 P.M., following the Executive Ses- 
sion, the Lay Members joined the ministers in the church parlor. 
The six men to be received into full membership were called before 
the conference and their names read by the secretary—Quincy A. 
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Murphree, William Walter DeBolt, Melvin M. Finkbeiner, Stanley 
EK. Andrews, Charles W. Easley, Jr., William F. Frank. In an im- 
pressive service they were received into full membership of the 
conierence, by answering the required Disciplinary qustions. In- 
formal moments followed in which the conference extended con- 
gratulations to these men. 


Utah Mission Discussed: The Bishop again called the confer- 
ence to order and G. G. Roseberry presented Atwood Bird of the 
Utah Mission Conference, who explained the recent decision of his 
conference to request status of a district in a regular annual con- 
ference. He unofficially asked our consideration with the possibility 
of our memoralizing the Jurisdictional Conference to include them 
in our conference. (This was later done—See Memorial). 


Edgar L. Oakes moved the Bishop appoint a committee of three 
ministers and three laymen to bring in a recommendation to this 
session of the Annual Conference. It was duly seconded and 
carried. 


Election of Jurisdictional and General Conference Delegates: 
The Bishop presented the matter of election of ministerial dele- 
gates to the General and Jurisdictional Conferences. The Secre- 
tary appointed Jasper D. Wilford and James D. Crawford as tell- 
ers. The Bishop appointed Dallas McNeil as judge. 


The first ballot was cast. (During the counting of each ballot, a 
discussion was carried on concerning the Utah Mission). The 
Bishop announced there was no election on the first ballot. He 
then turned the chair to the Secretary while he spoke briefly to 
the Woman’s Society meeting being held in the auditorium. 

The second ballot was brought in with the result of no election. 
On the third ballot H. G. McCallister was elected as General Con- 
ference delegate. 

The Bishop then announced the election of the reserve delegate 
to General Conference who is also to become one of the two min- 
isterial delegates to the Jurisdictional Conference. 

On the fourth ballot there was no election. G. G. Roseberry 
was elected on the fifth ballot. 

While the sixth ballot was being counted the Bishop announced 
the results of the Lay election: Edgar L. Oakes, General Confer- 
ence Delegate; W. O. Cotton, Alternate to General Conference. 
Edson Deal, first alternate to Jurisdictional Conference; C. C. 
Dudley, second Alternate and 1 of 2 Jurisdictional Delegates to 
Jurisdictional Conference. 

The Bishop appointed W. H. Hertzog, G. G. Roseberry and 
Leroy Walker to serve on the committee to make recommendation 
concerning the matter of the Utah Mission. 

On the sixth ballot, W. H. Hertzog was elected as first alter- 
nate delegate to Jurisdictional Conference. 
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The seventh ballot was called for to elect a Jurisdictional sec- 
ond alternate, but resulted in no election. 


Statistician J. D. Crego spoke emphasizing the importance of 
care in making Annual Conference reports. 


The eighth ballot was taken. (The result to be announced Fri- 
day Morning). 


Motion for adjournment was made. Seconded and carried. 
Adjournment was declared. 


Laymen’s Meeting: Approximately 50 lay people met at 1:45 
P.M. with Edgar L. Oakes, Conference Lay Leader, presiding. The 
matter of providing sufficient funds to complete the payment of a 
ear for the Circuit Rider of the Western District, L. B. Bailey, 
was presented with the thought that the various Methodist Men’s 
Clubs, Church Schools, and other local organizations in the various 
charges should participate. It was finally moved that the laity 
underwrite the amount of $500, and any extra amount be kept 
in a fund for the Conference Circuit Riders. 


Edson H. Deal continued the discussion, stating the need for no 
let-down in our year of stewardship. 


During the voting for lay delegates to General and Jurisdic- 
tional Conference, Rev. Bailey discussed the phases of his work in 
Eastern Oregon and Owyhee county in Idaho. Lay Delegates were 
elected. (See minutes above). 


Woman’s Society Meeting: At 3 P.M. the Woman’s Society of 
Christian Service held its annual conference meeting in the sanc- 
tuary. A MODEL MEETING was presented. It began with an 
organ prelude, “Symphonic Prelude’, (Brahms) by Mrs. Bayrzilla 
Clark. The devotional lesson was based on the theme, “‘Ye Shall 
Know the Truth, and the Truth Shall Make You Free.”’ The busi- 
ness session was presided over by Mrs. Ross Woolford, Conference 
president. The minutes of the Executive Board which had met 
earlier, were read and approved. Bishop Baxter brought greet- 
ings and gave an explanation of the Woman’s Society in the 
Crusade emphasis for the coming year, increase in church school 


enrollment and attendance. The program chairman was Mrs. 
Brooks H. Moore. 


FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Friday Morning, June 6th 


Morning Devotions: At 8:20 A.M. the morning devotions be- 
gan with an organ meditation. At 8:30, the presiding officer, Olin 
E. Parrett, called the congregation to sing Hymn No. 178 “Spirit 
of Life” after which he read the Scripture Lesson and led in prayer 
Dr. Case gave his scheduled address, “Redemptive Living.” ; 
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_ Business Session: The business session was called to order by 
Bishop Baxter at 9:15 A. M. The minutes of the previous day’s 


session were reported as read and approved by the Committee on 
Journal. 


As previously planned, the Bishop read the results of the eighth 
ballot taken in the minister’s session on Thursday. The result was 
the election of Leroy Walker as second alternate delegate to Juris- 
dictional Conference. 


The Bishop brought up the matter of the Utah Mission. Upon 
his suggestion, Leroy Walker moved the committee be enlarged 
to seven members. It was seconded and passed. The Bishop then 
appointed the following: W. H. Hertzog, Chairman; H. G. McCal- 
lister, G. G. Roseberry, Leroy Walker. Lay members—Edgar L. 
Oakes, W. O. Cotton, Hugh Nelson. 


Treasurer’s Report: Henry J. Gernhardt, Conference Treasur- 
er, prefaced his report by personally thanking his predecessor, 
Irvin S. Motz, for his fine work as Treasurer for the past eleven 
years. He recommended four changes to facilitate the work of 
Conference Treasurer: 


1) That each church have not more than two treasurers remit- 
ting money to the Conference Treasurer. 


2) That the regular items on the remittance blanks be clarified 
and that they be used in sending all monies to the Treas- 
urer ; 


3) That local treasurers remit in even dollars; 


4) That the last remittance arrive in the Treasurer’s office no 
later than May 15th, money arriving later be returned, to 
come as “cash” at Conference. Donald Campbell moved 
that his recommendations be accepted. It was seconded 
and unanimously carried. 


The Treasurer gave his report and it was accepted. (See 
Report). 


Temperance Report: Don I. Smith, who represented the Idaho 
Conference at the National Temperance Meeting in Chicago the 
past year, prefaced his Temperance Report with a brief resume of 
that meeting, stressing the fact that the unique function of the 
church is not to pass legislation and forbid, but to offer something 
finer. He then read his report and moved its acceptance. It was 
seconded and adopted. (See Report). He then explained the Cap- 
per Bill S-265. 


The Committee on Nominations was authorized to nominate 
a representative to serve on the Advisory Committee of the state 
Idaho Allied Civic Forces. 


Logan Pruitt moved that “the Temperance Committee be a 
functioning committee as well as a reporting committee, by ad- 
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vising the local churches on matters of procedure and material ; 
also contacting other Protestant bodies for cooperative effort 
against the liquor traffic.” Motion carried. 


The Secretary was authorized to send to all Idaho and Oregon 
Congressmen, Senator Arthur Capper, and members of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee the sentiments of this conference. 


Report of the Commission On Social Action: Don Nothdurft, 
Chairman of the Commission, read the report and moved its 
adoption. It was adopted. (See Report). 


Donald Campbell moved that “the matter of peace time con- 
scription be referred to the Commission on Social Action request- 
ing that it bring in a separate resolution for conference action.”’ 
Motion carried. 


The Secretary called attention to a motion made last year that 
the Conference Journal carry, beginning this year, the service 
record of each man, and asked the present desire of the conference. 
L. B. Bailey moved the renewal of last year’s motion. It was 
so ordered. 


H. G. McCallister moved that Don Nothdurft be excused from 
the remainder of the conference session. He was excused. 


H. G. McCallister then moved that the Conference Secretary be 
empowered to edit all reports and motions. It was so ordered. 


Donald Campbell spoke on the Methodist Federation of Social 
Service and suggested the organization of a chapter in our Confer- 
ence. Arrangements were made for all interested persons to meet. 


J. D. Crego called attention to the Laboratory School on Recre- 
ation held last fall in Stockton, California and asked the Executive 
Secretary, Donald Campbell, to give a brief report concerning it, 
which he did, stressing the importance of a proper recreation pro- 
gram in the local church. Mr. Campbell also spoke of the National 
BUSY Youth Conference to be held in December at Cleve- 
and, Ohio. 


The Bishop called attention to the conference program sched- 
uled at 4 P.M., “The World Service Public Speaking Contest” ard 
requested that it be changed to 7:30 P.M. Saturday in the dining 
hall of the church. C. M. Donaldson moved such change, and it 
was adopted. 


W. H. Hertzog spoke on the Reserve Pension Fund, calling 
attention to last year’s action to raise $37,000 by conference of 
1948. In order to speed the process, Donald Campbell moved that 
‘“‘a letter such as the one which Dr. Hertzog sent to his people on 
the Reserve Pension Fund, be sent by him to the pastors of the 
conference.” G. G. Roseberry moved an amendment that copies 
of the letter be sent each charge Lay Leader as well. This was 
seconded and carried. The original motion as amended was then 
approved. 
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_ G. G. Roseberry moved that a business session be set at 4 P.M. 
eee ae to allow for necessary committee meetings. It was so 
ordered. 


Presentations: Brooks H. Moore presented to the Conference, 
the Rev. Takeo Agatsuma, pastor of the Japanese-Americans from 
Pocatello to Ashton. 


G. G. Roseberry presented the Rev. William B. Cate, an Idaho 
student in the Boston University School of Theology. 


Announcements were made and adjournment declared. The 
benediction was pronounced by W. W. DeBolt. 


FOURTH DAY, SEVENTH SESSION 
Friday Afternoon, June 6th 


The conference was called to order at 4 P.M. by Bishop 
Baxter with the singing of Hymn No 121, “O Son of God”. After 
singing Hymn No .120, “We Cannot Climb the Heavenly Steeps”’ 
the business session followed. 


Reports: The Financial Report of the Board of Conference 
Claimants was presented by L. B. Bailey, Secretary-Treasurer, 
who moved its adoption. It was adopted, subject to adjustment by 
General Board of Pensions. (See Report). 


G. G. Roseberry reported for the Conference Board of Hos- 
pitals and Homes. He stated that 50% of the ministers must come 
into the “Blue Cross Hospital Plan” in order to enter as a Confer- 
ence. He moved, and it was seconded, that the ministers of the 
conference enter this plan, known as the “group plan, under in- 
dividual payment.” After discussion, the motion was carried, 
subject to reaching the necessary proportion. 


Edgar L. Oakes, a member of the Board of Hospitals and 
Homes, reported an offer extended by the Caldwell Hospital Board 
to the Methodist Conference to take over the eventual manage- 
ment and ownership of the hospital. He moved “that the Board 
of Hospitals and Homes of the Conference be authorized to study 
the proposed hospital at Caldwell and bring a report to the con- 
ference in 1948”. After being seconded, it was adopted. 


After announcements, adjournment was declared and the bene- 
diction pronounced by the Rev. Takeo Agatsuma. 


Golden Cross Banquet: The Golden Cross Banquet was held 
at 6 P.M. at the Bonneville Hotel with G. G. Roseberry as toast- 
master. Greetings were brought by H. G. McCallister who pointed 
out that for the first time in the history of the organization in the 
conference, that only two members were present: Dr. W. H. 


Hertzog and himself. 
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Doctor Hertzog presented a brief history and purpose of the or- 
ganization in our conference. He read the names of “Golden 
Crowned” members and then the living members. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that three more had been added this year to the 
list of “Golden Crowned’? members, W. W. Deal, Harry S. Hamil- 
ton, and George R. Archer. 


The toastmaster introduced the only retired member of the 
Conference present, the Rev. Charles F. Luscher. 


Bishop Baxter spoke briefly telling of the manner in which 
the Montana Conference honors its men of long service and re- 
ferred to Dr. Edward Laird Mills book, ‘‘The History of Method- 
ism in Montana’. He suggested that something of the same might 
be done regarding Methodism in Idaho. 


Adjournment was declared by the toastmaster. 


Evening Service: Logan Pruitt presided at the Evening Service 
which opened with the Organ Prelude, “Love Divine” (Stults). 
After the singing of Hymn No. 267, “Rise Up, O Men of God’’, the 
Scripture was read and the congregation was led in prayer. 


Special musical numbers included an anthem, “The Heavens 
Are Telling” (Haydn) by the Trinity church choir and a trio com- 
posed of Miss Julie Stavros, Leonard Fisk and Robert Wengert; 
and a duet number, “God Is Our Refuge” sung by Robert and Paul 
Wengert. Dr. Case presented his last address to the conference 
“Fit Citizens for a Big World’. The benediction was pronounced 
by the chairman. 


FIFTH DAY, EIGHTH SESSION 
Saturday Morning, June 7th 


Morning Devotions: At 8:20 A.M. the morning devotions be- 
gan with an organ meditation. At 8:30, the presiding officer, J. D. 
Crego, called the congregation to sing Hymn No. 342, “Dear Lord 
and Father of Mankind,” after which he read the Scripture and 
led in prayer. The Bishop gave the meditation of the morning. 


_ Business Session: The business session was called to order by 
Bishop Baxter at 9:00 A.M. The minutes of the previous day’s 
Pas: reported as read and approved by the Committee on 

ournal. 


The Bishop read a telegram of greeting from the Wyoming 
State Conference in session at Torrington. C. M. Donaldson moved 
greetings in return. 


J. D. Crego moved that we send to Dr. Case an expression of 
our gratitude for his spiritual leadership during this week, and 
that we request him to have his addresses published that we may 
have them in permanent form. Seconded and carried. 
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SE D. Crego moved that the pastors of this Conference make the 
following agreement: “We, the pastors of the Idaho Conference, in 
consideration for the staffs of the Treasurer and Statistician, 
agree to send our reports to the seat of the Conference so that they 
arrive there not later than Monday of Conference week”. Seconded 
and carried. 


Memorial: W. H. Hertzog read a memorial to the General 
Conference concerning the raising of funds throughout the Church 
for an expansion in the Western Jurisdiction, and moved its 
adoption. Seconded. Motion carried. (See Memorial). 


W. H. Hertzog read a memorial to be presented to the General 
Conference asking a change in status of Utah Mission Conference 
and extending the latter an invitation to become a part of the 
Idaho Conference. Seconded and carried. (See Memorial). 


The Secretary read a memorial from the New Jersey Confer- 
ence asking a change of ‘Methodist Student Day” to “Children’s 
Day’’, and moved its adoption. Seconded. Motion lost. 


Donald Campbell read a memorial from the Methodist Confer- 
ence on Christian Education, concerning a National Methodist Cen- 
ter, and moved its adoption. Seconded. Motion carried. (See 
Memorial) . 


H. G. McCallister read a memorial concerning equal represent- 
ation on General Boards and Committees, and moved its adoption. 
It was adopted. 


Transfers: The Bishop announced the transfer of Quincy A. 
Murphree from the Idaho Conference to the Wyoming State Con- 
ference, as of June 7, 1947, saving he was to be the pastor at Raw- 
lins, left vacant by the accidental death this week, of William 
Hints, known to some members of.the conference. 


He announced the transfers of Donald J. Walker and Harold 
Mackey from the Michigan Conference to the Idaho Conference as 
of June 7, 1947. 


Peace Commission Report: Lawrence Robinson read the Peace 
Commission Report, and moved its adoption. It was seconded. 
Logan Pruitt moved that the reference to the “Fellowship of 
Reconciliation”’ be deleted. Seconded. Discussion. Amendment 
carried. C. M. Donaldson moved that the word “liberal” be substi- 
tuted for the word “radical’’, in reference to such organizations. 
This was seconded. A. E. Parrett moved an amendment to the 
amendment, to delete the whole sentence. Seconded and the mo- 
tion carried. L. B. Bailey moved that we strike out of the report 
everything dealing with peace-time military conscription and con- 
scientious objectors. Seconded. L. B. Bailey spoke on his mo- 
tion. C. G. Hannan moved the previous question. Seconded and 
earried. The amendment lost. Question was called for on the 
report as amended. The amended report was read. The report 
was adopted. (See Report). 
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Report of Board of Evangelism: Floyd White read the report 
of the Board of Evangelism, and moved its adoption. It was sec- 
onded, and after discussion, it was adopted. (See Report). 


A motion for adjournment was seconded and carried. Bene- 
diction was offered by C. F. Luscher. 


FIFTH DAY, NINTH SESSION 
Saturday Afternoon, June 7th 


The Bishop called the meeting to order at 2:15 P.M. and called 
on the session to sing Hymn No. 266, “O Young and Fearless 
Prophet’. He then led in prayer. 


Report of the World Service and Finance Commission: C. G. 
Hannan presented the report and moved its adoption. Seconded. 
Leonard Clark moved on amendment that we substitute the word 
“semi-annual” instead of “quarterly” in section “7b”. Seconded. 
Carried. The report as amended was adopted. (See Report). 


Leroy Walker spoke on the Methodist work among the Japan- 
ese in the Snake River Valley. 


Report of the Nominating Committee: Leroy Walker read the 
report of the Nominating Committee and moved its adoption. It 
was seconded and adopted. (See Boards, Commissions, and Com- 
mittees) . 


H. G. McCallister moved that the present Nominating Com- 
mittee be elected for another year. They were elected. 


G. G. Roseberry moved that W. H. Hertzog be elected treasurer 
of the Committee on Equalization of Ministers’ Salaries, and that 
he secure $90 belonging to the fund, from E. R. Kaemerer, former 
treasurer. It was so ordered. 


Report of the Auditing Committee: J. D. Crawford ‘submitted 
the report of the Auditing Committee and moved its adoption. 
Seconded. Carried. (See Report). 


H. G. McCallister read a letter from Mrs. Josie Bach, saying 
that she could not be present for the Ordination Service on Sunday. 
Logan Pruitt moved that the Secretary of the Conference send a 
letter to her indicating that she had been missed at Conference. 
G. G. Roseberry suggested that, having been elected to Local 
Elder’s Orders, she be present at Portland at the Oregon Confer- 
ence June 22nd to be ordained, and L. B. Bailey said he could 
supply for her on that Sunday if necessary. 


H. G. McCallister explained the absence from the conference 
session of M. H. Greenlee. 


Floyd White moved an offering of appreciation be taken for 
the caretaker of Trinity Church. It was seconded and carried. 


The offering was taken. 
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I. S. Motz moved, and it was seconded, that $100.00 be paid 
from the Annual Conference expense fund to the host church, 
toward expense of entertainment. It was so ordered. 

Certain required questions were then answered including: 

Question 3. a) What officers handling funds of the confer- 
ence have been bonded and in what amounts? H. J. Gernhardt— 
Conference Treasurer, $10,000. W. H. Hertzog—tTreasurer Con- 
ference Claimants Fund, $2,000. Edson H. Deal—Treasurer Con- 
ference Board of Trustees, $1000. 

Question 46. What are the detailed objectives of this confer- 
ence for the coming year? 1) Christian Education phase of the 
Crusade for Christ; 2) Completion of the Reserve Pension Fund. 

Question 47. Where shall the next session of the conference 
be held? Nampa. (Invitation was extended by Rev. Dallas McNeil 
in the absence of his Lay Member. Upon motion the invitation 
was accepted.) 

After discussion as to day of opening, Donald Campbell moved 
that the conference open on Tuesday evening, June 8, 1948. It 
was so ordered. 

C. M. Donaldson moved that the Secretary write J. Wesley 
Hole, Secretary of the Committee on Location, Los Angeles, Cali-' 
fornia, to extend an invitation to the Jurisdictional Conference to 
meet in Boise in July, 1948.

VI. REPORTS 


A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
EASTERN DISTRICT 
GEORGE G. ROSEBERRY, District Superintendent 


Bishop Baxter and Members of the Idaho Conference: 


The Stewardship year has meant much to Methodism in the Eastern 
District of the Idaho Conference. It has stirred our churches until in many 
of them a New Methodism is struggling to be born. The Stewardship pro- 
gram of the Crusade has given each church an opportunity to emphasize 
some very important work in the local church. Some churches worked at 
every item of the Stewardship plan for the year. The churches were 
blessed in the same proportion as they used this great program of our 
general church. 


I am sure that all of our churches will eagerly respond to the fifth 
emphasis of the Crusade; namely the increase of enrollment and attendance 
in our church schools. Because of the great increase in population brought 
about by the westward movement of our people; our Sunday Schools should 
increase in a greater proportion than the mere increase of the population 
caused by the increased birth rate. With this challenge in mind I would 
suggest that our churches, along with their pastors. have as the goal for 
their increases in enrollment and the average attendance a number which 
will correspond with the active membership of the respective churches. I 
would advise that our Official Boards and Boards of Education in each 
local church become alert and do something to meet this great challenge to 
the church. Some of the churches are even doing very well. 


There have been notable increases in the average attendance at Sunday 
School in Jerome, Pocatello, Glenns Ferry. Twin Falls, Richfield, Shoshone, 
Fairfield, Idaho Falls, Kimberly. Murtaugh, Rupert. Hagerman and others. 
The Average attendance in our Sunday Schools of the District has increased 
each year for the last four years. Nearly every church has increased each 
year. If each church will increase next year we will easily make our 
10.5% increase which we need to make our goal set by the Board of Education 
at Nashville. We ought to increase our enrollment by at least 25% next year. 


The visitors to our Conference. 


Dr. Ezra M. Cox of the Home Board from the San Francisco Office visited 
our conference in the early fall and spoke at the District meeting and went 
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with the District Superintendent to visit the churches at Salmon and Ashton 
before going onto other conferences. 


Bishop and’Mrs. Baxter attended our Bishop’s Dinner at Twin Falls, 
going to Idahé Falls and Salmon before returning to Portland. Bishop 
Baxter visited our district twice before during the year. 


Dr. H. C. Mechlenburg of the Bureau of Architecture has visited and 
consulted with several of the churches regarding their building progams 
and plans. Dr. J. Wesley Miller has been assisting the Idaho Falls church 
in raising money to complete and build the Church School unit of the church. 
The Wendell church is carrying their building on to completion this past year. 
The Wendell church installed Memorial Chimes at Easter. 


There were representatives of the Board of Missions and Education on 
our District for promotional work during the year. 


Our American-Japanese work is being carried on most satisfactorily under 
the able direction of Rev. Takeo Agatsuma who is at present living at Poca- 
tello and ministering to his people at Blackfoot, Pocatello and Idaho Falls. 


The District Lay Leader, Mr. Hugh Nelson, has done exceeding well 
this year with promoting Methodist Men’s work in the district. More than 
250 men attended the dinner in honor of Bishop and Mrs. Baxter. Charters 
were granted to the following churches for the organization of Methodist 
Men: Twin Falls, Jerome, Burley. Other churches are in the process of 
getting their charters. 


Our Institute grounds were used for more activities last summer than 
any year in the past. We started with a most successful Institute for the 
M. Y. F. under the very able direction of Dean Brooks Moore. Soon after 
came the Christian Adventure Camp under the direction of Mrs, Irvin S. 
Motz and her assistants. 


The W. S. C. S: Fellowship Camp was attended by women: from many 
of the churches of the District. There came immediately after this camp 
the Older Youth camp which was attended by nearly one hundred people, 
There were several M. Y. F. Rallies in the sub-district during the school year. 


There have been many splendid new people come to our District the past 
year. This incoming began with Rev. and Mrs. Stanley Andrews who came to 
Kimberly. In a few days Rev. and Mrs. Charles Easley came to be the pastors 
at American Falls and Aberdeen, A new daughter, Marion Gay, came to this 
home at Easter time. Rev. and Mrs. John Sims and family returned to Idaho 
from the chaplaincy, We are glad to have the Sims family back with us. 
Marcus Bloodworth completed his tour with the Boston Singers and came to 
Richfield last July. The Richfield church has responded in a splendid way 
to his ministry. 


Rev. J. D. Wilford was discharged from the work of a chaplain and he 
and his family came to Filer the first of last July. When we returned from 
Conference the Filer church had completed plans for the purchase of a new 
parsonage, The purchase was soon completed and the Wilfords moved in soon 
after they arrived. Rev. J. R. Crowe is another man who has served as a 
chaplain and came to Idaho to carry on in the ministry at the Rupert-Paul 
charge. On January 1, Rev. and Mrs. Roval J. Meyers came from Utah 
to be the pastor and wife of the church at Murtaugh. About this time 
Rev. Lee Wilber entered the Y. M. C. A. work at Salt Lake City and Rey. 
and Mrs. Olin E. Parrett came to Buhl from the Indiana Conference. Rev. 
and Mrs. ‘George Allen have met with a good response at Shoshone and 
Dietrich where they have been since last October. 


We were sorry to lose Irvin and Mrs. Motz who left us on February 10 to 
go to Chicago where he is in the Board of Pensions Office taking increasing 
responsibility there. The Nothdurfts left Glenns Ferry last month to take 
up the new pastorate at Immanuel church in Boise, We are sorry to relate 
the news of the serious illness of Mrs. E. L. White who has been in the 
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hospital in Twin Falls for several weeks. We ask for your prayers in the 
interest of her recovery. i 


Many of our congregations have realized that their buildings were built 
for another day and are setting out to improve and add to the floor space. 
Notable in the list are: Gooding, Hagerman, Jerome, Filer, Glenns Ferry, 
Paul, Aberdeen, Pocatello, Idaho Falls, Kimberly, Wendell, and Rupert. 
Rupert is in. a fund raising campaign now. Fairfield) put in new solid oak 
pews and pulpit furniture. Castleford and Richfield churches have made im- 
provements and.redecorated. The Pocatello parsonage has been improved 
in such a way that it may be used as a church house when and if the 
congregation purchases a new building for a parsonage. 


The Glenns Ferry chureh has been: redecorated and repainted inside and 
out. A new oil-burner furnace has been installed in the Ashton church. 
The Idaho Falls Trinity Church has been beautifully decorated to make our 
conference most pleasant this week. 


Our churches will eagerly launch the increase of church school enrollment 
and attendance this summer and fall. The Crusade is in our hearts. We 
pledge our best-in this great program. 


WESTERN DISTRICT . 
H. G. McCatuister, District Superintendent 


BisHor BAXTER, MINISTERIAL & LAy Mempers: In submitting this, my 
report of the first year on the Western District, both time and space forbid my 
doing other than giving merely sketches. These sketches will be in alpha- 
betical order. 


APPLE VALLEY, located in a farming community. moved their church 
building a year ago, made needed improvements, seated their sanctuary with 
pews donated by the Conference Board of Trustees from the Summerville 
church, and the district superintendent re-dedicated the building last fall. 
A growing church school flourishes here. The work is supplied by a student 
pastor. 


Baker: In this historical gold and cattle town our church for years 
existed rather than lived. Now new life has come to the congregation and 
movement is seen within the ranks. Beautifying and redecorating of the plant 
has been going on during the year; a new furnace is being installed, and 
plans are forming for re-modeling, buying or building a parsonage. Rev. 
Robinson and his wife have done a fine work resulting in increased church 
school and church attendance. 


Botse, First: This important center in Idaho Methodism hit an all-time 
high on Easter Sunday by making an offering of $2500. The church school 
is growing, the largest number of Advocate subscriptions in the conference is 
found here: new activity marks the work of youth groups and a church 
building program is being considered. A fine group of laymen are active 
in this church. “Dad” Werts is the busy pastor, 


Boise, COLLISTER: Just on the edge of Boise is this growing community, 
presenting challenges to our church. Church school and preaching services 
are increasing which demand larger facilities for meeting the needs. Rev. 
Newman is enjoying his work here. 


Botsr, IMMANUEL: Rev. Mortensen took work with the Federated Protest- 
ant Churches of Los Angeles and moved the first of February. Preaching 
services were provided by the district superintendent, Rev. Campbell and 
others until May 11 when Rev. Nothdurft was transferred to this work. 
Remodeling and beautifying of the sanctuary is nearly. completed which will 
make Immanuel one of the most beautiful and worshipful churches of the 
conference, A challenging field is here. 
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BotsE, WHITNEY: Another growing community south of the city of Boise 
numbering approximately 4500 people calls for the erection of a Methodist 
church building. Rev. Donaldson has begun work on this project, has the 
foundation ready for the superstructure. This project will cost $30,000. An 
increase of 300% in membership, increasing church school attendance and a 
young, but alive W. S. C. S. mark this work. 


CALDWELL: Dr. Hertzog has had a good year and the future is bright 
for a continuation. World Service offering beyond the askings, a good church 
school and serious thinking is being done to provide needed space for religious 
education work. 


CASCADE: Here the year shows an increase of 50% in ‘the church school 
average attendance, a new aluminum roof on the church building, an increase 
in pastor’s salary of 25% for coming year and a new interest in things 
religious on the part of the community. -Rev. Greenlee is the champion 
Nimrod of the valley. 


Cove: Since the passing of Rev. Smutz last year, Mrs. Smutz has carried 
on the work as pastor in a very acceptable manner, and the congregation 
unanimously asks her return at a handsome increase in salary. Mrs. Smutz 
is one of our “acceptable” accepted supply pastors. 


EaGLe: This little church has set a good record. It has built a large 
addition to the church building, increased the church school attendance and 
World Service giving and asked the return of the pastor, Rev, Finkbeiner, at 
an increase of $700 in salary. 


EMMETT: Located in the valley famous for its cherries, our congregation 
is needing building improvements, a new furnace and reorganization of the 
physical plant to better serve the needs of the hour. Here is a real task 
calling for hard work, religion, and determination to see things through. 
Rev. Gilbert has done well and completes his third year as pastor. 


FRUITLAND: Rev. Crawford has had a good year. He has the largest 
M. Y. F. in proportion to membership than any other church in the district. 
Improvements have been made on the parsonage; a new furnace is being 
procured and an increase in membership marks the year’s work. 


HAINES - NorTH Powper: Rev. Dennis Elam, a local preacher, has served 
this circuit acceptably this year. This charge wants a resident minister and 
is making preparations to this end. A good salary and an opportunity for 

large service awaits the minister who serves this circuit. 


JoHN Day: Here much improvement has been done on the physical plant. 
New chairs, new oil heater for the church, a fine church school enrollment 
and a unanimous invitation to return was given Mrs. Bach who celebrated 
her 25 years in the ministry on last Sunday of this conference year, She 
was presented with a silver tea set to help celebrate the occasion. 


JOSEPH: Located near Wallowa Lake, our congregation is suffering 
“yearning pains”. Without a minister for a long time and realizing their 
need of one, the good people here are hoping one can be given them. They 
have underwritten a salary of $2400 and furnished parsonage. A fine oppor- 
tunity for good work, and good results await the minister who goes there. 


Kuna: Last conference time, Rev. Wilson was appointed to this charge. 
He was ill for several months, spent much time in a hospital and has been 
ordered by his physician to cease work for a long time. He did good work 
and our church misses him. The people have carried on splendidly with a 
supply minister for several months, with Rev. Stong doing the preaching 
for the past three months. 


LAGRANDE, First: This city is the seat of Eastern Oregon College of 
Education. Rev. Pruitt has completed his second year, the church school 
moves on well, and a college student group meets each Sunday evening under 
leadership of Prof. Bolen. An active M. Y. F. and W. S. C. S, and a well 
rounded program is found here. ; 
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LAGRANDE, HENDRIX: This church under leadership of Rev. Floyd White 
finds itself in need of social and church school room. So the Summerville 
church building was donated to this church, dismantled and moved for this 
purpose. 


MEADOWS VALLEY: This community has been without a pastor, save the 
services of Rev. Harry Johnson, a local preacher, for a long time. This 
place is Methodist responsibility and during these times of ministerial short- 
age, it is discouraging to churches far removed from religious centers 
without the service of a resident minister. 


MERIDIAN: After 13 years of continuous service, Rev. N. H. Lines, finding 
the work growing and also exacting, has asked for a smaller charge this 
year. He served Meridian a long time and will be missed. Here is a prom- 
ising field and with one of the best church schools in tne conterence, a good 
membership and a fine opportunity for service. 


MIDDLETON: This little church occupies a promising place in the develop- 
ment of new land coming under the Cascade Reservoir which will open up one 
thousand acres of new soil. Served most of the year by a supply pastor, in 
later weeks the service of Rev. Luscombe completed the year in a fine way. 
A good future exists here. 


NAMPA, First: Rey. Dallas McNeil has been busy this year. With all his 
other duties he has carried the major share of the task of raising money to 
buy a $14,000 pipe organ and provide for repairs to amount of $6,000. Work 
has already begun unon this proicct and it will be a fine place for an Annual 
Conference meeting in the near future. 


NaMPA, SOUTHSIDE BLvp.: Rey. David Smith serves this community in 
a very acceptable manner. A fine, new parsonage is in process of com- 
pletion, new life is manifested in the church and an interesting young 
people’s organization meets the needs of young life. A young missionary, 
a lady, has recently arrived. 


Nyssa: This growing community is served by Rev. H. J. Gernhardt who 
is doing a good job for Methodism. The church built in recent years is 
already too small and more room is needed for both preaching services and 
the invitation to the pastor to return indicates a desire to move farther ahead. 


ONTARIO: A building program to provide a new sanctuary continues to 
be the one thing demanding attention of Methodists in this town. Plans 
are on the way for erection of an adequate and beautiful plant. Yet this 
has not absorbed all the time of our people as gains in every line of activity 
indicates. Rev. Lloyd is expected to return for his fourth year, 


PAYETTE: Rev. Hannan is completing his fourth and best year, and his 
return is a “must” in the thinking of his people. All goals have been met 
and the people look hopefully forward to next year. Needed improvements 
have been made on the building and the church closed the year with a large 
surplus in the treasury. 

PLEASANT RipGE: This is a small rural community five miles from Caldwell, 
bound together by community ties. A flourishing, though small church 
school, and a Sunday morning church service marks the set-up of this work. 
A student pastor serves these loyal people. 


PRAIRIE City: Methodism has had a work here for many years, sometimes 
the work was combined with John Day, sometimes with John Day and Canyon 
City, and at other times served by a resident pastor by inself. Rev, W. G. 
Burchard, a local preacher, has furnished spiritual guidance for the past 
year and his service is desired to continue. However, due to illness of Mrs. 
Burchard, he must give the work up and move to lower altitude. This church 
needs a minister, but how to get him is the sixty-four dollar question. 


RICHLAND: Located on the North Powder River, this inland town, is 45 
miles to the nearest Methodist church, other than its own, and is 1800 ft. 
lower in altitude than Baker, the nearest Methodist center. The community 
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has three ‘churches with resources to. about support one minister in an 
adequate manner. Rev. Weaver has done: good work with a spiritual ministry. 


Sweret-Montour: Located within the shadow of Squaw Butte, and border- 
ing on the foothills overlooking the Payette River, this work will likely be 
in need of missionary help for years to come. Most high school youth go 
elsewhere for schooling and as the country is adapted to limited grazing 
with some farming, these youths do not return in large numbers to become 
residents of this circuit. It is supplied by student preachers. 


SUMMERVILLE-ELGIN: Aside from two years, and then only partial reports 
were. made, Summerville had made. no reports to the Annual Conference for 
twenty vears. Three quarters of a century ago it was an important town 
in the development of that part of Eastern Oregon. Now there is nothing 
left except a small number of houses to mark the place of by-gone days. 
Elgin has been well served this year by Mrs. Ione White. Growth of the 
town and growth of Methodism, the Jatter seen in increased church school 
and preaching service attendance, and the offer of the people to give sood 
support to a pastor to serve Elgin with Wallowa for the coming year. Here 
is a good opportunity.. 


Unton: Rev. Fortune returned to Nebraska the first of February and our 
work at Union has been carried on well by Prof. Virgil Bolen of E. O. S. E. 
His return for the year has been requested. 


VALE & BroGANn: Vale is the countv seat of Malheur county. and one of 
the large counties in eastern Oregon. Rev. J. D. Crego serves this work and 
has done good work. despite illness of his wife and his son, the latter was in 
a hospital in Portland for several months, but now making progress toward 
health. A request for his return indicates the attitude of the membership. 


_  WALLOowA: Rev. T. O. Hill has served here the past vear. Much and needed 
improvements have been made. which included the building of a double 
garage, and redecorating of the parsonage. World service will show an 
increase and all obligations have been met. 


WEISER-HUNTINGTON: Weiser is in need of room to house the increasing 
church school. and care for other needs. Rev. P. C. Bent has the unique 
distinction of being able to leave Weiser for a seven o’clock service in the 
evenine. and drive ?4 miles to Huntington and begin that service at 6:30 
p.m. The work at Huntington, which was so discouraging a year ago. is 
now on the move upwards. The church has been newly painted and Rev. 
Bent has had a good year. 


WILDER: Served by Rev. Brown, who is completing his college work at the 
College of Idaho. this church has moved forward in property improvements 
increase in World Service offerings, and an advance in salary. The W.S.C.S. 


is a hard working organization, supporting the work of the church in every 
way. 


Rocky Mr. Circuit: A worthy successor to Bishon Asbury is Rev. L. B. 
Bailey. who though not travelling by horse as did his famed predecessor, 
does not permit horse. cow or other dumb obiect. to stand in his wav when 
travelling from one end of his rambling parish tn the other. He has re-vitalized 
Jordan Valley and has the church going on a business-like basis. Places not 
. reached by any other minister comes within his domain. He needs some 


eee in the matter of suitable transportation over his highways and 
ails. 


OTHER ITems: A good increase in our benevolent giving will be seen. Last 
year the amount of World Service and Conference Benevolences reached 
$10,293. In the same items, the Treasurer’s records will show an increase. 
Church school attendance likewise shows an increase. Pastoral support makes 
an increase with indications that next year will show more advance. On the 
other hand, the per capita siving to apportioned benevolences amounts to 
only $1.90 on the Western District. a tragedy in this hour of great need. 
The churches in their desire to keep salaries up to increased cost of living, 
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is a worthy desire, but they should not overlook the unprecedented opportunity 
to serve world needs in this critical and history making time. Desperately 
in need of more ministers, a combination of charges is necessary in some 
instances, though not as desireable as when a charge can support a pastor by 
itself. The W. S. C. S. organizations have done a splendid work, but time 
forbids my calling attention to anv particular group. Reports will speak 
more eloquently in this respect. This group of workers truly form a sub- 
stantial part in the task of kingdom building. Our M. Y. F. and Inter- 
mediate groups have carried on in a good way with several sub-district meet- 
ings during the year, and every youth organization is planning for summer 
institutes at Wallowa and Payette Lakes, : ; ; 


The past year has witnessed the crowning of three veterans of the Cross 
and their translation from the earthly scenes to the heavenly mansions. All 
of these lived on the Western District: Revs. Déal, Hamilton and Archer. 
We who are here today are reaping some of the results of their labors. We 
miss them, but the memory and influence of each lingers with us and under- 
girds us for future tasks. With deep appreciation to our Heavenly Father for 
His goodness, and the presence of the Holy Spirit impelling us onward. ‘and 
with heartfelt thanks to all parsonage homes for their cooperation, courtesy, 
and kindness to the district superintendent and his family, I submit this 
report.

B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
1. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


THE CRUSADE EMPHASIS. The four-year program of the Crusade for 
Christ was in all reality a Crusade for Christ and an attempt to prove the 
greatness of the Methodist Church. The church faced its responsibility to a 
needy world and said this five-fold program is imperative in the service of 
the Kingdom. The church exists to serve—this Crusade is the measure of 
our concern for a tragic world of men. A new world order—an absolute 
must, if thee is to be a world tomorrow for the church to serve. $25,000,000— 
a token of our concern for suffering humanity. Evangelism—with 50% of 
our nation outside the church, millions need Christ and the fellowship of his 
church. Stewardship—helping our people understand God, His plan and pur- 
pose, and their relationship to Him. And now increase in Church School 
enrollment and attendance—the effectiveness of the total program, the very 
life of the church and the fruitfulness of the Christian lives of church people 
is dependent upon more and better Christian teaching for more people. 
Our goal is a practical one and can be easily reached if each church meets its 
responsibility in the local community. 


In keeping with the Crusade emphasis, the Board of Education is recom- 
mending to the conference that the major emphasis be in the work of the 
adult field. Here is the weakest link in the program of the local church 
and it must be strengthened. If adults—parents in the home and leaders in 
the church can be reached with Christian teaching many of the problems 
of the children’s and youth program would be solved or much simplified, 

WESLEY FOUNDATION. The importance of following our young people to 
the state schools is emphasized by the increased enrollment, the great needs 
and the opportunities for guidance. The new four year program at Pocatello 
will give added opportunity and responsibility to the church. With inade- 
quate help and financial aid, busy pastors at Pocatello, LaGrande, and Moscow 
are in a real way helping to strenrthen the spiritual ties of the youth from 
our churches to the church, the Christian way and Kingdom enterprises. 
We urge every local church to follow its students to the colleges and univer- 
sities and to give full cooperation with this program of Wesley Foundation. 


VisuaL A1ps. Churches are looking for additional ways of making the 
program of the church more effective and the visual methods are finding an 
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increasingly important place in the church. Before buying expensive equip- 
ment your Board suggests a careful study of the whole area of visual aids 
and equipment and the possible use in the local church. There is a real 
danger that the visual program will become a substitute for the real program 
instead of an aid or supplement to it. The Board of Education is prepared 
to give counsel to any church interested in this program or equipment. 


LABORATORY SCHOOL. The board would call attention again to the Labora- 
tory School for children’s workers to be held in Nampa on June 15-20. This is 
one of the most significant events in the Idaho Conference to strengthen the 
Crusade emphasis for the fall and give a lift to the whole program of Chris- 
tian Education. We urge everv church to send at least one person to the school 
and provide expenses for such person out of the regular budget. 


MINISTER’S RETREAT. We recommend to the annual conference a meeting 
of all ministers to be held in the early fall for fellowship, inspiration and 
planning. Such a meeting to provide opportunity to face together the prob- 
lems and opportunities of the Idaho Conference and share together in planning 
a program to meet the needs, that the meeting this year be held at Sawtooth 
Camp, September 1-5. (The expenses of travel to be cared for out of a travel 
pool in which each minister would share and the meal expense be paid by 
each individual at cost.) That the committee to set up the program be com- 
posed of the District Superintendents, and the Executive Secretary of the 
Board of Education, and two pastors from each district to be selected by these 
three men. 


RALLY DAy OFFERING. The offering this year shows a substantial increase 
over last year with more churches participating. This is the fund which 
supports the promotional work of the Board and every church should share 
in the privileges and responsibilities. The Board of Education renews its 
request of last year and recommends that each Church School raise a mini- 
mum of 25¢ per member average attendance. in each school as a Rallv Day 
offering and that every pastor present the Rally Day causes and offering 
to the entire church. 


APPRECIATION. The Board greatly appreciates the fine spirit of cooperation 
of the General Board in Nashville in helping to carry this program financially 


and in providing leadership for many of the projects undertaken by the Board 
within the conference. 


The persistent zeal. untiring efforts. and willingness to cooperate on the 
part of the Executive Secretary of the Board of Education of our conference, 
the Rev. D. S.Campbell, are recorded and commended. We recommend his 
reappointment for the ensuing vear.

3. ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 


As we come to this annual conference in the year 1947, I am sure 
we all feel the urgency of our task as Christian ministers and laymen. 
What are we doing in the Idaho Conference? The Board of Education 
working through you and your church has attempted to help meet the need 
of all age-groups. Let us think first of the children in our conference. Last 
summer we had 28 vacation church schools with 1549 children enrolled—that 
was six more schools than were held in 1945 with 422 more children receiving 
Christian training. Not only were more children reached but better ma- 
terial was used in the guidance of the children. Through four vacation 
church school institutes—two on each district—held in April this year we gave 
help and training to an increasing number of vacation church school workers. 
Mrs. Logan Pruitt, Mrs. Stanley Andrews, and Mrs. Donald S. Campbell 
helped to lead the institutes. We hope that each year churches will come to 
see the necessity of making the vacation church scheol an integral part of 
the church program. 


Two other training opportunities were provided for workers with children 
—the Summer conferences held last August at Caldwell and Camp Sawtooth 
with Miss Ethel Ristine of Nashville as leader, and the five conferences 
for nursry workers last November, led by Mrs. F. B. Outman of St. Louis, 
a specialist in nursery and kindergarten work, About 160 people attended 
these meetings—this number included parents and nursery teachers. 


The work in the youth field has been expanded this year. Last summer 
Idaho had its first youth caravan of four young people. They visited the 
Eastern District Institute and these churches: Hansen, Kimberly, Glenns 
Ferry, Jerome, Boise-Immanuel, Emmett, and John Day. Because of diffi- 
culty in finding a counselor, I served as counselor for two weeks and Mrs. 
Ralph Wolf of Boise was counsellor for four weeks. The caravan brought new 
vision and new insights to young people and to youth leaders. 


The two summer institutes for high school youth had about 400. young 
people enrolled. The enthusiasm gained there has been carried on through 
the year in the organization and work of the district councils and in sub- 
district rallies. 


The officers of the conference youth organization set up at the last Annual 
Conference met twice during the year and have begun to see some ways ot 
giving help to the local church. It is hoped that there may be another 
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meeting of all the youth of the conference in the fall at some relatively 
central place. 


A new feature in youth work this year were the Intermediate Camps. 
Last summer. Rev. and Mrs. Irvin Motz had charge of the Eastern District 
Intermediate Camp and Rev. Lawrence Robinson set up two intermedaite 
camps on the Western District. About 175 intermediates participated in this 
program. 


Youth leaders were given help through courses at the institutes, through 
the August Summer conferences, and through the Conference on Summer 
Agencies held at Payette in January. For this latter meeting, we had 
Miss Clarice Bowman and Rev. W. C. Moore of the Youth Department at 
Nashville as our leaders. About sixty attended. 


The interest in adult work has been growing, receiving its first impetus 
from the visit last August of Rev. Robert Clemons of the Adult Staff at 
Nashville. He helped in the Summer Conferences on each district and then 
stayed on to assist in the Eastern District Labor Day Weekend meeting 
for Older Youth and Young Adults. The Western District also had a 
retreat for young adults on the Labor Day weekend. Both groups had 
mid-year meetings. 


Dr. Edward Staples of the Department of Parent Education and Family 
Religion at Nashville met with parents who attended the nursery conferences 
in November and helped them to see the importance of religion in the home. 


The recent visit of Dr. M. L. Rippy, head of the Department of Adult 
work, to the Idaho Conference, opened up to all ef us who fennd it possible to 
attend the district meetings, the importance of adult work and the possi- 
bilities in a more adequate church program for adults. 


In addition to promoting these institutes and conferences held within 
the bounds of the conference, your Board of Education provided $150 to send 
five people to Grand Rapids in November to the Methodist Conference on 
Christian Education: Mrs. D. S. Campbell in the field of children’s work; 
Rev. Lawrence Robinson, intermediate work; Rev. Donald Nothdurft, youth 
work; Rev. Charles Easley, Jr., adult work; and your Executive Secretary. 
One of the finest things about this great conference attended by 500 delegates, 
was the opportunity for the conference workers to see and meet the members 
of the Board of Education in Nashville—both the Editorial staff and the 
Staff of the Division of the Local Church. Together the national and con- 
ference workers faced the implications of Christian education as related to 
the theme, “Christ and Human Need”’. 


Six people from the Idaho Conference attended the Recreation Laboratory 
held at Stockton, California, last September. Some of these folks are being 
used in the summer institutes this year. 


Your Executive Secretary has had many demands on his time this year. 
The increased correspondence involved in setting up the various meetings al- 
ready mentioned has taken a great deal of time and effort. Then there have 
been many more calls this year for books from the conference library and for 
help on local problems. Each month I have sent out a news sheet with helps 
and suggestions for the work of Christian education. In addition to these 
regular mailings there have been five special mailings. 


_ I have preached nineteen Sundays this year and have met with leaders 
in thirteen churches for some form of leadership education; three of these 
were three-day training schools and one was for five days. One weekend 
was spent in a planning conference with the Wesley Foundation group at 
Pocatello, I have held two meetings of my staff this year to make continuing 
plans for the work of the Board. In preparation for the Caravan this sum. 
mer, I have held three Caravan Training Conferences. 


As Western Jurisdiction representative on the Executive Committe f th 
Methodist Conference on Christian Education, I attended a meeting oF bist 
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group in Chicago in January. A trip to Portland was made recently to 
attend the Area Crusade meeting to plan for next year’s emphasis. 


I participated in the Religious Emphasis Week at the College of Idaho 
this spring and have attended several meetings relative to the setting up of 
an Idaho Council of Churches for the purpose of strengthening the cause 
of Christ in Idaho. You will be hearing more of this organization later on. 


I feel that the work has gone forward this year. There have been in- 
creasing interest and participation in all the phases of the work. Your 
Board of Education and your Executive Secretary have been able to help 
each local church in proportion to the interest and effort of local leaders to 
participate in the opportunities for training which have been provided. It has 
been a great source of satisfaction to see lay workers grow and develop 
as Christian leaders. 


Let us now look ahead at the possibilities in the future: 


1. The Laboratory School for Children’s Workers June 15-20 at Nampa. 
Every church should have at least one person there. 


2. The Summer Institutes which are more and more becoming a training 


ground for youth and youth leaders. This year the theme is “We Test Our 
Lives by Thine.” 


3. The Intermediate Camps with a program especially planned to enrich 
the youth of that age-group. The theme for 1947 is “Each for All”. 


4. Adult Work. At its last meeting the staff and the executive committee 
of the Board of Education felt that the main emphasis of our work for next 
year should be in the adult field. To further that program the General 
Board of Education at Nashville is helping us to send Rev. Charles Easley 
to the Mount Sequoyah Leadership School in July for special training in the 
development of sub-district adult organizations. Through these groups we 
hope to help the local churches in three ways: by strengthening the young 
adult program; providing helps for teachers of adult classes; and providing 
help for church school superintendents. This emphasis on adult work will 
fit in very well with the Crusade emphasis on increased church school enroll- 
ment and attendance for our work with children and youth, is effective largely 
in relation to support given it by parents and adults. If we can reach adults, 
we will reach more children and youth. 


Two meetings in the area of missions will be of interest to leaders in the 
Idaho Conference; the National Methodist Rural Life Conference at Lincoln, 
Nebraska, on July 29-31; and a meeting in Asilomar, Calif., August 1-6 for 
consideration of the missionary program in the conferences. 


All of the facilities of our great church will be given this coming vear, 
to the Crusade for Christ emphasis on increasing the church school attendance 
and enrollment. Idaho Conference, up to this year, had already reached 40% 
of its suggested goal. While we have definite goals that we hope to reach 
nationally and in the conference, yet no figures will be handed down to the 
local church. The leaders of each church will be expected to face together 
their own situation, and set goals based on the needs of the individual com- 
munity. If we reach the number of children, youth, and adults that are our 
responsibility in the Methodist church, we will have far surpassed the goals 
set for us. Special materials will be coming to the churches for help in the 
promotion of this phase of the Crusade program. 


Much of the success of the work of the Board of Education and your 
Executive Secretary during the past year has been due to the help given 
us by the General Board of Education in Nashville by providing $600 for the 
work in the Idaho Conference and by providing outside leadership. Dr: 
John Q. Schisler, head of the Division of the Local Church, has shown his 
interest in our conference and its needs by cooperating in sending to us this 
year to help in various ways, seven people from the staff of the Division 

of the Local Church. These people have come to us to aid in a particular 
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area, to help meet a specific need, as a part of a program carefully planned, 
not with just one year’s work as its end, but as a step toward the gradual 
development of an adequate program of Christian Education in the Idaho 
Conference. 


This report, in a very real sense, is a composite report representing the 
work of many people. Besides the leadership given by the national workers 
already mentioned, we would remember the work done by all the Institute 
and Intermediate Camp leaders, and the work of the members of the volunteer 
staff and of the Board of Education, who have given much of their time 
and ability to make the program this year a success. The volunteer staff has 
included: Rev. Donald G. Nothdurft, Mrs. W. C. Lackay, Mrs. Donald Dietz, 
Rev. Lawrence Robinson, Mrs. D. S. Campbell, Mrs. Logan Pruitt, Mr. Erwin 
Schwiebert, and Rev. Charles Easley. These people have served without any 
remuneration, many times at a sacrifice of time and money, because they 
believe in the cause of Christian education as it seeks to minister to the 
needs of individuals. 

Special appreciation is due the Conference Director of Children’s Work 
who has not only done very acceptable work in that capacity, but has also 
served as secretary, counsellor, and general flunky around the Board of 
Education office. 

A final word of appreciation is due the District Superintendents, Dr. G. G. 
Roseberry and Dr. H. G. McCallister, and each local pastor for their fine 
spirit of cooperation this year. The Board of Education exists only to help 
each pastor and his people in the advancement of the Kingdom of God in 
each local community in the Idaho Conference.

7. COMMISSION ON SOCIAL ACTION 


These are days that call not only for social vision, but for social action. 
Our Christian beliefs come to life when they are applied. Unless our con- 
victions “break out in action.” they are not really our convictions at all. 
To do nothing in such a day as this is to deny our Christ and forsake His 
way. 

We would urge a greater concern about the racial tensions in our own 
part of the country. Some constructive steps have been taken to relax these 
tensions but more real action must be taken. We urge Christian people to 
greater expressions of friendship and cooperation across racial lines. The 
Methodists can lead the way through greater concern for the action in inter- 
racial projects. 


In the field of labor-management relationships are also many tensions. 
Let us strive to put human rights above selfish interests; let us do what 
we can to abet both labor and management to place the general welfare of 
men above the selfish desires of a group. To share the benefits of such 
cooperative living, we must also share its responsibilities. 


We would recommend that the Methodist Idaho Conference go on record 
as favoring the efforts for peace through the United Nations and the prin- 
ciples of international trust and fair dealings. We do not feel that the 
cause of peace is forwarded through preparation for war; peace time con- 
seription and national regimentation do not foster the spirit of Christian 
democracy and peace. We urge Methodists to make such sentiments known 
to our legislators now while it can still be effective. 


We are concerned about the increasing delinquency. Both juvenile and 
parental. Low grade movies and literature undoubtedly contribute to such 
delinquency. We urge that pastors and leaders in the churches encourage 
their people to be discriminatory in the selection of the movies they attend 
and to register their protest against the degrading elements in so many of 
our movies. The selection and use of good reading material should be en- 
couraged in place of much of the trash that is now being read. 

Parents should be encouraged in their efforts to make their homes 
Christ-centered; a Christian home is our most effective weapon against de- 
linquency. 

We heartily endorse the Crusade emphasis for this year, feeling that 
the Church School, working with the home, can do much to change lives and 
attitudes. 


We urge Methodists to a greater concern about the liquor problem. We 
recommend that the Idaho Conference register its approval of Senator Cap- 


or 
iw) 
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per’s proposed bill which would restrict liquor advertisement in national 
publications, movies and radio facilities. We urge, too, that individuals 
write to publishers and radio station managers protesting their forcing 
liquor propaganda into our homes through their agencies. 


We urge greater sacrificial sharing of our material abundance with 
those millions who have so little. We urge sacrificial giving through our 
Methodist committee on Overseas Relief, or through CARE, 50 Broad Street, 
New York, N. Y. or through other such worthy agencies. 


These are days that demand aggressive, Christian action; in the spirit 
of Christ, we cannot be neutral or inactive.

8. PEACE COMMISSION 


This is not the time, if there ever was a time, for a report which does 
not try to be quite specific both in terms of human needs for understanding 
and the spiritual and moral bases for world peace, and in terms of human 
action. The time is too short. 


We insist that our faith in God and in one another is borne out in our 
deeds. And we are alarmed at the increase in people’s reliance on physical 
power and authority. We need to realize that peace is the product of right 
attitudes and actions. We stress therefore, the utter necessity of a consis- 
tent Christian character. In “little” matters of economic strife, of racial 
tensions, of our personal attitudes toward neighbors of every race and 
creed and class and color, lies the very destiny of our present world. We 
cannot realistically talk about our nation’s “religion” or “character” or 
“goodness”, or “Christianity”; but we can take our personal responsibility 
for a pee nation and world by being Christian in all areas of our per- 
sonal life. 


With this expression of concern for the individual responsibility, we 
go on to say that it is our conviction that our nation should support whole- 
heartedly the United Nations organization. We deplore and condemn the 
recent tendency, as exemplified in the doctrine of unilateral action in our 
foreign policy. We believe this to be the most effective means of destroying 
the United Nations organization. We are reminded that the promised secur- 
ity of power politics is the one that has failed tragically century after ven- 
tury. We believe that the argument that the United Nations is not now able 
to handle the problem, is no argument at all, that the way to make the 
United Nations work is to make it work. 


The tendency, even among responsible national leaders, toward support 
of peace-time conscription is likewise a denial of the function of the United 
Nations. It is also fraught with moral dangers of tremendous magnitude 
to our youth—the immorality it encourages, the excesses in drink and sexual 
indulgence, the substitution of outer and physical controls for inner and 
spiritual disciplines, condemn this shortsighted and foolish expedient, so out 
of harmony with our democratic and Christian tradition. We affirm the 
right of individual conscientious objection in the name of Christianity 


and promise to support men who may take that stand if this radical depart- 
ure comes. 


We commend the work of our General Commission of World Peace in 


presenting the cause of world peace and its necessary conditions before our 
Congress and elsewhere. 


We commend public leaders, who, without fear, express their convictions 
on these issues. We urge our members to express their approval of such 
action and their desires in these areas. 


We especially emphasize again our “debt of honor” to the historic peace 
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churches for their unstinting support of Methodist men in Civilian Public 
Service. Idaho’s share still remains around $4000. We ask, in line with 
last year’s Conference action, approved again this year by the Commission 
on World Service and Finance, that each church take an offering for such 
purpose on Nov. 9, 1947: World Peace Sunday, or other suitable time, and 
instruct our chairman to send out appropriate information and envelopes. 
We are not only supporting our own Methodist men who were in CPS 
camps, but we are also enabling the peace churches to extend their blessed 
ministry of reconstruction and relief.

9. CONFERENCE BOARD OF EVANGELISM : 


As we look back upon this year’s Stewardship Emphasis in the “Crusade 
for Christ” in the Methodist Church, we feel very certain that it has been 
for us, and for the churches in which we labor, a real continuation of Christ- 
ian evangelism. We have not marshalled the numbers that last. year’s stat- 
istical records show, but we have gone forward in the matter of. assimilation 
te instruct, to inspire and to activate those numbers and the entire church 
membership. Statistics, dealing with numbers of members, mean nothing 
unless they represent people whose hearts are warmed by the presence ‘of 
God, whose minds are stirred by His truth; and who are learning the way 
of unselfish service. Under the caption of “Stewardship” the work of evan- 
gelism has gone forward during the past year, and, we trust, will advance 
mightily through the coming year of religious education. 


This coming year, the fourth and last of the present Crusade, will cen- 
ter our attention and effort upon the areas of church life where historically 
the most abundant crops have been produced. Areas such as the Church 
School, Divine Worship, evening meetings of children, youth and adults: 
Daily Vacation Schools, training classes for those planning to unite with the 
church, for teachers and for home visitors ,and interviews that give oppor- 
tunity for counselling. All these and other agencies serve as media through 
which we may reach, and teach, and win people to Christ. 


Whatever we attempt and whatever, through God’s help, we do this 
coming year to increase enrollment and attendance in the Church’s educa- 
tional venture let us be very sure that the transforming power of Christ 
has full opportunity. We go forth again led by His Holy Spirit, through 
sharing and through Christian fellowship to lead the children of men into 
the Kingdom of ‘God. 


According to our Discipline, paragraph 1544, Evangelism is as follows: 
and I quote, “Evangelism is to bring all men into living, active fellowship 
with God through Jesus Christ as divine Saviour and through the regenera- 
tive power of the Holy Spirit; to gather them into the fellowship of the 
Church; to lead them to express their Christian discipleship in every area 
of human life that the Kingdom of God may be realized.”

10. BOARD OF TEMPERANCE 


The Christian people of America are in danger of losing their moral 
and spiritual leadership by allowing secular commercial forces to set the 
pattern of human behavior. This situation is made evident in the fact that 
the alarming increase in the consumption of beverage alcohol in the past 
few years is not because Americans drink more, but because more Ameri- 
cans drink! 


As never before we must recognize the fact that though we make 
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every effort in the interest of anti-liquor legislation, the heart of the prob- 
lem is a matter of the spiritual condition of the lives of Amercan people 
and the unique function of the church is the preaching of a way of life in 
which the use of beverage alcohol has no place. 


Recognizing that reform must begin at home we reaffirm the historic 
position of the Methodist Church that the sale of alcoholic beverage is 
morally wrong and religiously sinful. We call upon Methodists to actively 
support this position by strict observance of the law of the church as con- 
tained in the Discipline: Par. 95 and Par. 969-d. 


We are heartened by the evidence of a growing anti-liquor sentiment 
among the people of Idaho and we urge the pastors and laymen of the 
conference go on record as favoring Senate Bill No. S. 265 (Capper Bill) 


and urge pastors and laymen to actively support the bill by contacting their 
legislators. 


We further recommend that the conference elect one member to serve 
on the Delegate Council of the Idaho Allied Civic Forces and that a report 
from that body be presented at the next session of the conference. We 
further urge that the Board of Temperance be strengthened by the addition 
of new members who are vitally concerned about the liquor problem. 


We recommend that the conference continue the rate of giving ten cents 
per capita member, including the sum of $800, asked through the Com- 
mission on World Service and Finance, this specific amount to be divided 
in the ratio of 75% for the work of the Idaho Allied Civic Forces and 25% 
for the work of the Anti-Liquor League of Oregon.

CONCERNING THE RAISING OF FUNDS 
FOR WESTERN EXPANSION 
Greetings: 


WHEREAS, the dislocation of people around the world has found its 
counterpart in America, where 51 million Americans have migrated from 
one section to another during and since the war. And . 

WHEREAS, only eight of the forty-eight states of the union have 


gained in population in this period, with six of them located in our Western 
Jurisdiction (marking the greatest westward movement of our national his- 
tory) and. with the others being Texas and Florida. And 


_WHEREAS, in that same period western and southern industry and 
agriculture have expanded at such a comparable rate that permanent em- 


ployment is now offered to millions in areas that were barren wastes a 
decade ago. And 


WHEREAS, the growth of the church has signally failed to keep pace 
with this unprecedented movement of our American people, increasing but 
ten percent in areas where the population has doubled, due to the inability 
of the conference in this small number of states to provide adequate funds 
to minister to even a fraction of the hordes pouring into new communities 


springing up around newly developed industries and reclamation projects.

WHEREAS, it has been the historic role of the Methodist Church to 
follow the people to every new frontier as the nation expanded westward 


ee eet it for Christ and His Kingdom, which we are now failing to

_ WHEREAS, there exists within the boundaries of the Western: Juris- 
diction two provisional annual conferences (Latin-American and California- 
Oriental) two mission fields (Hawaii and Alaska). and more underprivi- 
leged minority groups (Japanese, Chinese, Korean, Filipino, Mexican, Negro, 
and American Indian) than in most other sections of the United States, 


all requiring the major share of the funds available to the western confer- 
ences, And: 


WHEREAS, the status of these minority

plications for the future peace of the Pacifie a ree Speke eo 


rea (which is our new Ameri- 
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can influence), demanding more facilities for developing Christian leaders 
among these peoples, And 


WHEREAS, the churches of the Western Jurisdiction have already 
recognized their own tremendous responsibility for church extension work 
within their Conferences’ boundaries by greatly increasing their benevolence 
giving, And 


WHEREAS, we who live on the frontiers of the Pacific and in the 
constant presence of migrant labor, particularly appreciate the urgency 
of the worldwide mission of the Church, so that we do not want church ex- 
tension needs to divert funds from other World Service projects. 


THEREFORE we, the members of the Idaho Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Church, memorialize the General Conference to make adequate 
provision for the raising throughout the Church, of additional funds above 
regular World Service apportionments for non-recurring items in church 
extension, student-work expansion, etc., that our Church may not fail Christ 
nor His people in this contemporary redistribution of America’s population 
almost an even century after our circuit-riders followed those pioneer mi- 
grants of the “days of 749.”

C. MEMORIAL TO GENERAL CONFERENCE 
ON A NATIONAL CENTER FOR METHODISM 


A strong church must have the strength of unity at the very center 
of its organic life. The weaknesses of division were apparent to those who 
framed the plan of union which brought three branches of Methodism into 
organic unity. The New Methodist Discipline is a work of wisdom and 
understanding in its provision for the integration of the total program of 
the church through interboard relationships. In order to carry out that plan 
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and to provide for continuous implementation of the expanding plans of the 
church through the pattern already indicated, some creative and bold steps 
must again be taken. 


1. Methodism needs a meeting place for its great national and ecumen- 
ical convocations. At the present time we have no home. We are 
at the mercy of civic and commercial facilities, many of which are 
ill-adapted to the use of a church conference. A Methodist center 
would provide a meeting place in keeping with our commitments. 

2. Methodism needs a national headquarters for all of its general 
boards. The Methodist Church has no headquarters. Its boards 
have, but Methodism is not simply its boards. A Methodist center 
would be an economic asset, would conserve the time and energy 
of national and staff personnel and provide a better opportunity for 
consultation and united action. 

3. Methodism needs a place to which her people can look when they 
want to draw upon the rich resources made available by the various 
agencies of the church. A Methodist center would avoid the confu- 
sion which exists among the majority of our laymen and give them 
a place to which they could point with pride and satisfaction. 


We rejoice in the vision and valor of our leaders whose devotion and 
intelligence brought forth a Methodism united in faith, worship, and name. 
The opportunities for expansion and growth call upon modern Methodism 
to correlate and unify the program of her boards, concentrate her resources, 
and provide adequately for her conferences and assemblies. 


Therefore, we, the members of the Idaho Annual Conference memorialize 
the ‘General Conference of the Methodist Church to include this proposal in 
its program for the coming quadrennium and urge that a suitable commis- 
sion be authorized to study carefully the values involved in this proposal and 
to bring to the next General Conference, recommendations for procedure.

GEORGE R. ARCHER 


George R. Archer was born in Noble County, Ohio, January 2, 1867, 
and passed away at Portland, Oregon, May 15, 1947, at the age of 80 years, 
4 months and 13 days. He was converted when he was 18 years old at a 
Salvation Army Meeting at Emporia, Kansas, and soon after began his 
sixty-two years of ministry in the Methodist Church. He was graduated 
from Buchanan Wesleyan University in Virginia and held pastorates in the 
East for ten years. 


_ He moved West fifty-two years ago and became a member of the Colum- 
bia River Conference. 


In 1898 he was married to Miss Ethel J. Rigby, the daughter of i 
Methodist minister. te iT od ae 


: During succeeding years he held pastorates at many Northwest towns 
including Yakima, Washington; Hood River, Elgin, North Powder, Joseph, 
John Day. Prairie City, Richland and Summerville, Oregon; Kimberly, Hailey, 
Cascade, Salmon and Richfield, Idaho. 


Surviving are his widow, two daughters, Mrs. Ruth Philpott and Mrs. 
Edith Jackson, both of Portland; two sons, Bent E. Archer of Seattle, Wash- 
ington and James R. Archer, chief pharmacists’ mate, U.S.N., Bremerton; 
and one grandchild. 


He was laid to rest in the Summerville cemetery, in the Grand Ronde 
Valley which he loved. The funeral was conducted by Dr. H. G. McCallister, 
Dr. George Barnes, H. I. Hansen, Logan Pruitt and Floyd White. 


HARRY STANLEY HAMILTON 


Dr. Harry Stanley Hamilton was born October 1, 1875, at Friendship, 
Ohio. He did some ministerial work at Struble and Maurice, lowa, before 
being graduated from Morningside College, and was pastor of The Wall 
Street Mission in Sioux Citiy in 1910. In 1911 he came West and was pastor 
for two years at Alicel, Oregon. The next twelve years he was minister of 
our church in Pocatello. Idaho. While there, besides his abundant church 
work, he gave generously of his time to those civic movements that he felt 
were for the best interests of the people of the community. He became greatly 
interested in some of the conditions of laboring men that existed at that 
time. He was asked to become an honorary member of the A. F. of L., in 
which he took an active part. He was greatly interested in the youth of 
the community, especially in some whom he felt were underprivileged, and 
devoted much of his time to them. One of the outstanding experiences of 
his pastorate at Pocatello was the payment of a seemingly hopeless church 
debt 


In 1925 he became Superintendent of the Western District of the Idaho 
Conference for a term of six years, a position he held with credit and the 
high respect of the men under his supervision. 


In 1929 he was awarded the degree of Doctor of Divinity by his Alma 
Mater, Morningside College. Following his first term as District Superin- 
tendent he served pastorates at Gooding and Nampa. In 1939 he was again 
made Superintendent of the Western District, until ill health forced him to 
retire in 1940. 


Dr. Hamilton was a highly useful and devoted servant of his church. 
On two different occasions he was elected our ministerial delegate to the 
General Conference and the alternate delegate another. For twelve years 
he was a member of the important Book Committee of the entire denomina- 
tion. For a period of twenty years he was president of the Wallowa Lake 
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Camp Ground Association, during which time he gave generously of his 
time to the development of the Institute and the liquidation of the indebted- 
ness against that property. 


In his last illness of many, many months, Dr. Hamilton experienced the 
severest physical test with which this writer has ever become personally 
acquainted, but we always found his faith radiant and deeply inspiring. Our 
last observance of the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper with his devoted wife 
was an experience that will remain forever. It also should be noted here 
that his family surrounded his long illness with love and constant care, that 
left little to be desired. 


When he retired as District Superintendent in 1934, the men of the 
Western District presented him with a beautifully printed and framed cita- 
tion, which was his proudest possession. As it exemplified his work on the 
Western District, I quote: 


“To Rev. H. S. Hamilton, D.D. 
District Superintendent 
Western District 

Idaho Conference. 


Ever with a loyalty to our Christ, 
Ever with a passion for souls, 
Ever with a spirit of brotherhood 
You have for these Six Years 
Approached your task as our Leader 
Not as a dictator, not as an 
Overlord, But as an Advisor 
Who knew that we, the Pastors 
Of your District, are likewise 
Interested in the advance 

Of the Kingdom. 


May the Blessings of God 

Be upon You, with the 

Ceasing of your Responsibility, 
As our District Superintendent.

W. W. DEAL 


Approximately three hundred fifty miles from where we are meeting 
this morning, in the town of Weiser, stands a beautiful little church called 
the Deal Memorial Church, a tribute to the name and memory of our deceased 
co-laborer and fellow minister—Dr. W. W. Deal. He was born in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, and in his beginning ministry served the Keeler and Silver Croek 
churches, then later served Lawrence. He attended Northwestern University 
for additional work in theology and came to Baker, Oregon in 1899, which 
marked the beginning of his ministry in the Idaho Conference, which culmin- 
ated in fifty years of service, which event was celebrated at Southside Boule- 
vard Church Nampa, in 1946. Bro, Deal was always interested in rural life 
and the rural church. For a quarter of a century he was State Grange 
Master of Idaho, and served the Southside Boulevard church for an equal 
period of time. He was an honest, conscientious worker for the Kingdom 
of God, warm in his religious feelings, kindly and considerate of his fellow- 
man, firm in his faith in the love and goodness of God and loyal to his con- 
victions. His consistent Christian life and faith left an indelible imprint 
upon his family for his three sons are loyal Christian men, interested in the 
religious life and work. We honor his service and his memory today and 
witness to his Christ-like character and thank our Heavenly Father for the 
abundant life which he bestows upon those faithful unto death. 
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CHARLES D. FLETCHER 


The Rev. Charles D. Fletcher, a long time member of this conference 
passed away at Salem, Oregon at the Methodist Old Folks Home, of which 
he and his wife were superintendents, on June 25, 1947. His death was 
caused by a heart ailment. Funeral services were conducted at the First 
Methodist Church, Salem, Oregon, by the pastor, the Rev. Joseph M. Adams, 
on June 27th. He is survived by his wife who continues as Superintendent of 
the Old Folks Home. 


He joined the Idaho Conference in 1916, and served actively until 1940 
when he was retired. 


THOMAS W. ATKINSON 


Word was received too late to include in the Memorial Service, a memoir 
of Brother Thomas W. Atkinson, retired. He came into the Coilumbia River 
Conference on trial in 1887, was received into full membership two years later. 
He served various charges in the Intermountain Area until 1905 when he 
retired. He passed away in November, 1946. 


TILMAN G. PATTERSON 


As with Brother Thomas W. Atkinson, word of the death of Brother Til- 
man G, Patterson was received too late to be included among the Memoirs at 
the Conference session. Therefore, we offer this brief sketch of his minister- 
ial experience. He was admitted on trial in 1890 in the Northwest Texas Con- 
ference (M.E.S.); was received into full membership in 1900, in the Pacific 
Conference (M.E.S.); and was retired in 1934. He passed away in 1946. 


Mrs. A. W. HARTSHORN 


Mrs. Martha Hartshorn, wife of the Rev. A. W. Hartshorn, passed away 
August 26, 1946, at Los Angeles, California. 


Mrs. E. F. CLOWER 


Mrs. Lillian Clower, wife of our late Brother E. F. Clewc-r. passed away 
at Silverton, Oregon, on May 31st. She was born in England, July 30, 1865, 
and came to America with her parents at the age of six years. Funeral serv- 
ices were held June 4, 1947, at Silverton. 
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Bishop Bruce RW. Baxter 


Our beloved Bishop, Bruce R. Baxter, for seven years bishop 
of the Portland Area, passed away June 20, 1947, at his Port- 
land, Oregon home. At the time of his death he was in the 
midst of conducting the 1947 Session of the Oregon Annual Con- 
ference. A memorial service was held on Sunday, June 22nd, 
at the First Methodist Church, Portland, with interment in the 
Forestlawn Cemetery, Los Angeles, California. 


He was born August 18, 1892, in Roch Run, Ohio, and was 
educated at Oberlin College and Boston University School of 
Theology. He was awarded honorary degrees by the College 
of the Pacific, Chapman College, Whitman College, the College 
of Puget Sound, and Willamette University. The Los Angeles 
College of Osteopathic Physicians and Surgeons gave him the 
degree of doctor of humane letters. 


Ordained in 1918, he spent his entire ministry in educa- 
tional and administrative work. He was a field secretary for 
the Centenary movement and for the Interchurch World move- 
ment. From 1920 to 1924 he was professor of Bible at Mount 
Union College. In 1924, he went to the University of Southern 
California as professor of homiletics and chaplain. In 1931, 
he was made Dean of the School of Religion. In 1934, he 
became president of Willamette University, Salem, Oregon, 
where his six years of service were marked by many achieve- 
ments. He was elected Bishop by the Western Jurisdictional 
Conference meeting in San Francisco in 1940. 


Bishop Baxter was a delegate to the Methodist Ecumenical 
Conference in London in 1921, and the General Conference of 
1940, at Kansas City, Missouri. He was keenly interested in 
student and YMCA work and served on civic committees wher- 
ever he lived. He held lectureships and contributed to church 
and educational periodicals. 


In 1924, he married Martha Harrold, who survives him.

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


ARTICLE I]—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


ARTICLE IIJ—AI] members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society 


ARTICLE I1V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference ; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 


ARTICLE VI—The Articles and/or By-Laws of this Society may be amend- 
ed, or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society 
present and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having been 
publicly given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 

2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 


38—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Direc- 
tors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general 
correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical 
matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the 
date received. 

4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 


charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- - 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 322-327. Special attention on the part 
of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks, and exami- 
nations as contained therein. 


2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 


Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. 


38—Hach candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. 


4—All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 


5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 


6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man, who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 


7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of Conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 
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C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 a.m. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 noon, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting and 
the time of adjournment at its discretion, 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the Disci- 
pline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman from 
each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing Committees 
and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing Committees shall 
be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Conference Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Board of Education, Board of Temperance, Con- 
ference Board of Church Location, Social Service Committee, Trustees of 
Wesley Foundation, Commmission on Evangelism, Resolutions of Courtesy 
Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Committee, Historical Commit- 
tee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth League, Committee on 
Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining pas- 
tor, the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the cooper- 
ation of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the entertaining church. 


4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at the 
time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers of 
the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, and 
shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except 
by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference shall be forwarded 
to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age, The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking recep- 
tion from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No 
person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these Conference 
Rules. 


9. No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privilege to serve on the Board of Conference Relations, 
or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training. 


10. The Conference relation of any member may be brought up for discus- 
sion only in Ministerial Executive session.

E. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 


The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support 
to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents ex officio. 
Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer annually to 
perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall preserve 
complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual audit. 
The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the fund here- 
inafter created. 


Par. 3—Appointment. 


This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 
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Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefore. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive and benefit 
from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 

In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his pro- 
portional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be distrib- 
uted arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 

It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference cooperate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 


c. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 


e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 


f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right to Sue Denied. 

No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing to 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make. 
Its obligation to him shall be grounded in Christian honor and brotherly 


love, and not in a legalism.

S. D. McNeil, 
host pastor, brought announcements. The evening offering fol- 

The address of welcome was given by Mr. John Alsip, 
Charge Lay Leader of the host church, and the response by 
Bishop McConnell. The Choir, Mr. Clifford Mullikin, director, 
sang, “Awake, Put On Thy Strength.” Rev. Laurence E. Nye, 
Conference Speaker, from First Church, Portland, Oregon, 
brought the message, “The Search That Has No Limits.” After 
singing of Hymn No. 45, ‘““Now on Land and Sea Descending,”

SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Wednesday Morning, June 2 


Communion Service—The Morning Service began at 8:20 
with an Organ Meditation by Rev. Wm. Frank. The Commun- 
ion Service was opened by singing Hymn No. 415, “Here, Oh My 
Lord, I See Thee Face to Face.” The service was in charge of 
Bishop McConnell, assisted by S. D. McNeil, H. G. McCallister 
and G. G. Roseberry. The service was concluded by singing 
Hymn No. 149, “In the Cross of Christ I Glory.” 


Memorial Service—The Annual Memorial Service was presid- 
ed over by Charles M. Donaldson. The Secretary read the list 
of deceased members and wives of ministers. Hymn No. 525, 
“T Will Sing You a Song,” followed by the ministerial quartet, 
singing ‘“The Lord Is My Shepherd”. James R. Crowe read the 
Seripture lesson, Heb. 11:1-13. Albert Parrett gave the Mem- 
orial Address, ‘‘These All Died in Faith”. The following mem-

He also presented Rev. Ernest Goulder, Director of 
Wesley Foundation, Moscow, and Dr. Oscar M. Adams from the 
Idaho Institute of Christian Education at Moscow. 


Announcements were made. 


Adjournment was declared and the Bishop gave the bene- 
diction. 


Lay Session—The Assembly of Lay Members was called to 
order by the Conference Lay Leader, Edgar L. Oakes, at 2 
P.M. Each lay member introduced himself and told the position 
he held in the local church. 


Harry T. Lewis volunteered information on the work being 
done by L. B. Bailey, Circuit Rider of the Western District. He 
reported that some $160.00 was still due as final payment on the 
Circuit Rider’s car, and urged the financial assistance of all 
churches represented. 


It was agreed to continue this meeting at 2 P.M. Friday 
during the meeting of the ministers.

George A. Pollard, Secretary of the Idaho State Council of 
Churches, now in its organizational stage, and urged the sup- 
port of the Methodist Conference. After discussion, Edgar L. 
Oakes moved that “the Bishop with the help and advice of the 
District Superintendents appoint a committee of five (at least 
two of whom shall be laymen) to report on this matter with a 
definite plan by Saturday.” Motion seconded and carried. 


G. G. Roseberry moved an expression of apppreciation to 
Rey. Pollard for his presentation. The motion was carried. 


H. G. McCallister called attention to Graduate School of 
Ministerial Training to be held in Tacoma, Washington, July 
27 through August 5th, and urged the attendance of at least the 
minimum number from each district.

Announcements of Committee Meetings were made and 
adjournment declared at 4 P.M. The Bishop dismissed the Con- 
ference with the benediction. 


Board of Education Dinner—Members of the Conference 
met at 6 P.M. in the host church dining hall for the annual Board 
of Education Dinner. Mark B. Lloyd acted as toastmaster. The 
Executive Secretary, Donald Campbell, offered grace. The fol- 
lowing guests were introduced: Dr. Fredrich L. Pederson, Assoc- 
iate Secretary of the Board of Missions and Church Extension; 
Rev. and Mrs. Ernest Goulder of Moscow and Dr. and Mrs. 
Oscar Adam, Moscow. Two vocal solos were presented by a 
member of the host church, accompanied by his wife. The ad- 
dress was given by Dr. Corliss P. Hargreaves, in behalf of the 
General Board of Education. 


Evening Worship—The Evening Service began with an 
Organ Prelude, “Fantasia in G Minor” and “When Thou Are 
Near”, both numbers by Bach with Prof. C. Griffith Bratt, 
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organist of St. Michael’s Cathedral, Boise. Following the 
singing of Hymn No. 279, “God of Grace and God of Glory,” 
the Scripture was read and the prayer offered by the chairman, 
J. D. Crawford. The evening offering was received as Prof. 
C. Griffith Bratt played “Praeludium and Rondeau’”’. An organ 
solo, “Psalm Eighteen” by Marcelo, was given by the Professor. 
An anthem, “Build Thee More Stately Mansions” by Andrews 
was sung by First Church Choir. Dr. Nye delivered his sched- 
uled address, “From Fury Forge the Star’. The congregation 
then sang Hymn No. 48, “God That Madest Earth and Heaven”’. 
The benediction was pronounced by the Chairman and the 
service closed with the Organ Postlude, “G Minor” by Bach. 


THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Thursday Morning, June 3rd 


Morning Devotions: The Morning Devotional period opened 
with an Organ Meditation by Rev. William F. Frank at 8:20 
A.M. Charles Easley presided. After the singing of Hymn 
179, “Spirit of God, Descend Upon My Heart’, the chairman 
led in prayer. Bishop McConnell gave the Morning Meditation 
on Psalm 48, and the service closed with Hymn No. 321, “Tf On 
a Quiet Sea’. 


Baptismal Service: A Baptismal Service followed at_which 
time Bishop McConnell baptized little Charla Audelle DeBolt, 
child of the Rev. and Mrs. W. W. DeBolt. 


Business Session: The Bishop called the Conference to order 
at 9:30 A.M. At the request of the Board of Education, the 
Rev. Ernest Goulder, Director of Wesley Foundation at the 
University of Idaho, Moscow, was introduced and spoke in 
behalf of his work. He distributed his Annual Report to the 
Conference. In turn he presented Dr. Oscar M. Adam of the 
Idaho Institute of Christian Education, who spoke on behalf 
of the Institute, stating that the Methodists had reached their 
quota of $1520 toward the past year’s current expenses of the 
Institute, plus $536 received from individuals. In addition, 
Methodists had paid $2417 to the Expansion Fund and made 
pledges amounting to $19,000. 


C. G. Hannan moved an expression of appreciation to Rev. 
Mr. Goulder and Dr, Adam. After this was seconded, it re- 
ceived the approval of the conference. 


The Committee on Journal reported the minutes of previous 
sessions read and approved. 


Presentation: The Bishop introduced Dr. Corliss P. Har- 
greaves of the General Board of Education, Nashville, Tennessee, 
who emphasized the importance of Christian Education. 


Corporate Session: At 10 A.M. Bishop McConnell turned 
the chair to the President of the Corporate Session, H. G. 
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McCallister. The roll of Trustees was called by the Secretary 
of the Conference and the following responded: H. J. Gern- 
hardt, W. O. Cotton, J. D. Crawford, C. C. Dudley, W. H. Hert- 
Z0g, Leonard Clark and H. G. McCallister. Minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting were read and appproved. 


C. M. Donaldson moved that the Secretary of the Confer- 
ae as the Secretary of the Corporate Session. He was 
elected. 


H. G. McCallister reported that, in compliance with last 
year’s action, the Trustees had offered the use of the Summer- 
ville, Oregon, parsonage to Mrs. Ethel Archer for life, but she 
desired to purchase the property which she did for $300. She 
was introduced to the Conference. 


In the absence of Edson Deal, Treasurer, his report was 
read by the Secretary. Before action was taken on the report, 
G. G. Roseberry stated that the loan to the Bliss Church had 
not been consummated due to lack of proper authorization. He 
stressed the opportunities of the Bliss Church and moved that 
the $250.00 be made a gift and not a loan. This was seconded 
and carried. Discussion followed in which G. G. Roseberry 
pointed out that the property is listed in the Gooding County 
Records under Methodist ownership. 


A. B. Parrett moved to adopt the report. It was seconded 
and carried. (See Report) 


C. M. Donaldson raised the question of the Circuit Rider’s 
car. E. L. Oakes reported that some $160.00 was yet due, but 
that full payment was underwritten by the laymen. 


M. H. Greenlee reported on the property at Cascade. He 
stated that about three-fourths of a new roof had been put on 
the church, but the local church is financially unable to com- 
plete this badly needed work and by motion asked for financial 
assistance to the extent of $400.00 for this work. It was sec- 
onded and after discussion was carried. 


A motion was made by W. H. Hertzog that a Committee for 
District Parsonages be created to study the matter and report 
at next year’s session. J. R. Crowe moved an amendment that 
the Committee be named immediately. The amendment was 
seconded and carried. J. R. Crowe then reported that the Com- 
mission on World Service and Finance, by authority of the 
Discipline, is automatically charged with this responsibility. 


A. B. Parrett moved that the present officers: H. G. McCal- 
lister, President; Leonard Clark, Secretary, and Edson Deal, 
Treasurer be re-elected. The motion was seconded. Lawrence 
Robinson put the question, and they were elected. 


G. G. Roseberry moved that the Class of 1948 be elected the 
Class of 1951. They were elected. 
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Charles Easley moved, and it was seconded that the Treas- 
urer’s bond be renewed when it expires in September. It was 
so ordered. 


Attention was called by M. H. Greenlee to the action several 
years ago creating a “Committee on Homes for Retired Minis- 
ters,” and its work of acquiring as gifts, homes in the Confer- 
ence for retired ministers. 


The question was raised concerning the salary and house 
rent of the District Superintendents, but was determined to be 
a matter for the consideration of the General Session. 


E. L. Oakes pointed out that, by state law, it was now re- 
quired that all non-profit corporations must report by July, 
1948, all funds handled, but explained that no tax is required. 


Upon motion, adjournment was declared. 


General Session: At 10:50 A.M. the chair was returned to 
the Bishop who called for the presentation of the annual check 
from the Chartered Fund for the Conference Claimants Fund. 
Irvin S. Motz of the General Board of Pensions presented the 
Secretary with the check amounting to $65.00. C.M. Donaldson 
moved the acceptance of the check and ordered it cashed. It 
was so ordered, and the check was turned over to the Conference 
Treasurer. 


A. B. Parret moved that a fifteen minute recess be called. 
It was so ordered. 


At 11:05 the Bishop called the Conference to order and 
asked for the reports of the General Conference Delegates. 
EK. L. Oakes, Lay Delegate, presented his report, touching upon 
some of the highlights of the Conference, and expressed his 
hearty appreciation for the privilege of attending. (See Report) 
G. G. Roseberry, Alternate Ministerial Delegate, presented his 
report dealing with some of the pertinent items in the “Episcopal 
Address” and also expressed appreciation for the privilege of 
representing the Idaho Conference. He explained his attendance 
as being due to the illness of Dr. H. G. McCallister, Regular 
Ministerial Delegate. 


Bishop McConnell then introduced the Rev. Fred Pederson, 
Associate Secretary of the Board of Missions and Church Ex- 
tension, who spoke in behalf of that Board. 


L. H. Walker suggested the Cabinet name a person on the 


Board of Evangelism to replace Brooks H. Moore who has left 
the Conference. 


Following announcements, adjournment was declared and 
the benediction pronounced by the Bishop. 


Woman’s Society Conference Mecting: The Conference 
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meeting of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service was held 
in the Sanctuary at 2 P.M. Devotions were led by Conference 
Secretary of Spiritual Life, Mrs. H. J. Gernhardt. An Organ 
Prelude was presented by William Frank. This was followed by 
the hymn, “O, Master Let Me Walk With Thee.” The Scripture 
was read, and the prayer offered by the Chairman. Mrs. Howard 
Mercer of the host church, sang, “Great is the Lord.” Bishop 
McConnell brought Words of Welcome, after which Mrs. McCon- 
nell was presented and spoke briefly. Miss Ellen Scheidt, 
Western Jurisdictional Field Worker for the Wesleyan Service 
Guild, was introduced and emphasized the importance of the 
Wesleyan Service Guild. Mrs. Edgar Oakes gave her impres- 
sions of General Conference which she attended. The offering 
was taken and the group was led in prayer, after which the 
benediction was pronounced by Mrs. McConnell. 


Evening Worship: The Evening Worship hour began with 
an Organ Prelude by the church organist, Mrs. Fern Nolte 
Davidson. The Processional Hymn No. 242, “He Leadeth Me”, 
was sung by the congregation. The Scripture Lesson and Prayer 
were given by the chairman, James R. Crowe. The host church 
choir sang the Anthem, “Hark, Hark, My Soul” with Mr. 
Clifford Mullikin as Director. Announcements were made by 
the Host Pastor, S. D. McNeil, and the evening offering was 
received. Mrs. Davidson then played an Organ Solo. Other 
special music included a Soprano, Tenor and Baritone Trio com- 
posed of Mrs. John Black, Clifford Mullikin, and William Boyes. 
Dr. Nye gave his scheduled address, “Reeds in The Wind”. The 
service closed with Hymn No. 44, “Day Is Dying In The West” 
and the benediction by the chairman. 


FOURTH DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Friday Morning, June 4th 


The morning service began with an Organ Meditation by 
William Frank. W. W. DeBolt was in charge of this service. 
Hymn No. 118, “O Master Workman of the Race”, was sung 
and W. W. DeBolt led in prayer. The Bishop read The Parable 
of the Sower and gave the Morning Meditation. The service 
closed with Hymn No. 180, “Breathe on Me, Breath of God.” 


The Conference was called to order by the Bishop. The Com- 
mittee on Journal reported minutes of yesterday’s sessions ap- 
proved. 


Report: The Board of Temperance report was read by 
Mrs. Bethel Day, Secretary. M. H. Greenlee moved the accept- 
ance of the report. Seconded. M. H. Greenlee presented the 
Rev. A. R. Fike, Executive Secretary of th Idaho Allied Civic 
Forces, who spoke briefly on his organization. Certain minor 
corrections were made. James R. Crowe moved to delete all 
statistics. Seconded. Discussion followed. Clark Wood moved 
a substitute motion, that the report be referred back to the 
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Board for editorial changes. Seconded. Motion carried. The 
earlier motion to delete all statistics was put. Motion lost. Sug- 
gestions were made for revision. : 


A telegram of greeting was read from Mrs. Martha Baxter, 
widow of our late Bishop. G. G. Roseberry moved our accept- 
ance and the extension of our greetings through the Secretary. 
Seconded. A standing unanimous vote approved the motion. 


M. H. Greenlee nominated W. H. Hertzog to replace G. G. 
Roseberry on the Delegate Council of the Idaho State Allied 
Civic Forces. He was elected. 


H. G. McCallister read the appointments of the Cabinet for 
Committee of Five to draw up recommendations to present to the 
Conference Saturday morning, as to whether or not we would 
join the Idaho Council of Churches: Western District: Edgar 
L. Oakes, layman, Don S. Campbell, pastor; Eastern District: 
C. C. Dudley and Tom Mahan, laymen, J. D. Wilford, pastor and 
convener. 


Report: H. G. McCallister called the secretary of the Board 
of Education, Ruth Robinson, to give its report. She asked the 
Executive Secretary, Don Campbell, to read his report. H. G. 
McCallister moved acceptance of the report with appreciation 
to Don for his work. Seconded. Motion carried. (See Report) 
Ruth Robinson then read the report of the Board and moved 
its adoption. Seconded. Discussion of reeommendations regard- 
ing proposed camping committee and its duties. The motoin 
was called for. It was carried. 


Dr. Corliss P. Hargreaves spoke in behalf of the report and 
expressed appreciation to the Board of Education for its work 
in the Conference. 


A. B. Parrett moved that Charles W. Easley, Asmond Max- 
well and Mrs. N. M. Austin serve on the Board of Evangelism 
for this Conference session. Seconded. It was so ordered. 


The Secretary moved a ten minute recess. Seconded. It 
was so ordered. 


After the recess, the Bishop called the meeting to order. C. M. 
Donaldson introduced the Rev. Masagi Goto. and Rev. Sadao 
Masuko, co-pastors of the Japanese Methodist Church in Ontario, 
together with Mrs. Masuko and Floyd and Ione White, leaving 
the Idaho Conference for the North Indiana Conference after 18 
years here. Floyd spoke feelingly of their associations here and 
their purpose in leaving. I. 8. Motz, Statistical Secretary of the 
Board of Pensions, brought greetings from Mrs. Motz and gave 
some informative remarks on the Reserve Pension Plan, stating 
its growing acceptance by more/and more conferences. 


The Bishop called for the passing of the character of the 
retired ministers. G. G. Roseberry and H. G. McCallister re- 
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sponded in their behalf. They were declared blameless in char- 
acter. L. B. Bailey reported that as Secretary of the Board of 
Conference Claimants, he receives each year a certificate of char- 
acter from each man’s District Superintendent or pastor. Harold 
Mackey brought greetings from Mark White. J. D. Wilford re- 
ported the death of Mrs. E. L. White and moved that the Secre- 
tary be instructed to send Brother White a telegram of condol- 
ence. Logan Pruitt brought greetings from H. I. Hansen. 


M. H. Greenlee reported that the re-edited Board of Temper- 
ance report was ready. The amended portions were read by 
the Board Secretary, Mrs. Bethel Day. C. M. Donaldson moved 
its adoption as amended. Seconded. Motion carried. (See Report) 

The secretary stated that, “concerning the Jurisdictional 
Conference delegates, for the sake of the record, I should like to 
state that the correct list is to be found on page 71 of the 1947 
Journal.” 

M. H. Greenlee called attention to the part of the Temperance 
report dealing with sending of a layman to the Yale School of 
Alcoholic Studies. Discussion. A. B. Parrett moved that the 
Board of Temperance be authorized to select and send a delegate 
to the Yale School of Alcoholic Studies at the July, 1948, session ; 
and to solicit expense funds for the delegate. Seconded. Motion 
earried. Mrs. Day called attention to copies of “The Idaho 
Challenge” available at the rear of the sanctuary. 

J. D. Wilford called attention to the fact that sections of 
the Board of Temperance and Board of Education reports deal- 
ing with solicitation of funds are referred by law to the Com- 
mission on World Service and Finance. , 

Bishop McConnell brought up certain General Conference 
matters which required action. The Southern California- 
Arizona Conference is allowed to change its name to the South- 
ern California Conference, but it requires a vote by all confer- 
ences in the Jurisdiction. He also spoke of the dissolving of the 
Utah Mission and the prospect of its inclusion in a neighboring 
conference or conferences. G. G. Roseberry spoke concerning 
the General Conference action. He moved that the Utah Mis- 
sion, all or any part, be invited to unite with the Idaho Annual 
Conference and that this information be sent to the Jurisdic- 
tional Conference. Seconded. Clark Wood moved we re-affirm 
the sentiment and action of last year’s session as recorded in 
“A Memorial to the General Conference on the Utah Mission,” 
p. 61 of the 1947 Journal. Substitute motion approved. Original 
motion, as substituted for, approved. 

Session adjourned to have the annual picture taken. 


FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Friday Afternoon, June 4th 


Executive Session: While the Lay Members were in session 
in the Scout Room, the ministers in effective relation met to- 
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gether in the sanctuary for the Executive Session, at 2 P.M. The 
meeting was called to order by the Bishop, with the men sing- 
ing Hymn No. 251, “Take Time To Be Holy”, and praying the 
Lord’s Prayer together.

Society in spreading information about the need and opportun- 
ities of the youth in the work of the church. The chairman 
stressed the need of young people to enter the ministry. 


Adjournment was declared. 


General Session: At 3:45 P.M. Bishop McConnell called the 
general session to order. 


Reports: The Peace Committee Report was read by M. M. 
Finkbeiner who moved its adoption. It was seconded. James 
Martin then moved an amendment that the statement: “We de- 
plore the sale of military supplies by our nation, or by private 
enterprises, to nations torn by disagreements among themselves,” 
be deleted from the report. After being seconded, discussion 
followed and the vote was lost. Clark Wood moved the follow- 
ing addition: ‘We commend the work for lasting peace done by 
our Methodist Missions in Belgium and other European coun- 
tries, and ask our General Board of Missions to give every pos- 
sible support to their program of spreading the Christian way 
of life in European countries whose religious bankruptcy makes 
entree easy for the ‘isms’ which lead to unrest and war.” The 
motion was seconded and the question called for. Unanimous 
approval was given. The question on the amended report was 
called for and upon vote, was accepted. (See Report) 


The report of the Treasurer, Conference Claimants Endow- 
ment Commission, was given by W. H. Hertzog who moved its 
acceptance. It was seconded and accepted. (See Report) 


The Treasurer’s Report was given by the Conference Treas-

urer, H. J. Gernhardt, who prefaced it with emphasis upon the 
local church treasurers’ use of the blanks provided, showing 
desired distribution, whenever monies are sent to the Treasurer’s 
office. W. H. Hertzog moved its adoption. It was seconded and 
adopted. 


W. H. Hertzog called attention, and spoke on the Reserve 
Pension Fund now being raised within the Conference. He 
stated that after two years acceptance of the plan by the Con- 
See only about half of the desired $37,000.00 had been 
received. 


Attention was called to the fact that the hour scheduled for 
the panel discussion on “The Jurisdictional Conference” (4 
P.M.) had passed. H. G. McCallister moved that the matter 
of the Reserve Pension Fund be continued instead of the panel 
discussion scheduled. It was seconded and carried. 


Clark Wood moved that the campaign for the Reserve Pension 
Fund be continued, and that every effort be made to complete 
it this conference year. After being seconded, the motion 
carried. 


Upon motion, it was decided to hold the panel discussion on 
“The Jurisdictional Conference” at once and adjourn at 5 P.M. 


G. G. Roseberry spoke first and pointed out some probable 
highlights of the Conference. H. G. McCallister then spoke on 
the matter of Jurisdictional divisions in the church. Edgar L. 
Oakes referred to the Area divisions within the Western Juris- 
diction and pointed out some of the duties of the Conference. 
W. O. Cotton spoke briefly on general phases of its work. 


Following announcements, adjournment was declared and 
the benediction pronounced by Bishop McConnell. 


Golden Cross Banquet: At 6 P.M. the annual Golden Cross 
Banquet was served in the host dining room with ladies of the 
Southside Boulevard Church as hostesses. Dr. W. H. Hertzog act- 
ed as toastmaster. Following the singing of the Doxology, grace 
was expressed by Dr. H. G. McCallister. The toastmaster gave a 
brief review of the organization and its purpose. The Rev. W. . 
J. Luscombe, the only retired man present .who had served 
twenty years or more in the Idaho Conference, was recognized. 
It was announced that A. B. Parrett and G. G. Roseberry had 
become new members this year. The following members in 
effective relation were present: N. H. Lines, W. H. Hertzog, 
H. G. McCallister, A. B. Parrett, and G. G. Roseberry. The fol- 
lowing wives of present members, or “Golden-Crowned” mem- 
bers, were recognized as present: Mrs. Nora Parker, Mrs. Emily 
Quinn, Mrs. C. EK. Helman, Mrs. Ethel Archer, Mrs. Ruth Smutz, 
Mrs. N. H. Lines, Mrs. A. B. Parrett, Mrs. W. H. Hertzog and 
Mrs. H. G. McCallister The President, H. G. McCallister, spoke 
briefly and called a short meeting of all members immediately 
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following the program. A male quartet from the host church 
sang, “On the Jericho Road”’. 


Evening Worship: The Evening Worship Service began with 
an Organ Meditation, followed by the hymn, “I Love To Tell 
The Story”. William J. Lambertson presided. The Caldwell 
choir sang the anthem. Dallas McNeil gave the announcements 
and the evening offering was taken. A duet, “Wait Upon the 
Lord” was sung. Dr. Nye gave his scheduled address, “Moun- 
tain Tops of Methodism”. Hymn No. 53, “Now the Day is 
Over” was sung, followed by the Benediction and Doxology. 


FIFTH DAY, SEVENTH SESSION 
Saturday Morning, June 5th 


Morning Devotions: The morning devotional period began 
with an Organ Meditation by William Frank. The period was 
in charge of Lawrence Robinson. He gave the call to worship 
and the conference joined in the collect for purity, before singing 
Hymn No. 287, “A Charge to Keep I Have”. The Bishop read 
the scripture describing Paul’s appeal to Caesar and spoke on 
putting the most fundamental considerations first. The sing- 
ing of Hymn No. 342, “Dear Lord and Father of Mankind” fol- 
lowed by the Benediction by the Bishop. 


The business session was called to order by the Bishop. He 
announced the reception of men on trial would be at 10 o’clock. 


W. W. DeBolt reported for the Committee on Journal that 
minutes of yesterday’s sessions had been read and approved. 


Reports: L. B. Bailey, Secretary of Conference Claimants 
Endowment Commission, read his report. He explained that 
the annuity rate of $18 was largely due to better pastoral sup- 
port, which increased the 12% apportionment. I. S. Motz ex- 
plained that $2 of the annuity rate was derived from the Re- 
serve Pension Fund. M. H. Greenlee moved the adoption of 
the report. Seconded. Report adopted. (See Report) 


Charles Easley, Chairman of the Board of Evangelism, pre- 
sented the Board’s report and moved its adoption. Upon second, 
it was adopted. (See Report) 


James Martin moved a Committee on Social Action be ap- 
pointed in the conference, to report at this annual session. Mo- 
tion was seconded. A. B. Parrett moved an amendment that 
James Martin be Chairman of the committee and appoint the 
remainder of the committee. The amendment was seconded and 
adopted. The original motion, as amended, was approved. 


_ Donald Campbell, Secretary of the special Committee of 
Five on the Idaho State Council of Churches, reported its recom- 
mendations as follows: “We recommend that the Methodist 
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Church join in membership of the Idaho Council of Churches, 
and that the nomination of representatives to the Council be 
referred to the Nomination Committee of the Conference.” Upon 
motion that recommendation was accepted. 


Conference Statistician, J. D. Crego presented his report 
and moved its adoption. It was seconded and adopted. 


Reception of New Conference Members: At 10 A.M. the 
Bishop asked the Secretary to read the names of those who were 
to be received into full membership: George H. Allen. He was 
called forward and with appropriate remarks by the Bishop, 
was received by him, according to the Disciplinary requirements 
subject to ordination on Sunday. By unanimous vote of the 
Conference, he was welcomed. The Bishop then led the Confer- 
ence in prayer, and announced the singing of Hymn No. 287, 
“A Charge To Keep I Have’. 


Recess: Upon motion a recess was declared. Following the 
recess, the Bishop announced that information had been re- 
ceived concerning Disciplinary Question No. 21, in the Executive 
Session on Friday, which cleared the matter. 


C. M. Donaldson, Chairman of the Courtesy Committee, 
presented L. H. Brattain, Superintendent of the Anti-Liquor 
League of Oregon, who spoke briefly concerning the liquor 
traffic in Oregon and the work of his organization. He expressed 
appreciation for the financial assistance from the Idaho Con- 
ference. 


J. D. Crego moved that the pastors of the Idaho Conference 
make the following agreement — “We, the pastors of the Idaho 
Conference, in consideration for the staffs of the Treasurer and 
Statistician, agree to send our reports to the seat of the Confer- 
ence so that they arrive there not later than Monday of Con- 
ference week.” It was seconded and carried. He then expressed 
his appreciation for the fine cooperation received in this manner 
this year. , 


M. H. Greenlee reported the nomination of Miss Alma 
Humble, by the Committee on Temperance to attend the Yale 
School of Alcoholic Studies this summer and announced the 
cost to be approximately $500. He asked that individuals or 
churches desiring to help, see him before the end of the Con- 
ference session. 


Donald S. Campbell announced that the Lab School for 
Church School Children’s Workers scheduled for Buhl (June 20- 
25) was cancelled due to the lack of an Executive Secretary for 
the coming year. 

The Secretary moved the appointment of a committee of 


three to study and make necessary revisions of the “Conference 
Rules of Order.” Seconded. Motion carried. 
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A. B. Parrett moved we waive for the ensuing year the “Plan 
for Minimum and Equitable Distribution of Ministerial Sup- 
port.” Seconded. Discussion. Motion carried. 


Ray Linord announced he would receive orders for the Con- 
ference pictures at $1. 


The Secretary drew attention to certain changes made last 
year in the Conference Journal and stated that the cost of 
printing would be at the same rate as for the last two years. 


C. M. Donaldson presented Lawrence and Ruth Robinson, 
members of our Conference, who will leave soon as mission- 
aries to the Belgian Congo. The Conference expressed its ap- 
preciation and support of their decision by a rising vote. Law- 
rence and Ruth both responded. Disciplinary question No. 47, 
“Where shall the next session of Conference be held?” was 
answered by A. B. Parrett’s invitation to hold its 66th Session 
in Twin Falls. Mrs. Harry Pauschert extended an invitation to 
meet in Pocatello. By vote of the Conference, it was deter- 
mined to meet in Twin Falls. 


G. G. Roseberry read a portion of a telegram regarding nom- 
inations for bishops for the Jurisdictional Conference from 
Thomas A. Achesen of the Pacific Northwest Conference. The 
Bishop ruled the requested action completely out of order under 
church law. 


H. G. McCallister, President of the Order of the Golden 
Cross, presented the matter of an offering for that organiza- 
tion. By vote, an offering was taken with $17.25 given. 


Since he was absent during the Corporate Session, L. B. 
Bailey volunteered a report on the situation in Durkee, Oregon. 
He said that the property is ready to be deeded immediately to 
the Methodist Church on condition we keep it in repair. The 
local people are doing well in raising funds. 


A. B. Parrett moved this Conference adjourn “Sine die” after 
eee of the appointments on Sunday. Seconded. Motion 
carried. 


The Bishop put the question of the approval of the Secre- 
tary - es as the official record of the Conference. It was 
so ordered. 


The Bishop explained the offer of the U. 8S. Navy Depart- 
ment to place under Methodist Church supervision (with $1 
payment) the vacated Naval Hospital at Astoria, Oregon, if we 
would assume maintenance. He stated that it was very diffi- 
cult to even consider in view of the projected world-wide pro- 
gram of the church for the quadrennium, which must have 
precedence. Much discussion followed. J. R. Crowe moved 
that we recommend to the other conferences of the Portland 
area that careful consideration be given the offer of the gov- 
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ernment to sell the property in Astoria to the Methodist 
Church, and that we name the two District Superintendents 
of the Idaho Conference to act with appointees of the other 
conferences to formulate a program of action. Seconded. Mo- 
tion carried. 


G. G. Roseberry called attention to General Conference ac- 
tion concerning the keeping of more careful local church rec- 
ords, stating that adequate record forms were to be prepared 
by the Publishing House. 


Report: Stanley E. Andrews presented the Report of the 
Audit Committee and moved its adoption. Seconded. Report 
adopted. (See Report) 


Announcements were made. Motion for adjournment. It 
was so ordered. The Benediction was pronounced by the Bishop. 


FIFTH DAY, EIGHTH SESSION 
Saturday Afternoon, June 5th 


At 1:30 the Bishop announced the hymn No. 370, “I Love 
Thy Kingdom, Lord’, and read Psalm 1. He led the group in 
prayer and the hymn No. 378, “Walk in the Light’, was sung. 


Reports: The Committee on Social Action, James Martin, Jr., 
Chairman, presented its report. He moved its adoption. Second- 
ed. Report adopted. (See Report) 


A. B. Parrett moved the election of Leonard Clark as Secre- 
tary for the coming year. Seconded. He was elected. 


H. G. McCallister moved the election of J. D. Crego as Sta- 
tistician for the coming year. Seconded. He was elected. 


Leonard Clark moved that an offering of appreciation be 
taken on the Conference floor for the caretaker of the Host 
church. Seconded. Carried. 


World Service and Finance: Since the matter of payment 
to the local church to assist on entertainment expense appeared 
not to be cared for by the Report on World Service and Finance, 
Edgar L. Oakes moved that $100.00 be added to Annual Confer- 
ence Expense Fund to be used for this purpose. This motion was 
seconded and carried. 

The Report on World Service and Finance was read by its 
Chairman, C. G. Hannan, section by section, and accepted in the 
same manner. J. D. Wilford suggested an adddition concerning 
the sending of a laymen to the Yale School of Alcohol which was 
later done. 

H. J. Gernhardt moved the report as a whole be accepted, ex- 
cept for the “Addendum”. Seconded and carried.

J. R. Crowe moved the entire “Addendum” portion be re- 
ferred back to the Commission on World Service and Finance 
immediately, and bring in a report in twenty minutes. The mo- 
tion was seconded and carried. 


A. B. Parrett moved that the Statistician be authorized to 
prepare a statement for the Journal in regard to the Union, 
Oregon, and Richland, Oregon, churches whose pastorial reports 
are incomplete. After being seconded it was so ordered. 


Following a motion to adjourn, a ten minute recess was de- 
clared. 


Immediately following the recess the Commission on World 
Service and Finance announced they were ready to report on 
the revised ““Addendum’’. Section I as revised was read and 
adopted. Section II was read and adopted. (See Report) 


J. D. Wilford moved an amendment that the District Par- 
sonage to be purchased, be designated as to district location. The 
motion was seconded, but lost. 


Clark Wood moved an amendment that the report indicate 
“District Parsonage or Parsonages”. This was seconded and 
approved. 


Nominating Committee Report: Leroy Walker, Chairman of 
the Nominating Committee, prefaced the reading of the com- 
mittee’s report with an explanation of personnel. Upon motion, 
following the reading, those nominated were elected. In behalf 
of the committee making the report, he moved that the Nomin- 
ating Committee for the coming year as named by the Cabinet, 
be added to the list. It was so ordered. (See List of Committees) 


C. G. Hannan moved the addition of Section 14, Report of 
the Commission on World Service and Finance. Seconded and 
carried. (See Report) 


J. R. Crowe submitted his resignation from the Conference 
Board of Temperance. It was accepted. 


Clark Wood moved we go into a Corporate Session to take 
care of the matter of funds belonging to the Annual Conference 
Trustees. By vote it was decided to do so. 


Corporate Session: President H. G. McCallister took the 
chair. Edgar L. Oakes moved that “any funds to the credit of the 
Conference Board of Trustees be made available, either as a loan 
or as an appropriation for the purpose of purchasing parsonages 
for District Superintendents. Said funds to be used at the dis- 


cretion of said Board of Trustees”. The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


Motion to adjourn was made and acted upon. 


General Session: The offering ordered earlier in the day, 
for the host church caretaker was taken. $18.91 was received. 
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G. G. Roseberry read the nominations by the Cabinet for the 
Board of Lay Activities. They were confirmed. (Sce List of 
Committees) 


Donald Walker stated his intention to attend the Michigan 
Conference to meet next week, and would be happy to carry 
the greetings of this Conference. He was so instructed. 


The Secretary, Leonard Clark, expressed his appreciation 
for the assistance rendered his office by his Assistants, Lawrence 
Robinson and Charles Easley, and also Mrs. Robinson and Mrs. 
Clark. 


H. J. Gernhardt, Conference Treasurer, expressed apprecia- 
tion to his Assistants: J. D. Crawford, P. C. Bent, Donald Walk- 
er and J. D. Wilford. 


G. G. Roseberry reported, in response to a request of last 
year’s minutes, and in behalf of the Committee on Hospitals and 
Homes, that the Caldwell Hospital Associatnon plans were some- 
what indefinite at this time. Therefore no definite action can 
be taken by the Conference at this time. 


Mrs. Leo Hostetler resigned from the Committee on Temper- 
ance. Her resignation was accepted. 


By motion, any possible remaining business is to be cared for 
immediately following the Morning Worship Service on Sunday. 


J. R. Crowe moved that “chairmen of all boards and com- 
mittees meet on the first day of conference to arrange a schedule 
of the meeting of each committee, in order to avoid conflict: 
further that this schedule be posted and distributed among the 
delegates for their use.” Seconded and carried. 


G. G. Roseberry moved that the opening day of the Annual 
Conference for 1949 be set for Tuesday, June 7th, subject to ad- 
justment. The motion was seconded and approved. 


A motion for adjournment until the scheduled session on 
Sunday following the morning service was acted upon and ap- 
proved. Adjournment was declared and the Bishop pronounced 
the Benediction. 


Evening Program: 'The evening service began with an Organ 
Prelude by William Frank. A Song Service, led by Leslie Cook, 
followed. Announcements were made by the host pastor, S. D. 
McNeil. The evening offering was taken while William Frank 
played the offertory. Don S. Campbell spoke on the use of 
visual aids in the church program. The Scripture on John the 
Baptist was followed by singing Hymn No. 503, “There’s A 
Voice in the Wilderness Crying.” Don S. Campbell led in 
Prayer. The religious film, “A Voice in the Wilderness” was 
shown. Hymn No. 454, “The Voice of God is Calling,” was 
sung, between reels. The Benediction was pronounced by Don 
S. Campbell. } 
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SIXTH DAY, NINTH SESSION 
Sunday Morning, June 6th 


The Sabbath Day was observed with the following services:

VI. REPORTS 
A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
1. EASTERN DISTRICT 


GEORGE G. ROSEBERRY, District Superintendent 


Our Conference year had just started last June when there came 
the great shock of the passing of our beloved Bishop Bruce R. Baxter on 
the 20th of June. The District Superintendents of the Idaho Conference 
attended the memorial service in the First Methodist Church of Portland, 
on Sunday, June 22. 


Our hearts were indeed made glad, when it was announced that Bishop 
and Mrs. Francis J. McConnell could come and lead our Area on through 
the remainder of the quadrennium. We were glad when Bishop and Mrs. 
McConnell could come to our district, and the churches of Twin Falls and 
Idaho Falls each held banquets in their honor. 


Other visitors on our district have been Dr. Stowe, of the National 
Board of Education, to lead discussion in the minister’s retreat held on 
the Institute grounds the first week of last September. Dr. Karl Quimby 
held a Missionary Work shop in the Pocatello church for the Eastern 
District. It was a profitable meeting for all who attended. 


One of the finest Missionary visitors we have had for years was Dr. 
Orval M. Auner who had spent thirty-four years in India, His visits in 
our churches were rich experiences and good for World Service. 
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I want you all to know that there was a lovely little baby born at the 
home of the Allens in Shoshone. They have named her Lois Adell. 


A minister’s widow, Mrs. Laura Douglass who has made her home 
at Gooding, Idaho, for many years, passed away the last of April. Our 
hearts were saddened at the passing of Mrs. E. L. White. The service 
for her was held in the Methodist church of Twin Falls. 


Our churches have been responding to the appeal for the Reserve 
Pension fund. Many of them have paid in full, Only two or three have 
paid nothing. I hope that the laymen will assume their responsibility in 
this matter until each and every church has met its obligation. 


Early last fall we were able to secure eight buildings from the 
Mountain Home air base. The eight churches acquiring them are prepar- 
ing to enlarge their Sunday School or sanctuary space. The estimated 
value of the buildings was $8,000. 


Most of the time this past year, each charge had a pastor. The 
ministers have worked hard at their tasks. I have done what I could to 
help them. I have traveled a little more than 26,000 miles in my car 
besides the trips by train and bus. I have spoken somewhere each Sun- 
day, save one, that I was in the Conference. 


A number of our ministers attended the Graduate School at Tacoma, 
Washington. We had delegates attending the National Methodist Rural 
Life Conference last summer in Lincoln, Nebraska. Some attended national 
conferences on education. A few found time to have a bit of a vacation. 


We had good Institutes for Juniors, High School Youth, Older Youth 
and Young Adults. The Woman’s Society held a summer school of intens- 
ive training for four days. The Audio-Visual workshop in Boise was at- 
tended by good delegations from the churches of the Hastern Districts. 
The ministers have all had a busy year and much has been accomplished. 


Many of our youth attended the National Methodist Youth conference 
in Cleveland during the Christmas holidays. 


To tell you briefly of our Churches individually on the district, let me 
begin with the Methodist-Presbyterian church of Salmon. After the Meth- 
odists had furnished three ministers it was thought time to let the Pres- 
byterians try their hand. They arranged with Rev. A. G. Riggle of the 
Free Lutheran church to preach for the last year. Though Rev. Riggle 
taught at Leadore during the week, he served the people well at Salmon. 


Rev. W. F. Frank has finished his third year at Ashton, and the 
people has responded well through the year by purchasing for the parson- 
age a new electric refrigerator, a new electric range and hot water heater. 
This parsonage is very modern and almost entirely furnished. 


Brooks Moore served the Idaho Falls church until August 1st. Rev. 
and Mrs. Clark J. Wood, and their son Jay, came from Bend, Oregon, to 
the Idaho Falls church on August 1st. The church has advanced splendidly 
under this new ministery. Under the personal direction of the pastor a 
campaign for $20,000 was carried to completion for the new $75,000 unit 
for the church. There has been a heartening increase in attendance at the 
Sunday morning worship service, as well as in church membership. The 
average attendance at Sunday School is the highest that it has been for 
the last fifteen years. 


The Blackfoot church has shown remarkable advancement under the 
capable direction of Rev. and Mrs. Ben F. Hutchins. In their three years 
ministry there, the parsonage has been modernized and the church has been 
redecorated inside and out with a new basement and furnace, An oil floor 
furnace was installed in the parsonage this past winter. 


The Crusade for Christ program has been effective in Poc 
Methodism. Under the capable direction of Rev. Leroy Walker, raed ine 
day School and the Church membership have both made fine increases. 
Pocatello has talked of a new parsonage for some years but the idea seems 
powerless to be born. 
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Rev. Charles Easley has led the Aberdeen-American Falls charge on 
each year, in substantial growths in the Sunday School and membership in 
each place. The parsonage was modernized with a new furnace the past 
year. The financial life at American Falls has improved. The per capita 
giving was the highest in the district in Aberdeen last year, $53.38 for all 
purpose. 

; Rupert and Paul are each moving along with visions of new church 
building programs. Rev. Crowe has helped Rupert to raise several thousand 
dollars for their new work. Paul is being reorganized as a church. They 
are dreaming of an entirely new church plant. 

Burley and Albion have gone steadily forward under the guidance of 
Don Smith. The Burley congregation has ordered a new pipe organ and 
pee able to make the last payment when the organ is installed in a few 
weeks. 

In the last year and a half, under the fine leadership of Rev. Royal 
J. Meyers, the Murtaugh church has doubled its membership, and the 
Sunday School has increased about 300%. 

All of us regret that the health of Rev. John B. Sims is such that he 
feels he must take a leave from the ministry for a time. We trust the 
Hansen church may advance under new leadership for the coming year. 

Rev. Stanley Andrews has helped the Kimberly church to move forward 
on two fronts this year. The Sunday School and the youth work have made 
remarkable advances. The church has started remodeling and modernizing 
the sanctuary. They will carry on until they have added a church school 
unit two stories high, which they hope to complete this coming year. 


The most notable thing about the Twin Falls church is they are 
responding to higher idealism in stewardship. Their benevolent giving has 
increased to the amount of $2,100 this year and the giving for all other 
purposes has increased about 30%. Furthermore, they are in a campaign 
to raise money for construction of sixteen sound-proof rooms for the 
Sunday School. Their Sunday School has increased in numbers each year 
for the last five years. 

When the stock market took a dip three or four months ago, and the 
prophets of doom began to say there would be no more money for churches, 
it was then that the Rev. J. D. Wilford and the Filer congregation, under 
the direction of Dr. John Ross, in two weeks raised $20,000 to add Sunday 
School rooms, and seating space in the sanctuary. Now, they are almost 
ready to raise more money and build an entirely new church building. 

Among the happiest of our congregations, are the people of the Buhl 
and Castleford churches. The youth work is outstanding in these two 
churches. The Buhl congregation has a pipe organ paid for, and are hoping 
to have it installed before school starts in the fall. We are all glad 
that the Olin Parrett family have come to the Idaho Conference. 

The Sunday School definitely outgrew the church property this past 
year in Jerome. Setting up a temporary building has helped but a little. 
They have purchased a military chapel from the Gowen Field airbase and 
within the next year Jerome Methodism, under the capable leadership and 
hard work of Rey. Don Walker, expects to have a new sanctuary and 
dining hall. The Jerome church will then begin to come into its own. Dr. 
Mecklenburg has almost completed their church plans. 

Everyone will be glad to know that the Wendell Congregation is 
worshiping in its new and completed sanctuary. Through these past 
difficult years, when everyone else just knew that nothing new could be 
built, the Wendell church kept right on building. It has added about 
$10,000 per year, for the last two years. It is indeed to be congratulated. 
The Hagerman community has grown, and the Sunday School has doubled. 
This congregation will open its campaign to raise money immediately after 
conference, to build a new church plant for Sunday School and Worship 
services. : 

Rev. George H. Allen and his people have rebuilt the parsonage at 
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Shoshone at the approximate cost of $2500. _This coming year they are 
planning to build a church_house and recreational building. The Sunday 
School has done well in Shoshone. Rev. and Mrs. Allen attended the 
General Conference in Boston. 


Rev. Marcus Bloodworth has had two wonderful years in the Richfield 
church and community. They had 185 in Sunday School on Easter Sunday. 
Richfield has become a Methodist Community in two years. Many people 
have united with the church and really made it their spiritual home. A 
new oil furnace was placed in the Richfield church last fall. 


Leslie Cook was appointed to Fairfield last conference time. Since 
then he has completed his seminary work and spent a little more than half 
of the time on his parish. The church property has been beautified and 
improved this year. 


The Shelley church under the leadership of our good Presbyterian 
friend, Rev. William H. Gang, has had a good year. It has shown an 
increase in church membership and Sunday School. During the winter a 
new oil furnace was installed in the church. 


The Reverend Harold Mackey and wife, came to Glenns Ferry the 
first of July last year. There has been plenty of work to do in this charge. 
The two outstanding accomplishments have been an unusually good growth 
in Sunday School and the erection of a church house building that has 
ae greatly needed as a dining room and increased space for the Sunday 

chool. 


We had one disappointment after another trying to find a minister 
for the Gooding Church. That church went seven months without a 
pastor. In the month of August, Reverend and Mrs. Wm. J. Lambertson, 
and their two daughters came to Gooding. Every part of the church has 
taken on new life. An architect is now completing the detailed plans to 
start work on the sanctuary. This work is to be started in a few weeks. 
A further indication of the response of this church to the present minister 
was indicated at an adjourned session of the Quarterly Conference in the 
absence of the District Superintendent at which time the church advanced 
the salary from $2,800 this past year, to $3,500 for the coming year. 


I believe that a paragraph on the new equipment which has been 
added to our churches and parsonages might be impressive. 


In addition to those mentioned, there is a new organ installed and 
paid for at Gooding; also a new refrigerator in the parsonage. A new 
electric refrigerator has been added to the Burley parsonage and a new 
refrigerator at American Falls. The basement has been rebuilt and a 
new room added to the church in Pocatello. A beautiful new carpet and 
new electric refrigerator are in the parsonage at Rupert. The Wendell 
church sanctuary is completed and new furnace has been installed. Rich- 
field has a new automatic oil furnace in the church. Kimberly has a new 
electric refrigerator in the parsonage. The Twin Falls parsonage has been 
repainted inside and out, new curtains throughout, twin beds, and new 
rugs in the dining room and living room and a new refrigrator. The study 
at the church has all new furniture as a result of a gift from a family 


in the church. I may further add that almost all salaries have been 
raised for next year. 


I hope that many other new items will be added to the parsonages 


during the coming year. Seven or more churches will start building pro- 
grams within the next twelve months. 


_  God’s blessing has been upon our churches in the past year and we 

sincerely pray that they shall all be deserving of His blessing for the 
year which lies ahead. Our Church looks forward to carrying on the 
great program of Advance for the next four years.

Bishop McConnell, Brethren and Lay Members: We warmly welcome 
you, Bishop McConnell, to the Portland Area, and may your wise and 
Christian leadership be an inspiration and a blessing to all the churches in 
all the conferences! 


BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS: On practically every charge on the 
Western District there has been activity in the way of improvements or 
of new building programs. This form of activity ranges all the way from 
smaller repairs to the erection of new structures. First Church, LaGrande, 
has done considerable remodelling ana purchased two lots adjoining the 
church building. Haines has remodelled and redecorated the inner sanc- 
tuary. Baker completed the installation of a new oil furnace and is pre- 
paring to replace the ancient wooden approaches to the church with con- 
crete steps. Nyssa purchased pulpit furniture, baptismal font and com- 
munion railing. Caldwell has made educational rooms in the church base- 
ment. Southside Boulevard, Nampa, has completed the erection of a new 
modern parsonage. Immanuel, Boise, has installed an oil heating plant, 
remodelled and beautified the sanctuary and made several church school 
rooms out of unused space in the basement. Prairie City has added new 
kitchen equipment, installed a modern heating plant and now preparing for 
some improvements in the parsonage. Nampa, the host church to this 
conference, has or will expend approximately $25,000 for a new pipe 
organ and chancel furniture. A new church building approaching comple- 
tion has been built in South Boise, the Wesley Chapel Community Meth- 
odist Church, representing an approximate cost of $30,000 when the pews 
are placed and the grounds beautified. Ontario is in the midst of a new 
building program with the estimated cost of about $45,000. Fruitland has 
drawn plans for remodelling of the church, and Hendrix, LaGrande, has plans 
already for addition of an educational unit to the present structure. Prac- 
tically all remodeling has been in response for better and more educa- 
tional facilities. Rev. H. C. Mecklenburg, the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension, has given considerable time to those churches who have 
-asked for his help, suggestions or plans. Some communities on the dis- 
trict are experiencing growing pains, the most noticeable of which is the 
Boise Valley. A recent survey of school districts near the city of Boise, 
made by the school board, reveals that in the Whitney Bench district, 
187 new homes are being built, and the Collister school district has 49 new 
homes under construction. There are in addition to hundreds of new homes 
built within the past few years, and indicate the growing population, 
which makes it necessary to expand, or build anew, our church buildings 
to care for the religious need of the people. Two years ago the mem- 
bership of our church at Wesley Chapel numbered twenty-six; last year 
it increased to 65; and now it numbers approximately twice the latter 
figure. During the same time the Church School had fifteen pupils, to- 
day the average attendance is about 120, and on Palm and Easter Sundays 
the new sanctuary was crowded with 300 attendants. Our church at 
Collister is embarrassed for space for the Church School, with rooms 
overflowing with children, with hundreds of people in the community 
untouched by religious services. Our church is the only one in the im- 
mediate community; an expanded program is an imperative here. 


Youru Work: Last year in July, the M.Y.F. attendance at Wallowa 
Lake was the largest for several years and crowded the auditorium to its 
capacity every evening service. A large number of courses was offered 
during the week, and all classes were well attended with every teacher 
reporting good interest. Another crowded spot, three times a day, was 
the dining hall. Though packed together, much like sardines in a can, 
the spirit and behavior of the group all the time was splendid. With the 
dining hall method of refreshment, supplanting former cooking by camps, 
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it becomes necessary to enalrge our dining hall facilities and space. Some 
‘churches will show an increase in M. Y. F. members and others will show 
a decrease. Two years ago the Intermediates began their camping ex- 
periences and met with such success that plans were made for a larger 
camp last year, but due to an outbreak of polio in several towns, just 
prior to their camping time, and acting on the advice of health authori- 
ties, the camp was not held. This year there is a demand for an Inter- 
mediate summer camp again and plans are being made toward that end. 
Many groups use the Wallowa Lake site, beginning in July and continu- 
ing until near the first of September. 


CHURCH SCHOOLS: The last year of the Crusade for Christ has been 
an emphasis upon the educational life of our church, and particularly as 
this work relates itself to the Church School and the Church Vacation 
School. Last year the total enrollment of the church schools on the 
District was given as 6565, and, while I have no definite figures on this 
year’s enrollment, reports indicate a good increase over the preceding 
year. Juvenile delinquency can be effectively combatted wherever the 
interest and the conscience of home is aroused to the point that parents 
will take their children to classes for religious instruction, both for them- 
selves and the children. In the remodelling and building churches, par- 
ticular attention was given to more and better class rooms for religious 
instruction. 


WoRLD SERVICE AND BENEVOLENT GIVING: That the world is in des- 
perate straits is a trite saying, and that the world needs the touch of 
Christianity to help in this hour of distress, is a fact that needs to be 
kept before our Methodist people everywhere. The only hope for to- 
morrow is that found in the Gospel of Jesus Christ. This Gospel can be 
preached today in practically every country on the globe, and one of the 
main emphases of the Methodist Church should be to this end. It can 
most effectively be done through the World Service offerings. We rejoice 
that the receipts for April, 1948, were more than one-quarter million 
dollars greater than the month of April, 1947. The eleven months of the 
past conference year, ending April 30th, show that the Idaho Conference 
increased its World Service giving $1,829 above that same period of time 
last year. This is an increase of 18%, and it is our sincere hope the 
conference year will show an increase at least that large. Sometime back, 
after due deliberation and discussion, which was entered into by both 
ministers and laymen, our conference voted to enter the Ministers’ Reserve 
Pension Plan and to raise $107,000, the amount necessary for our con- 
ference to enter said plan. It was hoped by the end of the conference 
year, 1948, all this money would be raised. However, it is now evident 
that this will not be achieved this conference year, and it appears necessary 
to carry on for at least another year to give those churches which are 
in arrears the opportunity to meet the quotas assigned to them. Brethren, 
this should have careful consideration by all and especially the ministers, 
for in the years to come they will be the recipients of this fund in the 
days of their retirement. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS: The Summer School for Pastors’ will be held 
at the College of Puget Sound again this year, beginning July 27th and 
closing August 5th, The minimum from the district is ten ministers, and 
it is the earnest. wish of the Superintendent that we shall be able to 
have our minimum auota. These schools are helpful to ministers who 
have the advantage for ten days of listening to some of the recognized 
leaders in religious thought and church work. Unless we can give our 
support to these summer schools, there is some danger that they will be 
discontinued by the Board of Ministerial Training. On the whole, it has 
been a good year for all our charges, and not because of any one thing 
done by the District Superintendent but because of the loyalty of the 
pastors and laymen. I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to, and 
_ appreciation of, every one who has helped to make the past year one of 
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Success. Especially to Revs. Hannan, Hertzog, Campbell, White and Pruitt 
who did excellent work in assisting me in the Fourth Quarterly Confer- 
ences, I am indebted. Near the end of 1947, Mrs. Annie K. Werts, wife 
bf Dr. Forrest Werts, was called to her home eternal, after nearly a 
quarter of a century of illness and suffering. Also, the parsonage home 
of Rev. and Mrs. Dallas McNeil was saddened by the early demise of their 
infant sons. To these bereaved, our hearts go out in sympathy and 
prayer for the consolation of the Spirit of God. Three babies, all girls, 
have been added to the family circle of our ministers. Mary Nothdurft 
is living with Rev. and Mrs. Don Nothdurft of Immanuel Church, Boise. 
Charla DeBolt took up her residence with Rev. and Mrs. W. W. DeBolt 
at Joseph, and Rev. and Mrs, M. M. Finkbeiner are glad that Adina Diane 
is so-journeying with them at Eagle. Last year at the close of the con- 
ference I had six cnarges to be supplied. They all had pastors within a 
few weeks save one place. Richland, Oregon, has been without a regular 
pastor all year. This year the picture is no better than last, but it is 
my hope and prayer all places will be provided with ministers as soon as 
possible. Increased cost of living has invaded the parsonage homes as well 
as other homes, making it difficult for some of our ministers to feel the 
financial security that all people should be able to feel. The majority of 
the churches have increased, or will increase ministerial support for 1948- 
49, and a few, apparently, have not sensed the changed times and con- 
ditions. For the continued presence of the Holy Spirit enlightening our 
minds and comforting our spirits, we are grateful to our Heavenly Father. 
Hereby, I pledge my co-workers my best efforts wherever I may labor 
during the year that is just at hand. 


B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
1. THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


With the Crusade for Christ emphasis completed for the past quadren- | 
nium we are anticipating the forward movement of Methodism as set 
forth by the General Conference, as the starting point of the new quad- 
rennium. The Program theme is “For Christ and His Church” with em- 
phasis during this coming year on “Our Faith”. During the succeeding 
years the emphasis will be on “Our Church”, “Our Ministry” and “Our 
Mission.” There will also be emphasis on increase of 33 1/3% in “World 
Service Giving”. 

The Church School advance has ten points for the next four years: 


1. Add 1,700,000 new church school members. 

2. Win through the Church School, 1,000,000 new members for 
church membership through the quadrennium. 

38. Enlist youth and young adults for Christian advance, (Social 
workers, nurses, Christian teachers, Christian businessmen 
and women). 

4. Intensive study of the Christian program: Bible, Church His- 
tory, Doctrine, Christian World Missions. 

5. Challenge and teach families to live as Christian families. 

6. To teach the facts about beverage alcohol. 

7. Elevate stewardship ideals in the Church school. 

8. Definitely seek to strengthen the rural church and the church 

school. 

. Educate concerning a Christian Social Order. 

10. Cultivate commitments to Christ in all of life’s relationships.

We heartily recommend this program to our Annual Conference for 
its prayerful consideration and trust that it may be carried out to the 


fullest extent. 
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We recommend to the conference again this year a fall meeting for 
ministers to be held at the College of Idaho. It was been suggected that 
the Executive Secretary of the Board of Education and Missions and the 
two District Superintendents, along with two men from each district plan 
a program. The field of study should emphasize pastoral work, with 
theology, missions, and evangelism discussed. 


The Board of Education have been concerned with the dire need for 
leadership education. Among the needs that were felt were: Monthly 
workers meetings, the wider use of correspondence courses, and the Fel- 
lowship of study; Leadership Education schools in the local church, one 
week’s intensive training for workers with youth and adults, with the 
leadership from Nashville. 


The Rally Day offering this year shows an increase of $115 over last 
year. This is encouraging but even greater increases are needed to carry 
on the work of the Board. The Board of Education renews its request of 
last: year and recommends that each Church School raise a minimum of 
25e per member average attendance and that every pastor present the 
Rally Day cause and offering to the entire church. 

The Board of Education has given a great deal of discussion to the 
need of a coordinated camping program on a conference wide basis. As a 
result of the March meeting of the group, where this was discussed, a 
committee was appointed to study the camping situation and bring a recom- 
mendation to this conference. 


Their recommendations are: 


1. That the conference create a Board of Trustees of Conference 
Camping Properties and that all conference camp grounds and equipment 
acquired in the future be held by this board. We recommend to the 
Nominating Committee that the trustees be a committee of six members 
with graduated three year terms. 


2. That negotiations be started at once by this board to acquire con- 
trol of all present camping properties, funds, and interests within the 
bounds of the Idaho conference. 


3. That a coordinated camping, institute, and assembly program be 
established under the jurisdiction of the conference Board of Education 
through the creation of a camping commission which will include: Chair- 
man of the Board of Education, Executive Secretary of the Board of 
Education, Representative of the conference Woman’s Society of Christian 
Service, Conference Laymen’s meeting, Conference M. Y. F., and ex-officio, 
the District Superintendents, the deans of any camps or institutes, 


This program shall provide for, 


a. The locations of conference camp sites. 


b. Setting of dates for all institutes and camps and determination of 
policy on all use of grounds. 


c. The employment. of personnel serving on this program. 

d. Set all rates and fees in connection with the use of grounds and 
facilities. 

e. Give faculty clearance after choice has been made by various insti- 
tute planning committees prior to invitation. 

f. Coordinate and unify publicity, 


g. Provide for a uniform financial policy governing all institutes and 
camps with a common bookkeeping system to which all institute 
and camp money is applicable and from all bills shall be paid. 


4. That a conference camp construction committee be set up within 
the conference to function until necessary camping facilities are con- 


structed. This committee will work under the direction of the Board of 
Education. 
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5. That the commission of World Service and Finance be given the 
responsibility for authorizing funds, in addition to special gifts for neces- 
sary purchases and construction of conference camping facilities. 


The reports of the Wesley Foundations were presented to the Board 
and their askings for the coming year were approved and included in the 
budget for the coming year. 


We greatly appreciate the help of the General Board at Nashville 
in the personnel that has been in our conference this year. Dr. W. Mc- 
Ferrin Stowe, for his help and leadership at the ministerial retreat in the 
fall. Dr. Harry C. Spencer, Board of Missions; Rev. Wm. Law of the 
Board of Evangelism, and the very great help of Dr. Corliss P. Har- 
greaves during this session of the Idaho Conference. The General Board 
has also made it possible through honorariums for us to have the help 
of two women from the Oregon conference for our Lab school the last 
year. 


We express our sincere appreciation for the untiring and construct- 
ive work of Don and Esther Campbell, during the last three years. His 
report makes evident the tremendous volume of work that his office has 
handled during this year. The youth work has gone forward and the 
adult work is beginning to show. We greatly appreciate their selfless 
sacrifice that the work of Christian education might grow in the Idaho 
Conference. 


We, of the Board of Education are asking that the office of Executive 
Secretary be continued for another year. In view of the fact that Don is 
returning to the pastorate and his successor has not been secured, we 
recommend to the conference that the cabinet leave the appointment open 
until further recommendation from the executive commmittee of the Board 
of Education.

2. EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The timely program of the Crusade for Christ came to the church 
out of the sense of need of our world, and the sensitiveness to the leading 
of the spirit of God. The church, though ill-prepared to meet the crisis 
of this age, has nevertheless responded with a new surge of vitality. The 
sense that the chief task of the church is a teaching task, that every 
phase of church life teaches, and that it must do an increasingly better 
job if it is to have a place in the formation of the new world, has come 
with new clearness. “Reaching more people with Christian teaching” has 
become more than a slogan, more people are being reached with higher 
quality teaching. 

For the most part, the churches of the Idaho Conference accepted the 
suggestion that the increase in church school enrollment and attendance 
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be set by the local church Board of Education on the basis of the job 
needing to be done by the local church. The statistics will show a very 
real increase in the number being reached by churches that worked on 
this plan. 


This year, the conference office has been used as much as the two 
previous years together and the office detail has multiplied accordingly 
with little secretarial help. “Christian Education News” is still the medium 
for carrying information to the local churches with a thirty-five percent 
larger mailing than last year. With it went eleven other pieces of litera- 
ture helpful to the local program besides the monthly copies of “Widening 
Horizons”, the help for the fourth Sunday World Service observance. In 
addition to this, four other mailings went out for special projects. This 
year, 50 to 60 personal communications per month pertaining to the work 
went out from the office. 


The books of the conference library have had much wider use this 
year, being loaned to people in more than twenty churches. Besides this, 
the library was used extensively at Lab School and such meetings. The 
Board decided to experiment with the purchase of a few visual aids, even 
though a small percent of the churches have the equipment to use these 
materials. However, there has been a real demand, especially since the 
Audio-Visual Workshop in April. The materials have been used seventeen 
times in the six weeks period since. 


Then, too, this past year, there have been more calls for help on 
specific problems. 


All of this activity was directed toward a stronger educational pro- 
gram for the conference and the local churches, and represents a growing 
awareness on the part of the people of the availability of the Board of 
Education program. The activity was geared to a program which at- 
tempted to take some permanent steps forward, recognizing that in a 
small conference only a few new projects can be introduced each year. 


Leadership is one of the major problems of the church. Everywhere 
the program is lagging because leaders are not available and trained for 
the work. Nearly every church is seeking new leadership — church school 
teachers, leaders for committee work, evangelism, missionary education, 
etc. This need has been behind most of the projects we have undertaken 
this year. In this work, I have had some responsibility, but in a very 
real sense this is a composite report, reviewing the work under the Board 
in which I have shared in some capacity. 


Dr. W. McFerrin Stowe of the General Board of Education led the 
ministers in their first fall conference which met at Sawtooth Camp the 
first week of September. The group present manifested real enthusiasm, 
enjoyed the fellowship, and voted to make it an annual affair. It was at 
Sawtooth Camp that the request was expressed for an Audio-Visual Work- 
shop. Arrangements were made through Dr. Forsyth of the Board of 
Education, and the continuation of this program in the future. The lead- 
ers were: Dr. Harry C. Spencer of the Board of Missions, and Rev. Wil- 
liam Law, representing the Board of Evangelism. 


i In June, we had our first venture in Laboratory School experience 
in Idaho. Twenty-five interested, hard-working teachers of children from 
Pocatello to LaGrande, met in the Nampa church for the five-day program 
under the leadership of Mrs. R. B. Rogers and Mrs. Henry Howard of 
Oregon, and Mrs. Esther M. Campbell. Nampa was perfect host to a very 
successful school. The general feeling of the group seemed to be ex- 
pressed by one member who said recently: “Last year’s Lab School was 
such a rich experience for me. I can’t begin to tell you how much it 


means to me.” The General Board provided a small honorarium for the 
teachers from Oregon. 


_.Through Vacation Church School Institutes, local workers were given 
guidance in planning for, and teaching in vacation church schools. There 
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were 32 vacation church schools held this year which was four more than 
last year with 261 workers, and an increase of 400 children in attendance 
which equalled 1946 in all. In April this year, the Vacation Church School 
Institutes were held again, with eight leaders and about 100 workers in 
attendance. Besides these institutes, we have provided materials and coun- 
seling for groups not able to attend these meetings. 


One of the points of emphasis this year set by the Board, was the 
adult program. Charles Easley went to Mt. Sequoyah for two weeks 
training under the leadership of Dr. M. L. Rippy with expenses paid by 
the General Board. He was given responsibility for organizing sub- 
district adult programs. After considerable searching, four sub-district 
leaders were selected and the work has been started. The attempt is being 
made to call together representatives of the young adults of each church 
and help them plan a program which may strengthen the movement in 
the local church, and also to hold meetings with Adult Division Superin- 
tendents to give guidance in their work. This adult work will need the 
very close cooperation of the pastors. On the Labor Day weekend the 
young adults of both districts met, and plans were made to cooperate with 
the program as suggested above. 


This year we have not had a Conference Director of Youth Work. I 
have given some leadership in setting up the district youth program, taught 
in both Institutes, and participated in the Older Youth conference at 
Sawtooth Camp. My first visit to Wallowa Lake Camp came prior to 
Institute as we helped prepare the grounds and equipment for the Insti- 
tute. A tentative selection was made for a Morning Watch site on a side 
hill overlooking the camp, and in full view of the mountains. The youth 
at Institute worked very hard to prepare the spot for us. The Institutes 
were under the able leadership of Leroy Walker and Mark Lloyd. 


Mrs. Dorothy Andrews gave fine leadership in the second year of the 
Intermediate Camp on the Eastern District. The camp planned for Pil- 
grim Cove was cancelled on advice of the doctors because of the polio 
epidemic in Western Idaho and Eastern Oregon. Lawrence Robinson and 
Don Crego had all plans made for this camp when the decision was made 
to cancel it. 

The Youth Caravan, with Miss Wilma McLeod of Ontaria, as Coun- 
selor, visited six churches and attended the Western District Institute. 
Three meetings were held to prepare the local churches for the coming of 
the caravan. The bus strike upset arrival plans, but finally this fine 
group arrived at Prairie City just twenty-four hours late. 


The Conference MYF group has had a difficult time finding itself and 
getting its program going. In August, the conference president attended 
the meeting of the National Conference of Methodist Youth, in Stockton. 
In November, youth of the entire conference from Ashton to Baker, met 
in Twin Falls for what proved to be a profitable meeting. 


In December, twenty youth and two adult leaders joined, as Idaho 
Conference representatives, with 10,000 other youth and youth leaders in 
the great Cleveland Conference, They have tried in local churches and 
sub-district groups to share the experiences and spirit of Cleveland with 
other youth. 

The program outlined above has entailed many personal conferences 
and committee meetings. In spite of sickness in the family which limited 
the field work some, during the past year I have averaged more than one 
personal conference and one meeting per week. The meetings include con- 
ferences with teachers and local Boards of Education, District and Con- 
ference youth and adult groups, planning conferences for Wesley Founda- 
tion, Vacation Church School Institues, teaching Leadership Education 
courses, etc. I have preached eleven times. 

In this Idaho conference program, the General Boards have helped 
in providing nine persons as leaders and contributed financially to make 


the program possible, 
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In July, I attended the Rural Life Conference at Lincoln, Nebraska. 
The significance of the conference was in the recognition of the place of 
the rural church in Methodism. It was but a start, but it was a start. 
I was Idaho Conference’s representative at the National Conference on 
Christian Education, at Grand Rapids in November, serving on the Execu- 
tive Committee the past year as Western Jurisdictional representative. 


One can never confine his activities to just the things that pertain to 
the job but must take his place in community work. So I have partici- 
pated in the organization meetings of the Idaho State Council of Churches 
and served as chairman of the Educational committee, have served on the 
Executive Committee of the Allied Civic Forces, and worked in the Im- 
manuel Methodist Church, serving on the Official Board and the Board 
of Education. 


During the year, under the Board of Missions, we set up two Mis- 
sionary Workshops under the leadership of Dr. Karl K. Quimby of New 
York City. Dr. Auner, missionary from India, visited sixteen churches in 
the conference. Due to the sickness of the District Superintendent, Dr. 
McCallister, major responsibility for the visit fell to me. 


During April and May, I became a poor substitute for a good District 
Superintendent and shared with others in conducting the Quarterly Con- 
ferences of the Western District to lighten the load during Dr. McCal- 
lister’s illness. I held six Quarterly Conferences. 


The volunteer staff including Charles Easley, Mrs. Helen Dietz, Mrs. 
Mabel Lackey, Mrs. Esther M. Campbell, Mrs. Joyce Pruitt, Lawrence 
Robinson, and Mrs. Dorothy Andrews have participated in many activities 
and given able leadership at many points. 


Looking ahead, certain projects seem to demand attention during the 
coming year: 

1. Completing the organization of the sub-district adult program. 

2. Laboratory School for Children’s Workers in Buhl, June 20-25. 


8. Training leaders to continue the Audio-Visual Workshops in the 
conference. 


4. Coordinate youth program under the Board of Education. 


5. Study camping program and set up adequate facilities for all camp- 
ing grounds. 


. Fall meeting of ministers of the conference. 
. Leadership education program for the local church. 
. Conference for training leaders of youth and adults.

7. COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL ACTION 


Whereas, the Christian faith has traditionally been concerned with 
the dedication of every area of life, and whereas, the Methodist Church in 
its interpretation of the Christian tradition has consistently emphasized 
the importance of a prophetic stand on questions regarding the social and 
economic order; 


Be it resolved that the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church 
affirm its concern, with the application of the Christian gospel to problems 
having social implication, and encourage the ministry to give leadership to 
the churches in the study of the Christian approach to such problems. 


Whereas, there have been recent movements to intimidate persons ex- 
pressing liberal, social and political viewpoints, and whereas, there are now 
before the U. S. Congress, bills to make certain political parties illegal, 

_and whereas, freedom of thought and of speech are a part of the American 
democratic and the Christian tradition; 


Be it resolved that we affirm our belief in the freedom of the preach- 
ing and teaching ministry to give expression to prophetic interpretations 
of social problems; and the freedom of ministry and laity to participate as 
private citizens in political activity, and 


Be it resolved that we express ourselves as favoring freedom of all 
groups to express political opinions or to hold memberships in political 
organizations of their choice, and that we oppose legislation endangering 
such rights; be it further resolved that we recognize the right the govern- 
ment to demand loyalty of its employees, but that we deplore investigative 
tactics which have the apparent purpose of besmirching the names of those 
investigated, without the traditional rights of trial by jury. 


Whereas, the principle of Christian stewardship demands the proper 
use of all the gifts of God, and whereas, the improper usage of vast areas 
of forest and grazing land in the Northwest has resulted in immeasurably 
damaging floods in the Columbia Valley; 


Be it resolved that we favor long-range regional programs under 
federal supervision, for the conservation of our God-given natural resources, 
including water, grazing and forest lands, which will be aimed at the 
prevention of wasteful exploitation, and the prevention of floods and soil 
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erosion; and that we commend the U. S. Forest Service program of con- 
servation and conservation education, and other agencies of the same pur- 
pose. 


Where, in the Church of Christ, all men stand equal before God, and 
the Gospel makes no distinctions among races or nations; 


Be it resolved that we endorse the Civil Rights Program of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, and other similar programs which seek the 
equality of social and economic rights of minority groups; that we favor 
a fair Employment Practices Act; that we approve anti-poll tax legislation; 
that we favor some form of anti-lynching legislation; that we favor the 
removal of racial barriers to the ownership of property; and that we urge 
the restitution of property taken from Nisei citizens during the recent war; 
and that we commend cooperation with interdenominational movements and 
with other religious groups on programs of social action. 


Whereas, the Christian point of view holds that all men are entitled to 

material necessities of life, and whereas, at the present time there are in- 
sufficient food resources to care adequately for the needs of the world’s 
people; : 
Be it resolved that we support private and government agencies which 
are attempting to distribute the requisite food and clothing to needy areas; 
and that we favor the use of rationing and price controls if these are 
necessary for the assurance of minimum needs to all peoples. 


Where, a strong and responsible labor movement is essential to the 
welfare of workers and the industrial wealth of the nation; 


Be it resolved that we endorse the plan of Bishop Oxnam to train 
Christian individuals for labor union leadership; and that we oppose vin- 
dictive legislation, the aim of which is the injury of the labor movement.

8. PEACE COMMISSION 


A review of the past year’s strides toward peace are not as great as 
we had hoped. Still our faith for a brighter and bettter world are not 
doomed. 

This makes it imperative for the Church of Christ to speak out on 
principles basic for world peace. We insist that our faith in God, and 
in one another, is born out in our deeds. We need to realize that peace 
is the product of right attitudes and actions. 


We therefore, recommend that our people give diligent consideration 
through the home and church to the Christian education of the children, 
to develop convictions in them concerning the necessity of peace. We urge 
our members as part of their Christian citizenship to continue to inform 
their legislative leaders, as to their views. We commend public leaders 
who without fear, express their convictions on these issues. 


In these critical times, we feel that many of these problems can be 
worked out by individual Christians creating cells of good-will, fellow- 
ship and harmony. With this expression of concern for the individual 
responsibility, we go on to say that it is our conviction that our nation 
should support wholeheartedly the United Nations organization. Notwith- 
standing imperfections, it provides techniques for the peaceful settlement 
of disputes, if the necessary moral and spiritual conditions can be met. 
We deplore the sale of military supplies by our nation, or by private 
enterprise to nations torn by disagreements among themselves. 


Because we firmly believe that ultimate world security, strength, and 
international peace can come through the United Nations, we reaffirm 
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the stand of our General Conference in the complete opposition to any 
system of peacetime universal military training and Selective Service. We 
believe the adoption of any such system is the negation of certain “inalien- 
able rights” of the individual, and sets the course of our nation on the 
road to totalitarianism in which there is no logical stopping place. 


We commend the right of conscientious objectors to the expression of 
their points of view. We promise them the same consideration and min- 
isteries of the church as given to those who hold differing views. 


We commend the work for lasting peace being done by our Methodist 
Missions in Belgium and other European Countries and ask our General 
Board of Missions to give every possible support in their program of 
spreading the Christian way of life in European Countries whose religious 
bankruptcy makes easy entree’ for the “isms” which lead to unrest and 
war. 


9. CONFERENCE BOARD OF EVANGELISM 


Evangelism for our time implies: personal contact with the unchurched 
for the purpose of-gaining from them a decision for Christ; re-consecra- 
tion of present church members to the teachings and life of Jesus Christ. 
Evangelism has been and should continue to be the great concern of the 
church. 


The Christian religion is a life in Christ and faith in God, not mere 
doctrine and ritual. Therefore, Christian living should become an integral 
part of home life. Christianity should be a natural activity in every-day 
living which would lead children in the home to make a whole-hearted com- 
mitment to Christ and, for the adults, a broadening understanding of 
God’s will for them. We heartily endorse the recommendation of the 
General Board of Evangelism that honest endeavors be made to establish 
family altars in our homes. 


Let us continue to strive diligently to meet our goals for the year’s 
Crusade for Christ emphasis — increasing Church School enrollment and 
attendance. 


It is understood that one phase of the new quadrennium program is 
to be a preaching mission, participated in by the Bishops and chosen 
ministers. The recommendation from the General Conference is that it 
should be followed in the districts and local churches with a preaching 
and teaching emphasis with all of the resources of the church mobilized. 
We pledge ourselves to wholehearted co-operation in this significant evan- 
gelistic endeavor. 


We believe in home visitation evangelism, bringing the good news of 
Jesus Christ into the home life. Regardless of the method of evangelism 
used there needs to be a definite follow-up program wherein new members 
are made to feel at home in the church, wherein they are given respon- 
sibilities commensurate with their ability. Evangelism should be a year 
around endeavor. 


The Church School has a definite responsibility to its members and 
prospective members, Teachers much be consecrated Christians if their 
teaching is to be effective. This implies a more careful selection and 
training of teachers. We believe that it is better to “bungle” age group- 
ings within the Church School than employ teachers whose ideals and ac- 
tions are not Christian. 


_ We urge our ministry to give careful instruction to all persons join- 
ing the church. We also urge those church members who previously have 
joined the church, without such instruction, be urged to enroll. The 
church not only must convert, it must inform, it must encourage its mem- 


bers to grow spiritually. Numbers are not a true indication of church 
strength. 
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Ministers and laymen should always manifest genuine interest in their 
fellowmen for the sake of Christ. Both groups needs to do more calling 
in all homes, not merely to pay a social call: but to witness for Christ 
and to strengthen the weak phases of the spiritual life of people. The 
church is a fellowship of people interested in their own spiritual welfare 
and of those outside the fellowship. 


This year and every year our church must be Christ-centered. If we 
worship other Gods we must suffer the punishment for our idolatry. Our 
church cannot grow in spiritual strength, nor grow in numbers, if the 
evangelistic zeal dies. We must glory in the cause of Christ for it is 
the victory that will overcome the world.

10. BOARD OF TEMPERANCE 
Fully realizing that we are living in most strategic period of time 
in a very complex society, and that social sanction can control the con- 
duct and habits of individuals: 
That alcoholism is not consistent with the Christian way of life: That 
alcohol anesthetizes the spiritual powers and separates man from God: 


That the 750,000 alcoholics (Yale School) in the United States can 
best be helped by stopping the trouble at its source and getting rid of all 
liquor outlets such as, state liquor stores (which are licensed and run by 
State government, and have become a political menace to the State), clubs, 
and beer outlets such as eating places, drug stores and service stations. 


Realizing that 1/5 of the income of Idaho is spent on gambling and 
liquor-by-the-drink, according to statistics given in “The Idaho Challenge.” 

Statistics from Methodist Publications show that in this nation more 
was spent last year than ever before on liquor. (The Idaho Challenge). 

$54 was the per capita expenditure for liquor while only $16 per 
capita was spent for education. 

According to the Yale School $9 was spent for liquor for every $1 
for religion. 

There are 3 million excessive drinkers and there are 40 million men 
and 13 million women moderate drinkers. 

60% of all alcoholics begin drinking through social pressure. 

According to Methodist publications liquor is a contributing cause in: 


90% of all crime 
78% of all divorces, directly or indirectly 
96% of all sex crimes 
90% of all venereal cases 
1 in 4 of the 40,000 traffic fatalities 
1 in 4 of the mental cases in hospitals. 
Realizing that social action results from education through churches 
as well as schools. 
We recommend that every minister meet the requirements of the 
Discipline to have a strong, wide-awake Temperance Committee. 


We recommend that each minister pass all communications regarding 
temperance on to the Temperance Committee of his church, and this ma- 
terial be given serious consideration leading to definite action. 


Because “Covenant Sunday” has proven most successful in churches

of this Conference when annually observed, we recommend that “Cove- 
nant Sunday” which is the first Sunday in Lent, be set aside for the 
signing of red, white and blue total abstinence pledges, and that a flag 
be made of the pledges and hung on the wall of the church in a conspic- 
uous place. 

We recommend that a layman be sent by the Idaho Conference to the 
Yale School of Alcohol Studies with the purpose of training him for lead- 
ership in temperance education in the Conference. 

We recommend the necessity of camping on the Capper bill till such 
time as it, or a similar bill, is passed by the Senate. 

We recommend cooperation with the Idaho Allied Civie Forces, W.C. 
T.U. and all kindred organizations. 

We recommend that the Official Board of each church subscribe for 
enough copies of “The Idaho Challenge” to reach every family in_the 
church. “The Idaho Challenge” is the publication of the Idaho Allied Civic 
Forces publised monthly in Boise, Box 1675, and is the means of reaching 
the public with the truth about the moral battle in Idaho, 

We recommend that a member of the Conference be elected to serve on 
the Delegate Council of the Idaho Allied Civic Forces. 


We recommend the appropriation of $1000.00 from the Conference to 
be allocated as follows: $600.00 to the Idaho Allied Civic Forces, $200.00 
to the Oregon Anti-Liquor League, and $200.00 for the Conference Board 
of Temperance. The Board of Temperance to secure and bring to Annual 
Conference an Annual Report of receipts and disbursements for the year, 
of the Allied Civic Forces of Idaho and the Oregon Anti-Liquor league, 
including voluntary offerings received in all Methodist Churches of this 
Conference.

BISHOP BRUCE R. BAXTER 


The world was hushed into silence for many, many people when the 
sad news came, shocking us all, that our beloved Bruce Richard Baxter 


had been given his crown of glory while he was at the zenith of his 
powers. 


We want individuals like Bishop Baxter to live on, and on forever. 
He does live on forever, for the people who knew him. 


He was humble, kind, considerate, and gave of himself freely to 
people in every walk of life. It was not his practice to scold, scorn or 
speak ill of his fellow men, the people whom he met on the highway of life. 


_ _His power seemed to express itself best as he loved people into a 
higher and nobler way — the Christian Way. That jubilant soul lifted 
youth, guided and directed adults into the Christian Religion of happiness 
and hard work. A great host of folk loved him as their friend, because 
he had first been a friend to them, and had loved them first. In him we 


all had a friend because he was a friend to us all. There is a little of him 
left in each one of us. 
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“If men work upon marble, it will perish. 

If men work upon brass, time will efface it. 

If men rear temples, they ‘will erumble into dust 
But if men work upon immortal souls ; 

If we imbue with right principles, 

With a just fear of God, and love of fellow men, 
We engrave upon those tablets 

Something which will brighten all eternity.” 


That was Bishop Baxter. 


CHARLES D. FLETCHER 


Two things characterize the truly great man. First is an unswerving 
loyalty to lofty ideals. To stand squarely and unflinchingly for right as 
he sees it, even though the whole world be against him, makes a man 
great, no matter what his position in life may be. 


_The other is the willingness to make the best contribution of which 
he is capable, in the realm in which he is capable and do it with whole- 
hearted generosity. 


To Brother Charles Fletcher, as I knew him, belonged these two 
characteristics. To me he is one of the truly great souls who has served 
the Master under the jurisdiction of the Idaho Conference. 


CHARLES WESLEY TENNEY 


The 1924 copy of the “Sagebrush Echo,” the Gooding College annual, 
reprinted the best editorial of that year, from “The Seismograph,” College 
paper, which editorial was written by Warren Roberts, remembered to 
this group as the oldest son of C. E. B. Roberts and Edith M. Roberts. 


This editorial said in part “In the inner sanctuary of the College 
office there is at this writing a man. If his Maker ever put a capacity 
mark on him, it dropped off in pure shame long ago. Yet we have 
found that he is keenly interested in all the problems of the campus, 
trivial or important, personal or public... 


In the past four years, we have seen a picture that will stay with us 
the rest of our lives. We have seen faith that removes mountains, and 
with faith and bare hands, build a lasting monument. 


We have seen him stand with his back to the wall, not once, but many 
times, and stubbornly careless of his life, give the last ounce of energy, 
that the structure built, might stand. 


We have seen a man fight with all the power of a driving intellect, 
and all the endurance of a God given physique for an ideal, Ambition and 
honor mean nothing to him. He is giving his life, and glories in it..... PY 


Charles Wesley Tenney, M. A. LLD, was born July 31, 1873 in Van- 
couver, Washington, the son of Horace Dewey Tenney and Ellen Goddard 
Tenney. He was a Methodist by birth, and proudly accepted the obligation 
and honor that it placed upon him. 

Interested in our great west, in education, and in people, he studied 
in several schools including George Washington University. 

He was married May 25, 1905 to Alice Maude Huston. To them were 
born three children, Charles D, Tenney, a daughter Mary Elizabeth, now 
Mrs. Forrest Wanninger, and Helen Alice, who passed to her heavenly 
home in 1929. 

In 1902, Dr. Tenney was called to the Presidency of Montana Wesley- — 
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an. For a time he was associated with educational work in that state, 
then came to the struggling, young, ambitious Methodist College, located 
at Gooding, Idaho, called Gooding College. 


He served this institution for seventeen years, giving wise and cap- 
able leadership. He was more than a College President, he was an edu- 
cator, he was also a minister, an administrator, a moralist, an advisor, an 
athlete, a financier, and a friend. 


Today there are scores upon scores of former. students scattered 
throughout this nation, who owe much to the friendly counsel and assist- 
ance given them by Dr. Tenney. 


He was elected three times to the General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church. He served for eight years on the General Conference 
Board of Education. 


He left college work to continue his preaching, and counselling, On 
Saturday morning, November 29, 1947, while Mrs. Tenney was getting the 
mail and he was perparing a sermon to be given in one of the Portland 
churches, he slipped quietly home to God. 


Dr. Laurence E. Nye conducted impressive memorial services in_the 
Finley chapel in Portland. He was buried in Park Hill Cemetery, Van- 
couver, Washington, the city of his birth. Mrs. Alice Maud Tenney, his 
widow; Dr. Charles D. Tenney of Southern Illinois University, Carbondale, 
Illinois, his son; and Mrs. Mary Wanninger of Macomb, Illinois, his 
daughter; four grandchildren; a brother, William Tenney; and a sister, 
Mrs. A. H. Brown, both of Vancouver, Washington survive him. 


Dr. Tenney’s monument, is not so much in marble or stone, or in the 
institution, no longer existent, but in the lives, vital, full, active lives of 
the many, many young men and young women, their mothers, and fathers 
and friends who were touched, and speeded on their way by him — this 
is his monument. 


CHARLES A. QUINN 


The Rey. Charles A. Quinn was born at Lynn, Indiana, on Septem- 
ber 5, 1867, and departed this life on October 22, 1947, at the age of eighty 
years, seven months, and seventeen days. 


He was converted and joined the Methodist Protestant Church at the 
age of sixteen. He received his local preacher’s license on September 10, 
1890, and later joined the North Indiana Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Church. He was ordained an Elder in that church on August 
31, 1902. He was educated at Taylor University and Adrian College. 


After serving several churches in Michigan, he came to the Idaho 
Conference in the fall of 1909 at which time he was appointed to Heyburn 
and Burley. In addition to these churches, he served the following charges 
in this conference: Emmett, Meridian, John Day and Canyon City, Nyssa, 
Alicel, Union, Homedale, Wilder, Weiser and Huntington, New Meadows, 
and Middleton. He took the retired relation in 1982, but continued to 
serve as a Supply Pastor until failing health forced him to give up the 
pastoral work which he loved so much. His last pastorate was Middleton 
where the people still speak of his earnest, faithful work as their pastor. 
While in this conference he was called upon to serve some of the more 
difficult charges, but no one ever heard him complain! He always went 
willingly, believing that God had a work for him to do wherever he was 
sent, There have been many fine ministers, but never one more devoted 
to his work than was Brother Quinn. Like the Apostle Paul once said, “This 
one thing I do”, this was true of Brother Quinn. He had no side issues. 
His whole time and thought was for the work of God and the church. 
There may have been greater preachers, but never a more loyal, faithful

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one. He did his work faithfully and well! It was said of the Christ, “He 
went about doing good”. This could also be said of him. When the time 
of rewards shall come, the Lord will say to Brother Quinn, “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant, thou hast been faithful over a few things. 
I will make thee ruler over many things! Enter into the joy of thy Lord!” 
He labored long and well. He now rests from his labors, but “his works 
do follow him”! 


W. FRANK WILSON 


W. Frank Wilson was born October 4, 1909, at Guthrie, Oklahoma, 
and passed on to his reward, at the home of his father at Harrison, Ar- 
kansas, on December 10, 1947. The funeral was conducted from the 
Methodist Church and interment took place at Harrison. After completing 
his common and high school education, he attended Cornell College at Mt. 
Vernon, Iowa, then went to Boston University School of Theology from 
which school he was graduated in June of 1936. He joined the Kansas 
Conference, and was immediately transferred to the Minnesota Confer- 
ence where he ministered until coming to the Idaho Conference in 1946. 
He was assigned to the work at Kuna, Idaho, and began his ministry here 
with much promise, but due to an asthmatic and heart condition he was 
compelled to go to the hospital in Boise, in the spring of 1947, where he 
remained for several weeks. Finding his strength gradually failing him 
he returned during the summer to his father’s home at Harrison, Arkansas, 
where he* bid farewell to the earthly and passed into the realms of the 
immortal on the day as aforementioned. He is survived by his parents 
and his wife, Mrs. Alberta Wilson. Brother Wilson was an earnest, con- 
scientious, hard working servant of the Lord, well loved by those who 
knew him and was in high favor with the members of the church at Kuna 
and also by the people of the town. Farewell, dear co-worker in the 
Lord’s vineyard, may thy reward be rich in our Father’s eternal home! 


MRS. FORREST W. WERTS 


Mrs. Forrest Ward Werts was born Annie Elizabeth Knowlton, in Cho- 
teau, Montana, December 1, 1899, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ora 
Knowlton. She died in Boise, January 6, 1948. Married August 12, 1917, 
she lived her married life in parsonages, or in Methodist schools. The 
tomb stone over where the body is buried in Billings, Montana, is epitaphed 
as follows: 

“The daughter of Montana pioneers, 

The wife of a Methodist minister 

The mother of Betty. Forrest, Jr., and Annie K. 
An angel of inspiration to thousands.” 


Dorothy Aldis didn’t know “Annie Werts” when she wrote the follow- 
ing poem, but it speaks eloquently of her:

If Mrs, Douglass were alive today and physically able, she would be 
here at this conference. Through the years, a person meets many people. 
Some have such outstanding personalities that the memory of them remains 
in our minds. Such a person was Mrs. Douglass. She passed away at the 
age of 69, on the 23rd of April, 1948. Before she journeyed on, she re- 
quested that there be no obituary read at her funeral. “People all know 
me and what I have done” she said. 


Her life towered skyward, like a giant pine above the other pines on 
the mountain side. She has been a pastor’s wife all her life, experiencing 
great disappointments along with great moments of happiness. She has 
been a tower of influence and strength to her minister husband and to 
his flock.

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Article I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


Article II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical inofrmation relative to the past, present, and future of 
the Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


Article III—All members and probationers of the Idaho Conference 
shall be members of this Society. 


Article IV—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall 
constitute a Board of Directors. 


Article V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first elec- 
tion, shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected 
by the Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if 
a member so desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each 
district, and be elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, 
and two for one year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year 
to serve for three years or until their successors are elected. 


Article VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be 
amended, or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the 
Society present and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing 
having been publicly given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and pre- 
serve all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism 


in the Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of 
the Society. 


2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). 
In his absence the Vice-President shall preside, 


3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the 
Directors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the 
general correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all 
historical matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was 
given and the date received. 


4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 


charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 


Board of Directors. ,

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C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 a.m. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 noon, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting 
and the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by 
the Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the 
Discipline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman 
from each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing 
Committees and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing 
Committees shall be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Con- 
ference Board of Missions and Church Extension, Board of Education, 
Board of Temperance, Conference Board of Church Location, Social Service 
Committee, Trustees of Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, 
Resolutions of Courtesy Committee, Committee.on Memoirs, Auditing Com- 
mittee, Historical Committee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth 
Leagues, Committee on Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on 
World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining 
pastor, the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the 
cooperation of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the enter- 
taining church. 


4, All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at 
the time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers 
of the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, 
and shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the 
papers except by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference 
shall be forwarded to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by 
the Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking 
reception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. 
No person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he has 
a minimum academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation 
of A. B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall 
be authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these 
Conference Rules. 


9. No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age 
of retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference 
Relations, or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training.

EK. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, 
as far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the 
Conference, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differ- 
ences in living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other 
variants which will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 


The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial 
Support to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents 
ex officio. Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer annually to perform the usual functions of such officers. The com- 
mittee shall preserve complete records of its transactions and shall pro- 
vide for an annual audit. The expenses of this committee shall be a 
priority claim upon the fund hereinafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. ‘ 


This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash 
support as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the 
basis of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the 
Missionary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested 
to assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment 
shall be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other 
ministers serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in 
living conditions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or 
parsonage is provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as 


rental allowance. 
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Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treas- 
urer of the committee and receipts issued thereof. The fund shall be 
kept in a bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the 
session of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments 
shall be made to any minister except by the request, or with the ap- 
proval of, the District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no 
distribution shall be made to any minister who has failed to prorate 
the various ministerial claims, or whose charge has failed to make an 
every-member canvass for ministerial support; and provided, further, 
that nothing shall be distributed to cover the failure of any church to 
meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with 
the committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive and 
benefit from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% 
of the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 

In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet 
the claims of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his 
proportional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be 
distributed arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 

It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference cooperate 
to eliminate thé various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference mem- 
ber will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 


ec. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. : 


-e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifica- 
tions for admission into the Conference. 


f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right to Sue Denied. 


__No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the 
right to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for 
failing to provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole 
recourse shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able 
to make. Its obligation to him shall be grounded in Christian honor and 
brotherly love, and not in a legalism.

Baker, Mrs. M. D. Goodman, Harry T. Lewis, Mrs. Edna P. 
Greenlee, Mrs. Lee Wright, Mrs. R. F. Tyler, O. E. Peret, Mrs. 
Herbert Wolff, Mrs. Wayland Stevens, (C. D. Rush arrived 
later.) (Eastern District): Mrs. D. K. Rankin, Mrs. Roth 
Finley, Mrs. J. T. Dvorak, Mrs. C. N. Austin, Gan Thompson, 
Mrs. M. H. King, Mrs. J. L. Barnes, W. O. Cotton, Mrs. Harvey 
Wood, Mrs. Minnie Fahey, Miss D. Telford, Mrs. Ethel Nelson, 
H. J. Goemmer, Fred Youngston, A. I. McMahan, Earnest Bloom, 
Paul Fingerson, Edna Piper, Mrs. H. M. Stroud, Ray Linard, 
(Mrs. H. A. Kinyon, Mrs. A. H. Sampe and Richard Vansant 
arrived later.) 


The Statistician named his assistants as Harold Mackey, 
Vernon L. Taylor, Stanley E. Andrews, and Harry Starbuck. 
They were confirmed. 
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The Treasurer named as his assistants P. C. Bent, Don 
Walker, and J. D. Wilford. They were confirmed. 


The Secretary named his assistants as Charles Easley and 
W. W. DeBolt. They were confirmed. 


The Secretary then appointed the Committee on J ournal to 
be Olin Parrett and Ray Dunn. They were confirmed. 


H. G. McCallister moved that the printed program become 
the accepted program of the Conference, subject to necessary 
revision. It was so ordered. 


H. G. McCallister then moved that the first seven rows of 
pews become the boundary of the Conference. It was seconded 
and carried. 


A motion was made that all motions from the floor be pre- 
sented in writing to the Secretary. It was so moved. . 


The Bishop called attention to certain books of exceptional 
merit available in the book room, and urged a wider reading on 
the part of both laymen and ministers. 


Introductions: Dr. F. W. Werts, Eastern District Superinten- 
dent, introduced Rev. and Mrs. Harry Starbuck, new arrivals on 
his district since the last Conference session. 


Dr. McCallister, Western District Superintendent, then in- 
troduced and welcomed Dr. and Mrs. Ray S. Dunn, and the Rev. 
W. C. Moore, Executive Secretary of the Conference Board of 
Education who also came to us since the 1948 session. He also 
introduced two new brides of the Conference, Mrs. Forrest Werts | 
and Mrs. Edgar L. White. Mrs. Kennedy, wife of our Bishop, 
and the Bishop’s Secretary, Miss Purdy, were presented to the 
Conference. The congregation arose to honor Mrs. Kennedy. 


Bishop Kennedy then called forward and introduced Dr. Ezra 
Cox, Western Representative of the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension, and Dr. Ernest Harold, District Superinten- 
dent of the Pacific Northwest Conference. Dr. Ray W. Ragsdale, 
representing the General Board of Evangelism, was also intro- 
duced, as was the host pastor and his wife, the Rev. and Mrs. 
Albert Parrett. 


Evening Worship: Evening Worship opened at 8:30 P.M. 
with the host pastor presiding. An organ prelude was presented 
by Wm. Frank. The program included the congregational hymn, 
“God of Grace, God of Glory’, prayer by C. G. Hannan, an an- 
them, “Sanctus” (Gounod) by the host church choir. The ad- 
dress of welcome was given by Mr. Wm. Baker, host Charge Lay 
Leader, and the response by Bishop Kennedy. An evening offer- 
ing was received. Copies of the “Advance” hymn, “Advance, O 
Church of God” were distributed to the congregation and it was 
sung. 
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Communion Service: The annual Communion Service fol- 
lowed. The Bishop was assisted by the two District Superin- 
tendents, H. G. McCallister and F. W. Werts, and the host 
pastor, A. B. Parrett. The service closed with the hymn “In The 
Cross of Christ I Glory” and the benediction was pronounced by 
the Bishop. 


Reception: A reception, in charge of the women of the 
church, followed in the Lower Auditorium. 


SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Wednesday Morning, May 25th 


Through the cooperation of radio station, KVMV, Twin Falls, 
the Rev. Harold Mackey broadcast Morning Devotions at 7:30 
A.M. 


Morning Worship: The strains of organ music opened the 
Morning Worship Service at 8:15 A.M. At 8:30 A.M. worship 
was furthered by the congregation singing the hymn, “We May 
Not Climb the Heavenly Steeps”. Under the leadership of Olin 
E. Parrett, a call to worship, a collect, and a responsive litany 
became a part of the service. He also led in the morning prayer, 
at the conclusion of which the congregation united in the Lord’s 
Prayer, Another hymn was sung, “Love Divine” and the Bishop 
gave the first of four scheduled morning addresses on the theme, 
“We Are Ambassadors—The Leader”. The worship service was 
concluded with the benediction being pronounced by Bishop 
Kennedy. 


Memorial Service: Under the direction of C. M. Donaldson, 
Chairman of the Committee of Memoirs, the annual Memorial 
Service was conducted. An organ prelude preceded the singing 
of the hymn, “For All the Saints Who From Their Labors Rest’. 
Prayer was offered by J. R. Crowe. The Secretary reported only 
one ministerial death during the past church year, the Rev. 
Frank T. Howell; he then gave a short resume of the deceased’s 
life and ministry in tribute. A. E. Gilbert read the Scripture 
lesson from Hebrews 11, and L. B. Bailey gave the Memorial 
Address. The service was concluded with the hymn, “There Is 
A Land of Pure Delight’, and the benediction which was pro- 
nounced by N. H. Lines. 


Business Session: The business session was called to order 
by Bishop Kennedy at 10 A.M. The Superintendent of the West- 
ern District, H. G. McCallister, was called forward and read his 
report, after which F. W. Werts, Eastern District Superinten- 
dent, read his report. (See Reports). 


J. R. Crowe, member of a Survey Committee to study the 
Salmon situation, moved that the recommendation made within 
the report of Dr. Werts, be lifted out and acted upon. The motion 
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was seconded by Clark J. Wood, said motion terminating the 
Federated Church in Salmon, Idaho. Several spoke in behalf of 
the motion, including Fred Youngston, Lay Member from Sal- 
mon, and W. H. Hertzog who gave a brief history of the church, 
the first Methodist church established in the state of Idaho. The 
question was called for and the motion was unanimously adopted. 


The characters of the two District Superintendents were 
then passed. The question of the characters of the ministers 
was brought before the Conference: those in the Western Dis- 
trict were declared in good order by the Superintendent, and 
passed by a vote of the Conference. All ministerial characters 
were declared in good order except one, by the Eastern District 
Superintendent. The character of this one man, it was decided, 
would be examined at the Executive Session. 


Next on the agenda was the introduction to the Conference 
of the Rev. Walter L. Breaw, Vice President of the Iliff School 
of Theology, Denver ,Colorado. He brought greetings from the 
school and gave pertinent information about the school and its 
program. 


It was moved and carried to extend the time, if necessary, 
of the speakers explaining The Advance for Christ and His 
Church. 


Leroy Walker, Chairman of the Conference Relation Com- 
mittee, moved that the name of F. W. Werts replace that of 
George Roseberry on The Conference Relations Committee. It 
was seconded and carried. 


J. R. Crowe moved that the Board of Education report be 
the Order of the Day, on Thursday at 9:15 A.M. It was so or- 
dered. 


The Business Session was concluded with the singing of the 
hymn “T Love to Tell The Story.” 


The Advance For Christ And His Church: An explanation 
of the Advance movement began at 11:15 A.M. with Dr. F. W. 
Werts presiding. Bishop Gerald Kennedy defined the “Advance”’, 
telling of the Western Jurisdiction “special”, Japan, and of 
the Conference “specials”, Salmon, Idaho, and Alaska. Dr. Ezra 
-Cox, Western Representative of The Board of Missions and 
Church Extension, then underlined the need for Mission money 
at home. Mrs. Clarence Biggs, Conference WSCS President, ex- 
plained the manner in which the WSCS program tied in with 
the Quadrennial program, emphasizing the need for both women 
and men cooperating in the enterprise. Bishop Fred P. Corson 
of the Philadelphia Area explained about opportunities for the 
Christian church in the Orient, especially in Japan; Dr. F. W. 
Werts then presented the Home Mission project within our own 
conference. Fifteen thousand dollars will be asked for the build- 
ing of a sanctuary atop the present basement structure at On- 
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tario, Oregon; four thousand dollars will be asked to help finance 
a Circuit Rider traveling unit in northeastern Idaho; and ten 
thousand dollars will be asked to build a Methodist church in 
Salmon, Idaho. 


F. W. Werts moved that the Idaho Conference accept the 
“Advance” program and that money for all these “specials” be 
sent directly to our Conference Treasurer. It was seconded 
and carried. 


The Benediction was given by C. G. Hannan. 


SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 


Wednesday Afternoon, May 25th 


Lay Assembly: At 2 P.M., the Assembly of Lay. Members 
was held in the sanctuary while various committee meetings 
were held. 


Hugh M. Nelson called the meeting to order and E. D. Bloom 
was elected secretary. 


Hugh M. Nelson, Conference Lay Leader, introduced Dr. Ray 
W. Ragsdale who brought greetings from the Board of Evan- 
gelism and emphasized the importance of the current phase of 
the Advance and suggested the “Handbook of Evangelism,” by 
Dawson, for study. 


Mr. C. C. Dudley outlined the organization of the Board of 
Lay Activities and recommended the reading of the Christian 
Advocate and the Methodist Layman. Also, he outlined the work 
of the charge lay leader in the local church. 


Edgar L. Oakes was introduced and spoke briefly to the 
group. It was voted that the group meet again on Friday at 
10:30 A.M. 


“Methodist Advance’ Meeting: At 3 P.M., the scheduled 
meeting of lay and ministerial delegates was held, with Stanley 
Andrews presiding. The service included the hymns “Faith of 
Our Fathers” and ‘March On O Soul With Strength,” the Scrip- 
ture (Rom. 1:8-17) and prayer by the chairman. The address 
on “Our Faith” was given by F. W. Werts. 


The Rev. I. L. Shaver was introduced and spoke briefly on 
Japan in the light of the Methodist Advance. 


Board of Education Banquet: Members of the Conference 
met at 6 P.M. in the host church dining hall for the annual Board 
of Education Banquet. S. D. McNeil acted as toastmaster. 
Special musical numbers included two vocal solos by Mr. Lowell 
Nutting; two violin numbers by Miss Irons; and a vocal solo by 
Mrs. Ed. Shorzman. All Church School Superintendents were 
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special guests and stood for recognition. Bishop Kennedy spoke 
briefly paying tribute to them and other Church School workers. 
In the absence of Dr. R. Franklin Thompson, who was scheduled 
to speak but was unable to be present, Bishop Fred Pierce Cor- 
son spoke forcibly on “The Philosophy of Christian Education.” 


Evening Worship: Ray S. Dunn presided at the Evening 
Service which opened with an organ prelude followed by the 
hymn, “I Love To Tell the Story.” The evening prayer was 
led by Leroy Walker and the host church choir sang an anthem 
and Mr. Frances, accompanied by his wife, playing a violin solo. 
Bishop Fred P. Corson presented the first of his four scheduled 
evening addresses. “Where Power Begins”, and concluded the 
service with the benediction. 


THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 


Thursday Morning, May 26th 


At 7:30 A.M. Rev. Harold Mackey again conducted morning 
devotions over Station KVMV, Twin Falls. 


Morning Devotions: The morning devotional period opened 
with an Organ Meditation with Wm. Frank at the organ. Harry 
Starbuck presided. After the singing of the hymn “O For a 
Thousand Tongues To Sing,” Bishop Kennedy gave an address on 
“We Are Ambassadors—The Critic.” The devotional period 
closed with the singing of Hymn “Dear Master, in Whose Life 
I See,” The benediction was given by Bishop Kennedy. 


Business Session: The Bishop called the Conference to order 
at 9:15 A.M. The Committee on Journal reported it had read 
the minutes and approved them. Rev. Ernest Goulder, Director 
of Wesley Foundation at the University of Idaho, Moscow, Idaho, 
was introduced and spoke on behalf of his work, and distributed 
a report on the Wesley Foundation work there. James R. Crowe 
reported some similar work on a lesser scale at the Eastern Idaho 
College of Education, LaGrande, Oregon, and at Idaho State 
College, Pocatello. 


The Bishop called attention to “The Christian Advocate” and 
complimented Ray S. Dunn and A. B. Parrett with having 66 
subscribers in their respective congregations. L. G. Weaver was 
complimented with having the most subscriptions per capita in 
churches under 100 members; and C. M. Donaldson on the same 
basis in a congregation over 100. 


The Bishop called attention to the special summer session of 
the “School of the Prophets” at Tacoma, Wash., from July 26- 
Aug. 4, and urged all pastors to attend. F. W. Werts urged 
churches to assist their pastors in the undertaking in a financial 


way. 
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Bishop Kennedy brought greetings from C. L. Bent, a former 
Twin Falls pastor and member of this Conference. The Bishop 
brought greetings from C. R. Haudenschield who enclosed a gift 
check in the amount of $50. The Secretary was instructed to 
write him a letter of appreciation. 


A letter from Bishop Peal was presented by the Bishop in 
behalf of Chaplains through the offering for Fellowship of Suf- 
fering and Service. Gift books were then presented to the fol- 
lowing former chaplains now in the Conference—J. D. Wilford, 
James R. Crowe, and Clark Wood, in behalf of the Methodist 
Commission on Chaplains. 


The Bishop made nominations for the Conference Committee 
on Vocations. They were elected. Members include: Mrs. Edgar 
Oakes, Secretary of Missionary Personnel in the Conference 
WSCS; Erwin Schwiebert, Conference Director of Youth 
Work; Rev. Don Nothdurft, representing the Board of Minis- 
terial Training; Rev. Harold Mackey, representing the Board 
of Missions; Mrs. Albert Pederson, Secretary of Youth in the 
Conference WSCS; Ray Thompson, Conference President 
of the MYF; W. C. Moore, Executive Secretary of the Conference 
Board of Education. 


C. M. Donaldson presented Rev. and Mrs. I. S. Motz of 
Chicago. Mr. Motz, Statistical Secretary of the Board of Pen- 
sions, spoke briefly of the work of the Board and presented the 
Conference with a check for $65 from the chartered fund. C. M. 
Donaldson also introduced Lee Backman, Chaplain of the Idaho 
State Penitentiary, who brought greetings, after which Dr. I. 
L. Shaver, former missionary to Japan, was introduced. Dr. 
veneer presented Mrs. Clarence Biggs, Conference WSCS 
President. 


Leroy Walker announced that he was chairman of the Con- 
ference Relations Committee rather than Chairman of the Nomi- 
nating Committee. He reported that Leslie S. Cook was doing 
the bulk of the newspaper reporting for the Conference. 


C. G. Hannan called attention of the Conference to the Travel 
Pool Fund and suggested that a committee be elected to take 
care of it. Logan Pruitt, Chairman, C. C. Dudley and Wm. Lam- 
bertson were elected. 


C. G. Hannan explained the matter of the Conference Secre- 
tary Salary and Expense Fund of $250 had been heretofore paid 
from the Conference Benevolences. He moved that henceforth 
this item be included in and taken from the Annual Conference ~ 
Expense Fund. It was so ordered. 


L. H. Walker explained the need for funds to provide for the 
expense of the Conference Relations Committee. It was referred 
to the Commission on World Service and Finance. 


The Bishop then presented James Bain, Manager of the 
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Portland Branch of the Methodist Publishing House, Portland, 
Oregon. He spoke in regard to certain available books and called 
special attention to two books by our Bishop: “His Word 
Through Preaching” and “Have This Mind”, and stated they 
were two of the most popular. He thanked the Conference for 
its business which added materially to its increased volume, and 
presented the Conference with a check in the amount of $1089.77. 
It was gratefully accepted. 


Don Smith, Acting Chairman of the Nominating Committee, 
called attention to the fact that Chairman H. J. Gernhardt would 
not be present, and called for nominations to replace Mr. Gern- 
hardt. W. C. Moore was elected a member of the committee. 


_ Conference Picture: C. C. Dudley requested a Conference 
picture be taken immediately. It was done. 


Corporate Session: 10:15 A.M. The chairman of the Con- 
ference Board of Trustees, H. G. McCallister, called the meeting 
to order. The Conference secretary, Leonard Clark, called the 
roll of the Conference Board of Trustees; the minutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved. Leonard Clark was elected 
Secretary for the coming year. 


H. G. McCallister asked F. W. Werts concerning the matter 
of a $250 loan to the church at Bliss, Idaho. Mr. Werts explained 
that the check for said amount was still in his possession and 
had not been handed to representatives of the Bliss church since 
there was no local Board of Trustees and since no local survey 
had been made. F. W. Werts moved that the matter of the Bliss 
loan be left as is until a survey had been made by The Board 
of Church Location and Building of the Eastern District. The 
motion was seconded and carried 


Attention was called to the purchase of the Eastern District 
Parsonage at Twin Falls by the Conference Board of Trustees as 
ordered last year. Cost, $8650. Paid down, $5,000, of which 
$4,000 came from the general funds of the Conference, and 
$1,000 from the Conference Board of Trustees. The balance of 
$3,650 to be paid at the rate of $750 per year including interest 
at 5%. 


C. M. Donaldson moved the endorsement of the purchase of 
the Eastern District parsonage by the Conference Board of 
Trustees. It was seconded and carried. 


A discussion arose whether we were correct in having a Con- 
ference Board of Church Location and Building which was divi- 
ded into Eastern and Western District committees. Irvin S. 
Motz called attention to the provision in the Discipline (Para- 
graph 704) which provided that there should be in every district 
a District Board of Church Location and Building. It was moved 
by J. R. Crowe that the above Disciplinary requirement be adop- 
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ted and that there be an Eastern District Board of Church Lo- 
cation and Building and a Western one. The motion prevailed. 


Dallas McNeil then emphasized the necessity of these Dis- 
trict Boards of Church Location and Building being active. A 
discussion followed which brought out the fact that competent 
men should be elected to these District boards and that local 
congregations contemplating a building program which exceeded 
10% of the value of the building affected must refer plans, 
monies raised, etc., to the District Boards for their approval. 


In the absence of Edson Deal, Treasurer of the Conference 
Board of Trustees, the chairman of the Board read a brief treas- 
urer’s report which he had received from Mr. Deal by telephone. 
(See report) A detailed report would be forthcoming, he said, 
on the morrow. On motion the report was accepted. 


Leslie Bailey reported on the purchase of the car for the 
Rocky Mountain Circuit Rider. The purchase price has been 
paid in full, he said, but the car title is still in the name of the 
Conference Board of Trustees. When questioned about the car 
insurance he stated that he carried $10,000 liability insurance 
but none other. W. O. Cotton stated that this sum seemed to be 
inadequate. Clark Wood made the motion that the question of 
taking out further insurance be referred to the Conference Board 
of Trustees with power to act. It was seconded and carried. 


Leslie Bailey also reported that the Westfall church building 
had been sold for $75.00 with the approval of the District Super- 
intendent, H. G. McCallister. A motion to approve this sale was 
made and carried. 


Leslie Bailey told of the Durkee Church and said that no im- 
provements had been made on the building because its owner 
insisted that it become a community church. 


_ M. H. Greenlee reported the disposition of the $400 gift to 
his church at Cascade. This sum plus some $200 raised by the 
local church was used to finish the church roof. 


F. W. Werts moved that the Class of 1949 become the Class 
of 1952. The Secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot 
in their favor. He acted accordingly. 


_ W. H. Hertzog moved that the present officers, H. G. McCal- 

lister, President; Leonard Clark, Secretary; and Edson Deal, 
Treasurer, be re-elected for another year, with the addition of 
W. O. Cotton as Vice-President. They were elected. 


C. M. Donaldson moved the renewal of the Treasurer’s bond. 
It was so ordered. 


F. W. Werts reported on the condition of the parsonage at 
Deitrich and recommended it be sold. He reported a survey of

the property had already been made. W. H. Hertzog moved that 
the District Superintendent, with any necessary assistance, sell 
the property and turn over the proceeds to the Board of Trustees. 
The motion prevailed. 


L. B. Bailey moved that the Conference Board of Trustees 
appropriate $50 from corporation funds for the Conference 
Claimants Fund. Upon vote, such action was ordered. 


M. H. Greenlee called attention to the need, and possible 
acquisition of homes for our retired ministers in the Conference. 


Upon motion, the meeting was adjourned. 


General Session: At 11:15 A.M. Bishop Kennedy took the 
chair, and after the singing of the hymn, “Onward Christian 
Soldiers”, he requested J. R. Crowe, a former chaplain, to state 
the purpose of the following presentation service. The Bishop 
then called forward the men who had served as Chaplain in 
World War II and with appropriate words, presented them the 
mementoes provided by the Methodist Commission on Chaplains: 
J. R. Crowe, Clark J. Wood. He later presented J. D. Wilford, 
then absent, with a similar memento. Laurain M. Wahlquist was 
also eligible but was not present. 


Constitutional Amendments: The Bishop then presented 
three amendments to the Constitution of the Methodist Church, 
which all annual conferences are asked to consider and act upon. 
They were: 


Amendment No. 4, dealing with the election of delegates to 
Jurisdictional Conference, amending Par. 13, Article III of the 
1944 Discipline to include representation by Provisional Annual 
Conferences. Bishop Corson explained its purpose, and upon 
motion by H. G. McCallister, the amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 46 for and none against. 


Amendment No. 3, purposing to change the minimum age of 
Annual Conference delegates to General Conference from 25 
years to 21 years. C. M. Donaldson moved its adoption, the vote 
resulting: 47 for and none against. 


Amendment No. 5, concerning the vote of Central Confer- 
ence Bishops in the Council of Bishops, was presented and ex- 
plained by Bishop Kennedy. Said amendment would delete from 
Par. 20, sub-paragraph 2, the words “limited to matters relating 
to their respective Central Conferences” thus making it read: 
“The Bishops of the Central Conferences shall have membership 
in the Council of Bishops with vote.” L. B. Bailey moved its 
adoption and, after considerable discussion, the motion lost five 


to 54. 


M. H. Greenlee called attention to the paragraph on Page 31 
of the 1948 Journal, dealing with the arrangements for com- 
mittee meetings in order to avoid conflicts. He moved that J. R. 
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Crowe, who made the original motion last year, be made the con- 
vener of the committee chairman to carry out this action next 
year. He was elected. 


Following announcements, L. B. Bailey pronounced the bene- 
diction. 


THIRD DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, May 26th 


Woman’s Society Conference Meeting: The Conference meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service was held in the 
sanctuary at 2 P.M., with Conference President, Mrs. Clarence 
Biggs, presiding. An address of welcome was given by Mrs. L. 
Albee of the host church. Devotions were led by Mrs. Parvin 
Witte of Pocatello. Bishop and Mrs. Gerald Kennedy, and other 
guests were introduced, after which Bishop Kennedy brought 
greetings. Mrs. Russell Potter of Twin Falls sang, “I Will Lift 
Up Mine Byes.” Retiring officers were given recognition, and 
incoming officers were introduced. Mrs. Fred Eaton, of Wen- 
dell, explained plans for the Woman’s Society Summer School to’ 
be held on the College of Idaho Campus, Caldwell, July 25th to 
29th. The ‘Advance’ hymn “Advance O Church of God” was 
sung, followed by a challenging address, “Now Is The Time in 
Japan” by Dr. I. L. Shaver. The benediction and closing prayer 
was offered by the speaker. A tea was held at 4 P.M. in the lower 
auditorium for the women attending this meeting. 


Meeting on Advance: Due to the WSCS meeting in the sanc- 
tuary the 3 P.M. meeting was held in the Presbyterian church. 


The meeting was called to order at 3 P.M. with Rev. J. D. 
Wilford presiding. James R. Crowe gave an address on -““Metho- 
dist Advance—Our Church.” A period of discussion followed. 
The benediction was pronounced by J. D. Wilford. 


Evening Worship: The Evening Worship Service began with 
an organ prelude, presented by Charles Calvert. The Collect was 
led by Logan Pruitt, presiding officer. 


The Youth Choir of the host church, led by L. J. Schroyer, 
presented the anthem, “God So Loved the World” (Stainer). A 
vocal solo, “Blessed Are the Poor In Spirit,’ was given by Mrs. 
Russell Potter. The evening prayer was offered by A. E. Gilbert. 
Congregational hymns included “The Church’s One Foundation’’, 
and “O Son of God Incarnate.”’ Bishop Corson gave his scheduled 
address, “Jesus, The Churchman.” ' 
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FOURTH DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Friday, May 27th 


A Radio Devotional period was conducted by Rev. Harold 
Mackey at 7:30 A.M. over radio station KVMV. 


Morning Devotions: The morning worship period began with 
an organ meditation period, with William Frank at the organ, at 
8:15 A.M. The formal service began at 8:30 with Don Smith 
presiding. Bishop Kennedy presented the third of his scheduled 
addresses on “We Are Ambassadors—The Pastor’”’. 


Business Session: At 9:15 A.M. the Bishop called the Con- 
ference to order and called for a report of the Committee on 
Journal. Ray Dunn reported the previous session’s minutes read 
and approved. 


The Order of the Day was followed and the chairman of the 
World Service and Finance Commission, C. G. Hannan, was 
called to give his committee’s report. He announced the report 
incomplete at this time due to lack of askings from the various 
committees receiving funds. He requested the Order of the Day 
be made the report of this Commission on Saturday at 9:15 A.M. 
This action was approved. 


C. G. Hannan then reported a shortage of $1516 on the pro- 
rate basis. L. B. Bailey moved that the Conference elect a Com- 
mittee on Pro-rating of Ministerial Support (Para. 651, Sect. 4). 
It was so ordered and referred to the Nominating Committee. 


After some discussion, and upon motion, the above action 
was reconsidered. By further action the matter was referred to 
the Board of Conference Claimants according to the 1948 Dis- 
cipline, Par. 1613, Sub. 7. 


The Bishop called attention to the delay of committees desir- 
ing money, in making their requests to the World Service and 
Finance Commission. The Commission chairman, C. G. Hannan, 
pointed out the rule of the Conference, stating that all such 
requests must be in the hands of the Commission by Wednes- 
day noon of Conference week. 


L. B. Bailey moved “That the Idaho Annual Conference con- 
sider a more systematic method of providing the funds to pay 
annuities to its Special Conference Claimants.” : 


Bishop Kennedy complimented L. B. Bailey on his Memorial 
Address given on Wednesday morning. 


Temperance Report: The Temperance Committee report was 
read by Mrs. Bethel Day. Copies of the report were distributed. 
With the assistance of other members of the committee a ribbon- 
gram was demonstrated. Ribbon lengths represented amounts 
spent in America for various items. It was noted that the name 
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of the “Oregon Anti-Saloon League” had been changed to 
“Oregon Temperance League.” Upon motion the report was 
accepted. (See Report) M. H. Greenlee, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, introduced the Rev. A. R. Fike, Field secretary of the 
Idaho Allied Civic Forces. He spoke briefly on the purpose and 
work of the organization, and urged a wider circulation of its 
monthly publication “The Idaho Challenge’. 


Presentation: The Rev. W. Ragsdale, representing the Gene- 
ral Board of Evangelism, was presented by Bishop Kennedy. He 
brought greetings from the General Board, and presented the 
cause of evangelism in our churches. 


Logan Pruitt called for the names of all ministerial and lay 
members who were eligible to share in the Conference Travel 
Pool. 


W. C. Moore called attention to the Conference Youth Pro- 
gram planned for Saturday afternoon and evening. 


A motion was made that we hear at this time, L. A. Williams, 
Acting President of the College of Idaho, and that we continue 
the Executive Session at 2 P.M. if time did not permit its com- 
pletion by noon. This plan was approved. Mr. Williams gave 
an interesting report of the school, with special emphasis upon 
its close relationship to the Methodist people of this territory. 


Clark Wood moved ‘‘That we commend the work of the Col- 
lege of Idaho in the program of education and character-building 
which the school is carrying on within the bounds of our Con- 
ference, especially among the many Methodist students who are 
in attendance at the College.” Members of the Conference were 
in unanimous agreement. 


Executive Session: At 11 A.M. the Executive Session was 
called. While ministers in full standing met in the Sanctuary, 
Lay Members held a specially called session in the youth room. 
The session was called to order by the Bishop with Hymn, “O

FIFTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Saturday Morning, May 28th 


Morning Worship: The Morning Devotional period began 
with an Organ Meditation by Wm. Frank. Vernon L. Taylor 
presided. After the singing of the hymn, “A Charge to Keep I 
Have,” Bishop Kennedy gave an address on ‘‘We Are Ambassa- 
dors—The Saint.” Following the singing of the hymn, ‘Dear 
Lord and Father of Mankind,” the Bishop pronounced the bene- 
diction. 


Business Session: The Bishop called the Conference to order 
at 9:20 A.M. The Committee on Journal reported that the 
minutes of yesterday’s session were approved. 


The Character of the ministers of the Eastern District was 
passed. Then the character of the retired ministers was passed. 


Reports—Board of Missions Report: Leroy Walker, chair- 
man of the Board of Missions and Church Extension, read his 
report. It was adopted. (See report) 

C. M. Donaldson moved that the Board of Missions make a 


study of the distribution of missionary funds within the Con- 
ference and bring in a report next year. Seconded. The report 


was adopted. 


Social Action Report: James Martin, Chairman of the Social 
Action Committee, distributed copies of his report before read- 
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ing it. It was moved that the report be adopted. It was so 
ordered. 


Commission on World Service and Finance: C. G. Hannan, 
Chairman of the Commission of World Service and Finance, read 
his report, after distributing copies to the Conference. After a 
period of discussion the report was adopted section by section 
with the exception of Section 15. (In relation to Section 15, J. 
R. Crowe moved that the Commission on World Service and Fi- 
nance meet with the District Superintendents in order to revise 
this section. This was done.) Section 15 was presented later and 
the revision was adopted. The entire report was then accepted. 
(See report) 


It was moved and seconded that the District Superintendents, 
in accordance with the Discipline, Para. 784, cooperate with the 
District Stewards in the matter of making “distribution to the 
charges of the district” as the Discipline directs. The motion 
was carried. 


Board of Education: Bishop Kennedy requested Bishop Cor- 
son to preside for a time, and called for the Report of the Board 
of Education. (Bishop Corson is the president of the General 
Board of Education.) First to report was W. C. Moore, Execu- 
tive Secretary. S. D. McNeil read the general report of the 
Board. M. H. Greenlee moved to change the report from “25c 
for each Church School members enrolled”’ to “25c each per aver- 
age attendance, as a minimum.” The amendment was accepted. 
(See report) 

The report of the Board of Trustees of Conference Camping 
Property was read by Don I. Smith, Treasurer. No action was 
taken on this phase of the report but J. R. Crowe moved the 
adoption of the entire Board of Education Report. Motion 
carried. (See report) 


Bishop Corson expressed his appreciation of the cordiality 
of the Idaho Conference. The Conference stood in his honor. 


Board of Evangelism: The Board of Evangelism report was 
read by Charles Easley. It was adopted. (See report) 


Bishop Kennedy announced that the gavel used in the Con- 
ference session was made and presented by L. G. Weaver. The 
Bishop also expressed his personal appreciation to Bishop Corson 
for the latter’s presence and assistance during the conference. 


_Greetings from Rev. and Mrs. Lawrence Robinson, mission- 
aries to the Belgian Congo, were read by the Secretary. C. M. 
Donaldson moved that the Secretary send the Robinsons a letter 
eae of the good wishes of the Conference. The motion 
carried. 


Reception Into Full Membership: The Bishop then called for 
Leslie S. Cook to come forward. After the singing of a hymn, 
Rev. Cook was received into full Conference membership in ac- 
cordance with the Discipline. After a concluding prayer by 
Bishop Corson, adjournment followed. 
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FIFTH DAY, SEVENTH SESSION 
Saturday Afternoon, May 28th 


Business Session: The Session was called to order at 1:30 
P.M. by the Bishop. The Hymn, “O Happy Day That Fixed My 
Choice,” was sung after which W. H. Hertzog led in prayer. 


Conference Claimants: The report for the Board of Confer- 
ence Claimants was made by L. B. Bailey, who moved its adop- 
tion. The report was adopted. He then made the following 
motion: “The Board of Conference Claimants recommends that 
under Para. 1630, Sec. 16, of the 1948 Discipline, that the Idaho 
Annual Conference recognize that one year of full time supply 
service in said Conference be counted on the same basis as special 
Conference Claimants in determining annuity or dependency 
benefits for Samuel Jones Chaney, now a retired minister of the 
California-Nevada Conference. ‘“‘Motion seconded and carried. 


W. H. Hertzog, Secretary-Treasurer of the Conference Claim- 
ants Endowment Commission, gave a report for the Commission 
consisting of a treasurer’s report and information about the 
Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund. (See report) Upon motion 
the report was adopted. 


By Conference action Manfred Carter was restored to full 
relationship from supernumerary relationship for the purpose 
of transfer. The Bishop announced his transfer to the Maine 
Conference as of May 28, 1949. 


Don Campbell, Conference Treasurer, prefaced his report 
with explanatory remarks. He urged more careful preparation 
of reports, and that all funds should be sent to the Conference 
Treasurer, instead of the general boards. He moved “That all 
reports be at the seat of the Annual Conference not later than 
Monday of Conference week, and that this motion be made a 
standing rule of order.” Motion carried. The Treasurer’s reports 
were read by Districts. Don Walker read the Eastern District 
report; and Don Campbell read the Western District report. It 
was moved and seconded that the entire report be approved. 


Carried. 

Leonard Clark reported on the Special Committee to revise 
the Conference Rules of Order. 

J. D. Crego moved that the Memorial Address of L. B. Bailey 
be printed in full in the 1949 Journal. The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


H. G. McCallister moved that the Secretary of the Conference 
be authorized to edit all reports. Seconded and carried. 


Statistician’s Report: J. D. Crego, Conference Statistician, 
gave his report., Motion was made and seconded that the report 
be adopted. Carried (See report) 
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Leroy Walker made the motion that “the Statistical Table of 
of ‘the 1949 Conference Journal be annotated to show that 18 
Nisei from Pocatello, and 28 Nisei from Idaho Falls have been 
transferred out to form the Eastern Idaho Methodist Church of 
the Pacific Japanese Provisional Conference.” This motion was 
seconded and carried. 


Peace Commission Report: Stanley Andrews read the report 
of the Peace Commission, and moved its adoption. It was 
adopted. 


A motion was made to extend the session time until all busi- 
ness could be completed. It was so ordered. 


Jack McMichael, of the Methodist Federation of Social 
Action, spoke to the Conference on the cause of social decay. 


Audit Report: The report of the Committee on Audit was 
presented by Stanley Andrews. It was approved. (See report) 


M. H. Greenlee spoke for the Conference Board of Hospitals 
and Homes and mentioned a home within our Conference that 
might be secured for Methodist old folk. A motion was made 
that the Idaho Conference Board of Hospitals and Homes be re- 
quested to contact the General Board of Hospitals and Homes 
to investigate the matter and express the interest of the Confer- 
ence in the matter to the prospective donor, and in event of neces- 
sity, the Conference Board be empowered to circulate and vote 
by mail. Seconded and carried. 


Committee on Nominations: Don Smith, Chairman protem, 
of the Committee on Nominations, read the report for the Com- 
mittee. The report was duly accepted. (See report) 


It was moved that the present Conference Secretary, Treas- 
ie! Bye Statistician be elected for the quadrennium. They were 
elected. 


Ray E. Linard moved that “this Conference express its ap- 
preciation to the custodian of this church for the efficient way 
in which he has performed his work of keeping us comfortable 
through well-arranged, clean room, etc.” Seconded and carried. 


The question of an offering for the custodian was raised. It 
was explained that his extra remuneration would come from the 
Conference Entertainment Fund. 


Logan Pruitt in behalf of the Travel Pool Fund, again called 
attention to the fact that all ministers and lay members should 


hand to him, at the close of this session their record of traveling 
expenses. 


Clark Wood moved that the next meeting place of the 1950 


Annual Conference be referred to the cabinet. Seconded and 
carried. 
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Clark Wood offered the following resolution: “Whereas, 
there has been continued unofficial discussion of the possibility 
of the coordination of the Idaho and Oregon Conferences into a 
Single operative unit, and whereas, it would seem advantageous 
to make a study of the matter with a view to a complete report, 
therefore, be it resolved, that we request the Bishop of the Port- 
land Area to appoint a commission to make an investigation as 
to the practicality of such a combination.” Motion was seconded 
and carried. 


It was moved and seconded that the Conference Treasurer’s 
report of the Board of Education and Board of Missions be 
printed in the Conference Journal without being read on the Con- 
ference floor. Seconded and carried. 


The Secretary called attention to the fact that the mimeo- 
graphed minutes of daily proceedings should be kept for 
reference until the Journal is printed. He also thanked his assis- 
tants, W. W. DeBolt, Charles Easley, Mrs. Herbert Wolff, and 
Mrs. Leonard Clark. 


Bishop Kennedy expressed his appreciation to the Conference 
for its cooperation. 


C. M. Donaldson expressed the appreciation of the Conference 
to Leslie S. Cook and Wm. Frank who came forward to receive 
the appreciation. ; 


H. G. McCallister moved that the Conference adjourn ‘Sine 
Die” following the reading of the appointments Sunday after- 
noon. Motion carried. 


The session closed with the singing of the Hymn, “Blest Be 
the Tie That Binds,” and the benediction was pronounced by the 


Bishop. 


Conference Youth Rally: The Conference Youth Rally was 
called to order at 5:00 P.M. with Ray Thompson, Conference 
MYF President, presiding. After a period of time spent in intro- 
ductions, W. C. Moore and Clark Wood led a discussion relative 
to the summer camping program. Several camp songs were sung 
and the meeting was dismissed. Following the meeting a picnic 
was held at Shoshone Falls. 


Evening Worship: The Evening Worship began with an 
Organ Prelude. Ray Thompson of Gooding presided. Special 
music included a male quartet number, “Hold Thou My Hand,” 
(Bach), sung by Ernest Wills, Dale Parsons, Delane Anderson, 
and Leonard Neiwert, and a solo, “The Lord’s Prayer” by Shirley 
Smith. Flowers were presented Bishop Corson to convey to him 
the gratitude of the Conference. In turn he presented them to 
“the first lady of the Portland Area’”—Mrs. Gerald Kennedy. 
Bishop Corson spoke on “Compulsory Highways,” and the bene- 


diction followed. 
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SIXTH DAY, EIGHTH SESSION 
Sunday, May 29th 

The Sabbath was observed with the following services: 

The Love Feast was held in the sanctuary beginning at 9 A.M. 
with Rev. Clark Wood presiding, and to which the adult classes 
of the host church Sunday School were invited. With William 
Frank at the organ, numerous old favorite hymns were sung 
and the presiding officer led in a testimony service. Coniterence 
youth met at the same hour in the chapel and were led in service 
by Rev. W. C. Moore and others. 

Morning Worship began at 11 A.M. The service opened with 
an organ prelude by the church organist, Mrs. Robert Miller. 
The host postor was assisted in the service by the two District 
Superintendents. Special music included the anthem ‘‘God Is Our

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VI. REPORTS 


Ac DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
1. WESTERN DISTRICT 


H. G. McCatuister, District Superintendent 


Bishop Kennedy, Brethren and Lay Members: For the second time I 
have the happy privilege of greeting the second novitiate of the episcopacy 
of the Portland Area to the Idaho Annual Conference since the establish- 
ment of the Jurisdictional system. Both of these episcopal leaders I have 
welcomed in this Twin Falls Church, both of them I helped to elect to this 
high office, one in 1940, the other in 1948. I was pastor of this fine church 
group when Bishop Baxter held his First Annual Conference session beginn- 
ing June 4, 1941. Today as a District Superintendent, I greet Bishop 
Kennedy as he begins his First Annual Conference session. May his years 
be many happy and profitable ones to the Kingdom of God as he begins his 
important tasks in the Portland Area! 


The rapidly passing year has brought some rejoicing for the fulfillment 
of plans laid early in the year. The pastors have worked faithfully at their 
respective tasks, have had a good year, though with some disappointments 
here and there. They have presented the various causes of our church, 
cooperated with the District Superintendent, and looked not at the green 
pastures of their co-workers. Some hopes have not been fulfilled such as 
having an adequate supply of pastors for all the charges on the District. 
A year ago the District had six charges to be supplied and one of these 
charges (and a good one too) has had no appointed pastor during the year. 
Two churches had ministers for a portion of the year and three have been 
supplied by student ministers from another denomination. There has been 
nothing wrong with the conduct of the latter group, but after everything 
good has been said the fact remains they know little about the Methodist 
Church with a corresponding interest in the Methodist program. All factors 
considered, one must admit that a shortage of Methodist ministerial workers 
hinders the program “The Advance for Christ and His Church,” and we 
have no assurance of any immediate relief from this shortage. Financial 
slowness has been evident during the year, yet practically every church 
will meet its financial budget. A little more and careful planning will 
be needed to meet budgets and our people should feel the urgency for the 
moral undergirding of life if humanity is not to lose hope and sink into 
spiritual regression. Adequate financial support of the church program is 
one of the avenues through which the church channels its help and power. 
With a few exceptions the churches accepted the increased World Service 
askings. For some churches the Reserve Pension Fund will be a non- 
recurring item; others will need carry over this item into the year 1949-50. 
The WSCS in the District also accepted the increased askings for benevolent 
work and this organization has had an excellent year, as the conferences 
minutes will reveal. Many churches have had active Methodist Men groups 
meeting regularly from October to April, which added both interest and 
strength to church life and work. The Boise Valley groups held a get-to- 
gether every month and the average attendance was high. Pastors need 
have plans for their men and give them place and recognition in church 
work. The MYF groups have carried their work well through the year, 
and have worked with neighboring organizations in a program of mutual 
help, fellowship and wider effectiveness. Due to snow blocked highways the 
Conference-Wide Meeting scheduled for Nampa, in January, had to be 
cancelled. The summer Institute at Wallowa Lake is scheduled for July 
18 to 24, and the usual large attendance is anticipated. The Rev. W. C. 
Moore, wife and two small daughters from Tennessee, came to the Con- 
ference about September first, as Secretary of the Board of Education of 
the Conference. He has been well received; has held Training Conferences 
of sundry kinds and at various places for the training of local workers in 
the Church School for their important tasks. 
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A Brief Look at the Churches: Apple Valley, New Meadows, Pleasant 
Ridge, Sweet and Montour fall into that type of church life and work that 
for several years has been served by local preachers, retired or inex- 
perienced ministers. The smallness of membership, the increase in size of 
the ranches and economic uncertainty, plus distance from other churches, 
have worked against these localities. Human personalities live here the 
same as in crowded centers, but disappearing population and other factors 
combine to make the fields dependent upon missionary help. The church 
at Baker has had a good year. Remodeling and further modernizing of the 
parsonage; new concrete steps to the church, and other needed changes 
are noted. Rev. DeBolt’s report shows increase in membership, church 
school attendance and the spirit of cooperation. Boise, First, has moved 
steadily onward. Increase in World Service, plans for remodeling of the 
church plant for better religious education work which will cost approx!- 
mately $40,000, indicate the life of the church. Rev. Dunn, the pastor, is 
securing an assistant for youth work in the church. Immanuel has had a 
year of steady growth under the leadership of Rev. Nothdurft. A_new 
oil furnace, completion of church school rooms, the Reserve Pension Fund 
well-nigh completed, and an increase in ministerial support for 1949-50. 
All these plus the arrival of Judith Ann, on May 18th, is occasion for re- 
joicing by the pastor and his wife. Boise, Collister, under the ministry of 
Rey. Newman, is hard pressed to care for its Church School, due to an 
expanding population and the building of new homes almost to the door- 
step of the church. Plans are being made for additional space in the near 
future. Boise, Whitney Church, The Wesley Chapel, has been completed 
under the direction of Rev. Donaldson. This beautiful building houses a 
membership of approximately 160, with an average Church School atten- 
dance of 135. Pews costing $1400 have been added to the equipment, and 
a newly landscaped lawn adds beauty to the surroundings. The Caldwell 
church was badly in need of Church School rooms, so the large auditorium 
downstairs was remodeled and converted into fine class rooms, adding 
greatly to the utility of the plant. Whether to further remodel the plant 
or build anew, is a question still undecided by this church. Rey. Hertzog 
has completed his sixth year. Cascade is served by Rev. Greenlee who is 
much in favor with the people of the town. Because of his energy and 
frank putting of the needs of the church to some of the business men of 
the town, he has added much value to the property and met the needs of 
the community by providing places for recreation and social life of the 
town. He has had a good increase in membership, and the good will of the 
town. Cove has been bitten by the remodeling bug. The parsonage has 
undergone change by modernization of the kitchen including built-ins, elec- 
tric hot water heater, electric range, and a new oil heater for the heating 
plant. Mrs. Smutz, the pastor, was asked by unanimous vote to return. 
Eagle has had a satisfactory year. A new parsonage roof, church building 
improvements, Church School increase, Reserve Pension Fund paid in full, 
an active Men’s Organization, and all claims paid in full. The pastor, Rev 
Hutchins, has had a splendid year. Fruitland has been served by Rev. 
McKain, who has baptized several young people and added a net total of 
28 to the membership. This church is thinking of changes in the physical 
plant to care for expanding needs. Haines and North Powder have been 
served by Rev. Weaver for the second year, and a general advance is noted 
in all phases of the church work, with plans completed for further re-deco- 
rating of sanctuary and finishing of the church floor. The pastor’s return 
is desired. John Day has come to see the need of a full time pastor in that 
county, and Mrs. Bach, the present pastor, will be the only full-time minis- 
ter in Grant County, a county larger than some New England states. The 
salary has been more than doubled with a unanimous invitation for the 
minister’s return. Joseph has been without a regular pastor for the entire 
year. Here is a beautiful church, with an old Methodist background from 
early days, with a fairly well-furnished parsonage. The pastoral shortage 
has made the church pastorless. Rev. Bailey has been able to give these 
people some service during the year. Kuna, which is located in the heart 
of a fine agricultural section of the District, has had good reports having 
all claims paid in full. Church school shows a good increase in attendance, 
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the WSCS has been active and new members added to the church roll. Rev. 
Hill is completing his second year. LaGrande, First, has had a good year. 
Building changes and rennovation has amounted to thousands of dollars. 
This has made separate class rooms available for church school, and meet- 
ing places for the young people and the WSCS. The sanctuary has been 
beautifully re-decorated. Church membership and Church School atten- 
dance has increased. Rey. Gernhardt is invited to return at an increase in 
salary. LaGrande, Hendrix, has prospered under the leadership of Rev. 
Crego and Brother Crego has prospered as evidenced by the arrival of a 
son, whom the District Superintendent baptized a few weeks ago. This 
church will pay its Reserve Pension Fund in full, meet all claims, show 
increased Church School attendance, and now it is planning to do some 
building for needed space. Meridian is pastored by Rev. Clark and has had 
an excellent year in every way. His work reveals he has received about 
fifty into church membership, has a fine MYF, and an excellent WSCS, 
plus a good Methodist Men’s organization which has been active in church 
work. Middleton has a minister who rounds out a fifty year of preaching 
ministry, is now asking for retirement status, though expects to continue 
the work. Rev. Lines had had large audiences, all claims met in full, which 
includes Reserve Pension Fund, and has an invitation to return at an in- 
crease in salary. Nampa comes to the end of the year with an excellent 
record. This may be partly due to the arrival of Stanley Dallas, some-time 
last fall. Needless to say, father and mother are well satisfied with his 
coming. All financial obligations are met with an undepleted treasury, with 
a unanimous call from the Official Board for Rev. McNeil’s return. Nampa, 
Southside Blvd., has made steady progress under the direction of Rev. 
Crawferd, completing his first year. This organization is one of the very 
best rural churches in the Conference, and is an indication of what rural 
churches can become when the people of a community desire to have the 
best for themselves and families in the religious life. Nyssa is a rapidly 
growing community on the Oregon side of the Snake River. Rev. Campbell 
is finding need of additional room, even though this church was built within 
the past few years and was then thought ample. Rev. Campbell has_ been 
well received by these people and is the first minister on the District to 
organize his Official Board under the four commissions as provided by the 
last General Conference. For many years the congregation at Ontario has 
conducted its religious education and worship service in a basement, and 
patiently waited the time when there could be a plant, ample and dignified, 
to reward the people for their years of hoping. Work on a new structure 
was begun about two years ago, but to date, there is no superstructure on 
the new basement. This church has been placed on the list of Conference 
projects considered worthy of help. Rev. Pruitt has certainly had a good 
year, and he and his people are carrying a heavier load, in proportion to 
ability and numbers, than any other congregation in the Conference. At 
Payette, Rev. Hannan has served his people for six years, and his congre- 
gation has asked his return for the seventh year. He, too, has a good Mens 
organization, a faithful WSCS, an excellent pipe organ to assist in worship. 
One of Rev. Hannan’s daughters, and her husband, has recently gone to 
the missionary work in India. Prairie City is one of those charges unfor- 
tunate in its location, in that it is too small a town to support a pastor, 
and still too much of the spirit of rivalry to be united with John Day, and 
the other closest Methodist Church is 85 miles distant. If some one has a 
solution I shall be glad to have a conference with them. _ 
For the past two years, a local preacher has been in charge at Union, 
who has served with satisfaction to his people. The installation of a new 
lighting system, a new oil heating plant, sanding and varnishing of floor 
in the sanctuary, are visible items of improvement. At the pans Hans 
through good preaching, Church School organization and well-teac es 
classes, this congregation is happy in its work. Vale, Selene” own 
of Malheur county, largest county in Oregon, has been well served by Rev. 
Stong. This town is well-nigh cursed with an over supply of churches, en 
with an old background of individaulity, which even now is unchange y 
the lack of harmony which is preached. Our Church needs a le 
more sacrificial vision of its field, and a further remodeling of the plant. 
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Some heroic and faithful Christians have carried the load through the 
years. Wallowa is located in the heart of the Wallowa River county, be- 
ginning at Elgin and extending to Joseph at the lower end of Wallowa 
Lake. Here is a rural empire awaiting the arrival of some minister who 
has a vision of a field of service of this kind, where there are thousands 
of acres of rich grazing land, abundantly watered by the snows of the 
Wallowa Range. Here live thousands of people waiting a type of ministry 
that speaks their language. No larger opportunity and challenge can 
be found in the Idaho Conference! Who wants to place his ability against 
this field? Twenty-two miles apart, and on opposite banks of the Snake 
River, lie the towns of Weiser and Huntington, a two point circuit. Hunt- 
ington is a small town owing its existence to the Union Pacific Railroad. 
In former days, it had a much larger population, but with recent dieselizing 
of the Union Pacific system, the probabilities of the town remaining as 
large as it is now is problematical. We have a small congregation, reduced 
by removals, and can be served best from Weiser. Weiser is located in a 
rich agricultural section of Idaho. It is an old town with regard to settle- 
ment, and has an over-plus of denominations. We have good property here, 
and a beautiful sanctuary, though lacking in space sufficient for necessary 
work. Rev. Gilbert has served for two years. Wilder church has made 
good progress during the year, both in building improvements and in other 
phases of church work. The Church School has grown in numbers, and 
average attendance, with appreciative audiences at the worship services. 
Rev. Smith, a student of the College of Idaho, is asked to return. 


This report would not be complete without a recognition of, and a 
hearty thanks to the ministers and their families for the excellent team 
work during the year, and a general following through the program of 
“The Advance of Christ and His Church.” As ministers together, it is not 
ours to worry concerning results as much as to do our tasks wherever we 
are, and leave the results with the Lord, with the assurance we have been 
faithful stewards. Furthermore, I have had the full cooperation of my 
colleague, Dr. F. W. Werts, Superintendent of the Eastern District, which 
is also much appreciated. He has a desire to work together for the good of 
the Conference, rather than for a District. 


So, thanking God for His goodness and the promise of His spiritual 
presence, let us move onward in our Advance Program for the triumph of 
His Kingdom!

trek a terraine totally unfamiliar to him, amidst folk who were, for the 
most part, neither freindly nor unfriendly ; challenged the loyalty of the 
pastors and sent the lay folk seeking aspirin. Then the District Parsonage, 
an abode totally inadequate for a family and an office, was purchased. Life 
drug on until in January, when the wee daughter, having taken into her 
own hands the situation, went to a Sunday School teacher whom she knew 
and said, “Ruby, will you marry us?” So it came to pass that Miss Ruby 
Heidel left the school room and, unlike some prelates, priests, and pious 


pe taaers, had a heart, and entered into the bundle of life with the three 
of us. 


Our new Episcopal leader, took over an area in which death and disas- 
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ter had wrecked their havoc. We extend to him a true Western welcome— 
that is, he is just as welcome as he wants to be—and the Good Lord knows 
we want that he shall greatly desire to be a very welcomed “boss wrangler”. 
It is presumed that our guest Bishop, Bishop Corson, knows he too is wel- 
come, and while he doesn’t have to remain with all of us—we extend to him 
the same sincere welcome as we do our own Bishop Kennedy. 


; One thing had glamour: glorious, glittering glamour. This District 
is unique. Every Pastor is a youngster (the average age is hardly 39) and 
each is highly trained. We have more degrees than a protractor! Their 
loyalty to the new regime, coming as the “worst” when all before had been 
“rosy” and “the berries”, has evidenced their dedication to Kingdom build- 
ing. They are, in truth, the swellest bunch of busters who ever wrangled 
the range for God. Then three months of blizzard-binding weather found 
these “riders of the purple sage” ministering in every way possible to the 
needs of snowbound suffers. “Blow high, blow low, not all its snow could 
quench their heart’s fire’s ruddy glow” as lowdown low temperatures and 
“paper mounting snow drifts laid tenuous hands upon the entire Dis- 
rict. 


Appreciations are beyond full expression. Rev. Bill Bowman, out 
Puget Sound Conference way, came and gave the boys a real lift. Rev. 
Henry Mecklenburg has been constant in his help to builders. Dr. Saltman 
has worked superbly well at Kimberly and Jerome. Bishop Kennedy im- 
pacted our part of the “Spud-state” at Idaho Falls, Pocatello, Jerome and 
Twin Falls. Rev. Dr. McCallister, the other Superintendent, has been 
a princely co-worker. C. C. Dudley, our District Lay Leader, has been a 
double-dipped delight when it comes to cooperation. Our Conference Treas- 
urer and Secretary, too, have been prodigal in assistance. Rev. W. C. Moore, 
our Director of Religious Education, brought the acumen and. sunshine 
from the South to warm our souls. In fact, no one with whom this office 
oo had to deal in conference work has been other than cultured and 

ristian. 


The trips to Portland and Columbus were expensive but worth it. Just 
the privilege of attending the ecumenical meeting in Columbus was enough 
to challenge every son in the gospel of John Wesley to a vision of the 
founder’s faith. We who had been truant to our trust in missions, repented 
and promised God to be good boys ever after. 


This Superintendent, having carped at other Superintendents, has 
sought, assiduously, to serve the men rather than to supervise them. The 
District has been operated democratically and each has had his say in 
everything concerning the District program. The old Pontiac has put on 
six times as many miles as it ever did in one year in the pastorate. 


And now—avoiding that which the statistical tables will show, and 
hinting at something which maybe the Guardian Angel’s books will show, 
may we pass in review these “waddies”, most of whom, have had to wade 
through hell and high water, to keep their appointments unblemished and 


unbent. 


George Allen started the year at Shoshone, and all looked well until 
his health broke and he and his wife, Lois, left. 


Stanley Andrews and Dorothy, his wife, are new parents to a daugh- 
ter. Kimberly, where they are stationed for three years now past, has 
grown under their leadership. The entire church interior has been re- 
modeled at the cost of twenty-five hundred dollars and plans are in the 
offering to continue with an educational unit. These two folk are active 
workers in our District Intermediate Youth Fellowship work. 

Marcus Bloodworth, has been at Blackfoot, The beautiful windows 
in the “Jason Lee Memorial” church have been repaired and new alter 
trappings have been added. 

Leslie Cook is a single soul. Over in Fairfield, for two years, remote 
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from towns a long, long way, he’s carried on with a finely organized Sunday 
School, excellent youth work, all marked by an aesthetic excellence. Leslie 
is an artist in drama. 


James Crowe, together with Ruby Carry, and their two sons and 
small daughter, have fortified the ramparts at Rupert and Paul, and sallied 
forth to hold the outposts along the front around American Falls and Aber- 
deen. No man is more ubiquitous than “Chief Jumpin’ Runnin’ Crowe”. 
As chairman of the Board of Education, and leader in youth work, and as 
an advocate of circuit circling, he has demonstrated the strategy of the 


itinerant Methodist minister—Rupert is ready to build a church. 


Charles Easley, plus Erma and their little daughter, were at American 
Falls and Aberdeen for two and a half years doing a splendid piece of 
work. Everything where these folk are is organized according to the Metho- 
dist policy. After months of looking for some one to serve Hagerman and 
Wendell, Charles sought the opening which he had first turned down, and 
continues his achieving ministery. Hagerman is building an addition to 
the church, right now. 


William Frank, avoidee of matrimony, has Richfield courting him. 
Here a very highly cultured leadership is most pleasing to a purely rural 
community. Bill is a master musician and gives harmony to the total work- 
ing of his church program. 


William Gang is a Presbyterian preacher supplying the work at Shelley. 
This church has but a few Methodists, is distinctly a community church 
in spirit, and is prospering so well they desire to be left as they are. 


William Lambertson, his wife June, and their two daughters are 
building on the long-time built foundation at Gooding. Fifty thousand 
dollars will soon be expended on this project. A new Wurlitzer organ came 
te be a part of their growing church service. 


Harold Mackey, Bernice, his wife, and their daughter, have had two 
years at Glenns Ferry. Their strong contribution has been a Scouting 
program for both boys and girls, which has included the whole city and 
surrounding environs. A recreational hall and Scout room has been added 
this year. Harold is a specialist in audio-visual education. He has also 
served Shoshone the last quarter of this year. 


Asmond Maxwell, and his wife and family, felt the pull of the South- 
land, and left in time to get away from our winter. They were at Wendell 
and Hagerman, and “were doing right nicely”. 


_Albert Parrett, Fern and the three daughters, hold the work here in 
Twin Falls. Twenty thousand dollars has been spent for repairs and im- 
provements. Twin Falls Methodists bid five grand to get them back for 
another year. 


Olin Parrett, his wife, two sons and daughter, serve Buhl and Castle- 
ford. In Buhl a new pipe organ has been installed, the church chancel re- 
built, the whole church redecorated. At Castleford the MYF has added a 
new alter with accessories, and the WSCS, as in every other church on 
the District, has been very active. 


Don Ian Smith, and Betty, together with a son and daughter, have 
been at Burley for two years. A unanimous request for their return is 
culturedly emphatic. Uniqueness marks the adventures of this church in 
its developments. A new organ has the money all ready for it. Don is an 
advocate of the circuit system, the strenuous life and the drive of a “magni- 
ficent obsession” to serve the Kingdom better by working sacrificially. 


_ Harry Starbuck, and Audrey, his wife, are parents to a son. This is 
their first church, their first baby, their first adventure in the West. Every- 
thing in this church is organized, systematized, analyzed and synchronized 
according to the Methodist pattern. A new furnace and furnace room, to- 
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gether with an addition of a new study in the church. Truly these folks 
have brought that new look to Hansen, the new look with dignity. 


Vern Taylor, and Juanita (that’s Mrs. Taylor) have two daughters; 
one of whom was born just as the new conference year began. This couple 
works in Ashton. Vern has made ten real calls each week, taught full time 
in the High School, headed up the committee which raised eight thousand 
dollars for the Ashton Community Hospital. One young man, George 
Kidder, a football star, was granted an exhorter’s license. Vern says 
there are three more, much like him, ready to enter the ministery. 


Don Walker, and Mrs. Walker, Jean, and their daughter, are hard at 
work in Jerome. The new church, costing more than thirty thousand, is 
moving toward completion. Here at Jerome, cur Bishop, for the first time 
in his Episcopal capacity, broke the sod, dramatically dedicating the start 
of the work. This church is growing in its various departments with a 
pleasing steadiness. Rev. Albert Martin, once a member of our conference 
who withdrew because of health reasons, is an active and hard working 
assistant. 


Leroy Walker, and Peggy Walker, with the three sons of the parsonage, 
have finished three years at Pocatello. A new home for the minister has 
been purchased, costing over sixteen thousand dollars. The old parsonage 
has been made into an educational unit to accommodate the growing educa- 
tional program. Leroy writes a weekly (really a husky) editorial for the 
local paper. 


Jasper D. Wilford, and Rebecca, his wife, now have three sons, the 
last one coming to Wilfordshire this year. These folk have built largely in 
Filer. The new church unit, costing over twenty thousand, is on the way 
to completion. Every department shows the fine spirit of these folk and 
their pastor. 


Clark J. Wood, Frances, the frau, and the young son, are doing things 
in a big way up in Idaho Falls. The new educational unit, costing $75,000, 
is due to be completed in time for the fall work. A radio program ministry 
serves a great area, and makes possible the working base for a great circuit 
riding ministry in Eastern Idaho. 


Supernumery Minister, John L. Sims, has been preaching at 
Murtaugh and these folk wish it were possible for him to take the work 
full time. 


Retired Ministers: Edgar L. White married Miss Winifred Fryer to 
start 1949 right. Mark White works hard at Glenns Ferry. C. G. Luscher, 
living in Hagerman, is not inactive when it comes to preaching. All of 
these boys have given good accounts of their behaviour and their records 
are clean. At this point may we take cognizance of these who have blazed 
the trails, laid the foundations, and gathered together the beginnings on 
which each effective minister now works. May God bless each one of them 
richly. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


At Salmon we have a strange situation. Federated with the Presbyter- 
ians for some years it has not worked too well. Many feel, along with one 
of our Jurisdictional Missionary leaders; “I would be willing to go to Sal- 
mon River as a Methodist appointment, but I would not go if appointed 
to a federated church.” And this one, as it appears to those who made the 
survey, is no exception. It is therefore recommended that Paragraph 255 
(item 1) be invoked, and the federation, so far as Official Methodism is 
concerned, terminated. It is further recommended that Methodism as a 
church move back into this field where first-Methodism in Idaho was estab- 
lished, and where the first Methodist church building was erected. In this 
connection, the matter of Aberdeen, which had, previous to the coming of 
the present Superintendent, been in the picture of trade, be restudied by 
our Conference Board of Missions and Church Extension. 
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(2) That we take cognizance of the immediate need and the present 
possibility of instituting a circuit rider service in Eastern Idaho. 


(3) That this conference, as it formulates its ADVANCE programs 
and projects, seek to lift still higher the CALL OF THE CHRIST to a 
world more ready to accept Him as Lord of Lords and King of Kings. Only 
our vision, obsecured by our intense application to the means, obviates the 
end itself, keeps us from seeing the fields white unto harvest, and that 
thrill of adventuring with Christ himself in an aggressive advance. 


Conclusion: The sincere appreciations of this simple soul go out to 
all who have helped make life liveable this past year. In truth, we must 
press on to the high calling of God in Christ Jesus, our Lord, to a renewed 
zeal until faith become faithing; the church a dynamo; the ministry a multi- 
tude of mighty men, and the mission of “the world as our parish” our only 
obsession. 


B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
1. A. BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The Idaho Conference is deeply appreciative of the many fine contri- 
butions madé by Bishop Fred Pierce Corson to this annual session, and 
especially in the realm of Christian Education. After hearing his masterful 
address at the Annual Banquet, sponsored by this Board, we feel very 
fortunate that Bishop Corson is the President of the Methodist General 
Board of Education. It is our sincere desire to measure up to its challenge 
to the very best of our ability, because we believe that our denominational 
leaders are setting the goals that need most to be before us. 


The work of Christian Education in this little Conference, covering 
an immense geographic area has been and always will be fraught with 
many difficulties; and we of the Board of Education are conscious of our 
own personal short-comings. Never-the-less, we believe that by constant 
devotion to the integrative cause of Christ, that lasting progress is made. 


During the past year, substantial progress has been made under the 
excellent leadership of our Executive Secretary, W. C. Moore. Many ex- 
pressions of appreciation for his work have come to us. He has sensed our 
peculiar needs in this area with unusual rapidity, and we are convinced 
that he will become an increasingly useful Executive Secretary. The future 
of Christian Education in this Conference is big and bright with promise. 


The Board adopted and recommends to the Conference the following 
plans for the new year: 
1. In the area of Children’s Work: 
a. Sub-district meetings of Children’s workers. 
b. Conference-wide Lab School in 1950. 
ce. Vacation church School Institutes in 1950. 


2. In the Youth Program: 
a. A Conference-wide Youth Rally in the fall. 
b. Organize sub-district MYF’s throughout the Conference. 
ce. Mid-winter Institutes in the sub-districts. 
d. A Caravan in the Conference in 1950. 


8. In Adult Work: 


a. Emphasis in the organization of Young Adult Fellowships in 
local churches. 


b. Emphasis on sub-district Young Adult Fellowships. 
c. Labor Day Week-end Camps for Young Adults in each district. 
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4. Leadership Education: 


a. Attendance of as many of the staff as possible at the National 
Conference on Christian Education. 


A Training School for Church School teachers in every church. 
Church School Workers Conferences in local churches. 
Conference for the training of camp and institute leaders. 
Increased library and audio-visual materials. 

Continued emphasis on the development of our camping program.

_ We urge every church to observe Rally Day in keeping with the Disci- 
plinary requirement, with an offering for Christian Education in the Con- 
ference. We recommend that Rally Day be observed the second Sunday 
in September, or as near thereto as possible, with each local church setting 
a goal for the offering of twenty-five cents, as a minimum, per average 
attendant in the church school. 


We respectfully request the Bishop and his Cabinet to appoint W. C. 
Moore as Executive Secretary of the Conference Board of Education. 


We present to the Conference for confirmation the following nomina- 
tions: Mr. Erwin Schweibert as Conference Director of Youth Work: 
Mrs. Chester Davenport as Conference Director of Children’s Work; and 
Charles Easley as Conference Director of Adult Work.

1. B. CAMPING COMMISSION, BOARD OF EDUCATION 


At the last session of the Conference, a Board of Trustees of Confer- 
ence Camping Property was created, and charged with the responsibility 
of finding a suitable site for a Conference camp ground. After a great deal 
of searching and a number of visits with the Forest Service officials, it was 
apparent that an adequate site was not available on a “use permit” basis, 
and at a meeting of the Camping Commission the decision to buy property 
‘was made to determine the center of Methodist population of the Con- 
ference, and a search was made to find private property that could be 
purchased as near as possible, to the center of the Conference. Forty acres 
was finally located on the South Fork of the Boise River, just twenty-eight 
miles north of Fairfield, Idaho. This land was acquired for $4,000, and a 
deed and title insurance has been secured. It is felt that there will be 
much more interest in putting lasting improvements on property that is

owned by the Conference than there would be in improving property that 
is held under some other arrangement. 


This site is of such nature that it will give itself to the development 
of one of the finest camps in Methodism and we look forward with real 
enthusiasm to the beginning of development work this summer. We are 
most fortunate to have, in the person of W. C. Moore, a real camping en- 
thusiast whose wide experience and great interest in camping as a form 
of Christian Education will enable us to go forward with expert leadership 
from his office. We are also happy to report that we have the full coopera- 
tion of the National Forest Service which has promised the free use of 
building materials within the forest—a very substantial contribution when 
one considers that the regular fee for house logs is 5c per. foot. 


One of the brightest notes in our report is the fact that one of our 
leading laymen, with a keen interest in the youth of our conference, has 
already made a contribution of $2,000 toward the construction program, 
and we have reason to believe that many other laymen who share this con- 
cern for youth will follow this fine example and make generous contri- 
butions to this camp. The forty acres are level, set in a beautiful valley 
that will lend itself to the building of a camp of surpassing beauty that 
is at the same time convenient and functional. The level land will make 
possible good building sites and recreational grounds—surrounding peaks 
will challenge the hiker, while deep canyons and clear streams will beckon 
the over-night camper. There is much to be done before the camp will be 
complete, but those who have caught the thrill of new adventure look down 
the years ahead and see a great camp where Methodists young and old, 
will want to meet to share with one another the beauty and peace of God’s 
great out-of-doors, 


1. C. THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY, BOARD OF EDUCATION 
Bishop Corson, Members of the Conference: 


My appointment as Executive Secretary of the Board of Education 
of the Idaho Conference became effective September 1, 1948, therefore this 
report is for the last nine months only of the Conference year. These nine 
months have been filled with many happy experiences, some surprises, and 
a few disappointments. They have, on the whole, been among the happiest 
months of my ten years as a minister in an Annual Conference. 


From the beginning it has been my policy to take my place in the on- 
going Christian Education program of the Conference. Much progress had 
been made under the leadership of my predecessors in the development 
of the Christian Education program. Needless to say, the work suffered 
during the three months when there was no Executive Secretary. In addi- 
tion, we have been working under two handicaps: the program and specific 
objectives for this year had not been clearly defined; and no conference 
and district staffs had been selected for the year. We have been seeking to 
carry on a program that meets some of the greatest needs in the Conference, 
as we are able to discover them, and to enlist the necessary Conference and 
District leadership. These two things are perhaps our most pressing pro- 
blems as we face a new year. 


The major portion of our time and energies have gone into the specific 
tasks of helping local churches and leaders in local churches, in their 
Christian Education tasks. In addition to the regular services of the office 
—in the form of personal conferences and correspondence, monthly mailings 
to 350 persons, circulation of books from the conference library, and dis- 
tribution of leaflets in the field; we have had church school workers’ con- 
ferences in more than one-fourth of the churches in the conference. I have 
taught in six training schools—one-week Interdenominational schools at 
Idaho Falls and Pocatello, and three-day schools at Rupert, Hendrix in 
LaGrande, Meridian, and Hagerman. I have preached in one-fifth of the 
churches in the conference, and filled 20 additional speaking engagements ; 
at MYF, Young Adult Rallies, Men’s Brotherhoods, etc. During the nine 
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months I have taken part in twenty committee meetings in the Conference 
and have taken part in five meetings outside the Conference: two Area 
meetings in Portland, the Conference on Christian Family in Salt Lake, 
the Conference on Camping in California, and the meeting of the Executive 
Secretaries in Nashville. 


Work on Conference, District, and Sub-district levels was severely 
handicapped by impossible travel conditions during part of the winter. The 
Conference-wide MYF meeting, a meeting of Conference and District 
Young Adult leaders, and a meeting of Conference and District Children’s 
Workers—all scheduled for February had to be cancelled because of travel 
conditions. Leadership for all three had been secured from the General 
Board of Education. Some District and Sub-district Mid-winter MYF 
and Young Adult Institutes were held prior to the emergency period. This 
spring many MYF and Young Adult Rallies have been held in the sub- 
districts. Two Vacation Church School Institutes were held this spring 
in each district reaching almost 100 workers. We cooperated with the 
Conference Social Action Commission in a Conference-wide Seminar on 
“The Christian and His Civic Responsibilities”. Miss Doris Dennison of 
the General Board of Education staff was one of the resource leaders. 

Much attention has been given to the camping program in the Con- 
ference, both from the standpoint of the development of the Conference 
camp—through the Camping Commission and the Camp Construction Com- 
mittee—and from the standpoint of the planning of the different camps and 
institutes. The program for next summer includes two district MYF 
camps, one Conference Intermediate camp, and two district Young Adult 
camps. 

We would like to express appreciation for the way we have been 
received by the ministers and laymen in the Conference. The program 
of Christian Education must, of necessity, depend upon the District Super- 
intendents and pastors for its effectiveness, since the program is really 
effective only as it becomes a vital part of the all important task of Christ- 
ian Education in the district and local church. We do not have a program 
to “sell” to the ministers and laymen of the Conference; we are here for 
the purpose of helping them with their job in Christian Education and to 
help them train the leaders for that job.

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3. THE COMMISSION ON WORLD SERVICE AND FINANCE 


The work done by means of the World Service and Annual Conference 
benevolences of our Church is so old a theme that we are in danger of 
losing our sense of urgency about it. 

We must see, not abstract “causes,” but face—faces of people who are 
dominated by the tyranny of others and the sin of themselves: who need 
bread, freedom, —Christ. 

We have not done what we could and should have done this past year 
to match our Master’s concern with our own: to provide funds for His 
advance. 

Some of us have not even given the amount set for us by the leaders 
of ee Church, who sense the deep need and rich opportunity around the 
world. 

Surely we will perform, as we now promise better stewardship, and 
with Divine help will strive to share with others in our home churches our 
enthusiastic response to the challenge of our day. 


Therefore your Commission recommends: 


1. That the churches of the Conference make a consecrated sacrificial 
effort to reach and maintain as a minimum level the apportionments given 
us by the District Superintendents, which total $17,375 for the General 
World Service and $11,576 for Annual Conference benevolences, or a total 
to be raised under the caption, “World Service on Apportionment” of 
$28,951. 


2. That in addition to the item above, every church adopt a share of 
one or more of the “Specials” in the program of the Advance For Christ 
And His Church. These include Japan in the foreign field, and Alaska in 
the home field, which are area specials, and the Salmon Church project, 
the Ontario Church project, and the Eastern District Circuit Rider project, 
which are Conference projects. ‘Gifts to these causes should all be sent to 
the Conference treasurer, should be properly identified, and should only be 
made in addition to the acceptance of the regular World Service apportion- 
ments mentioned in paragraph No. 1. 


3. That the total benevolence budget for the Conference year June 1 
to May 31, (1949-1950) be divided in the ratio of 60% World Service 
hepokeomment and 40% Annual Conference Benevolence. (see amounts in 
item No. 1. 


4. That the budget for Annual Conference Benevolence be:

4, REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION OF THE IDAHO CONFERENCE 


The Conference Board of Missions and Church Extension is charged 
with a two-fold task. It supervises the allocation of funds that are granted 
to the Conference by the General Board; and it promotes missionary educa- 
tion and cultivation. 


By the nature of the case, much of our Conference is made up of Mis- 
sionary Territory. We recognize that some fields, will have to be subsidized 
for a long time to come. But we need to re-think our practice of giving 
small sums to many churches which could become self-supporting. It is 
possible that this use of missionary money may actually retard progress 
toward that desired end by serving as a crutch to a local church. Hence, 
it is the judgment of the Conference Board that the wiser policy may 
_ well be to subsidize such churches with larger sums on a decreasing scale 

until, in a few years, the crutch may be removed altogether, and the local 
church may walk alone. An excellent example is afforded by Whitney Bench 
where this practice was instituted three years ago and already that new 
church is self-supporting. A similar program is being attempted at Cascade. 


_. We are of the opinion that some modification of the larger parish plan 
with several churches served by two or more specially trained ministers 


might offer a partial solution to our problem of struggling churches and 
limited personnel. 


We commend the practice we have observed this year in which Dr. 
Werts has arranged to have careful studies and surveys conducted on 
several parishes, which have been receiving missionary appropriations. 


While many areas of our Conference can be classed as missionary 
territory, other sections have concentrations of population and wealth that 
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should enable them to be large supporters of our World Service program. 
With needs so great in our Conference and throughout the world we must 
discover ways of having a larger share in the work of the World Service 
program. The task of Missionary Education, as well as that of steward- 
ship, is of primary importance here. People will give, and give sacrifically, 
if they know what the needs are, what the church is doing to meet those 
needs, and are challenged to accept their responsibility as Christian 
Stewards. 

We, therefore, recommend: That Missionary Education be a major 
part of our Advance Program plans, and the work of the church school, 
WSCS and all other phases of our program; that each church have a School 
of Missions for the entire church membership some time during the year; 
and that we have sub-district Missionary Institutes throughout the Con- 
ference sometime in the spring. 

One of the important means of Missionary Education is World Outlook. 
It is a magazine that deserves a place in every Methodist home and which 
every home will be proud to have among its magazines. We have bee 
accustomed to thinking of World Outlook as a woman’s magazine. It is, 
however, of general interest and the publishers are beginning a move to 
make it a great family magazine. 

Because of its appeal and effectiveness we recommend that World Out- 
look be presented to the congregations of the Conference; that pastors 
working with the WSCS get as many families as possible to subscribe to 
World Outlook; and that we designate the month of October for this 
emphasis. 


5. DONATIONS FROM THE BOARD OF MISSIONS AND 
CHURCH EXTENSION ON APPORTIONMENT 


The Board of Missions and Church Extension; Division of Home 
Missions and Church Extension, has donated for use within the bounds of 
the Idaho Conference during the year 1948-1949 the sum of six thousand 
five hundred and thirty dollars ($6,530). Included in this total was the 
sum of one thousand, seven hundred and fifty dollars ($1,750) for use by 
the Eastern District and the sum of four thousand seven hundred and 
eighty dollars ($4,780.) for use by the Western District.

8. PEACE COMMISSION 


We live in a generation when men cry out for peace and there is no 


peace. Contemporary events and policies have not assured the world of 
such peace. % 
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We need not think that war is inevitable, and we call u 
4 I : : pon the people 
of our Methodist Churches to think in terms of the “things which belong 
unto peace.” 


We commend the work of the Foreign Aid Program and reaffirm the 
warning of the Commission on World Peace against allowing the Marshall 
Plan to become a “military lend-lease program for rearming Western 
Europe”; we also reaffirm the plea of the Peace Commission for the res- 
toration of policy-making powers of our government to civilian leadership. 


We recommend that action be taken in local communities to bring 
European displaced persons into the United States for rehabilitation and 
perinanent settlement. 


While we recognize the difficulties of diplomatic adjustment between 
the governments of the Soviet Union and the U. S., we believe that the 
citizens of both lands are deeply desirous of peace. We therefore urge 
the continuance of negotiations on all possible levels looking toward the 
establishment of peace treaties and the easing of tensions in Central Europe 
and the Far East. 


We re-affirm the action of the Commission on World Peace in calling 
for the termination of the peacetime draft at the date set by the present 
law. 


We urge that the Atlantic Pact be examined and given full and free 
discussion by the Methodist people before it is acted upon by the U. S. 
Senate. 


While recognizing that the U. N. is not perfect, we recommend that 
full support be given it as a means to world security, and a means to the 
peaceful settlement of national and international disputes. 


We call upon the churches to continue to proclaim with clarity and 
moral vigor the love of God for all nations and the availability of His 
Spirit in all efforts to create peace with justice and brotherhood among 
men. No one knows what the future holds, or whether another war may 
yet engulf humanity. But of this we may be confident, that this is our 
Father’s World. The Lord is our keeper, and in His Will is our peace.

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this Conference to authorize this conference board to extend an invitation 
to The Rev. Howard Ellis of the Board of Evangelism of our church, to 
include in his itinerary a school, or schools, of evangelism for our confer- 
ence this Fall. 


In order to implement these plans we recommend that each_local 
church stress the following suggestions: (1) Use The Upper Room Parish 
Cultivation Plan; (2) Use Tidings literature; (8) Nominate a strong 
Membership and Evangelism Committee and put it to work; (4) Let 
each church purchase a year’s subscription to one or more copies of Shep- 
herds magazine for members of this local committee; and (5) Obtain for 
this committee an explanatory pamphlet “The Committee on Membership 
and Evangelism”, from the General Board of Evangelism. 


We cannot allow the spirit of evangelism to die within our churches, 
for if it does, the church cannot advance nor fulfill its destiny. We believe 
the above suggestions will help to co-ordinate evangelistic endeavors with- 
in our conference, and thus extend our vision of God’s will for our lives. 


We heartily thank the Rev. Ray Ragsdale, member of the Executive 
Committee of the General Board of Evangelism, for his invaluable help in 
the Re-organization: of this Board, and for helping us to lay future plans 
for evangelism in our conference.

We recommend the appropriation of $1,000.00 from the Conference to 
be allocated as follows: $600 to the Idaho Allied Civic Forces; $200 to the 
Oregon Anti-Saloon League, and $200 for promotional needs of the Con- 
ference Board of Temperance.

WHAT WOULD ALL THE MONEY SPENT FOR LIQUOR BUY? 


How many persons ever stop to think how many good things could be 
secured with the enormous amount of money spent each year in our Country 
for intoxicating liquors? According to the United States ‘'Government’s 
official report for 1947, the people of the United States spent that year 
$9,600,000,000 for beverage liquors! Think what that tremendous sum of 
money would obtain if spent for useful purposes. Let us see. 


1000 Apartment Buildings for low rents to the poor, $1,000,000,000; 
10 Great Universities, at 50 million dollars each, in our largest cities, 
$500,000,000; 10 Fifty million dollar endowments for each of the above 
Universities, $500,000,000; 50 Airports in large cities, at ten million dollars 
each, $500,000,000; 12 Scientific Research Buildings, at 25 million each 
and Endowments, $350,000,000; 100 Hospitals in smaller cities, costing 2% 
million dollars each, $250,000,000; 200 new School Buildings in large cities, 
at one million dollars each, $200,000,000; 400 New School Buildings, in 
smaller cities, at one half million dollars each, $200,000,000; 10 Hospitals 
in large cities, costing 10 million dollars each, $100,000,000; 10 Million 
dollar endowments for each of the above Hospitals, $100,000,000; 10 Civic 
Centers in large cities, at ten million dollars each, $100,000,000; 100 New 
Churches at one million dollars each, $100,000,000; 500 New Churches at 
$100,000, $50,000,000; 10 Great Libraries in large cities at 5 million dollars 
each, $50,000,000; 25 Libraries in smaller cities at two million dollars 
each, $50,000,000; 26 Playgrounds for Children, in smaller cities, 
$26,000,000; 50 Bath Houses and Swimming Pools, in smaller cities, 
$25,000,000. With a few other items mentioned the Total of this list is 
$4,600,000,000. However large this sum seems it is less than one half the 
amount of the American liquor bill! What might be done with the re- 
maining $5,000,000,000? Suppose it should be devoted to paying pensions 
to all persons past 70 years of age. It would make possible the paying of 
$50 dollars per month for 10 years to a million persons over 70 years of age, 
as long as most of them would live, 100,000 of them in New York State. 
That would bring hope and cheer to many anxious persons facing the sun- 
set years of life.

15. SOCIAL ACTION COMMISSION 


A vital interpretation of the Christian faith presupposes that the 
Christian Church will be concerned with the day-to-day problems of our 
common life. As God was incarnate in Jesus Christ, and as the Word of 
God is revealed to us through a book in the language of men, so the Chris- 
tian life is and must be lived in and through human institutions. There 
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is no area of life, therefore, which can fail to be brought under the judgment 
of God, and none which may not be redeemed by the power of Christ. The 
church must be concerned at every level — worldwide, national, or local — 
with the interpretation of the issues of social life in the light of the Gospel. 


We recognize the fact that the church, as well as secular institutions, 
has placed too high a dependence upon the adequacy of human nature to 
the solving of our social problems. Forgetting the sinful nature of man, 
and of the institutions made by man, we have been prone to act as if a just 
social order could be realized simply by passing laws or by changing organ- 
ization. And though we recognize that human action may be the instru- 
ment of divine action, we call for a renewal of emphasis upon the fact of 
divine judgment, and the need for divine grace in the redemption of the 
social order. 


Assuming that the Social Creed of the Methodist Church is generally 
accepted, we deem it unnecessary at this time to make lengthy statements 
in defense of such unquestioned Christian principles as the full and equal 
rights of all racial groups, of the right of labor groups to bargain collect- 
ively, of the right of individuals and groups to freedom of conscience and 
the expression of their beliefs without interference. We recommend, how- 
ever, that churches be always on the alert for any infringment of any of 
these basic human rights. 


The Idaho Conference is made up of a predominantly rural population; 
the use and conservation of soil and water is a problem of concern to all. 
In view of the widespread wastage of these precious gifts, we urge that 
local churches take an active interest in the stewardship of our natural 
resources. The following specific recommendations are made: 


1. That every church observe Rural Life Sunday, cooperating therein 
with farm groups, such as the Grange and the Farm Bureau, with 
the U. S. Soil Conservation Service, county agricultural agents, and 
others interested in agricultural problems. 


2. That groups in local churches, such as Woman’s Societies of Chris- 
tian Service, Methodist Men’s groups, and Methodist Youth Fellow- 
ships, include conservation education in the programs of Christian 
stewardship, and that this emphasis also be made at sub-district and 
district levels. In this connection the U. S. Forest Service has made 
a generous offer of assistance in program planning to the Idaho Con- 
ference, in provision of speakers, of visual aids, and of printed ma- 
terials. Further information may be secured from Forest Rangers 
or from Mrs. Helen Payne, U. S. Forest Service, Ogden, Utah. 
Assistance in local and sub-district programs can also be secured 
from the U. S. Soil Conservation Service and county agricultural 


agents in many cases. 


3. That wide use be made of films on conservation available at very 
low fees from the University of Idaho Extension Service, Statehouse, 
Boise, or from Idaho State College, Pocatello. Catalogs of available 
films will be sent upon request. 


In view of the impracticability of long-range regional planning without 
some correlation of the efforts of various agencies, we favor in principle 
the unification of federal agencies concerned with conservation and develop- 


ment of natural resources.

We recommend that local churches make careful and objective studies 

of proposed CVA legislation, and related proposals, taking care that all 

sides of the subject be considered. Information favorable to CVA may be 

obtained from the CVA Information League, 318 South 8th S¥., Boise; and 

information unfavorable to CVA may be obtained from the Idaho Develop- 

ment Assn., P. O. Box 1011, Boise. Either organization will provide speak- 
ers, but they are reluctant to appear on programs together. 
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The Social Action Commission cooperated with the Board of Education 
in presenting a conference dealing primarily with problems of conservation 
and reclamation, at Immanuel Church, Boise, April 27-29. We wish to ex- 
press gratitude to the Conference Board of Education, the General Board 
of Education, to The Rev. Elwin Scheyer, Executive Secretary of the Board 
of Education of the Pacific Northwest Conference, to the Immanuel Meth- 
odist Church, and to various government and other agencies, who helped to 
make this conference a success. 


We recommend that local churches investigate their local community 
situations to make certain that no local racial or national groups are being 
denied opportunity to attend church services; and particularly in the case 
of migrant farm laborers, of whom hundreds are brought into the bounds 
of this Conference annually, we recommend that investigation be made of 
living conditions, opportunities for recreation, etc. It cannot be assumed 
that this work is being done by some other agency. 


We recommend that those who draw up the program for the 1950 
session of the Annual Conference plan to devote one afternoon seminar 
session to social problems, the program to be planned by the Social Action 
Commission.

VII. MEMOIRS 
FRANK T. HOWELL 


Brother Frank T. Howell was one of the oldest members of our Idaho 
Conference, and having been retired for a good many years, most of our 
present men were not acquainted with him, as was the case with myself. 
Little information other than the Service Record seemed to be available. 
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He was born on Sept. 2, 1861, and passed away on June 9, 1948, in the 
city of Portland, Oregon, where burial took place. 


The Service Record states that he was received on trial into the Oregon 
Conference in 1894, but transferred into the Idaho Conference the same 
year. He was appointed that same year to supply the church at Burns, then 
in the Idaho Conference. In 1895 he was appointed to serve Bruneau and 
Three Creek; in 1896, Shoshone; in 1897, Albion; in 1898 to 1901 he held 
the Supernumerary relation; and was retired in 1902. He was received into 
full connection in the Idaho Conference in 1896. 


With the passing of Brother Howell, there goes another of those pio- 
neering spirits who in early days helped to lay the foundation of our Idaho 
Conference as we know it today!

VIII. MEMORIAL ADDRESS 


“WHO FOLLOW IN THEIR TRAIN?” 
by L. B. Bailey 


“Hyven though they all gained God’s hearty approval because of their 
faith, yet none of them shared in God’s fulfilled promise, since He had 
planned something even better for us, and they will not be able to reach the 
fulfillment of their hope except through us. Therefore, since we are sur- 
rounded by such a group of witnesses, let us shed our shackles, and all the 
entanglements of sin, and run patiently this race in which we are entered, 
constantly keeping our eyes upon Jesus, our leader and pace setter.” 


It is altogether possible that I have translated so freely, this great 
passage from the latter part of the 11th chapter and first part of the 12th 
chapter of Hebrews, that even you who are so familiar with it are not able 
to recognize it. But I assure you, that a careful study of Wescott and 
Hort’s Greek text of this passage, should convince you that I have not taken 
too great liberties with it. This passage comes at the close of a rather 
lengthy recital of gems from Jewish history. In his recital, the author is 
reminding the Hebrews to whom he is writing, of the rich heritage that 
is theirs. After calling attention to the virtuous deeds and famous exploits 
of noble Jews of the past, he turns quickly to a recognition of the respon- 
sibility resting upon the shoulders of his contemporaries and himself, and 
finally dropping more than a hint that he and his generation must pass on 
something to their successors. In fact, it seems to me, that the writer of 
this passage is showing his grasp of the continuity of history. He is saying 
that, although there can be no question about the approval of God upon 
the faithful laborers of the past, it must also be said that the fulfillments 
of their labors and hopes can only be accomplished through their successors, 
or succession of successors. Perhaps the author could have used no better 
example to show what he had in mind than to bring in the picture of the 
race. History is an eternal relay race. 

The generations of the past have run their part of the race. They have 
passed on to their successors the baton, and have taken their place among 
the spectators (the great cloud of witnesses) and are now watching with 
intense interest the race, which is still their race as much as it was a 
moment ago when they carried the baton. The generation of the present 
has received the baton. With it we have received either an advantage or a 
handicap, but this much is sure—we have inherited the entire responsibility 
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for the success or failure of the race in our day. Soon the baton will be 
passed on to a new generation. Whether they receive it with an accompany- 
ing handicap, or advantage, depends upon how well their predecessors have 
performed. Therefore, in recognition of our inescapable tieup with the 
progress of history, let us this day, enter into this memorial service. 


Any consideration of our part in history requires a look in three direc- 
tions. First, we must look backward, then around us, and then ahead. I 
invite you to look with me in these three directions under the following topic 
heads: our heritage, our responsibility, and our hope. 


Our Heritage 


In spite of the fact that the Idaho Conference is not an old conference, 
as the age of a Methodist Conference is reckoned, ours is a Conference with 
a rich heritage. As I read that 11th Chapter of Hebrews the other day, I 
could not help but think how properly we might substitute some names so 
familiar to us of the Idaho Conference. And why should I go on, for time 
would fail me if I told of Gillilan, Parker, VanDusen, Martin, Helman, Deal, 
Wallis, Archer, Tenney and all the others who by their Faith, “conquered 
Kingdoms, attained righteousness, etc.” Indeed, my time would run out if 
I tried to fully evaluate the rich heritage thesé men of the past of the Idaho 
Conference have passed on to us, but I should like to call attention to two 
of the outstanding elements of our heritage. 


First, I would call attention to our rich heritage of fellowship. To me 
one of the most valuable possessions of life is a friend. And one of the 
choicest of life’s experiences is that expression of Friendship which we 
know as Fellowship. I do not know how it seems to you, Brethren, but I 
have found in the Idaho Conference the most beautiful fellowship I have 
experienced anywhere. And this is not a new thing in the Conference. I 
can never forget the warmth of fellowship I found the first time I attended 
a session of the Idaho Annual Conference. I was a stranger to everyone in 
the Conference, except Hertzog. But that did not seem to make any differ- 
ence. No special fuss was made over me by anybody, but the men of the 
Conference, both effective and retired, treated me as if I had always be- 
longed. To mention each of the men who have gone on, whose contribution 
to me through the Idaho Conference has deeply enriched my life, would be 
impossible. I should like to tell just this story in this connection. To tell it 
might be a bit embarrassing, but I shall risk it. Many of you here were 
well acquainted with the late Brother George Archer. You know how un- 
selfishly he gave of himself in support of the things in which he believed, 
and with what vigor he opposed what he believed to be wrong. I used to 
imagine that when the summoning agent should call Brother George to his 
rest, George would reply, “All right, I’m coming, but please, just give me 
one more crack at the devil.” 


You who have been in the Conference for a number of years, remember 
perhaps that Brother George and I clashed on the Conference floor many 
more times than we agreed. On one subject, at any rate, we could be de- 
pended upon to clash if it came up, and it usually did. One day I received 
a letter from my District Superintendent asking if I would go to Brother 
Archer’s charge and stay with him for a week, and assist him on a certain 
project. I read the letter over a second time to make sure I had made no 
mistake. Why did he do that? Didn’t he know that we always clash? 
How could we live in the same house together for a week and not have some 
bitter arguments? I sat down to reply to the District Superintendent that 
I would not be able to do it. But that is not what I wrote. I have a feeling 
that Methodist preachers should not say, “no,” to their District Superinten- 
dent unless that Superintendent is unquestionably off the beam, and mine 
was not. I accepted the invitation. 


I went to the task with misgivings. I did not have a very nice attitude. 
I was ready to do battle with words at least, for my convictions. I missed 
instructions and got off the stage at the wrong town, causing Brother 
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Archer a trip of sixteen extra miles. That might have precipitated an argu- 
ment had not Brother George been much more Christian than I. We got 
into his car and started for his home. I shall never forget that trip to his 
home. How skillfully, and lovingly he disarmed me, took the stiffness out 
of me, and melted my stony heart. I was always telling people to destroy 
their enemies by making them their friends. He practiced it on me that 
day. I cannot say it like George did, but this is the gist of what he said, 
“There are some things upon which you and I, Brother Bailey, disagree 
very vigorously. Those things have no bearing upon the task to which we 
are now assigned. Let us keep off them. If I see you headed toward a 
discussion of our pet disagreement, I’ll shut up like a clam, and if you must 
speak I’ll try not to hear you. Will you do the same for me?” I promised. 
It was the only way to handle the problem. An argument between us always 
developed heat, but very little light on either side. What is really import- 
ant, are the things upon which we do agree in connection with the job we 
have at hand. So we went to work together. Ah, what a week of fellow- 
ship and work for the Master! Later he came to my charge and spent two 
weeks in a somewhat similar task. We lived and batched together in a one 
room cottage. How rich became our fellowship! We never did come to 
agree on our pet controversy, but never after could any bitterness enter into 
an argument between us. It is that kind of aggressive friendship, exhibited 
by men like Brother George, that has bequeathed to us this spirit of fellow- 
ship. Let us keep it that way. 


Then in our heritage is to be found a spirit of democracy. A feeling 
that every man in the Conference is doing an important job. Prestige in the 
Conference is so generally distributed amongst the men, that each of us 
have a fair share of it. I have known of organizations in which the power 
of prestige was enormous. No one would ever try to get any action out of 
it, except he first get the backing of the pompous and powerful. But such 
is not the case in our group. In the nineteen years that I have been a mem- 
ber of this fellowship, I have always felt that any worthy proposal that I had 
to make would be given as careful consideration by the Conference as if it 
had been proposed by the most important pastor in'the group. In fact, I 
doubt if I or anyone else would be able to discover the most important pas- 
tor. This heritage has come down to us from the men of the past who came 
into this new territory, and threw themselves in the task of building the 
Kingdom of God into it. Forgetful of self, paying no attention to power or 
prestige, they gave devotedly of their time and talents in whatever field 
tis open. Thus, they have passed on to us a tradition that we must not 
violate. - 


Our Responsibility 


Let us, therefore, in the presence of such a group of witnesses, shed 
our shackles, and the entanglements of sin and run with courageous forti- 
tude this race in which we are entered, constantly keeping our eyes on 
Jesus, the leader and pace setter. Returning to the figure of the relay race 
let us examine our responsibility. We have received the baton. The race 
is now ours. It is up to us to make our contribution, and each of us is mak- 
ing his contribution. My contribution will be either to the success or the 
failure of the race. Brethren, we are constantly contributing to life about 
us. I like to believe that I never talk with a man for a minute without mak- 
ing a contribution to him. Sometimes we make what we think is a very 
small contribution, and it turns out to be much greater than we dreamed. 
Going along the road one day I came upon a man who was in trouble. He 
had a flat tire. His spare was also flat. He had jacked up the rear wheel 
and removed the rim and tire. He was now trying to get the tire off the 
rim. It was just after drop center rims came into use and never having 
removed one before he was doing a lot of sweating, and some other things 
also. I had been using them for some time and knew the trick of taking 
them off. I went to work with a small tire tool and screwdriver and re- 
moved the tire. We patched the tube and I replaced the tire without even 
the use of a tire tool or screwdriver. After we had pumped up the tire and 
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put it back on the wheel, he turned to me and said, “Man, I wish I could 
change one of those things that easily.” I assured him he could. We got 
his spare off the carrier and while I told him how, he removed it almost as 
easily as I could have. With the tube patched, and with a little instruction 
he put it back on as easily as anyone could. He was delighted. He thanked 
me and I drove on to think no more about it until one day about ten years 
later. I drove up to a service station to get some gasoline. There was an- 
other car ahead of me so as I waited my turn at the pump I strolled up to 
the other car. As I did so the man in the driver’s seat looked at me for a 
moment and then said, “Say I’ve met you before, haven’t I?” His appear- 
ance aroused a vague memory, but I could not place him. “Do you remem- 
ber,” he asked, “changing a tire for a man one time, then teaching him how 
it was done? We patched my spare, and while you told me how I took it 
off and then put it on.” Oh, yes, I remembered. “Well,” he said, “if you 
had given me a check that day for one hundred dollars, it would not have 
been worth as much to me as the time I have saved changing tires since 
you showed me how.” Well, of course, he did not know how truly he spoke, 
for my check for one hundred dollars that day would not have been worth 
twenty-five cents. But the story serves to illustrate what I mean. If he 
had asked me for a gift of one hundred dollars that day, it would have 
bowled me over, but he said I had made that large a contribution to him. 


How are we facing up to our responsibility, brethren? Is the contribu- 
tion that we are making going to pass on to our successors an advantage 
or a handicap? 


Then another responsibility resting upon the runner in the relay race 
is that of successfully transferring the baton to his successor. He has a 
certain distance to hand over the baton, step out of the race and become a 
rooter for his team. If he oversteps the mark his team is disqualified. 
Brethren, while we are at it we might do well to practice on this business 
of transferring the baton. We have a good chance to do it in the Methodist 
ministry. Every once in a while we move on to a new charge, and need to 
transfer the baton we carried on the old charge to our successor. Let us 
not take too long in doing it. I went to Conference session one time after 
I had been pastor at a place for a year. One of the brethren asked con- 
cerning my predecessor, ‘““How does he leave a charge?” In all honesty, I 
had to reply, “I don’t know. He hasn’t left yet. When he does I’ll try to 
find out.” 


I’ve been on the committee on Conference Relations, and the Board of 
Conference Claimants of this Conference for a good many years. I never 
cease to marvel at the Christian grace and quiet dignity with which these 
men who have been in the heat of the race transfer the charge to their suc- 
cessors. I have had the privilege of having some of these men who have 
retired in my parish. Their cooperation, and enthusiastic support of their 
pastor has been a constant joy to me. 


Our Hope 


The writer of Hebrews says that they will not be able to attain their 
hope except through us. The Christian’s hope runs like a golden thread 
down through all the generations of the Christian era. The Christian hope 
is two-fold. It is both collective and individualistic. It has to do with life 
here and hereafter. 


I am not a little disturbed as I note the trend in present day thinking in 
Christian circles to abandon hope for people from a social standpoint. It 
looks too much like the entrants in the race right now are giving up with- 
out putting their best into it. Shame on us who follow in their train, if we 
look about us and say the race is already lost, there is no need to go on. If 
we can do that it is because we have taken our eyes cff Jesus Christ, our 
leader, and pace setter, who will not be defeated and the followers of whom 
will press on until the kingdoms of this world become the kingdoms of our 
Lord. The Christian hope is for a world in which justice, and love and 
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mercy will be forever triumphant over injustice, hatred and cruelty, and I 
refuse to abandon that hope for the world. 


And finally our hope has a personal and individualistic side. We know 
that we shall not live always here. I am sure none of us would want to. 
Some day the call will come for each of us to hand over the baton, and we 
will each in turn join that great group of witnesses about which the writer 
of Hebrews was speaking. We believe that it is a joyous crowd. A man 
who was a member of a certain group and who had told me that only those 
who were members of that group would live in the hereafter, made this 
observation. “J note that members of our group are not as joyous as they 
should be. You know many of them. Why are they so?” “I’m not at all 
susprised,” I replied, ‘They believe they are the only ones who will live in 
the hereafter. That would be a rather dull existence, with no Methodists, 
Baptists, nor Presbyterians with which one might strike up an argument.” 
We do not know just what it will be like, but we are sure that it will be 
highly desirable for those who are prepared for it. The certainty of Immor- 
tality in the Heart of the Christian, makes death no longer a dreaded exper- 
ience from which we shrink, either for ourselves or our loved ones, but the 
opening of a door into a grand new life. Some time ago, the invalid daugh- 
ter of a friend of mine passed away. As so often is the case when parents 
have watched so lovingly over an afflicted child for many years, their grief 
was almost more than they could bear. In trying to form a message of 
comfort for them, these words, which might pass as poetry in some circles 
came to me: 


Death walked across my path one day, and seized a friend of mine. 
Thou monster dread, I stoutly said, your company I decline. 


You stalk into a merry troup, and place your ghastly chill 
Upon the gayest of the group; soon all are hushed and still. 


No mercy in your stony heart, doth find a resting place. 
Our loved ones cruelly you lay low, before our very face. 


Be gone! oh monster, only see, my wishes you obey, 
And never with your clammy hands, touch this my house of clay. 
And then one night upon a cot, I saw pain twist with glee, 
The form of one I dearly loved, until it tortured me. 


All of the healing arts of men brought the pain to stay, 
But Medics sadly shook their heads and slowly walked away. 


Then death came softly through the door and eased her of her pain. 
Then o’re her tortured twisted face was spread a smile again, 


And through her lately writhing frame an Holy peace held sway, 
For God, you see, had ordered Death to take her hurt away. 


“Oh, Death! Forgive”, in haste I cried “don’t leave me evermore; 
For some cruel night this house of clay will look toward some door 


And beckon thee come quickly through and touch this earthy clod.” 
Death smiled at me and kindly said, “I too am sent of God.”

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Article I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


Article II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of 
the Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


Article III—All members and probationers of the Idaho Conference 
shall be members of this Society. 


Article [V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall 
constitute a Board of Directors. 


Article V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first elec- 
tion, shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected 
by the Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if 
a member so desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each 
district, and be elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, 
and two for one year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year 
to serve for three years or until their successors are elected. 


Article VI—The Articles and/or By-laws of this Society may be 
amended, or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the 
Society present and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing 
having been publicly given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and pre- 
serve all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism 
in the Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of 
the Society. 


2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). 
In his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 


3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the 
Directors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the 
general correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all 
historical matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was 
given and the date received. 


4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 


charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 


Board of Directors. ;

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C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet in regular session at 9:00 a.m. and shall 
adjourn at 12:00 noon, but the Conference may alter the time of meeting 
and the time of adjournment at its discretion. 


2. The Standing Committees of the Conference shall be nominated by 
the Nominating Committee, except where provided for otherwise by the 
Discipline, said committee to be composed of one minister and one layman 
from each district. If this committee should fail to act, the Standing 
Committees and Boards shall be chosen by the Cabinet. The Standing 
Committees shall be as follows: The Board of Conference Claims, Con- 
ference Board of Missions and Church Extension, Board of Education, 
Board of Temperance, Conference Board of Church Location, Social Service 
Committee, Trustees of Wesley Foundation, Commission on Evangelism, 
Resolutions of Courtesy Committee, Committee on Memoirs, Auditing Com- 
mittee, Historical Committee, Nominating Committee, Council of Epworth 
Leagues, Committee on Equalization of Ministerial Salaries, Committee on 
World Peace. 


3. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining 
pastor, the Conference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents (with the 
cooperation of the presiding Bishop), and the lay member of the enter- 
taining church. 


4. All members voting shall be within the bar of the Conference at 
the time a vote is taken. 


5. The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of all papers 
of the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the Conference, 
and shall not permit any person or persons to have possession of the 
papers except by order of the Conference. All papers of the Conference 
shall be forwarded to the place of the Conference session. 


6. No man shall be received into trial into the Conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be approved by 
the Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all, whether seeking 
reception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. 
No person shall be admitted on trial in this Conference unless he has 
a minimum academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation 
of A. B. degree. 


7. The Standing Rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


8. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall 
be authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these 
Conference Rules. 


9. No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age 
of retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference 
Relations, or the Board of Stewards, or the Board of Ministerial Training. 


_ 10. The Conference relation of any member may be brought up for 
discussion only in Ministerial Executive session.

E. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 


The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, 
as far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the 
Conference, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differ- 
ences in living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other 
variants which will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 


The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial 
Support to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents 
ex officio. Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer annually to perform the usual functions of such officers. The com- 
mittee shall preserve complete records of its transactions and shall pro- 
vide for an annual audit. The expenses of this committee shall be a 
priority claim upon the fund hereinafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 


This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash 
support as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the 
basis of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the 
Missionary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested 
to assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment 
shall be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other 
ministers serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in 
living conditions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or 
parsonage is provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as 


rental allowance. \ 
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Par. 4—Report of Payments. 

Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treas- 
urer of the committee and receipts issued thereof. The fund shall be 
kept in a bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 

a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the 
session of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments 
shall be made to any minister except by the request, or with the ap- 
proval of, the District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no 
distribution shall be made to any minister who has failed to prorate 
the various ministerial claims, or whose charge has failed to make an 
every-member canvass for ministerial support; and provided, further, 
that nothing shall be distributed to cover the failure of any church to 
meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with 
the committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive and 
benefit from this fund. 


c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% 
of the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 

In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet 
the claims of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his 
proportional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be 
distributed arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 
It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference cooperate 


to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference mem- 
ber will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 


c. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 


e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards ifica- 
tions for admission into the Conference. S sre ba 


f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bichoneh! nae

A Friends Church Male Quar- 
tet from Caldwell sang two hymns. Rev. James Miller of the 
Caldwell Presbyterian Church, on behalf of the Caldwell Minis- 
terial Association, welcomed the Conference. A cordial welcome 
was also extended to the Conference by Mr. Walter Dix, Lay 
Leader of the Caldwell Church. 


Bishop Kennedy responded to the words of welcome and intro- 
duced the Conference Speaker, Dr. A. Raymond Grant, who gave 
his first scheduled address on “Remembrance In the Morning.” 
Dr. Grant is the pastor of The First Methodist Church of Sacra- 
mento, California. 


The service closed with the Hymn, “God of Grace, God of 
Glory,” and the Benediction. 


Reception: A reception followed in the Odd Fellows’ Temple. 
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SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 
Wednesday Morning, May 31st 


Morning Worship: Organ music opened the Morning Worship 
Service at 8:15, with the host pastor’s wife, Mrs. Harold Nye, at 
the console. At 8:30 Bishop Kennedy led the Conference in a 
formal worship period, including his first scheduled meditation 
on “How To Be Happy.” . 


Communion Service: The Bishop assisted by the two District 
Superintendents, Dr. I. L. Shaver, and the host pastor, led the 
congregation in an impressive observance of the Lord’s Supper. 


Memorial Service: Under the direction of C. M. Donaldson, 
Chairman of the Committee on Memoirs, the annual Memorial 
Service was conducted. An organ prelude preceded the singing 
of the hymn, “For All The Saints Who From Their Labors Rest.” 
James Crowe read the Scripture lesson and offered the prayer, 
after which a quartet composed of Rev. and Mrs. P. C. Bent, 
Dallas McNeil, and Mrs. M. H. Greenlee sang “Nearer My God 
To Thee.” The roll of those who had passed away during the past 
year, was read by the Secretary: The Reverends Edgar L. 
White, Charles F. Luscher, Hans I. Hansen, Edgar A. Pollock, 
Carey O. Heath (member of the Oregon Conference), and Rich- 
ard Vansant, a Lay Member of the Conference from Richfield. 


Brief tributes were paid each of these men by the following 
ministers: F. W. Werts, Charles W. Easley, H. G. McCallister, H.

“No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive 
age of retirement, shall be nominated for membership on the 
Board of Conference Relations, or Board of Stewards, or the 
Board of Ministerial Training.” It was so ordered. 

The character and official administration of the ministers of 
the Western District were passed by the Conference; also that 
of the District Superintendent, H. G. McCallister. A similar pro- 
cedure was followed in the case of the Eastern District men and — 
F. W. Werts, Superintendent. 


_ District Superintendent’s Report: H. G. McCallister, Western 
District Superintendent, presented his report which, upon mo- 
tion of W. H. Hertzog, was accepted. (See Report). 
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F. W. Werts moved that the Order of the Day on Friday 
morning be made the presentation of “The Advance.” It was 
so ordered. 

F. W. Werts then moved that “for efficiency in committee 
work, lay members on Boards and Committees (except where 
Discipline explicitly states otherwise) shall be listed by church 
instead of delegate, thereby making the lay member from the 
church named on any committee, the member of that committee.” 
The plan was adopted. 

Donald Walker nominated P. C. Bent as Conference Post- 
master. He was elected. 

H. G. McCallister then nominated Leroy Walker as Press 
Agent and Reporter for the “Christian Advocate”. He was 
elected. 

The Conference then joined in singing, “Breathe On Me 
Breath of God’. 

Following announcements, the benediction was pronounced 

and the Conference session adjourned. 


SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Wednesday Afternoon, May 31st 


Business Session: The business session began at 2 o’clock 
with the singing of the Hymn, “Pass Me Not, O Gentle Saviour.” 


District Superintendent’s Report: Dr. F. W. Werts, Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern District, presented his report which was 
accepted upon motion by Albert Parrett. (See Report). 


District Superintendents’ Joint Report: Dr. Forrest W. 
Werts presented a joint report from the District Superintendents. 
The various recommendations of the report were individually 
considered and accepted. (See the District Superintendents’ 
Joint Report). 

C. G. Hannan moved “that the Conference shall elect the 
Nominating Committee on nomination by the Cabinet subject to 
a maximum two year tenure of office.” This first year, half the 
committee is to be elected for a one year term and the other half 
for a two year term. It was carried. 

J. M. Bain, Manager of the Portland branch of the Methodist 
Publishing House, was presented by Bishop Kennedy. Mr. Bain 
reported that the sales for this past year were the best in the 
history of the Portland store. He presented Bishop Kennedy with 
a check for $1,103.41 for the Conference Claimants Fund as the - 
Idaho Conference share of the profits for the past year. He 
commended a number of books to the Conference Members in- 
cluding Bishop Kennedy’s latest one, “The Lion and The Lamb.” 
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Harold Mackey made the motion that the Conference express its 
appreciation to Mr. Bain for his courteous and efficient service 
through the Publishing House this past year. Carried. 

W. C. Moore was appointed convener of the newly set-up In- 
terboard Council. 

Bishop Kennedy presented several books of special signifi- 
cance available in the basement book display. 


Presentations: Bishop Kennedy presented Dr. and Mrs. Law- 
rence Nye of the First Methodist Church in Portland. 

Dr. Gilbert Christian was presented and addressed the Con- 
ference in behalf of the Oregon Council of Churches. 

Secretary Leonard Clark moved that all further motions be 
presented to the Secretary in written form. It was carried. 

Following a number of announcements, Logan Pruitt pro- 
nounced the benediction. 


Golden Cross Banquet: The annual Golden Cross Banquet 
was held at 6 P. M. at the Odd Fellows’ Hall, with Albert B. 
Parrett as toastmaster. The program opened with the singing 
of the Hymn, “Beloved, We Are The Sons of God.” Special 
music included a vocal duet by Glenn Massey and Mrs. Paul Lud- 
low, both of Nampa, and a vocal solo by Harold Nye. Explana- 
tion was made by the chairman of the purpose and plan of the 
Order of the Golden Cross. Dr. Lawrence Nye, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church of Portland, gave an address on “The 
Glory of the Ministry.” The benediction was pronounced by W. 
H. Hertzog. 


Evening Service: The Evening Service opened at 8 o’clock 
with the Rev. A. M. Thomas presiding. Special music was 
brought by the host church choir, and Dr. Grant gave his sched- 
uled address entitled “Heart Trouble.” 


THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Thursday Morning, June 1st 


Morning Devotions: The morning devotional period opened 
with an Organ Meditation with Mrs. Harold Nye at the console. 
Stanley Andrews presided and Bishop Kennedy gave an address 
on “How To Be Triumphant.” 


- Business Session: The Bishop called the Conference to order 
at 9:15 A. M. The Committee on Journal reported it had read 
the minutes and approved them. 

Rev. Ernest Goulder, Director of Wesley Foundation at the 
University of Idaho, was introduced and spoke on behalf of his 
work, and distributed a report on the Wesley Foundation work 
there. A motion was made by C. G. Hannan that the Conference 
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express appreciation to Rev. Goulder and Mrs. Bliss for the work 
being done by them at Moscow. Motion carried. 

_ The Bishop presented Dr. Lawrence Nye, who spoke concern- 
ing the Area project of buying a home for the resident Bishop. 
eee Kennedy expressed appreciation for the lovely Episcopal 
residence. 


_ eports: Stanley Andrews brought in the report of the Aud- 
it Committee. He moved its acceptance. Carried. (See Report) 
_ Stanley Andrews presented the report of the Peace Commis- 
sion. H. G. McCallister moved to defer action on the report un- 
til mimeographed copies could be provided. Motion carried. 
_ Motion by Dallas McNeil that the rules be amended to require 
in so far as possible, that reports be mimeographed and placed 
in the hands of the Conference one day before the presentation 
of the report. Carried. Clark Wood moved that the motion be 
referred to the Committee on Precedure. Carried. 

H. J. Gernhardt moved that the Committee on Procedure 
establish the Annual Conference on the following plan: All 
Conference Boards, Commissions and Committees meet Tuesday 
and Wednesday; Organization of Conference to be Wednesday 
evening, 7:30 P. M. Carried. 

_M. H. Greenlee moved that a secretary be hired to type and 
mimeograph committee reports of this conference. Carried. 


Corporate Session—10:30 A. M. The chairman of the Con- 
pes Board of Trustees, H. G. McCallister, called the session to 
order. 

L. B. Bailey moved that the Secretary of the Annual Confer- 
ence (Leonard Clark) become Secretary of the Corporatee Ses- 
sion. Carried. 

The minutes of the last session were read by the Secretary 
and approved. Roll Call was also read. 

F. W. Werts recommended that the $200 loan to the Bliss 
Church be returned to the Board of Trustees of the Conference. 
Harold Mackey so moved; it was carried. 

The matter of the Dietrich property was explained by F. W. 
Werts and Bert Powell. The parsonage and property is going to 
ruin and a clear title on the same could not be obtained. They 
suggested that the present property by sold for $1.00. Harold 
Mackey so moved—carried. 

__L. B. Bailey reported how property repairs had been made at 
Ola, and property evaluation had been raised thereby. 

H. G. McCallister presented a letter from a resident of Sum- 
merville, Oregon, inquiring if the land on which the former Meth- 
odist church stood was for sale. W.H. Hertzog moved that the 
District Superintendent determine the legal status of said prop- 
erty and dispose of it if it be desirable to do so. Carried. 

The matter of adequate car insurance for the Rocky Moun- 
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tain Circuit Rider was brought up for consideration. It was re- 
vealed that at last year’s session the question of taking out furth- 
er car insurance was referred to the Conference Board of Trus- 
tees with power to act. No action had been taken, it was discov- 
ered. Therefore, S. T. Bailie moved that the Conference Board 
of Trustees be instructed to insure L. B. Bailey’s car for liability 
and car damage, doubling the liability insurance. Carried. 


H. G. McCallister inquired as to the sale of the Eastern Dis- 
trict parsonage, which request was made at last years’ corporate 
session. F. W. Werts revealed that since he had been unable to 
find an adequate house, no move had been made to sell the pres- 
ent property. It was decided to let the matter rest until next 
year. 


C. G. Hannan referred to the fact that a $4,000.00 loan had 
been made from the general funds of the conference to help 
finance the down payment of the Eastern District parsonage. 


Edson Deal, Treasurer of the Conference Board of Trustees, 
gave the treasurer’s report. Upon motion of C. M. Donaldson, 
it was adopted. (See Report). 


The matter of the purchase of a car for Harold Mackey, 
Grand Ronde Circuit Rider, was raised. C. M. Donaldson moved 
that “the Idaho Conference go on record as favoring the use of 
mobile units in the Idaho Conference by the Conference Board 
of Trustees re-financing the mobile unit now in use on the Grand 
Ronde Circuit, either by the General Board of Missions or Har- 
old Mackey personally.” In case the General Board of Missions 
paid the cost of the car the title would be held by the Conference 
Board of Trustees; whereas Harold Mackey would retain the 
title if he paid for it himself. The motion was approved. 


C. M. Donaldson moved the re-election of the class of 1950, 
including W. H. Hertzog, Leonard Clark, H. G. McCallister, to 
become the class of 1953. Charles Easley put the question, and 
they were elected. The Secretary then cast a unanimous ballot 
for these nominees. 


W. H. Hertzog moved the re-election of the present officers 
of the Board of Trustees for another year, including H. G. Mc- 
Callister, President; W. O. Cotton, Vice-President; Leonard 
Clark, Secretary; and Edson Deal, Treasurer. Assistant Sec- 
retary, Charles Easley, put the motion, and they were elected. 


H. G. McCallister read a correspondence from Edson Deal, 
Treasurer, concerning a note signed by Leslie Bailey on the pur- 
chase of his Circuit Rider car. Dallas McNeil moved that the 
note be cancelled and returned. It was carried. 


I. S. Motz moved that the interest on the $126.00, held by 
the General Board of Pensions, for the Conference, be turned 
over to the Board of Conference Claimants. It was so ordered. 


Dallas McNeil moved that the Treasurer be instructed to pay 
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$50.00 to the Conference Claimants Fund for distribution.: It 
was carried. 

The chairman announced the adjournment of the Corporate 
Session and the chair was relinquished to the Bishop. 


Business Session: Bishop Kennedy read a correspondence 
from C. R. Haudenschield, retired minister, and announced re- 
ceipt of $50.00 in same. 

Upon motion of L. B. Bailey the Secretary was instructed to 
send C. R. Haudenschield a note of thanks, and to place the money 
received from him in the Conference Claimants Fund. 


Presentations: C. M. Donaldson, chairman of Courtesies 
Committee, presented Bruce McConnell, Lee Backman, young 
men from our conference who will be attending a theological 
seminary this fall. He called upon Don Smith and A. M. Thomas 
to present Paul LaRue, another young man from our conference 
who has attended Boston Theological Seminary the past year. 
F. W. Werts presented Mrs. Clarence Biggs, Conference Presi- 
dent of the W.S.C.S.; Hugh Nelson, Conference Lay Leader ° 
Kent Tatlock, Eastern District Lay Leader; Edson Deal, Western 
District Lay Leader. 

Following announcements, adjournment was declared and 
the benediction was pronounced by Rev. Lawrence Nye. 


THIRD DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, June 1st 


At 2 p.m. the Conference was called to order by W. C. Moore, 
who was earlier appointed by the Bishop to preside in his ab- 
sence, while he spoke to the Woman’s Society of Christian Serv- 
ice currently meeting in the Odd Fellows Temple. 


Reports: Harold Mackey, Chairman of the Committee on 
Moving Expense, presented his report and distributed copies to 
members of the Conference. He moved its adoption. After 
being seconded, W. B. Starmer moved an amendment to the effect 
that specific instruction be given the District Superintendents to 
discuss the matter of moving expenses with the First Quarterly 
Conferences. The motion was carried. The report was then 
adopted as amended. (See Report.) 


Leroy Walker presented a statement of Donations of the 
Board of Missions and Church Extension. (See Report.) 


Edgar Oakes, Chairman of the Board of Conference 
Claimants, presented the matter of the Reserve Pension Fund. 
I. S. Motz of the General Board of Pensions, Chicago, presented 
the Bishop with a Chartered Fund dividend check in the amount 
of $65.00. He reviewed the history of the Reserve Pension Fund 
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in the Conference, and stated that $98,000 of the $107,000 goal 
has been received. 

The Board of Lay Activities Report was presented by Hugh 
Nelson, Conference Lay Leader. Upon motion of H. G. Mc- 
Callister, the report was adopted. (See Report.) 


Executive Session: F. W. Werts moved, and it was duly sec- 
onded, that we go into Executive Session to deal with the case 
of George H. Allen. It was so ordered. Leroy Walker made the 
following motion: ‘The Board of Conference Relations, the Su- 
perintendent of the Eastern District, and his pastor, Clark J. 
Wood, recommend that George H. Allen, who at his own request 
desired to terminate his relation as an ordained local elder, be 
restored to the status of an effective elder of the Conference.” 
The motion carried. F. W. Werts then moved that Rev. Allen be 
excused from the remainder of the Conference session. He was 
excused. 


The Bishop then declared the adjournment of the Executive 
Session. 


Leonard Clark reported for the Special Committee on Revi- 
sion of the Conference Rules of Order. Action was deferred 
until the report could be mimeographed. 


W. C. Moore moved we reconsider the action taken yesterday 
in naming pastoral charges instead of individuals on Conference 
Committees. The motion carried. 


Reconsideration of the matter resulted in a motion by W. C. 
Moore that we rescind our action taken yesterday in the above 
matter. The action was rescinded. 

W. C. Moore moved “that all members of Boards, Commis- 
sions, and Committees should be listed by name, and, in case of 
lay members, alternate delegates to the annual conference serve 
for that session in place of their regular delegates who are ab- 
sent.”’ The motion was approved. 

H. J. Gernhardt then moved that “the Boards, Committees 
and Commissions shall be composed of the ministerial and lay 
members of the Annual Conference, and such persons as are 
designated by the Discipline.” Upon vote, the motion was lost. 

C. M. Donaldson moved a twelve minute recess. It was 
declared. 

At 3:55 p.m., the Conference was again called to order. 

Logan Pruitt, chairman of the Committee on Possible Unifi- 
cation of the Oregon and Idaho Conferences, presented the find- 
ings of his committee. Following an open discussion, C. G. 
Hannan moved we accept this report and express our apprecia- 
tion to the committee for its work, and that the committee be 
dismissed. The motion carried. (See Report) 

Announcements were made and adjournment declared. The 
benediction was pronounced by Logan Pruitt. 
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_ Woman’s Society Conference M eeting: The Conference meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service was held in the 
Odd Fellows Temple at 2 P. M. with the Conference President, 
Mrs. Clarence Biggs, presiding. The address of the afternoon 
was delivered by Dr. A. Raymond Grant. 


Lay Banquet: The first annual Lay Banquet was held at 6 
p.m. at the Presbyterian Church with Conference Lay Leader, 
Hugh Nelson, as toastmaster. Those featured on the program 
included: W. B. Starmer who returned our thanks; Kent Tatlock 
Eastern District Lay Leader who led the group singing; Dick 
Williams and Mrs. Plowhead who sang solos, and a duet; J. Lyle 
Cunningham who gave the banquet address. The benediction 
was pronounced by Edgar L. Oakes. William Wulf, Kent Tat- 
logy and S. T. Bailie were introduced as Associate District Lay 

eaders. 


_ Evening Service: The Evening Service opened at 8 o’clock 
with W. H. Hertzog presiding. Special music was furnished by 
the Nampa Methodist Church choir, and Dr. A. Raymond Grant 
presented his scheduled message, “A Creed for Chaotic Days.” 


FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Friday Morning, June 2nd 


Morning Worship: Organ meditation, with Mrs. Harold Nye 
at the organ, began at 8:15 a.m. The morning devotional period 
began at 8:30 with Harold Mackey presiding. Following 
this period, Bishop Kennedy gave his scheduled meditation, “(How 
to be Different’”’. 


Business Session: The session was called to order at 9:15 
a.m. by Bishop Kennedy. The Committee on Journal approved 
the mimeographed minutes for Thursday’s proceedings. 

F. W. Werts moved the postponement of the report of the 
Conference Advance Committee until Saturday. The motion 
was passed. 


Presentations: The Bishop presented to the session, Dr. Ezra. 
Cox of the General Board of Missions, who spoke challengingly on 
the general home missionary condition, and urged an “advance” 
by the church. 

It was moved by H. J. Gernhardt “that the Idaho Conference 
endorse the work being done by the Oregon Council of Churches 
by having the District Superintendent, one minister, and one lay- 
man of the Western District elected to its board of directors 
and that the Commission on World Service and Finance be re- 
quested to consider the possibility of financial support of the 
council.” The motion was carried. 

Dr. Walter L. Breaw, Vice-President of Iliff School of Theol- 
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ogy, was presented to the session. He presented the status of 
all the U. S. Methodist Theological schools, also the need for 
ministerial training in our theological schools. 


The report of the Board of Missions and Church Extension 
was presented by Leroy Walker who moved the adoption of the 
report. It was seconded. W. C. Moore moved that February 
instead of October be “World Outlook’ month. Carried. The 
original report as amended was accepted. (See Report). 


Leroy Walker nominated W. C. Moore Conference Mission 
Secretary. He was elected. 


H. G. McCallister moved that a ten-minute recess be observed. 
Carried. 


W. H. Hertzog presented the matter of the “Christian Advo- 
cate.” Honorable mention was made of three of our churches: 
Twin Falls with 82 subscriptions (8.7% of active membership) ; 
Rupert-Paul with 54 subscriptions (13.5% of active member- 
ship) ; and Aberdeen with 14 subscriptions (28% of active mem- 
bership). 


Rev. Albert Rostron, Fruitland pastor, was presented to the 
session by H. G. McCallister as one who had become a member of 
the conference since the last Annual session. 


Reports: Vern Taylor presented the report of the Conference 
Board of Evangelism. H. G. McCallister moved its adoption. 
It was adopted. (See Report.) 


The report of the Board of Temperance was presented by 
M. H. Greenlee who moved its adoption. Adopted. M. H. Green- 
lee then spoke about the temperance literature available and 
temperance advertising mediums. (See Report.) 


Hugh Nelson, Conference Lay Leader, brought Mrs. Gerald 
Kennedy before the Conference, and H. G. McCallister presented 
her with flowers in honor of hers and Bishop Kennedy’s wedding 
anniversary. 


Dean L. A. Williams, of the College of Idaho, was presented 
to the Conference and spoke briefly on the work of the college, 
and the close relationship it holds to the Methodist Church, with 
nearly one-fourth of the present enrollment preferring the Meth- 
odist Church. 


Clark Wood then moved that ‘‘we continue to commend the 
work of the College of Idaho in the program of education and 
character-building which the school is carrying on within the 
bounds of our Conference, especially among the many Methodist 
students who are in attendance at the college. 


We further direct our Secretary to convey the greetings of 
the Conference to the school’s new President as he assumes his 
duties.” It was so ordered. 
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Order of the Day : H. G. McCallister moved that we reconvene 
at 3:30 P.M., to consider the report of the Special Committee to 
Revise the Standing Rules of Order. It was seconded and carried. 

Following announcements, adjournment was declared and 
the benediction pronounced by W. W. DeBolt.

Business Session: Following a brief recess, a regular busi- 
ness session of the Conference was called to consider the report 
of the Special Committee to Revise the Standing Rules of Order 
of the Conference, which was deferred previously until it had 
been mimeographed. It was presented jointly by the Chair- 
man, Leonard Clark, and W. H. Hertzog. Each item was con- 
sidered and adopted individually as printed in this Journal. (See 
“Standing Rules of Order’’.) 

Clark Wood then moved the adoption of the report as a whole, 
fulfilling the requirement of a two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting. The report was adopted. 


Lay Meeting: The meeting was called to order by Hugh Nel- 
son, Conference Lay Leader. Mrs. S. L. Blie of Murtaugh, was 
elected Secretary. The Lay Leader presented a proposed pro- 
gram of activities pointed toward the strengthening of lay work 
in the local church. The matter of tithing received special at- 
tention, resulting in the following motion: “That we particularly 
stress the need of tithing; that stewardship classes be held in 
each charge; and that the pastor of each charge give proper in- 
formation to each new member on the importance of tithing.” 

Other business included a motion which was carried, that 
“lay delegates to the Annual Conference be elected for a quad- 
rennium.” 

An offering was received of which $3.50 was turned to the 
Conference Treasurer, toward the cost of flowers presented 
earlier to Bishop and Mrs. Kennedy in observance of their Wed- 
ding Anniversary. 

The meeting adjourned at 3:30 P. M. 


Board of Education Banquet: The annual Board of Educa- 
tion Banquet was held at the Christian Church at 6 P.M. with 
James Crowe, Chairman of the Conference Board of Education, 
as toastmaster. Three vocal solos were offered by Ralph Wagon- 
er, accompanied by his wife. Dr. Walter L. Breaw, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Iliff School of Theology, gave the banquet address. 


Evening Service: The Evening Service opened at 8 o’clock 
with the Rev. Bert Powell, presiding. Special music was furnish- 
ed by the host church choir, and Dr. A. Raymond Grant delivered 
his last address to the Conference, “You Can Plant a Standard’’. 

Ministers Wives’ Luncheon: The Ministers Wives met at 12 
o’clock noon for their annual luncheon. They met at the R. C. 
Pasley home for the luncheon and moved to the Harold Nye 
home for the program, devotions and business session. Mrs. W. 
C. Moore, president of the group, presided. 
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FIFTH DAY, EIGHTH SESSION 
Saturday Morning, June 3rd 


Morning Worship: Mrs. Harold Nye, Organist, opened the 
morning devotional service with a period of organ music at 
8:15. Donald Nothdurft presided and Bishop Kennedy gave the 
fourth in his series of morning devotional addresses, on the sub- 
ject, “How to be Rewarded.” 


Business Session: 9:15 A. M. The committee on Journal was 
called for and reported its approval. 


C. M. Donaldson presented Bruce and Warren McConnell, 
brothers who are preparing themselves for the ministry. 

The Bishop called for all Junior lay members to stand and 
be recognized. He welcomed them to the conference session, and 
introduced Kenneth Bishop, Conference Youth President. 


Reports: The World Service and Finance Commission report 
was presented by C. G. Hannan. Each item of the report was 
acted upon individually. Regarding item No. 10 in the report, 
Logan Pruitt moved that the laymen’s offer to raise the balance 
of $9,000 for the Reserve Pension Fund be accepted. It was 
carried. M. H. Greenlee moved that under item No. 11 in the 
report, sub-section “e’”’ be included. C. G. Hannan then moved 
the adoption of the entire report and it was adopted. (See 
Report). 

C. G. Hannan presented the following statement: “The com- 
mission on World Service and Finance makes the following re- 
port on the item of Pastors’ Travel Expense: The Commission 
was unable to reach a unanimous decision in the matter; hence 
it brings in no report. However, we understand that a recom- 
mendation on this matter will be presented on the floor of the 
conference.” 


H. G. McCallister suggested that an offering be received for 
the host church caretaker, C. D. Rush, as an expression of our 
appreciation for his excellent services. It was done. Later it 
was announced that $36.47 was received. 


A hymn was sung, after which Bishop Kennedy called Ken- 
neth Bishop, Conference Youth President, to the platform to take 
the ena and act as Bishop during the Board of Education Re- 
port. 


Reports: Section “A” of the Board of Education report was 
presented by Executive Secretary, W. C. Moore. This report 
constituted a combined report of the Executive Secretary and the 
Board of Education. Upon motion it was adopted. (See Report). 

The revised report of the Commission on World Peace was 
presented by Stanley Andrews who moved its adoption. It was 
adopted. (See Report). 

Ray Thompson called attention to the Youth Banquet to be 
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held at the College of Idaho at 6 P.M., and stated that it was 
open to adult members of the Conference. 


L. Be Bailey presented the Report of the Board of Confer- 
ence Claimants and moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See 
Report). 

The Report of the Social Action Commission was presented 
by its chairman, Donald N othdurft, who moved its adoption. Af- 
ter it had been seconded, Albert Rostron presented an amend- 
ment to delete the name of “Reader’s Digest”. The amendment 
was carried. Harold Stoltz moved a further amendment to de- 
lete the entire section referring to the “unification of Federal 
Agencies.” It was seconded. Ray Dunn then moved a substitute 
motion to delete the complete paragraph. It was seconded, and 
upon standing vote, the substitute motion was carried. The 
report as a whole was then approved. (See Report). 


Reception of New Members: Following the singing of the 
hymn, “God of Grace, God of Glory” by the congregation, Bishop 
Kennedy received Harry S. Starbuck and Vernon L. Taylor into 
full membership in the Conference, according to the Disciplinary 
requirements. (Par. 343) Immediately after their reception, the 
Bishop spoke feelingly on “The Challenge of the Ministry,” clos- 
ing with prayer. 

Announcements were made and adjournment declared. 


FIFTH DAY, NINTH SESSION 
Saturday Afternoon, June 3rd 


Business Session: The session opened with the singing of the 
hymn “O Master, Let Me Walk With Thee”. 


Reports: Clark Wood moved the adoption of the Report 
on Parish Travel Expense after having presented it to the Con- 
ference. It was adopted. (See Report). 

The Advance Report was read by W. C. Moore who later 
moved its acceptance. It was seconded. In connection with 
the reading of the report, F. W. Werts rose for a point of privil- 
ege to introduce Don I. Smith and Logan Pruitt who spoke on 
the Salmon, Idaho work and the enterprise in Ontario, Oregon 
respectively. Lay members from each church also gave further 
information concerning the work in the two parishes. The report 
was adopted. (See Report). 

Hugh Nelson, Conference Lay Leader, spoke on the problem 
of collecting the remainder of money due the Reserve Pension 
Fund, urging the full coopration of both laymen and ministers. 

The Report of the Conference Statistician was read by Stat- 
istician, J. D. Crego, who moved its adoption. It was seconded. 
He then expressed his appreciation for the aid given by his assist- 
ants. The motion to adopt the report was carried. (See Report). 
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Prior to his reading the Conference Treasurer’s report, Treas- 
urer, Don Campbell, expressed his thanks to those who helped 
him—Mr. and Mrs. John W. Taylor, P. C. Bent, and Don Walker, 
and for the cooperation shown by the ministers in getting their 
reports into conference on time. He moved the adoption of the 
report after it had been read. It was accepted. (See Report). 


The Report of the Nominating Committee was read by its 
chairman, H. J. Gernhardt, who, after necessary changes were 
made, moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See List of Com- 
mittees. ) 


Cc. G. Hannan, Chairman of the World Service and Finance 
Commission, moved: (1) “That $150.00 be allocated from the 
Annual Conference Expense Fund to the Town and Country Com- 
mission for setting up its work for this year only. (2) That the 
Committee on Parish Travel Expense be allowed necessary ex- 
penses from the Annual Conference Expense Fund for this year 
only.” ‘The motion carried. 


L. B. Bailey read a brief report from the Board of Hospitals 
and Homes recommending that (1) “the Secretary be instructed 
to write a letter of appreciation to the would-be donor of a resi- 
dence at Cove, Oregon available to be taken over as an Old Folks 
Home, stating that the Idaho Conference is not in a position to 
accept his offer; (2) that the Committee on Hospitals and Homes, 
and the Committee on Homes for Retired Ministers be combined 
and reduced to seven members (three ministers and four laymen) 
as the Discipline provides in paragraph 1531, a”. Upon motion 
it was accepted. 


The Report of the Committee on Christian Vocations was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Edgar Oakes. O. D. Dearborn moved its adop- 
tion. It was adopted. (See Report). In connection, Bishop 
Kennedy pointed out and commended the Murtaugh church which 
had sent a number of youth into full time Christian service. 

Report “B” of the Conference Board of Education dealing 
with the Budget for the ensuing year, was presented by James 
Crowe, who moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See Report). 

Vernon L. Taylor nominated Temple A. Bruner and O. D. 
Dearborn as lay members, and Harry Starbuck and Don Camp- 
bell as ministerial members of the Town and Country Commis- 
sion. They were elected. 


Annuity Rate: L. B. Bailey moved that, ‘under the provision 
of Par. 1630, Sec. 16, 1948 Discipline, the Board of Conference 
Claimants recommends that the Idaho Conference recognize 
four years of full time supply service in said Conference by Cal- 
vin E. Calemme to be counted on the same basis as Special Con- 
ference Claimants in determining annuity or dependency bene- 
fits. The Board of Conference Claimants further recommends 
the payment of annuities for regular conference claimants for 
the year 1950-51, be on the basis of $20.00 per year for each year 
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of service. It is further recommended that the annuity payment 
to Special Conference Claimants be on the basis of $15.00 per 
year for each year of service”. The motion carried. 


The Disciplinary Question No. 47, “Where shall the next 
session of the annual Conference be held?” was answered in the 
following manner: Leroy Walker in the absence of his lay mem- 
ber from Pocatello, extended to the Conference an invitation to 
hold its 1951 session there. F. W. Werts moved acceptance of 
the invitation. It was accepted. 


A. B. Parrett moved that the Conference adjourn sine die 
SORENS the reading of the appointments on Sunday. Motion 
carried. 


Upon invitation of F. W. Werts, A. M. Thomas presented his 
wife to the Conference. H. G. McCallister presented Miss Mary 
Graves, pastor at Prairie City. 


Stanley Andrews presented the Report of the Conference 
Camping Commission and moved its adoption. It was adopted. 
(See Report). 


The Secretary expressed appreciation to his assistants, Don 
Nothdurft, Charles Easley, also Mrs. Easley and Mrs. Clark. 


Ray Dunn moved that the minutes of this Conference become 
the official journal of this session of the Annual Conference. The 
motion was carried. 


A. B. Parrett moved that “we follow the settled policy each 
year of calling forward the caretaker of the entertaining church, 
in the Conference session and both give him a vote of apprecia- 
tion and a financial gift raised by the taking of an offering from 
those present.” It was so ordered. 

H. J. Gernhardt, Chairman of the Nominating Committee, 
presented the names of Logan Pruitt, Chairman; C. C. Dudley, 
and Joe Coulter as the Committee on Travel Expense. They were 
elected. 

L. B. Bailey moved “that the Commission on World Service 
and Finance be constituted a committee to study the matter of 
an equitable apportionment, on a graduated scale, to the churches, 
of the money to be raised for the support of Conference Claim- 
ants, District Superintendents and Conference Expense, and re- 
port back to the 1951 session of the Idaho Annual Conference.” 
Motion was approved. 

Clark Wood moved that the Secretary be empowered to in- 
clude in the Conference journal the following financial reports 
without their being read on the Conference floor: The Report of 
the Conference Treasurer, and the Report of the Treasurer, Con- 
ference Board of Missions. It was so ordered. 

Charles Easley moved that the Secretary of the Conference 
be empowered to edit all material to be printed in the journal. 
The motion was approved. 
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Bishop Kennedy announced the schedule of services for Sun- 
day morning, declared adjournment, and pronounced the bene- 
diction. 


Youth Banquet: The Conference youth banquget was held at 
Simplot Hall on the College of Idaho campus at 6:00 P.M., with 
Ray Thompson as toastmaster. Several musical numbers and 
readings were presented, Bishop Kennedy brought greetings, 
and Erwin Schweibert, Conference Youth leader, spoke briefly. 
The Rev. William C. Shane, pastor of the United Presbyterian 
Church of Nampa addressed the gathering. 


Evening Service: The Evening Service opened at 8:00 P.M. 
Don I. Smith presided. Special music was furnished by the 
choir of First Methodist Church, Boise. The evening address was 
delivered by the Rev. William C. Shane. 


SIXTH DAY, TENTH SESSION 
Sunday Morning, June 4th 


Love Feast: The Love Feast was held in the sanctuary be- 
ginning at 9 A.M., with Rev. Ray S. Dunn presiding. Old fav- 
orite hymns were sung and the presiding officer led in a testi- 
monial service. 


Ordination Service: Preceding the Ordination Service, little 
David Reece Mackey, son of Rev. and Mrs. Harold Mackey, was 
baptized by Bishop Kennedy. The Ordination Service opened 
with appropriate music and a brief address by the Bishop. The 
Secretary, Leonard Clark, presented Harry L. Starbuck and 
Vernon L. Taylor to be ordained elders, and Mrs. Josie Bach to 
be ordained a local elder. The Bishop, assisted by the two District 
Superintendents, and the following elders, A. B. Parrett, Stanley 
Andrews, Clark Wood, and Leonard Clark, ordained the can- 
didates according to the Discipline. 


Morning Worship: The Morning Worship Service opened at 
10:55 A. M., with the host pastor, Harold N. Nye presiding. A 
challenging message was delivered by Bishop Kennedy. Others 
assisting with the service included the District Superintendents, 
F. W. Werts and H. G. McCallister. Special music was furn- 
ished by the host church choir, with Mrs. Nye at the organ. The 
service was broadcast over the local Caldwell station, KCID. 


Closing Business: Immediately following the close of the 
worship hour, the Bishop called for the closing business of the 
sixty-seventh annual session. C. M. Donaldson, Chairman of 
the Resolutions and Courtesies Committee, presented to the Con- 
ference, Mrs. R. C. Pasley, General Chairman of Entertainment 
in the local church. He then called on the Secretary of the Com- 
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mittee, Stanley Andrews to read the report of the committee. 
This was done and it was adopted. (See Report.) 

The Bishop expressed his personal appreciation to the host 
church for its hospitality and fine entertainment. 

He then read the appointments of the Western District, fol- 
lowed by those of the Eastern District, closing with the Special 
Appointments. 

Following the singing of the Hymn, “God Be With You Till 
We Meet Again”, Bishop Kennedy declared the Sixty-Seventh 
Session of the Idaho Annual Conference adjourned, “Sine Die” 
following the benediction which was pronounced by himself.

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VI. REPORTS 


A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
1. WESTERN DISTRICT 


H. G. McCALuisTerR, District Superintendent 


Bishop Kennedy, Brethern and Laymen: For the eleventh time, I now 
make my Annual Conference Report. The problem always presents itself 
as to what should be said in the midst of many things that could be profit- 
ably reported, and yet escape the editor’s scissors on the one hand and a 
too lengthy soporific discourse on the other. 


The financial honeymoon precipitated by war conditions, began to end 
quite noticeably within the past several months, and has created a feeling 
of caution, hesitancy and anticipation, in which the churches, perhaps first 
of all, have felt the spirit of retrenchment. This is evident in the fact that 
formerly most of the churches had little trouble in meeting financial needs, 
and then leave a good residue in their treasuries. Despite these facts, most, 
if not all the churches will meet salaries in full. But benevolences of all 
kinds may not fare as well, yet latest reports from the Chicago office indi- 
cate we shall exceed last year’s World Service. Acceptances for Advance 
Specials total approximately $7,000, and we shall need the Conference 
Treasurer’s report to tell how nearly this goal has been met. The District 
Superintendents are concerned over an incipient tendency to reduce pastoral 
support by decreasing the minister’s salary, and then add an equal or larger 
amount of the decrease for pastor’s expense fund, charging the same to 
current expense fund of the church. We heartily concur in the local 
church’s provision to assist the pastor in this respect, but unless this matter 
is very carefully considered, it will undercut our system of ministerial 
support and strike at the foundation of our system of church procedure; 
the alternative to which would be an increase in apportionments. 


As usual, the W.S.C.S. has functioned efficiently and shown great 
interest in the work for which they are so well organized. Two new W.S.C.S. 
organizations have been added to the roster of the women’s work. A new 
group at Long Creek, Oregon and Cascade converted the former Ladies Aid 
into a W.S.C.S. group. The Summer School of the conference wide W.S.C.S. 
will be held at the College of Idaho, July 24 to 28. 


The work among the youth for the year has been generally good, and 
the summer program includes camps, or institutes for Intermediates, High 
School and older groups and also a Family camping program is provided. 
With all these varied activities, the attendance is expected to exceed that 


of last summer, where fine institutes were held at both Wallowa Lake and 
in the Sawtooth camp. 


_ Appreciation is hereby expressed for the help of those who came 
into our conference the year with their information, inspiration and 
suggestions, both timely and valuable. Among those who have helped 
us were Dr. Ira Gillet of Africa; Dr. T. W. Cook, from Japan; Dr. Chas. 
Robbins of Tacoma, Wash., who so graciously helped in the Laymen’s work; 
Bishop Y. Abe, now retired, brought us first hand information from Japan; 
and Bishop Kennedy, who in his dynamic way, interpreted to us something 
of the challenge found in the Advance for Christ and His Church. 


Evangelism Training Schools for laymen and ministers were held at 
four strategic places on the District. These classes were not as well at- 
tended as desired, but the work done by way of instruction, discussion, use 
of charts, etc., contributed very much to the success as evidenced by those 
pastors and laymen who put the theoretical into a practical application. 
One pastor confessed he was not much impressed at the outset with the 
methods and procedures, but did consent to try the plan within his parish. 
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The result was the reception of twenty-six members into his church, the 
great majority of whom were fathers and mothers; this in response to lay 
work under direction of the pastor. 


From reports received since Easter, baptisms, and membership, whether 
by transfer or on confession of faith, will also show an increase over last 
year. But as ministers, we should not be content in thinking that reception 
of members is all there is to be done. There remains the matter of instruc- 
tion, assimilation and training in churchmanship, for these are necessary 
for a well rounded Christian experience and willingness to labor for the 
chureh of Jesus Christ. In our ministry we should stress the value of the 
work of God as revealed in the teachings of Jesus. There is the need of 
spirit-stirring and soul-warming preaching in the midst of a world, state 
or community which looks for hope, courage and strength to be found only 
in spiritual enlightenment and understanding. It is well for the minister 
to know something about the J. E. P. & D. documents found in certain 
portions of the Bible as this knowledge will help him to understand and 
explain some of the phenomena of the Scriptures, but he also needs his 
own spirit warmed and enlightened by the Holy Spirit that he may better 
interpret God in terms of this world’s experiences, to the hungry-hearted 
and bewildered minds of his people. This is one of our primary tasks as 
ministers. 


Briefly, permit me to present some, though not all, of the work on 
the different charges: 


Apple Valley: This church is located in open country, and because of 
the distance from other preaching points, it has been served by student 
pastors for the past few years. These have done good work. There is an 
active W. S. C. S. moved by a desire to serve well. Also a Chuch School en- 
rollment of 100, well staffed and furnishing opportunity for religious in- 
struction for all ages. Rev. Ray Thompson also has a thriving M.Y.F. 


Baker: In this city Rev. W. W. DeBolt has an increasing Church 
School, increasing church membership, increasing church attendance, in- 
creasing support, with a unanimous invitation for the return of the DeBolt 
family to the ministry of the church. 


Boise, Collister: The area in which this church is located is rapidly ex- 
panding in home building and increasing in population. Our church is 
being challenged to meet the needs, and our folks are heroically responding. 
The basement to the new addition is nearing completion and will provide 
Church School and social rooms. The M. Y. F. enrolls forty youth. Here is 
the beginning of a strong church. Twenty-six have been received into 
church membership. Rev. H. C. Newman has completed eight years of 
service here. 


Boise, First: A good year in this church marks the close of the second 
year of Dr. R. S. Dunn’s ministry. Here is a large and enthusiastic W. S. 
C. S., three groups of young people with regular programs, a Wesleyan 
Service ‘Guild, and a Church School of nearly 800 enrollees. All these in- 
dicate the spirit of cooperation and progress. The coming year, the church 
pays $5,000 salary and gives an invitation for Rev. and Mrs. Dunn to re- 
turn. Rev. L. W. Backman has been an efficient Assistant Pastor for the 
past year, but will leave in June to attend seminary in California. 


Boise, Immanuel: Rev. Don Nothdurft completes his third year in this 
work, and his ministry is marked by gradual building of both physical plant 
and the religious life of the people. A good Chuch School, well staffed, an 
active M.Y.F., Methodist Men group and W. S. C. S. gives an excellent 
working organization. 


Boise, Wesley Chapel: For four years Dr. C. M. Donaldson has served 
this important field in an acceptable manner, building it from the very 
foundation to the attractive work which it is. Each year has shown pro- 
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gress in an increasing Church School, which now fills all available space, a 
progressive, working W.S.C.S. and a loyal membership. His return is 
requested. 


Cascade: The pastor of this church, Rev. M. H. Greenlee, has made 
fine progress in this mountain opportunity. Extensive improvements on 
the property is recorded. The newest W.S.C.S. in the conference is here, 
recently organized and doing fine work. Added to this is also a good M.Y.F. 
Rev. Greenlee attended the meeting of the Board of Evangelism in Phila- 
delphia and the meeting of the Board of Temperance in Washington, D.C. 


Cove: A change in pastors was made here in September. Rev. Smutz 
going to the Pacific Northwest and Rev. Leon Bolen taking over the work 
at Cove in connection with that at Elgin. Plans are being made for remod- 
eling of the church. New electric range and kitchen cabinets have been 
placed in the parsonage. 


Eagle: Rev. B. F. Hutchins, retired member of the Nebraska Confer- 
ence has done very acceptable work in this progressive church. Extensive 
improvements, an active Church School, faithful membership exists here. 
This young and enterprising preacher has a unanimous invitation to return. 


Elgin: With the combination of Elgin and Cove, Rev. Leon Bolen, a 
local preacher had a challenging task. But ably assisted by his young 
bride, a satisfactory year is noted. Leon, another young man from the 
district is going to Iliff for his seminary work. 


Emmett: In this city we have a large church plant with a sanctuary 
of sufficient seating capacity to care for a membership of one thousand. 
Three years ago Rey. P. C. Bent was assigned to this work. He found roof 
needing repair, with a three-tier, drum-like arrangement of stoves for heat- 
ing which kept the sanctuary at ice-box heat. But since then a new oil 
furnace has been added, repairing completed, and every penny of indebted- 
ness cleared, the last payment of $1400 liquidated recently, all indebted- 
ness. 


Fruitland: Rev. Albert C. Rostron, member of Wyomiing Confer- 
ence, was transferred to this excellent church last conference. And though 
he was late in arriving on the field, the church has had an excellent year, 
with a Church School average attendance of one hundred fifty, finances well 
in hand and an increase in salary of $900 over the preceding year. 


Haines: With a nice increase in Church School and church member- 
ship, and a cooperative W. S. C. S., Rev. L. G. Weaver completes his third 
year. He uses audio-visual aids in his work with good results. This charge 
has given good support to the work of Dr. Gillet in Africa. 


John Day: Rev. Josie Bach has served this work for six years. For- 
merly this work and Canyon City were a circuit. Good highways and a 
desire to concentrate, resulted in these two towns uniting with work at John 
Day only. Recently the parsonage at Canyon City was sold and $5,000 
received was applied to the purchase of the only available expanding space 
near the church property, which now gives the church ample room for fu- 
ture needs. The future is bright for this field. 


Jordan Valley: This church is 60 miles from the nearest Methodist 
church and together with Long Creek, also in Oregon, which is forty miles 
from the nearest Methodist church, make two classes established by Rev. 
Leslie Bailey during his ministry as the Rocky Mt. Circuit Rider. Good 
Church Schools and established budgets, help Rev. Bailey with his other and 
several preaching places in a very large square mileage. He preaches at 
out-of-the-way spots where no others go on like mission. His Methodist car 
carries religious literature, Bibles and a bed. Whenever, or wherever he 
desires to stop for the night he is hotel owner, manager, clerk and bell-boy 
receiving all tips and other perquisites. ; ; 
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Kuna: This enterprising inland town has been served by Rev. Bruce 
McConnell, a local preacher, with complete satisfaction. World Service, 
Advance Fund, Retired Ministers Fund are all paid in full. A fine Church 
School, a lively M. Y. F. and a hustling Women’s Organization indicate the 
year’s growth. Bruce is the third man from the district who is entering 
seminary in June. Iliff, of course! 


La Grande, First: Rev. H. J. Gernhardt has seen much improvement 
made in the church plant the past year, with still more to follow. He has 
the full cooperation of a loyal membership as seen in both Church School 
and church attendance. With three young people’s organizations function- 
ing, Methodist Men and W.S.C.S. groups, all are moving in step with 
their leader. Finances are in good shape and a good increase in church 
membership is shown. 


La Grande, Hendrix: The new educational plant begun last year is 
not fully completed, but enough has been finished to add very materially 
to the needs of the church. Here is a church which shows what can be done 
when a good proportion of its membership tithes. Rev. J. D. Crego has had 
a successful year and has been elected to head up the Intermediate camp- 
ing group at Wallowa Lake. 


Meridian: Rev. Leonard Clark has had a busy and successful year. 
He is as efficient in the pastorate as he is at the Conference Secretary’s 
task. Sixty members have been added to membership roll. There are three 
well attended youth groups, an excellent woman’s group, and Leonard has 
an increasing part in community activities. His return is unanimously re- 
quested. $1,000 was paid to World Service. The Advance Fund of this 
church was paid in full, and the salary materially increased. 


Middleton: One-half of a century marks the ministry of Rev. N. H. 
Lines, the well beloved pastor at Middleton. The World Service and Ad- 
vance acceptances, pastor’s salary and all claims paid in full, make an 
invitation to return an easy matter to decide. 


Nampa, First: This church continues to move onward. With a near 
average of 300 in Church School; three youth organizations, a Boy Scout 
Troop, Methodist Men group and the W. S. C. S. all functioning regularly 
and readily, keep people and pastor busy and happy. Even Stanley Dallas, 
Jr., is beginning to imitate his father in preaching. Truly a $600 increase 
in salary is causing the pastor to seriously consider returning for another 
year. 


Nampa, Southside: Here is perhaps the best open country church in 
the conference and a very fine people to serve. Methodists here look, not 
only to the material side of church work, but also to the spiritual. From 
this church two young men, from the same family, have dedicated them- 
selves to the full-time ministry of the Methodist Church: Bruce and War- 
ren McConnell. This church has a budget of $417 for World Service and 
Advance, an excellent Church School, youth, and women’s group. Rev. J. D. 
Crawford is expected by his people to return. 


New Meadows: Located in the heart of the Meadows Valley country, 
apparently an ancient lake bed, this church is forty miles from the nearest 
Methodist church. It is a field in which we have full responsibility, and 
there is promise of a good church here tomorrow. It is linked with Cascade 
for the purpose of getting better and more satisfactory services, and both 
churches desire a continuation of this arrangement with Rev. M. H. Green- 
lee as the pastor. 


North Powder: Rev. Dennis Elam, a local preacher, serves this church 
with preaching services each Sunday morning. The Church School shows an 
increase in attendance, with a slight increase in membership. The field 
is limited both geographically and financially. Another struggling church 
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is here, and if they were combined, no pastor would lay up treasure in 
worldly goods. 


Nyssa: Our efficient Conference Treasurer, Rev. Donald Campbell, is 
serving satisfactorily this challenging field. Despite the need for space, 
the Church School is moving on, well staffed and increasing. Several addi- 
tions to church membership is reported ,and plans have been completed for 
the accepting gof a D.P. family from Europe. Another good Vacation 
Church School will open for two weeks soon after conference. 


Ontario: This church is characterized by a dogged determination to 
achieve the goal of an adequate church plant. The membership and pastor 
are dominated by faith, hope, sacrifice and a religious determination with- 
out equal in the conference. The per capita giving stands at the top. 
Rev. Logan Pruitt and wife have furnished excellent leadership, and the 
members have given unstinted response. The Ontario church is on the 
way to become an important Methodist stronghold. If Idaho Methodism 
will respond to the opportunity through its gifts, prayers and sympathy, 
next conference year will show a remarkable achievement. 


Payette: In January, the Rev. Cecil G. Hannan was transferred to 
Gooding and the Rev. Stanley Andrews transferred to Payette from Kim- 
berly. He has continued to build upon the stable foundation laid by his pre- 
decessor. He has been well received by both community and church people, 
has given complete satisfaction, and is planning his werk for several good 
years in the tomorrows. 


Pleasant Ridge: This open country church is supplied by Rev. Wil- 
bur Morgan, a student minister. The membership is small though there has 
been an increase of more than 100% this year. There have been 26 addi- 
tions te the church roll, of whom the major portion represented families and 
their children. Church School moves on in a good way, and all financial 
obligations will be met in full. 


Prairie City: The Rev. Mary Graves, a local preacher, formerly em- 
ployed on the Spokane District, came to this work about the first of August. 
She has met with a fine response from the people. The Vacation Church 
School, held after her arrival, enrolled 78 Methodist pupils and will be 
repeated again this summer. Pastor and people are both satisfied. 


__ Sweet-Montour Circuit: Located east of Emmett, in the rolling foot- 
hills and some precipitous mountains with small valleys interspersed, this 
circuit serves a small but earnest number of people with Church Schools and 
regular preachinig services. Due to scarcity of population and not too 
much of economic abundance, this circuit will remain only as missionary 
money to supplement salary is provided. Rev. W. E. Lanman, a local 
preacher, gives good service to these people. 


_ Union: Continued satisfaction and progress marks the work of Rev. 
Virgil Bolen, a professor in the E.0.C. The church parlor was redecorated 
and furnished, and plans are under consideration for building a $5,000 
addition to church plant for religious and social uses. There has been a 
good response tc World Service and the Advance. 


Vale: The Rev. Thomas O. Hill completes his first year at this church. 
An active W.S.C.S. of thirty-five has had a busy and successful time as- 
sisting in various ways in the life of the church. Due to Rev. Hill’s ability 
to do good carpentering, an excellent and commodious garage has been built, 
and also improvements made on the parsonage and lawn. The pastoral re- 
lations committee requests his return. 


Wallowa-Joseph: During his first year at Wallowa, Rev. Harold 
Mackey has greatly improved the church plant. A new furnace, new car- 
pets and new paint now adorn the building, costing approximately $4,000. 
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Rev. Mackey also gives four days each month in serving rural areas from 
35 to 60 miles away. These people have no other church in their communi- 
ties. Good Church Schools are maintained in this scattered territory. Joseph 
is located at the lower end of Wallowa Lake. It is being supplied by a 
local minister, who gives night services only. The church plans to spend 
$2,500 for improvements of various kinds. The Church School shows a very 
decided increase in attendance. 


Weiser-Huntington: In the fall, Rev. Alva E. Gilbert quit the work 
here. And ever since then, the Rev. Frank I. Poage, a young and promising 
youth of eighty summers, has done excellent service with complete satis- 
faction. Though he agreed to help temporarily, yet he has continued through 
the year. Here is one field that needs adequate subsidizing with missionary 
aid for two or three years, and a man of ability anchored until development 
is adequate for withdrawal of missionary funds. The opportunity is there. 


Wilder: For two years David Smith, local preacher, and student at 
the College of Idaho, has cared for this work. The past year has been a 
remarkable one. Church attendance has increased and more interest mani- 
fested in every form of church work than was manifested for years. The 
organization of an additional W.S.C.S. circle for younger married ladies 
of approximately 25 members augurs well for the future. Lay evangelism 
is largely responsible for the addition of 26 members to the church roll. Rev. 
Smith is planning to attend seminary this year. 


Caldwell: Now, I have not forgotten Caldwell, either the friendly 
town, or the genial host-pastor, Rev. Harold Nye, or an equally congenial 
membership and church constituency. Rev. Nye and family have been gra- 
ciously received as leaders and co-workers in the church. Rev. Nye laid out 
a good program and it has been followed whole-heartedly by all. Three 
groups, High School, College and Older Youth, have been taking a course 
in The University of Life, for the past six or eight months. World Service 
and The Advance have had a good response; more than one hundred per- 
sons have been enrolled as new members of the church; finances are in 
good condition, and the addition of $600, in finance, tempts Rev. Nye to re- 
main with this church. I think he will. 4 


Concluding Remarks: Mention should be made of the many meetings 
of Methodist Men’s groups throughout the usual six months of the year. 
Meetings which have included local church groups and sub-district groups 
also. Two of these sub-district groups were held in March, one in Boise, the 
other in Baker, both of which were well attended and addressed by Bishop 
Kennedy. These meetings were informational and inspirational and had 
an important part in Methodist Men’s work over the district. 


Two deaths among ministers occurred during the year. The Rev. Hans 
I. Hansen, nearing 90 years of age, a retired member of the Annual Con- 
ference; the other, that of Rev. Edgar A. Pollock, a retired local preacher, 
and until the time of his passing, was Superintendent of the Wallowa Lake 
Camp Ground. 

Good health in general, abundant opportunity for work, the challenges 
of ministerial duties, all have kept preachers and their families busily and 
happily engaged. For these blessiings we thank God and face forward. In 
these times we should consider and re-consider the relationship of Method- 
ists to both the conference and world opportunities as represented in World 
Service and The Advance for Christ and His Church. The latter being one 
method through which we can very materially help our conference projects, 
which, if, as a conference we do not help, they shall receive very little as- 
sistance from other sources, save as the Board of Missions and Church Ex- 
tension gives its usual aid. The District Superintendents have conscien- 
tiously avoided any differentiation in recognized conference projects, hoping 
that Advance Funds received would be equitably divided. This conference 
session should do some emphasiziing and clarifying of some items in its 


program. 
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During the year, I have tried to assist every minister with his prob- 
lems, if any, whenever and wherever it could be done. Every church, re- 
gardless of size of membership or budget, is an important unit In our organl- 
zation, and is entitled to the careful and prayerful attention of its super- 
visory appointee. My sincere thanks and appreciation is hereby given to all 
ministers, wives and their families, and to the laity for every consideration 
and courtesy which have been given time and time again to the District 
Superintendent and his wife. Distance, nearly equalling the circumference 
of the earth has been travelled during the year, and in those types of weath- 
er common within the bounds of the conference, and a good time has been 
had. Even Lizzie DeSoto has had a good time; she has rattled along and 
I have rattled, and thus we have had a rattling good time throughout the 

ear. . 
FR Now may the rich spiritual blessinigs of our God and Father be with 
all who serve the Idaho Conference and with those whom the Idaho Confer- 
ence serves. 


2. EASTERN DISTRICT 
F. W. Weirts, District Superintendent 
Bishop Kennedy and Members of this Annual Conference: 


’Tis usual, I understand, to begin a report like this with a plethora of 
praise for the prelate, the parsons, and the people with whom one labors. 
Sincerely and genuinely, and without any equivocation or secret evasion 
whatsoever, I wish to say that I am more than thankful for the loyalty, 
the integrity, and the cooperativeness of the brethren. It would take too 
long a time to mention by name and deed these, both clergy, lay folk, and 
friends. This is not a blanket appreciation. It is real personal apprecia- 
tion and GOD KNOWS WHO AND WHY. 


There was a week, a single week, when all the churches were manned. 
In the week that Rev. and Mrs. Taylor came to Fairfield, Reverend Luscher 
transferred his conference membership to the Methodist Conference in 
heaven. In that time, that short week, we relaxed. My ten-year-old son 
came to me, when news of Rev. Luscher’s departure came, and said, “About 
the time WE get things going smoothly something has to happen.” Dr. 
Fritz Kunkel could well have spent a year as Superintendent of this dis- 
trict before he wrote his treatises on “The WE Psychology”. The church 
is a “WE” proposition, and when it isn’t too “WEE” its horizons reach out 
beyond us, as wide as our souls are wide. Death also took my friend of 
forty years, the Rev. E. L. White. As these two great veterans of the cross 
moved ‘over there’, two new young ministers were born: one of these boys 
came to Rev. and Mrs. Harry Starbuck, and the other one to the Rev. and 
Mrs. George Allen. We would note here, also, that death, tragically, came 
to one of our lay members of this conference, Mr. Richard Vansant of 
Richfield. The Rev. Bert A. Powell came to us, and took Richfield and 
Shoshone. Rev. Cecil Hannan came from Payette to Gooding when the 
Rev. William Lambertson returned to Kansas. Rev. Stanley Andrews moved 
to Payette and the Rev. Vernon Taylor went to Kimberly, with George Allen 


taking the pastorate in Ashton. Rev. A. M. Thomas came from Tennessee 
to Burley. 


One thing can be said and should be said: there isn’t a lazy man on 
the whole district. These boys work, day and night, it seems to me. And 
the statistical record will fall short of relating the stories of labors and 
loves in the Lord. In fact, a year ago I stated that Vern Taylor had headed 
a committee to raise EIGHTY” thousand dollars in Ashton for the Com- 
munity Hospital and had done it .... but when the journal was printed 
the “Y” became lost. That gave me an idea.... if you'll take these sta- 
tistical returns all along the line and multiply them by TEN you'll have a 
closer proximity to fact than that which is printed. 
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pon We have the impact of two visits on the District from our Bishop; mis- 
Slonaries, Gillette, Cox and Abe were with us and most welcome; Rev. Mr. 
Moore gave significant help in the Advance; Mr. Hugh Nelson, as Con- 
ference Lay Leader, has rendered a significant service: Doctors Middle- 
ton and Cox of the Board of Missions have visited in person, some parts of 
our District; Rev. Henry Mecklenburg has made several trips to help us. 
Other reports will indicate more fully the work of men and women and youth 
... and Kingdom progress is no figment of the imagination. May we survey 
the work by churches! 


Aberdeen, working splendidly with Dr. Hertzog, has remodelled com- 
pletely their church edifice, spending in money and donated labor more than 
five thousand dollars. 


American Falls, under the very able leadership of Rev. J. R. Crowe, has 
met in the afternoons, yet has made remarkable advance in reception of 
members and in the work of the youth. 


_ , Ashton, with the aggressive direction of Rev. Vernon L. Taylor to give 
it impetus, has redecorated the whole church and purchased a new Ham- 
mond organ with all attachments. This church has made a sizeable contri- 
bution to the Pension Fund. Ashton has become a self supporting church. 


Blackfoot, and Dr. William Hertzog, its achieving pastor, has used lay 
evangelism to bring in 58 new members. The Sunday School has outgrown 
its physical moorings. 


Buhl, pastored admirably by Rev. Olin Parrett, has installed a new 
pipe organ and painted and redecorated the whole church and parsonage. 
Employment of lay workers in the total program has advanced every de- 
partment of the church. 


Burley has responded to the cultured leadership of the Rev. A. M. 
Thomas and shows growth in all departments. The church and parsonage 
have been completely redecorated; and a new pipe organ has been installed. 


Albion is an outpreaching point but Rev. Thomas has reorganized it 
and it now shows in the supporting columns. Burley and Albion took top 
honors in the Week of Dedication contributions. Paul LaRue of Burley is 
a local preacher, having been recently licensed. 


Castleford, also pleasingly served by Olin Parrett, keeps right on grow- 
ing in every way. Youth down this way boast the Conference president of 
the M. Y. F. as one of them. The parsonage has been repaired and painted 
and made into a lovely, liveable home. Redecorations and vast improve- 
ments to the church property have also been made. 


Fairfield, where Jo and Jack Taylor, coming as newlyweds, with Jo a 
PK, and Jack a KP—when it comes to doing the chores that make for so 
much activity in youth work and general community life—have had a great 
year in this little city off yonder beyond the distances. 


Filer, and the Rev. Jasper D. Wilford, a four-starred general when it 
comes to organization and management, has completed its beautiful and 
useful educational and social unit. Recently a new Hammond organ with 
all attachments has been added. Here, growth in all departments, particu- 
larly in the Sunday School and still more particularly when it comes to 
men’s work is most noteworthy. 


Glenns Ferry, following the death of Rev. Luscher, employed Rev. 
Crane, a retired Congregational minister, as preacher, and they have had 
a good year. This church has a great Sunday School, a fine group of young 
folk, some real lay workers, and a superior women’s group. 


Gooding, where the Rev. Cecil Hannan’s experienced and masterful 
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mind and heart has had half a year to work with a great group of loyal 
laymen, has seen the superstructure on the old foundation which ‘holed’ in 
the church for twenty-five years, rise to greet the skies, and all rejoice! 
The Rev. Dr. J. Wesley Miller, a retired Methodist minister, is the active 
genius of the financial campaign to complete the funds with which to finish 
the church buildiing. This church has Velpo Hawks, Kenneth Heidel, Ray- 
mond Thompson, and Mrs. R. W. Day as local preachers. 


Hagerman, with Rev. Charles Easley, princely promoter of programs 
prompted by the general church, together with another group of loyal and 
royal laymen, have built the new sanctuary worth ten thousand dollars and 
only lack a thousand dollars with which to make it free of debt. Youth 
work, church school work, men’s work—these stand out as significant. 


Hansen, where the Rev. Harry Starbuck strides victoriously toward 
goals almost beyond belief. Laymen laboring . . . the church has undergone 
such reconstruction that, not only the building has one of the loveliest of 
sanctuaries, but other departments of the church balance the vhysical im- 
provements with mental and spiritual growth. The altar and fittings have 
been made out of Myrtle Wood by Mr. Vance Naylor, one of the laymen. 


Idaho Falls: Rev. Clark J. Wood, as master generalissimo, has achieved 
a long-time goal in the new $80.000 educational unit, designed by Edwin 
Osaess of Billings, Montana, and said by Bishop Kennedy to be the best 
in the area, plus a new parsonage costing $20,000.00, plus $10.000.00 im- 
provement to the regular church. Couple this tremendous building pro- 
gram with a radio ministry twice a Sunday that reaches where no preacher 
goes, with its regular service activities which now tax the present plant, 
and you have a hint of Trinity’s church life. 


Jerome, where the Rey. Donald Walker has given tireless labors and 
keen acumen toward the building of a lovely thirty thousand dollar sanc- 
tuary which nears, now, completion, has a great group of loyal laymen who 
labor long, along with their pastor, and a general program of church activi- 
ties, that makes one aware of the ministry which a church may give. 


Kimberly: Rev. Stanley Andrews, whose own personal worth is so 
self, evident as to inspire loyalty, had been in Kimberly not quite four years 
when he moved to take the pulpit in Payette. This church is planning an 
educational unit and it needs it. Laymen and laywomen labor lovingly. And 
as a result, the church and the parsonage have been completely redecorated 
and ‘the work of remodelling the church continues. A great group of fine 
young folk are in the church and in the church services. Rev. Vernon Taylor 
continues with this church as it moves up and on. 


Murtaugh: The Reverends Starbuck and Andrews, and now Taylor, 
have served, cooperatively this church, which, in the very heart of a great 
agricultural area, has the largest group of youth in the fellowship of any 
church, possibly, in the conference. The Sunday School is doing magnifi- 
cently and the women do excellently. There are some extra fine laymen, 


too. This church has a future if we don’t let it slip. 


Paul, served by the Rev. J. R. Crowe, has functioned well in its Sunday 
School and in its women’s work. 


Pocatello: Rev. LeRoy Walker, recognized leader of law evangelism 
and a loyal servant of the church, has made many improvements to the 
physical plant. The old parsonage, now known as “Wesley Hall”, serves 
to assist in handling the growing school and the Wesley Foundation group. 
The extra ministry of this church is directed by the pastor whose writings 
in religious and secular presses are well known. At any service, the large 
number of young folk in the church service is remarkable. 
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Richfield, with Rev. Bert A. Powell, the man who advocates the Advo- 
cate, advances the “Advance”, works World Service, and keeps the regular 
activities active, has had a great year, and there is steady and wholesome 
growth in the whole church. 


Rupert, whose pastor, the Rev. James R. Crowe, the man who covers 
more territory and has more projects in progress than most men, is com- 
plete with a campaign for sixty thousand, paid and pledged, to build a new 
educational unit. There is total program in this church, well rounded and 


balanced, making for a Church School and Youth Fellowship life that is 
significant. 


Salmon: The Rey. Don Ian Smith, that young man with the truly mag- 
nificent obsession, has made phenomenal strides. The new parsonage which 
is both church and parsonage now is built and has no debt. The new 
church building will be on land already acquired and the local church has 
oversubscribed its share to its building. It waits upon the conference to 
pay in the ten thousand Advance Special, and Salmon will build. This is 
the city where Methodism first entered Idaho as Brother Van (W. W. Van- 
Orsdel) rode horseback over the mountains. Don Ian has taken jn the 
whole Lemhi Valley and started work in several places. And this is Sal- 
mon’s first year of new life. 


Shelley is served by the Rey. William Gang, who is a Presbyterian 
minister, giving part time. The reports indicate satisfaction. 


Shoshone is pastored by Rev. Bert A. Powell. Thirty-two new members 
have been added and all lines of activity are doubly active. 


Twin Falls, the leading church in the conference, has the Rev. Albert 
Parrett for pastor and intends to keep him. Rev. Parrett and the Twin 
Falls Church have taken the ADVANCE in a most thorough going fashion, 
and done a more systematic job of “faithing” than any church—so far as 
I know. One hundred and thirty-three new members have been added this 
year. The goal for Advance and the quota for World Service are met in 
full. Lay evangelism and laymen working, highlights much of the success 
of this church. Twin Falls paid its Pension Quota for both the Crusade 
and the second appeal in full. Rex Lindamood is a local preacher in this 
church. 


Wendell, where that capable pastor, Charles Easley, is minister, has 
had a growing year, particularly in men’s work. The property has been 
painted without, and improved within, including a beautiful new lecturn 
and altar rail. Young Adults are coming into a full fledged program of 
activity. 


The Woman’s Society of ‘Christian Service is a vital factor in each 
church. How they do what they do is amazing. And they challenge us 
all to appreciate the values that lie in coordinated, cooperative, planned 
programs. We pay tribute to these mothers of the church whose tender care 
make the church a home for the human soul. 


And now, since the recommendations are to be jointed, let me conclude 
this report with a word of appreciation; deep thankfulness to (a) pastors 
and ministers who have so labored for the Kingdom of Christ on earth that 
a fellowship of saints makes for advance and (b) to the lay folk whose 
graciousness is the evidence of that Christian culture whereby the “virtues’ 
of Christ becomes the strength of the church and (c) lastly to the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ to whom we all have gone for enlightenment and com- 
fort, and who has rewarded us with greater tasks to advance, and promised 
us the strength with which to do them. .

That our conference be organized into six groups obviating in the case 
of the Board of Education, of district leaders, and placing the leaders of 
these six groups as members of a framework for distributing the work and 
coordinating the conference program. 


That these six groups be named: UPPER SNAKE RIVER, SNAKE 
RIVER; and WOOD RIVER in the Eastern District, and BOISE VALLEY, 
LOWER SNAKE RIVER VALLEY, and GRANDE RONDE VALLEY in 
the Western District. 


That all other divisions of the conference operating on district and 
sub-district levels be invited to use the same framework and employ the 
same nomenclatures. 


III, That the conference request the Executive Secretary of the Board of

B. REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 
AND BOARDS 


1. BOARD OF EDUCATION 
REPORT A. 


Bishop Kennedy, members of the Conference, youth delegates, and friends: 


This is not a report of the Conference Board of Education and its Ex- 
ecutive Secretary alone—it is a partial report of the work of Christian 
Education in the Conference and is made possible by the work of the Dis- 
trict Superintendents, pastors, and a host of local church workers who have 
a clear conception of the significance of their task and a sincere dedication 
to the thrilling job of guiding persons in their growth toward Christ 
likeness. 

Church Schools across the Conference are ADVANCING ... in their 
efforts to do a more effective work: in enrollment (increase of IEW) oh 
and in average attendance (increase of 216) ; better trained leadership, and 
the use of approved curriculum materials are among our greatest needs. 


Significant things are happening in our Conference within the field 
of Christian Education: 
In CHILDREN’S WORK: under the leadership of: 
Mrs. C. A. Davenport, Caldwell, Conference Director ; 
Mrs. F. W. Werts and Mrs. W. C. Moore, District Directors. 


1. A planning session on Children’s Work in the Conference was held. 


2. A number of local churches are using the services of the Conference and 
District Directors in Workers’ Conferences and demonstration classes. 


8. The Institutes for Vacation Church School Workers reached 127 workers 
in 30 churches. 


4. Much material to help local church workers has been distributed. 


5. A LABORATORY SCHOOL for Children’s Workers will be held in 
Caldwell, June 19-23. 


In WORK WITH YOUTH: with Erwin Schweibert as Con- 
ference Director; Don Nothdurft and Tom Mahan as District 
Directors— 


1. The Conference Methodist Youth Fellowship Council planned and car- 
ried out an active program including “Youth Night” at Annual Confer- 
ence (attendance 174), a Conference-wide Rally in the fall (attend- 
ance 165). 


2. All six sub-districts are organized and having regular meetings. 


. Plans have been m for conference and sub-district officers and adult 
leaders to participate in the first Area M. Y. F. Leadership Workshop, 
June 19-24 at Camp Magruder in Oregon. 
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4. Four Youth Workers in the Conference attended the Seminar for Adult 
Workers with Youth in Portland last January. 


5. Two Institutes for youth last summer were attended by 265 youth. 
More than 100 attended the two Intermediate Camps. 


. This summer two institutes and one camp are being planned for youth, 
and two camps are being planned for Intermediate boys and girls. 


8. Plans for a Caravan in the Conference did not materialize because of 
the inability to secure an adult counselor. 


9. Active Wesley Foundation programs are provided college students in 
Pocatello, LaGrande, and Moscow. 


10. In its summer program and throughout the year, the youth program is 
following the Advance themes. 


In THE ADULT FIELD: work has been largely with teachers of 
adult classes. Two Young Adult Retreats were held last fall 
with an attendance of approximately forty. Young Adult Fel- 
lowships in local churches and in sub-districts offer a challeng- 
ing opportunity in our program for the coming year. 


In GENERAL: : 
Leadership in our conference program this year from the 
General Board staff has included: 
MISS ELIZABETH BROWN, Camp Development Consultant, 
for a meeting with members of the Camp Development 
Committee. 


REV. ‘GEORGE HARPER, Administrative Secretary of the 
National Conference of Methodist Youth, as speaker for 
the Conference Youth Rally. 


MISS MARY SKINNER (Deceased), former head of the 
Children’s Division, for the planning meeting of the Child- 
ren’s Workers staff. 


REV. WALTER TOWNER, Director of the Department of 
General Church School Work, for district meetings with 
pastors and church school supts. 


REV. M. LEO RIPPEY, Director of the Adult Department, 
for a mid-year planning meeting of the Conference 
Board. 


REV. LARRY EISENBERG, member of the Youth Depart- 
ment Staff, for the Area Recreation Workshop in La 
Grande, and a sub-district M. Y. F. rally. 


REV. HAROLD EWING, former director of Commission on 
Christian Vocations, and now head of the Youth Depart- 
ment, for a Christian Vocations Rally and a planning 
eae with the Conference Committee on Christian Vo- 
cations. 


_ In addition to participating in the activities mentioned above, the Exec- 
utive Secretary has: preached in 18 churches in the Conference; had a part 
in 10 local Church Workers’ Conferences; taught in four leadership train- 
ing schools; served on the staff of Caravan Training Center; led a discus- 
sion group at the National Conference on Christian Education; attended a 
Jurisdictional meeting on missions; had part in three Missionary Institutes 
in the Conference; participated in five Advance rallies in the Eastern Dis- 
trict; attended two Area Advance Council meetings in Portland; helped plan 
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the Area Youth Leadership Conference; served as director of the Area Rec- 
reation Workshop; attended Wesley Foundation Board meeting in Moscow; 
worked in the Camp and Institute Leaders’ Training Conference in the Pa- 
cific Northwest Conference; produced, and sent monthly mailing to 345 
local church workers. 


THE LOOK AHEAD ... major plans include: 
1. Working with the newly formed Interboard Council in planning a total, 
coordinated conference program; 


2. Organizing our work on the basis of sub-districts (with sub-district in- 
sein of district staffs) with regular planning meetings for sub-district 
workers; 


3. Sub-district Christian Education Clinics and Leadership Training Schools 
for all Church School workers in every church; 


4, A visual education workshop ; 
5. An all-out effort in the camp development program; 


6. Closer coordination of the conference and sub-district M. Y. F. program 
through conference-wide planning and leadership training. 


As modern Americans we believe that every person should not only 
have the opportunity for an education, but should be required to go to 
school. Such is the importance we attach to education, but as Christians 
we know that education alone will not save us, or our civilization. Only as 
persons know and follow the teachings of Jesus is there hope for the solu- 
tion of our problems as individuals, or as a world. Jesus’ injunction is... 
“Go ye, therefore, and make disciples of all men, teaching them to observe 
all things what-so-ever I have commanded you...” Our task in Christian 
Education is not only important—in these decisive days: it is absolutely im- 
perative!

Let us take renewed strength and courage as we ADVANCE to new ac- 
complishments with Christ! Still the watchword is, “Onward and Upward” 
—more than a word, it must be a progression! 


We, ministers and laymen, pledge ourselves to unremitting effort in 
prayer and study and in the financial support of this great mission of our 
church. 


Your Commission therefore recommends:

and Finance, six weeks prior to the date of the Annual Conference, along 
with the asking for an allocation from Conference benevolence funds, if 
needed; and that any revisions or askings not at first apparent, be pre- 
sented no later than Wednesday of Conference week. 


18. That the Conference underwrite to the host church the cost of 
entertaining Conference as follows: 


a. The evening offerings, or vouchers covering them, shall accrue to 
the Conference.

EXTENSION 


Realizing that the response to the missionary task is in proportion to 
our understanding of human needs, and our faith in the aphche of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ to meet these needs, we recognize our responsibility

for bringing to our people the information and inspiration that will chal- 
lenge them to accept an ever larger part in bringing the Gospel, in its 
fullest meaning, to all the world. 


Many opportunities for leading our people in this direction have been 
ours during the past year. The ongoing missionary education program 
in the local church through the Church School, the Woman’s Society of 
Christian Service, and the preaching ministry, is highly significant. We 
urge the observance in every church of the fourth Sunday as “Missions 
Sunday in the Church School’, and a wider use of the excellent materials 
in “Widening Horizons”, mailed monthly to all pastors and Church School 
superintendents. We suggest a planned program in every church for using 
the excellent missionary materials in the form of leaflets for general distri- 
bution and of audio-visual resources. We heartily recommend “World 
Outlook” as one of our best publications, and urge every Methodist family 
to subscribe to it. 


Much inspiration has come to us this past year from the visits to our 
Conference of returned missionaries: I. L. Shaver, Ira Gillet, John Cobb, 
and Herbert Riley. The Missionary Institutes with former Bishop Y. Abe 
of Japan as the principal speaker, gave a great boost to our missionary 
education program and pointed the way for Schools of Missions in the 
local church. 


We greatly appreciate the interest which our Western representative, 
Dr. Ezra Cox, has taken in the Idaho Conference, and we express our 
thanks to the Division of Home Missions and Church Extension for the 
large amount of counsel and assistance afforded us, and for the liberality 
of the loans and grants. 


We call upon our ministers and local churches to avail themselves of 
the many services that are offered by the Extension Division, and we urge 
close cooperation with this Division when any building, or remodeling is 
contemplated. We also call upon all such churches to work more closely 
with the District Board of Church Location and Building. 


We heartily approve the creation of a Town and Country Commission, 
and call upon it to pursue a program of research and survey looking toward 
a more significant use of maintenance money. Such a survey should reveal 
the desirability of larger grants to strategic fields on a decreasing scale until 
they become self-supporting. 


The Conference Board of Missions and Church Extension holds one 
regular meeting at the Annual Conference and one in the fall. Be it 
hereby resolved that applications for either loans, or grants from the Gen- 
eral Board shall be presented at one or the other of these meetings. If the 
Conference Board is asked to consider an application for a loan or grant, 
at some other time, the local church requesting such special action shall pay 
the travel and other costs of such meeting. 


Be it resolved also, that February become “World Outlook” month in- 
our Conference, and that this period be used for an organized campaign. 
each year to get every Methodist family to subscribe to this excellent pub- 


lication.

13. CONFERENCE BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES 


Members of the 67th session of the Idaho Conference, I am, indeed 
moved by a deep sense of humility as I make my first report to the Con- 
ference for the Board of Lay Activities. If it were not for the splendid co- 
operation of our Bishop, District Superintendents, Ministers, Laymen and 
members of the Board of Lay Activities, this report would be impossible. 
We have completed another good year of work for our Master working to- 
ward the Kingdom of God. It is only fitting and proper that we review the 
accomplishments of the year and project our thinking into the future. 


Representations: Our Board has endeavored to fulfill all requests and 
to be represented at all meetings of Sub-district, District and Conference to 
which it has been privileged to be invited. It has been our great joy to 
cooperate with all Boards, Committees, Commissions and Churches in and 
out of our Conference. For this work, members of the Board have given 
unselfishly of their time and talents. 


Meetings: We are deeply indebted to Dr. Charles A. Robbins, Confer- 
ence Lay Leader of the Pacific Northwest Conference for his assistance in 
presenting the work and program of Methodist Men at five Sub-District 
meetings of Laymen and Ministers in a way that only Charles Robbins can 
do it. We shali never be able to evaluate the results of this activity, but 
a number of men’s groups having become active, and increased activity 
on the part of others, are among the immediate results noted. Also perhaps, 
this is the first time that two Conference Lay Leaders, with District Super- 
intendents and Laymen have crossed the Idaho Conference in one great 
series of meetings. Our Bishop and Mrs. Kennedy gave much to the work 
when they returned to the Conference last March for Bishop’s Dinners in 
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both Districts. Four members of the board made the long trek to Walla 
Walla last October to attend the Second Annual Retreat of the Boards of 
Lay Activities of the Portland Area. So many good things were acclaimed 
about Idaho that Boise was selected as the site for the 1950 meeting to 
be held September 16th and 17th. However, as this is being written, word 
comes that the General Board of Evangelism will meet in San Francisco 
about the same time and it appears that those concerned will not be able to 
attend two meetings about the same time in different states. Perhaps the 
Area Board of Lay Activities can meet prior to the Evangelism meeting. 


Layman’s Day: Lay preaching is something new to many of us, but 
actually is as old in years as Methodism itself and “Layman’s Day” is 
becoming more popular every year. In one way or another, nearly all 
churches observed Layman’s Sunday. The Board is hopeful that soon the 
laity in every church again become interested in this new activity and will 
observe Layman’s Sunday annually. 


The Advance: Perhaps a word should be said about this very import- 
ant work of the church since it is primarily a laymans’ program. The goals 
that the Methodist Church is trying to reach through the Advance are 
nothing short of phenominal: and it is encouraging to see laymen giving 
of themselves to the conquest of these goals with a hope and faith that are 
sublime. With the laymen in every church at work, Methodism need not 
worry about the results. If any church is experiencing difficulty meeting 
the Advance goals of the Advance Specials it is not too late for the Layman 
and their minister to form a team, with the minister as captain, and work- 
ing through approved channels, meet every one of these objectives. Un- 
doubtedly there are many such teams already at work, but a good example 
of such a team at work can be found in Twin Falls with Rev. Albert Parrett 
and his people. 


Methodist Men: With the increase of laymen in their church, and more 
active participation of the laity in the church, so has the interest of the 
men continued to increase. As we look about the conference we note with 
pride that fine groups of men are active in every church. For real evidence 
of this, one need only observe the repair and improvements that are being 
made with donated labor and the building programs that are now under 
way. Because of the assistance of Dr. Robbins, our Bishop, “Dad” Werts, 
and Dr. McCallister, the fine cooperation of minister and laymen, Methodist 
Men in the Conference are coming into their own. 


On the Eastern District, Kent Tatlock assumed the work of C. C. 
Dudley, a loyal and able worker who has pulled the load for many years 
when poor health and the advice of his doctor made it necessary for him to 
step aside for a while. Kent and his associates, are making real progress 
and there seems to be a renewed interest everywhere. New Charters have 
been presented to Men of Filer, Hagerman and Wendell. Twin Falls and 
Jerome have just complted renewing their Charters for another year, and 
organizations are also active in Pocatello, Rupert and Idaho Falls. Ashton 
reports its organization should be effected early this fall. 


Here on the Western District, a well rounded program is being carried 
on under the leadership of Edson Deal and a fine group of loyal associates. 
Reports of increased interest in Methodist Mens work are coming from 
nearly every church. Active organization are at work in LaGrande First, 
Nampa First, Ontario, Eagle, Boise, Whitney Bench. 


Comments From Here and There: Since budgets of the local churches 
are usually set up prior to Conference, all request for funds and additional 
askings which the local church is expected to participate in, be carried over 
until such time as the budget is being prepared for the following year. 

The increased interest and activity on the part of laity in the overall 
program of the church, frequently bring unfavorable comment regarding 
the Conference political activity among men of the cloth. 
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For The Next Year’s Consideration 
: Here are listed a few suggestions which the Board hopes to consider in 
its next years program: 

1. It does not seem impossible that an organization of Methodist Men 
can be effected in every charge, therefore, the board is setting up 
the goal of a Methodist Men’s organization in every charge. 

2. Charge Lay Leaders be given more guidance by their ministers 
and members of the Board of Lay Activities. 


3. Hold a series of Sub-District meetings for Methodist Men. 

4. All phases of the Advance and the Advance Specials be given con- 
sideration in every charge. 

5. Increased reading of church literature, Perhaps we are ready to 
have every Board member a reader of the “Advocate”, or even 
more daring the “Advocate” in every home.

14. THE ADVANCE FOR CHRIST AND HIS CHURCH 


During this year of the “Advance For Christ and His Church” the 
Idaho Conference has endeavored to get both the spirit and the technique 
into full operation. The booklets on the cardinal tenents of our faith were 
used by most of our churches and many made extensive, and intensive use 
of them. Wherever the use of the booklets was more than a cursory reading, 
the resultant reward in a new concept of an empirical semantics was great. 

In response to the financial goals projected, the acceptances varied 
according to the over-all vision and the horizons of both pastors and people. 
We are reluctant to report that actual cash received this year amounts to 
the following:

The third aspect of The Advance was the “Lay Evangelism” emphasis 
which, where used, brought a response that was not measured so much by 
the large numbers received, as by the redundant values to workers as well 
as churches. Yet the statistical table will show that the results achieved 
are directly proportionate to the endeavors put forth. 

This year’s emphasis in the Advance will be on “The Church”, and we 
feel that when materials are available they will be comparable to the 
“Faith” booklets and that, from the lessons learned last year, even better 
use can be made of them. We request each pastor and lay person to give this 
phase of our life that labor which will make, by the composite impact thusly 
made, a conference-wide return. Where any one fails, all others fail, too. 

In the matter of “Projects” and “Goals”, we wish to announce that the 
Area Advance Committee voted May 15, 1950, to include the Camp Develop- 
ment Program as a part of the Advance. We suggest that we take the 
projects and apply our goal acceptances in an emphasis upon certain 
“priority” projects. We suggest the following sequence: 

First—all out for Ontario, Salmon, and Camp Development; 

Second—Eastern District Circuit Rider; 


Third—Alaska, Japan, etc. 

If some there be who feel that we are wanting to cut the cake and take 
our selfish share first—may we say that there is no desire to bypass any 
project, and any church person who wishes the goal for all, all the time— 
that is their privilege. However, to take care of certain immediate concerns 
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which are going to go, or fail, depending upon concerted and consentrated 
effort, we recognize the psychology which means that we must do one thing 
at a time and do it well. : 

In the phases of study which shall come to us, we hope all will be alert 
to the importance of these media for lifting the minds and hearts of our 
folk, employing in a fully enthusiastic endeavor, every available resource. 


(1) To do this: each church should: Have a local church “Advance 
Council”, consisting of the leaders in each organization—meeting together 
and planning for the promotion of Advance—seeing that all groups in the 
church are coordinated and cooperating in the program adopted. 

(2) Stress the fact that gifts are by individuals and groups who desig- 
nate their gifts for particular projects. The “goals” of the Advance are 
personal, both as to giver and receiver. 

(3) Should participate in a plan for exchange of teams of pastors, lay- 
men, and youth, worked out by the Interboard Council for the purpose of 
advancing The Advance. 

(4) Without “can’t,” seek to create special prayer experiences, as part 
of the conference-wide using of individual and group techniques through 
which we dedicate ourselves, our time, our talents, our gifts, to Him for 
whom, seeing all things steadily and seeing them whole, WE DO AD-

15. BOARD OF EVANGELISM 


The following are excerpts from the report of the Conference Secretary 
of Evangelism, Rev. Albert Parrett, to the Conference Board of Evangelism: 


“A serious effort was put forth during the past conference year in- 
spiring and training ministers to do the work of Visitation Evangelism. 
Nine schools were held over the Conference. Twenty-nine ministers attend- 
ed, and many of them participated in the training program. Twenty of the 
twenty-nine, according to their statements, conducted campaigns in their 
own churches; and nineteen followed in substance the plan outlined in the 
schools of evangelism. 


Those reporting stated that 412 people were received on Confession of 
TEMES 313 by Certificate of Transfer, 206 adults and 279 infants were bap- 
tized. 


Comments on the effectiveness of the method were also invited in the 
questionnaire sent to the ministers of the conference. These comments 
ranged from brief criticisms of the plan (all of which are adequately ans- 
wered in Dr. Bryan’s book, “A Workable Plan of Evangelism”) to joyous 
commendation (which, while they offered no valuable suggestions did un- 
cover the attitude of the minister). 


The Apostolic injunction, “Do the work of an evangelist,” is familiar 
to all of us. But what may not be equally understood, is the answer to that 
searching and sobering question, “What is the work of an evangelist?” The 
Christian has his work cut out for him; he is commissioned to perform 
prangelisiss service but this kind of service requires some careful explana- 
jon. 


hi Loo frequently in times past, evangelism was made synonymous with re- 
vivalism. The minister thought of it almost wholly in terms of preaching 
in special meetings. The preacher hired a traveling preacher who came to 
his church “to do what the local church tacitly admitted that it could not 
do.” It worked pretty well until the entertainment world stepped in with 
high pressure appeal and fierce competition. From that day to this it has 
not been easy for the people who call themselves Methodists to get large 
crowds to hear men of a special order who do evangelistic preaching. Church 
members attend pretty well but the lost sheep no longer flock to the sanc- 
tuary of God when a revival is announced. Daniel Poling, commenting on 
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Methodism’s Evangelistic Mission in Philadelphia held November 26 to De- 
cember 2, 1949, has this to say: “People no longer hunt up the churches; 
the churches either hunt them up or give them up.” He commended the 
method of home visitation evangelism because it went out into the hedges 
and brought people in; because it put laymen to work and armed them 
with spiritual weapons for the conflict with sin; because it gave the min- 
ister the help he needed in the task of reaching vast numbers of people who 
are outside the church and the Kingdom. The book by Dr. Dawson Bryan, 
entitled, “A Werkable Plan of Evangelism,” explains the plan in clear and 
complete manner. And any minister conscientiously using the plan, in any 
church in Methodism, will find that it is workable. We must continue its 
use during the coming year; adding to the number who employed it this past 
year, those who, for one reason or another, left it out of the church pro- 
gram. 


Accompanying the work is the necessity for preaching and teaching, 
and fellowship. More names on the roll do not represent more gains in the 
Kingdom unless people are taught to think and act in accordance with the 
prinziples of Christ! Let us form newly won friends into Church School 
classes, and into circles of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service, into 
M. Y.F., and Methodist Men’s groups. The Sunday Evening Fellowship 
for mature members has also proven an excellent teaching agency. 


Accompanying the evangelistic effort, also is the imperative of family 
worship. Our purpose is to win families in homes. Our purpose ought also 
to be the cultivation of the devotional life in those same homes. It is not 
so easy for people to slip in their loyalty to the church and the Kingdom if 
they take time each day as a family unit, for the practicing of the Presence. 
A church does not amount to much where the only prayers people hear are 
prayers uttered by their ministers in the churches. 


The home is the best place to fight secularism and worldliness. 


These are some of the things Christian evangelism must mean today if 
it is to become adequate for the situation in which we find ourselves. The 
caution should never be forgotten: it is not the number of people, but the 
kind of people they become after we reach them, that counts in the King- 
dom of God. We must do something more than win them; we must im- 
prove them so that God can use them, and do His work of redemption in 
their lives. 


And why, it may be asked, are we doing the work of an evangelist? 
Because there are many people who have not found God. For the sake of 
posterity, we must head off the pagan trend of modern society. The good 
news of our Master is our only hope that tomorrow our children may live 
in a better world than the one we live in now. And once more we answer 
the question, “Why?” with a word of assurance. It is the command of our 
Lord. We get it from Him who said, “As Thou hast sent me into the world, 
even so have I also sent them into the world.” We are sent. We are told 
to go; that is, if we are one with that great apostolic company that went 
forth in the name of Jesus to win the world to Him. The spirit of our 
Saviour broods over us; finds its way into our hearts; and urges us ever 
on as bearers of good news, as witnesses before the world, as disciples who 
continually challenge men to get right with God. 


Looking forward to another year, what shall our recommendations be? 
The bringing of a man from our General Board of Evangelism appeals to 
us. With the experience a year of evangelistic effort behind us, such 
a plan would greatly improve our techniques and enrich our understanding 
of the home visitation method. It will show us some things we need to do 
and some other things we need to leave undone for the sake of greater 
success. 

We recommend the sending of several men to San Francisco in Septem- 
ber, for the Jurisdictional meeting. 
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We commend to the brethren, an exchange of ministers where this 
would strengthen the work of evangelism in the local church. The sugges- 
tion is made that the men team up and work together in the instruction 
and visitation of their respective churches. If schedules are made early in 
the year this plan will work out successfully. 


Again, we commend the use of charts and materials which, though they 
cost some money, are economic and essential in the long run. The moderate 
investment pays well. 


And lastly, in the direction of studying to “show ourselves approved 
unto ‘God, workmen that need not to be ashamed,” let us fit ourselves more 
completely for the testing and the using of home visitation evangelism in 
our churches during the coming year. Be sure your plan is better before 
you reject the one advocated by your church. 


And let us not say with reference to the plan, “we tried that last year. 
Now we will try something else during the coming year.” But rather let us 
say, that we will try the plan again, and again and again, year after year 
as long as God gives us strength to do the work of an evangelist. That is 
the way to proficiency and excellency. That is God’s way for every church 
and its ministry. VERNON L. TAYLOR, Chrm. 


16. BOARD OF TEMPERANCE 


We feel the futility of packing the report of the Board of Temperance 
with awesome facts which well cause members of the Conference to view 
the liquor problem with alarm for a few minutes, and then go back to their 
churches to do but little about it. So it is our purpose to urge every min- 
ister and layman to inform himself as to the objectives, aims, and program 
of our National Board of Temperance leaders; secure such helps as are of- 
fered by them and other sources, and to put already existing machinery to 
work on the meuntains of work to be done if we are to restore sobriety, 
decency, efficiency, health and happiness throughout Christian Democracy. 


The main objectives are: (1.) To constantly work for total abstinance; 
(2) to combat unfair liquor advertisements; (8) to educate children, youth, 
and adults as to the evil effects of beverage alcohol; and (4) to make as 
much progress as possible through city, county, state, and national legisla- 
tion to curb and combat the liquor forces. 


Our national leaders are determined to aim for total abstinance because 
we have toyed with so-called “temperance” enough to see some of its dire 
effects in our churches and in our society. Ministers are discovering every- 
where that cocktail parties and social drinking have robbed Christian people 
of their spiritual life and leave them but social members of the church. 
Examples of social drinking in the home by adults create new drinkers of 
children and youth. Many broken lives and broken homes may be traced 
to the cocktail party. 


The subtle, daring and attractive liquor advertisements of recent years 
have done much to gain a place of respectability for the liquor interests in 
our social life of today. We are all familiar with liquor ads which concoct 
liquor with seals, coats of arms, crests, awards, medals, prizes, pictures of 
attractive women, men of distinction, family scenes, sports, athletics, relig- 
ious signs, symbols, holiday festivals, patriotism, etc., ad finitum. These 
misleading advertisements have convinced thousands of our people that li- 
quor belongs in all the finest human relationships. 


We have found that it does but little good to scream at the people and 
damn the liquor traffic. We must patiently and persistently educate through 
the pulpit, press, institutes, seminars, camps, schools, mass meetings, and 
personal contacts in homes, and wherever people gather, as to the evil ef- 
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fects of beverage alcohol on the body, mind, and soul of the individual, as 
well as to the terrible effects on the industrial, political, financial, cultural 
and religious aspects of our national life. 


Wise, intelligent, purposeful education on a large scale will eventually 
make it possible for us to make real gains in legislation which will success- 
fully combat the liquor menace to the life of our nation. We must miss no 
opportunity in city, county, state or national legislation to throw obstacles 
in the way of the liquor interests. We can do much by sincere letters to 
our ccunty, state, and national legislators, commending those who fight 
with us, and respectfully soliciting the support of those more or less neutral. 
Our legislators do appreciate such letters and they are influenced by them. 


Some good tools have been prepared for us. We have a large assort- 
ment of attractive booklets and pamphlets well written that deal with every 
phase of the liquor problem on every age level, prepared by scientists, med- 
ical doctors, educators, psychologists, and religious leaders who know their 
subject. There are many fine books for more serious study in churches, 
Sunday schools, institutes, etc. There are plays, dramas, movies, signs, 
signboards, the “Clip Sheet,” the “National Voice,” the “Idaho Challenge,” 
cartoon mats, etc., galore that can be had at small expense to waken the 
public to this national menace. 


We prayerfully urge our ministers and laymen to inform themselves 
of these things and to use every available help to make a real impression 
on our national life for a sober society. 


We urge the observance of Commitment Sunday in every congrega- 
tion with a report of the number of signers to the Chairman of the Confer- 
ence Temperance Committee. 


We recommend that this Board be allowed a budget of $900 (total for 
the year) to be used as follows: $600 to the Allied Civic Forces of Idaho, 
and $300 for premotion work of this Board.

17. SOCIAL ACTION COMMISSION 


We would begin this report with a restatement of the introductory por- 
tions of last years Social Action report. 


A vital interpretation of the Christian faith presupposes that the Christ- 
ian church will be concerned with the day-to-day problems of our common 
life. As God was incarnate in Jesus Christ, and as the Word of God is 
revealed to us through a Book in the languages of men, so the Christian life 
is, and must be lived in and through human institutions. There is no area 
of life, therefore, which can fail to be brought under the judgment of God, 
and none which may not be redeemed by the power of Christ. The church 
must be concerned at every level—worldwide, national, or local—with the 
interpretation of the issues of social life in the light of the Gospel. 


We recognize the fact that the church, as well as secular institutions, 
has placed too high a dependence upon the adequacy of human nature to 
the solving of our social problems. Forgetting the sinful nature of man, 
and of the institutions made by man, we have been prone to act as if a just 
social order could be realized simply by passing laws, or by changing or- 
ganization. And though we recognize that human action may be the instru- 
ment of divine action, we call for a renewal of emphasis upon the fact of 
divine judgment, and the need for divine grace in the redemption of the 
social order. 


Assuming that the Social Creed of the Methodist Church is generally 
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accepted, we deem it unnecessary at this time to make lengthy statements 
in defense of such unquestioned Christian principles as the full and equal 
rights of all racial groups, of the right of labor groups to bargain collect- 
ively, of the right of individuals and groups to freedom of conscience and 
the expression of their beliefs without interference. We recommend, how- 
ever, that churches be always on the alert for any infringement of any of 
these basic human rights. 


A little over a year ago the Social Action Commission cooperated with 
the Board of Education in presenting a conference dealing primarily with 
problems of conservation and reclamation. We found this conference to be 
very stimulating and helpful. Although it might not be practical to repeat 
such a conference yearly, we would strongly urge the Inter-Board Council 
to give serious consideration to some such emphasis in future planning, not 
necessarily in this same field, but in some relevant social realm. 


Since the Idaho Conference is predominantly rural, we look with en- 
couragement on the organization of a Town and Country Commission with 
the hope that it may become the instrument through which some of our rural 
social problems may be considered and met. For example, migrant farm 
laborers enter our state every farming season; we would like to be able to 
feel certain that all of them felt welcome to attend worship services; that 
adequate housing accommodations and recreational opportunities were pro- 
vided. We can by no means assume that these conditions are being met or 
that scme other agency is doing something about them. 


In view of the widespread wastage of natural resources of soil and 
water within the area of the Idaho Conference, we urge that local churches 
take an active interest in the stewardship of these natural resources. We 
recommend: (1) That every church observe “Rural Life Sunday,” cooper- 
ating therein with farm groups, such as the Grange and the Farm Bureau, 
with the U.S. Soil Conservation Service, County Agricultural Agents, and 
others interested in agricultural problems. (2) That wide use be made of 
films on conservation available at very low fees from the University of 
Bee Tl igu Service, Statehouse, Boise, or from Idaho State College, 

ocatello. 


We urge efforts in the direction of greater fellowship between Method- 
ists of Caucasian and Japanese ancestry. We recommend exploring the 
possibilities of the Japanese Methodist Churches within the boundaries of 
the Idaho Conference becoming part of the Idaho Conference. 


We consider the Communist movement an enemy of Christianity and 
Democracy. We urge Methodists and other Christians to oppose it with 
clear and strong affirmations of Christianity in word and action. Let us 
recognize that our strongest weapon against Communism is Christianity 
applied in a vital, aggressive fashion. Let us do everything we can to sup- 
port movements for social justice, for the elimination of poverty, for free 
labor movement, and for increased fellowship and equality among racial 
and national groups. We deplore the stupid and irrational attempts to make 
such liberalism synonymous with Communism. We deplore investigational 
smears carried on under the cloak of Congressional immunity such as the 
current one carried on by Senator McCarthy. We consider such “trials by 
label” to be unChristian and unDemocratic. We urge Methodists not to be 
misled by such tactics and to speak out fearlessly against them. Hysteria 
inspired by Communism is leading many of our national leaders into witch- 
hunting projects just as irrational and regrettable as the Salem witch hunts 
of a century ago. We call upon Methodists to maintain Christian balance: 
to remember that the New Testament is our spiritual guide and that J esus 
Christ, and not any political pundit, is our Redeemer. 


We urge Idaho Methodists, along with other Christian brethren, to op- 
pose the spreading policy by certain business interests, of using Sunday as 
another day of Commercialism; the growing power of gambling and liquor 
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interests in politics; and the general feeling of inevitability of another war. 
We commend churches that are encouraging small cell groups to study and 
act upon these problems in Christ’s name. Don NoTHDURFT, Chrm. 


18. COMMISSION ON WORLD PEACE 


“War as a method of settling disputes is incompatible with the teachings 
and example of our Lord Jesus Christ. The part which war plays in our 
international life is a sin against God and a degradation of man.” With 
this statement of the Amsterdam Conference before us, we bring to this 
Idaho Annual Cenference the following resolutions: 


1. As for the relations of our government in the cold war with Russia, we 
propose a policy of active goodwill . . . and unremittent effort for the 
resolving of the power struggle within the larger framework of the or- 
ganized world community. We believe that no important change will 
come about in the policies of either major power until one of them takes 
a radical initiative for peace. It is our opinion that our nation should 
never be tempted to leave the peace table as long as this remains a medi- 
um for peace. 


2. We believe that the action of our representatives in Washington in re- 
newing the peace-time Military Conscription Act is not the right road 
toward peace. Any nation which has followed the road of a strong 
military government has always found that it leads to ultimate defeat. 


3. We favor the United Nations as a physical channel through which world 
cooperation may be obtained. Its member-nations should continue their 


moral support and recognition of its function in achieving peace. 

4, We urge the whole-hearted support of the Marshall Plan in its aid to 
countries of deprivation, with the hope of its further connection with the 
United Nations. 


5. In our consideration for World Peace, we must not overlook the neces- 
sity of recruiting and sending more “Ambassadors of Good Will” through 
our Missionary endeavor of the church. 


6. The Commission on World Peace of the Idaho Conference proposes that 
each church within its jurisdiction organize study groups with the aim 
of securing a better understanding of world peace, its causes, obstacles 
and solution. 


7. We commend the action of several of our churches in helping displaced 
persons to this country. May this cause be continued by other churches 
of the Conference. 

8. The church must speak out for peace if the church is to be respected in 
the world today. If we allow the forces of evil to run wild in controlling 
the minds of men, we will have lost the many gains we accomplished 
during our Crusade for Christ, and thus weaken our Advance for a New 
World Order. 

We call our Methodist people to repent of their sins, of their com- 
placency of World Affairs, and their apathy of participation in programs 
formulated for the benefit of World Peace. We call on all Methodists 
to pray for peace and then work for peace in their church and their 
community. : ; J 

The outsider will look to the church if he sees it, moving along the 
road leading to peace and the Kingdom of God. “Blessed are the peace- 
makers for they shall be called the Children of God.’’: 


9. Reconciliation with our enemies, individual or national, is not to be con- 
fused with appeasement. It is not “peace made easy.” It is rather the 
heroic and costly but redemptive practice of love as taught and exemp- 
lified by Jesus Christ. Together we must labor and pray for peace.

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19. COMMISSION ON CHRISTIAN VOCATIONS 


The Commission on Christian Vocations was elected one year ago in 
accordance with the 1948 Discipline. The purpose of this Commission is to 
develop more effective ways of presenting to youth and young adults, the 
chalienge and opportunity of vocations with the church; to lift their atti- 
tudes toward vocation, seeking to guide their understanding in what 
makes a vocation Christian; to provide guidance in the selection of a voca- 
tion, considering the individuals’ interests and abilities; to advise candidates 
for service in the church as to preparation, academic, practical and spirit- 
ual; and to seek out possible candidates for missionary, ministerial, or 
other services in the church. 


The members of this Commission are tied in with the various agencies 
in the Conference carrying on the Youth Program in its entirety; thus, we 
are seeking to make a unified approach in the challenge to missionary serv- 
ice, the calling of the ministry, and Christian vocations in general. 


The Commission has representatives of the youth work in the Confer- 
ence Director of Youth Work, Erwin Schweibert, and Mrs. Al Pederson, Sec- 
retary of Youth Work of the Conference W.S.C.S., and also Kenneth 
Bishop, Conference President of the M.Y.F. The Board of Missions of 
the Conference is represented by Harold Mackey; the Board of Ministerial 
Training by Don Nothdurft; the Board of Education by W. C. Moore; and 
the W. S.C. S. by Mrs. Edgar L. Oakes, Secretary of Missionary Personnel. 


The Commission has had four meetings duriing the past year; one for 
organization of the committee; one to make plans for the approach at sum- 
mer institutes; in January we had the pleasure of meeting with Rev. Harold 
Ewing, Executive Secretary of the Inter-Board Committee on Christian Vo- 
cations; and our final one at this Conference session. Our members worked 
with youth at the institutes of last summer and will do so again this sum- 
mer. Rev. Ewing’s visit was made as effective as possible with a very 
helpful meeting of the Commission at which we had some representatives 
of the Conference Personnel Committee of the W.S.C.S. He also visited 
and talked to a large gathering of youth in Caldwell, and was enthusiastic- 
ally received by them. 


Materials have been provided at Conferences and Institutes and Summer 
Schools. Visual Aids have been used. Many pamphlets on Christian Voca- 
tions and service in the church, especially the Methodist Service Projects 
pamphlets have been given to individuals and sent to local leaders through 
the tie-in with the women’s work. Members of the Commission have given 
personal advice and help when we have been able. 


We would like to call the attention of our pastors and leaders of youth 
to the coordinated approach in the interests of Christian service in the local 
church. We urge our pastors to give our youth and young adults counsel 
and guidance in Christian vocation, Missionary and Ministerial service in 
the church and to preach at least one sermon a year on these opportunities. 
We urge the Youth Secretary of the W.S.C.S. as Chairman of the local 
Personnel Committee to activate her committee and carry out a plan for 
the continued challenge of Christian Vocations. 


We note with satisfaction the theme for summer institutes: <“Jesus’ 
Way, Our Way—Through Church and Vocation.” It will provide direction 
for leaders of youth and young adults to bring deeper interests in thought 


and action in the minds and hearts of those we attempt to lead into Christian 
service. 


We are seeking for a better understanding of our work and bette 
: a 
of approach in the future. The Advance of our church demands, nn as 
calling for 20,000 workers as ministers, doctors and other medical workers 
overseas workers, home mission workers, and Christian educators during 
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this quadrennium. As yet, not many have responded from the Idaho Con- 
ference, but we have a number of fine young men planning to go into the 
ministry, and some young women seriously thinking of missionary service 
of some kind. Miss Margaret Frances Justice of Hagerman was accepted 
May 12, 1950, by the Jurisdiction Committee on Missionary Personnel for 
service under the three-year plan for Latin America under the Woman’s Di- 
vision. We have confidence that others will answer the urgent call and 
needs in the days to come.

20. CAMPING COMMISSION 
The Conference Camping Commission has been concerned with a two- 
fold task this year: (1) Coordinating the camping program and organiza- 
tion, and (2) making plans, through its Development Committee to develop 
the camping properties. 


In the matter of organization and coordination, the Commission has 
worked closely with the Conference Youth Council in determining number, 
types, and dates of summer enterprises for youth. The camping program 
has been expanded this year to include a Family Camp at Wallowa Lake. 


In the matter of the development of camping properties, the develop- 
ment committee is working with the camp development consultant of the Na- 
tional Board of Education, Miss Elizabeth Brown; the landscape architect 
of the National Forest Service; and a competent building architect on plans 
for developing the recently acquired campsite in the Sawtooth mountains. 
The master plan is almost completed and the construction program will 
begin on a large scale when funds are available. We now have an estimated 
seven thousand dollars investment in this camp. 


The commission looks with favor on the overtures made by the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Wallowa Lake Camp Ground Association for transfer 
of its property to the Conference as one of its camping properties. 


We would call attention to the fact that gifts to the camp development 
program after May 15, 1950, may receive credit in the Advance program. 


In view of the dire need for adequate camping facilities and the pro- 
vision already adopted by the Conference in the Report of the Commission 
on World Service and Finance, be it hereby resolved that: (1) we set a goal 
of $60,000 for camp development to be raised by personal solicitation in the 
next five years, and that (2) the Rev. Clark Wood be named Director of the 
campaign for raising said funds, with the help of a Finance Committee com- 
posed of the Rev. Vern Taylor, Mr. Hugh Nelson, the Rev. M. H. Greenlee 
and such others as they may select; and (38) that a financial statement of 
funds already received and disbursed be added to this report for inclusion 
in the Journal. Respectfully submitted, 

THE COMMITTEE. 


21. PARISH TRAVEL EXPENSE 


The 1948 General Conference passed permissive legislation on the sub- 
ject of “travel expense” for the pastor. The latter part of Paragraph 264, 
1, (a) specifies: “When an Annual Conference so directs, local expense 
shall include necessary actual travel expense incurred in the work of the 
parish as well as office expense.” 

In order to comply with this permissive legislation and in order to con- 


form to the pattern already adopted by the other two Conferences of our 
Area, we recommend that Churches of the Idaho Conference be permitted to 
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budget pastor’s actual travel expense under local expense rather than as a 
part of the pastor’s salary. 


This must be construed as an effort to recognize the fact that travel 
expense is a major item in the personal budget of every minister of the Con- 
ference. In no sense is it salary, for it is only money which passes through 
his hands from the Church to the garage and service station in order that 
he may properly do his work. It is no more right to expect travel expense 
to be considered as a part of salary than it is to expect that church bulletins, 
postage for the mailing of church letters, or mimeograph stencils, all of 
which help the minister to do a better job, should come out of his pocket. 


However, we do recognize that this authorization may well lead to 
abuses if some accurate check is not made upon it. Therefore we direct the 
attention of pastors and churches alike to Paragraph 1624, 4., 1948 Dis- 
cipline, which states: “It shall not be permissible tor a pastor to receive a 
bonus or other supplementary compensation tending to defeat proportional 
payment. Failure to comply with this section shall be deemed disobedi- 
ence to the order and discipline of the Methodist Church. The Board of 
Conference Claimants may recommend to the Conference that the pastor’s 
annuity claim be disallowed for the year during which such bonus, or sup- 
plementary compensation was so received.” 


Hence we recommend that before any such “Travel Expense” item be 
included in the budget of the local church it must be subject to review by 
a committee composed of the District Superintendents, the chairman of the 
Commission on World Service and Finance, the chairman of the Board of 
Missions, and the Conference Lay Leader. Written permission of the Com- 
mittee to include such amount in the budget shall be filed with the Quarterly 
Conference papers of the local church. The “Travel Expense” item shall be 
reported and printed in the Annual Conference Journal. 


Furthermore we implore the Churches of the Idaho Conference to turn 
to the adding of “travel expense” to local church budgets only as additions 
and not as adjustments. Thus travel expense will become a method of the 
local church assuming more of the cost of the operation of the local church, 
rather than a means of reducing pro-rate obligations. 


The Idaho Conference with its magnificent distances which place un- 
usual demands on its ministers, should certainly take advantage of this per- 
missive legislation in order to more nearly standardize ministers’ salaries 
across the denomination. 


We request the Commission on World Service and Finance to continue 
to study this situation and further request the District Superintendents to 
forward detailed information to the chairman of the Commission, listing 
their districts by charges, salaries, and approved travel expense items.

22. COMMITTEE ON MOVING EXPENSES 


At the last session of the Annual Conference, a recommendation by the 
Commission on World Service and Finance was adopted which called for a 
committee “to study the possibilities of equalizing the moving expenses of 
pastors, (1) within the Conference; and (2) for ministers who are estab- 
lishing a relationship to this Conference.” 


Some of the brethren have asked why this matter is being discussed. 
The first reason is that some of our smaller churches are bearing an undue 
burden because of the frequency with which ministers are sent to serve 
them; also, they are more often called upon to meet the moving expenses of a 
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man moving into the Conference. Further the plan which your committee 
will present will make it possible for each church to make small payments 
each year, rather than have a large moving expense at more infrequent in- 
tervals. Finally, the plan would establish a Conference policy concerning 
the moving expenses of men coming into the Conference, which we believe 
will be an inducement to them. The plan will distribute a large part of the 
cost of their moving over the whole Conference, since it is anticipated that 
they will serve the whole Conference. 


During the year, this committee has conducted a study to determine the 
average number of men who moved into the Conference, and the cust of 
moving expense within the Conference. Briefly, the facts are these:

Beginning with these facts, the committee would like to propose a plan 
which is similar to one used successfully by the Detroit Annual Conference 
for the past five years. Briefly, the plan is as follows: 


1. A Conference Moving Fund will be established which will pay 75% 
of any moving cost within the bounds of the Annual Conference. The fund 
will pay the complete moving bill, but will assess the 25% balance to the 
church which is receiving the new minister. 


2. The fund will guarantee moving expenses of men moving into the 
Conference up to $200.00, with the church to which he is moving paying 25% 
of the $200. (Note: This does not limit the right of any local church to 
pay the complete moving expense of a minister moving into the Conference; 
it merely limits the responsibility of the Moving Fund.) 


3. The fund will be established by yearly apportionment of an amount 
equal to the pastor’s cash salary of each church. (Note: On the basis of 
1948-49 salaries, this would produce $1,486, an amount sufficient to have 
covered last year’s moving expenses under the proposed plan.) 


4. A Conference Committee on Moving Expenses will be continued, to 
study this matter further another year. Over a longer period of time this 
Committee will be in a position to advise the Commission on World Service 
and Finance concerning the needs of the Moving Fund, as well as advise 
the ministers who will have contacts with moving firms. 


5. In the event that moving expenses under the plan exceed the amount 
available, payments will be made in proportion to the cost of moving. If, 
by chance, a balance should be built up beyond the point of reasonableness, 
either the Moving Committee or the Commission on World Service and Fi- 
nance could reduce the assessment to the churches. 


6. The Moving Fund will pay only for the shipment of household goods 
and personal effects; personal moving expenses do not come under this 
plan. Quoting from the instructions which are handed to the moving firm 
by the Detroit Conference Moving Fund, “We will pay for the use of one 
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wardrobe in addition to the regular rates and Federal tax. Any extra 
charges for packing, boxes or special insurance are the minister's personal 
responsibility and should be collected directly from him.” 


In presenting this plan, your committee is somewhat concerned with the 
possibility that through continually increased apportionment based upon 
cash salary, we shall kill the goose that laid the golden egg. Therefore, we 
recommend that each District Superintendent be instructed to discuss this 
matter with the Official Board or Joint Quarterly Conference for its opinion. 
If the majority of the churches will favor such a plan, it could be put into 
operation with assessments beginning with the Conference Year 1951-52, 
and payments from the fund made after Conference in 1952. 


The committee requests that it be allowed to study moving costs this 
year in the light of the proposed plan, to see how it would have worked out. 
Also, it seems likely that some minor changes in the regulation of the fund 
may be in order after further consideration of the matter.

23. CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON STUDY OF OREGON-IDAHO 
CONFERENCE UNIFICATION 


The concern of the Methodist Church for ever greater efficiency and 
service in ministering to its Churches has stimulated discussion of the com- 
parable service of the larger and smaller units on the Annual Conference 
level. This discussion has gone on for some time in this area. That the 
matter might be clarified to some extent, the Idaho Conference at its 1949 
session authorized the appointment of a Committee by the Bishop, to make 
such a study and to report back to the 1950 session of the Conference. 


AREAS LIFTED OUT FOR SPECIAL STUDY 


I. GENERAL CHARACTERISTICS OF THE ENVIRONS AND RE- 
SULTING CULTURAL BACKGROUNDS: 


The geography and environs of the Idaho and Oregon Conferences tend 
to emphasize marked differences in environment and.sources of income as 
well as social relationships, all of which contribute to culture patterns. For 
the sake of reference we will identify two of the outstanding culture pat- 
terns as “Coastal” and “Intermountain” culture patterns. 


A. The Coastal culture is the older and perhaps more varied because 
of the constant changing of population. The coastal commerce up and down 
the coast, emphasizes differences and similarities of attitudes and habits. 
These changes brought into being, groups of like-minded people whose influ- 
ence was felt by other groups and to an extent modified the thinking of 
the groups. The climate, industry, small farms, and the like, influenced 
education and religious attitudes which developed schools and churches in 
keeping with the felt need of the people through frequent contacts and ex- 
change of views, personal leadership, and common tasks of making a living. 


B. The Intermountain culture of the area east of the mountains in 
Oregon and as far east as the eastern boundaries of the Idaho Conference, 
presents a very different background of experience among the people. The 
influence of ranch life, that type of life resulting from the timber industry, 
the stock ranch, sheep ranch, mining, wheat ranching, and many other means 
of livelihood tend to develop an individual independence less likely to be 
influenced by changing population, or traveling ideas. Social and: cultural 
development is much more static and tends to integrate within a given 
area or community. Service to this type of life requires an understanding 
of the background, habits of thought, estimate of values, economic condi- 
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tions, productivity of the area, and to no little extent the type of people 
who dominate the various communities: 


_ i. In this geographic area there is a rapidly growing sect, Latter Day 
Saints (Mormons) who by reason of a Socio-Theosophis interpretation of 
religion are exceedingly aggressive in propagating their faith among the 
non-Mormons. They are a factor of great importance in the total aspect of 
this Inter-Mountain culture. The aggressiveness of this group with their 
proselyting propensities presents a challenge to the Christian Church which 
can only be met by those who know the problem first hand and have some 
training to meet it. 


2. Such area problems as the Mormon problem, and the necessity of 
experience and training in meeting it, does militate against free exchange 
of ministers across boundary lines where such problems do not exist. This 
is of course especially acute where such great distances and differences in 
environs are involved. 


1hIE Soa OF MINISTERS: SERVICE, FELLOWSHIP, SUPERVI- 


A. The larger Conference Unit: 

The larger number of men, and the larger number of churches does 
make it possible for those making the appointments to be more selective and 
considerate in placing ministers where they can give their most efficient 
service. This is of great value to both the churches to be served and the 
men serving them. Many a minister has been consigned to mediocrity by 
the missent route, and the larger Conference should offer a very great less- 
ening of this means of crushing men’s spirit and losing men’s greatest serv- 
ice to the Church and the Kingdom. This same situation can cause the local 
church to stagnate and lose interest and leadership. 


The larger Conference offers kindred spirits among the ministers—the 
opportunity to find a particular type of fellowship they so much need to 
stimulate their own greatest spiritual, moral, and social satisfaction. This 
matter is of no little importance in the lives of many ministers, and the lack 
of it may send them to other organizations and interests for the satisfaction 
which they deserve within the ranks of the ministry. 


B. The smaller Conference Unit: 

The smaller Conference offers the ministers greater opportunity 
for understanding the work of the Conference. It especially offers the 
younger ministers, and those transferring into the Conference, opportuni- 
ties of getting into the important committees and becoming familiar with 
matters of primary consideration in that particular Conference at a given 
time. Closer fellowship and co-operation with the District Superintendent 
makes possible a much stronger approach to the problems in any church, 
and the possibilities of an adequate solution of the problems. This same sit- 
uation holds true in Area supervision, since the Bishop can get to know 
personally each member of the smaller Conference and call him by name 
without difficulty. This should be of great assistance in the making of 
appointments to the advantage of the ministers and the churches. The total 
ministry should be stimulated by this spiritual fellowship among the Bishop, 
the District Superintendents, and the ministers. 


Ill. EFFICIENCY IN ADMINISTERING THE PROGRAM OF THE 

ANNUAL CONFERENCE: 

A. Services of Staff Members in the Conference: 

The larger Conference unit makes it possible to finance more full- 
time leaders in essential fields such as Christian Education, Youth Work, 
Children’s Work, Evangelism, and such other fields as may be deemed neces- 
sary. Where there are large areas to be covered, the time of full-time staff 
members must be very carefully planned, and demonstration centers, rather 
than local churches, become the center of serving. The results of this type 
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of service depend on the efficiency of the planning body and the staff mem- 
ber in co-operation with the sub-district setup. Efficiency, and not size of 
area, determines the usefulness of such staff members. 


B. District and Conference promotion: 


1. The size of the District and the number of churches to be served 
is of considerable importance in the ministry to the people. The Districts 
are generally larger in larger conferences. In the Idaho Conference with 
two Districts, the number of ministers per District Superintendent is much 
less than in the Oregon Conference where there are four District Superin- 
tendents. The familiarity of the District Superintendent with the local 
church problems should be a vital factor in good administration on the Dis- 
trict level. 


2. In the specific instance of the potential Oregon-Idaho Conference 
unification, the distances across the combined conference would be so great 
(nearly 1,000 miles from east to west) that only a zentral location would be 
satisfactory for holding an Annual Conference. There are very few 
churches around the geographical center of this area large enough to enter- 
tain a Conference of some 200 ministers and as many laymen. The geograph- 
ical center, and the Methodist population center would be so widely different 
that the eastern portion of the area without doubt would suffer a great dis- 
advantage in all Conference meeting arrangements. The result would be 
that the District would become the administrative unit in all program plan- 
abe and execution, which probably does not make for greatest efficiency 
and service. 


Cc. Annual Conference Administration: The great distance that would 
have tc be traveled to get to an Annual Conference would tend to eliminate 
lay members from most of the churches except those near the center of the 
Annual Conference. This would be a rather serious handicap to the plan of 
lay participation in the business of the Conference. The time element, and 
the cost of travel would be matters of first importance in arranging for the 
Annual Conference. 


The matter of special problems to be discussed on the Conference floor 
would be difficult in that the problems of primary interest, such as the Mor- 
mon problem, which is a major one to eastern Oregon and southern Idaho, 
would be of very little concern to western Oregon ministers, who in turn 
represent the greater Methodist membership. The same could easily be true 
for the western section. Here is where the different cultures could become 
vital factors in the effectiveness of the Conference planning. These are not 
impassible barriers of course, but only trends which would have to be faced 
and adjusted.

V. STUDY OF DISCIPLINARY REQUIREMENTS FOR AN ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE: 

There has been some discussion relative to the interpretation of Para- 
graph 652, 42 b) (2). The section clearly indicates that “in full connection” 
includes Effective Elders, Retired Ministers, and Supplementary Ministers 
Paragraph 15, No. 4 sets forth the requirements in that “There shall be no 
Annual Conference with a membership of fewer than 50 ministers in full 
connection.” The Idaho Conference meets this requirement with several tc 
spare. The necessity for more men to man the churches of the Idaho Con 
ference, should very soon make quite an addition to cur Conference mem 
bership.

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VII. MEMOIRS 


EDGAR L. WHITE 


The Reverend Doctor Edgar Lemuel White was born June 29, 18825 in a 
New Jersey Methodist parsonage and entered into life eternal August 6th, 
1949. In 1903, he went to Montana and began his ministry on the old 
Dupuyer Circuit. Ten years later he was appointed to the largest church 
in the then North Montana Conference. His ministry in Idaho was marked 
by his service to two of the large churches and a term as District Superin- 
tendent. His first marriage was to Miss Neva Asay. They adopted a son 
who is now in military service of our government. Following the death of 
“Neva”, he was later united in marriage to Mrs. Emma Blodgett, the widow 
of a member of the Idaho Conference. “Emma” entered the Eternities in 
1948. Within the year before Dr. White died, he married Miss Winifred 
Fryer, a daughter of a Methodist minister. 


One sister survives, Mrs. Raymond Cass, who lives in Long Branch, 
New Jersey. 


“KE. L.”, to me, for more than forty years, was pastor, friend and broth- 
er. He secured for me my license to preach and he was ever a source of 
inspiration, and always an excellent counselor. 


His was the radiant personality with a smile that lingers still, be- 
nignantly blessing all. His energetic enthusiasm had contagion in its 
spirit. With a sense of humor that was robust, yet with all with cultured 
reserve, he was ever the welcome visitor everywhere. His voice was a lovely 
leaven, possessing cadences clear and beautiful, that set the souls of men 
a marching toward the distant scene, unafraid. 


Truly a marvelous mind, unhampered by the academic veneer of the 
sophisticate, he penetrated depths others could not plumb and brought to the 
surface of awareness an understanding which dwarfed passing problems 
into their petty perspectives. As an orator he was without peer, yet, with 
all the gifts and graces which adorned his magnetic platform presence, his 
soul was so sincere that those who listened felt the presence of Him of 
whom he spake. Ever the popular preacher, he never let popularity pre- 
clude his holy purpose. In that he was ever the prophet for ‘God. No phys- 
ical giant was he, yet he was a veritable giant in fearlessness, in faithful- 
ness, in devoutness and devotedness. He had that rare ability (among min- 
isters, anyway) to make good investments in the businness world, but to 
the end his chief business was his own dedication to Christ. 


Going to Montana at a time when the great pioneer preachers were in 
their prime, he became one with them and he and Brother Van (the Rev. 
W. W. VanOrsdel) were near and dear companions. From them, he caught 
the vision glorious of taking a wilderness for Christ. The rustle of saddle 
leather became the accompaniment for those great hymns they sang: the 
aroma of a sweating horse was like incense on the altar; and the flick of 
ear, the flash of eye, and the tossing mane, were homiletic critics which 
help build sermons that saved souls. And surely, in God’s great “Other- 
world” there are still pioneering paths to broaden into holy highways and 
sacrificial services which only the strong in heart can do. If such there be, 
then “E. L.” and Brother Van, and those others who have fellowshipped 
together “keeping the faith” are now meeting in a greater conference than 
this to sing again, “Over and over, yes deeper and deeper, my heart is 
pierced through with life’s sorrow and cry, but the tears of the sower and 
the songs of the reaper shall mingle together in joy bye and bye.” 


CHARLES FREDERICK LUSCHER 


The Rev. Charles Frederick Luscher was born January 11, 1873, in 
Dayton, Ohio. He entered the ministry when he was 26, and his first ap- 
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pointment was to a church at Silver Creek, Nebraska, in 1908. He served in 
various Nebraska churches until 1943 when he came to Wendell, Idaho. 
He also served for a while at Ashton, and at Fairfield, and in a Utah 
community, even though he had retired officially in 19:44. 


In June, 1948, he married Mrs. Elsie Kennicott of Hagerman, Idaho, 
his first wife having preceded him in death. Mrs. Elsie Luscher shared 
life with him for a year in Hagerman, and when he began his “supply” work 
at Glenns Ferry, June, 1949. He became ill in Glenns Ferry in September, 
and passed away at St. Valentines Hospital in Wendell, Saturday, October 


1, 1949, at the age of 76. 


My first meeting with Rev. Luscher was at the Idaho Annual Confer- 
ence of 1947, held at Idaho Falls. Then it was he was quite crippled, having 
suffered a broken hip in a fall. His courageous nature was revealed as he, 
by sheer will power, kept trying to walk until he could do so without the 
use of a cane. This, of course, took many months. I shall always remember 
his courageous attitude, his willingness to help with the program of the 
church, his desire to obtain “supply” work somewhere. He chafed under 


the yoke of inactivity. 


His ideas were surprisingly liberal for a man of 76 years. Quite 
often we would begin a discussion on some phase of the meaning of the 
eross and wnat constitutes an effective church program. His thoughts on 
the matter mirrored the minds of many present-day seminary graduates. 
I came to realize that Charles Luscher had never stopped in the quest of 
seeking the truth. 


His hobbies were poetry and carpentry. I have heard him recite some 
of his humorous couplets, often poking fun at hypocricy. I have seen his 
carpentry work and thought it fine for a man of his age. The altar, cross, 
oe aaa ee used by the Hagerman church today are products of his 
industry. 


As a concluding tribute I would say, “he built an altar unto the Lord”, 
not only the one made by his hands but the one before which he sought daily 
heavenly guidance for his life. The last words his family heard him utter 
as he regained conseiousness for a few seconds were, “My God, My God”. 


His public prayers were always an inspiration to me, evidence of a deep 
ae ta? eee I quote a prayer he wrote for the last funeral service he 
conducted: 


“Our Father, why should we pray for comfort when Thou art 
always more willing to give than we to receive? 

2 “We do pray for hearts to receive, and faith to trust Thy infin- 
ite grace and not to sorrow as those who have no hope. 

“Help us to say, ‘we sorrow not for those we love... we 
would not hold them’ back from life, for life is found with Thee 
alone—its fullness found before Thy throne’. 

“We will not mourn, we’ll simply wait ’till morn shall come 
for us as it has come for those ones we love. 


“Thanks for all they meant to us. Amen.” 


EDGAR A. POLLOCK 


Edgar A. Pollock was born in College Springs, Iowa, Januar 
He was married to Miss Mable Amey at Tce Oregon, Tine a 1308, 
Three children were born, Dean Pollock, Elizabeth Pollock and Lucile 
Pollock. The latter passed away May 9th, 1936. Rev. Pollock’s ministry 
in the Idaho Conference covered the following places: Lava Hot Springs; 
Elgin, Oregon; Vale, Oregon; and Wallowa, Oregon, the latter place he 
served for thirteen years, retiring from the ministry in 1944. His passing 
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leaves his wife, Mrs. Mable Pollock, Dean Pollock, and Elizabeth Pollock 
Taylor. Rev. Pollock was a thoroughly devoted minister, with all the 
earnestness and conscientiousness marking a good minister of Jesus 
Christ. His faith in God was founded upon both the recorded teachings of 
Jesus and a rich experience through the years. During the closing days 
of his earthly sojourn, while he was a patient in the hospital, his faith 
grew stronger and his hopes more triumphant as he looked forward to the 
everlasting joy in his Heavenly Father’s home. He remarked that the 
end was not far away and patiently awaited the time of his home going. 
Release came to him, August 30, 1949, and the earthly house in which he 
tabernacled for well nigh eighty years was deposited in its resting place 
in the midst of the beautiful Wallowa Mountains, but his spirit returned 
unto God from whence it came. 


HANS I. HANSEN 


Hans I. Hansen was born in Denmark, June 18, 1860. As a little child 
he was brought to America by his parents. He “grew in wisdom and stat- 
ure, and in favor with God and man”. As a young man he became a citizen 
of the United States of America. 

The call of God to the Christian ministry was answered. He prepared 
for this life work at Garrett Biblical Institute at Evanston, Illinois. Fol- 
lowing graduation, he was admitted on trial in Colorado Conference and 
was received in full connection in 1902. After several years of service as a 
missionary in Utah, he was transferred to the Idaho Conference and as- 
signed to the John Day Circuit in 1909. His service in the Idaho Con- 
ference continued until he retired in 1930. 

Life in the ministry was shared by Anna Margaret Peterson to whom 
he was united in marriage at Omaha, Nebraska, in 1889. Five “P.Ks” came 
to the parsonage home. ; 

The sunset years of life were enjoyed in the little home at La Grande, 
Oregon. Mrs. Hansen journied on to her final reward in 1937. Brother 
Hans appreciated good health until the latter part of his 89th year. May 
10th he quietly departed from us. 

May 13, 1950, loved ones and many friends attended the memorial 
service. His frail body was laid to rest in the bosom of mother earth at La 
Grande, Oregon. Echoing from the realm of glory we seemed to hear, 
“Well done thou good and faithful servant.” Another soldier of the cross 
‘ has received the generous rewards from the Captain of our salvation. 


RICHARD VANSANT 

Richard Vansant, son of Mr. and Mrs. A. L. Vansant, was born in Mont 
Rose, Missouri, April 17, 1905, the second child of four boys and one girl. 
His was a Christian and Methodist home, his father being Sunday Church 
School Superintendent for years. He passed away March 13, 1950. 

At the age of 12 years, Richard united with the Methodist church in 
Mountain Grove. At about nineteen, he was made a Steward in the church, 
In 1928 he married Esther Vangorden who proved to be a worthy Christian 
companion. Theirs was a Christian home from the beginning. 

In 1934 they moved to Kansas, where they identified themselves with 

the church. In 1936 they moved to Murtaugh, Idaho, identifying themselves 
with our church there. He gave leadership especially to the work at Milner 
Heights, being sponsor of the M.Y.F., and Superintendent of the Sunday 
School. 
In 1943, they moved to the Richfield community, where again they iden- 
tified themselves with our church. For four years he was Sunday School 
Superintendent. Three years he was Lay Leader. It was under his lead- 
ership that Richfield made the effort to become a station charge. At the 
time of his passing, he was a Steward, and Lay Leader in the Richfield 
Methodist Church. He was a member of the Idaho Annual Conference, 
from Richfield and was in attendance last year at Twin Falls. In Richard 
Vansant’s passing, the Methodist Church lost a faithful Lay worker.

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
Article I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


Article I1I—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of 
the Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel therof. 


Article III—All members and probationers of the Idaho Conference 
shall be members of this Society. 


Article 1V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall 
constitute a Board of Directors. 


Article V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first elec- 
tion, shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected 
by the Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if 
a member so desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each 
district, and be elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, 
and two for one year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year 
to serve for three years or until their successors are elected. 


Article VI—The Articles and/or By-Laws of this Society may be 
amended, or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the 
Society present and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having 
been publicly given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and pre- 
serve all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism 
in the Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of 
the Society. 

2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors (Society). 
In his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 

3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the 
Directors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the 
general correspondence, and _ shall properly designate and classify all 
historical matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was 
given and the date received. 

4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 


Board of Directors.

C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Standing Committees, Boards and Commissions of the Conference 
shall be nominated by a Nominating Committee except where provided 
for otherwise by the Discipline, said committee shall be composed of 
one minister and one layman from each district, nominated by the 
Cabinet, and elected by the Conference to serve a maximum of two 
years; the cabinet to be ex-officio members of the committee. 

These shall include: Boards: an Interboard Council; Board of Trustees ; 
Board of Conference Claimants; District Boards of Church Location 
and Building; Board of Ministerial Training and Qualifications; Board 
of Lay Activities; Board of Missions and Church Extension (quadren- 
nial); Board of Education (quadrennial); Board of Temperance; 
Board of Evangelism; Board of Hospitals and Homes; Board of Trus-

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tees of Historical Society; Board of Trustees of Conference Camping 
Properties. Committees: Conference Relations Committee; Committee 
on Investigation; Resolutions and Courtesies Committee; Committee on 
Memoirs; Audit Committee; Committee on Procedure; Committee on 
Moving Expenses; Committee on Christian Vocations; Nominating 
Committee; Committee on Accepted Supplies; Committee on Travel 
Expense; Committee on World Peace; Committee on Reserve Pension.

. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the Chairman of the 


Interboard Council, the entertaining pastor, the Conference Lay Lead- 
er, the District Superintendents, the presiding Bishop and the lay mem- 
ber of the entertaining church. Meetings of Boards, Committees, and 
Commissions of the Conference shall be scheduled as a part of the Con- 
ference program. 


. Members of the Conference desiring to vote shall be within the bar of 


the Conference at the time a vote is taken. 


. Motions, reports, and resolutions shall be in writing and presented to 


the Secretary. 


. Pastors’ Conference Reports shall be delivered to the seat of the Con- 


ference not later than Monday of Conference week. 


. Official lists of Lay members and alternates shall be provided for the 


Secretary by the District Superintendents by the opening session of the 
Conference. 


. Each Board, Committee, or Commission asking funds from the Confer- 


ence shall present, in person or in writing, a detailed financial state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures for the year then closing, and an 
estimated budget for the ensuing year, to the chairman of the Commis- 
sion on World Service and Finance, six weeks prior to the date of An- 
nual Conference. Any further recommendations to the budget shall be 
presented no later than the Wednesday of Conference Week. 


. A committee of three ministers and three laymen shall constitute the 


Committee on Expense. They shall be responsible for the equalization 
of travel expense to and from the seat of the Conference on an equit- 
able basis, and for disbursements from this fund to the members. All 
members of the conference, including ministers, laymen, and retired 
iar as ee Supplies who are serving pastorates, shall participate 
in the fund. 


. All members of Boards, Commissions, and Committees should be listed 


by name, and in case of lay members, alternate delegates to the Annual 
Conference serve for that session in place of their regular delegates 
who are absent. In listing the names of lay members on Boards, Com- 
oe and Commissions, the name of the church represented shall fol- 
ow the name. 


All matters to be printed in the Conference Journal except the Statis- 
tician and Treasurer Reports shall be typed in duplicate and delivered 
to the Secretary prior to the end of the Conference session. 


The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of and b - 
sible for all papers of the Conference in the interne ee een A maBiohs 
of the Conference. 


No man shall be received on trial into the Conference who i i 

1 s over thirty- 
five years of age, and no one shall be received into full eonnectians 
the Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate 
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shall also furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be 
acceptable to the Board of Ministerial Training. 


13. All ministers from other denominations seeking full membership in the 
Idaho Annual Conference, not graduates of theological seminaries ap- 
proved by the Methodist University Senate are required to take the 
full course of study. 


14. The Standing Rules of the Conference shall not be amended, altered, or 
suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


15. The Rules of Order adopted by the preceding General Conference shall 
be authority on all questions not referred to, or fully treated in these 
Conference Rules. 


16. No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be nominated for membership on the Board of Confer- 
ence Relations, the Board of Conference Claimants, or the Board of 
Ministerial Training. 


17. The Conference relation of any ministerial member may be brought up 
for discussion only in Ministerial Executive session. 


18. The fiscal year in the Idaho Conference, as in the other two Conferences 
of the Portland Area, shall begin on June 1st and close on May 81st. 
The June salary shall be paid to a minister by the local church to 
which he is appointed at the Annual Conference. Unless otherwise 
agreed upon by the local church and the appointing authority, the 
salary of the pastor transferred between conference sessions shall begin 
when the pastor takes over his responsibilities as pastor of that church. 


19. All committee reports shall be mimeographed and placed in the hands 
of the Conference members on the day prior to their official presentation. 


20. Lay members and one or more reserve lay members of the Annual Con- 
ference, shall be elected quadrennially.

E. PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 

The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1940-41, 
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as far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the 
Conference, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differ- 
ences in living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other 
variants which will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 


The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial 
Support to be composed of three ministers and the District Superintendents 
ex officio. Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer annually to perform the usual functions of such officers. The com- 
mittee shall preserve complete records of its transactions and shall pro- 
vide for an annual audit. The expenses of this committee shall be a 
priority claim upon the fund hereinafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 


This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash 
support as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the 
basis of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the 
Missionary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested 
to assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment 
shall be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other 
ministers serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in 
living conditions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which 
will be fair and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or 
parsonage is provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as 
rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Report of Payments. 


Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treas- 
urer of the committee and receipts issued thereof. The fund shall be 
kept in a bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 


a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the 
session of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments 
shall be made to any minister except by the request, or with the ap- 
proval of, the District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no 
distribution shall be made to any minister who has failed to prorate 
the Mette oa ministerial oe or whose charge has failed to make an 
every-member canvass for ministerial support; and provided, fu 
that nothing shall be distributed to cover the failure of any eer 
meet its own salary estimate. 


b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
ee given He se eunan Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with 

e€ committee; otherwise its pastor will not b igi i 
tak Ta Dp ot be eligible to receive and 
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c. No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% 
of the minimum support for his class. 


Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet 
the claims of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his 
proportional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be 
distributed arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial Efficiency. 

It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference cooperate 
to eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 
ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 


a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference mem- 
ber will receive at least the minimum salary. 


b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 


c. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 


d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 


e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifica- 
tions for admission into the Conference. 


f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right to Sue Denied. 

No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the 
right to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for 
failing to provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole 
recourse shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able 
te make. Its obligation to him shall be grounded in Christian honor and 
brotherly love, and not in a legalism.

FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday Evening, June 3 


The Sixty-Ninth Session of the Idaho Annual Conference 
was called to order by Bishop Gerald Kennedy at 8 o’clock in the 
First Methodist Church, LeGrande, Oregon. After the congrega- 
tion sang the hymn, “And Are We Yet Alive?” the Bishop led 
the Conference in prayer. 


He then called on the Conference Secretary, Leonard Clark, 
to read the roll of ministerial and lay members, and the following 
responded:

On motion, all pews on the main floor were set aside as the 
bar of the Conference. 


Herbert Richards announced that Dr. Ray Dunn, Retired 
Member of the Conference, together with his wife, were very 
ill, and moved that the Conference send greetings and best wishes 
to them by means of a telegram. This was so ordered, as was 
also in the case of Dr. F. W. Werts, Eastern District Superin- 
tendent, and Rev. Albert Parrett, who are ill and unable to attend 
the Conference. 


Dr. H. G. McCallister, Western District Superintendent, pre- 
sented to the Conference the following ministers who united with 
our fellowship since the last Conference session: Herbert Rich- 
ards, R. J. Pierre, Martindale Woods, Henry Haines, and Wen- 
dell Coe. These men were welcomed in behalf of the Conference 
by Bishop Kennedy. 


C. G. Hannan was then introduced by the Bishop as being 
the new Superintendent of the Western District. 
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H. G. McCallister asked for a special privilege and an- 
nounced the approaching wedding anniversary of Bishop and 
Mrs. Kennedy. Mrs. Kennedy was asked to join her husband 
at the chancel and members of the congregation rose to their 
feet in their honor. 


_ 8. D. McNeil moved that the printed program become the of- 
ficial program of the Conference, subject to necessary changes. 
This was seconded and carried. 


The Bishop then introduced Mr. R. E. Detrick, President of 
the host church Methodist Men who welcomed the members of the 
Conference. The response in behalf of the Conference was given 
by Bishop Kennedy. 


The business session then adjourned. 


Evening Worship: The service was conducted by the host 
pastor, H. J. Gernhardt, assisted by the co-host pastor, Floyd E. 
White. Bishop Kennedy delivered his first sermon of the annual 
session, and special music was presented by the host church 
choir under the direction of Dr. J. L. Bishop with Mrs. J. L. 
Bishop as organist. 


Reception: An informal reception followed in the church 
parlor with ladies of the host Woman’s Society of Christian Serv- 
ice in charge. 


SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION 


Wednesday Morning, June 4 


Morning Worship: After a fitteen minute period of organ 
music which began at 8:15 o’clock, Bishop Kennedy, assisted by 
the Host Pastor, H. J. Gernhardt, and the District Superintend- 
ents H. G. McCallister and C. G. Hannan, led the Conference in 
an impressive observance of Holy Communion. 


Memorial Service: The annual Memorial Service was con- 
ducted by C. M. Donaldson, assisted by N. H. Lines, George 
Allen, Harold Nye. Donald Nothdurft delivered the address on 
the theme, “Through Tragedy to Triumph.” The Conference Sec- 
retary read the roll of those memorialized (all laymen) and the 
following tributes were offered: In memory of R. F. Tyler and 
Mrs. Emma Harding of First Church, LaGrande by H. J. Gern- 
hardt; Mrs. Alice Price, a minister’s widow, and Harry T. Lewis 
of Fruitland by L. B. Bailey; and Mrs. C. E. Helman, a minis- 
ter’s widow by S. D. McNeil. 


Business Session: At 10:25 o’clock, the Bishop called the 
business session to order. 
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Transfers: He announced the following transfers: J. D. 
Wilford to the Memphis Conference as of June 15, 1951; W. C. 
Moore to the New England Southern Conference as of August 1, 
1951; Meredith R. Groves from the Oregon Conference to the 
Idaho Conference as of Jan. 15, 1952; Albert C. Rostron to the 
West Wisconsin Conference as of Feb. 1, 1952; Ray E. Short to 
the Colorado Conference as of Feb. 1, 1952; and and L. W. Back- 
man to the California-Nevada Conference as of March 15, 1952. 


Bishop Kennedy announced his plan to deliver the com- 
mencement address at the University of California, which would 
necessitate his leaving the Conference on Thursday. He an- 
nounced that Bishop Donald H. Tippett would preside during the 
remainder of the Conference. 


C. G. Hannan, a representative of the Idaho Conference on 
the Portland Area Advance Committee, called attention to the 
action taken last year to raise a Forward Movement Fund of 
$72,000.00 for work within our conference, such action to be 
part of an area-wide program. Following additional explanation, 
he moved that “this conference accept the plans offered by the 
Area Advance Committee to implement the action taken by the 
Idaho Conference last year regarding a forward movement for 
the conference and area for the new quadrennium.” It was 
seconded. Rev. Willard Stanton, chairman of the Area Com- 
mittee who was present, was asked to explain the plan in greater 
detail. He spoke of the possible employment of H. P. Demand, 
professional money raiser, for this purpose. The Bishop was 
granted the privilege of a personal word regarding the good 
work of Mr. Demand. 


C. M. Donaldson moved that the Inter-Board Council present 
definite recommendations as to the distribution of the fund, by 
the close of this session. The motion was carried. 


The question was called for on the original motion, which 
was adopted. 


I ntroductions : D. 8. Campbell presented to the conference C. 
A. Trueblood, retired member of the Conference. The congrega- 
tion rose to honor him. 


Following announcements, the benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Mr. Trueblood. P ce 


SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Wednesday Afternoon, June 4 


Following the singing of three hymns by the congregatio 
the Bishop called the Conference to order at 2:00 pels . 


Introductions: The Bishop introduced Dr. H. C. Mecklen- 
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burg of the Department of Architecture, Board of Home Mis- 
sions and Church Extension. He also introduced Dr. C. A. 
Robbins, a representative of the Commission on Chaplains; Mr. 
Selby Southard, editor of “The Methodist Layman,” and Rev. 
Ernest Goulder, director of Wesley Foundation at Moscow. 


Herbert Richards moved that a special Executive Session be 
held to clear the matter of ordination of Oscar R. Slifer and 
Robert J. Pierre. It was so ordered. 


Special Executive Session: D. S. Campbell, secretary of 
the Conference Relations Committee, moved that Oscar R. Slifer 
be admitted into full membership in the Conference and be 
ordained an elder. The motion was carried. Mr. Slifer was 
then introduced by the Bishop. 


D. S. Campbell then moved that we concur in the action of 
the Belgian Conference in recommending Robert J. Pierre for 
Elders orders. The motion was adopted. 


Herbert Richards then moved the Executive Session be 
adjourned. It was adjourned. 


Business Session: The matter of General Conference Re- 
ports was presented. It was decided to wait until Friday when 
all General Conference delegates planned to be present. 


Receipt of a check in the amount of $982.25 for the Con- 
ference Claimants Fund from the Portland Branch, The Metho- 
dist Publishing House, was announced by the Bishop, who em- 
phasized the importance of supporting our own Publishing 
House. 


The Bishop then presented Al Vosper, representative of the 
Portland branch of our Publishing House, who presented several 
outstanding books. The Bishop also presented further current 
books of significance. He gave a brief explanation of “The 
Interpreter’s Bible” and called it “the greatest commentary of 
our time.” He urged its widest possible use. 


The Bishop announced receipt of a letter from C. R. Hau- 
denschield, retired member of the Conference, together with a 
check in the amount of $50.00. A letter of commendation in his 
behalf from his pastor, the Rev. Robert Schuler, was also read. 
L. B. Bailey moved that the check be turned over to the Board of 
Conference Claimants for distribution, and that a note of thanks 
be sent to Mr. Haudenschield. The motion was carried. 


H. G. McCallister read a note of greeting from Noah E. 
Hershey, another retired member of the Conference. He also 
announced receipt of a money order in the amount of $5.00 which 
was turned over to the Board of Conference Claimants. 


H. J. Gernhardt moved “to amend Rule 2 of the Standing 
Rules of Order by adding the words ‘and entertainment’ follow- 
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ing the phrase ‘the Committee on Conference Program.’ ” It will 
then read: “The Committee on Conference Program and Enter- 
tainment shall be .. ., etc... .”” Motion carried. 


H. J. Gernhardt then moved that “this Conference authorize 
the Committee on Program and Entertainment to bring before 
it for its consideration, specific items of policy to aid the enter- 
taining church in preparation for and entertainment of its 
annual conferences.” It was so ordered. 


C. G. Hannan then moved “that the Idaho Conference 
request the Western Jurisdictional Conference for an enabling 
act to clear the way for a merger of the Oregon and the Idaho 
Conferences, should such a merger be desired during this quad- 
rennium.” The motion was adopted. 


C. G. Hannan then presented the following resolution: ‘Be 
it resolved, that'a commission composed of one minister and-one 
layman from each of the two districts of the Idaho Conference 
and four persons from the Oregon Conference, be appointed by 
the Bishop to make a study of this possibility and desirability 
of uniting the two conferences. We request this commission to 
report its progress once or twice a year, to the ministerial and 
lay members of the conferences.” The resolution was adopted. 


J. H. Coulter brought oral greetings and a report from Mark 
White, retired member of the Conference. 


H. E. Dixon moved that the words ‘‘and Arizona” be deleted 
from the context of Paragraph 1784, of the 1948 Discipline. It 
was so ordered. 


Harold Mackey, chairman of the Auditing Committee, re- 
ported that the work of his committee was completed and all 
books were found in order. His report was adopted. (See report. ) 


Harold Mackey then introduced the Rev. and Mrs. Lee 
Welsh, serving the church at Joseph. He then announced that 
arrangements had been made for a bus trip to Wallowa Lake 
on Saturday afternoon, at $1.50 per passenger. 


A. M. Thomas of the Nominating Committee presented the 
names of Earle Terry, H. E. Dixon, Ralph Simmons and George 
Newton to serve on the Committee on Travel Expense. They 
were elected. 


Dr. C. A. Robbins, who was introduced earlier, addressed 
the Conference in behalf of the Commission on Chaplains. 


J. H. Coulter expressed appreciation for cooperation in 
getting reports to the Conference Treasurer and Statistician, in 
accordance with the request made last year. He then moved 
that Rule 5 of the Standing Rules of Order “be amended to read: 
‘Pastor’s Conference Reports shall be delivered to the Treas- 
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urer’s office, or as directed by the statistical officers, not later 
ee one week prior to the opening of Conference.’”’ It was so 
ordered. 


The Secretary called attention to Rule 19 of the Standing 
ena of Order concerning the mimeographing of committee 
reports. 


H. G. McCallister, chairman of the Board of Hospitals and 
Homes, requested J. H. Coulter, another member, to reeommend 
and present copies of the pamphlet “Strength for Hospitals 
Days.” Each lay member was presented a packet of literature 
including the above. 


Stanley Andrews moved that all announcements from the 
floor be written out and handed to the Secretary. The motion 
carried. 


Following announcements, the benediction was pronounced 
by L. B. Bailey. 


Board of Education Banquet: This banquet was held at 
6:00 o’clock at the Hendrix Methodist Church. In the absence 
of the chairman of the board, James Martin, D. S. Campbell 
presided. The film, “The Family Next Door” was shown. 


Evening Service: The evening service was presided over 
by Wendell Coe who announced the opening hymn. Following 
the singing, the order of service for the ordination of elders for 
Oscar R. Slifer of Nampa, and Robert J. Pierre of Wilder was 
observed. Assisting Bishop Kennedy in this service were Dis- 
trict Superintendents H. G. McCallister and Cecil Hannan, and 
Leonard Clark, Conference Secretary. Harold Nye and S8. D. 
McNeil acted as sponsors. At the console of the organ for this 
service was Mrs. Elmer Hansen of LaGrande. 


Mr. Howard A. Anderson of LaGrande rendered the solo, 
“Tet Not Your Heart Be Troubled.” Following this came the 
offering and the singing of another hymn. Wendell Coe then 
introduced Dr. Everett W. Palmer of Glendale, California, who 
spoke on the theme, “So Little Time.” 


The benediction was pronounced by Wendell Coe. 


THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Thursday Morning, June 5 


Morning Worship: At 8:15 o’clock, a fifteen minute organ 
meditation period opened the day’s activities. H. W. Hebble- 
thwaite presided over the worship period, and Bishop Kennedy 
gave his second address entitled ‘““The Watchman.” 
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Business Session: At 9:05 the Bishop called the business 
session to order. He requested a report from the Journal Com- 
mittee. No report was made. 


Stanley Andrews presented the following action of the 
Inter-Board Council, as requested yesterday regarding the For- 
ward Movement Fund: “Distribution of funds as follows: On- 
tario (approx.), $7,000; Salmon (approx.), $5,000; Camp De- 
velopment (approx.), $15,000; Scholarships, $2,500; Reserve 
Pension, $7,500; and other Church Extension Projects, $35,000. 
Total, $72,000. 1. These figures are subject to modification ac- 
cording to survey discoveries and the vote of the Conference. 
2. No money is to be expended without the approval of the 
Annual Conference.” C. G. Hannan moved the adoption of this 
report. It was adopted. 


L. B. Bailey moved the reconsideration oz the action taken 
yesterday relative to the Forward Movement Fund raising pro- 
gram, for the purpose of a standing vote. It was so ordered. 


Ledrue Williams urged the importance of scholarships for 
young men looking to the ministry as a career. 


Herbert Richards suggested that a small committee be set 
up to promote and develop the interest of all young men who 
show an interest in the ministry. Also, to keep in touch with 
these young men and continue their contacts with the Idaho 
Conference. C. G. Hannan moved that the committee be the one 
chosen by the Conference Relations Committee. It was so ordered. 


S. D. McNeil moved that George Allen be our press repre- 
sentative. He was elected. 


S. D. McNeil presented David Coulter, one of our young 
men, the son of one of our ministers, who plans to enter Garrett 
Theological Seminary this fall. 


The Bishop introduced Rev. Edward Terry of Portland who 
spoke in behalf of building an Old Folks Home in Portland. 


District Superintendent’s Report: H. G. McCallister pre- 
sented the Unified Report of the District Superintendents. GC. G. 
Hannan moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See report.) 


At the request of the Bishop, Mrs. Kennedy brought Mrs. 
McCallister to the chancel to join her husband who is this year 
closing his term of office as District Superintendent. The Con- 
ference gave a rising vote in appreciation of his two terms 
totaling thirteen years’ service as a district superintendent. 


H. G. McCallister moved that the Secretary of the Confer- 
ence be empowered to edit all reports. He was so authorized. 
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C. M. Donaldson asked for the privilege of the floor. It was 
granted. He then presented the book ‘Ride the Wild Horses,” 
to the Bishop and urged all members of the Conference to auto- 
graph the volume. H. E. Richards then presented a corsage to 
Mrs. Kennedy in behalf of the Conference. Bishop Kennedy 
then responded. Herbert Richards then voiced his appreciation 
for the rich fellowship of the Conference and his manner of 
reception since coming last year. 


Karle Terry, chairman, Travel Expense, announced that 
all members must hand in their mileage reports today. 


Following announcements a ten-minute recess was declared. 


The Conference came to order at 10:35 o’clock by the sing- 
ing of a hymn. 


Ernest Goulder, director of Wesley Foundation at the 
University of Idaho, Moscow, presented the work of that organ- 
ization. Mimeographed reports were made available to interested 
members of the Conference. 


The Temperance Report was presented by M. H. Greenlee 
who distributed copies to the Conference. He moved its adoption. 
It was adopted. (See report.) 


C. G. Hannan moved that ‘the Inter-Board Council shall 
be instructed to choose the specific projects that shall share in 
the funds from the Forward Movement; that their selections 
shall be reviewed by the Commission on World Service and 
Finance, and that the results be submitted to the Conference at 
the 1953 session.” It was so ordered. 


C. G. Hannan then moved “that this Conference set up a 
committee to meet with a similar committee from the other Con- 
ferences of the area, to explore the possibilities of establishing 
the office of an Area Business Administrator. I recommend that 
such committee comprise the Forward Movement Committee, 
plus the area cabinet.” It was seconded. Bert Powell moved an 
amendment “that the committee report to the next session of 
the Annual Conference.” The original mover accepted the amend- 
ment. The original motion was then approved. 


H. N. Nye moved that the World Service and Finance Com- 
mission be given the responsibility of delegating quotas to each 
church in the Forward Movement, and for it to make a report 
at this session if possible. It was so ordered. 


Corporate Session: At 10:15 o’clock the Bishop turned the 
chair over to President H. G. McCallister of the Board of 
Trustees. , 

The chairman asked for the reading of the minutes of last 
year’s session. They were read and approved. 
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The roll of Trustees was called and the following responded : 
J. D. Crawford, Leonard Clark, H. N. Nye, H. G. McCallister, 
H. J. Gernhardt, W. O. Cotton. 


L. B. Bailey moved that the Secretary of the Annual Con- 
ference be elected the Secretary of the Corporate Session. He 
was elected. 


Old Business: The chairman reported on the status of the 
Old Meadow’s property. He stated that the property had been 
offered for sale to the Friend’s Church but no favorable response 
had yet been received. They are using the building for keeping 
up the property and paying the insurance. M. H. Greenlee, pastor 
at New Meadows, moved that if sold, the proceeds be turned over 
to the New Meadows church for further development there. 
This action was ordered. 


In regard to the property at Montour, it was reported that 
it had been leased during the past year to the Nazarene Church 
for $144, the lease to expire this month. They have offered to 
lease it for a longer period or buy the property. H. N. Nye moved 
that we instruct the trustees to sell this property to the Nazarene 
Church. It was seconded. J. H. Coulter offered a substitute 
motion to reenact the action oz last year to sell or lease. This was 
seconded and carried. 


The chairman reported on the status of the Eastern District 
Parsonage. F. W. Werts, superintendent, has purchased the 
mortgage, and wishes the present plan of payment to be contin- 
ued. L. B. Bailey moved that we continue paying on the present 
basis. It was so ordered. D. S. Campbell, Conference Treasurer, 
reported that the $720 payment had been made for the past year. 


The chairman reported that the Bliss property had been 
sold and the proceeds turned over to the Treasurer. 


He also reported that the trailer house, formerly owned by 
the Board of Education, then later presented to the Board of 
Trustees had been sold for $100 and the proceeds placed in the 
treasury. 


C. G. Hannan moved an extension of time to complete neces- 
sary business. It was extended. 


The matter of a two-acre tract of land near Boise, owned 
by the Conference, was reported by the chairman. He reported 
there is an old church building on the land, and the offer of 
$800 had been made by members of the family which originally 
gave the land to the M. E. Church South. H.N. Nye moved that 
we postpone the sale of this property until next year, thus giving 
opportunity to investigate the matter further. Following con- 


siderable discussion the question was called for and the motion 
carried. 
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Gore: Hannan moved adjournment, recognizing that a fur- 
ther brief session would be required to complete other items of 
business. 


The benediction was pronounced by the chairman, H. G. 
McCallister. 


THIRD DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, June 5 


Executive Session: At 2:00 o’clock, the Executive Session 
was called to order by the Bishop. While ministers in full stand- 
ing met in the sanctuary, lay members held their session in the 
Christian Church. The ministers answered the required Dis- 
ciplinary questions under ‘Part II” of the “Disciplinary Ques- 
tions,’ pertaining to ministerial relations. They also conducted 
the following business: 


Bishop Kennedy announced the transfer of J. D. Crawford 
to the Pacific Northwest Conference, effective June 8, and the 
transfer of D. S. Campbell to the Oregon Conference effective 
June 22, 1952. He also announced the transfer of Walter Mc- 
Arthur from the Oregon Conference effective June 22, 1952. 


The characters of the men of the Eastern District, together 
with that of the Superintendent were passed. The same action 
was taken with regard to the men of the Western District, to- 
gether with their Superintendent. 


Attention was called by the Bishop to the work of the 
Nominating Committee and those committees for which the 
cabinet is responsible: Board of Ministerial Training; Commit- 
tee on Investigation; and Nominating Committee. 


D. S. Campbell moved that this Executive Session send its 
warmest greetings to Brother A. B. Parrett who is ill and unable 
to be present. It was so ordered. 


C. M. Donaldson moved a vote of regret and appreciation 
to Brothers D. S. Campbell and J. D. Crawford who are leaving 
our fellowship. This motion was enthusiastically carried. 


The benediction was pronounced by D. S. Campbell and 
adjournment was declared. 


Laymen’s Session: The laymen met for their session at 
2-30 o’clock at the Christian Church. The meeting was called to 
order by S. T. Bailie of LaGrande, associate Western District 
Lay Leader, in the absence of Hugh Nelson of Twin Falls who is 
the Conference Lay Leader. 
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Mr. Bailie introduced Edson Deal, Western District Lay 
Leader, who then presided and led the group in hymns and 
prayer. He then introduced Mr. Selby Southard, editor of “The 
Methodist Layman,” who spoke briefly on the work of the Metho- 
dist men, congratulating the Methodist men of the Idaho Confer- 
ence on their organization and work. A question period followed 
during which several laymen told of the men’s work in their 
respective churches. Mr. Deal then asked the nearly seventy 
laymen present to introduce themselves. 


The matter of the $72,000 Forward Movement Fund was 
presented and discussed. Some laymen felt the entire matter 
should again be presented on the Conference floor. Henry Nelson 
served as secretary pro tem. The benediction was pronounced 
by the Rev. Mrs. Josie Bach. 


Laymen’s BanquetS The annual Laymen’s Banquet was held 
in the Episcopal Church at 6:00 o’clock. In the absence of Hugh 
Nelson, Conference Lay Leader, S. T. Bailie served as toastmaster. 
Grace was offered by W. B. Starmer. Out of Conference guests 
introduced included Rev. Edward Terry; Mr. Selby Southard 
who spoke briefly, Rev. I. S. Motz of the Board of Pensions, and 
Miss Sarah Ellington. A challenging address was given by Lt. 
Governor Edson Deal of Nampa, Idaho. The program closed 
with the singing of the hymn “Blest Be the Tie.” 


Evening Worship opened at 8:00 o’clock with Harold Mac- 
key presiding. The Wallowa Methodist Choir presented two 
special numbers, and Dr. Everett W. Palmer delivered his second 
address, “The Tide Is Sure to Win.” The benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. Leroy H. Walker, former member of the Con- 
ference, and now a member of the General Board of Evangelism. 

The choir was directed by Mr. Victor Kreimeyer, with Mrs. 
Victor Kreimeyer as pianist. 


FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Friday, June 6 


Morning Worship: The Morning Worship period opened 
again with a fifteen-minute organ meditation followed by a 
service led by Earle Terry. Bishop Donald H. Tippett presented 
a stirring address on ‘‘God’s Redemptive Adventure.” 


Business Session: At 9:15 o’clock, our guest bishop, Donald 
H. Tippett, called the session to order. Henry Haines reported 
SPDE Oa of the minutes of the previous sessions. They were 
accepted. 


General Conference Report: C. G. Hannan moved that the 
Report on General Conference be the next order of business. 
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It was so ordered. L. B. Bailey who was the only delegate pres- 
ent, gave his report. One of the highlights of the General Con- 
ference was the Report of the Survey Commission. The Bishop 
es = the splendid work done by the Commission on the Local 
yhurch. 


_The Travel Expense Committee was excused to conduct its 
business. 


C. M. Donaldson presented J. A. Barstow of Twin Falls 
who reported that A. B. Parrett was seriously ill and that F. W. 
Werts was doing well. 


Herbert Richards introduced Rev. Clarence Foresberg of 
Hillsboro, Oregon; Mr. and Mrs. Richard Alford, minister of 
music at Boise First Church, the Rev. and Mrs. Meredith Groves 
and their children and his wife, Mrs. Richards. 


Reports: Bert Powell, chairman of the Board of Evan- 
gelism, called on its secretary, Harry Starbuck, to present the 
report of that board. Mimeographed copies were distributed. 
H. N. Nye, who was nominated in the report for the office of 
Conference Secretary of Evangelism, was elected. Bert Powell 
moved the adoption of the report, including the suggested dates 
for the evangelistic mission. It was adopted unanimously. Bert 
Powell expressed his appreciation for the unanimity with which 
the conference accepted the evangelism program. The Bishop 
commended the Idaho Conference and the Portland Area for its 
good record in the United Evangelistic Mission. 


S. T. Bailie, in behalf of the laymen, expressed appreciation 
to Selby Southard and Edson Deal for their contribution yes- 
terday. 


A ten-minute recess was declared. 


The Bishop announced the afternoon plans to include the 
special Corporate Session and called on H. G. McCallister to take 
the chair and conduct further Annual Conference business at 
that time. It was so ordered. 


The Report on Moving Expense was presented by Harold 
Mackey who distributed copies of the report and moved its 
adoption. The motion was seconded and the various recommen- 
dations suggested therein were acted upon separately. All re- 
ceived more than the necessary two-thirds vote. The report as 
a whole was adopted. (See report.) 


Conference Treasurer, D. S. Campbell, expressed his appre- 
ciation to the ministers for their cooperation in getting their 
reports in on time. He then moved that “for those churches 
whose reports are incomplete in the journal but whose con- 
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ference claims are paid in full, the secretary be authorized 
to make proper notation in the journal.” That authority was 
given. J. H. Coulter, staff assistant, read the report and moved 
its adoption. The Bishop urged the importance of complete 
and accurate reports, and attention was drawn to the special 
offerings required during the conference year. The report was 
adopted with the above mentioned notation. 


Conference Statistician J. D. Crego, prefaced his report 
with words of appreciation to his assistants, Harold Mackey and 
Mrs. Herbert Wolff. He also stressed the importance of accurate 
reports, read the report, and moved its adoption. It was adopted. 
(See report.) A discussion of the importance of the use of 
Methodist literature followed. 


D. J. Walker moved an extension of time to act upon the 
Nominating Committee’s report. It was so ordered. 


A. M. Thomas, chairman of the Nominating Committee, 
presented the report. Acted upon separately were the nomina- 
tions and elections of Leonard Clark as Conference Secretary ; 
Harold Mackey as Conference Statistician and J. H. Coulter as 
Conference Treasurer. Each of these were quadrennial elections. 
Compliance with Rule 16 in the Conference Rules of Order re- 
quired the removal of the names of H. G. McCallister and Bert 
Powell from the list of nominees for the Board of Conference 
Claimants because they had “passed the permissive age of retire- 
ment.” The committee was asked to bring in the names of other 
nominees later. The name of Stanley Andrews was added to the 
Radio Commission. C. M. Donaldson moved the adoption of the 
report. The report was adopted and the nominees elected. It was 
agreed upon that the first-named person on each board, commit- 
tee or commission was to serve as the convenor of that group. 


C. M. Donaldson presented Mrs. Barzilla Clark, Conference 
President of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service. 


S. D. McNeil moved that the Conference session scheduled 
for the afternoon be postponed that all might hear Bishop Tip- 
pett as he speaks to the Woman’s Society of Christian Service. 
It was so ordered. 


D. J. Walker moved a vote of appreciation to the Conference 
Statistician and Conference Treasurer who are completing sev- 
eral year’s service in these respective offices at this session. The 
Conference expressed its feeling by a unanimous vote. 


_D.S. Campbell announced that the Methodist Federation for 
Social Action would hold a noon luncheon on Saturday at which 
Mark Chamberlain of that organization would be speaker. 


__ Following announcements, adjournment was declared. The 
Bishop pronounced the benediction, 
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FOURTH DAY, SEVENTH SESSION 
Friday Afternoon, June 6 


The Woman’s Society of Christian Service met at 2:00 p.m. 
in the church sanctuary for its annual conference meeting. Mrs. 
Barzilla Clark presided. Mrs. M. N. Cockran led the devotions. 
A corsage was then presented to Mrs. Milo Blokland of La- 
Grande, president of the local society. An offering was received. 
Mrs. H. G. McCallister and Mrs. Cecil Hannan were introduced. 
Bishop Donald Tippett was the speaker for the occasion, speaking 
on the subject, “Hope for Frustrated Southeast Asia.” The meet- 
ing was closed with the benediction by the host pastor, H. J. 
Gernhardt. 

Extended Corporate Session (4:00 p.m.) : This session was 
convened at the former request of Bishop Donald Tippett with 
H. G. McCallister presiding. A short meeting of the Corporate 
Session was held and the following business was transacted: 

H. G. McCallister read the report of the Treasurer of the 
Conference Board of Trustees, Edson Deal. L. B. Bailey spoke 
to the report, explaining that the $300 paid him on the Circuit 
Rider car was not a gift, but a loan from the Conference Board 
of Trustees, to be repaid by his churches. He then moved the 
acceptance of the report. It was accepted. 

L. B. Bailey then moved that the Conference ask the Board 
of Trustees to pay $50 to the Board of Conference Claimants. 
It was seconded and carried. 

Harold Mackey moved that C. C. Dudley and Edson Deal 
be elected to the Class of 1955 on the Conference Board of 
Trustees. Seconded and carried. 

L. B. Bailey then nominated W. W. DeBolt to replace J. D. 
Crawford on the same class. He was elected. 

L. B. Bailey moved that the Secretary be instructed to cast 
a unanimous ballot for the above named persons. Motion carried 
and the Secretary complied. 

On motion of J. H. Coulter, H. G. McCallister was re-elected 
President of the Board of Trustees as was W. O. Cotton, Vice- 
President; Leonard Clark, Secretary ; and Edson Deal, Treasurer. 

C. G. Hannan, chairman of the World Service and Finance 
Commission raised the question of the possibility of charging 
interest on the loan of $4,000 to the Board of Trustees on pur- 
chase of the Eastern District Parsonage. W. O. Cotton moved 
that we charge 2% interest on this loan. It was so ordered. 
Following some discussion, C. G. Hannan moved that “the note 
be made to the General Fund, Idaho Annual Conference.” It was 
so ordered. 

Harold Mackey explained the status of the Grande Ronde 
Circuit Rider’s car. He explained that according to earlier agree- 
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ment, the transfer of title could now be made to the Conference 
Board of Trustees, inasmuch as the General Board of Missions 
will soon have made full payment on the car. 


C. G. Hannan moved that a formal agreement be made with 
Harold Mackey that the car shall remain in Wallowa in the 
temporary possession of the present pastor, and that the agree- 
ment shall insure that the car remain in Wallowa subject to the 
direction of the Idaho Conference, title to remain with Harold 
Mackey as long as he served the Grande Ronde Circuit. This 
was seconded. M. H. Greenlee presented a substitute motion 
that “the Board of Trustees confer with an insurance agent and 
secure advice and direction to clear up the legal status of the 
Grande Ronde Circuit Rider’s car, and take such action as is 
advisable after obtaining this advice. This motion was carried. 


Special Executive Session: D. S. Campbell moved that we 
go into Executive Session. It was so ordered. 


H. J. Gernhardt, chairman of the Conference Relations 
Committee, stated that Meredith Groves had fulfilled the require- 
ments to be received into full membership in the Conference and 
could now be received at this session of the Annual Conference. 


Adjournment was declared and the benediction was pro- 
nounced by J. H. Coulter. 


Golden Cross Banquet: This banquet was held at the Presby- 
terian Church at 6:00 o’clock with H. G. McCallister presiding. 
C. M. Donaldson led in expressing our thanks and a vocal solo was 
rendered by Ester Wilfong. The history, purpose, and roll call 
of members was given by the presiding officer. S. D. McNeil was 
announced as having served twenty consecutive years in the Idaho 
Conference and was eligible to receive his golden cross. A. B. 
Parrett, Secretary-Treasurer, was ill and unable to attend. An 
address, “The Heroism of Going On” was given by Bishop Tip- 
pett. The benediction was pronounced by S. D. McNeil. 


_ Evening Worship: Henry Haines presided at this service 
which opened at 8:00 o’clock. The host church choir supplied 
the special music. Tribute was paid to C. G. Hannan on the 
occasion of his birthday. Dr. Palmer gave his last address before 
this 69th Session on the theme, “The Church, Voice or Eecho.” 


FIFTH DAY, EIGHTH SESSION 
Saturday Morning, June 7 


_ Morning Worship: Following a fifteen-minute organ medi- 
tation period which began at 8:15 o’clock, the service opened 
with A. M. Thomas presiding. Bishop Tippett spoke on the 
theme, “This Is No Time to Desert the Church.” 
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Business Session: At 9:15 o’clock the Bishop called for the 
Report on Journal but no member of the committee was present. 


C. M. Donaldson read a card from Ray S. Dunn, retired 
member, expressing his thanks for the earlier greeting from this 
Conference and reporting on his improved physical condition. 


H. J. Gernhardt, Conference Relations Committee chairman, 
announced that committee had chosen the chairman and secre- 
tary to comprise the committee to keep in touch with student 
and prospective ministers related to the Conference. 


The Bishop introduced Don Hobson, Conference M.Y.F. 
President, and asked him to preside over the Conference. 


S. D. McNeil emphasized the need of each pastor to acquaint 
himself with the Disciplinary requirements for those desiring 
to enter full-time Christian service. 


The chairman called on the Conference Secretary to read 
the roll call of Junior Lay Members. Those present were (East- 
ern District) : Barbara Varley, Ginger Gay Wilson, Don Hobson, 
Martina Hansen, Carolyn Crawford, Stanley Ruckman, Elvina 
Kock, John Heidel, Nettie Adams, John Clark, Janice Steele, 
Shirley Pennington, Mary McCall, Jane Pridmore, Gail Walker, 
Stanley Hughes, Norma Reese; (Western District) : Lois Thomp- 
son, Dick Nye, Ferne Osborne, Janet VanMeter, Janice Stills, 
Yvonne Hyde, Ester Wilfong, Les Anderson, Marlene Wolff, 
Glen Davidson, Marilyn Ludlow, Marilyn Lytle, Kenneth 
Thayere, Dawn JoAnn Kaiser, Roderick Hyde, Barbara Wyckoff, 
Joyce Karnes. 


Don Nothdurft moved that the names of the Junior Laymen 
be included in the Journal. Motion carried. 


C. M. Donaldson requested the privilege of introducing 
candidates for the ministry. The following were presented: Paul 
and Willis Ludlow (father and son), Don Hobson, Don Mat- 
thews, Robert Smith, Richard Nye, and Joe Shaver. The Bishop 
welcomed these men and the Conference rose in recognition. 


Bert Powell called attention to the allowance for ministerial 
scholarships included in the Forward Movement Fund. J. D. 
Crego revealed the fact that the entire Paul Ludlow family is 
entering full-time Christian service. 


The Board of Education report was read by Paul Ludlow. 
Stanley Andrews moved its acceptance. It was accepted. J. D. 
Crego moved the adoption of Recommendation No. 1 therein. 
It was seconded. After some discussion the motion was adopted. 
Harold Mackey moved the adoption of Recommendation No. 2; 
this was seconded. H. J. Gernhardt moved an amendment “That 
this development proceed only to the extent of funds available.” 
The amendment was adopted. Don Smith, the only remaining 
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member of the original committee residing in the Conference, 
who made the choice of the Sawtooth campsite, spoke briefly. 
The question of whether the youth wish a real camping program 
or an institute was raised. Marilyn Ludlow spoke for the youth 
that they favored a camping type of experience. The question 
was called for and Recommendation No. 2 was adopted. Stanley 
Andrews presented the following resolution: “We recommend 
to the Annual Conference that the Board of Camping Trustees, 
being amenable to the Board of Education, become the Camp 
Development and Construction Committee, and three more trus- 
tees be added, and that all camp trustees be suggested by the 
Board of Education to the Conference Nominating Committee.” 
It was seconded, and upon vote, was amended as it appears in 
the report. Recommendation No. 3 was then adopted. Bert 
Powell moved the adoption of that part of the report dealing 
with the Executive Secretary. It was adopted. H. J. Gernhardt 
moved the adoption of the report as a whole. It was adopted 
as amended. (See report.) 


H. J. Gernhardt presented the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on Program and Entertainment. They were adopted. 


H. L. Haines moved that they be printed in the Journal. 
This motion was carried. (See as printed in this Journal.) 


The temporary Chairman, Don Hobson, turned the chair 
back to Bishop Tippett who expressed appreciation for his 
assistance. 


The Bishop called a seven-minute recess. 


Marilyn Ludlow, a Junior Layman, presented the report 
of Christian Vocations. It was adopted. (See report.) S. D. 
McNeil suggested that, if possible, recognition be given youth 
going into full-time Christian service. 


_H.G. McCallister spoke for J. H. Coulter, Martindale Woods, 
Irvin S. Motz, and H. W. Hebblethwaite that they might be 
excused from the remainder of the Conference. Their excuses 
were granted. 


The Peace Committee Report was presented by Ray Linard. 
Copies had been distributed on Friday. Mr. Linard moved the 
adoption of the report. It was seconded. L. B. Bailey moved 
an amendment to delete the sentence regarding youth of draft 
age registering under proper procedure. Upon vote the amend- 
ment was lost. The question was called for on the entire report. 
The report was adopted. (See report.) Don Nothdurft moved 
that the portions dealing with the United Nations and the Point 
Four Program and Universal Disarmament be lifted out of the 
au ae sent to Congressmen of Idaho and Oregon. It was 
so ordered. 
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Bert Powell moved that an offering be taken for the care- 
taker before the adjournment of the Conference and that $5.00 
of this amount be turned over to the Order of the Golden Cross. 
The motion carried. 


The Town and Country Report was presented by Harold 
Mackey who moved that it be adopted without reading on the 
Conference floor. It was so ordered. (See report.) 


The World Service and Finance Report was read byeJ 1: 
Coulter who moved its adoption. It was seconded. After some 
discussion he moved an amendment to the “note” under item 
No. 2, adding the words, “in the Conference treasury,” following 
the word “kept,” making it read, “Any reserves remaining in 
these accounts at the end of the year shall be kept in the Con- 
ference treasury for emergency needs.’ This amendment was 
adopted. C. G. Hannan called attention to item No. 9, stating 
that the World Service and Finance Committee, which was em- 
powered at an earlier session of the Annual Conference to in- 
vestigate a more satisfactory basis of apportionment, had done 
so but had found none better. The report as a whole was then 
adopted. (See report.) 


C. M. Donaldson moved an extension of ten minutes time 
to consider personal business. It was so ordered. 


S. D. McNeil moved that all recommendations appearing 
in the Unified District Superintendents’ Reports be deleted from 
the report. Upon vote it was deleted. Following discussion S. D. 
McNeil moved that we reconsider the matter. This motion was 
carried. The Conference Secretary read the recommendations 
at the request of the Bishop. The original motion was again 
before the body and upon vote it lost, thus leaving the report 
of the District Superintendents as originally read. 


Floyd White moved a further extension of time (five min- 
utes) for a matter of courtesy. The time was extended and he 
was granted a personal privilege. He called H. G. McCallister 
to the front and presented to him a volume of ‘The Interpreter’s 
Bible’ as a gift of appreciation from the men of the Western 
District. He graciously responded. 


Herbert Richards extended, in behalf of the men of the 
Western District, a cordial welcome to C. G. Hannan, new Dis- 
trict Superintendent, and presented him with a plaque. The 
Bishop spoke on behalf of the work of the District Superin- 
tendent. 


C. M. Donaldson presented Mark Chamberlain, West Coast 
Secretary of the Methodist Federation for Social Action. He 
also introduced Virgil Bolen, supply pastor at Union, Oregon. 
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Herbert Richards moved we now adjourn to reconvene at 
3:00 p.m. It was so ordered. 


Adjournment was declared and the benediction pronounced 
by Don Hobson, Conference Youth President. 


FIFTH DAY, NINTH SESSION 


Saturday Afternoon, June 7 


Business Session: The Bishop called the session to order at 
3:00 o’clock. L. B. Bailey led in prayer. 


Bert Powell moved that we adopt the recommendations 
found in the District Superintendent’s Report, which had not 
already been cared for otherwise. This was seconded, and each 
recommendation acted upon separately. Upon motion, Item No. 
1 was adopted, as was also Item No. 2. After reading Item No. 3, 
Mr. Powell moved to insert the words “boards have no treasurer 
except as required by the Discipline.” This amendment was 
ordered and Item No. 3 was adopted as amended. Item No. 4 
was adopted as read, as was Items Nos. 5 and 6. The respective 
motions to adopt Items 7, 8 and 9 were lost. Item No. 10 was 
adopted as read. Bert Powell then moved the adoption of the 
report as a whole. It was adopted as amended. (See report.) 


Vern Taylor moved that the Conference Entertainment and 
Program Committee arrange the agenda for the committee 
meetings to be held on Monday and Tuesday of Conference Week 
next year, so that all possible boards and committees may meet 
at least once before the opening sessions; and that reports of 
boards and committees be scheduled and become the order of 
the day as scheduled. It was so ordered. 


L. B. Bailey then presented the report of the Board of Con- 
ference Claimants. He preceded the report with the following 
motions: (1) “That the Board of Conference Claimants recom- 
mends that the four years which N. H. Lines served as a supply 
pastor while he was located, be counted on his annuity at the 
rate paid to special Conference Claimants,” and (2) “that the 
Board of Conference Claimants be constituted the Conference 
Committee on Reserve Pensions.” Both motions were carried 
He then read his report which was adopted. (See report.) 


C. G. Hannan presented the following special report of the 
Commission on World Service and Finance: “Relative to the 
basis for alloting shares in financing the Forward Movement 
with a goal of $72,000, it is recommended that a grade figure 
be used, worked out as follows: (1) Find the ratio of local church 
membership to that of the total Conference; (2) Find the ratio 
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of World Service on Apportionment paid by the local church, to 
that of the Conference; (3) Find the ratio of the total finances 
(except for building and on indebtedness) of the local church, 
to the same for total Conference; (4) Take an average of the 
three ratios which would give the grade figure; (5) Multiply 
the $72,000 by this decimal figure to find the church’s share.” 
W. B. Starmer moved that the basic figures be mimeographed 
by the World Service and Finance Committee and sent to each 
church. The motion carried. C. G. Hannan then moved the 
adoption of the report as read. It was adopted. 


Vern Taylor presented the Board of Missions Report and 
moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See report.) 


Vern Taylor presented the report of the Radio Committee 
and moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See report.) 


Harry Starbuck presented the supplementary report of the 
Nominating Committee. The matter of nominees for the Board 
of Lay Activities was considered. It was noted that the Con- 
ference Lay Leader was not present at this Annual Session. To 
meet this emergency, C. M. Donaldson moved that we request 
the Bishop to allow the present officers to serve one more year 
only. The motion was carried. The motion to adopt the report 
as a whole was made, resulting in its adoption and those named 
elected. 


H. G. McCallister read the list, and requested the appoint- 
ment of the following “to Special Appointments” with annuity 
claim on a General Board: I. S. Motz of the General Board of 
Pensions; Leslie Cook, William B. Frank, and Lawrence Robin- 
son of the Board of Missions. 


The Bishop called again for the Report on Journal. Henry 
Haines reported it had been read and approved. 


The Bishop called for a vote to authorize the Secretary to 
edit the Journal of this Annual Session. It was granted. 


The offering authorized earlier was received in the amount 
of $30.18 for the caretaker and the Order of the Golden Cross. 


The Bishop then presented the name of Supernumerary 
Member, John B. Sims. Upon vote of the Conference he was 
granted this continued relationship. 


The Bishop then presented the names of the three men to 
be retired: Charles M. Donaldson, Newton H. Lines, and Albert 
B. Parrett (retired because of health). By vote of the Confer- 
ence they were granted this relationship. Brothers Lines and 
Donaldson were called to the chancel as was Vern Taylor who 
substituted for Albert B. Parrett. The Bishop then presented 
each man with a retirement pin and certificate in behalf of our 
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own resident Bishop and the Conference. Both men responded 
briefly in regard to their many years of service and the Con- 
ference rose to pay them honor. 


Upon motion of Dallas McNeil, the Conference voted that 
Warren McConnell and Paul Ludlow be received On Trial and 
placed in ‘Studies of the First Year.” 


H. G. McCallister moved that Meredith Groves and Oscar 
Slifer be admitted into Full Connection: Meredith Groves to be 
admitted at once and Oscar Slifer to be admitted during the 
evening session. The Bishop then called Meredith Groves to 
the chancel and asked him the necessary Disciplinary Questions 
to be received into full membership in the Conference, after 
which L. B. Bailey moved confirmation of the Conference Rela- 
tions Committee action. It was unanimously carried. The Bishop 
received him on behalf of the Idaho Conference and the entire 
church. 


Authority was given the Secretary to publish without read- 
ing on the Conference floor the following reports: (1) Annual 
Report of the Conference Treasurer, (2) Treasurer, Conference 
Board of Missions, (8) Treasurer, Conference Board of Edu- 
cation. 


L. B. Bailey moved that we adjourn “sine die” following 
the reading of appointments on Sunday. It was so ordered. 


D. J. Walker moved that we make the minutes of this Con- 
ference the official Journal. The motion carried. 


The Secretary called attention to the Family Camp to be 
held at eee Lake, July 24-27 and urged as many as possible 
to attend. 


The Secretary thanked his assistants, Charles Easley, Don 
Nothdurft, Mrs. Leonard Clark and all who had assisted on the 
Secretary’s staff. 


The Bishop then presented the Disciplinary question 47, 
“Where shall the next session of the conference be held?” Three 
invitations were extended: (1) by Mrs. Harold Bright of Good- 
ing, (2) Mrs. Harvey Wood of Kimberly, (3) Mrs. Jessie Goodell 
of Salmon. C. M. Donaldson moved to vote in the order of invi- 
tation presentation. It was so ordered. By vote, the Gooding 
invitation was accepted. 


a clie Bishop called for other business; as there was none the 
motion for adjournment was entertained. Adjournment followed 
and the benediction was pronounced by N. H. Lines. 


Youth Day: The Junior Laymen registered at 2:00 o’clock 
at the Hendrix Methodist Church for their afternoon of recrea- 
tion, discussion, and business. Bishop Tippett delivered a short 
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address. The Conference President of the Youth Fellowship, 
Don Hobson, presided. At the close of the afternoon, a picnic 
supper was enjoyed in the city park. 


Evening Service: The service was presided over by Don 
Nothdurft. A vocal solo, “The Lord Is My Shepherd,” was pre- 
sented by Miss Julia Detrick of the host church. A brief Confer- 
ence business session was held in compliance with earlier action, 
to receive into full membership Oscar R. Slifer. Bishop Tippett 
called Mr. Slifer to the chancel and asked the required Disci- 
plinary questions, which were answered in due form by Mr. 
Slifer. By vote of the Conference, he was received into full 
membership. The organist was Marilyn Skeen of the host church. 
ant Tippett delivered his address “‘Life’s Call to High Ad- 
venture.”

A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ 
UNIFIED REPORT 


Bishop Kennedy and members of the Sixty-ninth annual session of the Idaho 
Conference: Greetings! 


In this unified report, your District Superintendents record our thanks 
to the Heaveniy Father for His under-girding power, which sustains His 
people, and for the abiding presence of the Holy Spirit in our hearts. 


Evangelism: The month of March evidenced the evangelistic fervor and 
determination of our idaho churches by their cooperation and participation 
in the U.E.M. in the Portland Area. Laymen and pastors demonstrated 
their faith in the salvability of human souls through the power of God— 
by both their faith and works, as they prepared themselves through training 
and by prayer, then through visitation in the homes of friends and con- 
stituents, winning them for Christ and His church! This was done with 
such spiritual vigor and persuasion, that numerically considered, the Port- 
land Area leads any other Area in the Western Jurisdiction! Humbly let 
us thank God for a living evidence of His Spirit working with the spirit of 
man. This type of Evangelism has moved many ministers and laymen to 
express a desire for its continuation in our churches. When we realize that 
enough people were added to the membership rolls of our churches to create 
the equivalent of forty-four new churches with an average of two hundred 
and twenty-five members, then we can visualize the significance of Visitation 
Evangelism. We trust we take sinless pride as we view the achievement. 
We appreciate the generalship of “Jerry-on-the-job” of our Bishop, and the 
general leadership of area and jurisdictional boards. However, we believe 
that Rey. A. B. Parrett tops the list of workers in this field as he was 
some jumps ahead in presenting outlines, programs and general helps. 


Promotional Work: Except for our Evangelistic program, which was 
well promoted, the other promotional work in the conference has not been 
as large as in other years, but the quality has been of first magnitude. We 
record our deep appreciation as we make recognition of the following: Dr. 
Beauchamp did an excellent task in the field of Church School Administra- 
tion; Dr. Ezra Cox is always illuminating in his addresses in the realm 
of Home Missions and Church Extension; Dr. E. Lamont Geissenger for his 
fine presentation of stewardship; Dr. J. Richard Spann of the Board of 
Ministerial Training, who responded to the invitation of Mrs. Edgar Oakes 
and under her leadership, many youth were given the opportunity to con- 
sider Christian Vocational work. The one returned missionary on the field 
this year was Dr. Ralph Dodge, and his native travelling companion, Mr. 
Antonio Nascimento, the latter a lay delegate to the General Conference 
from Africa. The two weeks spent in the conference were marked by an 
enthusiastic reception at all points. The cause of Peace was ably presented 
by Dr. Carl Soule. Our conference is also indebted to the following persons 
for their leadership and inspiration, most of whom spoke at the various 
training centers during our period of evangelism. Dr. Harry L. Williams, 
Dr. Clark Wood, Dr. Eugene Golay, Dr. Ted Palmquist, Dr. Oscar Adams, 
Dr. Carl Davidson, and Dr. H. S. Beatty. Due to their presence, our preach- 
ing mission became a source of inspiration and help. To Rev. M. H. Green- 
lee, we also say thanks, as he did an excellent work in his presentation of 
the cause of temperance, and takes his place beside those from the General 
Board of Temperance, by his able leadership. We are indebted to Bishop 
Kennedy for his first report on his trip to the Orient, for his other ad- 
dresses on both districts, and his address closing the U.E.M. at Boise on 
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March 30. We say “Thank you Bishop” and congratulate you on the fact 
that you addressed the largest group of Methodists ever assembled in the 
city of Boise at any one time and in one place. 


Iiterature, Visual and Auditory Aids: Brethren, without hesitation, we 
can declare that our Methodist Church produces the best religious literature 
any where and by any publishing agency. This superiority is recognized in 
physical equipment, in the materials used, and in the quality of its thought 
content with its relationship to the Bible and the needs of life. Despite 
these facts, we are sorry to report that many of our charges, and especially 
the Church School, select literature of inferior value. Reasons given are 
usually—it is cheaper and easier to teach. Arguments, these are with little 
value compared to the long range result of such practices. Every pastor 
should persuade his church or Church School to use only that literature 
which adds value to the total program of the church. In the field of the 
visual and auditory, materials of much value are not being produced, and 
no doubt as time goes on, much more will be forthecming. Wherever possible 
our churches should avail themselves of the opportunity that comes from 
this realm. Our publishing houses will assist you in every way if you will 
ask for help. 


Newcomers: Borne on the swift pinions of the fabled stork, bundles 
from heaven have been placed in the homes of some parsonage folks. Shortly 
after the beginning of this conference year, Rev. and Mrs. Leonard Clark 
received their bundle, a boy named Raymond Leroy. Early in January Dr. 
and Mrs. Forrest Werts welcomed a daughter named Mary Loretta. Ap- 
proximately two months following, Rev. and Mrs. Donald Walker received 
their first born, a son, named Daniel Scott. Happy times in the Walker 
home, as eleven years is a long time to wait. Now, to keep the score on an 
even keel, during April, Rev. and Mrs. Vern Taylor welcomed a daughter, 
named Lucinda Lee. We congratulate these parsonage families and pray 
our Father’s blessings upon their homes. 


Thumb Nail Portraitures of the Districts: Eastern District: Ashton 
grows and needs to expand its building facilities. Idaho Falls stretches every 
effort to meet the needs of its growing responsibility to government develop- 
ments in and around its territory. Pocatello needs more room for its grow- 
ing educational program and relationship with student activities of the 
college. Salmon has built its monument to the historic past and challenges 
the future with available equipment to measure up to its opportunities. 
Blackfoot has built a new parsonage and continues its growth in church- 
manship. American Falls and Aberdeen have shown developments in every 
way, and Aberdeen has now its structure completely reconstructed into a 
beautiful sanctuary. Burley grows in the growth that marks not only in- 
crease in numbers, but in depth and desires of cultured and Christian char- 
acter. Rupert has its educational unit near completion through the work of 
both pastor and people, with volunteer labor and gifts. Shoshone and 
Richfield have grown in total church life and can challenge the world on 
the percentage basis at having more people at everything with distance 
offered by the general church programs. Gooding is a monument to Cecil 
Hannan, to Dr. J. Wesley Miller and Dr. Vernon L. Middleton and a choice 
group of lay folk, who at a most unpropitious time, have erected the most 
beautiful church in the country. Fairfield has made steady growth, and 
Glenns Ferry has shown remarkable development in over-all church pro- 
gram. Wendell and Hagerman show the marks of creative enterprise. Buhl 
and Castleford record a real year in ccoperative activity. Filer continues its 
increase in all its various activities. Murtaugh has improved its property. 
Kimberly’s educational unit slowly, but steadily grows without incurring 
a large debt. Hansen has demonstrated what a church can do when it has 
to go a whole year without pastoral leadership, and make steady improve- 
ments. Twin Falls had to continue its steady contribution, with the sad 
illness of the pastor ever in their thinking. Paul has been happy and Jerome 
continues its building program and its general development. 
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Western District: Apple Valley marks a 60% increase in membership 
and an advance in finances. Our Baker, Oregon church has had a re-birth 
within the past two years, under the leadership of the pastor, and is moving 
to the front numerically and spiritually. Boise, Collister is completing its 
long needed enlargement to care for the community religious life, and its 
expanding program. Boise, First is coming into its own with a challenging 
program to meet needs of all phases of religious life. Seven robed choirs 
sing to the edification and pleasure of large audiences, and the voice of the 
minister is heard in sanctuary, over the radio and by recordings. Immanuel 
moves steadily forward under the five years’ ministry of the present pastor 
and plans to project its influence deeper into the community life. Wesley 
Chapel has a fine five year record of church building and programming. 
Beginning with a small group it has built a $30,000 building, paid all in- 
debtedness, and this soon after completion needs additional space. Caldwell 
no longer harbors the cool, calculating spirit of yesterdays, but has a fine, 
warm-hearted program meeting the religious life and needs of all. And the 
voice of the angel of the Caldwell church is not heard only inside the sanctu- 
ary, but also over the air. Cascade and New Meadows have had a religious 
up-thrust, particularly New Meadows, for here the church and Church 
School needs more room, and the contagious spirit of the pastor is being 
reflected in community life. Cove, Oregon, without a resident pastor for the 
year, still has held steady and hopes for pastoral supervision from here on. 
Eagle continues to soar for its fifth year, with extensive improvements on 
both church and parsonage. Elgin and Union, Oregon very much desire the 
return of the present pastor who has increased the religious activity of 
these two places by his energy and religious zeal. Increased membership 
with a spiritual uplift attending the life of the Emmett church paves the 
way for a good year just around the corner. Fruitland has suffered the loss 
of a long time member of the congregation and many years lay delegate to 
Annual Conference. Work has moved well under the direction of a student 
pastor. Haines and North Powder have had a good year, but both places 
should be willing to make adjustments necessary to become a circuit with 
salary adequate to command a full time minister. John Day, Oregon moves 
steadily, slowly ahead and should be able to challenge a full time pastor 
next year. The present pastor has served acceptably for eight years. Kuna 
and Southside Blvd. churches have the opportunity of becoming one of the 
best rural circuits in the whole conference, and a notable achievement could 
be had in the combination of these two charges, shepherded by a consecrated 
rural spirited minister. Both churches have had a good year under pastoral 
leadership of both pastors. La Grande, Oregon, First and Hendrix churches 
continue to march forward. Both have fine leadership, laity and clerical 
and large improvements in physical equipment, and spiritual growth wit. 
ness to the willingness of both church congregations. We are sampling this 
spirit in their hospitable and creditable entertainment of the conference 
session of 1952. Meridian is the name of a church, and does not indicate a 
spot or a place that has reached its highest point, but a church that is 
moving toward a goal. Enlargement, improvement and expansion are terms 
to describe the work of the year. It stands second in its U.E.M. achieve- 
ments. The pastor at Middleton is one of the retiring brothers, not by reason 
of attitude but by reason of age. He is not tired, neither is his congregation 
who wish his services continued. For six years the First Church Nampa 
has forged forward, during this time improvements to the amount of 
$50,000 or more mark results in changes made to meet needs of religious 
life, while pastor and people have worked harmoniously to this end. Three 
ministerial recruits have come from this church within a short past. A few 
years back Nyssa, Oregon built a new church and parsonage plant with 
thought that It was adequate. Under a well-planned program of pastor and 
people this equipment is too small. This church was the first on the district 
to put the Commission Plan of church government into use, which has 
abundantly justified its operation. Four years ago the Idaho’ Conference 
epee an amount of $15,000, from Advance Funds, be allocated to 

ntario. To date this amount has not been received, but the faithful con- 
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gregation has confidently labored on. Although uncompleted, yet progress 
is seen. The giving of self and possessions by this group is not exceeded 
by any congregation in the Conference. Plans are being finished for a 
forward step in creating a suitable educational plant and social unit at 
Payette. The last quarterly conference voted to this end and the pastor 
enthusiastically hopes for a pushing on to completion. Prairie City, Oregon 
marks a year of good results. Increase in membership and finances, and a 
faith in the future brings this church to look with courage toward tomorrow. 
Vale is not altogether what the term usually signifies, for Vale has its ups 
and downs with rough spots between. The people still have hopes for future 
improvement in property to provide adequate facilities. Wallowa, Oregon 
church qualified for financial reward by securing commendation in the past 
year contest for churches of its class. Extensive decorations and improve- 
ments on both church and parsonage mark the year’s progress. The pastor 
serves isolated and faraway places every month, which have no other 
religious services by any other denomination. Weiser’s waiting period is 
now over, and the opportunity for this congregation to set itself up in 
religious housekeeping is at hand. Due to a generous offer from the Division 
of Town and Country Work, adequate support for a full time resident min- 
ister, with the help of the Weiser church, is now provided. Here is a promis- 
ing field, demanding a qualified and consecrated minister, and with a great 
chance to build a fine congregation. Wilder belies its name, for it has had an 
excellent year under the leadership of a former member of the Belgian Meth- 
odist Church and Conference. We welcome Rev. Robert J. Pierre and wife to 
our Conference and rejoice with the Wilder people on their good fortune. 
Apple Valley, Pleasant Ridge and Joseph, Oregon need mention as places 
to be supplied, yet without sufficient finances for resident, full time pastors. 
The remedy for some such situations is combining with other places, which 
is difficult, or exchanging, if possible, with some other denominations. The 
Rocky Mountain Circuit embraces approximately nine localities or com- 
munities served by the Rocky Mountain Circuit Rider. Sweet and Hunting- 
ton, now listed in the Conference minutes, are two of these points. Fuller 
report may be made by the Circuit Rider. 


*Recommendations: The District Superintendents recommend, 1st: The 
continuation of the Interboard Council, with an appeal to all Boards to 
cooperate more fully to make the total program of the Conference more 
effective. Publicity of a better type than last year may help. Employment of 
an Interboard Secretary should be vested in the Interboard Council to 
employ said Secretary when funds and the “proper person” are available. 
2nd: That all Boards and Committees meeting ad interim shall be required 
to send through the Interboard Council, within ten days following each 
meeting, the minutes of that meeting, and these be mailed to pastors only. 
3rd: We recommend that each Board (or Committee) have its own Treas- 
urer, and the Conference Treasurer remit the money as it is available to 
each Board, its allotted share. Furthermore, that each Board be permitted 
to handle and spend its own money under proper voucher signed by chair- 
man and secretary. Also that each Board be permitted to hold in trust its 
own funds for a quadrennium only, thereby avoiding the idea of spending 
yearly unnecessarily, just to hold its claim on the finances. 4th: We recom- 
mend that the Conference Nominating Committee do not name any person 
to more than two Boards (other than the Inter-Board Council) and two 
committees. 5th: We recommend the fulfillment, as rapidly as possible, 
the conference commitments to our Conference projects, and at the farthest 
these commitments be completed during this quadrennium. 6th: We recom- 
mend a closer cooperation of the youth program with the Interboard Coun- 
cil and the District Superintendents’ offices. 7th: We recommend that the 
Bishop be requested to name as Executive Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation, that person the Board of Education elects as its chairman. 8th: 
We recommend that the Bishop be requested to name as Secretary of the 
Board of Evangelism, that person the Board of Evangelism selects as its 
chairman. 9th: We recommend that the Bishop he requested to name as 
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Secretary of the Board of Missions that person the Board of Missions 
elects as its chairman. 10th: We recommend the continuation of our Evangel- 
istic programs. 


Some Remarks By the Retiring District Superintendent: I realize the 
incompleteness of this report and with some things left unsaid. If Dr. 
Werts had been able to have given more time to the matter, and had we 
complete information on General Conference action, other things, perhaps, 
could have been added. Now I wish to add my word of appreciation to 
Dr. Werts for his cooperative efforts, his hard work, his attempts to co- 
ordinate the work of the districts into a whole; his diligent study of the 
Conference needs that we as District Superintendents could better serve 
every place and every one. He has carried a heavy load in the Inter-Board 
Council, performed a prodigious amount of labor for which I give him 
credit and my appreciation. 

This conference brings to a close thirteen years in the District Super- 
intendency. During this period, I have worked with six Bishops, six different 
Superintendents and scores of pastors. As I look back over these years I am 
amazed at the generosity, fairness and Christian spirit manifested, in gen- 
eral, by all. Never once have I known an official to penalize a pastor be- 
cause of divergent. opinions, or by way of showing his authority, or attempt 
to whip one into line. He who serves as a District Superintendent has before 
him an opportunity for enlarged service to his pastors, people and his 
church. It is an office of trust and responsibility, but he also serves in a 
different relationship compared with the regular ministry. His problems are 
different, he carries burdens and responsibilities not of one, but many 
charges. He is the “go-between,” a liaison officer. He is between the church 
and the pastor, the pastor and the bishop, and the church and the com- 
munity, and somtimes between the devil and the deep blue sea, without 
ability to judge which is the satan and which the sea. At other times he is 
misunderstood, misinterpreted, misinformed, and some of his acts are mis- 
construed, all because those outside do not see the whole of the problem 
involved in a given situation. Here is a task that requires that a man 
should have some of the patience of Job; part of the wisdom of Solomon, 
and all the toughness of the hide of an alligator. Withal he should have a 
spirit of forbearance, humility, a continual reliance upon prayer, and an 
abiding faith in God. And since one person seldom, if ever, has all these 
qualities, part of the genius of Methodism is seen in the provision for a 
change in this office. 


In Conclusion: Mrs. McCallister, who has had some lonely and anxious 
hours during these thirteen years, and who has carried more than her 
share of the load of a District Superintendent’s life, but always with a quiet 
faith in God, now joins with me in thanking all, both pastors and people, 
for the friendship and fellowship which we have had through these days. 
These pleasant memories will linger long. Today we thank God for all His 
goodness, presence and the indwelling of His Holy Spirit. We invoke the 
presence of the Eternal One to be with all of you, all the way and all 

e time.

B. REPORTS OF STANDING BOARDS AND COMMITTEES 


1. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
Christian Education as one of the mightier forces in our lives, keeps 


life from becoming a noisy gong and a clanging cymbal. As each church 
carries on an active and adequate program of Christian Education each

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week, leading children, youth, and adults to God through Christ Jesus, they 
implement and carry through the great program of Christian Education. 


The Conference Board of Education is a mediary between the Gen- 
eral Board of Education in Nashville, Tenn. and the Local Church Board. It 
is at the disposal of each church to give help and to increase the efforts being 
made. Let us not lose sight of the imperativeness of a strong program of 
Christian education through each church of this conference. 


This year, due to the fact that the Executive Secretary was hired only 
for minimum work, the Board of Education has had to depend heavily upon 
the work of the staff. The Executive Secretary kept the office only to receive 
and dispense mail; he attended the Older Youth Camp, represented the 
Conference Board at the National Conference on Christian Education at 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; he met several times with the Executive Committee 
to plan program. 


Children’s Work: Despite the small amount of staff help for the local 
church program, the work has not suffered as one might suppose. Increases 
in both the Sunday School and Vacation Church School program gives one 
the conviction that the children’s work is on solid ground. 


Youth Work: During the past conference year, the youth work has 
progressed encouragingly. A two day Conference-Wide Rally was held at 
Caldwell in October with cver 200 youth attending. Summer camps were 
well attended and were reasonably successful. Because of the great distance 
and expense, only one Conference Council meeting was held, although it 
proved to be a day of productive planning. The Youth cooperated in the 
United Evangelistic Mission with a series of zone meetings pointing up that 
emphasis. They cooperated with the Christian Vocations committee in the 
visit of Dr. J. Richard Spann. All six zones have had organized activities 
during the year. 


For the next year, we would recommend that more zone activities be 
planned with an eye to improving the local M.Y.F. meetings and offering 
an exchange of ideas in that realm. Zone activities should be more care- 
fully planned and scheduled so not to hinder or conflict with local church 
program, or other conference or zone activities. Each zone ought to have 
at least two, but not more than five zone meetings during the year. 


We recommend the continuation of the Conference-Wide Fall Youth 
Rally but feel that the results of the last few youth rallies at Annual 
Conference do not justify their continuation. It is felt that the Annual Con- 
ference session does not offer either the best time nor place for such a rally. 


Adult Work: Activities in this field include the following: Family Camp 
at Wallowa Lake under the direction of the Rev. Leonard Clark; the send- 
ing of Rev. Clark to the National Conference on Family Life held in Chi- 
cago Ill., Oct. 12-14; the Boise Valley Men have done splendid work, espe- 
cially in supplying the pulpits of churches where there were no resident 
pastors. From all indications these activities will be continued this coming 


year. 


Church School: The number of Church Schools in the Conference has 
been increased by one, to make a total of 71. There was a total increase of 
1,204 in the Church School with a Sunday School increase of 707. In the 
light that 20 out of the 71 Church Schools are not using Methodist approved 
literature throughout their Church Schools, we urge the pastoral leadership 
of each charge to encourage such usage. 


Rally Day: The Rally day offerings are used for the promotional work 
of the Board of Education. To receive such an offering is a disciplinary 
measure. (See paragraph 196, in 1948 Discipline.) We recommend that 
each church send the conference treasurer a total of not less than 25 cents 
per average attendant in the Church School to be designated for this fund. 
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Leadership Education: Each Church School under the leadership of 
the pastor can carry on an effective leadership program by availing itself 
of the excellent material through the Board of Education office by way of 
filmstrips and pamphlet materials. 


Student Recognition Day: We recommend that this day be set aside 
in each local church to recognize our students when they return home at 
Christmas vacation. We also urge all churches to receive an offering which 
shall be used to help pay the Conference responsibilities to our Wesley 
Foundations at the Eastern Oregon College of Education, the Idaho State 
College, and the University of Idaho. 


Camping: Under the leadership of the Camping Commission, the insti- 
tute and camping program of the Conference has been developing in 
strength and in the value of the properties. During the past year the 
property at Wallowa Lake has come under Conference ownership, cul- 
minating the sacrificial work of many Methodist ministers and lay men 
through the years. 


The Family Camping program was begun last summer with a suc- 
cessful camp at Wallowa Lake. This work is to receive continued emphasis. 
The Older Youth-Young Adult Camp came under the Camping Commission 
direction and opened to all the Conference for the first time last Labor 
Day weekend at Payette Lakes with an attendance of seventy persons. 


By recommendation of the Commission, the Board of Education will 
appoint all camp and institute deans or directors by at least October 1 for 
the next year. 


A Recommendation for Conference Action: 


1. We recommend that the Camping Commission be composed of the 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Education, deans and directors of the 
institutes and camps, a conference youth representative, the District Super- 
intendents, and four quadrennial members to be chosen by the conference— 
two lay and two ministerial. (Henry Haines, Ray Linard, Don Nothdurft 
and S. T. Bailic were elected) and Chrm. Board of Trustees, Conference 
Camping Property (Adopted). 


2. WHEREAS more than $6,000 has already been invested in the 
Sawtooth Campsite; 


WHEREAS no other suitable campsite has been proposed; 


WHEREAS the Sawtooth Camp Site is near the center of the 
Conference population; 


BE IT RESOLVED that the Idaho Annual Conference endorse im- 
mediate development of the Sawtooth Campsite, along with 
Wallowa Lake Campgrounds to the extent that funds are avail- 
able. (Adopted.)

: 3. We recommend to the Annual Conference that the Board of Camp- 
ing Trustees, being amenable to the the Board of Education become the 
Camp Development and Construction Committee and that three more trustees 
be added, and that all Camp Trustees be Suggested by the Board of Educa- 
tion to the Conference Nominating Committee. (Adopted. ) 


_ Executive Secretary: The Board of Education finds itself in the same 
position it was in last year, in the hiring of a part-time Executive Secretary. 
It recommends that the same be done and that the Conference cabinet ap-

12. We urge upon the ministers the necessity and advantage of at- 
tendance at the Pastors’ School at Tacoma this summer. Since the school 
is not only good for the mind and spirit of the minister, but beneficial to 
the church as well, we request local churches to assist their ministers in 
attending, by helping with the cost of the trip and by not subtracting the 
time required for it from their vacations. 


13. The Conference itself shall bear the cost of entertaining Annual 
Conference, except for the entertainment of certified delegates and min- 
isterial members upon the Harvard plan, with an upper limit of $600.00 
on presentation of bills approved by the host pastor. The evening offerings 
shall accrue to the Conference.

Recommendations for next year:

2. That a new financial arrangement be made with the Rocky Moun- 
tain Circuit Rider as follows: that his salary be set at $3600 per year, 
with an annual allowance of $800 for travel expense; this to be paid on a 
monthly or semi-monthly basis; and that all money paid to his work be 
paid directly to the Conference Treasurer, including money from any church, 
even those he himself serves.

10. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EVANGELISM 


This has been a year of hard work, victory, and discovery in the field 
of evangelism. The success of the United Evangelistic Mission has been 
before us. Reports indicate that during the year 990 persons were received 
on Profession of Faith, and 886 by transfer and from other denominations. 
Beyond statistics, we note the benefit received by laymen who participated 
in the visitation, the new vision gained by pastors, and the strengthened 
fellowship resulting from cooperative action. Our Conference, furthermore, 
carried its full share of the expense of the Mission, and contributed a 


sizable sum to the Area Treasury. 


Appreciation has already been expressed, by the District Superintend- 
ents, for the leadership of those who were instrumental in the success of 
the Mission. We mention the General Board of Evangelism; the Area staff, 
especially Owen J. Beadles; the Zone leaders, Dr. Ted Palmquist, Dr. Carl 
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Davidson, Dr. H. C. Beatty, Dr. Clark Wood, Dr. Gene Golay, and Dr. Oscar 
Adams; Albert Parrett, Conference Secretary, whose foresight kept the 
program moving on schedule; and Bishop Kennedy for his encouragement, 
visits among us, and daily messages. 


Against the background of successes stands three facts: 1) Ten churches 
did not participate in the Mission, many of them churches where such work 
is deeply needed. 2) The number of prospects who remain on the lists of 
every church. 3) The number of possible prospects not yet discovered. 

Because of these facts; because, further, we have witnessed the fruits 
of united endeavor; and because evangelism is the primary task of the 
Church, we recommend, for this year, another United Evangelistic Mission 
on the Conference level. We propose that this Mission be of two weeks 
duration in each phase. The first week is to be given to a Preaching Mis- 
sion, with guest pastors preaching, the second week to Visitation Evan- 
gelism, under the supervision of the host pastor. We propose for the First 
Series Preaching Mission, November 9-14, 1952, and the First Series Visita- 
tion Mission, November 16-21, 1952, For the Second Series Preaching 
Mission we suggest November 30-December 5, 1952, and for the Second 
Series Visitation Mission, December 7-12, 1952. 


We desire that this Mission fit into the General Conference recom- 
mendation that the year, 1953, be designed as a World-Wide Methodist 
Evangelistic Campaign. 


We nominate Harold Nye for the office of Conference Secretary of 
Evangelism for the year 1952-53.

11. REPORT OF COMMISSION ON WORLD PEACE 


The Christian world is confronted with the unrelenting forces of 
online ann secularism, and Communism; which are the underlying causes 
of war. 


We must reaffirm the declaration of our General Conference that 
“Christianity cannot be nationalistic; it must be universal in its outlook 
and appeal.” Under no circumstances does war settle international dis- 
putes. We are engaged in an ideological warfare, which cannot be won on 
the battlefield. 


Universal Military Training: We urge the rejection of any plans for 
peacetime Universal Military Training because we believe it to be unneces- 
sary, undemocratic, and un-American. 


. War Not Inevitable: We reaffirm the conviction that war is not 
inevitable. 


Umited Nations: Neither is peace inevitable, and its cost is patient 
continuous efforts at international cooperation. Our best political hope of 
peace lies in the United Nations. In spite of tensions within the United 
Nations, we believe that it must be kept united as a force for good govern- 
ment in the world, and should be maintained for all nations. 


Technical Assistance and Point Four: We urge that the Congressional 
appropriations be increased for Point Four and Technical Assistance pro- 
gram and that these funds be channelled through the United Nations’ 
Technical Assistance Program as much as possible. We believe that the 
original purposes of the Point Four program should be carefully guarded 
against diversions based primarily on military expediency. 
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The Church: Let all ministers of the Christian Gospel be free to 
preach the Gospel of Love, of Reconciliation, and of Healing in true pro- 
phetic style—according to their own conscience. Let the Church continue 
its declaration that war is sinful and that the Church must use its spiritual 
power through Christ, to destroy war. 


_ One of the major and primary tasks of the Church is to relieve human 
misery. Such relief should be given through various channels. Because 
private giving can give little help in itself, we rejoice that organized 
agencies are provided such as Church World Service, the Methodist Com- 
mittee for Overseas Relief, and to this end, should be greatly increased 
and supported. 


Soviet-United States Relations: We recognize that peace in the imme- 
diate future depends primarily on the establishment of better relationships 
between the Soviet Union and the United States. Communism holds out to 
underprivileged peoples promises of a release from want and oppression, 
yet for the most part is deceptive and is accompanied, where power is seized, 
by new and terrible forms of tyranny. We believe that the best defense 
against Communism is not to be found in the use of military force, or in 
the suppression of civil liberties. Rather, it is to be found in the preser- 
vation of democratic institutions by a more thorough-going practice of 
democracy. Such defense calls for: 1) The abatement of racial and class 
discrimination. 2) The elimination of economic conditions which foster 
poverty, hunger and disease. 3) More adequate provision for both the 
physical and the spiritual needs of persons in all lands. 


Disarmament: While the technical details of plans for disarmament 
lie beyond the competency of the church, we express new hope in the cre- 
ation of the United Nations Disarmament Commission, pledge the Church 
support, and urge the nations to seek without delay the means whereby 
world-wide disarmament may become a fact. 


Conscientious Objectors: We urge that the conscientious objector to 
war be given due consideration and allowed the prerogative of placing 
himself at the disposal of the government for civilian work. However, we 
highly recommend that all youth of draft age register under proper pro- 
cedure. We recognize that a boy’s position in life is jeopardized in not 
receiving adequate information early in life to help him make his own way 


into peace-loving adulthood, we must teach them the true basis of peace as 
a practical way of life. Without this they will follow the pattern strongest 


in society. 

We urge local church Committees on World Peace to read and study 
the report of the General Commission on World Peace as adopted by the 
General Conference of the Methodist Church.

This Convocation was 
sponsored by the Town and Country Section of the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the United States. Both these conventions were 
highlights in the town and country situation last year. 


The Interboard Council has requested that the Town and Country 
Commission prepare background studies, preparatory to the development 
of the Forward Movement in the Idaho Conference. It needs to be said in 
capital letters that THIS STUDY WILL FAIL IF IT DOES NOT 
HAVE THE COOPERATION OF EVERY MINISTER IN THE CON- 
FERENCE! Sometime this summer, or early fall, every church will receive 
a self-examination survey instrument, in which it will rate itself as to its 
effectiveness in the many fields of church activities. The failure of any 
church to return this questionnaire, completely filled out, will negate all 
our efforts to secure a true picture of the Conference. Therefore, acceptance 
of this report will involve cooperation in the preparation of the requested 
study. If any minister or church is not willing to extend that cooperation, 
we would be better off not to start such a study. We trust, therefore, that 
such cooperation will be forthcoming.

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_ We recommend that, this being election year, the time for Christian 
action in politics has come, and suggest the plan of action be to invite three 
leaders of each political party to a meeting to choose candidates for the 
legislature who will commit themselves to the above program. So that either 
party will help sponsor our work in the legislative session. 


; We recommend that sale of the “Idaho Challenge” be pressed by asking 
in all our churches for people willing to invest $1.00 in happier and more 
sober homes until a goal of 25% of all the church families are subscribers. 


We recommend that the Board of Temperance again send a repre- 
sentative across the Conference to hold temperance meetings to stimulate 
work in local churches. 


We recommend that all ministers urge their local editors to use the 
“Clipsheet” in their papers as this has proved very popular with leading 
daily newspapers. 


We urge all ministers to plead with all who are drinking in their com- 
munities to try the way of salvation and temperance in all things and total 
abstinence as the Bible teaches. 


Commitment Sunday has become a power for good in our churches. 
It takes great strength to bring our lives up squarely. The stronger 
churches are giving ever increasing prominence to this practice and co- 
operating with the National Board of Temperance by reporting the data 
necessary for their reports. 


Through the National Board of Temperance a man who is espe- 
cially trained to present total abstinence to high school youth, a drama team 
and seminars on alcohol education are available. These helps should be used 
by our Conference. 


We recommend the MYF take the fourth Sunday of each month for a 
temperance council plan of study and lessons. 


We recommend that the Chairman of the Board of Temperance be 
made the delegate to the Allied Civic Forces. 


We recommend that all members of the Methodist Church heed the 
admonition of the National Board of Temperance to join and help local 
temperance organizations such as Allied Civic Forces, Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, Youth Temperance Council, and Loyal Temperance 
Legion and give them all possible support and backing in their work. 


We request that a budget of $825 be granted this Board to be used as 
follows:

14. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN VOCATIONS 


The Conference Committee on Christian Vocations feels the most im- 
portant and successful venture of the year was the visit of Dr, J. Richard 
Spann, Educational Director of the Board of Ministerial Training, holding 
meetings at our churches in Pocatello, Jerome, and Caldwell, for our youth 
on guidance in church-related vocations. Dr. Spann came to our Conference 
through the program of the Inter-Board Committee on Christian Vocations 
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at Nashville, Tennessee. Such trained and experienced help as Dr. Spann 
gave was highly appreciated by the committee, also by the young people, 
who found him interesting, understanding, informative and easy to talk 
with. We wish to express our thanks to the Board of Ministerial Training 
and the Inter-Board Committee for his able assistance. 


Some members of our Conference Committee have helped present Chris- 
tian Vocations in youth meetings throughout the year. Materials have been 
distributed at youth conferences, institutes, and other meetings, and to 
individuals asking for them. 


Part of the interest of this committee is to channel information on 
church-related vocations, specific personnel needs of the Church, and specific 
jobs from recent reports. Quoting from the Christian Vocations Guide, 
“Over the past two years, church sponsored vocations conferences through- 
out the country have enrolled 4,000 young people per year. It can be con- 
servatively estimated that 10,000 young people in the Methodist Church are 
now committed to a church vocation.” The Commission on Ministerial 
Training reports, “Thanks to the recruitment efforts of the Inter-Board 
Committee on Christian Vocations, of the conference committees, and of 
individual ministers and laymen, more young men and women than ever 
before in the history of the church are now in training for its work.” 
Minimum needs in recruitment of ministers for this new quadrennium are 
reported as a total of 1,107; for replacements to fill vacancies caused by 
retirement, death or withdrawal, 782; for new charges, 200; increased 
number under special appointment, 50; and others, 125. 


In the field of nursing, the Board of Hospitals and Homes reports the 
goal of 2,500 as a hope for 1952. In the year 1951, 2,196 nurses were 
enrolled. The Board reports, “In virtually every one of the church’s homes 
and hospitals there are shortages of qualified personnel. The cold fact is— 
there are not enough doctors, nurses, trained social workers, dieticians, 
technicians, office workers, experienced house mothers, and superintendents 
to go around. One reason is that these fields of service have not been 
stressed enough by vocational guidance leaders, by schools and universities, 
nor by ministers.” hed 


Other needs which have been stressed this past year in the fields of 
church service include clerical positions open in our Methodist Publishing 
Houses. The demand for Directors of Religious Education is still greater 
than the supply. During the next ten years it is estimated that 13,000 young 
men and women will be needed to fill vacancies in the 118 colleges and 
universities related to the Board of Education of the Methodist Church. 
Teachers, administrators, religious leaders, and personnel workers will find 
many opportunities for service in these church-related institutions. Openings 
are available on the university level in seminaries, liberal arts colleges, 
junior colleges, and secondary schools. Ministers of Music are also needed. 
The Director of Placements of Westminster Choir College reports he is able 
to place only one out of six requests for this type of service. 


A Christian can find his field of service in strategic positions of in- 
fluence outside the church, too. Requests for personnel cons ane the United 
Nations Interne Program, the Department of State, Division of Exchange 
of Persons under the program of educational specialists being sent to 
Europe. Near East College Association is offering numerous positions of 
teaching in the Near East. The Coro Foundation of San Francisco is 
recruiting for twelve interneships in municipal affairs. Ecumenical work 
camps offer short time services of many kinds, and there are many other 
ways a Christian may find the type of work for which he or she is fitted. 


The General Conference adopted all legislation proposed for the I & 
Board Christian Vocations Committee which, among ones things, bea 
a Committee on Christian Vocations in each local church. This committee 
will be much the same as the Missionary Personnel Committee and will 
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replace it. The members will be those whose office in the church places 
them in a position to work with youth and to set up a program of recruit- 
ment and education in the philosophy of Christian Vocations. Further 
information on this committee will be sent out as soon as available. 


An unusual number of young men in Idaho Conference are now com- 
mitted to the ministry, several will enter seminary this coming fall. Several 
have local preacher’s licenses. Some of our young women are definitely 
interested in the field of education from a Christian standpoint; several are 
in nurses training; one has signified her interest in social service, one in 
the mission field. These young people will make their places and yield 
Christian influence as they go along with their chosen fields of service. 


It is the hope of this committee that a retreat for those definitely com- 
mitted to service in the church may be held sometime during the coming 
year to develop fellowship among them and furnish a program of inspira- 
tion. We hope that more counselling of a nature to help young people find 
their places in a Christian Vocation may be made available at youth insti- 
tutes and conferences, and that we may find those persons within our Con- 
ference that may render the service of understanding and able counselling. 
We urge our ministers and youth leaders to seek out the young people in 
their own churches whose character and ability make them potential workers 
in a church-related vocation and develop within those youth the desire to 
serve in these capacities. We emphasize that the local church is the place 
to develop this interest. 


To make the recruitment program effective, takes persons committed 
and consecrated. We can move forward in the Idaho Conference with those 
so committed in our local churches, pastors, youth workers, student advisors, 
guidance officers, and laymen. We have the task of leading talented and 
consecrated persons into places of Christian influence in a community.

15. REPORT OF THE MOVING EXPENSE COMMITTEE 


For two years we have been preparing for the time that the moving 
expenses of pastors should be met on a Conference-wide basis. We provided 
the plan last year and now are ready to “eat our pudding.” However, there 
are some items which the Conference needs to consider briefly on the 
matter of moving expenses. 


The Committee has secured the cooperation of Mr. H. P. Gibbs of 
Nampa, Idaho, to check all moving bills for possible errors or over-charges. 
All moving bills will go to him for approval, then to the Conference Treas- 
urer for payment. Mr. Gibbs is a man of many years’ experience in the 
moving business and we are fortunate to have his assistance. 


In the light of its further thought and preparation, the Committee 
requests the following revisions of the Moving Expense Plan, as it is printed 
in the Minutes (pp. 66-67, 1951 Minutes) : 

1) That Item No. 2 be amended by adding “The Conference Treasurer 
may borrow from general reserves of the Conference up to the amount re- 
ceived from the churches the previous year, in the event that moving bills 
presented exhaust the Moving Expense Fund.” 


2) That Item No. 6 be amended by adding “This debt may be cancelled 
either by paying the assessments or paying the moving bill of a minister 


it receives.” A : 
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3) That Item No. 7 be added as follows: “The Conference Treasurer 
will advise the local church of its 25% responsibility toward its new minis- 
ter’s moving bill, as soon as possible after paying the bill. The minister is 
urged to have the local church treasurer remit that 25% as quickly as 
possible.’” 


We request that the Moving Expense Fund Committee be continued so 
that it may accumulate experience in this matter, and consider the future 
possibility of covering the first moving expense within the bounds of the 
Conference for retiring ministers, or the families of deceased ministers.

16. REPORT OF THE RADIO COMMITTEE 


Purpose: As stated in the report of the Radio Committee of last 
Annual Conference, the purpose of this committee is: 


1) To tell the world what a great thing a Methodist Conference is. 

2) To build better public relations with the public within the bounds 
of the Idaho Conference. 

3) To share the inspiration of the Conference affairs with all who 
will listen. 


4) Above all, to bring the fact to people again and again, that the 
people called Methodist follow a Man who said, “Go teach all 
nations,” and another who said, “The world is my parish.” 


Activity: To this end, your Radio Committee has, since the last Annual 
Conference (when we had no authority, but carried on twelve public service 
broadcasts during Conference week) carried out the following: 


1) Surveyed all the ministers in the Conference regarding that which 
they feel is their greatest need in religious radio. 


2) Broadcast the Annual Message of Bishop Kennedy, from Twin Falls 
(KTFI), Idaho Falls, (KIF1), Nampa (KFXD), and LaGrande 
(KLBM). This was paid for from an asking of $5.00 from each 
church, and the offering taken at the Twin Falls Church, from 
which the broadcast originated. 

3) Met in LaGrande in January to set up the plans for the Annual 
Conference Broadcasts. 


4) Carried out the broadcasts of the Annual Conference with the 
“Methodist Hi-lites” daily at 5:00 p.m. On this program were listed 
summaries of activities of the Conference, high lights of coming 
events, and interviews of dignitaries. These latter have included: 
Rev. Floyd White, and Rev. H. J. Gernhardt, the Conference officers, 
Lt. Gov. Edson Deal, Rey. Ed Terry, Mr. Selby Southard, Don 
Hobson, Harry Starbuck, and Les Bailey, among others. 


Recommendations: 1) In view of the fact that the Committee has no 
parent organization, other than the Annual Conference, and that the work 
of the Committee is in a definite sense that of education, we ask to be 
incorporated in the work of the Board of Education, with the chairman of 
the Committee a member of the Board.

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VIII. MEMOIRS 


MRS. CHARLES EDWARD HELMAN 


Frances Julia Helman was born in Ohio, December 31, 1865. After com- 
pleting her training and teaching for a time, she was married in December 
of 1885 to Charles Edward Helman. 


The family, now numbering four—John and Agnes having been born in 
Ohio, moved to Hailey, Idaho in 1895. They lived in their first Western 
pastorate six years, then served by ministering to the congregations in 
Caldwell, Shoshone, Vale, Baker, Buhl, and Filer. After Rev. Helman re- 
tired, they served the Eagle church while living in Boise. 


Mrs. Helman was always an ardent co-worker in the church serving 
as Conference President of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and 
Corresponding Secretary for many years. During most of her life in the 
parsonage home, she and Rey. Helman were helping those in trouble and 
assisting those less fortunate to a happier life. She assisted with the music 
—singing in the choir and serving as organist in many of the charges; 
also taught young peoples’ and adult classes in Sunday School with a 
heart-felt interest and zeal known to few Church School workers. 


After Rev. Helman passed away in December of 1940, Mrs. Helman 
spent the first few summers in her home in Boise and the winters with 
her daughters in Nampa. Since June, 1948, she had been bed-fast and 
unable to speak, but she was very alert mentally and understood what was 
said to her, and enjoyed the visits and letters from her many friends. 


She became the only honorary member of the Order of the Golden 
Cross in 1935 at which time Rev. Helman was the only minister to have 
served 40 years in the Idaho Conference. 


Her son, John, passed away in April, 1942. She joined the church 
triumphant at the age of 85 on July 1, 1951. She is survived by her two 
daughters, Mrs. Agnes Massey and Mrs. Frances Ludlow, both of Nampa, 
and seven grandchildren. 


HARRY T. LEWIS 


Harry T. Lewis was born at Newton, Iowa, on December 17, 1873. He 
was called to his reward from his home at Fruitland, Idaho, on May 7, 1952. 
Fifty-two years ago he was married to Miss Maude Clarke. To them were 
born two sons and two daughters. Mrs. Lewis and the two daughters sur- 
vive. In 1904 the Lewis family moved to Idaho and have lived in the 
vicinity of Fruitland since that time. 


Major Lewis, as he was known to his friends and acquaintances, served 
as a Lieutenant in the United States Army, during the Spanish-American 
War, and as a Major of Artillery, during the first World War. In 1910 he 
joined the Methodist Church at Fruitland, Idaho and remained an active 
and devoted member of that church until he was called to the church 
triumphant. He has represented his local church in the Idaho Annual 
Conference almost continuously for the twenty years just passed. 


Major Lewis was a warrior, who battled relentlessly for those causes 
in which he believed, yet he was a tolerant and compassionate friend even 
to those with whom he could not find agreement. A most valued layman is 
gone from our midst, but we who knew and loved him, thank God for having 


had that privilege! 
ROYAL FRANK TYLER 


Roval Frank Tyler was a good, dependable layman, and Christian 
Sees in the ghureh at LaGrande, Oregon for many years. 
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He was born Sept. 7, 1883, at Villisca, Iowa. He was a graduate of 
Simpson College, taking his work in science and arts, and additional work 
in business. Later he took special advanced work at Ames, State College of 
Agriculture. He later went into the dairying business with his brothers. 


He was united in marriage to Fausta Alice Hill in 1914. In 1923 they 
came west with their small son, Frank, who is now a member of the faculty 
of the College of Medicine, University of Utah. In LaGrande, Mr. Tyler 
built and operated a dairy, adding later to his responsibilities with farming 
interests. 


Chureh work and kind acts of helpfulness might be said to have been 
his avocation. He was always willing to support the church with financial 
contributions and time and energy in leadership. For many years he had 
been a member of the Official Board, and at the time of his death, was 
president of the Board of Trustees, a post he had held at some length.

D. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Article I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of 
the Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


Article II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of 
the Conference, the several charges, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


Article III—All members and probationers of the Idaho Conference 
shall be members of this Society. 


Article [V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall 
constitute a Board of Directors. 


Article V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first elec- 
tion, shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected 
by the Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if 
a member so desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each 
district, and be elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, 
and two for one year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year 
to serve for three years or until their successors are elected. 


Article VI—The Articles and/or By-Laws of this Society may be 
amended, or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the 
Society present and voting at any regular meeting, notice in writing having 
been publicly given the day before. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and pre- 
serve all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism 
: a yarhe Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of 

e Society. 


2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors Soci 
In his absence the Vice-President shall preside. ages 
3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the 
Directors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the 
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general correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all 
historical matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was 
given and the date received. 


4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
charges, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors.

B. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Standing Committees, Boards and Commissions of the Conference 
shall be nominated by a Nominating Committee except where provided 
for otherwise by the Discipline, said committee shall be composed of 
one minister and one layman from each district, nominated by the 
Cabinet, and elected by the Conference to serve a maximum of two 
years; the cabinet to be ex-officio members of the committee. These 
shall include: Boards: an Interboard Council; Board of Trustees; Board 
of Conference Claimants; District Boards of Church Location and 
Building; Board of Ministerial Training and Qualifications; Board of 
Lay Activities; Board of, Missions and Church Extension (quadren- 
nial) ; Board of Education (quadrennial) ; Board of Temperance; Board 
of Evangelism; Board of Hospitals and Homes; Board of Trustees of 
Historical Society; Board of Trustees of Conference Camping Proper- 
ties. Committees: Conference Relations Committee; Committee on 
Investigation; Resolutions and Courtesies Committee; Committee on

Memoirs: Audit Committee; Committee on Procedure; Committee on 
Moving Expenses; Committee on Christian Vocations; Nominating 
Committee: Committee on Approved Supplies; Committee on_ Travel

Commissions: Commission on World Service and Finance; Town and 
Country Commission ; Social Action Commission. 


The Committee on Conference Program and Entertainment shall include 
Chairman of the Interboard Council, the entertaining pastor, the Con- 
ference Lay Leader, the District Superintendents, the presiding Bishop 
and the lay member of the entertaining church. Meetings of Boards, 
Committees, and Commissions of the Conference shall be scheduled as a 
part of the Conference program. 


Members of the Conference desiring to vote shall be within the bar of 
the Conference at the time a vote is taken. 


Motions, reports, and resolutions shall be in writing and presented to 
the Secretary. 


Pastor’s Conference Reports shall be delivered to the Conference Treas- 
urer’s office, or as directed by the statistical officers not later than one 
week prior to the opening of Conference. 


Official lists of Lay members and alternates shall be provided for the 
Secretary by the District Superintendents by the opening session of the 
Conference. 


Each Board, Committee, or Commission asking funds from the Con- 
ference shall present, in person or in writing, a detailed financial 
statement of receipts and expenditures for the year then closing, and 
an estimated budget for the ensuing year, to the chairman of the 
Commission on World Service and Finance, six weeks prior to the date 
of Annual Conference. Any further recommendations to the budget 
shall be presented no later than the Wednesday of Conference Week. 


A committee of three ministers and three laymen shall constitute the 

Committee on Expense. They shall be responsible for the equalization 

of travel expense to and from the seat of the Conference on an equitable 

basis, and for disbursements from this fund to the members. All mem- 

bers of the Conference, including ministers, laymen, and retired men, 

ram BS achat Supplies who are serving pastorates, shall participate in 
e fund. 


All members of Boards, Commissions, and Committees should be listed 
by name, and in case of lay members, alternate delegates to the Annual 
Conference serve for that session in place of their regular delegates 
who are absent. In listing the names of lay members on Boards, Com- 
mittees, and Commissions, the name of the church represented shall 
follow the name. 


All matters to be printed in the Conference Journal except the Statis- 
tician and Treasurer Reports shall be typed in duplicate and delivered 
to the Secretary prior to the end of the Conference session. 


The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of and be respon- 


sible for all papers of the Conference in the interim between the sessions 
of the Conference. 


No man shall be received on trial in the Conference who is over thirty- 
five years of age, and no one shall be received into full connections in 
the Conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate 
shall also furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be 
acceptable to the Board of Ministerial Training.

All ministers from other denominations seeking full membership in the 
Idaho Annual Conference, not graduates of theological seminaries 
approved by the Methodist University Senate are required to take the 
full course of study. 


The Standing Rules of the Conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


The Rules of Order adopted by the preceding General Conference shall 
be authority on all questions not referred to, or fully treated in these 
Conference Rules. 


No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be nominated for membership on the Board of Con- 
ference Relations, the Board of Conference Claimants, or the Board of 
Ministerial Training.

D. CONFERENCE ENTERTAINMENT RULES 


Your Committee on Conference Program and Entertainment offer the 


following to facilitate preparation for and entertainment of future Idaho 
Annual Conferences: 


The day for the Board and Committee meetings are to be included in 


the dates of the Annual Conference. 


The entertaining church shall provide entertainment on the Harvard 


ll eligible delegates, and such members of the boards and com- 
ties ane Rogen steered delegates, as desire such entertainment. 


All persons desiring motel or hotel accommodations provide such for 


themselves. 
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Persons eligible for entertainment are the pastor, his wife, and the 
lay member from each church, retired ministers, their wives; and the 
widows, ali ministers in studies, special appointments and candidates. 


The Conference shall pay all the expenses of program and functional 
operation. This is subjected to the limitation determined by the Commission 
on World Service and Finance, which is $600.00. 


The items of expense to be included are as follows: 
Speaker honorarium, established by precedent, $100.00. 
Speaker’s travel, hotel and meals. 
Hotel expense for Bishop. 
Printing programs, bulletins, and registration cards. 
Phone, postage, stationery. 
Secretarial service, if necessary for the Conference. 


Reports of boards and committees shall be provided through secre- 
tarial expense allowance. 


The Interboard Council shall furnish the entertaining pastor and 
church with a schedule of board and committee meetings to be printed in 
the Conference Program, at least six weeks before Conference. 


_A copy of programs of previous conferences; a report of the number of 
registrations, manner of entertainment, and all costs of Conference shall be 
provided the prospective entertaining church and pastor. 


E. MOVING EXPENSE FUND RULES 


1, The Moving Expense Fund is established by assessing an amount 
equal to 1% of the pastor’s cash salary. This fund will pay the moving 
bills for churches receiving new pastors, whose salaries can be assessed. 
Ministers in detached service or District Superintendents have no claim on 
the fund; a minister going out of the Conference has no claim on the fund. 


2. Moving bills for men moving within the Conference will be paid by 
the Conference Treasurer, after their approval by the Minister and a rep- 
resentative of the Moving Expense Committee. The fund will pay the com- 
plete bill, but the church to which the minister moves will be notified by 
the Treasurer that it is responsible for 25% of the bill. The Conference 
Treasurer may borrow from general reserves of the Conference, up to the 
amount received from the churches the previous year, in the event that 
moving bills presented exhaust the Moving Expense Fund. 


3. The fund will pay moving expenses of men moving into the Confer- 
ence up to and including $200.00, with the church to which he is moving 
paying 25% of the bill, up to and including $50. (Note: This does not 
limit the right of any local church to pay the complete moving expense of 
a minister moving into the Conference; it merely limits the responsibility 
of the Moving Fund.) 


4. The Moving Fund will pay only for the shipment of household 
goods and personal effects; livestock and personal moving expenses do not 
come under this plan. The following instructions will be handed to the 
mover when he is hired: “We will pay for the use of one wardrobe in 
andiion Me the regular ore and Federal tax. Any extra charges for 
packing, boxes or special insurance are the minister’ i- 
bility and should be collected directly from him.” inte ae 


5. Each minister shall hire whomever he desires to do the movi 
He is urged, however, to be certain that the lowest possible rate is wee:

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6. Any assessment not paid in full is carried as a debt against the 
local church; any church with a debt against it will not have moving bills 
paid when a minister is appointed to serve it. This debt may be cancelled 
aed by paying the assessments or paying the moving bill of a minister 
it receives. 


7. The Conference Treasurer will advise the local church of its 25% 
responsibility toward its new minister’s moving bill, as soon as possible 
after paying the bill. The minister is urged to have the local church 
treasurer remit that 25% as quickly as possible.
